Till'  uutlior  of  this  liisUiry  luw  nlU'inpUHl  Ui  collect  mwJ  prei)are  for  publica- 
tion, inn  pennnnofit  form,  a  invixo  nniount  of  valual)!*-  nml  intort^ting  matter, 
cuiti|»riHing  uot  only  nmtly  tlit*  iui|K*rtaut  (acta  fuuuU  in  tliu  public  records 
of  die  tfrwrn,  Uut  aloo  incNIento  and  0Tenti  of  unwritten  lUstory  gatlMred  fkom 
the  lips  of  the  oldeat  eurvinng  inliaUtanto,  and  infomstion  found  in  anttienllc 
memoirs,  aocient  niaiiii8cri[iffl  and  autograph  letton?;  nil  <if  ^vliich  he  vn- 
tlwivored  to  weave  together  in  an  iiiKtnictive  nnd  entei  Uiiniug  stylo  for  the  old 
aud  Uio  young  alike.  To  Una  older  uitiiseuBof  the  town,  esj^eciaUy  ilioae  who 
an  "native  fai  the  manor  bora,"  tlib  liMofy  wUl  leriTe  wamj  pteaaant  meui' 
oriee  of  by-gone  days.  Tb  Ibe  young  tt  wQl  pt'o— it  TaluaUe  evldeiicee  of  what 
the  <»arly  nettlcrs  of  the  town  wrought  out,  under  fnie^ous  tritilH  and  hanlshipB, 
from  the  rougli  wilderness  ;  how  with  an  axe  iu  one  Imiid  tliey  clonretl  tlie sturdy 
foreats,  luid  wilii  Die  detidly  rille  in  the  other,  reeiated  Uie  eiicruochuteute  of  all 
invaden;  bow,  expoaed  for  a  longer  probation  than  the  children  of  brael  expe- 
rienced, to  extraordinary  Ticiwitudea  and  necenuties,  and  gaining  a  meagre  sub- 
sisU'iice,  liy  t<iil  dial  knew  no  re«t,  from  a  nip^frt'*!  »oiI  that  ofteu-times  yielded  a 
rehictant  letuiii  to  tlieir  uiduKtiy,  they  Riew  stronger  n.'^  f  1if»y  toile<^l,  and  sufTered, 
aiid  yiehlod  not,  mid  triuitipltiii^  everywhere  and  in  {lii  Uungs,  tmusiijilted  to 
their  ixieterity  a  goodly  heritage  of  prioeleH  Taiue. 

All  readeni  of  ttiie  hietory  will  learn  facti  oonoerning  the  origin,  the  first  settle- 
tnent.  and  the  ntpnnization  of  tliis  tmrn,  whirli  Iiave  not  Ixifore  lx*en  puMi^lir  rl, 
and  which  the  author  lirst  ditieovered  aud  ef(tal)nHhed.  They  will  aii>u,  ilud  a 
clear  ex^iosition  of  tlio  principles,  customs  and  manners  of  the  early  settlers; 
their  ciTil,  iriigioUB  and  military  affain;  the  proj^mn  and  improvement  of  the 
town  in  its  agricultural,  inanufucturhlg  and  UKHthiuiic^  Interertlf  of  Itiedttcft- 
tionnl  indtitutinrm,  ami  of  it8  yet  intmen8(>  Jindcv  cIoihhI  n-wjurcew. 

No  <me  but  an  nuthorof  a  work  like  this  can  know  Uie  cost  in  time,  in  slreuglii, 
patience  and  tuwaey  of  the  eflbrt.  Tlie  anther  baa  given  more  than  four  years 
of  unremitting  attention  to  tlie  preparation  and  pufaUcathm  of  thia  history.  In 
the  very  ineeption  of  his  undertaking  the  author  discovered  the  aiuioying  fact 
that  a  eonsiilenthle  |H»rtif>ii  of  t]i<-  riK'^irdsof  the  niunicii»d  legishttion  of  the  town 
wiu»  Mii»»Miufj.  )>i  oUibly  l»eyon<l  rwovery.  The  blank  s|ince  extended  over  a  period 
of  twenty-four  yejun,  —  1778  to  1B02 — a  very  tni]HU-t4intera  iu  tliu  life  of  tlie  town. 
Tmlition  could  not  euiqily  tlie  mindng  Ihiln,  and  neariy  eveiy  one  of  the  worthy 
iwople  who  were  busy  actore  in  tlte  aoenes  of  the  era  named,  have  passed  from 
time  to  eternity,  and  tlie  tomb  cannot  be  inva<le<)  f"?  rtt        fa<  t-n. 

T<i  bridge  over,  and  fill  up  to  a  considerable  exU-iit,  the  gup  caused  by  the  loan 
of  the  town  reoords  Irns  been  a  work  attended  by  many  dilllcuttles.  To  acoom' 
lillsli  this  worit  tlio  antlinr  Itoa  traveled  fkom  vilhige  to  vUhige  and  fmin  house  to 
iMnise  wiUiinhla  own  and  niany<itlier  kowas  in  Vemumti  liaa  explored  botli  jnilv 
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lie  and  jirivntf-  lil)iHri(>s;  consiiUtHl  town  liistoruw,  town  rwin  l-,  th«  records  of 
biatorical  and  gttnettidgicol  aoeietitM  aud  faiuily  records,  iuiil  ho^,  at  the  tiatite 
time,  maintained  a  written  oomapoodenoe  amounting  to  tbouaandi  of  lettem. 

Thefn  are  nuuiy  inoongmitiea  in  the  early  reoaniB  of  the  town  and  it  was  bev- 
eral  montlis  after  tbe  niithor  fntt-ri'il  iinon  (he  prpi»nmtion  of  this  history,  before 
he  was  ahleto  solve  the  provoking  ditficultius  tluit  itufiedtHl  bin  lulnHru;  but,  dnriiii; 
his  efforta  to  i-emove  tlie  nibbiiih  in  his  way,  lie  niude  discoveriett  tliat  iNirtially 
compeRMilad  him  for  tlie  annoyanoea  he  IumI  exiierleNced.  to  wit:  tluii  IniUi  tlie 
date  of  the  flrnt  settlement  of  the  town  and  tiwl  of  ttio  otymiialaop  of  the  town, 
B8  givpn  1  V  Th  Hiipfwn  and  otlier  historians,  are  erroneous  by  several  years. 

The  luboi-s  of  the  autboi:  have  been  attended  by  much  iiteasure.  Should  ony- 
OBO  aak:  What  ia  th«  pieaange  to  be  found  In  muek  labor?  fiia  anawwr  b,  the 
pleaaure  arising  flroni  a  lanae  of  liaving  fierftonneil  a  (htty  !>/  oonveyhig  to  tluMu 
wliO  shall  OOnto  after  na,  proi^loiw  rvMncnilimnct-s  of  ttm  liv(<N  mid  th'mU  t>f  thv 
noble  men  and  women  *' who  hilmricHisly  ami  lovingly  pih*]hu'ihI  for  iia  Hii(;h  a 
heritage  of  popular  rights  aud  privileges,  and  of  |)ersoaal  good  in  many  fonns, 
aa  none  etee  on  earth  ever  I'eoeived  frum  thoae  who  went  btfbra  tlioiii."  The 
anther  haa  had  not  the  least  expectation  of  pecuniary  remnnention,  norof  gain- 
ing present  or  poeithumoiis  honor.  Ithas  be<en  to  him  a  In  hor  of  love,  four  yonrs 
of  pationt  lal>or  during:  whtrti  time,  for  months  in  suoooeuon,  lie  hoa  Ktvon  fnmi 
ten  to  sixteen  Itoura  «laiiy  to  the  worlt. 

The  anthnr  haa  had  it  in  view  to  maico  thia  an  exiiaiuitivo  hirtafy  of  tlie  tiiwn. 
Hm  work  ia  divided  into  Ghapten,  like  things  being  bronght  together,  and  (be 
whole  contents  placed  in  snch  onler  as  seemed  muMt  eligible.  The  consulting 
apparatus  consists  of  two  copious  Indexes:  one,  of  thv  nm]»tiTs  in  their  order  ;  tlie 
other  an  Alpltabetical  Index  of  tli«iaine.  lie  has  endeavored  not  to  encumber 
the  work  with  notes,  annotatiooa  and  marginal  references  of  an  ambiguous  char- 
acter. 

Tliis  work  tliough  written  in  conformity  to  facts  is  proUihly  not  exempt  fmm 
erroi"s,  l)nt  it  is  U'tieved  thiit  no  inn)ortnnt  luim  Iirunism,  pnlpulilc  inconHtMt«*n«i'fl 
or  illogical  iufereuees  will  be  discovered.  This  work  is  essentially  original. 
Transcriptians  are  credited  to  the  authors  from  whom  they  are  taken,  or  by 
marks  of  quotation.  Having  done  his  beat  to  produce  a  Tohwble  local  history  * 
the  nuthiir  Bubmits  it  to  the  pulih'c  with  nof(H»linK'>f  rHm-tam-e,  or  ill-fon*l>04ling 
as  to  its  reception  and  usage.  He  pix^fers  however,  that  it  shall  I  m' attentively 
read  and  lulvurscly  criti(!isi«d,  ntlhur  thiu)  plm'iMl  on  the  Klu>lf  ftu*  ornnment  oidy, 
or  **  fowl  for  niotlw.**  Tlw  iniliun>  liax  liad  Mmio  gunomiwniHl  Mithimiuidio  iH^lit* 
era.  All  tiianks  to  theeo  apfweciatlva  aouls,  imd  als4)  to  the  great  majority  of  hia 
fellow  to\^'nmnen  for  their  rciHTttcH)  ex]irc:siions  of  interest  in  Ilia  work,  aaindica- 
tetl  by  tlieii'  voien,  in  three  sui'ceHsive  town  meetings. 

In  conclusion,  the  author  must  express  lus  grateful  recognition  of  tlie  valuable 
moral  and  material  aid  extended  to  him  by  wppneMtw^  f  rienda  and  helpem.

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IKTRODUOTION. 


For  more  than  a  century  after  the  lauding  of  the  Pilgrim  faUiei  H  at 
Plymouth,  no  aettlouiouts  liad  been  raatlo  in  Yennont,  and  prior  to  1760 
but  a  few  settlGments  had  been  attompted,  iwd  su(  li  wrrc  of  a  military 
character.  Dunug  tlio  colonial  and  Indian  wars  tiie  territory  of  Ver- 
mont, being  situatod  between  the  English  and  French  provinces,  be- 
came a  tiioruug;iifuru  over  which  the  respcctivo  military  forces  of  liiu 
belligerents  were  elmoel  oonelantly  passing  and  re-passing,  and  the  ter« 
rilory  being  daimed  and  oocnined  as  a  bunting  ground  bj  the  naliTe 
Iroquoia,  Ooeaook  and  St  Vtmcm  tribes  of  Indiana,  who  ware  often:  at 
war  witb  eaeli  other»  the  aoitlemeut  of  the  tenitox;  waa  regarded  as 
daogerona  and  infeasibls.  These  and  other  obataelee  t««Ht*t^  against 
peseeabfo  and  permanent  settlements,  eonsequentlj  no  aueh  were 
effected  till  after  the  eonquest  of  Canada  by  the  English  in  1760. 

The  territory  now  oonatitating  the  State  of  Vermont,  was  anciently 
claimed  both  by  the  province  of  Now  York  and  that  of  New  Hampshire. 
Benuing  Weutworth,  who  was  commissioned  govereruor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1741,  began  in  1749  to  make  grnnta  of  lands  situated,  as  he  con- 
ceived, within  the  boul*  i  k  of  New  Hampshire.  These  giauLH  extended 
westward  wiihm  twenty  miles  uf  the  Iludson,  and  along  the  shores  of 
Lake  Obamplain.  The  titles  to  these  lands,  so  granted,  were  disputed 
bj  New  York,  whieh  daimed  the  whole  of  thia  tecritoiy  to  the  weat 
bank  of  Gonneotiout  river  bj  a  grant  from  King  Cbarlea  the  Seoond.  A 
lengthy  oorreapondence  between  Wentworth  and  QoTemor  Glinton  of 
New  York  ooneeming  their  respeetive  titles  to  the  lends  thus  granted 
ended  in  an  agreement  between  the  two  govemora  to  submit  the  point 
in  controversy  to  the  king,  yet  Wentworth  disregai'ded  the  agreement 
and  c(nil  iuued  to  niako  grants  wost  of  CoTmtfcticut  river  till  1754,  when 
a  renewal  of  lio^f  ilitios  between  the  Eughsh  and  French  put  a  stop  to 
applications  oud  delayed  the  determination  of  the  king  regarding  said 
boundary. 

t  The  war  being  closed  in  1760,  a  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded  be- 

tween England  and  nranoe  in  1768,  wUi  eeenred  to  the  Britiah  a  large 
trael  of  coantry  utnated  between  New  England  and  New  Tork  and 
Canada.  In  their  expeditiona  againat  the  French,  the  English  oohmiata 
beoame  with  the  value  of  the  landa  lying  between  Oonneeti- 
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c  It  tint  and  the  CtenadMHi  bord«rt  and  at  tha  oeeMAiOil  of  luMlilitlei 
thej  w«r»  eBgal7  «»qglii  after  by  advantorani  and  apeenlaton^  and  it 

became  the  iotereet  of  the  royal  gOTernora  of  New  York  and  New  Hamp- 
ahira  to  vie  witJi  eaoh  other  in  granting  this  territovy  and  reoeiTtng  the 
golden  emoluments  aruing  from  their  grants. 

Goremor  Weutworth  availed  himeolf  of  tliie  opportunity  to  renew  his 
work  of  makinpf  prantB,  aiul  by  ad  vice  of  bis  council  ordoreil  a  Hurvey  to 
be  made  of  Connecticut  river  for  sixty  miles,  and  three  line t;  of  town- 
sliipH  on  eiich  aide  to  be  laid  out.  Aa  applications  incrpaaed,  tuwiisliips 
of  six  mile8  square  were  granted,  and  in  17G1  uol  lesa  than  sixty  town- 
ships were  granted  west  oi  Connecticut  river,  and  eighteen  on  the  east 
aide.  In  1763,  the  whole  number  granted  on  the  weat  side  amounted  to 
188.  Tlie  paaaion  lor  obtaining  tbeae  landa  rose  to  a  great  height,  and 
the  new  townahips  were  ere  long  peoplsd,  to  a  eonaiderable  extent, 
with  emignnta  from  Oonneetient  and  Ma^aaehaaatts,  moat  of  whom 
were  only  temporaiy  aqjoumera. 

Belknap  aaya :  "Beaidea  the  fees  and  preaenta  for  these  grants  whieh 
were  undefined,  a  reservation  was  made  for  the  governor  of  600  acres  in 
each  township,  and  of  lots  lor  pnUto  purposes.  These  reservations  were 
clear  of  all  fees  and  charges.  The  whole  number  of  grants  on  the  west- 
em  side  of  the  river  amounted  to  138,  and  thf>  oxtont  was  from  Connec- 
ticut river  to  twenty  nules  east  of  the  Hudson,  aa  far  as  that  river  ex- 
tended northerly;  and  after  that,  westward  to  I^ake  Champlain.  The 
rapid  progress  of  tbeae  grants  tilled  the  coiTers  of  the  governor.  Thoso 
who  had  obtained  the  grants  were  seeking  purchasers  in  all  the  neigh- 
boring colonies,  whilst  the  original  inhabitants  of  Now  Hainpsluro,  to 
whom  these  landa  had  formerly  been  promised  aa  a  rewaid  lor  their 
merit  in  defending  the  eoontiy,  were  OFsrlooked  in  the  distribntion ; 
nnlsse  th^  were  disposed  to  apply  in  the  same  manner  aa  peraonafrom 
abroad;  or,  nnlesa  tbegr  happened  to  be  in  favor.  When  remonatraneea 
were  made  to  the  governor  on  this  subject,  his  anstier  was  that  the  pea> 
pie  of  the  old  towns  had  been  formerly  oomplimented  with  granta 
which  they  had  neglected  to  improve ;  and,  that  the  new  grantees  were 
better  husbandmen  and  would  promote  the  cultivation  of  the  new  prov- 
ince." •   •  • 

"  The  grants  on  the  western  aide  of  Connecticut  river  alarmed  the 
govemment  of  New  York;  who,  by  their  agent,  made  application  to  the 
crown,  representing,'  that  it  would  be  gi'eatly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
people  settled  ou  those  lands  to  he  annaxed  to  Now  York;  and  submit- 
tmg  the  cause  to  royal  decision.  In  the  meantime  a  proclamation  was 
issued  by  Lieut- Governor  CSolden,  reciting  the  graut  of  King  Charlee 
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to  tlio  Duke  of  York,  iissortiug  tbo  juriatUction  of  New  York  as  far  oast- 
ward  as  Connecticut  river;  and  enjoined  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Alb&nj  to  leturu  the  uauies  of  all  p«rBOU8  who  uuder  color  of  the  New 
Hampshire  grants  held  poMwaion  of  tandft  wMtvsrd  of  thai  river. 
Thi*  warn  Miiwarad  by  a  prodatnation  of  GoTomor  WeiilwortJi,  deolair- 
ing  the  gnnt  to  the  Duke  of  Torli  to  be  olwoletflb  md  that  the  westam 
bounds  of  New  Hmnpobiie  were  oo^tensive  with  tboee  of  ICMeaohna* 
etia  ttud  ConneoUcai ;  enootumging  tho  grMtees  to  maintuu  tiielr  poi* 
eesstouB,  and  eullivate  their  lands,  aad  oomnuuiciiiig  mil  oflbwre  io 
exeoate  the  laws  and  punieh  disturbera  of  the  p^ice.** 

Tlio  application  of  Now  York,  above  named,  wna  referred  to  the 
board  of  trade,  and  upon  thoir  i  cjircBcntation,  secoudcd  by  a  report  of 
a  oommittoe  of  the  privy  council,  tho  followiii(^'  rn  dc  i  wkr  pn^sed  by  the 
king  iu  couuoil,  which  will  doubtlesa  interest  all  readers  of  this  history:

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OUiGISr  0»  TUB  TOWN — FJR.ST  MKBTINU  OK  TlIK  ORANTSBS. 

Among  thf  many  grants  inadu  by  (tov.  Wcntworth  in  1701,  was 
that  of  Hartford, '  vvhicli  \v;is  tlie  first  township  chartered  after  the 
close  of  the  Frt^nch  war.  Tlie-  cliartcr  \v;is  graiiiod  on  the  4tb  of  July, 
J 701,  Rovcn  ycara,  to  n  day,  aflcr  Uio  i\r»l  f>l:iTi  of  iIk-  AniLnicaii  Union 
was  adopted  ;  fifteen  yi-ais  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  American  Indi  |i(>iu1(  iicc,  and  in  (lie  ticooud  year  of  the  reign  of 
King  George  III.  of  England. 

Tradition  doea  not  inform  lis  -why  tlio  grantees  of  HkoB  Townaliip 
mtlcctdl  it  froin  atiioiig  tbo  nuiny  townRliipa  wbioh  Woiitirorlli  oatuod 
to  Im)  Burvcyod  on  the  west  ride  of  tlie  Oonnecticat  River,  nor  wby 
tbey  wero  so  fortunate  as  to  aeouro  the  first  choice  of  territory,  in  every 
reflect  the  best  of  the  river  townsliitiB.  Belknap,  in  his  History  of 
New  Hampshire,  written  in  1784,  states  his  opinion  in  relation  to  the 
settlements  made  on  both  sides  of  the  Couneotiout  River  immediately 
aft«r  the  chise  of  the  French  war,  in  these  words,  viz.  :  '*  During  the 
wnr  tlie  c{»()i.ijMial  pnM.Mltig  of  1r(H»p8  through  these  landH  caused  tlio 
value  of  them  to  l>e  more  generally  known,  and  when,  by  the  conquest 
of  Canada,  tranquility  was  restored,  Uiey  wero  eagerly  sought  by 
adventurers  and  speculators." 

It  may  be  that  the  fame  of  these  lauds  inspired  John  Baldwin 
and  his  neighbors  in  Windham,  Ct.,  with  the  derire  and  determination 
to  poBtHMs  a  portion  of  tlicm,  but  wby  did  they  scloot  this  Townslup, 
wbioli  thoy  cltriHfconeil  "Ilartrord,***  in  proferonce  to  all  others  f 

Tlie  writer  of  this  llistoty  is  of  the  o|Huion  that  the  eariy  iq»plt- 
cation  made  by  the  grantees  for  a  diarter  of  tilts  particular  Township 
was  solely  due  to  tlic  inllnenoe  and  efforts  of  the  Strong  brothers,  who 
were  among  the  first  settlers  of  this  Townsliip,  and  that  this  was 
brought  about  by  their  having  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  Township. 

"WluMi  (Jovcrnor  Wcntworth  bocjuno  co<Tnizant  of  the  fact  that 
tlie  lauds  in  New  Hampshire  and  Yormont  were  "eaj^crly  sought  after," 
he  liantencd  to  have  said  iaiulH  surveyed  and  laid  out  into  townships. 
This  step  created  a  demand  for  surveyors.    The  two  brothers,  Elijah

is  the  cnpttal.    A  predilection  for  this  name  was  a  very  natiirni  one.

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and  Benajah  Strong,  were  by  voration  land  eiirvpyom  DoubtleBS 
they  wore  sumnionod  to  aid  in  llic  work  of  surveying  this  and  other 
townships.  During  the  jirygreiis  of  their  work  they  p«'ramhiilat«d  this 
Township,  and,  with  a  keen  perception  of  comparative  vahu«ii,  wxin 
dtsoovered  tho  superiority  of  (liU  Townaliip  to  oUtem  iuclndctl  in  tlioir 
•nrveyB»  in  respect  to  tlie  tpiomlid  wnter-powor  ami  mill-privilcgra 
found  by  tliein  on  tlio  three  rivers  that  wntorcNl  the  TairiiHhip ;  in  tho 
valuable  pine  foreets  that  slcirted  theoe  streams  and  extended  inland^ 
and  in  the  ricfanen  of  tlie  soil  from  river  bank  to  mountain  top.  Their 
favorable  impressions  were  conuunnicatcd  to  their  neighltors  in 
I^anon,  Ct.,  nnd  hastened  Uieir  application  for  a  charter  whioh  would 
seenre  to  thcni  the  coveted  territory,  and,  happil}'  for  them,  they 
secured  the  first  clioico  and,  consoquently,  tlie  first  charter  granted 
aft«ir  tho  close  of  the  French  war. 

FOKU  or  niB  OHABTSB. 

The  Charter  of  the  Township  of  Hartford  was  granted  to  John 
Baldwin  and  nxiy-one  otlier  grantees,  most  of  whom  were  inliabttanta 
4itiior  of  Windham  or  Lebanon,  Ct   Tho  Charter  liegins  as  follows : 

"  PnoviNCK  OK  New  Hami>kiiiuk. 
ftwrpp  the  Tliird,  by  tho  Onu^o  of  Ood,  of  fircat  Rritaiii,  Franc*'  and  Ireland, 
King,  Defender  of  the  Faitli,  etc.   To  all  persons,  to  whom  these  presents  sliall 
come.  Greeting.** 

The  C9iarter  prooeeds  to  say  that  His  Majesty  of  his  special  grace, 
for  the  due  eneonragoment  of  settling  a  new  plantation  within  said 
Proyinoe,  by  and  with  the  advioe  of  his  trusty  and  well  beloved 
Benning  Wentworth,  governor  and  oommander-in-<t1iief  of  said  Province 
'  in  New  England,  and  of  bis  eonndl  of  said  Province,  bad,  upon  the 
conditions  and  reservations  to  be  named,  given  and  granted  In  equal 
shares  nnto  his  loving  subjects  of  said  Province  and  other  govx'mmcnts 
whoso  names  wero  entered  on  the  grant,  to  be  divided  to  and  amongst 
them  into  Btxty-ciL'ltt  slian  s,  all  tliat  tract  of  land  within  said  Province, 
containing  ])y  a  iim  iiMsrcinent  27,oOO  acres,  which  tract  was  to  contain 
BLX  miles  and  a  liali  uqiiarc,  out  ot  wliich  an  alluwaitcc  was  to  be  made 
for  highways  and  unimprovable  lands,  1,040  acres  free,  and  the  same 
was  incorporated  into  a  township  by  the  name  of  Hartford,  The 
boundary  of  the  Township  was  as  follows :  "  Be^nning  at  a  white 
pine  tree  marked  opposite  to  tlio  souUiwest  eonier  of  Lebanon,  across 
tho  lUyor  Ootmeoliout,  fmm  tbonee  north  08*  west  seven  mikw ;  thence 
north  85*  east  seven  miles ;  thence  south  00*  east  six  miles  to  a  hemlock 
tree  marked,  at  tho  head  of  Wliite  River  Falls ;  thenee  down  the  river 
to  place  of  beginning.** 
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Hio  Clmrtor  cooforrpd  on  tlio  futiu-o  inhabitants  of  Uie  Towiuliip 
all  the  privileges  iuid  immunities  exercised  and  enjoyed  by  other  New 
II:\)iip8liirc  towns,  provided  that  as  soon  as  there  should  be  fifty  families 
rcKKleiit  and  settled  therein,  they  should  have  the  liberty  of  holding 
town  fairs  twice  tannually,  and  also  of  oponnitr  and  keeping  a  market 
one  or  more  days  in  each  week,  as  might  be  thought  most  advantageous 
to  the  inhabitants.  Also,  the  Cliartcr  provided  that  the  first  meeting 
for  the.  ch«)i(H!  of  lovvii  ollicers  siiouhl  bo  lieUl  on  tliu  laHt  Wednesday 
of  AugUMt,  i7Gl,  and  that  the  annual  meetings  /orcmr  thuiouriur,  for 
(ho  elioioe  of  town  ofNoers  for  tlio  nid  (oirti,  should  be.  keld  on  tlio 
second  Tncsday  of  Marob.  Tlio  conditions  upon  wbidi  the  OUarter 
was  granted  were : 

First,  That  every  grantee,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  shonld  plant 
and  cultivate  five  acres  of  land  within  the  term  of  five  years  for  every 
fifty  acrof!  eonlained  in  his  share,  and  shotild  continue  to  cultivate  and 
improve  lite  ^arno  under  a  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  his  grant. 

JSecattd.  That  all  white  aud  other  pine  timber  (iroo)  within  the 
township  fit  for  making  his  Majesty i  c yal  navy,  should  be  carefully 
presened  for  that  v»" — nnd  none  sliould  be  cut  or  felled  without 
special  license,  u]>on  a  iieiialty  of  forfeiture  of  the  riirht  and  the 
penalty  of  any  act  of  parliament  then  or  thereafter  enaoted. 

3'hird. — That  before  any  division  ol  the  land  should  be  made  to  or 
among  tbo  grantoos,  a  tract  of  Imid,  as  near  the  ccjitrp  of  the  township 
as  the  laud  will  admit  of,  phould  be  reserved  aud  marked  out  for  town 
lots,  one  of  which  should  be  allotted  to  each  lyraatee  of  the  eontenis  of 
one  acre. 

Pourth — Yielding  and  paying  to  bis  nmjn^ty,  bisbeirsaod  frucroPsnrB 
for  the  space  of  ten  years,  the  rent  of  one  ear  of  Indian  ooru  only,  on 
the  36lh  day  of  Beoember,  ananally,  if  towf uUy  denumded :  the  first 
payment  to  bo  made  on  the  96th  day  of  December,  1762. 

Sixth. — That  each  proprinfo!-  after  the  expiration  of  f  nn  yearr^  from  f  bo 
26th  day  of  Deo.,  1762,  should  yearly  par  to  lus  majesty  uue  shiUmg 
proclamation  money  for  every  100  seres  he  owned,  which  shonld  be 

paid  in  his  majesty's  council  chamber  in  Plymouth,  or  to  such  ofTicers 
as  should  be  appointed  to  receive  the  same,  and  this  to  l)e  in  lieu  of  all 
other  rents  and  service  whatever. 

On  the  bade  of  the  eharter  the  names  of  but  sixty  grantees  are  re* 

ooided,'  and  the  following  ondorstHuent,  vis. :  «

Imineduitelj  after  the  fint  maettDg,  the  comtnittee  dioMb  to  vbtt 
fh«  townahiiH  make  an  inapeofcton  of  it,  and  lay  out  the  first  diyiinoa  ci 
lots,  proceeded  to  Die  performance  of  tlie  duly  assigned  to  them  ;  rap- 
idly completed  their  work  in  (he  townsliip ;  returned  to  Connecticut, 
and,  at  n  meeting  hold  in  Windham  pursuant  to  adjournment,  reported 
the  roBuli  of  their  labors.  The  record  of  said  meeting  reads  as  fol- 
lows :

agaiiiHtany  pnipili  lots'  niiine  hIiiiII  lie  hix,  and  Hhall  Ix^  reoonlod  to  him,  his 
heirs,  and  assigUH,  t4>  imld  in  severalty  pursuant  to  the  diarter.

M  {he  meeting  held  purMiaat  to  tlie  iMi  Bained  •djomnmieikt  tbe 
proprietors  oboM  Prince  Tmoy  thrir  eommittee  to  Apply  to  tbe  eom- 
mitteee  or  seleotmea  of  the  eeverel  towns  lying  down  Oonneetieat 
river  to  tbe  Kings'  Ferry  above  Gbarlestown,  or  "  No.  4,"  and  with 
those  above  Hartford  on  Connecticut  river,  to  join  iu  seekiog  Ottt  IS 
public  highway  from  said  Kinga'  Perry  up  Connecticut  river.  It  was 
alno  vot.pri  to  raise  a  tax  of  eleven  Hhilhngs  ($2.60)  to  each  Bhare  fo  de- 
fray necessary  expenses.  Mr.  James  Mint  was  chosen  to  take  ell'octual 
care  of  the  pine  timber,  both  stftntling  aoJ  lying,  and  improve  that 
already  cat  down,  etc.,  and  to  contract  with  the  Kiug'a  surveyor  for 
getting  maats  and  other  timber  for  bis  majesty's  navy  ;  and  render  the 
proitte  to  the  proprietor*.  Also,  that  fnture  meetings  should  he, 
warned  by  the  seleotmen  by  putting  up  a  warning  in  writing  under 
their  hand  on  the  sign  post»  in  Windham  and  Lebanon  Conn.,  and 
also  by  advertising  said  meeting  in  tbe  **  Boston  PusLfOK  NnvsPAns,** 
at  least  tluwe  weeks  before  sncb  meetings. 

The  next  record  is  that  made  of  tbe  drawing  of  lots  by  lottoiy,  via : 
*'Anaeooant  of  the  persons  who  drawed  tlio  lotts  in  tbe  lottery.  In 
tbe  open  proprietors  meating  Nov.  ye  17th,  1761,  and  tbe  Lotta  eame 
oat  to  the  sevepal  Persons  aa  Tleroaftor  Recorded." 

The  drawing  resulted  in  a  division  of  sixty-two  lots.  Tlio  clmrtor 
gives  the  number  of  proprietors  as  sixty  eight.  'iMiis  nmiiliorin- 
chides  Liio  Governor's  right — (two  shares) — and  the  four  reservttli huh  for 
pubUo,  pious  aud  charitable  uses.  The  record  of  the  names  of  the 
ehsjrter  members  found  reoorded  on  the  back  of  the  charter,  contains 
skty-one  names  only,  inolnding  one  name  that  is  duplicated,  ris :  Ben- 
jamin Whitney.  Expunging  the  duplication,  and  inserting  the  names 
of  Ellsha  Wright  and  Blibu  Hyde^  who  are  nnmed  in  tlio  list  of  tlioso 
who  drew  lots,  we  have  the  eorreet  number,  sixty-two. 

It  appears  that  some  of  those  who  had  paid  in  money  in  expectation 
of  beooming  charter  members  were  left  out.  At  the  third  meeting  of 
the  proprietors,  March  9th,  1762,  it  was  voted  tliat  the  treasurer  shall 
pay  the  three  shillings  back  to  those  who  paid  tbe  same  and  got  left 
out  of  the  charter." 

No  mention  is  made,  up  to  this  time,  of  the  location  of  the  six  shares 
mentioned  on  the  back  of  tbe  charter.  For  convonience  of  reference, 
and  comparison  with  later  divisions  of  loud,  I  will  hero  insert  a  list  of 
the  proprietors  who  drew  lots,  together  with  the  number,  the  location 
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and  numbor  of  acres  recorded  to  each  proprietor.  Foriy-tkreeof  the  lots 
laid  out  bordered  on  the  Gonnectiout  river,  of  which  twenty-four  wore 
north  of  White  Biver  and  nineteen  were  south  of  White  Biver;  two  of  said 
loin  bordered  ou  both  of  said  riverw     Fourteen  lots  bordered  on  White

The  qaeBtton  of  malting  %  second  diviaion  of  land  was  ftrat  dobalad 
at  ft  proprietors  OMeting  held  in  Windham,  Nor.  8rd,  1762»  when  it  was 
decided  to  make  a  diviaaon  of  one  hundred  aerea  to  each  proprietor, 
each  lot  to  front  on  the  pnblie  roada  already  had  oot»  and,  at  the  aame 
time^  one  lot  in  the  most  oonvenient  plaoe  for  tAiat  pnrpoae  ahould  be 
reserved  for  the  first  settled  minister.  No  farther  action  was  taken  on 
this  subject  until  March  8th,  1763,  wheu  it  was  voted  that  those  pro- 
prietors, etc ,  who  shall  nittlce  their  first  entrj  on  the  lots  of  the  second 
divibion  shall  have  their  first  choic<>,  and  so  successively  as  they  shall 
enter  on  8ai«l  lots  "  Tliuao  favorable  terms  failed  to  jiromote  ommi- 
gration  o  inTutJimurate  with  the  hopes  and  exi  ccLatioiib  uf  tbe  |>ro])iie- 
tors.  Indeed,  the  oommitteu  choiieu  to  lay  out  the  secoud  diviBion, 
failed  to  then  perform  that  work.  Certain  persons  had,  however,  en- 
tered npon  iMida  of  the  first  diviaiout  and  done  noma  work  toward  , 
elearing  and  improving  aaid  landa.  In  tbe  following  warning  for  a 
meeting  of  the  proprietora  cm  of  tbe  eanses  of  tbe  delaj  beeomea  ap- 
parent :

They  then  vottid  that  the  committee  chosen  to  go  and  lay  out  the  sec- 
ond division  should  look  out  all  the  meadow  land  not  yet  laid  out  aud 
difide  aaid  bmd  equally  in  quantity  and  quality  to  eadi  proprietor ; 
timt  the  bundled  acre  jota'ahoold  be  laid  out  in  any  part  of  the  town* 
abip  where  tbe  oommittee  judged  beat,  baving  apedal  refevMiee  to  lay

Tha  saoond  hundred  aero  diviaion  was  laid  out  betwoes  Mnrcli  8tb 
and  June  20,  17G8.  At  the  aatne  time  a  snrroj  wns  made  of  the  middle 
land  or  meadows  lying  on  the  Wutor  Quechoe  River.  Ou  the  20 Hi  of 
Jane,  1708,  the  proprietors  vofp<1  that  each  proprietor  should  have  the 
right  of  pitching  his  Becoml  iiuiuired  acre  division  as  follows: — "The 
names  hhnil  <  ai  li  l  a  written  on  a  separate  piece  of  pnper  and  put  into  a 
box  and  be  drtifted  for  the  pitchers.  The  lirst  bIihU  make  iiia  pitch  by 
Monday  next,  and  get  the  two  first  letters  of  his  name  (initiala)  on  the 
boiiiid  tree  tmder  liie  Bniaberthftl  is  on  the  bound  tree,  with  ftoartificafce 
from  aadar  his  hand  to  be  deliTored  to  the  dark,  he  ia  to  reeord  the 
himdred  aera  and  meadow  lota  aa  they  are  brooght  in  to  file.  Dttniel 
Pdnoe  and  Lieot.  John  Strong,  choaen  to  agree  with  the  owners  of 
hod  for  highwaya  and  azehange  for  tham.  Abel  Ifanh,  choaen  to 
draw  the  pitchers  for  the  2d  100  acre  division,  and  Eltaha  Harsh  to 
make  the  pitches  for  tho  echoo!  ri-^ht." 

On  the  second  of  November,  1772,  the  proprietors  decided  to  nmke 
a  division  of  fifty  acre  lotK,  at^  l  also  voted  to  advertise  in  Iho  Cmmea- 
tiout  public  prints  f  liut  an  application  would  b©  ma4.1e  to  the  cdiumittoe 
chosen  for  tliat  purpose,  to  lay  out  to  each  atrrrrieved  propribLui  bia 
part  of  the  land  sequestered  to  make  eocli  luL  lu  liiu  lirst  division  equal, 
tlie  proprietors  to  pay  the  cost  that  should  arise— the  same  to  be  dono 
by  June  1st,  1778.  On  the  but  Monday  in  Hay,  1776,  the  proprietofs 
msi  at  the  house  of  widow  Rnth  Strong,  and  voted  that  eaeb  proprietor 
should  hnve  liberty  to  take  ap  of  the  nndiTided  land  in  town,  60  aeres 
to  each  original  right.  On  the  first  Monday  in  NoTember,  1776,  the 
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pioprietora  voted  to  accept  of  tbe  ]>itchoB  that  had  been  made,  in 
oecordaoce  with  the  vote  taken  in  May,  by  Tbomaa  Hazeu,  Israel  QiUett^ 
Mitchell  Clark,  Johu  Bennett,  Jr.,  Beoket  Chapman.  Joshua  Haim, 
Bcnj  Wright,  Johu  Gillett,  Stoplion  Tilden  and  Simon  ClmpmBu  ' 

Sopt.  26,  1770,  Joshua  Hazeu,  Israel  Gilletk  and  John  Bennett,  were 
ohoeen  n  comiuittee  to  lay  out  as  much  of  tbo  undiTidcd  laud  as  they 
should  coiiBider  rigbt  to  each  man  who  had  had  his  lots  cut  up  by  set- 
tling disputed  linos,  or  proprietors'  grants.  Dec.  29,1780,  AsaHazen 
was  eboeeu  pioprieto»*  elec^  antl  Joihuft  Hamii  and  SfceplMn  Tildtn,  % 
ootiiinittee  to  emnine  into  all  docda  and  daima. 

On  Tuoadaj,  Gthi  PeVy,  1781,  the  propriotota  Toted  to  lay  out  a  diTia* 
ion  of  40  aoraa  to  oaoh  rightt  and  tkat  an  ampla  plan  aiionld  be  made 
and  also  a  atnrv^  of  aaid  divinioDi  both  of  whidi  should  be  laid  before 
the  proprietors  fur  coullmiation.  Under  this  yoto  Tlioinos  Haien 
pitched  5G0  ticroH  to  fourteen  diflferent  40  Aore  rigbta.  Iliia  piteh  was 
made  May  30, 1781,  and  the  land  adjoins  the  one  thousand  acres  which 
he  received  from  the  proprietorH  in  1773  for  the  money  Joshua  Hazeu 
hired  for  the  proprietors.  It  will  be  observed  that  bis  pitch  and  the 
1000  acres  coinpnaeH  the  1500  acres  wbich  the  proprietors,  on  tbo  17th 
of  Nov.,  1761,  voted  to  reserve  and  sequeBter  in  tbu  iiortk-woai  corner 
of  the  township  in  a  square  bo<ly,  "  to  lie  to  uiako  those  proprietors 
good  whole  lote  wore  not  as  good  as  the  proprietota  have  in  generaL** 

The  foregoing  diviaione  were  supplemented  by  other  later  diviaioiia. 
.  The  last  meeUog  of  the  proprietorBi  at  which  cuxtent  buainoM  was 
transacted,  waa  held  in  the  hooae  of  Joaiah  Tilden,o  ^  'White  Biver 
vi]]ag»,  Not.  Q,  180a  Daniel  If  arah  waa  then  ehosen  vMk,  alao  a 
committee  to  act  with  Uie  selectmen  to  see  if  the  public  lands  were  all 
laid  out.  From  the  date  of  this  meeting  to  April  6,  1810,  thirty-five 
meetings  were  held,  and  all  meetings  wore  termiunto  l  at  that  time,  but 
nothing  was  recorded,  in  the  interim,  conreruing  further  divisiona  of 
land.    Records  in  detail  are  (juoted  in  another  chapter.

rilYSICAL  aSOOBAI>llY  OF  TUK  TOWN. 

Hartford  lies  between  the  meridians  of  4"  30'  and  4^  46'  of  west 
longitude,  and  brtweon  tlie  pArallelR  of  43°  40'  and  43*  66'  north  lati* 
IimIc,  aimI  m  hounded  iioriii  hy  K(»r\vi(:h,  ourI  hy  G(»nncctiout  river, —  ; 
which  8i'|»eraU.*H  it  from  l/<«l»;iiH)ti,  N.  11.: — south  by  II.uUniH]  nntl  west 
by  Ponjfret.  It  lirs  42  mik's  Koiitlicast  of  MontjK'licr  ;  14  north  of 
"Windsor,  and  14  iioi  ihcant  of  ^Vuod8tock.  The  total  area  is  about  46 
square  mik's,  or  nearly  ^Vooo  acres.  ^ 

Climate.  Tiie  olintatc,  like  tliat  (»f  t!ie  State  in  general,  is  cohl.  The 
^extremes  of  heat  and  cold  are  about  UO"  above,  and  33  1h1  \  ,  he  zero 
on  Faharenhcit'fi  thermometer,  the  average  annual  tcm|ieraiure  being 
about  43°.  Observations  made  during  the  mouths  of  January  and 
F«bni«y  1880,  at  Hartford  vUlage,  thowod  tbe  miDimum  temperature 
for  Januaiy  to  be  below  sero,  while  tbat  for  Febmaiy  was  38*. 
The  higheet  degree  for  Janttaty  was  80**  above  aero :  for  FebruMy  88% 
the  hour  of  oboervatioti,  7  o*dook  A.  Jl  From  Jannary  4th  to  the  Ifth, 
tlio  average  ioiii|icratiire  at  7  A.  M.,  was  27"  above  xcra  From  tho  Ist 
to  the  SSd  the  teniperalurc  w.ifi  not  below  zero,  excepting  on  the  3d, 
when  it  fell  2"  below,  and  on  the  'ilst  to  0°  below.  For  fourteen  days 
in  Febrnary  the  temperature  ranjiri'd  from  7,ero  to  above,  the  aver- 
age bcinp  \:V  above.  I'or  the  remaining  fourteen  (biys  the  tem- 
perature ranged  from  zeio  to  33"  below,  the  average  being  10"  below. 

Orvis  Wills  of  We^t  Hartford,  furnishes  the  following  average  tem- 
perature for  the  month  of  l'\  bruary  for  fiflecn  years  :

May  14th,  1834.  frost  killi  d  the  maple  leaves.  On  tlie  ne.\t  day,  snow 
fell  to  the  depth  of  one  foot,  .June  Olh,  1816,  snow  fell  half  the  day. 
At  night  the  ground  wiis  frozen.  The  7th  was  windy  and  cold.  On 
the  morning  of  tlie  8th  snow  covered  the  ground  to  the  di^i  of  sevenl 
indies.  Very  little  com  and  Knglish  grain  were  nused  in  1818.  Sep* 
tombor  loth,  tho  water  in  ponds  and  rivers  froxe  to  some  thiekness. 
Before  the  lulls  weni  denuded  of  tlie  old  forest  growtli,  tiio  crops  of- 
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tener  siiflPorod  from  excessive  wet,  than  by  drouth.  Since  the  hills  have  • 
Leon  litenvlly  scalped  of  trees,  drontliH  are  more  frecjaent,  that  Is,  flu; 
soil  is  cotitiiiuoiisly  dryer  throughout  the  vernal  ^^<'ason,  than  before  tlie 
land  was  ao  extensively  cleared  as  at  present.'  T\t>:  lengthy  droutlm 
that  tioinetimcs  ocoiirted  in  early  times  arose  from  an  entire  absence  of 
nxa  fill,  wMlo  the  eontinnoiw  aridity  of  the  w^l  st  the  present  time  is 
to  be  attributed,  principally,  if  not  enUroly,  to  the  euttiug  down  of  tlie 
foteBti,  whieh'tlirew  oif  tmmenae  quantities  of  vapor  into  tlie  atmoa- 
phero,  and  the  ezpoeing  of  the  surface  of  the  ground  to  the  direct  action 
of  the  snn  and  winds.  Before  the  country  was  cleared,  the  whole  sur- 
face of  the  ground  was  coveted  with  leave  sand  logs,  andtliMO  absorbed 
the  rain,  and  tlie  cliatiucls  uf  outlet  being  olistnictutl,  the  water  pnrttHHl 
off  slowly,  during  a  rain  storm,  or  when  the  huow  was  dissolved.  Now, 
during  the  melting  of  the  snow,  and  heavy  rains,  the  water  nins  rapidly 
away  ;  the  streams  are  suddenly  rai.sed.  and  violent  freshets  sueeeeil* 
When  the  snow  is  ifone,  or  rain  ecuses,  the  soil  soon  becomes  arid,  the 
streams  subside,  mills  cease  to  i-eccive  the  necessary  supply  of  water, 
springs  and  wells  become  dry,  and  tlie  land  half,  or  wholly  naked, 
during  the  winter  season,  freoxes  to  a  groat  depth,  wliich  proves  fatal  to 
grass  and  slirubbery,  and  young  fruit  trees. 

JK#irsi — ^The  riven  witliin  the  town  are  White  and  Qneechy  rivers. 
White  river,  called  by  tlie  Indbns,  "Cascadnac,**  or  pure  water,  enters 
the  town  at  tlie  north  west  comer  and  runs  south  easterly  through  the 
town  to  its  confluence  with  Connecticut  rivor  at  Whiiu  Uivt^r  Jnuctioii. 
Queeehy,  or  Ottanqnedioe,*  called  by  the  early  sottien,  "Watcr^ 
quecchy" river,  enters  the  town  at  the  Poiufrct  or  west  lino  of  the  town, 
and  flows  in  a  southerly  dii-ection,  and  crosses  the  line  into  Tlartland, 
about  one  mite  and  a  half  above  it  confluence  with  Connecticut  river. 
Connecticut  river  washes  <lie  whole  of  the  eastern  side  of  the  town.  No 
toM'U  in  the  state  is  better  supplied  with  pure  wholesome  water  than

The  valley  of  the  Ottauquechcc  covers  an  area  of  150  square  nUlcs.  This  is 
rich  In  niiiieral  am}  agriciiltiii a)  tcsources  and  is  not  biirpasscd  in  tlie  State,  in 
the  beauty  ol"  its  scenery — mountain,  hill  and  valley.  On  this  stream  and  its  tribu- 
taries is  a  motive  power  of  imraenae  value,  but  a  small  portion  of  wliicb  Is  now 
MtiUMd. 
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ilartfon],  :nu)  none  niore  abiirulaiitly  watered.  The  Piiif^llcr  Rtrcnnis 
arc  sepanitctl  largely  by  lulls  ran^iii^  from  loo  to  .Odd  feei  al*o\  c  flio 
streams,  coiieequeiilly  tlie  <le.sceiit  is  rather  abnipt,  aiul  the  Ptreanis  run 
brbkly  between  tlie  diviilc8,  formiitg  a  nalurnl  drainage  syHli^ui  tlnx>ugli 
whidi  the  wftlen  find  their  wBj  to  the  riven.  Host  of  the  Bireama 
have  diminiabed  in  sise  a«  the  foreeU  have  hceii  eleared  u|»,  and  some 
are  entirely  dried  up  in  the  anrnmer  time. 

Soil  and  JhvducUoM. — ^Tlie  soil  of  Uie  town  in  in  f^ieraf,  a  sandy 
liinni.  tStill  thoro  ifl  a  varlHy  of  miil.  Tlie  miil  of  tlie  interval  lands,  is 
an  alluvial  do|iosit»  thrifty  and  prodnotivo  of  large  crops  of  oorn,  and 
other  cereals,  grass  and  garden  vegetables.  -  The  alluvial  deposit  is 
hoirever,  not  much  in  excess  of  one  foot^  and  is  underlaid  by  an  admix- 
ture of  coarse  sand,  and  pebble  stones,  whidi  render  deep  ploughing 
iniprncticable  on  aocouMt  of  tlio  loaohy  nature  of  the  sutwoil ;  conse- 
quenlty  top-dressni^  is  becoming  a  very  common  system  on  other  than 
clayey  lands.  IJacik  from  the  intervals  tlic  laud  rises  abrtiptly  into  hills, 
which  present  an  irregular  contour  and  soiuewliat  broken  af«pect.  ITie 
upland  farms  are  not,  in  the  main,  inferior  ia  prodnetiveness  to  tlic  in- 
terval farms.  Fruit  trees  tiirivo  better  on  the  uplands,  lliau  near  the 
rivers.  Tliere  is  but  a  small  portion  of  land  in  tlie  town  tliat  cannot  bo 
.  ensily  and  profitably  oulUvatcil  even  to  the  apex  of  the  highest  hills. 
The  hill  farms  alford  the  very  best  of  pasturage,  and  something  profit- 
able is  done  in  the  dairy  liiisiiicim  on  most  of  the  farms  in  the  town,  as 
well  as  in  stock  raising. 

Jfatural  J^ertUiur*. — So  long  as  the  hills  were  orowded  with  loresAa, 
the  low  lands  were  eoostanily  enriched  from  the  neighboriiig  emin^inres, 
Tlie  decay  of  trees,  broken,  down  by  wind  or  auccumbing  to  mge,  the 
decay  of  leavea  auraally  falling,  and  of  woodland  plants  constanUy  }>er* 
isUng,  formed  in  the  prooess  of  time  a  rich  mold,  which  was  washed 
down  by  Bummor  rnius,  or  gradually  couveyed  away  by  melting  suows, 
and  diBtributcJ  over  the  surface,  afTordiiig  a  never-failing  Hiij>p1y  of 
good  mauure.  In  nmny  placcB  the  coutom  of  tb«  ground  was  such  that 
the  dooayin^  snbHtanoow  aceuniulated  Iti  l>iiRiii-lilvO  repositories,  where, 
innliHlui  hed  by  the  eieiuonls,  llicy  iiniuuiUy  ie('oived  accossions  of  like 
iiiaUiiial,  which  deposits  are  termed  "  njuck-beds."  Numerous  deposits 
of  this  kind  are  found  iu  Uartford.  Some  of  them  are  underlaid  by  a 
grayish  tiuted  plasUo  marl. 

OEOLOOIOAI,  FXATDBIS. 

The  principal  rocks  of  the  town  are  of  a  mica  schist  formation. 
Talcose  schist  exists  to  some  extuuL.   Of  the  three  great  ranges  of  tal- 
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OOM  Mlitei  in  Yaraumt,  t1i«  laMt  aii«n  the  SUto  in  Spriogfield,  pasMS 
out  ak  tli«  WeatbenSeld  ''Bow,"  re-Mitsrs  in  the  aoath-eaat  pnrtof 
BMihtd,  nnd  oontlnues  in  Vermont  imtil  it  twminattts  n«ir  GuildliaU. 
FRrf>  AidwBB  diaoovered  a  doporit  of  gneiM  in  Hartford,  which  wan 
isolated  from  all  other  rooks.  This  was  a  portion  of  tbe  middle  range 
of  gneiss  which  extends  from  Halifax  to  the  Otta  Quecheo  river.  It  is 
supposed  that  this  projection  of  the  gneiss  to  Hartford  lonua  an  aula- 
clinRl  axiB,  umlerlving  the  calciferoim  mica  schist. 

A  mile  ami  a  liiilf  aoutliweflt  of  White  River  Junction  the  nu:k  is  nn 
indurated  talcoso  mhtbt  with  sulphurets  of  irou  and  cop|>ur  m  Bmall 
Teina  scattered  through^it  A  coarse  rock,  with  black  spots  of  argil- 
laoeoas  matter  more  or  lesB  ealooriona  is  abrntdaiit  al>out  Whito  RItot 
Jonotion.  Along  White  river  are  f  onnd  nnmeroiw  blookt  of  the  poonliar 
indurated  bbMslr  oslcarioiia  sehist  There  are  obscure  traces  of  atratillca- 
tion  in  it,  end  numwons  large  blotches  of  n  black  argillaceous  matter 
which  efferTesors  strongly  with  acid,  are  thickly  strewed  through  it. 
A  porphyritio  homblend  is  found  southwest  of  White  River  Juucttoii» 
and  viens  of  quartz  traverse  the  formation.  At  White  River  village  a 
compact  homblend  rock  is  iuterstratifieil  with  Hoft  talcoso  sltito.  An- 
alagous  rocks  are  found  ou  the  way  from  this  village  to  Norwich  Genler. 
—-Geology  of  Vennojtf,  Vor,.  I,  pp.  465-519. 

Tlib  minerals  moat  cunuuou  in  the  town  aie  calcilo,  kymiitfi,  <|nartE, 
pyrites,  auil  feldbpar.  No  minerals  of  commercial  value,  with  the  ex- 
'  oepUon  of  a  modicum  of  ^ver,  hnve  been  foond  in  Hartford.  Some 
prospectiog  for  silver  ore  was  made  several  years  ago  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  George  0.  Brockway,  near  Weat  Hartford  village,  but  the 
enterprise  ended  abortively.* 

QDIOHU  BPBUIO. 

This  spring  occurs  in  the  oalciferoua  mica  schist  formation  ou  a 
beautiful  slope  of  land  on  the  town  poor  farm,  which  is  about  two  miles 
distant  from  Quechee  village^  and  about  the  same  distance  from  the 
village  of  West  Hdi  t  ford.  ^ 

The  water  is  strongly  impregnated  with  muriate  of  soda  and  carbonate 
of  lime,  ftTui  traces  of  nirhonuto  of  Hnda  and  muriate  of  magnesia  are 
plainly  ditjcernable.  It  ih  [n  i  hal  lc  t  lm  loiiine  t  xisfs  in  the  water  in  the 
state  of  iodic  acid  combinul  w  iih  oho  of  the  alLulu  .s  The  water  from 
the  springs  has  depomleil  beUti  of  tufa  seveiui  lucheb  m  liucUness.  It 
was  by  this  deposit  timt  the  springs  were  first  brought  to  public  notice

through  the  iBtfcnunfintality  of  Ihe  Windsor  Oouniy  Natund  Hisloij 
8od»tj,  aboat  ih«  y«iir  1840.  Sabaeqamilly,  for  m  few  yMurs,  Um 
qmnga  were  viaUed  by  •  largo  nunibor  of  peopio  who  drank  tho  watar 
there,  and  earned  it  away  with  tbenit  and  claimed  to  bo  greatly  benefitted 

by  its  use  especially  in  the  nnmeroiu  varMbaes  of  scrofolooe  diseaBes. 

About  ihe  year  184G,  a  company  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
a  pipe  from  tlie  springs  to  the  villaf^e  of  West  Hartforrl,  with  the  view 
of  erecting  in  that  village  a  laige  hotel  for  tho  occoiumodation  of  guesia 
who  might  seek  the  mediciual  virtues  of  tiiu  walei.  Tho  ownor  of  the 
springs  declined  to  sell  upon  any  tenns,  aud  not  loug  after  the  spriugs 
fell  into  disuse,  aud  the  waters,  at  the  present  lime,  have  no  utility 
beyond  that  of  oooanonal  ose  by  the  lown*a  poor  who  are  quartered  in 
Ihe  immediate  vicinity  of  the  springs. 

POT  HOUHi 

The  eziatenoe  of  pot-holee  in  ledges  of  rook  is  regarded  ae  procrf  thai 
a  cataraet  once  existed  at  the  apoi  Henoe,  wheneyer  they  oeonr,  rivers 
most  have  existed ;  in  other  words,  streams  onoe  ran  where  pot-holes 
now  are.  mul  subsequently  they  wore  out  the  valley  to  the  .depth  at 

which  thoy  wow  run. 

During  tho  construction  of  tho  Vermont  Centnil  ItailroiLd  l>etween 
West  Hartford  village  and  a  point  just  west  of  the  bouudary  line  be- 
tween Hartford  and  Sharou,  a  blast  made  in  a  rock  caUiug  disclosed  an 
enormous  pot-hole  eerenteen  feet  deep,  the  fissure  leariing  to  it  from 
the  enrfaoe  of  ihe  rook  above  being  about  aix  feet  in  length.  fiHdeby 
aide  wilUn  thia  hole  lay  two  granite  boulders.  These  were  taken  out 
by  the  workmen,  who,  not  appreeiating  their  great  valufl^  rolled  them 
into  the  dump  or  embankment  near  by.  This  &ct  eame  to  the  engineers 
in  some  way,  and  they  unearthed  the  buried  treeauree.  One  of  these 
proved  to  be  a  beautiful  sphere  two  feet  four  indies  in  diameter,  and 
as  perfect  and  symmetrical  in  outline  as  any  piece  of  lathe  work.  The 
other  wnfl  irregular  in  form,  and  nearly  as  hirge  as  its  companion,  but 
this  was  not  removed.  The  story  of  this  discovery  hav)n<r  reached  the 
ears  of  Prof  Edward  Hitchcock,  the  celebrated  geologist,  he,  with 
his  class  m  Diii  Lmuuth  college,  made  a  journey  to  West  Hartford  to  see 
this  unequaUod  sphere  of  granite— Nature's  own  handiwork.  Sub- 
sequently Gov.  Paine,  president  of  the  Termont  Oentrsl  Baihroed,  sent 
th»  8t<me  by  a  two  horse  team  to  Burlington,  Yt,  where  it  was  placed 
in  front  of  the  eoUege  buildings. 
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This  Btone,  which  "  tho  buihlera  did  not  refuse,"  was  fotmd  at  a  spot 
at  leaat  sixty  feet  above  White  river.  Who  can  toll  how  many  centui*ie8 
ago  White  river  woa  coursin;:  itn  way  at  that  elevation  above  its  present 
bod,  or  by  what  process  those  fragements  of  rook  wore  encased  in  their 
rock-bouud  repository  V 

In  arl  lition  to  the  attractiveuoaa  arising  from  the  tet  rares  upon  tho 
Otta  Qaeciioo  river  near  Dewey's  mills,  anotl>'er  prominent  and  iritorost- 
ing  object  is  found  in  the  extensive  gorge  or  chasm,  at  the  head  of 
which  Dewejr's  mills  are  located.  This  is  a  channel  out  through 
«ohiatoBfl  rootk  some  Ave  handred  feat  in  kngtb,  one  hnndisd  in  widih, 
:Mid  varying  in  depth  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  sixtj^ftve  feiit  The 
'  Woodsfcook  nilroAd  croBBee  thit  chMm  over  *  bridge^  the  trade  of  whieb 
is  one  handred  and  sixty  five  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  rivw.  Thia 
pcnntia  apopaUr  reaort,  in  annuner-thnfl^  for  pionio  partieo^  and  ia  mnob 
visited  \jj  tonrists  from  aU  parts  of  the  oountry. 

TBRRAOSa  UPON  OTTA  QUBOnSK  RIVER  AND  WOITK  RIVBR. 

The  Otta  Quochoe  nver  rises  in  Shorbnrne,  passes  through  Bridgewater, 
Woodstock  and  Hartford,  and  unitee  with  the  Connecticut  in  North 
HartliMid-  *  *  *  At  Qneehes  village  there  ia  a  vaiy  diatniot  baaia. 
Southeaat  of  the  vfllage  near  Dewey^a  frMtory,  <m  the  aotttheasi  aide  of 
the  atraam,  there  are  aeven  vary  pleaaant  terraces,  and  four  upon  the 
opporite  aidsu  They  are,  perhi^  gorge  ierraeea,  aa  they  are  at  the 
'  monUk  of  qaite  an  extensive  gorge  and  waterfalL  hk  Ihia  very  interest- 
ing region  there  is  an  old  bod  of  the  river  upon  tho  east  side.  •  •  • 
The  river  at  its  point  of  union  with  the  Oonneetiont»  modified  the  ter- 
races of  the  latter  stream.  It  has  also  carried  away  a  large  portion  of 
the  Connecticut's  terraces  at  North  Harthmd.  The  river  falls  over 
Htruia  of  clay  near  ilu  mouth,  at.  least  four  times,  and  the  amount  of  fall 
is  from  sixty  to  .sovonty  foot. 

The  principal  braucii  of  White  river  arises  from  the  Green  Mountains 
in  Hancock,  Bochester  and  Pittsfield,  passes  through  Stockbridge  to 
Bethel,  wkm  it  jdna  the  other  biandi  eonung  down  from  Boxbuiy ; 
Ihenee  it  follows  the  route  of  the  Yennont  Oentral  raUroad  through 
Boyaltoo,  Sharon  and  Hartford,  to  White  Biver  Junction,  where  it 
unites  with  the  Oonnectiout.  •  •  •  The  first  basin  upon  White 
river  belongs  to  the  ninth  baaui  of  the  Oonneoticut^  wluoh  extenda  from 

'  At  Qiiechee  village,  jutt  below  the  bridge  over  Otta  Qiieeliee  river,  a  lai^ 
iiolated  flat  rock  may  be  leen  neiir  tlie  centre  of  which  U  a  large  pot-lioie,  and  at 
one  end  of  this  rock  U  a  well  deHned  nection  of  anotlter  pot>ltole — both  valuable 
illttttntloaa  of  such  itructurei. 
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Winctacv  to  Norwich.  It  ii  quite  aliorfct  •ztMiding  onlj  from  White 
Btver  Jonetioii  to  »  abort  ^tanoe  weet  of  IVhite  Biver  ▼illag«^  yet  tiw 
tetfMM  are  fioely  de7eloped»  eapeoiallj  where  White  river  anitea  with 
llie  Oonneotiout)  there  being  Ave  terracea  on  the  aouth  aide — the  high- 

eat  of  which  is  oompoaed  of  sand,  and  iis  summit  ia  309  feet  aibove  the 
Oonneoticut  at  the  railroad  bridge  over  White  river — and  four  upon  the 
north  side.  The  eecond  basin  extends  from  White  River  village  nearly  to 
Woat  Hartford,  and  is  woll  linod  with  torracoa  upon  both  sidoR,  ilioir 
number  beiug  uowhore  loss  than  tliree,  and  never  oxcoedmg  sevou. 
Yet  the  number  varies  every  half  mile.  The  valley  varies  from  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  to  a  mile  in  widtli.  Tiit)  third  boain  o.xteuds  from  a  rocky 
faaRjer  (Boeky  moantaiii  so-called)  at  Weat  Hartford  to  »  aimilar  bar* 
rier,  well  marked,  *  mile  aoutheaat  of  Sliaron.— Geology  of  Termonti 
Vol.  i;  ppu  122-138. 

Of  one  of  the  terraoea  at  White  BiTflr  Jnnotion,  Prof  Hitehoock  aaya: 
"At  thia  plaoe^  (Wliita  BiTer  Jonotion),  aa  ttniveraally  in  Yermont 
where  two  atreoma  meet  in  a  wide  spread  basin,  terraces  of  varioua  . 
heighta  and  extensive  range  are  found.  Upon  the  top  of  one  of  these 
terraces  at  an  elevation  of  over  120  feet  above  the  Connecticut  river  is 
a  pond  covering  several  acres,  poBsespiTip  no  visible  inlet,  but  bolouging 
to  the  third  class  of  ]K)nd8.  Pond  lilies  fiboimd,  and  their  roots  form  a 
strong  net-work  capable  of  sustauiiri^'  the  weight  of  a  man.  Vegetable 
matter  haa  accumulated  upon  those  roots  to  a  conaiderablo  depth,  and  ■ 
in  spots  alders  and  other  shrubs  grow  luxuriantly.  A  person  may  safely 
walk  aereral  rode  from  what  waa  evidently  the  original  ahore  of  the 
p<md.  Aa  he  walka»  however,  there  ia  commonioatad  to  the  ground 
upon  wiiich  he  walka  a  ware-like  motion  that  viaibly  extenda  in  eveiy 
direotion.  Here  the  traTelor  m^y  notice  the  prooeaa  by  which  the  jelly- 
like  aooumulaUona  of-  matter,  often  met  in  awampy  gronnda,  were 
formed.  If  the  agenoiea  now  at  work  are  not  diaturbed,  a  film  of  vege- 
table matter  will  ultimately  extend  over  the  entire  aurfaoe  of  the  pond| 
and  afford  a  congenial  spot  for  plants  of  larger  growth,  and  iu  diie  time 
aswfvinp  will  iiBurp  the  }>laco  now  occupied  by  this  pond." 

This  teiraco  was  probably  once  the  bed  of  White  River,  which  then 
entered  the  Connecticut  river  below  the  present  juiu  |i  n.  Upon  leav- 
ing White  iliver  Junction,  via  the  Conuucticut  and  i'aMsiuupaio  llivers 
railroad,  the  tourist  fiuds  himself  upon  the  second  terraoe  from  the 
Oonnectieot»  at  an  eletation  of  thirty  feet  above  the  atream.  The  ter* 
raced  hilla  that  riae  alnruptly  from  the  weatern  aide  of  the  railroad  and 
hida  the  view  from  the  weat,  gradually  recede  upon  approaohiag  Nor- 
wich atation.  Thia  ropd  oroaaea  the  bonndaiy  line  between  Hartford 
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$oA  Korwich  about  Ihree  mid  ona-eigbth  mO««  nofth  of  White  Hiwm 
JiUkolioiL 

tLOBA  AND  VAXTHA  OV  TOR  TOWN. 

The  flora  and  fauna  of  tbe  town  are  similar  to  tbose  found  in  moat  of 
the  towns  bordering  on  White  river.  The  white  pine  onoe  common  on 
tho  meadow  lands  and  plains,  and  wlnV-h  was  an  object  of  8pe<^5al  fare, 
as  shown  by  proviaionH  <  intained  in  tbe  charter  of  the  town,  and  util- 
ized  with  the  greatest  tLurumiy,  has  hf^m  in  tbe  march  of  ciTilization 
swept  ueurij  uut  of  existuuce.  TheBe  tieeH  lu  many  pluceu  grew  to  a 
wondeiful  height,  and  were  weU  adapted  for  masts.  Trees  were  said  to 
be  foand  on  the  plains  eioeediBg  SOO  fbei  in  height,  and  one  was  found 
In  Hanorer  270  feet  long.  The  piteh  pine^  or  what  is  now  termed  *<iMe- 
ond  growth,**  is  found  on  sandy  plains  bordering  the  Oonneetieot  end 
Ofcte  Queehee  rivers.  The  lienlo^was  onoe  abundant  in  erery  seetion 
of  the  town.  Tbe  first  growth  equaUed  tbe  white  pine  in  diameter,  and 
in  some  instances  in  height  But  few  of  those  eTOgreons  remain. 
Within  the  last  fifty  years  they  have  been  felled  and  sawed  into  timber 
an<T  boards,  or  split  into  fonco  rails.  Tlio  otbor  ovorgreonH,  like  luuik- 
matacks,  firH,  and  sprnroR,  which  aro  common  in  the  northern  por- 
tion of  tlio  iStatu,  ;iic  not  found  in  this  town.  Every  variety  of  tlie 
maple  is  found,  and  tlic  sugar-maple  has  proved  a  source  of  groat  proiit 
to  our  farmers.  Thousands  of  pounds  of  sugar  are  annually  made 
from  the  sap  of  the  maple— the  aTorage  yield  to  a  tree  being  about  four 
ponndp.  The  beech,  birdi,  oak  and  maple  oonstitnte  the  larger  part  of 
the  hardwood  forests.  The  black  and  wlute  ash,  the  bass  and  the 
ebeny,  onioe  abundant,  haTe  been  mttkleasly  felled,  oonverted  into  lum> 
ber  and  exported  for  various  uses.  Our  white  ash  has  been  shipped  to 
Oalifomia,  and  even  toformgn  countries.  The  poplar,  whieh is  quite  plen- 
tiful, is  now  being  converted  into  paper.  Tho  butternut  is  preserved 
mntnly  for  its  fruit,  but  it  is  extensively  used  in  tho  finish  of  houses. 
Tho  elm,  which  is  the  most  noajfisf  ic  and  beatitiful  ahade  tv{»o  in  Amer- 
iLii,  Htill  t'xiata  to  a  limited  extent,  but  its  Milue  as  a  tenacious  and 
strong  substance  for  carts,  carriages,  slod-beaiud,  etc,  has  rendered  it 
scarce.  Indeed,  the  woodman's  axe  has  nearly  denuded  our  hills  aud 
valleys  of  their  primitive  glory  and  beauty.  Wood  for  fuel  is  now  so 
searoe  and  oosUy  that  a  large  number  d  the  inhabitants  of  our  viUagee 
burn  but  little  else  than  Pennsylvania  eoal— Pennsylvania  ooal  fields 
fdmish  fuel  for  our  grates,  and  for  our  lamps — to  warm,  chew  and  com- 
fort  us.  The  shrubby  i^ante  are  our  only  compensation  for  the  loes  of 
our  forests.  Tbe  biadEbeny  and  raq»benry  boshes  spring  up  in  tb  e 
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nftwlj  elfwred  fteidi ;  by  the  nwdvideB,  in  partimSf  and  about  hedges 
and  fenoM,  and  haadreds  of  baBhels  of  iheir  fruit  an  annually  pidrad, 
to  be  made  into  jan^  Jelliaay  and  presMrvea.  Appla  oraharda  an  com- 
mon, bat  oar  oavara  trintera  mililata  againat  tlia  oaltivatioa  of  thiafrnii^ 
nor  are  we  any  mora  aoccessful  with  plums  and  cherries.  Strawbeixiea 
are  plentiful,  but  aro  mostly  of  the  cultivated  kind. 

Of  tho  fauna  of  our  State,  this  town  has  its  proportion  of  the  fox, 
raccoon,  woodchnck,  grey,  rod  and  striped  squirrel,  mini;,  innsVrat,  rab- 
bit, Bkuitk  nnd  woiiHol.  Tho  a«Hortion  wins  inaclo  by  Tliouias  liobbOB,  a  ' 
very  ])rofouud  tbiuker,  that  *'  war  in  the  natural  condition  of  our  race." 
■  This  predispositioH  to  war  is  not  confined  to  a  war  upon  the  genus  ho- 
mo, for  man's  inhumanity  has  been  ventilated  upon  the  infei'ior  animals 
to  moll  an  aottant  that  erery  Tariatj  of  wild  auimala  ia  now  nearly  aat- 
tinot 

VILLAGKS.  • 

Hartford  has  four  principnl  vil!a«Tes;  fust,  Hartford,  otherwise 
known  as  "Wliite  Kivor  Village;"  second,  Qucchee ;  third,  West 
Hartford;  and  fourtli.  White  Kiver  Junction,  all  of  which  arc  post 
villages. 

llAItTFOUn  VILLAOK. 

This  is  placed  first  in  order  for  the  reason  tliat  the  first  post  office  in 
i\w  town  w.as  established  in  this  village;  also,  because  the  Town  Clerk's 
offiw  is  located  here,  which  renders  it  a  central  point  for  the  ii  ansao- 
tion  of  public  business.  Prior  to  1840,  the  public  business  of  tiio  town 
was  transacted  at  what  is  known  as  the  "Ccntru  of  the  Town,"  but  in 
that  year  Hon.  George  £.  Wales,  then  residing  in  Hartford  village, 
vaa  oleoioil  Town  Glcrk;  oonaoquonily  Uio  bttsinoss  of  tliat  offioo  was 
tranafened  to  said  village  where  it  has  ever  sinee  been  eoniinued.  The 
town  meetings,  however,  whioh  had  been  held  at  the  centre  of  the 
town  for  more  than  seventy  years  prior  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Wales  aa 
Town  Clerk,  were  not  held  elsewhere  until  about  the  year  18'72,  since 
which  time  the  meetings  have  been  Iield  altemati^y  in  Hartford,  Qae> 
chce  and  White  River  Junction. 

Hartford  village  has  grown  to  its  present  proportions  through  the 
advantages  afforded  by  its  water  pmver,  which  has  been  wrll  utilized 
since  mills  were  erected  at  this  point  in  1705.  This  village  now  has 
the  Town  Clerk's  oflioe,  tlio  meeting-house  of  tho  Second  Congrega- 
tional Society,  a  flourishing  public  schoQl,  a  poat-olhoe,  five  merchants' 
stores,  a  hotel,  a  large  woolen  miiiy  a  manufactory  of  farm  implements, 
a  grist^iiiitl,  a  carriage  manufactory,  a  cliair  factory,  aovcral  mcohanio 
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•hops,  A  oironlating  libniy,  and  oontains  not  far  from  500  inhabitants. 
This  villagG  was  for  several  years  the  home  of  t!je  late  Andrew  Tracy. 
Hon,  Geo.  E.  WhIob  resided  here  from  1611  until  his  tleatli  in  I860.  I( 
is  now  the  home  of  the  oldest  man  in  Hartford,  if  nut  the  oldest  in 
Windsor  county.  I  allude  to  Phineas  P.  Fisher,  who  is  now  03  years 
of  age,  and  still  possesses  vigor  sufficient  to  unable  him  to  snpiiort  him- 
•elf  by  maBtial  labor,  with  aome  help  from  the  town. 

Among  the  earlier  inhabitanta^  were  Josiah  Tilden,  Edward  Knee* 
*  knd,  Ban!  XJdall,  Jonathan  Bugbee,  Abijah  Taft,  Jnatin  0.  Brooke, 
Nathan  Gere,  John  Grout,  Braatua  Clarke,  Ira  Moore,  Wyllya  Lyman, 
Walter  Pease,  Alvan  Bailey,  David  Tramball  and  Wright  Porter. 

Hartford  village  is  pleaaantly  Mttiated  for  reaidenoee  and  is  acoeasible 
by  the  Central  Vermont  railway. 

*  QUaOHBB  VIILAOB.* 

The  village  of  Quoohuo,  now  the  most  important  village  in  tlio  town 
in  respect  to  manufaotnrefl  and  the  wealth  of  its  inhahit^uita,  ia  located 
on  the  Otta  Qnoolieo  river,  and  on  tlio  line  of  the  Woodatoek  railway, 
•even  miles  from  MHiite  River  Junetion  and  seven  milee  from  Wood- 
atook.  The  river  here  affords  a  line  water-power,  and  npon  the  banks 
of  the  stream,  which  now  tnms  many  wheels,  were  erected  the  first 
mills  employed  in  the  town  to  perform  the  work  of  drudgery  ineident 
to  the  building  np  of  new  wttlcmenta.  As  early  as  1706,  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  town  voted  to  give  000  acres  of  laud  bordering  on  Qttfch(M3 
river,  and  centering  on  the  falls,  to  aid  in  the  erectiou  of  a  SHW-niill 
and  rrrist-milt.  A  saw-mill  was  erected  prior  to  1700.  In  1  774  nction 
was  taken  to  eiicourat^'e  the  erectioti  of  a  grist-mill,  which  was,  not  long 
after,  accomplisheil,  and  thus  the  inhstbitautH  of  the  town  were  relieved 
from  the  onerous  task  of  taking  their  grain  to  Charleston,  N.  H.,  to 
be  ground.  Thia  was  the  inception  of  the  work  of  utilixing  tlie  waters 
power  which  has  resulted  in  giving  to  the  village  of  Qiioelieo  tho  fine 
mannfactnring  establishments  now  owned  and  operated  by  A.  O.  Dewey 
A  Co.,  and  J.  C.  Parker  A  Co.,  and  promoting  the  growth  of  other 
.  indnfltries,  which  have  served  to  bring  wealth  and  material  groNvth  and 
prosperity  to  the  village,  which  now  has  tho  niceting-hoiises  of  the  Con- 
gregational Society  and  of  the  jNluthodist  Society  recently  orgaiii/iod, 
Heveral  stores,  two  fim>  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  woolen  jifoods, 
a  griHt-!Ti;il,  a  tannery,  nteehanioMliopa,  and  about  100  private  tlwollings, 
including  those  at  Dewey's  Mills. 

'  Named  from  the  river  on  which  it  b  located. 
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(iiicclioo  viUiigij  is  iiotc<l  sw  liaviiig  been  the  rt'Miilciioc  of  several  of 
the  mcMt  eminent  and  most  highly  honored  oitixens  of  the  town  during 
their  life  time.  Among  Uigm  were  the  late  Joseph  Harsh,  who  was 
tlie  first  lientenant-goTemor  eleeted  in  Vermont^  and  prominent,  nob 
only  in  the  politaoal  affairs  of  IDirtford  and  Windsor  oounty,  but  also, 
in  those  of  tlic  State,  for  nearly  forty  years;  the  late  Hon.  Andrew 
Tracy;  the  late  Hon.  John  Porter,  Judge  of  Probate  for  Hartford  Dis- 
trict)  an«I  sin  iiiciiinbcnt  of  inniiy  other  ofllcos  of  trust  and  honor;  the 
I.nlc  Hoti.  Albi  rt  G.  Dewoy,  a  liii;hly  eHteemud  cili/.en,  a  successful 
iiiaunfacturcr,  jukI,  for  tnany  ycai-s,  proiinneiitly  ifUnitificd  with  town 
ailairs;  ami  (he  late  Won,  William  Stroiiff,  who  waa  slicrifT  of  Windsor 
county;  a  rcpresentalivt^  of  Hartford  iu  the  General  Assembly;  a  niein- 
licr  of  Coiigri'ss;  a  judt^e  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Windsor  iM)unly;  a 
nionibor  of  the  Council  uf  CouHors,  and  an  incunkboiit  of  other  Ic&s  iiu- 
portaut  ofliues.  (See  biographical  sketches  of  the  above  named  persons 
in  anotlior  portion  of  this  history).  Queohee  is  the  birth-place  of  Hon. 
Charles  W.  Porter,  the  present  Seeretary  of  State  of  Vermont.  It  ia 
the  plaop  of  reatdcnoo  of  Hon.  J.  C.  Parker,  the  present  treasurer  of 
the  Vermont  Agriouttural  Soeiety,  and  one  of  the  board  of  State  prison  .  . 
directors;  of  Hon.  Henry  Safford,  the  present  capable  and  ofTkient 
ovcrwiur  uf  tho  poor;  of  Hon.  Wni.  8.  Dewey,  ami  John  J.  Dewey, 
Esq.,  successful  and  wealthy  nianufacturern.  Among  the  older  citizens 
unw  residing  in  (^iicchec,  arc  TIarvcy  Thomas,  a  well-to-do  farmer; 
Charh'H  Tinkham,  for  many  yrruK  a  successful  merchant,  and  for 
twenty  years  the  iwstmaster  in  this  village;  and  Charles  H.  Whitman, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  from  1871  to  1888.  Anioj»g  those 
who  have  passed  away,  were  Nathaniel  Thomas,  Shubel  Russ,  Abel 
Marsh,  Elkannli  Si>rague,  Abel  liarron,  Oscar  Barron,  'I'heophilua 
Gushing,  Daniel  Marsh,  James  Udalt,  Lionel  Udall,  Elijah  Mason 
(grandfather  of  Mrs.  President  GarHeld),  John  Marsh,  Philip  Dimmiok 
and  John  Bliss. 

WIST  BAUVrOBD. 

This  Tillage 'is  located  on  the  Oentral  Vt  railroad,  aboul  seven  miles 
north  west  of  White  lUrer  Juuetion,  and  ooeupies  a  portion  of  the  one 
thousand  aeros  of  huid  granted  by  the  early  proprietors  of  the  town- 
ship to  Thomas  Hasen,  in  ooneidoratiou  of  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  whieb  his  son  Joshua  hired  for  the  use  of  the  proprietors, 
which  money  was  sent  to  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  Lot- 
tera  Pntent-  from  th*>  Oovprnnipjit  of  Npw  York.  Mr.  Tliomas  Hazen 
HLlb^u(lanllLlv  a(:([niriMl  GGU  acre^^  ailjoiiuii^!;  liin  Haul  grant,  making  alto- 
gotber  a  inuil  ol  IGGO  acres.    Just  previous  to  bis  death  &Ir.  Uezen 
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divided  this  tract  of  land,  giving  to  each  oii«  of  bis  twelve  ebildmi  120 
aorefl^  and  resorvinf^  for  a  lioraestead  an  eqnnl  portion.  More  than  one- 
half  of  the  wbolo  tract  (15C0  acres)  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  the 
lineal  descendants  of  Mr.  Hazen,  among  whom  are  Silos,  Willis,  and 
Alice,  children  of  tlin  Into  Levi  Hassen,  Alice  and  Bertha,  granUchiidren 
of  Lovi'a,  and  Levi  eon  of  John  Hazen,  now  deoeauod. 

This  -village  contains  ftbovt  tlilrtj>five  dwelling  houses,  one  olinreh 
ediftee,  two  etoiM,  hotel,  poet-ottee^  sohool  honse,  saw  mill,  a  depot 
and  other  bwlmMa  intereata.  It  haa  beeomo  the  tiading  centra  and 
aUpping  pmnt  for  many  of  the  fanners  and  other  residents  of  Pom- 
freti  Sharon  and  Korwl^  It  is  noted  as  bemg  the  birth  place  of  sev- 
end  men  who  hare  attained  prominenoe  in  variooa  walks  of  life. 
Among  theae  may  be  mentioned  the  Inte  Brijr^adier  General  William  B. 
Hazen,  who  achieved  an  enviable  reputation  during  the  recent  civil  war, 
and  during  the  last  six  years  of  his  life  held  the  honorable  position  of 
chief  Hig-nal  officer  in  the  U.  S.  service.  Also  Col.  Alba  M.  Tucker,  who 
is  pt  onilnontly  uloiitified  with  railway  interests  in  Indiana  and  Ohio, 
Among  those  who  have  lived  in  this  village  during  a  portion  of  their 
*  lives,  I  will  nieutiou  the  late  Hon.  David  M.  Camp,  who  in  18.1G  was 
eleeted  lieat-gOTemor  of  Vermont,  and  ez-dHeio  president  of  the  first 
senate.  Cd.  Joel  Marsh,  who  won  his.military  title  by  serrice  in  the 
revolatlonar  J  war ;  and  earried  on  the  bosinesa  of  diatiUing  cider  brandy 
on  the  premises  recently  bought  by  Mr.  Frank  Wheeler.  Hon.  0. 0.  P. 
Holden,  now  a  wealthy  and  inflnentisl  dtisen  of  OliicagOi  lived  in  tliia 
village  eeveral  years  daring  bis  boyhood.  Vrancis  W.  Barsge,  au  ex- 
tenaiTa  landowner,  and  conspicuous  in  town  affairs,  kept  a  public  house 
for  many  years,  where  W.  H.  Qile,  now  Uvea.  John  Downer,  an  eoter^ 
prising  and  very  intelligent  man,  lived  for  more  than  thirty  years  with 
his  sou  in  law,  T.nrius  Hftsen,  in  the  hou:e  now  owned  and  occupied  by 

Silna  H.  Razen.  V.aq. 

Among  those  peo])lo  who  livo  l  m  West  Hartford  lifty  yt  aiH  ngo,  and 
were  then  in  the  prunu  of  manhood,  were  Capt.  Levi  Ilazun,  Doctor 
David  Ingraham,  Beuben  Hazen,  Dr.  -Ira  Tenney,  David  Hazen, 
Eliphas  Hunt,  Abel  damp,  Abel  Howard,  Bsxter  B.  Newton,  SSavan 
Hasen,  Stephen  Thoraton,  Benben  Wills,  Stephen  S.  Downer,  Ladua 
Haaeo,  Jhomas  and  Dea.  Solomcn  (handall,  Dea.  Burpee  Proalj,  8.  A. 
Ballard,  Dea.  Ssmnel  Dattoo,  James  Wade^  David  Wilson,  Orange 
Bartleit  and  Alvin  Tucker.  Most  of  these  men  lived  to  a  good  dd  age. 
They  have  passed  from  life  to  death.

The  following  accouui  of  an  exttatnrdinary  calamity  that  liappeued  to 
the  vilI«go  of  Weai  Hartford,  FeVj  lOtli,  1867,  ia  oomj^ted  from  arti- 
dea  wtiUan  tm  the  Yermont  Jounul,  and  Boatom  Journal,  bj  the 
writer  of  Ihip  hiatoiy,  who  waa  an  eye-wiftneaa  to  the  aoenea  herem  de* 

For  more  than  eighty  yeara  the  inhabitauts  living  in  the  'White  rirer 
vallflj  have  beoQ  TOry  moeh  diaturbed  by  the  freahets  that  annually 
occur,  and  which  are  usually  very  deati-uctive  to  property.  The  freah- 
ets of  both  winter  an?l  smimior  are  much  more  seTere  than  they  wore 
bffoie  the  forests  were  cleared  away  from  the  bills  and  the  valleys. 
Whatever  snow  is  on  Ih©  ground  during  a  thaw  in  winter  meltp  rapidly 
and  the  water  runs  quickly  to  the  streams.  The  same  rosull  iuiluws 
the  heavy  rain  storms  of  summer  and  autumn,  but  with  more  serious 
oonsequeacea  daring  the  oo&tiDiuinfle  of  aUffma.*  Dnring  winter  f re8bet% 
White  river  aometiinea  tiaea  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  above  low  water 
mark  and  haa  been  known  to  nae  aixteen  feet  in  the  apaoe  of  one  hoar, 
when  covered  with  iea  At  aneh  timea  it  aweepa  away  bridgea,  build« 
Inge,  and  all  else  in  its  way.

For  several  dayw  precinliiig  the  calamity  the  weatlier  had 
NH'ii  wiirui,  and  the  Hnow  mclUnI  mpidly  awa}',  aiul  the  inliahiUtntH  lx>canto 
Kreally  aluniieil,  but  still  m^kvltNl  U)  mt>ve  their  |>r(>|ierty  to  places  at  ftrootcr 
wx-urity.  On  the  evening  of  the  9th  a  heavy  rain  8tt>rm  set  in  and  continued 
uiinlijiti><l  until  ytont  niidnight.  Before  day-breiik  thf  uiml  vecKnl  fmtn  (lie 
south  into  the  north-west,  mid  the  teni|)erature  of  the  air  f(>ll  ncai  lv  40  (l(>^rn><>M.

It  was  difllcult  to  deteruuiie  whether  safety  de|)ended  upon  rematning  iudoora, 
or  niK>n  reaching  wnne  filace  outside  aliove  the  waU'rs.  In  some  ca«w  there  vnw 
ni»al(<Miuilivi'.  iHViuiiM*  (he  Iiouscn  were  mirronndinl  by  water,  anil  there  \va.^  no 
meanH  »>f  t>*«ca|K'.  'riiere  were  almcwt  nnparalle^l  instiuiccM  of  fi'mnlc  hotoisiu 
and  bravery,  and  men  perfiirnuil  daring  and  mible  de«Ml«  in  iM  half  <»f  their 
nriKlilMira  niul  friendH.  There  were  miniculoiui  esca|>e8  from  tieaUi.  Many  |km>- 
fiti*  woreMlturinsd  in  Utl.  and  hml  barely  time  to  fly  in  Uidrniglitdresa  to  places 
of  gmiter  wuety.  Mr.  Allx^rt  WcuMlbury  juid  his  wife  were  awakenetl  by  the 
cniHhing  ice,  and  on  looking  out  c»f  a  window  mw  that  tlieir  house  was  walled 
in  by  ice.  an«l  their  UmI  room  lloor  t       i  -1  with  \vat<>r  nearly  one  foot 

deep.  They  wtuknl  out  of  their  sleeping  rcMMu,  luK^endcd  tit  tiio  chamber,  aud 
JIniuly  descended  Aram  tlie  clianifaer  window  on  steps  cut  in  the  ice.

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Mr.  Cliarlce  Beckwith  carriocl  hii  ^'■•iff'  and  two  chiMn>n  sfimr  (H^tnmc  fnmi 
his  house  through  two  feet  of  waU-r  and  lloating  ice.  But  a  d-w  lumuttw  luttar 
hi.H  lioiue  was  walled  in  by  huge  cakes  of  ice,  bome  of  which  lay  aa  liigli  an  Um 
eaves  of  his  hotise.    His  bam  whm  cnisliod  into  kindling  won*!. 

Mr,  William  RenaJian  and  family  were  not  awnkenedlintil  the  water  wah  uiuro 
than  one  foot  d«en  in  tlieir  bedroom*  This  faniiljr  eacafied  tUnHigh  a  ciiaiiiUir 
window,  on  to  a  Nied  roof  luiil  tlienoe  to  n  Imnk  \jy  a  Ixmnl  walk.  Mr.  TlHiiiimi 
Carr  and  fuuiily  were  met  at  the  outer  do«>r  of  ttu  ir  Iiuuhc*  by  the  riHiug  iUmmI,  hut 
e»ca)HMl  without  tn>uh1o.  Dr.  IjUhui  Tueket'  ami  family  w<<n-  nitiUMil  rroiu 
Mlundun' hv  a  very  uncoKMiuiiiiniiH  tlmiuplnjf  «»f  im*  aigitiiiHl  a  t  oim  r  nf  tln  ir 
house.  Tliey  snnuig  fruui  lu-il  aiul  on  n'iichmg  the  out«iidu  ilcMir  fitund  tlu^  Uto 
water  was  nearly  three  feit  (ltH-|)  in  the  highway  fronting  tlicir  house.  Mia. 
Tucker  seised  her  titUe  diuitf  hter  and  lieniictUijf  waded  tlirough  Uie  ataream,  a 
dntance  of  three  rods  to  famd,  but  the  «^orfc  waa  M>  great  tiiat  she  Imd  liarelf 
strenit^h  to  reacli  the  HUi\w  of  tlu*  clnircli,  opiMitiit*'  her  home,  when'  sh(>  and  !u>r 
chilli  were  found  mum  after  by  Willie  11.  Tucker,  a  son  of  tlic  wi  iLer.    The  little 

tjirl  was  clail  only  hy  her  night  ^l^c•^s,  and  lioth  niotlu'V  and  cliild  sulTerod  inti  iiwi- 
j.  Dr.  Tucker,  after  UUMtiting  his  vahmhlo  hoii>e  and  eow  fn>m  the  Hhd>le, 
returned  into  the  house,  but  Ivfore  he  had  uiuiplet^xl  arnuigiMucnUi  to  Imvu  tiio 
water  luul  ritien  tti  a  liuiglit  that  iHriHiiudud  Uui  iMMeibiHty  of  leaving  the  hoiiso. 
He  was  taken  aUtut  noon  from  hn  cfianlher  window  into  a  boat,  and  joined- his 
wife  in  .'■afi  ty. 

Allen  Haves  aixi  fanuly  were  unable  to  ciUirt  their  f««ra|)e  from  the  house 
before  the  flood  had  surrounded  the  house.  Tliey  lletl  into  a  ehandier  from  which 
tliey  were  taken  away  by  some  iHiutmen.  The  water  wjia  eight  feet  deep  in  Mr.  _ 
Hayee'  barns.  He  lost  thre«)  gtMMl  horses,  two  rows,  one  yoke  of  oxen  and  twenty' 
sheep.  The  honee  of  F.  F.  Holt  wan  tiUeil  with  water  and  aiim>undod  by  ice 
above  the  windows  of  tlie  ftrst  story.  A  Iar^>  t*l:u-ksmith*s  slHip  that  Ht4MNl  on 
the  Imnk  of  the  river  oi>|M)ciitf  Afr.  'I  '  I^  i  <  inu>lc  him  a  nioriitiiK  call  and 
announced  its  visit  by  kum-king  in  (he  ]>iu  U>r  vviiidows,  nn<l  moving  his  Iioum*  u 
short  distance  soutliwarii.  Mrs.  Holt  luul  Mt  tlie  lionae  tlia  nlgiit  bufoco.  Hr. 
Holt  lost  a  yoke  of  oxen  iui«l  a  tine  cow. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Hazcn  and  family  c8caiK*d  thmusli  ft  window  in  the  noilb  end  of 
her  l>am  and  other  ImildingB  aweptawny.  Silaa  Hasan, 
who  lives  near  the  biidK'*'  frossinp,  hwt  one  hundred  and  forty-fiYe  blnoiled 
Merino  -1  >  i  ]i,  considcrahle  hay  aii'l  i;i  lin,  and  his  hnildings  were  Uully  dania^ii^l. 
Mr.  S.  .S.  l>ownerand  family  wl»o  liveii  ni  ilr.  lliuens  hou«e,  were  hikeu  lunix 
the  house  in  a  iKtat.  'Ilie  covere«l  bridge  (hat  bad  bnivtHi  manv  bani  fivt^hcUi 
succiunlMHl  to  this.  It  was  lifted  iKxIiiy  fnim  its  foundation,  and  carriinl  s(>vend 
hundred  feet  down  the  river.  This  bridge  ^vwa  erwtod  in  Ifl97-:M. 

Mr.  Henry  West,  merchant,  whili^  K<>iiij;  rrom  Idn  8b»n»  was  ciuight  by  tbo 
fliMxl  and  swept  against  n  ninpio  d  ee,  whi<  h  he  i-i««oliiU*ly  p^>'i>'*|K<<l  and  clhuUnl, 
where  ho  remained  an  Imur.  lie  U-eanie  i  IuIIihI  and  maintamed  his  l»<l^itioa 
with  ditHcidty.  The  water  wan  ruiiiiing  iitu*t  tlie  tree,  and  a  fall  vvo\dd  have  U^'n 
8ure  deatli  for  him.  Fimdly,  a  large  fee<i  liox  was  discovered  in  a  kua  opixiaiio 
to  the  tree.  Itopea  were  attached  to  Uiis  box,  whidi  was  carefully  tlunteil  umler 
the  brnnchpfi  of  the  tree,  and  Mr.  West  got  into  tlio  1)ox  and  wns  lumled  to  Uie 
Iwim  in  a  half-froz<^n  miidition.'  Tlie  hon.sfv  of  Mr.  Hoyl  ITazcn,  Mr.  BenKon, 
ami  Mr.  Seymour  Hazoii  were  tUKMled.  Mr.  Jloyt  Ha/aii  siived  a  valualile  cuw 
by  <lrivin^ licr  into  hih  <linin;;  i'o<ini. 

One  incident  of  this  fresliel  of  a  lamentable  natiu-e.  I  allude  to  the  un- 
timely deatli  of  Miss  Frank ie  Williamson.  Mr.  WilliamMm's  house  was  l<x:ated 
witliui  a  few  feet  of  the  river.  Tiie  water  liad  risen  to  the  floor  of  the  hoiiae» 
and  Hw  ioe  had  torn  away  one  comer  of  the  house.  Soon  the  fioocs  of  tlie  house 
were  forced  upward.  Deatlt  stared  the  occuiMintw  in  the  face.  Tlii^e  seemed  no 
safety  except  m  flight.  Miss  Williamson  choNe  Ibis  t;ourse,  antl  in  coni]Nmy  with 
Col.  S.  E.  J*inKree,  left  tlie  ImnM'.  The  water  was  then  but  alMtut  six  ineli<« 
deep  in  front  of  the  house.  They  wmle<l  safely  through  this  and  were  nearly  lo4lry 
land,  when  they  were  struck  by  a  strong  current  of  wnti'rand  f»»rcibly  sej»ariil<Hf. 
Miss  WiUiaiuaon,  witli  ailminible  iiresenue  of  uiind  {rrauHMl  ht>ld  of  a  »l«>ue-roni« 
post  OS  she  was  fiwoed  along  bytho  HoikI,  to  whicit  alio  limvely  chine  till  the 
rising  water  rawlMNl  her  nock.  Tlien,  jiist  as  sho  roiusluNl  inio  Ittuid  ml  U*  cnteli 

'To  the  writer  of  this  history,  the  recollection  of  the  sorrowful  scenes  of 
that  day  is  attended  with  the  pleasinc  memory  and  reliection  that  he  was  instru- 
mental in  providing  the  means  by  which  Mr.  West  so  narrowly  escaped  death. 
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ar(t|>e  tlintwn  Iicr,  tin*  |Mwt  k>ivo  wuy,  luid  nlns,  slic  diwiinH-arcKl  beueath  tlie 
any^ry  wntora,  never  luorw  t<»  Ik-  s»'en  nlive.  Ilcr  ilcutli  cast  a  gloom  over  the 
entire  comimtnity. 

PiiiKit«o  wns  s\\  I'pt  clown  bj  Uic  IUhmI  to  a  gate  by  Mr.  Silas  iiaxen'R  bartXt 
Mill  lliix,  with  n  t^upi  rliunmn  o(Ttiro,h(>  gi  :i.s]M.-i|,  and  lioinK  inti'c^iid  in  dtuigor,  lie 
Rtutunlly  iKittloil  1)18  wujr  tu  the  ninrgin  uf  Uie  wiiter,  from  which  hp  was  taken 
by  kindly  Imndn.  Thiw  ni  one  brief  hour,  slxtoen  families  were  rendered  home- 
lees,  and  *MM   T  i  m  lily  deprived  of  a  younj^  and  much  love<l  memlicr. 

The  floixl  HuljMiiiwl  to  ftonio  pxt<'nt  <luriTip:  the  BUcrefNlin^  twelve  hours,  and  tlie 
afljiect  of  tlio  Kci'iic  w.xs  liidtHius  and  diKi-ourii^in^.  'I'iic  hii^hwiivB  were  blocked 
bj  ice.  The  interior  of  the*  iiiiiiuinted  dweliingH  ))iimenti>d  a  aorrowful  si^t. 
Valuablo  lHM)kN,  iiictun  s,  nuiHicai  InHtrumentH,  carjiets,  furuUura^  imioll  prosed 
floiivviiii'H,  w«>iv  irretrievably  rnin(>d;  but  Uie  end  wits  not  yet. 

On  the  14th  of  February,  and  lK>ron>  any  mnterinf  eltortB  hud  been  made  to 
rt^'t<»r<>  order,  ihv  water  rose  higher  than  ever  lH>ron>,  and  created  another  panic; 
but  on  tiie  Kucreeding  day  it  liegan  to  Rulxtide,  imd  retired  to  the  Ix>un<l8  of  its 
old  channel.  Immediate  efforts  were  put  forth  to  recover  the  liody  of  Misa  Wil- 
Uaniflon.  The  work  continued  for  thirteen  days,  during  whir^h  time  the  scene  of 
thodiBa.ster  wan  viHited  hy  ttiouHiiidi  of  neoiifc,  iniiny  of  whom  c^amc  a  hundred 
milM.  Uuiidreds  of  men  came  prefmml  to  assiat  in  festorinK  order  and  to  nearch 
for  tlie  l<Mt  (Hie.  At  lonRtIt  on  Uio  Itlth  day  the  Imdj  was  found  lying  near  tlio 
river  uiiiIiM  alN)utsix  fwt  of  ice. 

It  hi  worlliy  uf  mxird  that  w^veral  MX'alled  "spiritual  mediuniH"  were  called 
to  designate'  t  he  place  wliere  the  body  of  Mim  Willianmon  might  be  found,  but 
^ney  mpiaiir  Coileil  to  fletermiuo  the  poinL  But  what  uiediunis  of , the  "  f/enmt 
Amno  "  could  not  discover,  was  determined  hy  the  instinct  of  Che  feline  moe.  On 
ttemondii^  "f  K<''>  '"^^d,  after  a  lijjld  fall  of  snow,  a  gentleman,  who  was-  intcr- 
ested  in  discovering  the  txxly.  on  lookint;  over  the  liehl  of  ice,  1k>1ovv  the  old 
\ni<]^f<  Mite,  obwrved  a  larKi  iniri  1.  r  l  i  ;ii  ;  (nickH  all  eon\ei>;inK  to  a  common 
centre  frtnu  many  (lilTercnt  dinx  tions.  Knowing  the  proclivjtir's  of  this  onunal 
for  the  humtui  Inxly  in  a  death  Htate,  he  at  once  inferred  timt  the  Itody  of  Hiss 
W.  nuMt  lio  near  Uiin  place.  His  Huggestions  lod !» ft  seardt  at  that  exact  place, 
immI  Umi  IxNly  won  iooii  fmuKt »  few  feel  Ikvm  Uio  sfiut  wliero  liw  teHcn  ogo* 

This  villago  owes  ila  preM&t  imporUuM  «id  iU  gtowVk  to  llio  oon- 
sfcruetion  of  the  verioae  nulwaje  wbioh  centre  at  thet  point.  It  ii  now 
tiie  most  important  nulwaj  oentre  north  of  Boston,  and  must  erer  main- 
tiun  that  supremacy.  The  altitade  of  the  village  above  the  ooean  ia 
886feei 

It  was  at  this  point  that  the  committee  of  six  persoDB  sent  hither  by 
the  granteeB  of  the  township  in  the  autumn  of  1761,  "  to  view  the  town- 
(•hip  and  lay  out  the  fii'st  divieion  of  land,"  began  their  work,  and  two 
montbs  later  reported  at  Wiudhant,  Oouueclicut,  tho  rcHult  of  their 
labor.  SulVico  it  to  say  that  the  land  Belected  by  the  committee  em- 
braced tbafcou  which  AN'hito  llivor  Jimcliou  and  AV^hito  River  village  are 
located.  However  aanguiue  Pnuuo  Tiacey  and  his  live  asHOciates  iu 
that  es.|^ratioa  might  have  been  as  to  tiie  fnture  (tf  their  graut,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  they  woald  have  oredited,  even  a  revelation  from 
heaven,  that  within  the  life  of  the  third  or  fourth  geowation  of  their

minus on  tlio  very  gioumi  solortod  by  thorn  for  the  first  division  [and 
that,  within  the  vfi  liuH  of  a  few  chains'  long-tli  from  where  tUoir  first 
camp  lire  was  ligliUid],  the  then  uulji  ol^on  w  ildomoaa  would  bo  trans- 
formed into  a  scene  of  active  life,  outerpnae  and  prosperity,  auoh  as 
now  proaonts  itaalf  to  every  atkentiTeobMrrOT  at  Wiuto  Jnnotion, 
aod  indioafes  an  «ra  of  prograaaiTa  oinliaation. 

With  the  name  ol  'WbiU  Biver  Junction,  will  ever  be  aiaocktad  the 
namea  of  Sitae  Lyman,  8d,  and  Ool.  Samad  Natt.  The  lirat  waa  grand- 
father of  Mrs.  Mary  (Lyman)  Allen,  danghter  of  the  late  Lewis  Ljman, 
and  alao  of  liiaaes  Louise  and  Lizzie  Lyman,  daughters  of  the  late 
Geo.  Lyman,  Esq.  Elias  Lyman,  8d,  commenced  life  for  himself  as  a 
flatboatman  on  the  Connecticut  river.  From  this  vocation  ho  passed,  by 
degrees,  to  the  occupation  of  a  merchant,  and  settling  on  tlio  north  side 
of  White  river  near  its  conibienco  with  the  Connecticut  river,  Hl)out  the 
year  1793,  he  soon  beoama  widely  Icnown,  and  by  a  life  of  energy  mid 
enterprise  attained  to  a  handsome  fortuno.  Col.  Samuel  Ntitt  in  uitly 
manhood  commenced  boating  on  the  Connecticut  river.  He  anbae- 
qnenlly  b^oame  the  owner  of  boats,  and  alao  the  batlder  of  river  and 
eaaal  boats,  and  in  the  meantime  pnrehased  the  land  whidi  he  lived  to 
see  ooonpied  by  .the  elationa,  offiese  and  other  buildings  ereeted  by  the 
railway  eampanies,  and  many  dwelling  booses  beddes  his  own. 

White  Biver  Junction  has  a  fine  union  railway  station  which  contsina 
the  most  commcdimis  and  best  furnished  restaurant  and  dining  room 
to  be  found  in  New  England.  It  is  managed  by  Mi%  K  A.  Dunton, 
than  \fhom  no  morb  capable  and  obliging  caterer  can  be  found. 
"  Plenty  of  f  inie  !  "  i«  his  aaauring  exclamation  to  the  traveler  at  his 
table.  This  village  has  the  meeting  houses  of  tlie  Roman  Catholic, 
Methodist,  TTniversalist  and  Episcopal  clnn  choB  ;  nn  oxtonsivo  cracker 
and  coufecLiuuery  manufactory;  two  pnuLiug  eulablishnieuiB ;  a  fine 
hotel  I  two  drug  stores ;  a  national  bank  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,- 
000}  asaviuga  bank ;  an  Odd  Fallows  hall ;  a  steam  griat  mill  i  granite 
curbing  and  marble  monumental  worlw;  a  wholessle  jewebry  store  t 
numerous  dry  goods,  clothing  and  hsrdware  stores,  railway  shops  and 
.  offices  I  two  insuranee  agencies ;  three  lawyers  { two  physicians,  snd  sev> 
eial  medhanica.  Twanty'loar  dwelling  houses,  mills  and  stores  were 
erected  in  this  village  in  1885.  Among  the  prominent  men  who  have 
lived  and  dind  iuthiavillagemay  be  mcmtionedDr.  Samuel  J.  Allen  ;  Qeo. 
Lyman,  Esq.,  iot  many  yesra  poatmaater,  and  N.  B.  Safford,  Esq.,  for 
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numj  jean  the  treuuMr  of  the  Vermont  State  Agricultural  Socielj ; 
for  seyeral  yean  postmaster  of  this  village  and  an  extensiTe  and  suc- 
cessful farmer.  Ho  was  larrrely  instrumoiital  in  RRcuring  the  estahliah- 
ment  of  tlm  oxtcnsivc  pulp  and  {lapor  millB  built  at  Oloott  Falls. 

UentreviJlo  is  a  hamlet  kx  iiLfd  on  White  river  about  midway  between 
Hartford  village  and  Weab  Hartford.  It  has  a  grist  mill  and  saw  mill, 
school  house  and  a  dozen  dwelling  honsea. 

CfliriBliaii  Street  ia  a  baiiilet  lying  between  Hartford  viUaga  and  Nor- 
wich. Tlte  only  manuliMlaring  buaaiMaa  oanied  on  tboro  ia  that  of 
briek-makfaig  by  Mr.  Edward  N.  OiUott. 

Doihaa  and  Jerieho  are  hamleia  h)cated  iu  the  northern  part  of  tho 
town.  The  namea  of  theae  two  hamleta  were  given  to  them  hj  Bev. 
Aaron  Hutohinaon,  who,  many  years  ago,  preaohed  in  that  section. 
Mr  Hutchinson  gave  tho  name  **  Goshen  "  to  tlMt  portion  of  the  town 
'  where  the  brothers  Qeorge  and  Norman  Newton  now  reside.  The  sec- 
tion known  as  "  Chinch  Ilill "  was  po  nainoj  for  tho  reason  that  it 
comprised  one  of  the  lots  that  were  pitched  by  the  selectmen  to  the 
church  right 

Busstown  18  a  hamlet  on  <he  roaU  IftuUiug  from  Hartford  village  to 
Windsor  via.  George  PeaHe  s  and  Mrs.  Daniel  Simoud's  residences. 
Several  ai  the  Boat  family  reikte  in  that  aeetion,  and  aome  of  the  de- 
aeendanta  of  Daniel  Finneo,  who  waa  one  of  the  earlitat  aettlen  in  tlie 
town. 

OUiott  Falls,'  the  lateat  aettled  faandet  in  the  town,  ia  located  on  the 
Paaaumpaie  railroad,  two  milea  nwth  of  White  River  Jnncti<Hi,  and  ia 

the  location  of  the  pulp  and  paper  mills  of  the  Olcott  FaUl  Ootporatitm. 
It  ia  in  the  newly  formed  aehool  diatrict  Ko.  11  ;  is  growing  in  popula- 
tion rapidly,  and  will  ere  long  rank  as  one  of  the  principal  villages  in 
the  town,  and  may  become  within  the  next  decade  tho  most  important 
village  in  the  town.    (See  Article  on  Manufactories  and  Mills).

Every  available  method  was  resoi  u-d  to  ]ty  tiio  grauti'es  lu  jiromoto 
an  oarly  and  rapid  settlement  of  the  towuHliip.  Tho  gnintoc^t  were  all 
inhabitants  of  the  colony  of  Conneotiout,  and  they  sought  purainaes  of 
ihdr  rights  in  that  and  other  oolontesi  and  offered  apparently  tempting 
indneementa  to  inflnenoe  onigration  hither;  bnt^  notwithstanding  the 
inherent  proolivity  evinced  by  the  Yankee  to  better  his  fortune,  and  to 
emigrate  to  new  and  unoultivated  hindSt  it  was  two  yean  after  the 
grant  before  a  settloniont  was  made  in  tho  township.  Tlie  propriotoni, 
howevefy  held  meetings  regularly,  either  in  Windham  or  in  Tyebanon, 
Ct.|  and  oontiniR-d  to  legislate  upon  tho  affairs  of  the  grant.  After 
disposing  of  tho  lirBt  division  of  Lnid  they  turned  their  attention  t-o  fay- 
ing out  hif^'lnvays,  ruiniing  out  tho  hoimdary  lines  of  the  township, 
cnfoi  t  iiiLj  llie  collection  of  taxes  from  ilelinqucnts  atiil  making  a  second 
division  of  land.  Prior  to  this,  however,  several  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers had  deeded  their  shares  to  bthers  wlio  were  more  hopeful  in  the 
TenturOi  Bat  few  of  the  proprietora,  or  original  grantees^  ever  visited 
the  town,  and  not  more  than  hall  a  doaen  of  them  made  a  permanent 
settlement  in  the  township.  Some  of  those  who  absented  themselves, 
bat  retuned  possession  to  a  late  day,  and  some  of  tlioMi  who  came  into 
the  township,  neglected  to  pay  their  taxes,  and  oonsoqncntly,  their  land 
was  distrained,  advertised  and  sold  to  make  the  arrearages  good.  The 
following  exhibits  the  measnres  taken  by  the  proprietors  to  promote 
settlementa  in  the  town:

Hpv.  Ed,  176S,  the  propriaton  Toted  to  make  a  amond  division  of  land  of  100 
sens  to  sadi  rlg^  and  after  reserving  one  kit  in  the  meet  convenient  pUioe  for 
the  firat  settlul  minister,  tlien  tluisu  proprietors  or  their  lUbitrpM  wliu  wouhl  go  on 
to  tho  township  the  noxtsmuiuer,  or  fall,  should  have  tlicir  rhoiee  of  said  lots 
wlUiout  reserve;  aiul  tliat  ail  tttiitl  lotn  not  tbiM  taken  up  Hiionld  lie  dislrilaiti'd 
by  iotfteKy  to  flie  rest  of  the  proprietote  as  tlie  Unt  division  were.  Mr.  Jolm 
gpencmr  and  Mr.  Oliver  Braweter,  were  ciioem  a  committee  to  make  aafcl  dlvie- 
ion.  It  was  also  voted  to  leH  tlie  rights  of  ddinqimtt  tajc-pnyets;  also,  that 
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Princo  Tmcy  sliould  endears  to  get  tlie  taxes  which  were  in  Maj.  Joseph 
HliiiH  h.irtr.s  hands;  also,  procTirp  n  law-lmok  of  the  lawn  of  said  province  of  Now 
Maiu|wiure  for  the  iiroprieturs'  iiae.  (Mty.  lilauuhard  Uieu  reeuled  iu  Ute  prov- 
inoo  of  Now  Hiutiimltlrc,  iumI  wna  a  Uix  collcvtor.) 

Ifaffch  8th,  1708,  tlie  hoonl  of  town  ofltoeni  ciubraoed  several  quasi  military 
ofBr^rB,  viz.:  Capt.  Wni.  Clark,  moderator;  Lifut.  Prince  Tmcy,  clerk  and 
trca^tirer;  Lieut.  Prince  Trnrr  and  T.ienit.  Ilo/ekiali  Huntingtoa*  aBSessors; 
Lieut.  Huntington  and  Maj.  JoHt-ph  Blani  liard,  collecton*. 

The  iirst  warning  for  a  proprietors'  meeting  tliat  was  ciitorod  upOQ 
the  recortls  read  as  foIlowR: 

'*  Tin-**  lire  ti>  worn  all  the  proprietor  ot  the  tuwusliip  of  Hartford  in  tlie 
ptOTinee  of  Newlminpflfacar  to  meat  at  the  house  cf  Ospt  Jonathaa  Barker,  inn- 
holder  in  Leimnon  in  tlie  cokmy  of  Goanecticut  on  the  20Ui  day  of  April  n<-xl  at 
nine  of  the  cIik  k  in  the  nioniinp  to  conclude  whether  t\wy  wilt  do  anything 
further  to  en('ouni;;(' hi>ltli>rR  t4>  ^1  on  to  Raid  towh  the  next  Huuinier  «  »  » 
and  pruoM.'d  to  lay  out  Uie  whole  lowiudiip,  aud  chuae  a  coiuiuittco  to  take  care 
of  tlie  pine  tintber^-ako  to  agree  on*  some  easier  way  to  warn  meattngs  for  die 
fiUun>,  and  do  any  other  huHincsa  prosier."  Tius  was  sigoed  by  Prince  TnU7» 
William  Clark  and  SainiK  1  Ti  i  rv,  who  were  chosen  Beleobnen  at  the  town 
meeting  of  Marcli  8tli,  17G;?,  and  dat<Ml  Marcli  20th,  1708. 

At  the  inccling  so  warned  it  wa8  voted  that  the  further  conditions  on 
wliich  the  proju'ietors  should  hold  their  choice  of  lots  in  the  second 
division  siiould  l>u  llial  each  one  shouhl  chnir  u|>  and  sow  down  tu  grain 
or  grass  four  acres  the  first  year,  and  so  coiitinuo  to  do  for  three  years 
mcoosMvcly. 

Tho  last  record  inade  by  Fritico  Tracy  in  the  proprietors*  book  of 
records  was  of  the  proceedings  at  the  meeting  of  Dec  Slst»  1Y68.  The 
next  record  made  by  him  was  entered  in  a  pamphlet-book  entitled^  '*  A 
Book  of  Town  Votes  for  the  Town  of  Hartford,  in  the  Province  of 

New  Uainpslioar,"  and  is  a  record  of  procpodinixn  at  Windham,  Bfarch 
iSth,  1764,  The  last  record  ever  made  hy  Mr.  Tracy  as  town  <  lerk, 
was  entered  in  thi^  pamplilct-book,  and  this  was  the  reoord  of  the  last 
nicct  tiMT         ''V  tin:  proprietors  in  ( 'f>niioct»ient. 

The  rccordn  of  tlic  town  iiow  piussod  into  tho  hands  of  the  newly 
cliosen  cU'ik,  Hcnajah  Strong,  but  no  furtlicr  record  wa«  entered  on  the 
l)ageK  of  tlic  |ianip]il<'t-book  until  !March  1  iG8,  wlien  lliis  book  was 
again  brought  into  use  by  Elijah  Strong,  wlio  was  then  elected  town 
clerk  and  thus  filled  tlie  dual  offices  of  town  aud  proprietors'  dtnk.  In 
the  meaatimo  the  records  of  the  proprietors  were  made  in  a  new  and 
krger  book,  now  known  as  '*Book  A  of  the  pro]»rietors*  records,** 
whieit  was  opened  Got  19th,  IIM,  with  the  reoord  of  the  warning 
issued  for  the  first  meeting  held  within  the  town  which  oconrred  Dec. 
9<1,  1704,  live  nionilM  prior  to  tiio  laKt  mooting  lield  in  Gonneotiont. 
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DATE  CV  TBB  Tom  unvuMwn. 

Thompson,  in  his  "  History  of  Yermont,"  fixes  the  date  of  the  finfc 
seitlemeniof  Hartford  to  have  bcpn  in  1764,  wh«D  Elijah  Strong  and  llit 

brothers  moved  into  the  town.  Had  Mr.  Thompson,  or  those  persona  from 
whom  ho  (1f>rived  his  information  on  this  point,  etudied  the  records  of 
the  town  in  a  carefui  manner,  he,  or  they,  conid  not  have  failed  to  dis- 
cover 11)6  fact  that  the  first  setUemeiii  ocourreU  as  eailj,  at  least,  as  the 
spring  of  17G3. 

At  a  proprisloi'a  meeting,  held  Nov.  8d,  1762,  it  wMTotfld  Hut  Hiom 
proprietors^  or  ih«ir  aeBignt,  who  ahoidd  ontor  on,  posMM  and  improro 
the  one  bimdred  aero  lota  of  the  aaeond  diviaioik,  the  next  aonuner  or 
ftiB,  ahoiild  haTe  their  dioioe  ci  lota  in  aald  dinaioii.  lliat  thia  propo> 
aition  indaoed  emigration  to  the  townahip  ea  early  aa  the  apring  of  1768, 
'  ia  ahown  by  the  record  of  a  waning  ealling  a  meeting  of  the  proprietora 
to  be  held  in  Windham,  Conn.,  at  the  inn  of  Samuel  Badger,  Deo.  SI, 
1768.  One  article  in  aaid  warning  is  aa  fdllowa 

''Likewise  to  hear  and  examine  the  evidences  of  those  men  teho  have 
been  at  labor  in  said  town  this  summer  past,  or  fall,  whether  they  have 
performed  the  conditions  on  whiob  they  were  to  take  their  choice  of 
thooe  hnndrad  aore  lota.'* 

At  the  proprietora*  meeting  held  poraoant  to  thia  warning,  aetiafaotoiy 
reporia  were  made  by  aaid  aettlera,  and  their  aooounta  were  adjnated 
aeemrdingly.  Further  evidence  ia  found  in  the  fact  that  the  proprietora 
in  1769,  bmlt  a  large  skow  ferry  boat  sufficiently  strong  to  carry  men 
and  horaea  and  carta,  and  tliia  was  placed  in  the  Connecticut  river  near 
where  Alonzo  Nutt  now  lives.  Hut  I  have  recently  discovered  other 
importnnt  ovidrnrr-  nn  thiH  point,  as  will  be  sefn  by  the  following  copy 
of  a  (MTiiflcate  njiul<-  l>y  ouu  of  the  few  iiroprietors  who  came  into  the 
town  to  effect  a  permanent  settlement  therein.

Thia  certificate  eBtablishes  two  facts — first,  that  a  settlement  waa 
made  in  the  town  in  1763,  and  aeoondly,  that  Benjamin  Wright  waa,  at 
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]«mI)  one  of  the  firei  eetilen,  if  not  tbe  veffy  firet  eetiler.  I  emalkle  to 
eddoee  bUU  furtlier  tangible  evidanoe  on  this  poiot  Iii  Vmj,  1766^ 

certain  of  the  propriotors  petitioned  the  New  York  gOTernment  for 
Letters  Patent,  and  in  furtherance  of  their  design  they  Mlit  to  Kew 

York  n  certificate  of  suuflry  pxpensea  they  had  incurrod  in  procuring  a 
clmitiir,  laying  nut  their  iunds,  &C.,  and  referring  to  the  immigration 
that  had  takeu  phwje  thoy  my : — 

"  In  the  Sumer  1763,  There  was  Ten  persons  which  Entered  on  the 
said  Town  and  Labuiirod  in  the  sauie  the  said  Sumer.  Aiid  in  the  yeax 
1761  There  was  four  Persons  have  moved  on  the  said  Town  with  their 
famelys  aiul  thorp  T>woll8  Ever  since.  And  the  said  Ten  continue  to 
Improve  the  said  iSecoud  Sumer ;  &  others  Did  Enter  on ;  and  this 
FroMnt  Spring  10  men  haTe  Gone  on  to  Improve  tad  nboat  10  othagre 
Intend  to  Go  Iinedlately.** 

I  appreiiend  that  the  atatement  abo?e  made  ii^  In  the  main,  true ;  hot 
the  dauae  relating  to  four  f amiliee  lumng  mored  Into  the  town  in  1761, 

filioidd  be  taken  cum  grano  9aU9.  The  charter  was  not  granted  until 
Julj  4th,  1761,  and  the  first  committee  sent  into  the  township  by  the 
proprietors  to  locate  the  first  division  of  lots  did  not  conclude  their 
labors  until  late  in  the  fall  of  1761,  therefore  ;  it  is  not  prohablo  that 
any  one  or  more  of  the  propriotors  movod  into  the  town  prior  to  1763, 
for  permanent  settlonient.  TLicro  way  hiivo  boon  and  probably  there 
was  8<^[uatier8  in  the  township — hunters  and  trappers,  perhaps — even 
before  the  diarter  was  granted. 

Some  of  the  oldest  persona  living  in  the  town  In  1873,  entertained  the 
of^on  {hat  Benjamin  Wrifl^t  was  ttie  first  aetual  settler,  and  that  he 
moved  Into  the  town  in  1768.  Ifiss  Parthena  Tilden,  a  grand  daughter 
of  Stephen  Tilden,  the  elder,  informed  the  writer,  in  1873,  that  when  a 
diild,  she  oftsn  board  her  relatives  conversing  on  this  subject,  and  they 
generally  asserted  that  Blr.  Wright  was  the  first  settler,  and  that  be 
bnilt  and  lived  in  the  first  house  ever  erected  in  the  town,  and  this  was 
located  near  CJonnecticut  river,  not  ffir  below  the  mouth  of  ^Vliite  river. 
In  the  first  division  of  Jnnd  lunon/^'^  tho  proprietors  >>y  lottery,  in  1761, 
Mr.  Bonjatnin  "Wright  drew  lot  "  No.  14,"  up  White  iivor  on  the  north 
Hido.  lie  Hubs(«(puinily  ownod  ueai'ly  every  other  lot  couUiiuod  in  the 
first  division  that  bordoiod  upon  the  north  sido  of  White  river.  The  hun- 
dred sore  lots  **No.  1**  and  "No.  2,"  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  certificate 
by  Ur.  Wright,  were  selected  by  him  by  virtue  of  his  having  purchased 
of  Benjamin  Wright,  Jr.,  lot  **No.  6"  of  the  first  division,  snd  of  Oqpt. 
Wm.  Clarke,  bt  **Na  8"  of  the  first  division,  together  with  all  their  nn- 
divided  land  in  the  town.  He  was,  therefore,  entitled,  under  the  vote 
passed  by  the  proprietors,  to  make  a  pitoh  of  two  hundred  acres,  and 
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tiis  pitch  comprised  the  land  embraced  in  the  fnnns  now  owned  raBpeo> 
lively  by  Gharles  Ballard^  David  Wright  aiul  Goorge  Pease. 

It  is  probable  that  Mr.  Benjamin  \N  i i^^lit  built  his  first  house  either 
•on  iot  "No.  G,"  or  "No.  8."  The  tebljiuony  of  ilibs  1  ikleji  jb  auflicieut  to 
«Mni«  OS  <m  ihia  point  Mr.  Boifrill  Harsh,  a  graadsou  of  Gov.  Joseph 
ttiinb,  moie,  in  1870,  that  ilie  first  Mttiemeiii  in  the  town  ma  made 
9i  the  moath  of  WUCa  river.  This  is  nther  inddiuitei  bnt  conatmiog 
it  to  mean  "near  themouth  of  WhiU  riwr,''  lot  «*Na  It,"  soufh  of 
White  river,  woold  oome  irithin  the  limit  so  defined. 

It  is  deemed  proper  to  be  thus  particalar  in  tkeexhiMtion  of  recorded 
end  traditional  evideaoe  oonoerning  the  first  settlement  of  the  town,  in 
order  to  correct  present  misapprehension,  and  fix  with  precision  for  all 
future  time,  the  date  of  this  event,  \vhic!i  hnn  been  heretofore,  as  much 
a  matter  of  doubt  and  speculation  as  the  more  important  event,  vis:  the 
date  of  the  organization  of  the  town. 

FIUBT  MEKTIl^i.S  UI  T.U  IN  TUK  TOWN. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  thatElijuli,  S  iloin  n  andBenajah  Strong,  Jon- 
athan Marsli,  Noah  Dewey  and  Bunjamiu  \\  right,  together  with  their 
families,  were  located  in  the  town  as  early  as  the  summer  of  1764.  Tra- 
ditton  says  that  they  came  from  Lebanon,  Oonneetiont,  to  Hartford,  via. 
Norlhampton  and  Greenfield,  Mass.,  to  the  Hinsdale  and  "Number 
Four"  forts,  thtoce  up  the  Oonneoticut  river  route^  via.  Windeor,  to  the 
month  of  White  river,  bringing  along,  on  horaebsdt,  their  household 
goods  and  farming  implements. 

Bj  law  and  custom,  whenever  the  actual  settlers  in  a  township  came 
to  own  one  sixteenth  part  of  the  whole  number  of  rights  or  shares  in 
said  township,  they  might  draw  the  meetings  of  the  proprietors  within 
the  limit  of  the  township  The  numl>or  of  prnpriotorB'  Hliares  in  Hart- 
ford was  sixty-four,  conHequently  llie  settlors  above  namfd  conHtiLuted 
more  than  the  necessary  (juo)  um,  m  d  therefore,  Iti  accoi diiiico  with  liio 
law,  they  made  application  iu  one  of  liis  majesty's  jusLicos  of  the  prov- 
ince of  New  Hampshire  requiring  him  to  issue  a  vramiug  for  a  meeting 
of  the  proprietors  within  said  township.  The  petition  was  granted  and 
the  foUowing  warning  vras  posted,  via : — 

Whereof^  applieatton  has  been  made  to  me  the  subeoi'iber,  one  of  bis 

majesty's  juatices  of  the  peace  for  the  province  of  New  Hampshire,  by 
the  owners  of  more  than  one-sixteenth  part  of  the  township  of  Hartford 
m  the  province  aforesaid,  requiring  a  meeting  to  be  warned  of  said 
proprietors  on  Monday  the  third  day  of  Deeembsr  nest,  for  the  ootents 
and  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned :

At  a  meeting  of  the  proprieUnrt  hold  in  Ijobanoii,  Gonnectiout,  Mch. 
19,  1766,  it  was  voted  Umt  the  proprietors  '  meetings  for  the  future 
should  be  held  in  Hartford.  Elijali  Strong  was  chosen  proprietors' 
clerk,  and  Jonathan  Marsh,  Elx  nr/f  i  (hllett  and  Elijah  Strong  pr<>- 
prietora'  committee.  It  vt&a  also  voted  that  the  coiuuiittee  should  see 
« thai  tlieinroprieti»i*d«bt8  be  paid,  taxes  ooHecied«  and  paid  to  the 
iMMurer,  warn  proprieton*  meetioi^  reoeiye  of  the  former  treMnrer 
end  derk  eU  the  fomer  reeorda,  kw  books,  ditrter,  pUme  end  eU  other 
pepera,  end  give  e  reeeipt  thereltor."  The  proeeedinge  doeed  with  the 
choice  of  Prince  Trecy  ee  treaearer,  to  succeed  Solomon  Strong,  who 
was  elected  treasurer  at  the  meeting  of  Dec  3rd.  1764.  Prior  to  Uiie 
last  date  all  the  town  and  proprietors'  public  business  had  been  irans- 
actt-il  alternately  at  AV'indham  and  Lolmnoii,  Ct.  But  thoir  growing 
interests  in  the  nev:  township  resulting  from  an  increase  of  population, 
and  the  nceiT  of  tljo  presence  of  a  board  of  civil  autlsority  to  manage 
municipui  ailuirs,  together  with  an  increasing  deniund  for  more  ex- 
tended facilities  in  the  way  of  roads*  bridges  and  other  internal  im- 
provemente,  compatible  with  the  beii  intereeta  of  all  coneemed,  led  to 
a  tnuwfer  of  all  the  bnainees  of  the  proprietors  to  the  township. 
Henoefmrth,  as  in  the  peat,  the  administration  of  the  innnieipal  affairs 
of  the  proprietors  and  those  pertaining  to  the  town  proper,  was  Tested 
in  the  same  individuals,  but  the  legislative  acts  performed  by  eadi  or- 
ganization,  thoa^  recorded  for  many  years  by  the  same  clerk,  were  * 
recorded  in  separate  books  from  the  date  of  the  first  meeting,  Aug.  26th, 
1761,  until  the  final  closing  up  of  the  proprietors'  afTairs  in  when, 
by  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  yiroprietorfi'  recor<1fl  passed  from  the  hands 
of  the  proprietors'  clork  to  the  wcbivcH  of  fhc  town,  '^I'lui  records  niiulu 
in  the  small  pamphlet  book,  whicli  has  boon  referred  to,  related  ex- 
clusively to  the  election  of  town  ofTicora  at  the  annual  meetings  held 
in  March,  until  Moi'ch,  1770,  when  Elijah  Strong  began  to  record  on 
ita  pages  the  legtatative  acta  of  the  town  whidi  he  and  hia  aacceesor  in 
that  offiee  continued  to  do  until  1778.  Bat  Mr.  Strong,  to  the  confu- 
sion of  hia  poaterity,  ignored  hie  official  duty,  to  enter  upon  reoord, 
anywhere,  the  proceedings  at  the  annnal  town  meetinge  held  between 
1775  and  *78 ;  and,  added  to  this  dereliction,  hia  method  of  keeping  the 
records  was  crude,  in  the  extreme.  In  fact,  there  are  many  real  and 
seeming  ineongruitiea  in  the  recorda  generally,  for  many  yeara,  that 
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cannot  be  eatplwned  wiihoiti  an  iafliiite  amouit  of  reaoareb*  It  is 
deemed  proper  to  my  thet  rabaaqaent  to  177^  no  mention  ia  made  in 
tbe  propdetora'  reeocda  of  tbe  eleetioo  ct  any  mmudpal  offieera  with 

the  exception  of  proprietora*  dork,  treaBuror,  oolleotor  and  oontmittee ; 
thai  tbe  same  person  held  the  dual  offices  of  town ,  and  proprietcura* 
clerk,  and  the  mon  who  Borvod  as  proprietors*  committee,  werp  nlso  in- 
cuiiibcjits  of  tbo  uioro  impoitimt  oflicoR  of  tlio  t^wn,  rtkI  Hub  arrange- 
ment couHcrved  to  harmony  '*  which  in  the  ndt  ngtli  of  ail  iiiBtitutions." 

The  first  two  mw^tingB  hold  in  the  towjiblup  woro  licld  in  the  dwell- 
ing house  of  Solomon  Stiong.  Later  meetings,  in  tiiu  interest  of  the 
proprietors,  were  hdd  in  the  dwelling  hooaea  of  Elijah  Strong,  Ohristo- 
pber  Peaae,  Benjamin  Wright,  Daniel  Finneo  and  Joel  liarab,  bot>  in 
the  greater  number  <rf  inatancee  in  tbe  houae  of  Elijah  Strong,  while  he 
waa  town  and  proprietors*  elerk.  AiUr  the  eleotion  of  Amoa  Bobinaon 
aa  derk  in  1776,  the  propriotora*  meetinga  were  baldin  the  inn  of  Stephen 
Tilden*  Jr.|  until  the  year  1800 ;  when  James  Tracy  was  chosen  clacki  and 
the  meetings  were  hold  in  his  bouse  during  hia  term  of  office,  or  until 
Not.  8th,  1803.  In  1808,  Daniol  Marsh  vrnn  choncn  clerk,  and  from  thia 
date  until  1819,  the  proprietors'  meetings  were  held  in  the  public  inn  of 
Freegra^M)  Leavitt  at  the  centre  of  the  town. 

From  17G6  to  1808,  tho  propriotorH  liold  meetings  in  the  town,  bat 
not  regularly.  Troiu  May  17th,  1786,  to  February  9tb,  1790,  and  from 
March  1803,  to  Sept.  22d,  1808  there  wore  uo  records  made  in  the  pro- 
prietors* book  of  reeords.  la.  the  mterim  between  1765  and  1819 — 
when  tiielr  reoorda  were  dosed— many  important  erenta  tranqured  m 
the  local  history  of  the  town,  which  will  be  alluded  to  in  other  por- 
tiona  of  thia  history.  The  proprietora*  oommitteea  were  engaged  in 
making  diviaiona  and  aalea  of  the  land  (whidi  induded  a  new  diviaiim 
and  redifitriUution  of  the  land  induded  in  the  first  division  by  lottery 
in  1761,  and  that  <rf  the  Kocond  division  mad^  in  1763)  the  establish- 
ment of  liighways  and  boundary  lines ;  promoting  immigration  ;  fos- 
tering the  imjirovrmpnt  and  ciiliivatioii  of  the  soil  by  premiums  paid 
for  cro] IS  raised;  rewarding  public  services,  and  other  less  important 
malioi  H. 

liefcrring  to  tbo  piopiieloru'  records  I  will  quote,  in  chronological 
order,  the  inoro  important  proceedings  of  the  proprietora*  committees 
from  1764)  to  their  laat  buaineaa  meeting.  Not.  8th,  1808 : 

June  20, 1768. — A  second  divirion  of  land  waa  made  by  lottery.  A 
tax  of  ono  dollar  on  each  share  waa  laid  to  defray  ezpenaea  (let  mention 

mado  of  federal  currency.) 

Non.  2,  1772. — Xsruol  and  John  Qillott  and  Joshau  liazxeu  woro 
ehoaen  a  committee  to  dae  tbe  fifty  acre  lots.   Toted  to  **  advertiae  in 
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Connecticut  pnbHc  prints  the  propn'etors  of  HRrfford  to  ronke  applicft- 
iiou  to  the  comuutL<jt)  choaen  for  Lhat  U6«  to  lay  out  to  each  (Mjreved 
proprietor  his  part  of  the  sequestered  l&nd  for  that  use  in  order  to 
make  each  ones  share  of  first  divisiou  equal,  they  paying  tbe  cost." 

April  24, 1773. — In  a  warning  for  a  meeting,  the  2nd  article  related 
to  ousting  Elijah  Strong  from  lus  position  as  olerk,  wliioU  was  not  ao- 
opmpliahod. 

Nov.  22,  1773. — Abel  and  Jool  Marali  and  Amos  Uobinaon  wore 
chosen  a  oominittoe  to  lay  oni  in  lots  that  body  of  pine  land  that  laid 
near  tha  '*Idand  maadowt  i"  <»M  lot  to  eaoii  right. 

April  18,  1774. — At  a  meating  held  in  the  hoiis»  of  Elijah  Strone, 

Capt.  Joseph  Marsh  was  chosen  modenitor,  and  Capt.  Joseph  Marsh, 
Stephen  Tilden  and  £li8ha  Marsh  were  chosen  a  committee  to  see  about 
Mttling  tho  Kno  botiroon  fTartford  anil  ITortfoitl,  and  emA  a  bound  by 
Connecticut  river  and  warn  oil  iho^v  "who  have  iucroaclicd.'*  Tlioni.'u) 
Haz7.cn,  was  chosen  treasurer.  Amos  Robinson  ceased  to  be  collector, 
and  William  Bramble  and  Elisha  Marsh  were  chosen  collectors.  (First 
mention  of  Joseph  JHbwrii). 

Oct.  31,  1874  — Al)Ovo  named  committee  to  settle  the  town  line,  re- 
ported that  they  cited  the  iuhabitants  of  Hertford  U>  preambukiU  with 
them,  but  they  did  not,  and  the  committee  warned  oil  those  who  were 
enoronching  on  the  pine  landa  belonging  to  Hartford. 

May  IG,  1775. — Anio.s  TtoMnBon  was  clioscin  clerk  and  a  corninittco 
was  chosen  to  rec^ulato  tho  records  (which  wore  indcetl  in  u  confused 
state  as  left  by  Elijah  Strong)  and  tnereaftcr,  until  1780,  tho  records 
were  made  in  the  neat,  uniform,  but  rather  feminine  chirography  of  Mr. 
Rpbinson.  At  this  meet  ing  it  was  voted  that  pit<1i<>fi  of  Kfty  aorosoaoll 
might  be  made  by  the  proprietors  of  the  undivided  laud. 

On  the  fint  Monday  of  November  1976,  at  a  meeting  hold  in  the 
house  of  widow  Ruth  Strong,  voted  to  accept  tho  return  of  pitches  of 
the  fifty  acre  lots  made  by  Thomas  Ilaz/.cn,  Israel  Gillolt,  Mitchell 
Clark,  John  Bennett,  Jr.,  Bccket  Chapman,  Joshua  HoKxcn,  Buuj. 
Wright,  John  Gillett,  Stephoi  Tilden  and  Simon  Chapman. 

April  27,  1778. — Tlie  proprietors  voted  to  procure  a  charter  of  tho 
township,  and  Stephen  Tilden  and  Amos  liobinson  were  chosen  a  com- 
mittee to  procure  the  same.  Joseph  Marsh  and  Amos  Robinson,  were 
chosen  a  committee  to  apply  to  the  General  Assembly  to  have  the  line 
between  Hartford  and  Hertton)  »«'tt]ed.  Voted  to  raise  one  hondred 
dollars  to  defray  expense  of  committee." 

OiA.  12,  1778. — Joseph  Marsh,  Amos  Robinson  and  Stephen  Tilden 
were  chosen  a  committee  to  settle  line  between  Hartford  and  Hertford, 

and  they  were  instructed  to  hire  a  committee  to  begin  at  north  \vc«t  * 
comer  of  Windsor  and  measure  Hertford  west  line  seven  miles  and  a 
qnarter. 

Dec.  3,  1778. — Said  committee  reported  a  survey  of  the  line  between 
the  said  towns,  made  by  John  Hatch,  surveyor,  and  John  Giiswold, 
Josiah  Russell  and  Samuel  Paine.  A  committee  consisting  of  Joshaa 
Haxcn,  Amos  Robinson  and  Joseph  Marsh,  was  chosen  to  settle  and 
setablish  paid  lino.  A  tax  of  throe  shillings  on  each  proprietor'n  nlmvo 
was  voted.  The  line  thus  established  was  identically  the  same  as  that 
named  in  the  charter,  and  surveyed  in  1768.

JJee.  29,  1780. — Asa  Ilazeu  was  chosen  clerk,  and  it  was  voted  that 
the  Selectmen  should  take  the  proprietoi^s  reoords  from  (he  old  olerk 
(Amos  llobinson)  and  deliver  them  to  the  new  clerk. 

Feb.     1781,  it  waa  voted  to  lay  out  a  divirion  of  forty  acres  to  each 

proprietors'  right. 

iVbv.  12, 1800. — Yotod  thai  each  proprietor  have  nine  acres  to  a  right, 
and  to  aoocpt  of  all  ilie  pitches  made  on  the  nine  acre  division. 

J/ftr«r/i,  18011 — (I'fl  Wodiiowlay)  met  at  .fnnioR  Tracy's,  (yhoso  Amos 
liobinson,  Es«[.,  coniiiiittee  to  apply  to  Mr.  Marion  to  obtain  a  coi>y  of 
the  charter  of  the  towuship  of  Ilartford  from  tlio  Seci-etary  of  New 
HainpshiroL 

Aug.  1 7,  1808. — Hy  !ipj)licatioii  of  more  than  one  sixteenth  of  the 
proprietors  to  l*a8cal  P.  Etios,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  a  meftincf  waa 
warned  to  be  liolden  iu  the  house  of  Josiah  Tildeu,  the  2d  Monday  of 
November,  1808.  The  biisinesB  of  said  meeting  was  as  follows :

From  this  time  to  April  5th,  1810,  thirty  five  mectiug;8  were  held,  at 
which  no  current  busiiioss  wsis  transacted.  Mr.  Marsh  retained  the  pro- 
prietors* records  till  1832,  when  he  turned  them  over  to  the  Town  Clerk 
of  Hartford. 

At  the  lanl  moiitionod  date  the  diviBiouB  of  iaiid  iiuiuug  the  grantees 
hod  been  amicably  and  BatiHfactorily  adjusted  and  completed.  Many  of 
Hie  whole  aiharea  of  the  flnk,  seeond  and  third  diTisioiia  bad  been  di- 
Tided  and  snb-divided  and  diapoeed  of  to  imigranta.  Many  of  the 
graoteea  bad  n<»v«r  visited  the  township.  Some  who  had  oome  into  the 
town  with  a  view  of  settling  herein,  were  not  well  pleased  with  the 
eoautry,  or  wero  not  disiioeed  to  face  the  political  trottbles  of  the  hour, 
and»  therefore,  disposed  of  their  shares  foir  a  song,  and  retraoed  their 
steps,  or  went  into  more  favored  loealitiea.*  Thus  the  interests  and 
rights,  fit  fuHt  vested  in  the  prantees,  passed  gradnaUy  into  the  baudH 
of  spornlntoi  M,  jfibhrrH  nnti  Inrnl  prnMiers,  like  Gov.  JoHeph  Marsh  and 
his  relalivoH  and  confiereH,  (»t  to  assigns  of  a  moro  rcBpoctablo  typo ; 
while  the  judicial,  executive  and  legislative  powers  vested  iu  the  gran- 
tees by  the  cku  tor,  were  by  degrees  vested  in  tbe  town  authorities  by 
virttto  <rf  eoMtitutioml  law*. 

The  war  of  the  Bevdntion,  and  the  war  of  1812,  had  both  innied  to 
the  benefit  of  tfa*  peofde,  and  they  were  now  free  to  pnrane  their 
respective  vocatiwis  without  fear  of  moleatation  or  intenmption  from 

>  Several  of  the  granices  of  this  townahip  were  also  grantees  of  other  townships 
chaitcFcd  by  Gov.  Wenlworib  from  1760  to  1768. 
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without,  or  internecine  troubles  at  home.  The  olive  branch  and  the 
laurel  were  intaitwinad  wiih  the  ojpireas,  aiu!  under  the  benign  inlla- 
ences  of  victory,  peace  and  mourning,  our  fathers  wero  laboring  to  cor- 
rect the  anomalies  which  )m»I  sprun'^  up  in  the  polit  ical,  military,  judi- 
cial and  fiHoal  JepartmeiitB  of  tbe  now  polity,  ami  to  eatubliHli  all  tlio 
inHtiiutiona  of  gfovemmont  on  the  ConHtitution— that  nuir^im  cluirta 
which  ensures  to  tUoir  posterity  to-day  tho  socurity  of  pio^jerty,  tiie 
peace  of  our  streets  and  the  happiness  of  our  homes. 

Tbe  ftrai  sale  of  huid  made  by  a  eharter  proprietor  was  thi^  made  by 
Joshua  Wight,  Jr.,  to  Samuel  Murdoek,  Jr.,  of  one  whole  abara,  or 
proprietor's  right.  As  this  was  the  first  conveyance  of  right  and  tiUe^ 
and  the  form  and  phraseology  of  the  deed  are  similar  to  all  others 
found  in  the  records  of  sales  subsequently  oiadfl^  I  will  quote  tbe  deed 
in  full,  viz: —

Tbo  ebaro  thuH  conveyotl  was  nmuber  twotity  two  on  Coniiocticut 
river,  north  of  White  river,  containing  60  acres.  The  price  paid  per 
acre  was  about  forty-seven  cents. 

The  next  sale  made,  in  order  of  date,  was  mode  by  Samuel  Porter  of 
LebsnoB,  Oonn.,  to  Stephen  TQden,  Jr.,  of  the  same  town;  being  lot 
"No.  18|"  up  White  rirer  on  tbe  north  side,  wbieh  oontained  fifty*niiie 
seres,  snd  was  sold  for  s  eoneidenition  of  ten  shillings  ($2.4S)  or  sbout 
four  esnts  per  acre.  Tkdn  lot  is  embrsosd  in  the  farm  now  owned  sad  ' 
occupied  by  Win.  E.  Dutton. 

On  the  16th  of    arefa,  1762,  Nathan  Clark,  of  Windham,  Ot,  deeded 
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to  Bt^ah  Strong,  of  Iiebanon,  Ot,  lot  **Na  V  on  the  Booth  tide  of 
Whito  riTor,  bordering  on  both  this  and  Oonueotieat  riTor,  and  eontain- 
ing  ntnetaan  aoTM.  iJw>  380  aoraoi  or  one  whole  right  in  the  townahii»» 
making  altogether  879  aorea  for  a  eoaaideration  of  f onr  ponnda  ten  abil" 

linr^s  ($21.78)  or  less  than  six  cento  per  acre.  Lot  "No  2"  aiiJ  lot  "No. 
3/'  drawn  by  Daniel  Newcombe  of  Lebanon,  Ct,  and  lot  "  No.  1*'  drawn 
by  John  Baldwin,  containing  respectively  nineteon,  fifty  find  fbirty  ono 
acrofi,  confltitut^.0  llio  location  occupied  by  ihenot-work  of  tracks  audtiie 
depot  ami  otlun-  biiildlngB  belonging'  to  tlio  various  railromlB  c&niering 
at  White  Rivor  Juuotiou.  Tradition  mya  that  tho  ilrst  dvvoiliug  house 
ever  erected  in  Hartford  was  built  by  Elijol)  iStrong  on  lot  "  No  2," 
in  tlie  spring  of  1764. 

On  the  north  aide  of  White  river,  and  bordering  on  the  two  riTers, 
wta  lot  **No.  1,**  owned  by  Benjamin  Whitney,  containing  nineteen 
aorea.  Adjoining  this  on  the  west  was  the  lot  drawn  by  Timothy  Churk, 
eontaining  thirty-cme  aeraa.  Theee  and  a  few  other  adjoining  lota  were 
anbaeqoenUy  owned  by  Meesre.  Cone  and  Knowlton,  by  whom  they 
were  sold  to  Elias  Ljman  3d,  whose  heirs  and  asaigTin  now  live  thereon 
Among  the  early  immigrnntB  and  land-owners,  are  found  the  names  of 
Elijah  Strong,  nnd  his  brothers,  Solomon  and  Bonajah;  Noah  and 
Joshuu  Dowoy  ;  Joniitliiiii  and  Ahn!  Marsh,  Daniel  Pinueo,  Stephen  Til- 
den,  Benjamin  Wright,  PrirM  o  Tracy,  Israel  Qillett,  Christopher  Pease, 
Soth  BnrgoHH,  Williain  Bi  Fuiiblf?,  John  Bennett,  Elen^er  Robinson,  Ben- 
jamin iiurcli,  Lionel  Udail,  John  Strong  and  Ebenczcr  Giilott,  all  of 
whom  lived  in  the  town  prior  to  1771.  Subsequently,  and  down  to  1778, 
only  aix  of  the  charter  members^  or  grantees,  had  settled  in  the  town, 
latere  were  other  settlers  in  tlie  town,  though  few  in  nnmber.  Between 
1771  and  1778,  the  following  names  appear  in  the  Uata  of  town  offleera, 
vis:  Amos  Robinson,  John  and  Blidia  Marsh,  Thomas  Bichardaon, 
Joshua  and  Thomas  Hazen,  Samuel  Udall,  Joel  and  Joseph  Marsh,  Jon- 
athan Burob,  Mitohf>Il  Clark,  Alexander  Brink,  Thomas  Richardson, 
Darius  Soasions,  John  Gillett,  Levi  Demnioii,  Asa  Hazen,  David  Bliss, 
Simon  Chapmau,  Samuel  Webster,  Thoinaa  EnierHon,  Silas  Ilazen.  An- 
drew Tracy,  Thomas  Tracy,  Elkanah  Spragne.  Phifioas  Strong,  George 
Smith,  Asa  EmorHoji  and  John  BuI(1\n  in,  all  of  wiioiu  were  iucurabcnts 
either  of  town  or  proprietary  oHicos.  From  1778  to  18U2,  tho  town 
records  are  missing,  with  tho  exception  of  a  book  used  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town,  beginning  in  1798  and  e<Mit{nned  to  the  present  tune. 
From  this  book  will  be  given  a  list  of  the  principal  taxpayers  in  the 
town  in  1800,  whidi  wOl  appear  under  the  head  of  taxes. 
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CHAPTBBIV. 

OBGAMIZATION  OF  TUK  TOWN. 

Tbo  orgftniznlion  of  tlio  town  was  coovn!  witli  lliu  dato  of  tlin  firal 
town  meeting.  T}ic  rccordH  kept  by  l*rinre  Trncy,  tbn  proprietora' 
first  cloik,  conclusively  show  that  the  town  was  organized  at  the 
date  of  the  propnotora'  first  meetiug,  August  26tb,  1761.  Mr.  Tracy, 
like  aU  the  clerks  who  succeeded  him — so  long  as  the  proprietors  held 
bodiiMs  meetings,— fill«d  the  dual  podtton  of  proprieton  snd  town 
dwk^  but  wbila  he  held  thie  office  he  kept  two  diBtinot  aets  of  booke  of 
Mootda^ome  of  which  cowteiiied  a  reoofd  of  the  electaon  of  the  proprieton* 
fMam,  and  Ih^  proeeedinga— -whiob  were  the  oolj  aofca  of  mmilBipel 
legialation  reeorded,— the  other  oontained  a  record  of  the  eleotion  of 
town  olRoera  at  the  regular  annual  meetiiiga.  Cbnerally  the  proprietary 
and  town  offieeo  were  vaated  in  the  eame  peraonai  but  not  always.  This 
being  the  case  it  was  not  neceaaary  to  koop  parallel  rocords  of  the 
municipal  acts  of  legiBlation.  The  record  book  in  which  Mr.  Tracy 
entered  the  nnmeB  of  the  town  officprR  ns  distinct  from  those  of  the 
proprietors,  %viih  ilnsij^'nated  as  "A  Book  of  Town  Votes  the  Town 
of  Hartford  in  tiie  Frovinco  of  New  Hauipshear,"  while  the  record  hook 
oontaining  the  names  of  the  proprietors'  officers  elected,  etc,  waa  deaig-

At  a  Tbion  Meataag  of  the  Proprietors  of  The  Town  of  Ilartford  in 
the  Provincft  of  New  Hnmpshear,  legally  warned  and  Holden  at  Windham 
in  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  August  ye  26th,  1761.  Pursuant  to  a  charter 
of  aaid  Township  Dated  July  ye  4th,  1761.   In  said  Charter  Mr.  John 

Baldwin  waa  appointed  Moderator  of  said  Mooting.  At  the  said  meeting 
Chosen  Prince  Tracy,  Town  Clerk ;  Chosen  Capt  William  Clark,  Prince 
Tracy  and  Mr.  John  Baldwin  Selectmen  for  said  7\nan.  Ohoaen  Prince 
Traoy,  Town  Treasurer.

.  Am  further  proof  of  the  existence  of  a  town  organization  it  appears 
that  at  the  town  meeting  held  March  8th,  1763,  for  the  elpction  of 
officers,  Lieut.  Prince  Tracy.  Capt.  William  Clark  and  Mr.  Samuel  Terry, 
were  chosen  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Hartford,  and  Lieut.  Prince  Tracy, 
2'own  Ciork,  and  no  other  oflicors  wore  chosen.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  and  for  the  first  time,  the  proprietors'  couimittce  was  com- 
poMd  <rf  diffbrvnt  mw  from.  fhoM  chosen  as  sflleoimeu,  for  the  town. 
The  samo  niod«ntor  predded,  sod  the  lame  ^vmuk  wm  ohoMn  elerk» 
f<Mr  botti  ofgwusatioius  bat  tbe  propriaicwB  dioM  an  meonUf e  oommit' 
lee^  oompoMd  of  Elijah  Bingham,  SOaa  Fhalpa  and  Thomas  ThMqr*  to 
manage  the  propiieton*  afEoira  in  geuerol ;  and  also  elected  assessors 
and  collectors.  The  aelectmen  attonded  to  tbe  burineaa  eapeoially 
appertainiog  to  their  department,  but  also  participated  in  the  legisla- 
tion on  proprietary  matters  in  general,  oil  the  ct^Scsrs  beAug  cr^final 
gratUeefi,  or  charter  mtvihers. 

The  last  rocunl  inmle  by  Prince  Tracy,  as  town  clerk,  was  pnteipd  in 
the  pamphlet  book  of  town  votes,  March  12, 17Gf;,  iit  ^vhich  time  Uc  nnjnb 
StroDfT  was  cboHon  town  clerk  ;  IjUjali  yiiung,  Solomon  Strong  and 
Benjamin  Wright,  Boloctmou;  John  Bennett,  constable,  and  Ebeuezor 
Oilleti,  Jr.,  surveyor  of  highways.  At  this  meeting  it  was  voted  that  for 
Um  foture  the  lowit  munfy^  shonld  be  held  bj  theinhabatantaof  Hart> 
ford  iHtfain  said  town,  whieb  is  evidence  that  town  meetinge  had  been 
held  hi  Oonnectiooi 

Prior  to  tfam  hist  naamd  meeting,  the  inhabitanta  of  the  town,  com- 
prising more  than  ono^teenth  portion  of  actual  roeidents,  had  requested 
a  transfer  of  the  proprietors'  meetings  from  OonneotiiKit  to  the  town  of 
Hartford.  Acceding  to  that  request,  the  proprietors,  at  a  meeting  held 
in  Windham.  Mnrch  19th,  1765,  voted  that  for  the  future  the  proprie- 
tors' meetings  should  be  lipid  in  Jlnrtford.  At  thia  meeting  IDlijah 
Stroof^  was  chosen  proprir  t oi  s  clerk,  Prince  Tracy  pr  tpnetors'  treas- 
ure i.  and  tJouathau  Miusii,  iilbeuezor  QiUett  and  Elijah  btroug,  com- 
mittoo. 

The  writer  of  this  history  is  thus  particular  to  fix  with  precision  the 
date  of  the  organiiaUon  of  the  town  for  the  reeson  timt  Thompson,  sad 
other  historians,  liaTe  erroneously  stated  that  this  town  was  organissd 
llarch  8tb,  1768.  Thehr  cnor  arose  from  a  hastj  inspection  of  the 
records^  thegr  drew  their  condnriims  from  the  fiwt  that  BJijsh  Strong*s 
first  record  of  the  election  of  town  oiBcsrs  was  entsred  in  the  pamphlet 
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book  of  town  voies  imdor  dnte  of  Ifardi  6th,  1768,  thvee  yetn  subnK 
quMit  to  thd  dale  of  tlM  Iwt  town  meetiiig  hold  in  Oonnecslieiit.  Elijah 
Strong  kept  the  reoorde  of  the  propiietav^  meeting  in  regnhv  order  of 
date,  eto.,  but  who  can  aeeonnt  for  his  hftving  failed  to  record  in  chron- 
ological order,  for  the  space  of  three  years,  the  proceedings  at  the  an- 
nual town  moetitiga  ?  IIin  silence  on  this  (loint  uiust  be  atti  ibutoil  to 
QUO  of  tliroo  reasons,  viz:— iirst,  that  tho  tormre  of  offico  of  tho  oflicers 
chosen  March  12,  1765,  extondod  to  March  8,  17G8 ;  or  secondly,  that 
the  proprietors  failed  to  comply  with  the  terras  of  the  charter  requiring 
annual  meetings ;  or  lastly,  that  their  olerk  stupidly  ignored  his  duty. 
It  ie  not  at  at  all  likely  that  the  proprieton  would  have  negleeted  so 
important  a  duty,  ^^lijah  Strong  was  a  good  uian,  but  m  his  youtlifnl 
di^  the  sehoolmaster  was  abroad]) 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  Hivoh  6|  1768,  the  following  named  cfA-

Elijah  Strong  continued  to  hold  the  office  of  proprietora'  clerk  until 

May  16th,  1775  ;  hut  was  Huperceded  as  town  clork  Marrli  13th,  1769, 

by  John  Strong',  nt  which  time  the  first  grand  jiiryiubu  were  chosen. 

The  proceedings  at  this  meeting  were  recorded  in  the  paiuphlet-book, 

and  the  first  aet  of  mnnioipal  legislation,  aude  from  the  eleotion  of 

olBoers,  reoorded  m  said  book,  was  the  vote  to  build  a  bridge  over 

Water  Qneohee  river  near  the  saw-milL  John  Strong  continued  to  fill 

the  olBee  of  town  olerk  until  Hay  18th,  1778,  when  Amos  Bobinson  was 

ehosen  to  fill  the  oflhse.  Tlie  first  overseers  of  tlie  poor  were  dioson  at 

this  meeting,  also  the  first  fence  viewers  and  pound  keepers.  Joel 

Marsh  was  ohoaen  supervisor,  an  office  peculiar  to  the  province  of  New 

York. 

May  17th,  1774,  Capt.  Joseph  Marsh  was  chosen  supervisor  (an  oflice 
peculiar  to  the  proviiico  of  Now  York  and  toward  which  Capt.  Marsh 
exhibited  a  deoifled  leaning. )  TIih  town  at  that  early  period  of  its  ex 
istonce,  Ihi  I  Vtrt  ii  hig"hly  honored  by  the  choice  of  one  of  its  citizene  to 
fill  a  high  ollice  in  the  government  of  the  State.  The  town  had  become 
occupied  by  industrious  settlers,  most  of  whom  had  come  from  the 
towns  in  the  colony  of  Oonnecticui  They  were  not  a  medlcj  oolleo* 
tion*  of  speculators,  each  intent  on  personal  good  slone,  but  they  were 
bound  together  by  ties  of  kinship^  and  by  unsnimity  of  sentiment,  tiiat 
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MSiired  hMtmomy  of  aolion,  micoeui  to  every  oadarlakiiig,  tliabilitj  to 

all  Uieir  onterpriM  ftttd  pernmuetice  of  resideuoe.  DiaolTeetioiiBCMiued 

by,  or  arisiug  froiu,  unequal  divisioDS  of  land,  wantages  and  pemren. 
ions  of  ibe  provisions  of  the  chnrier  by  some  of  those  high  in  author* 
ity,  bad  been  a11ay(>)r1  by  compromisea,  equitable  aettlementa,  aa  far  as 
posaible,  and  other  pacific  measures. 

The  royal  provincial  governor  of  New  Hampshire,  for  some  years 
subsequent  to  iiijikiiig  grants,  was  not  above  the  HUHpicion  of  being  in 
collusion  with  souic  of  the  laud-jobbers  who  at  ilrst  infested  ikiB  and 
other  grants ;  but,  however  amenable  to  oondemnatiou  the  governor 
made  hinuMlly  and  however  mneh  he  merited  the  ralribation  rabae- 
qaently  meted  oat  to  bim,  it  ie  endemi  that  Hartford,  il  ihe  did  not 
fnniiah  her  qaota  of  hie  raaeaUj  oonfederatea,  had,  later,  within  her 
bordora  iliom  who  did  not  acmplo  to  appropriate  to  tboir  own  nee  the 
valuable  land  aet  iqiart  by  the  ehai'ter  for  public  usee,  and  aubetitote 
in  their  place,  much  loae  valuable  lands  in  less  favorable  looations. 
Thia  apecies  of  pirating  apoii  public  rights,  and  infringing  on  the  rights 
of  one's  neighbors,  was  one  of  the  wrongs  imposed  on  the  early  set- 
tlers of  this  town.  In  the  Ught  of  hiHtory  such  deeds  counot  be  pal- 
liated by  public  service;  never  effectually  disguised  by  judicial  ermine, 
priestly  Hurj)licc,  armorial  beiuings,  or  the  insignia  or  honor  of  any 
station  in  life  ;  nor  will  they  l>e  caoc-elled  by  the  Nemesis  of  justice^  nor 
pass  into  oblivion  unheeded  by  the  faithful  and  impartial  historian. 

In  oonaideratiou  of  the  fact  that  the  pamphlet-book  entitled,  "  A 
Book  of  Town  Yotee  for  the  Town  of  Harkford  in  the  Province  of  New 
Hampehear,**  ie  eiduslvely  devoted  to  records  of  town  meetings  prior 
to  1779,  and  to  preserve  beyond  poeaible  lose  the  recorda  contained  in 
aaid  book,  which  ia  now  in  a  dilapidated  couditiou,  and  is  the  only 
book  of  town  records  prior  to  1802,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  here 
a  verbatim  copy  of  all  ihe  records  found  therein  relating  io  municipal 
legislation.  A  portion  of  this  book  is  devoted  to  family  records,  and  a 
portion  io  the  registration  of  the  earmarks  usrd  own  rrs  of  sheep 
and  cattlfl.  On  tlio  title  pivgn  is  a  record  of  a  certiiu  iit(*  di  i  !arinf_'  t!mt 
"  Ephraim  Wright,  Sam  1 1(^1  iUtllar  and  NulUau  Warrinor  urc  mornberH 
of  tho  Baptist  church  in  Wilborham  (Mass.?)  (signed)  iSnth  Claik, 
Elder  of  said  Clmrch  "  Thia  is  under  date  of  Oct.  IGth,  IIHS.  Tlie 
records  are  copied  verbatim  ad  I iteratim fihose  entered  by  Elijah,Beuajah 
and  John  Strong,  being  unique  apecimena  of  derical  pateh-work. 
The  first  four  pages  were  recorded  by  Prince  Tracy,  whoae  hand-writrng 
wae  elegant,  but  hia  method  of  epelUng  vrae  ideographic  Amoe  Bobin- 
eon  waa  moUiodiealy  neiially  grammatically  correct,  and  a  good  penman.

The  foregoing  records,  covering  a  period  of  nearly  seveuleeii  yeaXMf 
IM  fttt  ttiftt  WO  ham  kftof  our  town  reoordt  for  »  9puM  of  nearly  loftj< 
QUO  joan— a  blank  apaoe  of  nearly  iwenfy>foiir  years  in  ibe  history  of 
tbe  town  I  Nearly  s  eentary  has  since  elapsed  and  not  one  of  the  old- 
est tababitantsof  the  town  now  living  retains  even  a  dim  remembranoe 
of  the  events  that  transpired  ninety  years  ago,  otherwise  than  as  they 
Innrried  of  them  ffoin  (lie  lips  of  their  elders. 

This  pamphlet  book  of  records  contained  the  registration  of  about 
126  different  «^nr  nmrk^,  uhccI  bj  a8  many  stock  owners  to  difltinguiHh 
their  caUlo,  pIk  i  ji  iin  l  Im^rc,  f^\\  of  which  were  perniilt<^d  to  ronm  at 
larj,'e,  ami  could  not  be  uionLifieil  wUtJii  found  except  by  special  uiuiks. 
As  an  illustration  oX  the  mauuor  of  marking  then  in  u so,  I  quote  the 
follow  iiij^,  \h:

The  present  t^stem  of  marking  is  to  puncture  one  aar  of  the  aniinid 
and  inawt  a  narrow  strip  of  metal  on  wliieh  the  owner's  namo  ia 

stamped,  and  also  numbers,  from  one  upwards  as  doHired,  and  these 
strips  of  galvanized  metal  are  clamped  secorelj,  and  no  irritation  fol- 
lows.

Hartford  has  beou  erroneously  classed  with  thoso  townBliipa  grunted 
by  Gov,  Wontwortli,  that  were  subsocjuontly  coiifiruiod  by  Ijottors 
Patent  under  tho  groat  Boal  of  Now  York  It  ia  truo  that  Honm  of  the 
proprietors  of  tbia  townahip  made  several  appiicatious,  n-  the  form  of 
petitions,  to  tbe  New  York  goy«niOM  for  Lattars  Patent,  but^  for  some 
MMon  not  oxplaiiMd  in  the  proprieton'  raoorda,  nor  qmad  upon  thoM 
of  fbo  Now  York  proiinoial  gofommanl^  thej  fiuled  to  ieonre  a  paient 

The  fixat  allnaion  to  tho  New  Tork  ifovanunent,  fonnd  in  the  pro- 
prietora*  reeorda  ia  oanfauned  in  tho  wanting  for  the  aeoond  meeting 
held  within  the  township,  which  is  as  foUowa,  via. : 

Theee  are  to  Notefy  the  proprietors  of  the  township  of  Hartford 
Leatly  Chartered  by  the  QoTernor  and  Counsel  of  Newhamshier,  Now 
Seeded  to  Newyork,  that  they  meet  att  tho  liouso  of  mr.  Elijah  Strong 
in  Hai  tfcird  on  inonday  the  Iwelth  day  of  August  next  at  ton  of  the 
Clock  in  tiie  foreuouji  "  The  third  articki  in  the  warning  is  aa  follows, 
▼iz.  t  "  Also,  to  see  what  they  will  Do  on  (Hjnni  of  applinp'  to  bis 
iijxceiuucy  the  Guvemor  of  Newyork  in  order  to  obtain  a  grant  of  sd 
townahip."  TUa  wanting  was  dated  "July  ye  16,  1766."  The  record 
of  tl|a  praeeedinga  <tf  the  meeting  ao  warned  eontaina  nothing  relating 
to  the  aaid  axtide  in  the  warning. 

Aiwording  to  the  raiiordaf  tiiia  anhjeot  waa  next  oonaiderad  and  acted 
npon  September  4th,  177S,  when  Thomaa  Haaien  and  Stephen  TUden 
•  were  chosen  as  agents  to  represent  the  aflairs  of  tbe  proprietors  before 
hie  IbcoeUenej  the  Qovenior  of  New  York.  The  next  warning  for  a 
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propriotorB' meeting  ip  vrry  t  ojipjncuonRly  lieadod,  "Province  of  New 
York,  Oct.  12,  1772  "  At  iha  meeimg  held  punuant  io  the  nad  Warn- 
ing, the  proprietoiM  voted  aa  follows  : 

"  Thai  we  will  give  one  thousand  acres  of  land  att  the  northwest 
comer  of  the  town  for  the  money  Mr.  Joeboa  Uazzen  hired  for  us  in 
order  to  aellil  with  Eaq,  Willaid  for  hU  wma  att  NowjrorL'* 

On  Ibe  ITth  of  NoT«nib«r,  1761,  the  propriatore  voted  to  Mqueeter 
1600  eeree  Ijihg  in  llie  northwest  ooruer  of  the  towuBhip,  in  n  iqaaie 
body  to  lie  to  make  tboee  proprietm  good  or  eqnnl  who  ahould  not 
dmw  ae  good  lote  aa  the  tttoprietora  in  generaL  It  appears  titat  aomo 

of  the  inroprietors  questioned  the  ittOptiety  of  diverting  this  land  from 
such  use  and  giving  it  to  Mr.  Hazzen.  This  division  of  sentiment  de« 
lajetl  the  soitlAniout  with  Mr.  Hftzzon.  In  the  meantime  the  matter  of 
oouiponsating  hun  for  his  Bcrvicos  in  going  to  New  York  waa  setUed  on 
the  9th  of  May,  1773,  by  the  following  vote  : 

"  That  we  will  give  ]Vfr.  Thomas  Hazzon  the  jirivlidgo  of  pitching  his 
undivided  laud,  and  sixty  acres  more,  if  he  or  his  son  Asa  will  procure 
a  deed  of  aixty  aerea  of  any  otlier  propfietor»  Ao." 

The  sixty  aorea  were  aeeofed*  and  on  the  80th  of  M^,  1781,  Sir. 
Hasnn  pitched  660  aerea  in  <me  body,  bordering  on  Norwieh  line  and 
adjoining  the  1000  acroa  wbtdi  he  aubeaquently  reoaiTod  from  the  pro> 
prietora.  On  the  12th  of  May,  1778,  the  proprietora  paaaed  the  follow- 
ing tote,  vis.: 

*'  That  we  will  let  Mr.  Thonma  Hazzen  have  one  thousand  acres  of 
land  lying  in  a  (square  body  at  tho  northweat  comer  of  the  town  for  the 
money  his  aou  J  oshua  hired  for  us. 

That  the  present  proprietors*  derk  shall  give  a  deed  of  the  above 
voted  land  to  Mr.  Thomas  Hazzen,  in  the  nanio  niul  hnlmlf  of  tbo  pro- 
prietors upon  his  son  Joshua  giving  up  all  his  obligations  to  the  clerk 
that  he  haa  upon  aome  of  the  propnetora." 

(NtrrB.— The  ilood  execntetl  by  Elijah  Stronjj,  the  proprietore'  clerk,  on  the 
14th  of  May,  1778,  cotivcv  iii^  to  Thoinn><  IIa/./,»-n  the  1000  ocrcfl  of  Iniul  vofcd  to 
him  May  18,  177.%  i«  nToi(l(  <l  in  Vol.  1,  ]>n^(»  of  tho  propriHor'f*  liind  records. 
The  t'Miivcyuiico  waiH  nuuU'  in  H()<  kiii};liaiii  ("<iiintv,  N.  II.,  at\<l  acknowIcdKOcl 
l)rforp  Bi^wi  NVfMxlwarci,  a  Justice  of  tlio  Peace.

In  1772,  the  proprietors  soul  oue  of  their  number,  Jonathan  Burch, 
Eaq.,  to  New  Yotk  to  afieok  ft  wMmtaA  ivitb  Olivar  l^Qlftrd,  Esq.,  for 
his  aoTfioes  in  bebalf  of  the  proprieton,  and  alio  to  potiUcm  tbe  New 
York  gofornmoiit  for  Iieitoro  Fulont  for  tlie4owit.  Mr.  ISitreb  iMirried 
tlio  Now  Hainpitbiro  olwior  boloiigitig  to  Uio  town  with  liiiii.  Ifo  fntlcil 
to  moure  the  ooveted  Lettera  Patont,  but»  ee  tlw  sequel  Bhow8»  left  the 
charter  in  the  hand*  d  the  New  York  authoritiee,  or  otherwiea  unau- 
thorizedly  disposed  of  it.  On  the  22d  of  !\fay,  177B,  tbo  proprieton 
instructed  their  clerk  tn  "t-end  to  New  York  to  get  the  charter  eanried 
there  by  Jonathan  Burtch."    Thejeffort  proved  imsucceBsfnl. 

The  foreg-oiiifT  nomprises  all  that  iH  contaiiu'cl  in  the  reconls  proper 
concerning  the  eftortH  made  by  tht3  prupiii  toi  H  of  llurtford  to  obtain 
Letters  Patent  from  the  New  York  goTurnujeiii,  or,  iu  other  words,  to 
comply  with  the  arbitrary  mandates  and  requirements  imposed  by  that 
gOTemment  upon  the  iidiftbltMita  on  the  Nw  Hampdme  grants  west 
of  Oonneetiout  Biver,  following  upon  the  first  order  of  King  George  in 
1764.  I  hftTC^  however,  diseOTered  a  memorandnm  record  made  by  . 
AmoB  Bobinaon,  whidh  relates  to  the  loss  of  the  eharter  and  the  efforta 
made  bj  the  proprietors  to  recover  ii  The  record  is  aa  follows :

Tho  (  harter  was  not  recovorp<l  ;  therefore^  at  a  meeting  of  the  pro- 
prietors held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  March,  1803,  Amos  Robin 
son,  Esq.,  was  chosen  "  a  committee  io  apply  to  Mr.  Marion  to  obtain  a 
copy  of  the  charter  from  the  Secretary  of  Now  Hampbhire." 

The  promulgation  of  the  decree  making  the  western  bank  of  the 
Oomieelient  river  the  boundary  line  between  the  provinces  of  New 
Hampnhire  sad  New  Tork,  ctrenmscribed  the  juriadietion  of  the  gov* 
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oriioi-  oi  Now  ITfinipaliiio,  aiul  loft  Iho  giautooa  of  the  Hoil  west  of  Ootl- 
noclicut  liver  witliiu  ILie  juiisilictiou  of  ibe  New  York  govermueni. 
"  The  grontoes  soon  foiuid  UiemMlTM  involved  in  »  diflpoto  irith 
govetninatii  of  New  York.  Fnm  the  w<»:dB  to  bb^  in  the  .royal  dedat- 
sUoa,  two  very  opposite  condneions  were  drawn.  The  government 
aappoaed  them  to  refer  to  the  time  past»  and  eonatmed  thmn  aa  a  deo- 
lantloii  Hiat  tlie  river  always  had  b&en  the  eaatem  limits  <A  New 
York;  eonaeqaenlly,  ibat  the  grants  mode  by  tbe  governor  of  New 
Hampshire^  were  iuvalid,  auil  tbat  tbe  laud  luigbt  be  granted  again. 
The  grantees  understood  tbe  words  in  tbe  future  tense,  as  declaring 
Coiiiiecticiit  nv«r  from  tbat  time  to  be  tlx*  lino  of  jnriRtlintion  only,  be- 
tween the  two  ])rovince8  ;  conscejiuMitly  that  iIumv  grants,  being  derived 
from  tbe  ciown,  through  tlie  iueiltitui  of  one  of  its  governors,  were 
valid.  To  the  juris<rH't!on  they  wouhl  liave  (]\ni>tly  Kiibniitted  iia<i  no 
atloiitpt  been  made  U.»  wrest  frum  them  their  possessions. "  * 

The  Now  York  govvrmiiuiit  ignored  tbe  opinions  and  declaraUous 
of  the  gnuitecfi,  oonocmiiig  their  rights  under  the  New  Hampshire 
oharten,  and  not  only  demanded  that,  the  grantees  should  deliver  up 
their  titles  derived  from  New  Hampshire  and  obtain  re-grants  of  the 
same  land  from  New  York,  aa  n  oonlirmation  of  tiieir  titles,  hut  refused 
to  make  re-grants  of  tiie  same  tends  to  the  original  proprietors  and  oo> 
cupaiitR,  unless  at  the  rate  of  exorbitant  fees. 

The  lirst  u|)riHing  in  tlio  New  HainpHbiro  gmiitfi  against  tbe  govern- 
ment of  New  York,  originated  in  tbe  towns  west  of  tbe  mountain. 
T1h»  inhabitants  east  of  tlie  mountain,  though  greatly  embara-ssed  at 
tlie  prospects  before  them,  deemed  discretion  the  bettor  ])art  of  valor, 
and  aceeoded  to  the  requirements  of  the  governin(!nt  of  New  York,  by 
relinquisliing  their  New  Hampshire  charters,  and  purchn»iug,for  a  stip- 
ulated eonsidoration,  Letters  Patent  under  the  great  seal  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  New  York,  and  tims  secured  exemption  from  the  hardships, 
troubles  and  outrages  experienced  by  those  who  ignored  the  authority 
of  New  York  and  resisted  the  efforts  of  the  land-jobbers  to  oust  them 
f nmi  their  lamia.  A  passive  aoqniesGonee  was  tlio  only  policy  that 
cotild  Imvo  been  safely  adopted  by  tlio  inliabitauts  of  audi  towns  as 
Hartford,  Woodstock  and  many  otlier.^  in  Cumberland  county,  in  each 
of  whioli,  at  tltat  time,  the  number  of  inhabitants  liable  to  do  military 
duty  was  m  small,  a?id  their  means  of  defence  SO  limited,  they  could 
not  liave  resisted  even  a  c()r[»orars  guard. 

It  is  evident  from  tlio  ))roprietors'  records,  already  qjioted,  that  tbe 
proprietors  of  the  ttnvn  of  Hartford  failed  in  tboir  fre«juent  attempts

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to  obtain  a  oonfirmation  of  their  titlM  (acquired  under  their  New 
Hftinpsbire  ohartera)  by  Ivcttcrs  Patent  issued  by  the  New  York  gov- 
ernment. The  evidence  of  the  steps  that  were  taken  by  t)ie  proprietors 
to  secure  Tyottere  Patent,  is  found  in  the  Dopartment  of  MaintseHptH  in 
tlic  Now  York  State  T.ibruiy,  and  consists  of  certitiuatcs,  and  jM-Litions 
made  by  the  proprit-toiH,  :ui<l  inliabitanta  of  tho  t()\vnHlii]»s,  and  pre- 
sented in  their  behalf  to  tlic  Now  York  governnicnt,  by  Olivier  Wil- 
lard,  Etiq.,  and  JonaUmti  Ijiirichj  Esq.,  'together  with  records  of  the 
aotioo  taken  oonceruiug  the  same  by  the  New  York  government 
Copies  of  all  the  doeamaits  pertaining  to  thia  matter,  now  on  file  in 
the  New  Yoric  State  Library,  will  be  quoted  in  the  neict  chapter  begin* 
ning  with  a  oertifioate  whidi  praoedod  otiiw  papers  in  date.* 

'  The  discovery  of  the  order  given  by  the  proprietors,  committee*  to  Amos  Robin- 
son, "  to  demand  of  Jonathan  Bunch,  Esq.,  the  return  of  the  charter  of  the  town- 
ship, etc.,  etc.,"  removed  all  doubt  concerning  the  failure  of  ibc  proprietors  and  in- 
habitants to  procure  Letters  Patent.   They  could  not  have  succeeded  without  first 

Sving  ap  tbeir  New  Hampshire  charter.  Succcas  would,  therefore,  have  debarred 
em  from  the  privilege  of  regaining  ponettion  of  said  clwrter. 

*  In  order  to  preserve  tangible  and  important  evidence  of  what  was  done  by  the 

?roprietors  and  inhabitants  to  obtain  rc-granis,  or  Letters  Patent,  f(ura  the  New 
ork  government,  I  shuH  here  introduce  copies  of  maniiscrlpl  oow  on  file  in  the 
Department  of  Historical  maniucripu«  in  tlie  New  York  Stale  Library,  in  Albany.

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CHAPTER  VI. 

POLITICAL  AND  MILITAKY  AFFAinS — 17V6-76. 

The  first  recorded  evidence  to  be  found  in  the  town  ^eco^ds  that  the 
town  took  any  interest  in  the  political  affairs  tliat  so  dee  ply  absorbed 
tlx*  nltontioTi  of  the  people  generally,  appears  in  the  records  under 
date  of  .luiiL>  isi,  1775.    TliiH  muH'd  was  uiodo  by  Amos  BobiusOn, 

and  reads  as  follows:

Voted— that  cich  nmn  {loy.  Jlis  equttl  iwoiKHriion  of  tbe  oatpenios  of  aending  - 

lU'lcgntcs  to  WostniiiiHU'r. 

Voted  to  treat  any  man  with  oouteiupt  and  neglect  that  refuses  to  pay  lus  pro- 
portion  of  aoid  expeUHea." 

At  a  meolmg  held  in  the  houae  of  widow  Bath  Strong  (ralio  of  Elijjali 
Strong)  June  19th,  1795,  Joel  Ibnih  wu  choaen  captain;  Benjm 
Wri)(ht|  Jr.,  liont.,  and  Alexander  Brink|  enaign  to  a  oompaiiy  of  militia 
for  Cumberland  Cotinty  upfjer  regitnoiiti  and  at  Uie  same  mootiug,  Capt 
Joaeph  Marsli,  Stephen  Tilden,  Amoe  Bobinaon  and  Joahna  Ibaen,* 
were  choaon  a  conuuittee  of  aafety  for  the  town. 

Nov.  20,  1775,  the  town  voted  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the 
New  York  Frovim-ial  Congress  to  send  mon  to  represent  the  county  at 
the  Ilonorablo  Provincial  Congress  at  New  Y^rk,  but  the  names  of  the 
delegates  choHcit  were  not  recorded,  i'robabiy  (JapU  Joseph  Marsh 
was  one  of  the  delocjal-es  chosen. 

The  old  county  of  Cumberland  was  erected  by  New  York  July  3, 
1700,  and  was  composed  of  the  oountiaa  of  Windham  and  Windaor. 
The  f  reelioldem  and  inhabitants  of  the  oonntj  wwe  authoiiaed  to  eleot 
auperriaora,  aaaeaaoia,  oolleotora,  a  treaaurer  and  other  offioera,  at  the 
meeting  next  after  their  ap|)ointmcnt)  tlio  anponriaors  wore  directed  to 
levy  mMl  colloot  ot  tlioae  rtwiding  or  aojouniiiig  in  tlio  county  a  aum  not 
cxooedUng  jCSOO,  to  be  applied  in  cotiatmotiug  a  court  houae  and  jail. 
Chester  was  selected  as  the  location  of  these  buildings,  and  here  aubae* 
qnently  the  justices  and  judges  held  courts.  In  1768  a  new  charter  was 
.granted  to  the  county  and  permission  was  g^iven  the  inhabitant*  to 
erect  a  court  house  at  Uicir  owu  expense.    CJiester  was  again  chosen  as 

'  'i'hcM  men  were  aRcrwords  prominent  uipporten  of  the  government  of  Ver> 

mon  I. 
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tlie  location  of  the  conrt  lionse  and  jail.  At  a  meeting  of  the  snpervi- 
sors  lield  at  Chester  May  28,  1772,  Westminster  was  chosen  as  the  shire 
town  of  Cumberland  Connty,  whore  a  good  court  liouse  and  jail  were 
built.  Thti  first  County  CoiigreMi  of  Cuniburlaiul  County  was  theroforo 
Leid  at  Wastminfter. 

Al  a  town  meeting  held  July  18, 1776,  it  waa  Toted  tliiit  the  town 
•honld  take  the  ammnnition  that  tlie  oommittoo  pnroliaaed  in  ConiKieti- 
ont  into  their  oere  as  a  town  atook,  and  (^pt.  Abd  Manii  wM  oliotM 
to  take  charge  of  said  ammunition.  It  was  also  voted,  that  Maj.  Joel 
Manh,  Stephen  Tildcn  and  Samuel  Uihill,  should  be  a  committee  to 
give  obligations  to  Capt.  Abel  Marsh  and  'Sluy  Griswold  for  tlio 
ammunition,  and  proportion  an  assessiuent  on  the  inhabiUmts  for  lliu 
payment  of  the  same,  an«l  give  a  l>ill  to  tlie  constables  to  collect.  Also, 
that  Capt.  Mai-ah  dual  out  one  pound  of  powder  to  each  soldier  belong- 
ing to  the  town  that  line  gone  or  is  going  to  Royalton,  and  lead  and 
flints  propottionable  to  the  stoek,  and  half  a  ponnd  of  powder,  lead  and 
flints  proportionable  to  the  stock  to  eaeh  man  in  town  that  had  a  gun. 
AUO|  that  if  any  man  wasted  or  in  any  way  disposed  of  any  of  the 
'ammunition  dravm,  or  to  be  drawn  oat  of  the  town  stock  lie  should  pay 
after  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  pound,  and  be  held  up  to  pnhlic  view 
as  an  enemy  to  bin  countiy.  April  Ist,  1777,  the  town  voted  to  wdl 
this  ammnnition,  and  Capt.  Abel  ^far8h  was  appoinleil  a  committee  to 
make  the  sale.  It  wa^  alisu  voted  to  rai^e  by  t;ix  £2U  to  defray  the 
cliargcs  of  the  supervisors  and  county  committee  going  to  AVuslminster, 
and  the  charge  of  the  Royalton  department  which  was  tlio  town's  quota 
to  pay. 

Nothing  f nrther  appeara  in  the  town  records  rehiting  to  Uie  further 
participation  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  aiFairs  of  Cumberhind  connty; 
we  willj  thwsfore,  qnote  what  we  liave  been  able  to  glean  from  oth^ 

Bonn^f'B  conceniing  the  identification  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  town 
with  the  "Congress"  and  "Cominiftio  of  Safety"  for  Cumberland 
connnty.'  TIu;  execntlvi!  ofliceiu  of  tiie  towns  comprising  the  counties 
of  Cumberland  and  (Jluuuester,  were  styled  superviiiors,  and  these,  when 
at  home,  were  churmen  of  the  committees  of  safety  for  their  reapeo- 
tive  towna.  The  oonnty  eomnuttees  of  aafety  were  composed  of  an 
aggregation  of  town  committees.  Then  there  were  Gen«Mnl  Oonven- 
tions  of  a  still  higher  gnide  which  wero  oomposed  of  delegates  ap^ 

'  Cumberland  Coimt/  wac  comnoMd  of  Windham  and  Windsor  counties. 
Gloucester  oownty  embraced  only  Onwge  County.  Cumberland  Cuuitty  was 
divided'  Into  dietrlctt,  the  mott  noteworthy  of  which  vnw  named  **  Hartford  ** 
and  ranked  at  Dtttrtet  "  Number  i  "  and  embraced  tt>c  t  own  of  ILlrtforil  arid 
the  territory  north  of  It  to  the  line  of  Gloucester  County,  which  line  wa»  terme  d 
the  frontier  of  Cumberland  County. 
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pointed  by  the  iiiliabitants  of  the  several  towns,  and  the  resolves  and 
votes  of  the  CouventiouB  were  oxociilcU  hy  couiniittocs  or  agoitts 
tliercto  appointed  by  the  convention}?. 

May  ICf  li,  17?4,  a  committee  of  corrasponUcnce,  consisting;  of  fifty 
members  was  foiined  in  tiie  city  of  New  York  for  the  pui'pose  of  elicit- 
ing Um  ientiments  of  the  peopte  of  tlio  raipootiTe  pnivinoei»  and  par- 
ticalarly  of  New  York,  on  the  measures  of  the  mother  oonntiy  in 
mpect  to  her  Amorican  oolouics.  Of  this  oominittee  Imao  Low  was 
oliainnAii,  and  ho  addroBsod  the  siiporviaors  of  Onmberland  County, 
May  SI,  1774,  aaking  utformation  as  to  the  senttment  of  the  people^ 
Tlic  supervisors,  who  were  all  pledgeil  to  the  interests  of  New  York, 
Tvhich  province  was  then  extremely  friendl}^  to  the  mother  conntry  and 
ready  to  cater  to  her  interests — tr»ok  no  notice  of  >Tr  Tjf>w*8  letter  fur- 
ther than  to  attempt  to  conceal  it.  l>nt  by  accident  it  was  discovered, 
and  the  Hnpervisora  were  called  upon  to  exi»Iaiii  tlieir  reasons  for  with- 
lioIdioLT  the  letter.  They  with  profu8<!  excuses  ]>rodueed  the  letter, 
whcreuiHjn  a  eo])y  of  it  was  sent  to  eauii  town  in  Cumberland  county, 
and  a  eonnty  convention  was  called  to  meet  at  Westminster  on  the  10th 
of  Ootober,  1774.  The  inhabitants  of  Chester  antioipated  the  aotion  of 
the  forthooming  oonvention  by  holdings  meeting  October  10th  and  ap- 
pohitiiig  a  ooinmtttue  to  nniio  witli  the  connfy  oommittoe  to  prepare  a 
report  to  be  sent  to  the  Hew  Yoric  eommitteo  of  correspondence,  lite 
proceedings  of  tint  meeting  wora  too  prolix  to  be  inserted  liere  entire, 
but  as  t!ie  resolutions  adopted  were,*in  sum  and  substance,  the  first 
declaration  of  sentiments  that  later  were  elaborately  enunciated  in  the 
Declaration  of  American  Independence,  they  are  entitled  to  a  place  in 
this  history.    The  resolutions  were  as  follows: 

"  At  said  meeting,  Jtesolved,  first,  That  the  People  of  America  ore 
Naturally  Intitled  to  all  the  Privileges  of  Free  Borne  Subjects  of  Great 
Britain,  which  Privileges  they  have  Never  Forfeited. 

Secondly.  Resolved,  that  Every  Mfin's  Estate,  Honestly  Ar<]Mired, 
is  his  Own  and  no  person  on  Earth  has  A  liigbtto  take  it  Away  without 
the  Proprietors*  Consent  unless  he  forfeit  tt  by  Some  Crime  of  his 
Committing. 

Thirdli/.  llesolved,  that  all  Acts  of  the  British  Parliament  Tending 
to  lake  Away  or  Abridge  these  Rights  Ought  not  to  be  Obeyed. 

Fourthly.  Resolved,  that  the  People  of  ibie  Town  will  Joyn  vrith 
their  Fellow  Amorican  Snbjneifi  in  Opponug  in  ail  Lawfull  ways  Every 
lucroochmeut  on  their  Natmol  XCights. 

Chester,  April  SMh,  1778." 

It  is  not  surprising  that  sudi  sentiments  were  deprecated  by  thcKew 
York  authorities  to  whom  th^  were  indirectly  aimed. 

The  first  Cnmborland  county  convention  at  which  Hartford  was 
raprcscuted,  was  held  at  Westminster,  Fob.  9-0,  1774.  Jonathan  Uurch 
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vaa  the  delo^te  from  Hartford,  and  be  was  ehoeen  one  of  a  committee 
of  oorraqMHidimee,  Ao,  Twelve  towna  only  were  rapraaented  in  tliis 
convention.  The  animns  of  this  convention  waa  expressed  in  tiie  otii 
vote  taken,  vis.;—- **11iat  tlib  Oonvcntkm  Reoommwid  it  (to)  their 
ConatttnantH  to  t  hnao  a  Man  for  tlioir  Siii>orvi0or  at  tlie  laxt  Annual 
meeliiig  sncli  as  thoy  would  Clioiisc  if  tliey  ware  to  Bi'iul  liim  to  Now 
York  ns  tlioir  ARscinblyinan,  iti;." 

'J'he  next  in  Uio  order  of  revtilutionary  events  was  the  massacre  of 
"William  Ff*-*nch  and  Daniel  Hoiiiington,  at  Wefltminster,  May  13tli, 
1775,  by  tlie  ofticers  of  New  York,  which  was  afterwariis  described  as 
''the  dieddingof  thefliat  Uood  thatwais  Aed  in  America  to  support 
Brittanio  government.'' 

It  8e«na  paradoxical  that  anch  men  as  (k>l.  Joaepli  Marali,  Ool.  Simon 
BtevenBi  Col.  Benj.  Wait  and  Col.  Jacob  Bayl^»  conid  have  niaintained 
for  80  long  a  time  as  they  did,  warm,  friendly  relations  with,  and 
accepted  important  offices  at  the  hands  of,  the  Nt\\'  York  authorities, 
who  were  guilty  of  undue  use  and  op|ircssivc  exorcise  t»f  the  power  of 
jurisdiction  toward  the  inhabitants  on  the  New  lliunpsliire  ( Jrants — a 
jurisdiction  unfounded  in  riglit  and  reason — and,  at  the  name  lime,  not 
being  in  the  confederacy  of  states,  nor  directly  siiiferorB  from  the  in* 
jubtioe  of  the  British  government  toward  the  Americfv  ooloniefl^  remain 
oblivious  of  the  aimilarity  in  the  controversy  between  Vermont  aiid  the 
government  of  New  York,  and  that  of  the  American  colonies  with  tlie 
British  government,  and  unliesLtatingly  pledge  their  support  and  full 
proportion  towards  maintaining  a  war  ai^ninst  Great  Britain,  wliose 
iniquitous  measures  wore  endorsed  by  the  New  York  govornmeiit. 

The  Cumberland  eouiity  congress  atjaiu  met  at  VV^estmiiistrr  on  tliu 
26th  of  July,  1775,  In  Anirnst  the  Province  was  divide<l  into  iniluury 
districts  and  the  conntieei  of  Charlotte,  Cumberland  and  Gloucester 
wero  embodied  in  one  brigade.  Two  regiments  wore  formed  In  Cum- 
berland county,  one  of  which  waa  designated  "The  North,  or  Upper 
regiment**  August  14th,  1775,  at  Springfield,  the  following  list  of 
officers  for  the  Upper  regiment  were  chosmi : — 

Field  Oflicers  : — Simons  Stevens,  of  Springfield,  colonel ;  Joseph 
Harsh,  of  Hartford,  lieut. -colonel ;  and  Benjamin  ^\  ait,  of  Windsor, 
major.  Among  tlie  company  offieei-s  chosen  from  Hartford,  were  Joel 
ISIarsli,  to  be  Captain;  Iknjamiii  Wright,  lieutenant,  and  Alexander 
Brink,  ensign.' 

On  the  2i8tof  November,  tlio  county  "Ctmgrti.sw  "  met  at  Wcstjuinster, 
first  as  a ''Congress**  to  elect  deputies,  and  then  as  a  "Committee  of

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Safety"  to  noniiiiato  militia  officers.  The  following  ])er8on8  were 
nominated  for  the  Upper  Ilegiment : — Capt.  .Toscidi  Marsh,  fi rat  colonel;

Tj'ler,  tirnt  m.ijor  ;  Joel  Miirsli,  second  major  ;  Timothy  Phelps,  adju- 
tant ;  Elisha  Ilawlc}',  quartermaster.  The  above  named  nominees  wore 
«NMiiirtnod  Jan'y  4  th,  1770.  Col.  Mjurah,  JLmoB  liobiiuou  and  ICaj.  Joel 
Manh  were  citueaa  of  Ibrtf oid.'  It  ia  probaUe  that  aevend  eitiaens 
of  Hartford,  who  were  then  liable  to  militaiy  duty,  were  members  of 
the  ufiper  regiment  of  Cumberland  oounty  which  was  oiiganised  August 
14,  1775,  at  Springfield,  Yt.,  and,  doubtless,  some  were  members  of  the 
raiigiug  do|Nirtment,  1  nt  f  liero  is  noevidenco  of  this  in  the  townrccords. . 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  light  oouoermug  the  enlistments 
of  citizens  of  the  town  into  the  above  named  regiments,  I  made  appli- 
cation to  the  adjutant  general  of  New  York,  Feb.  let,  1886,  which  elic- 
ited the  following  response,  via : —

Deacon  John  Sesraona  172}  and  Simon  Stevens  Esq.  166,  and  they  were 
dadared  iha  ihrae  bigheai  fai  voia.

At  a  apeoial  meeting  of  the  memben  of  the  Gommittee  of  Safety  for 
Cumberland  oounty,  July  SSrd,  177$,  Thomas  Haaen,  of  Hartford,  waa 
preient  as  a  member  of  the  (M>mmittee.   On  the  S6th,  the  committee 

voted  that  the  powder  which  had  been  sent  to  the  county  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Congress  of  New  York  should  be  dealt  out  to  the  several  town 
oonimittoos  to  be  kept  as  a  town  stock,  and  not  dealt  out  without  some 

'  Amos  KoUttion,  Joel  Marsh  nnd  Joshua  tlftmn  were  from  llartford. 
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extraordinary  caution,  and  if  dealt  out  and  not  nspd  to  bo  returned.' 

On  this  occasion  it  was  resolved,  "that  any  piTf^nn  knowing  of  any 
criminal  correspumifnee  kept  up  betwecMi  any  ])L'r8on  or  persons  in  this 
county  and  lUa  King's  officera  in  the  anny  at  Cauaday,  on  giving  notice 
thereof,  ehall  rooeive  tlie  utmost  proleotioii  from  this  eouuniiteo." 

On  the  6th  of  August,  1 776,  the  eommittee  of  Cmnborhiiid  ami  Glon- 
oeeter  eonntiee  mot  at  Windsor  in  order  to  appoint  oIKoen,  ■nob  as 
captains,  lieutenanta,  Ac,  fw  a  rangng  department  granted  hj  tlie 
Pkorinoial  CSongrsas  of  New  Toric,  via : — S59  men  out  of  the  two  coun- 
tiea,  to  the  oommand  of  which  the  Congress  had  commissioned  Mr.  Joab 
Iloisington,  of  Woodstock,  major.  Stephen  Tilden,  of  Hartford.'was 
a  member  of  tliis  meeting.  TIm'  <'oniniiH<H'  ut^i-LtHl  to  appoint  3  captains 
and  4  lieutenants  in  the  county  ot  C'uruberland,  and  one  captain  and  4 
lieuttinauis  iu  Gloucester  county.  Major  Joel  Marah,  of  Hartford,  was 
appointed  captain  in  said  department.  Thomas  Ilazen  and  Stephen 
Tilden,  of  Hartford,  J.  Winchester  Dans»  of  Fomfrot,  and  lientonant 
John  Strong,  of  Woodstock,  were  chosen  to  join  a  committee  of  Qloo- 
cester  county  to  appoint  their  proportion  of  oflloors,  and  to  meet  at 
Abner  Ohamberlina'in  Tlietford,  and  i»  case  Maj.  Marsh  doolinod  to 
serve  as  captain  in  this  department  to  choose  a  substitute.'  It  was  also 
voted,  th&t  the  sub-committees  of  the  towns  should  see  that  a  late 
hand-bill  from  New  York  was  signed  by  all  citizens,  and  the  refusers 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  said  hand-bill.* 

At  a  meeting  of  tbo  County  Committee  al  WestminHter,  June  4-5 
1777.  Tbomaa  liazoa  oi  Until jtd,  waH  present.  Thia  was  the  hisi 
appearaaee  of  Ifr.  Hacen  at  the  mecrtiogs  of  said  Committee.  While 
Ur.  Haien  was  in  attendance  at  fchia  meeting,  Col.  Joseph  Marsh  and 
Mr.  Steven  Tilden  were  attending  the  general  convention  of  the  rep- 
resentatiTCS  from  the  several  ooonties  and  towns  iu  the  New  Hamp- 
shire grants  at  Windsor,  as  delegates  from  Hartford. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Oumberland  coonty  Oommittee  was  held  at

Rust  of  Hartford,  who  must  have  been  a 
8elf-consti(iit»Hl  representative,  as  he  was  not  a  member  of  the  town 
committee  nor  n  town  otTicer  at  that  date.  The  record  of  proceediugB  of 
this  meeting  iudicateu  the  oxiHteuce  ol'  a  stroug  Bontimoni  against  N<>vsr 
York.  It  was  moved  that  the  committee  should  send  some  sutiabie 
person  to  the  legirifttore  of  New  York  to  inform  them  of  the  oondaet 
of  the  protended  ooaneil  (of  safetj)  and  pretended  comtnitteee  of  the 
State  of  Yermont  and  trice  their  advioe  and  diiectiona  thereon*  The 
vote  atood  foor  to  three  againal  the  moiiCMi.  It  waa  then  voted  to 
adjourn  until  the  aeoond  Tueadaj  <{f  Noramber.' 

amaoKi  nviaiTB  op  1777. 

The  year  1777  waa  fraught  with  important  eventa  to  the  whole 
eonntry,  but  to  TamMmt  it  waa  the  moat  eventful  period  in  her  hiatory. 
Some  of  the  impMrtant  |Mroceedinga  of  the  oonventiona  of  that  year 

have  been  already  alludad  to.    It  has  been  said  that  the  oonvention  of 

June  4th  appointed  a  cotnmittce  to  rcpEiir  to  Tieonderoga  to  oonault 
with  thp  commander  of  the  fort  at  that  j)uiiit  respecting  the  regulations 
and  dcfenec  of  tiif  frontit  if*.  Wtiilc  the  conuiiitteo  wiis  at  that  point 
Geii.  Burgoync  with  hiB  army  ajijx.'ared  on  thv  lake,  and  restinj^  at 
Crown  Point,  iic  sent  a  scout  of  300,  ntohtly  Indians,  to  land  at  the 
moutii  of  Otter  Creek,  to  annoy  the  froutiera  of  tho  State.  Gcii.  I*oor 
declined  to  allow  any  tniops  to  the  committee  for  defenee  of  the  f  ron- 
tiervy  but  allowed  CoL  Warner  to  go  with  the  committee,  who  soon 
raised  men  anflieient  to  repel  tlie  aeontt.  Such  of  the  committee  aa 
wore  inenibrrs  of  the  convention  left  the  militia  and  rapaired  to  the 
coiivciitiou  at  Windsor,  .Inly  t-'d." 

The  convention  of  the  4(h  of  June  issued  a  proclamation  for  a  fa8t  to 
lie  ()l>«erve<l  June  isili  The  convention  also  took  po8sc8.sion  of  the 
eomiiiim  ^oal  for  the  county  of  Cnntherlatifl,  and  directed  that  the 
keeper  hIjouKI  keep  in  eustody  ail  pri.suiierh  already  committed  by  any 
legal  authority  within  tlic  State  until  discharged  by  the  convention. 
The  conventkni  also  notified  the  ohainuau  of  the  Committee  of  Safety 
for  the  counties  of  Cnniborland  and  Gloucester  to  desist  from  longer

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aotiog  in  tuolt  OKpnnAij  by  Tirtne  of  New  Toric  Mthority  :  ordered  tlie 
Committees  of  Safety  eoting  under  the  antiiority  of  Yermont  to  take 
into  Immediate  enstody  all  such  estates  of  enemteal  persona  who  have 
been  or  may  have  proved  to  be  Biich,  and  empowered  nil  town  oom- 
mitteea  to  sciKc  and  secure  all  and  every  person  and  tlicir  estates,  timt 
appear  to  l)c  cncmical  to  tlifii- c-ountry,  and  tlicru  safely  keep  for  tlie 
use  of  the  State  during  the  recess  of  tlie  convention,  except  wliat  niay 
be  suilieietit  to  tlefray  the  necessary  cliurLjes  arising  for  trial  of  such 
offenseH  ;  that  town  committees  seizing  the  person  or  estate  of  any  sus* 
l>ected  enemies,  and  finding  cause  to  proceed  against  die  same,  should 
be  empowered  to  call  thirteen  oonunittoenion  from  adjaoent  towns  to 
set  with  oommittoe  of  said  town,  to  try  audi  olfondors  and  give  sotitouco 
againat  tliem  and  order  jndgment  to  be  put  in  exeontion^-provided  tite 
offenders  are  not  worthy  of  death  or  >ather  oorporal  pnnishment— in 
whioh  case  the  oommitteee should  imprison  the  offenders  in  the  common 
goal*  within  this  State  there  to  remain  without  iMlil  until  a  proper 
court  should  be  established  in  this  State  to  try  them. 

Pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  convention  the  people  of  Hartford 
met  on  Monday,  June  .f3d,  1777,  to  elect  two  delegates  to  attend  said 
convention.  'Pliis  run  i  mg  was  held  in  the  house  of  Solomon  Strong, 
near  the  centre  of  tiiu  luvvn.  l^enjautin  Wright  was  chosen  Moderator. 
Col.  Joseph  Mai°»h  and  Liuut.  Joshua  llazen  were  chosen  delegates. 
The  following  vote  was  taken,  vi«: 

*'  That  we  do  authorize  and  empower  Col.  Josepli  Marsh  and  Lieut. 
Joshna  Ilazon  to  join  with  the  delegates  from  the  otlior  towns  in  the 
State  of  Vermont,  that  are  chosen  to  meet  at  Windsor  on  the  3d  day 
of  July  next  to  Draw  the  out  Linca  <>f  (•overnmeiit. 

Voted— onanimonsly  that  we  will  join  to  be  a  New  State  on  tite 
New  Hampsliire  Grants. 

not  ooimnmoif  at  wmmou,  roLt  2-S,  1777. 

This  omiTention  establishud  a  constitution,  and  frame  oi  government. 
Gol.  Jcieph  Ifarsh  of  Hartford  was  chosen  Vice-President  of  the  con- 
vention. Rev.  iUron  Hutchinson  of  Pomfret  delivered  a  sermon. 
After  the  sermon  the  convention  proceeded  to  the  speoifio  business  for 
which  it  \VA8  called.  A  draft  of  a  constitution  was  laid  before  the  oon- 
Tention  and  read.    The  convention  had  this  under  consideration  when

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tlicir  aitoiition  wan  oallod  away  by  tlio  arrival  of  a  diafMkkoli  from  CoL 
Seili  Warner  annouiteiug  tho  advanoe  of  Burgojno  upon  Hoonderoga 
ami  calling  for  assistance.  Ttie  nows  ipwatly  alarmed  the  convention, 
a.<(  the  capture  of  Tiooiideroga, — wh'u-h  was  regarded  as  the  Gibralterof 
Amerio»->woald  leave  the  frontiers  of  the  State  expooed  to  the  inroads 
of  the  enemy.  A  copy  of  Col.  Wat  tier's  dispatch  was  immediately  for- 
warded by  express  to  the  General  A.saoiiibly  of  New  Ilaiiijishire,  then  in 
wssion  at  Kxefer,  Avilh  a  letter  from  the  Convention,  statinq;  the  fiitna- 
liun,  and  siibniittiiiLj  tlie  eoiiHitleratiou  of  tlic  matter  to  the  serioils 
attention  of  the  AKscmbiy-  'i'he  militia  of  the  Stat4j  were  then  with  the 
oilieer  coniiuanding  at  Tieonderoga.  Con8C(|Ucnily  the  convention 
oould  take  no  other  measures  to  reinforae  the  beleagured  fortraaa.  It 
therefore  proceeded  tp  coneider  the  oonstitntlon.  It  remained  in  aeaaion 
tintil  July  8tli»  when  its  deliberations  were  again  interrupted  by  the 
arrival  of  a  diquitch  from  Qen.  St.  Clair,  rctutning  hie  thanks  for  the 
exertions  made  by  the  oonvention  to  rmnforce  Tio(nidfifoga»  but  an* 
noil  iicing  the  evacuation  of  the  place  on  the  morning  of  the  Cth  of  July. 

'J'liiH  iiewR  caused  great  alarm.  Many  of  the  members  were  for  leaving 
and  Hying  to  the  defense  of  their  homes,  but  a  severe  thunder  storm 
canie  on  which  compelled  tlicni  to  remain  awhile,  and  hi  the  interim 
they  wcif  persuaded  liy  other  member!^,  leHs  alarmed  by  the  news,  to 
conclude  their  business.  The  constitution  was  read  for  the  last  time 
and  unatiimously  adojitcd.  It  M  an  then  ortlered  that  an  election  should 
be  held  in  December,  1777,  for  the  elecLioii  of  representatives  to  the 
General  Assembly  to  meet  at  Bennuigton  in  January,  1118.  CoL  Joseph 
Marsh,  Joseph  Williams,  and  Timothy  Brownson  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  procure  a  supply  of  arms,  for  the  State,  with  instructions 
to  draw  them,  If  possible,  from  govennnental  arsenals.  A  council  of 
safety  was  appointed  to  administer  the  affairs  of  tlie  State  until  some 
other  provision  should  bo  made.  The  convention  voted  to  establish  a 
loan  offiee  and  appointed  Ira  Allen  its  trustee.  After  a  session  of  six 
days  the  convention  adjourned. 

Tho  Uattlo  of  lieniiington  has  been  declared  the  decisive  batfh*  of  the 
llevolntion,  for  the  resison  that  there  can  Rcnrei'ly  he  ;\  doulif  that  a 
contrary  result  would  have  exposed  all  Mew  Eiifflaiid  \  n  li  vastation. 
The  British  Colonel  ilauni  ha  l  ) 'ousted  that  he  M  ould  maicli  through 
Vermont  to  IJoston,  which  hr  <1  ul)tles.«?  would  have  succeeded  in  doing 
had  victory  not  perched  on  tlie  banners  of  the  gallant  American  forces. 
"  One  more  such  strike,"  said  Washington,  "  and  we  shall  have  no  great 
eaiMo  fornnxlety  as  to  tlie  future  designs  of  Britain.** 

The  oidy  addueible  evidence  that  llartford  contributed  men  to  tlio 
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militia  maieluMl  by  Col.  Joseph  Marsh  to  reinforce  rjen.  Poor,  at  Ticon- 
doroga,  or  to  tikc  forces  mtil  to  Bennington  from  tlio  grants,  is  found  in 
tlie  records  comprised  in  tlie  Vermont  Historical  Society's  collectiouSf 
npw  deposited  in  Montpelicr. 

The  reoords  of  the  town  veiy  memgre  oonoerning  roiUtary  affairs. 
Indeed,  the  entire  reeords  of  the  legislative  wxwn  of  the  town,  for  a 
period  of  soventMin  years,  1701-1^78,  wore  ke|»t  iti  tlio  small  iNmiphlol 
book,  heretofore  allnded  to,  and  the  prooeedings  speafioally  relating  to 
military  matters  are  recorded  on  less  space  than  two  pages  of  foolscap 
paper.  Our  ancestors  were  men  of  brawn,  and  not  given  to  buncx>ml>o 
demonstrations.  Their  legislative  proceedings  wtM  o  brief  in  character, 
and  only  stubborn  facts  for  ]>ri'sont  refertMicc  ilottcl  the  pages  on  \v'hich 
they  inscribed  tlii!  reconl  of  their  action.  They  foi*mod  Imt  few  plans, 
but  tlicee  they  executed  with  perseverance  and  heroism  worthy  of  the 
cause  they  were  Htriviiig  to  maintain.  The  number  of  those,  however, 
who  took  ap  arms  and  entered  the  arena  of  aotoal  hoslalities  miist  have 
been  small,  for  the  reason  that  the  whole  number  of  inliabitants  in  the 
town,  at  the  date  of  the  Bennington  battle,  was  less  than  two  hundrml, 
and  of  theao  none  bnt  able  Itodied  mon  botwoen  sixtoon  and  sixty  years 
of  age  were  liable  to  do  military  duty. 

In  1765,  the  government  of  New  York  divided  a  portion  of  the  New 
Hampshire  grants  into  a  new  county  by  the  name  of  Cumberland  which 
embraced  the  territorj'  now  conatitnling  Windliam  and  Windsor  coun- 
ties. This  county  tlicy  divided  into  military  district^*,  of  which  Hart- 
ford aiul  all  towns  north  to  the  south  ituo  of  GlouccHter  county  (u*iW 
Orange),  formed  the  IhL  dibUict,  which  was  entilied  "Hartford 
Distriot^** 

In  1771,  tlie  New  York  government  caused  a  census  to  be  taken  of 
tbe  aforesaid  counties.  At  this  time  Cumbwland  oounty  oontained 
8,947.  inhabitants ;  Hartford  contained  bnt  101,  while  the  whole  number 

in  the  State  did  not  exceed  7,00n.  TIio  ea-stern  half  «f  the  State  con- 
tained the  largest  p<irt  of  the  population.  Dr.  Williams  estimated  the 
popnlation  of  Cunilierland  ainl  Gloucester  counties  to  he  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  people  in  lln'  whole  State,  or  territory  ;  aiul  in  1791  the 
number  on  the  east  side  was  43,9iO;  on  tlio  west  side  41,500,  total 
85,539.  Hartford,  in  1791,  had  a  population  of  088.  The  probable 
numbw  of  lier  inhabitants  at  the  eominenccment  of  tbe  Revolution  was 
about  800.  On  a  call  for  troops  her  full  quota  (eliminating  those  en- 
titled to  exemption  from  military  duty,  could  not  have  exceeded  fifty 
men — ^probably  not  40. 
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II  Menui  probnble  tluii  ttie  miUli*  of  Hartford  wtro  employed  to  do 
frontier  duty  agoiiiat  iunovatioiM  mado  by  the  ludiaia}  end  to  repel 
•ny  attempted  OTflrt  eeta  on  tbe  part  of  the  New  Torken;  aleo,  to  do 
duty  in  belialf  of  the  Oontinenlal  Oongreea.  They  were  under  the  eom- 
mand  and  antfanrilj  of  commiitees  of  safety,  who  were  considered  aa 
the  sapremo  executive,  and  wliose  ordorB  aud  recoiumendatk>iiB  were 
regarded  as  the  law  nf  the  land,  the  infr  iction  of  which  •was  punished 
with  Rovpiity.  Though  Vermont  waa  not  in  the  Union,  ftud  was  denied 
iVtlmisBiou  to  ii,  the  people  of  Jlai  l.for<l,  iti  common  with  tliose  of  other 
towns,  when  the  ooutroveruy  with  JinLmu  approached  open  hostilities, 
imbibed  the  spirit  of  opposition  thai  grew  out  of  the  coercive  measures 
teken  by  the  mother  oonntry,  and  reaponded  to  eveiy  eaU  nrnde  npon 
their  patriotiam,  both  to  defend  their  peraonal  xighta  and  the  oauae  of 
the  oonntry  at  large. 

An  examination  of  the  rccordB  in  possession  of  the  Vermont  Histor- 
ical Society,  reveals  some  interesting  foots  that  are  entitled  to  a  place 
in  this  Jii^iory  The  first  document  found,  in  the  aforesaid  reoordH, 
rolnting  to  Hartford,  in  the  Revohition,  is  found  in  Vol.  I.,  under  date 
11th  August,  1777,  whicii  fihows  that  on  that  dalo  tlie  council  of  nafety 
sent  an  express  to  Colonel  Joseph  Marsh  of  Hartford  tu  muicli  one* 
half  of  hia  militia  to  Bennington.  Jonea  Fay,  Yioe>preddent  of  the 
eovncil,  in  a  lettor  to  Mbj.  Lvael  Smith  ol  StralTord,  vnder  date  ot 
Augoat  18th,  wrote: 

'^DautOot.:   By  express  this  day  reeeived  from  the  eomma&ding 

oflScer  of  the  Northern  Department,  wo  learn  that  a  door  has  now 
0|pened  for  the  troops  of  this  State  to  do  duty  on  this  aide  the  north 
riTer  whieh  will  be  dear  from  Qen.  Sdrayler'a  eommand,  and  ae  an  ex- 
pedition  is  on  foot  of  the  greatest  importance,  which  is  to  remain  a 
aerret  till  the  troop  b  nro  ooUecledf  iheae  are  therefore  the  moat  poaitive 
terma  to  require  you,  without  a  momenfa  toaa  of  time,  to  mardi  one- 
half  of  the  regiment  under  30ur  command  to  {l  in  ])]aco.  No  Huiall 
excuse  at  this  juncture  can  be  received.  •  *  •  You  will  hurry 
what  Rangers  forward  are  recruited  with  all  speed.  Now  ia  the  tim^ 
air.  •  •  •  I  desire  you  wo^ld,  By  Order  of  Council  send  thia  Ex- 
preHH  to  General  Bayley,  Peter  Olcott,  (Jol.  and  Col  Marsh." 

Ah  this  order  was  isaued  only  three  days  prior  to  the  day  of  the  bat- 
tle, it  could  not  hove  reached  Col.  MnrHh  in  time  to  enable  him  to  col 
Icct  his  M>on  (who  were  not  in  gan-ison)  and  nnu  ch  thorn  to  Bennington 
by  the  IGth,  but  it  appears  of  record,  that  ho  did  collect  Iuh  men  uad 
Htai  ted  on  tho  IGth  for  Bennington.  This  i»  shown  by  the  following 
douuinoutary  evidence  to  be  found  in  Yt.  llis.  Soc.  Coll.  Vol.  3*  p.  879, 
entitled:

This  roll  ia  made  up  iu  a  tubulated  form  and  states  tliut  thu  time  of 

entering  semoe  mm  Aug.  16th,  1777,  thai  witii  few  exoeptioua,  they 

remaiaed  in  0«rvke  to  October  4th  (fifty  dajs),  thai  the  montUj  pay  <^ 

eaoh  of  ihe  men  wm  at  the  rate  ci  £S^  10».j  that  the  milas  trftvelled 

were  }80 1  eeflh  nian^a  mileage  pay  waa  16a.  wad  the  whole  pay  to  eaeh 

man  who  aerved  the  full  time  was  £4.  is'  j,.  4p.   On  the  beekof  the 

roll  ia  the  following  endorsement  by  CoL  Marsh :

A  femfly  tradition  is  that  Col.  Marsh  was  in  thia  battle  of  Bennington. 
Paul  Spooner  mentioned  in.  his  letter  to  Brig.  Oen.  Bayley  under  date 
of  the  11th  August,  that  an  express  was  that  day  sent  to  Col.  ISfarah 
ordering  him  to  mardi  otie  half  his  command  to  Bennington.  Mr. 
Spooner  was  deputy  Bt  ^i  t  tary  to  the  council,  and  knew  whereof  be  was 
writing.  Tlie  express  couhi  luive  (u'cupied  not  Ighh  thnn  t\\  i.>  duys  en 
route  from  BenuingtoD  to  Ilaitford,  uuder  the  most  iavorabie  circum- 
ataneea  the  milHin  eonld  not  hnve  been  eolleeted,  provirioned  ^nd 
mardied  to  Bennington,  by  the  moat  available  route^  in  leaa  than  foar 
daya.  It  ia  therrfore  proba]>le  tliat  Od.  lfiarah*a  re^^ent  did  not 
mardh  before  the  I6th,  and,  as  Got.  Ball  auggeata,  waa  in  aer?ioe  on 
the  Hudson,  instead  of  being  at  Bennington.* 

The  next  document,  in  chronological  order,  was  a  retui-n  of  the  num- 
ber of  mpn  and  bor??ea  employed  by  Capt.  Abel  I^Iarsh  in  carrying 
flour  from  some  point  on  the  Couueoticut  river  to  Jiattenkill.

'In  Scpteml>cr  1777,  Gen.  Ilnylcj  was  .it  CaKtleton  on  milllBrj  business  and 
flOixctI  Uic  inillAU  "J).  D.  Q."  lo^bi*  name,  which  probably  wns  meant  for  Brif^- 
dtcr<ivncnil>  I  Ic  wtin  ccMiimlsMiry  General  or  the  northern  Ucitni  uncnt  when  Uie 
nlxnrc  named  order  was  given. 
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On  tho  26th  of  March,  1778,  the  Governor  and  Council,  erapow^rod 
by  the  General  Awsnmbly,  appointed  a  court  to  confiscate  and  order  the 
sale  of  the  eatates,  both  real  and  perBonHl,  belonging  to  the  enemies  of 
the  United  States,  whicii  laid  within  the  limiis  of  Vermont  Two  courts 
were  estabUahed,  one  for  Onmbarlancl,  Hm  oUmt  Braniiigtoii  Coaniy. 
Tho  court  for  OombeilMid  oounty  oonaistod  of  liiaat  Qovanior 
Manih,  Jftoob  Bajloy,  ThoniM  Miudodk,  Peter  01ootl»  Benjemin  Emmons 
Fmid  Bpooner,  and  Benjanm  OHrpentor.  Any  font  of  ,tl&Me  were  to  be 
a  quorum.  The  court  for  Cumberland  Oounty  found  many  eanaea  for 
confiscation,  but  it  does  not  appear  <rf  MOOVd  tbat  any  estates  were  con- 
fisojitod  in  Hartford,  or  t)mt  any  punishment  was  inflicte'l  u-pon  any  of 
her  inhabitants.  Still,  thoro  may  have  been  cases  of  Beqiieetrutiou,  as 
there  were  in  the  adjoining  town  of  llartland,  and  in  Windsor.  Corpo- 
real paniahment  waa  inflicted  in  many  portiona  of  the  Btetei  One  caae 
wiU  be  sufficient  to  ilhiBtraio  the  intent,  if  not  the  applicalion  of  the 
law  of  cbaHtisement.  One  Francis  Breakenridpfe  had  been  arrested  for 
inimical  I  oiiduct,  and  after  being  kept  in  liui  fince  vile  for  Hom«  time, 
asked  leave  to  return  home.  Leave  was  granted  in  the  loiiov^'iug 
torma : — 

"Francis  Breakenridge  is  permitted  to  return  home  and  remain  on 
his  father'R  farin.  ai.il  if  foiuiJ  nff  to  expCCt  99  falAaf  Of  the  Bcach  Scali 
until  further  order  from  this  Oouucil." 

One  Zadock  Wright,  of  Hartlaad,  rendered  himself  very  obnoxious 
to  hia  ncighbon,  and  in  conacqnenQe  his  property  waa  aelxad  by  order 
of  the  Ck>andl,  hia  farm  waa  rented  to  Ifoaea  Ewna,  with  aome  exeep* 

tions  in  favor  of  his  wife.  It  ia  auppoied  that  the  following  voucher  of 
expenses,  or  return  of  services  by  a  gnurd  or  guarflB  relates  to  tiio  eaid 
Wright,  for  the  reason  that  the  men  named  us  guoids  were  members  of 
the  niKti*  of  Hartford  and  Hertford  (Hartland).

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'V\w  foregoing  will  convey  a  very  clear  idea  of  the  course  pursued  by 
the  Conucil  toward  tlie  eneniios  (if  tlio  Stnto  and  TJ.  S.  govennneni. 
Doubtless  puniahuiont  was  admiuistered  m  inauy  iiistanceB  with  un- 
called for  severity.  ProBcription  and  coniiBcatiou  was  the  rule  against 
•very  expreaflioii  of  loyalty  to  tiMfAdregimt.  Thoae wholwdbaMi  loyal 
8abjeol»  of  fho  King,  wore,  doobUeaBi  unable  to  lupprew  their  prefer- 
oncee  in  tbat  direeiion,  end  to  tbooe  who  were  straggling  against  sreiy 
obstacle  to  maintain  what  they  deemed  a  righteous  cause,  evecy  mani* 
fostation  in  opposition  to  that  cause  was  maguifiod  into  dangerous  hos- 
tility, and  thoso  who  were  lukewarm,  aa  well  as  those  who  assumed  a 
hosii!<?  uttifludc,  yvero  denniinrcd  as  tories,  or  traitorR,  and  an  iiidiRprini- 
inaff'  ]ioli(  y  of  waifai©  wufe  visiLed  upou  theiti.  A  ftweeping  BjHtem  of 
couil»atlioii,  ofltraoism  and  corporeal  pumehment  woe  practiced  against 
the  inimica],  and  they  in  torn  hounded  on  the  savages  to  bateher  with 
the  tomahawk  or  maim  with  the  scalping  knife,  the  ndgbbors  with 
whom,  in  otlier  dayst  '*  they  took  swei^  ooonssl  and  walked  to  .the  house 
of  God  in  company."  Some  compassion  was  shown  to  ths  funilies  of 
the  prosoribed,  but  nothing  was  left  of  movable  property  but  such 
articles  as  human  compsssiou  revolted  against  appropriating.  "Those 
who  are  not  for  us,  are  against  us,"  was  the  rule  of  action.  "  Woe  to 
the  vntKiuished,*'  cried  the  conquering  Gaul  Brennus,  as  with  false 
weights  he  appropriated  ihe  redemption  money  of  the  liomans ;  "  Woe 
to  the  vainiuif  liod,"  was  the  rule  by  which  Ira  Allen  proposed  to  sup- 
port and  pay  a  rogimout  of  lUingors  in  the  work  of  seizing  the  property 
of  mmticdl  persons,  inoluding  the  pasatTe  and  the  active,  the  fighting 
and  the  flying ;  **  Woo  to  the  Tanquished,"  was  the  mis  of  Oongress  to 
replenish  an  ompty  treasury. 

HiUTU  or  UABTirottD  noulo  FBOHTtsu  Durv. 

Fkom  the  journals  of  the  Oovemor  snd  Oooncil,  and  the  OouncU  of 
Safety,  reoentiy  published,  I  have  gathered  fncts  showing  that  on 
several  occasions  men  were  drafted  in  Hartford  for  service  in  defending 
the  frontier  of  the  State  from  the  date  of  the  Dorset  convention  to  the 
CORHation  of  tlio  Iroiiblos  botwrrTi  Vermont  and  New  York. 

It  appeai'8  that  there  wo  o  hix  i«^f^iinpni8  of  militia  in  the  Stiihe  m 
1777.  One  of  these  rogimeuU  wm  commanded  by  Col.  Joel  Marsh  of 
Hartford.  On  the  2d  of  April,  1779,  the  Governor  and  Ck>uDcil,  as 
Board  of  War,  ordered  »  draft  of  men  to  reinforce  the  military  on  iho 
norlbera  frontiers  of  the  State.  Orders  were  sent  to  the  following 
colonels,  Tust  OoL  Samuel  Vlelcber,  OoL  Samuel  Henriek^Ck»L  Joe 
Kbrslif  and  Got.  Gideon  Warren.  Of  the  one  hundred  men,  «olusiTO  o 
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eommissioned  officers,  to  be  raised,  the  quota  of  CSol.  Marsh  of  Hartford 

was  fixed  at  one  l^i  lienienant  and  thirty  noti-commissioned  officers  and 

men,  and  these  were  to  be  drawn  from  towns  in  Cumberland  Cotmij,M 

well  Rs  bi  line  of  those  raised  by  tho  other  colonels  above  named. 

On  LLo  5Lii  Juuo,  1770,  the  Board  uf  War  made  another  call  for  men 
to  serve  aa  a  guard  at  ilutland  and  the  tomtiers  of  iho  State.  Co]. 
Marsh's  quota  comprised  one  captain,  one  onsign,  three  sergoauts,  and 
thirty  rank  and  file,  total  thirty  five.  On  the  aoth  July,  1779,  an  addi- 
tional twenty-six  flffM^Tie  nut  of  the  militia  were  raised  to  he  sent  to 
Batlan d  Of  this  namlMr  OoL  MMnih  tuniialied  aiz  privatea,  all  dlismta 
of  Hartford. 

April  6tli,  1780,  the  Board  of  "War  rMoWed*  "  That  one  company  of 

75  men  exclusive  of  officers  be  imme<liatl6y  raised  to  join  Maj.  Ebenezer 
Allen's  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers. "  The  proportion  from  Ool. 
Joel  Harah*8  regiment  was  12  men,  aome  of  whom  were  fnmi  Hart> 
ford. 

On  the  11th  of  May,  1780,  at  Arlington,  the  Board  of  War  resolved 
that,  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  continental  provision  of  sub- 
aiatence  for  troops  on  the  frontidra  waa  stopped,  and  that  the  soldiers 
were  without  inL-ti,  the  selectmen  of  each  town  in  the  State  should 
collect  thirty  poundu  of  nnlt  pork  for  each  man  raised  in  said  towns, 
and,  if  said  pork  could  not  be  collected  otherwise,  the  selectmen  should 
talco  tho  Ramo  from  the  inhabitiiiit'^  in  proportion  to  what  om  li  ffunily 
possessed ;  an  account  of  the  pork  to  be  kept  and  expense  of  trans- 
portation of  the  same  to  Bntland  for  whidi  the  State  would  paj.  The 
amount  proportioned  to  Hartford  was  180  pounds,  showing  that  (he 
number  of  her  citizens  then  in  service  at  Rutland  was  six. 

On  the  18th  of  August,  1780,  the  Board  of  War  resolved  that  Ool. 
Joel  Marsh,  of  Hartford,  and  other  officers,  should  be  a  committee  to 
station  Capt.  Safford's  and  Capt.  Oox's  compntiies  of  rangers  :  and  "tlmt 
said  committee  should  stake  out  the  grounds  for  forte  and  give  direc- 
tiona  how  said  forts  should  be  built— liaving  referenoe  to  the  present 
campaign  only,  rm  tho  lands  that  the  several  snrveyors  are  now  surTej> 
ing  to  the  wiihl  and  north  of  you  will  be  a  settling  next  spring." 

The  foregoing  is  all  that  appeara  In  the  reoorda  of  the  Oovwnor  and 

Oonnoil  ooneenth^  the  partioipation  of  Hartford  people  in  the  defenoe 

of  the  frontioors  x  which  aenrioe,  it  must  be  rememberedi  waa  performed 

in  fheintireBi  ctf  the  ContineDtol  govemmoiit. 

On  the  24th  of  April,  1778,  the  Governor  and  Ooondl  aent  by  expreaa 
to  Lieut  Qovemor  Marab,  of  Hartford,  a  letter,  ordered  by  the  follow^ 

ing  resolution  that  day  passed  in  Council,  viz : — 

Xlesolved,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  write  to  (Lieut.)  Governor 
Marsh  to  acquaint  him  that  it  ia  the  llesolution  of  tbis  Council  tbaL  the 
whole  of  the  Troops  that  were  to  be  raised  to  fill  Col.  Warner's  regiment 
to  march  fortwith  to  Rutland,  which  is  tbp  Resolution  of  this  Council 
and  Governor  Marsh  is  to  be  requested  and  ordered,  to  order  the  officers 
oomraandinfT  the  add  Tlroops  to  march  them  to  be  raised  m  Oomberland 
connty  to  Rutland,  and  the  Governor  is  to  order  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  Two  Regiments  in  this  (Bennington)  county,  to  order  their 
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rursimnt  to  this  i'e<|ne8t,  Qoveinor  Marsh  ordered  the  ofBoers  com- 

iiinnding  troops  in  CinuUpilaiKl  county  to  colloct  their  mon  aiul  itinrcl! 
to  Uutland.  One  of  the  comtnaiidiug  officers  m  said  county  CohMei 
Joel  Marsb,  of  Sbfiron,  Avbo,  on  receipt  of  a  copy  of  said  order,  wrote 
tbe  foUowiag  loiter  to  Simon  Steveus  of  Springfield : — 

These  are  to  inform  you  that  it  is  ordered  hy  yo  Governor  and  Coun- 
Bell  that  tbe  men  that  are  raised  in  my  regiment  be  ordered  to  meet  at 
Windsor  in  order  to  chouse  their  ofTioors  for  said  company  in  order  to 
inarah  to  Uutland  as  soon  ns  may  bo.  I  have  therefore  appointed  next 
Thursday,  <e)  l>e  ye  time  to  meof  at  T.aTidlorfl  Ha'^tinpfw  bonso  5n  Windsor 
at  10  o'clfick  lu  yo  forenoon  for  eaiil  puiposo,  and  desire  your  asaistouce 
in  collecting  naid  men,  Sir,  I  should  be  glad  if  you  would  order  Rock- 
ingliam,  Kent  (Londonderry),  Springfield,  Chester,  Andover,  Weathers- 
field,  and  Cavendish  to  send  their  men  on  said  day,  and  I  should  be 
glad  if  Tou  would  meet  witla  ue  if  jou  oan.  I  am  sir  with  great  respaot

In  the  Tarmoiit  Historloal  Bodetj'a  oolleotiom  of  doeimmita  rdatirg 
to  the  eTentt  of  the  Amerioan  Bevolatioii,  I  have  diteovered  Beveral 
papers  of  an  intercBtlug  nature,  and  valuable  withal  in  view  of  tbe  foct 
that  they  afford  the  only  adducible  evidence  on  record  of  the  part  taken 
by  the  inhabitants  of  Hartford  in  the  said  Revolution.  These  papers 
are  mostly  in  the  forni  of  pay  rolls,  and  voucborH  for  services  performed 
by  scoiitinp;  prvrtifp,  f^uards  and  detaohmcntH,  imder  tbe  command  both 
of  coiuuHHHiunod  and  non-commissioned  oflictrs,  according  to  tbo  nature 
of  tbe  service  in  which  they  were  respectively  engaged.    The  service  of

During  the  wars  between  Great  Britain  and  i<'rance,  tho  Indian  inbcs 
of  Canada  found  service,  first  with  the  French  and  then  with  the  Bng- 
Heh,  ae  interest  or  paeaion  dietaied  them.  The  Kidiawi  were  firal  etim* 
nlafted  bj  the  Frendi  to  murder  end  pOlage  the  defeoodeaa  inhabitantB 
of  the  Amerieaii-Bngltsh  eoloniee,  end  thia  proaednre  was  reeeived  bj 
the  English  with  exetsratioaa.  But  dovtng  the  Bevohitionaiy  war, 
England  employed  the  same  savages  as  allicR  to  pillage  and  maaaacne 
their  own  brethren  ;  and  it  is  more  than  probublo  that  merciless  snvnges 
were  incitufl  by  t!in  frovernnioHt  of  New  York  to  do  murderous  work 
u|ioii  the  in li iihilaiith  of  Vermont. 

Dr.  D Wight,  speaking  of  the  perilous  situation  of  the  eary  settlers  of 
New  Bngland,  says : 

**The  greatest  of  all  the  evils  which  tliey  Hullorcil  were  derived  from 
ttie  aavages.  These  people  kept  the  colonists,  after  the  first  hostilities 
OOmnienced,  in  almo8|,  perputuul  terror  and  alarm.  The  first  annunci- 
ation of  an  Indian  war  ia  its  actual  commencement.  In  the  hour  of 
security,  silence  and  sleep,  when  your  enemies  are  supposed  to  be 
friendpi  qnif>f,ly  ojjiployed  in  hunting'  and  f-phinfr,  iboy  an^  lu'liovod 

to  be  at  a  distance  of  several  hundred  miles,  and  perfectly  thoughtless 
of  yon  and  yours  t  when  thns  unsuspecting,  slambering  on  your  pillow, 
your  sleep  is  broken  up  by  the  war-whoop  ;  your  house,  your  village  are 
set  on  fire ;  your  family  and  friends  are  butchered  and  scalped ;  your- 

'Thc  i!.t  section  of  the  "  Militia  Act,"  passed  in  February,  1779,  made  tlic  lieu* 
tenant-governor  major-general.  In  a  letter  written  by  Gov.  Chittenden  to  Lieut- 
Gov.  lursh,  a^th  or  April,  1778,  he  addreMed  him  at  major-feocnil. 
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self  aud  a  few  other  wretched  surviroTs  are  hurried  into  captivify  in  bo 
roosted  alive  at  the  stake,  or  to  have  jour  body  stuck  full  of  skewers 
ttd  burnt  by  inches.  You  are  a  farmer  and  have  gono  abroad  to  the 
customary  work  of  (liofiold;  there  you  nre  shot  do^vIl  from  behind  a 
tree ;  or  you  return  at  evening  aud  find  your  house  burnt  and  your 
family  gone ;  or  perhaps  dtBoover  their  halfHrnnsuined  bonea  mui^fld 
■with  the  oiihea  of  your  dwelliug,  or  your  wife  murdered  nnd  your  htUe 
ones  lying  beside  her,  after  having  been  dashed  against  a  tree.*^ 

If  one  would  learn  Romething  of  the  horrors  of  an  Indian  massacre, 
let  him  read  the  records  of  the  bloodshed  and  violonco  por2)otratod  in 
the  Wyoming,  Mobawk,  Schoharie,  and  Cherry  Valleys,  by  tories  and 
Indians  in  1778.  Or  coming  nearer  our  own  homos,  peruse  the  tales  of 
inhuman  atrocities  by  the  SL  Francis  Indians — the  savage  rangers  of 
the  Franch  and  Indian  wan,— 4n  the  valley  of  the  Oooneotieat,  in  tiie 
Oohoe '  region,  as  lute  as  1760 1  md  in  Yennont  still  later.  The  history 
of  tiie  Attack  on  Itoyalton  in  1780,  and  on  PsMhsai  in  1781,  is  fsnuliiur 
to  nearly  every  siudeni  of  history  in  Vermont  The  following  tran- 
scripts of  pay-rolls  will  give  an  idea  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
militia  of  Hartford  in  guarding  the  frontiers  and  repelling  invasions  by 
ludiaus: —

Johne,  P.  Q.  Tbo  uows  of  the  foray  reached  Hartford  by  express  sent 
bj  Qen.  Bayley,  who  requeeted  immediate  helpw  dept.  Joebua  Haaeo 
promptly  responded  to  the  requiattion  and  marched  mth  a  portion  of 
hie  eompany  to  Fiermont,  N.  H.,  bat  there  learning  that  the  enemy 
ooold  not  be  OTertaken,  be  retraced  bia  atepe.  A  portion  of  Oapi  Has- 
en%  eompany  waa  at  Quochoo  when  the  dispatch  was  received  by  that 
officer.  On  receiving  notificaiion  from  Capt.  Hazeu  to  march  to  Peach- 
am,  Ldeut.

The  foregoing  pay  rolls  constitute  the  only  adducible  evidence  on 
rpnord  of  the  services  actually  peifornied  by  the  citizen  militia  of 
Hartford  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  The  last  records 
of  the  town  undoubtedly  contain  evidence  of  au  important  nature  luluL- 
iug  to  this  subject. 
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The  Declai'atiou  of  ludGpciKlence  rendei  pd  the  situation  of  the  in- 
habitants oil  the  Nuw  Hampshire  Grauis  worau  thau  before.  Now  Haiup* 
shire  had  seveied  all  political  oonncelioii  villi  than ;  tlmr  eoiitroftn^ 
wilh  New  York  wM«iftwhitoheBl»amdCtoBgfBM  ignored  thm  diaim 
to  a  reoognitloD.  Tlie  OonTeulion  of  New  Yotk  bad,  August  2d,  1119, 
unanimouely  Toted  **  That  all  quit-rentB  foimerly  due  to  iho  Onmn  axh 
now  doe  and  owing  to  this  couvention,  or  such  future  govemment  as 
•hall  liereatter  be  OBtablished  iu  this  State."  To  mibniit  to  luoh  oloima 
was  to  leduce  fliemBelTea  to  a  condition  of  slavery  and  beggary.  To 
openly  r^ljol  ogninst  such  extortiou  would  probably  briiif^  on  r  violeut 
contost  witi)  Now  York,  and  with  Congross  also,  and  "  to  continue  witli- 
out  Homo  form  of  govemmeut  for  the  protection  of  their  just  rights  was 
rogm  ded  as  impossible."  This  condition  of  things  urged  action  in  the 
direetioB  of  establishing  the  independanoe  of  Yecmoot  No  msasnzes 
were  more  neoesBarj  and  no  bettor  tine  eould  be  ehoaeu.  Thej  bad* 
nereTi  aooeded  to  the  daims  of  New  Tork,  and  tiie  Deolaralion  of  Inde* 
pendence  sevwed  every  tie  to  Grsol  Britain.  The  daims  of  New  Tork 
were  founded  alone  upon  an  arbitrary  decree  of  the  King  surrepti- 
tiously obtained,  and  the  dissolution  of  all  connection  with  Britain  ren- 
dered tho  Kiftg's  docroo  mill  and  void.  The  pooplo  wore,  as  tbey 
exprossetl  it,  "reduced  to  a  b\Mo.  of  nature,"  or  left  free  to  form  a 
government  for  and  by  thoniKoU  oa. 

The  open  dcclaratiou  of  tlieBe  aeutiments,  together  with  the  efforts 
made  by  the  people  od  the  grants,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Green  Moun- 
tains, at  length  resulted  in  rousing  the  inhabitanta  on  the  eastern  side 
of  the  grants  to  a  sense  of  duty..  They  were  driven  by  force  of  popu« 
lar  sentiment  to  abandon  their  oouservative  position  snd  units  hi  foiin- 
tDg  a  government  suitable  to  their  condition.  In  this  crisis  the  leadinsr 
man  of  Hartford  no  longer  talked  of  oompromisas,  nor  of  the  policy  of 
temporizing. 

On  the  15^1  of  January,  1777,  n  ci invention  of  delegate^:  from  both 
sides  of  the  Uieou  MounLainn  asHtMnblod  at  WestminBtcr.  In  this  cou- 
vention Hartford  was  reprosouted  by  Stephen  Tiideu,  than  wliom  no 
better  mnu  could  have  beou  chosen  a  delegate.  Woodstock  was  ropre- 
seuted  by  Benj.  Emmous;  Norwich,  by  Jacob  Burton,  and  Maj.  ThoniMS 
Hbfedock ;  Fomfitett  Barnard  and  Boyalton,  were  each  represented  by 
s  letter  voting  for  a  new  State.  Sbeusser  Hoisington  represented 
Y^dsor.  The  delegates  were  sll  **good  men  and  true." 

1^0  couvonUon  was  opened  with  Capt  Joseph  Bowker,  in  the  chair. 
Doi^  Beubeu  Jones  was  chosen  clerk  pro  tempore,  the  convention  then 
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adjourned  to  the  16th  inat.  On  re-asaorabling  Thursday  ninrninpf, 
Lieut.  Leonard  dpaulding,  L^beuezer  Uouiiiigtoa  aud  Major  TiiomuB 
Uoredock,  w«ra  dioaen  to  muxdai^  into  fh«  BMinban  thai  bad  vofced  f<ir 
tbd  diatrici  of  iha  Hew  Hampahiie  Gnmla  to  be  a  aeparata  Stata  from 
Kfiw  Torl^  and  how  many  wore  known  to  bo  agninat  it,  and  to  raport  aa 
Boon  aa  may  bo.  The  comnuttoo  mada  tho  fidio wing  npoit  t — 

-  "  We  find  by  examination  that  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  people 
in  Ctimberlniid  and  Oloucester  countiea,  that  have  arted,  are  for  a  new 

State;  tho  lewt  we  view  as  neuters." 

The  oonveDtion  then  adjourned  for  one  hour.  Convention  opened 
at  time,  and  voted  N.  C.  D. 

"  That  the  district  of  land  commouljr  called  and  known  by  the  nuiue 
of  Hew  Hampebire  Oranta  be  a  new  and  separate  State ;  and  for  the 

future  conduct  theinaelvea  aa  such. 

Voted.  That  Nathan  Clark,  E^q.,  Mr.  Ebenezer  Hoisiogtoo,  Capt. 
Jobn  Bumbam,  Vr.  Jacob  Barton*  and  OoL  Thomaa  Ohittraden,  be  a 

committee  to  prepare  a  draught  for  a  declaration  for  a  new  and  Beparate 

State,  and  report  to  this  Convention  ae  soon  as  may  bo. 

Voted.    That  Capt.  Ira  Allen,  Col.  Thomas  Chandler,  Doctor  Reuben 
Jones,  Mr.  Stephen  Tilden  and  Mr.  Nathan  Clark,  Jr.,  bo  a  conunitteo 
to  draw  a  plan  for  further  proceedings,  and  report,  &o. 
The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  the  next  morninp' 
On  Friday  morning  the  committee  chosen  to  bring  iu  a  draught  of  a 
dedaration»  reported  in  anbatanoe  aa  foUowat— 

1st.  That  whenever  proteeHon  it  teUhkeld,  no  aU^ianM  U  du*  or 

can  of  right  be  demanded. 

2d  Thai  wlienover  the  Hvph  and  properties  of  a  part  of  a  community 
have  been  inanifestly  aimed  at  by  either  the  legiulative  or  executive 
antbority  of  suoh  oommunity,  necessity  requires  a  separation.  And 
whoreas  tlie  CongrcBS  of  tlie  several  States  did,  in  said  Congress,  on 
the.iSth  of  May,  A.  D.  1776,  in  a  similar  case,  "  Besolve  that  it  be  rec- 
ommended to  the  leapeetive  aaaembliee  and  eonventicma  ot  the  United 
rolnnirs,  where  no  governinoTit  sufficient  to  the  exigencies  of  their 
ail'airs,  hath  been  hitherto  established,  to  adopt  auoh  government  as 
aball  In  the  opinion  of  tbe  leproaentatiTaa  of  Ine  people,  beat  condnoe 
fo  t!^n  happiiu  sB  and  Bafetj  of  their  oonatituenta  in  partieular  and 
America  iu  general.'" 

Your  committee  offer  the  following  declaration,  viz : — 

This  coriVcntion  whose  members  are  duly  chosen  by  the  vmcv  of  tbeir 
constituents,  do  hereby  proclaim  and  publicly  declare  that  the  district 
of  territory  comprehending  and  nanalfy  known  by  tbe  name  and  descrip 
tion  of  the  New  HampRhiro  Grants,  of  right  ought  to  bo,  and  is  hereby 
declared  forever  hereafter  to  be  considered  aa  a  free  and  indepmdent 
joziadiofcion  or  State,  by  tbe  name  and  forerer  Uiereafter  to  be  called, 
known,  and  diatinguiahed  by  the  Name  of  New  Oonnectieat ;  and  that 

'John  Adams  originated  this  resolution  for  the  purpose *of  suppretllag  govern- 
menu  ander  the  Crown  in  the  theo  United  Cotonlet, 
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the  mhabtLaDts  that  at  pideeai  ure,  or  ibai  maj  hereafter  become 
resideni  eillier  bybirlli  or  emigniiion  within  aaid  torritory,  shall  be 

entitlr.l  to  flio  same  privilegeB,  iintTjimilio8,  ainl  fiifranohiBements  as 
are  allowed^  and  on  suoh  condition  and  in  such  manner  as  ihe  pr«8«nt 
inhabitants  shall  or  vmy  enjoy ;  whidt  itrs  and  shall  be  fofever  oon- 
sidered  to  be  such  privileges  and  immunities  as  are  allowed  to  any  in-_ 
habitnuts  of  tlie  independent  States  of  America.  Such  shall  be  regulated 
in  a  bill  of  rigiite,  and  by  a  form  of  governmeui  to  be  established  at 
the  next  eeeafon  ol  this  donventicm. 

The  OonTentaom  immedialely  infotmed  Oongrsss  of  these  proceedings, 
and  at  the  some  sessiOD  appointed  m  Oomnoittee  ot  War  on  the  eist  side 
of  the  aoantaliin  ol  whieh  Ur.  Stephen  Tilden,  of  Hartfordt  was  made 

a  member.  Mr.  Tilden  was  also  appointed  one  of  a  committee  to  draw 
a  letter  forbidding  the  delegates  from  Cumberland  CkNinty  sitting  in 
the  ProTinoial  Ckuigreas  of  the  State  of  New  York.' 

'June  20,  1776,  Col.  Joseph  Marsli,  Deacon  Jolin  Sessions,  and  Simon  Stevens 
were  appointed  "  Representatives  to  go  to  New  York"  by  the  Cumberland  County 
Coiiiiuillec  of  Safety,  and  not  by  the  people.  Col.  Marsh  did  not  attend.  Messra. 
Senions  and  8teveiis  allcnded,  and  Uie  said  letter  was  addreased  to  them  only. 


CHAPTER  Vm. 

OmfOMS  OF  TBB  OIABT  Tim. 

The  old  Latin  maxim : .  **  Omnia  mntaatnr  noi  oi  mutamur  in  ilUa," 
has  an  exomplifloation  in  tho  nmarlGablo  olunigM  that  haTO  ooenired  in 
tha  mutoms,  habits  and  manners  of  the  peopla  of  New  Bn^and  irifchin 
the  last  eighty  years.  WbelLer  there  has  been  a  marked  progression  or 
a  retrocession  in  the  moral  and  social  condition  of  the  people  at  large 
during  the  period  named,  is  a  queRtinn  that  cannot  be  properly  consid- 
ered nor  discussed  by  the  writer  at  this  time.  "  History  is  philosophy 
teaching  by  example."  ^Vhnt-ever  was  right  and  commonduble  in  the 
manners  and  cuatoms  of  our  ancestors,  as  well  as  those  things  which 
were  wrong  and  reprehenaib^  should  be  impartiallj  diroaided  hj  the 
Ustorian  of  to*daj,  that  the  tiaing  generationa  may  avoid  their  errora 
and  mistahea,  and  emulate  only  their  virtnous  aotiona.  A  dtstinguisbed 
hiatoriaai  haa  aatd :  **This  Iholdtobe  the  ehief  office  of  Ifistoiy,  to  reecno 
virtuous  actions  from  the  obliTiou  to  which  a  want  of  reeords  would 
consign  them,  and  that  men  should  feel  a  dread  of  being  considered 
infamous  in  the  opinions  of  posterityt  from  their  deprsYed  expreaaiC'na 
and  base  action." 

Onr  fuieostors,  the  pioneer  settlors  of  Hartford,  were  a  people  of 
aiinple,  frugal  habits;  they  were  waria-hoarteil,  goneroviB  inimieii,  ami 
self-sacrificing  in  their  intercourse  with  each  other,  hospitable  to  fnends 
and  strangers  alike  i  outspoken,  earnest  and  fearieas  in  the  avowal  and 
defense  of  their  rsligkms  prindples  and  political  sentiments}  eon- 
soisntious  and  honest  in  tbdr  btunness  dealinga  with  others.  They 
were  efaeerful,  contented  amid  the  privations  they  experienced,  lovers 
of  fun,  fond  of  atiiletiu  sports,  courngoous  in  danger,  patiiotic  at  all 
tiiuos.  Thoy  wore  givou  to  driuking  Hip,  toddy  and  Hliiig,  which  was 
not  considored  venial  uuk'^s  indnlged  in  to  thi»  extoiitof  liabitual  inebri- 
ation. Owing,  liowever,  to  the  plHinncH.s,  luid  ottentiiiies  scantinesB  of 
their  daily  food,  tboir  out-of-door  manual  lubor  and  their  uaauy  pri- 
vations, their  habitual  use  of  such  stimulants  proved  to  them  less 
harmfnl  than  it  would  had  they  been  as  daintily  bred  as  the  people 
of  this  graeratioD. 

MHien  tlio  first  settlers  came  into  tlie  township  thoy  found  tlm  land 
covered  with  a  dense  growth  of  timber;  that  on  the  low  lands  adjacent 
to  the  rivers  being  chiefly  white  pine  of  a  large  sise»  with  elm  and  black 
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Mil,  wlillo  Mic  hill  IniidR  were  oovorod  with  nmplc,  booch,  biroh^  oftk  and 
hciiilock.  Tke  first  settlements  wore  made  on  (Jio  bills.  This  oociirrcd 
for  several  reasons:  Ist,  because  the  opinion  prevailed  that  the  hill 
lands,  being  thickly  covered  with  ;\  vcgetablo  mold  formed  from  leaves 
falling  for  a  long  succession  of  ages,  were  more  friendly  to  every  gpeciee 
of  vegetation  than  the  pine  lands;  secondly,  because  the  hill  lands  being 
more  lightly  timbered  than  the  low  lauds,  were  more  easily  cleared; 
tlitrdly,  bcoauBC  the  hill  regions  were  ooiisidored  more  heaUlifnl  thftn 
the  swam|iy  low  hiiids,  and  lasily  bouaiise  tlio  tiiulior  on  tlio  hilts  fur- 
nisiiod  material  for  making  charooal,  and  potashi  and  for  the  production 
of  maple  su^r  and  at  the  same  time  the  woodland  waa  valuable  on 
account  d  the  food  and  shelter  it  afforded  for  cattle  and  other  live 
stock. 

The  first  biifnirHs  of  lite  set  tiers  w.is  the  clearing  of  a  portion  of  their 
land  and  building  Uicreoa  a  temporary  du  elling  house  built  up  of  logs,  and 
rudely  eonetructed.  In  this  work  the  settlers  asalBtcd  each  other,  and  in 
this,  and  in  other  similar  works  wiien  neighbors  turned  out  to  lend  a  help, 
ing  hand,  they  regarded  it  a  frolioyaod  worked  with  willing  hearts  and 
ready  luutdSi  There  were  two  methods  practiced  in  clearing  land.  The 
general  practice  was  to  cut  down  and  romoyo  snoh  trees  as  was  hcst 
suited  for  hotiscs»  and  for  fencing,  and  to  sot  fire  to  tlio  rest  andtiie  ntb- 
\mAi  on  tlic  Jield,  and  thus  to  proceed  in  the  work  until  the  required 
nunriier  of  acres  for  cultivation  were  cleared.  In  other  oases  the  whole 
wood  wag  cut  down,  the  trees  trimmed  of  their  branches  which  w«Me 
tlirowu  into  piles,  and  after  layintr  nirdl  suiliciently  dry.  fuo  wjis  sol  to 
the  whole.  The  logs  remaining  unhiuut  wore  thrown  into  piles,  after 
which  the  cleared  ground  w:i8  sown  with  wheat,  or  planted  with  corn  or 
potatoes,  which  generally  gavo  the  cttltlvator  a  fine  oop.  Somrtimes, 
in  tlie  process  of  deartiig  land,  the  Umber  was  utilized  in  making  diar^ 
coal  and  potash.  Sometimes  the  Lirgest  trees  were  girdled^-that  is,  the 
bark  near  the  foot  of  the  tree  was  out  around  so  as  completely  to  destroy 
the  vessels  by  which  tlie  progress  of  circulation  is  conducted,  and  their 
decay  was  rapid.  After  saw-mills  came  into  use,  and  niattMS  were  so 
far  arranged  that  the  settlers  had  means  and  leisure  to  erect  comfortable 
dwi'lliiig  houpofs  and  other  Imildings,  f liey  proceeded  to  clear  the  pine 
lands,  and  not  many  years  elapsed  before  ihey  had  unwisely  stripped 
tlieir  land  of  the  jno?t  valuable  timber  thtMj  standing.  Thousands  upon 
tiiousands  of  white  pine  trees  were  consigned  to  fire,  or  rolled  into  the 
rivers  because  they  were  considered  less  valuable  tlian  the  land  upon 
which  they  grew. 
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The  first  settlera  wpr©  poor  in  worldly  means,  and  bad  but  little  more 
than  enough  money  to  oiiablo  them  to  make  the  jounioy  from  Counec- 
licut  to  this  town,  and  erect  a  log-bouse.  Indeed,  bad  they  been 
wealthy  they  could  not  have  provided  theniselvoa  with  better,  nor  wiLb 
more  desirable  dwelling  hooaeB.  They  laid  up  logs  for  «  bouse,  using 
polm  for  Miftera  aad  oovered  IImm  with  film,  or  lionloek  ImtI^  for  a 
roof.  For  floors  tliof  lud  Bplii  and  hoircd  logs.  The  onvioM  betwooD 
tbo  logs  ware  ehinked  with  dij.  SnuJl  spertiiroa  were  l«lt  for  windows, 
snd  pspor,  or  thin  white  cloth  was  used  as  a  substitute  for  glass.  Fire- 
places were  built  of  stone,  and  for  a  hearth  they  laid  the  longest  and 
widest  flat  stone,  or  stones  obtninnhle.  CbiinneyB  were  built  partly  of 
stone  and  pai'tly  of  abort  logs  laid  np  in  clay,  and  they  often  proved 
very  objectionable  on  account  of  a  lack  of  proper  draught.  The  fire- 
places were  of  liberal  dimensions,  and  it  was  not  an  easy  matter  to  fill 
one  ai  tbem  with  wood.  A  luige  back  log  from  six  to  sighi  fest  long, 
WM  fimt  dimwn  in— oftontimes  by  a  horM^  or  oxen— 4nd  plaoed  on  the 
bade  of  the  hsttrtiistone.  Anothsr  stnsllor  log  wm  plaoed  on  top  of  the 
bsdc-log  and  a  third  in  front  of  it.  Above  this  pile  dry  branches  were 
laid.  This  svffieed  to  make  a  cheerful  lire  for  a  daj's  time  and  with 
proper  care  was  maintained  day  and  night  the  year  round.'

A  long  iron  orane  was  htnig  on  one  iMe  of  the  fire-place.  This  swung 
in  ami  out  as  roqnuetl,  aiul  from  it  were  BUHpoiidocl,  on  books,  pots  and 
kettles  UHfid  for  cooking  and  other  purjjoses.  Iron  kettles  provided 
with  long  logs,  and  heavy  covers  and  UHcd  for  baking  brsAd,  corn  cake, 
Sic  ,  woi'O  Ktit  uu  cualu,  and  wuro  called  "  I>utcli  ovens."  These  wei  e 
superceded  tin  ovens  which  were  set  near  the  fire.  Potatoes  and 
eggs  were  roMled  in  hoi  Mhes  on  the  bearUislone.  Later  «rh«n  m«- 
milla  ernne  into  nee  they  began  to  bnild  frame  hoaaeCt  generally  of  one 
story,  with  a  bnga  ofaimney  in  the  middle  wbidh  bed  a  fireplaae  <m  each 
of  ita  four  aidea^  and  a  large  oven  in  oonnecfcion  with  the  kitbben  fire- 
place. 

At  first  their  houao  keeping  articles  wore  few  in  number  and  of  the 
most  primitive  kind.  An  iron  kettle  or  two,  a  fryin;^  pan,  a  Dntcli  oven, 
a  few  wooden  trenchers,  pewter  platters,  plates,  Hpooun  niui  cups,  wooden 
handled  knives  and  forks,  water  pails,  or  buckets  made  of  staves  shaped 
out  of  pine  wood,  water  dippers  made  of  gourds,  three-legged  etoola  to 
ait  upon  and  aet  Tarioaa  articles  upon,  tablea  made  of  aplit-loga,  hewn 
on  one  aide  aa  amooUily  aa  poBriUe^  and  aupporied  by  lega  made  of 
amaH  aaplmga  <»it  in  proper  leogtba;  beda  of  atraw  laid  on  bark  or 
Lemlook  branches,  a  loom  in  one  corner  and  spinning  wheels  here  and 
there.  Over  the  fire  place  hung  the  troaty  rifle  by  the  aid  of  wbioh  a 
«upj)ly  of  game  was  obtained. 

The  food  of  the  rarly  aettlers  consisted  wholly  of  the  products  of 
their  cultivated  patclios  of  laud,  tuid  of  game  and  fish,  thou  easily  ob- 
tainable Diuir  customary  daily  faie  consisted  of  cuiu  food,  such  as 
Johnny-cake,  porridge,  mush,  hulled  corn,  puddings,  and  green  eom » 
bnokwheat  cakes,  rye  and  wheat  bread,  bean  porridge,  hot  or  oold,  and 
**  beat  when  nine  di^a  old,"  potatoea  roaated  in  the  adiea,  pmnpUn  pie% 
and,  now  and  then,  a  partridge  or  a  aqnirrel  atew.  Though,  as  a  gen- 
eral thing  they  hod  sufficient  food,  there  were  times  of  scarcity  caused 
by  a  failure  of  their  crops  in  inclement  seasons,  like  that  of  1780,  that 
noooaifitatod  rigid  ocououiy  and  groat  eolf-deuiaL   Iroditiou  iuforiua  ua 
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fhi^  in  1780  the  ntUaro  maMsnA  gMfttly  for  food,  and  maaj  timea  irent 
■uppttkM  to  bed. 

The  men  and  women  of  those  early  times  earned  their  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  their  faces.  The  men  felled  the  forests,  cleared  the  land,  cul- 
tivated the  soil,  and  garnered  the  products  of  their  lu1)or  In  due  pro- 
Cfi«8  of  time  ihc  resull;  of  thoir  ofTorl*?  was  8*ion  in  fi^^ldn  of  wavinj?  grnfls 
and  golden  grain,  in  wtiU-hLocked  liaBtures,  thriving  orchardC)  well  iilled 
granaries,  and  substautiul,  pleaaant  homes. 

"  Oft  (lid  the  harv«8jt  to  tlieir  sit  kle  yU'h\,

The  boys  of  tbak  period  were  taught  to  believe  in  the  motto  which 
Mr.  Spooner  had  choeen,  and  pUuied  in  the  heading  of  the  Vmnont 
Journal :  **  The  freedom  of  the  people  eanaot  be  anpported  without 
knowledge  and  indoatrj,"  and  they  rendered  Ttlnable  assistance  to  thdr 

fathers  in  every  phase  of  thoir  labor,  such  as  chopping  down  trees, 
splitting  rails,  making  fences,  clearing  land,  mowing  grass,  roapiug  grain 
and  threshing  it»  getting  out  flax,  holding  the  plow,  and  working  out 
taxes. 

The  women  were  quite  as  industrious  aa  were  the  men,  and  nobly 
bore  ttiefar  part  aa  supporters  and  oomlorters  with  unshrinking  firmness 
and  inspiring  lore. 

A  oertain  writer  hss  sidd: 

'*In  each  houae  might  be  seen  a  foot  wheel,  or  two,  for  spinning  the 
flax,  and  as  many  large  ones  for  spinning  wool ;  a  pair  or  two  of  haiid- 
oarda  for  the  tow,  a  uatobel,  and  in  every  two  or  three  houses  a  loom. 
The  women  manufactured  the  doth  with  which  they  and  their  families 
wero  clothed,  and  made  up  the  same  into  garments.  They  made  their 
own  fine  white  diaper  table  cloths  and  towola,  their  fine  white  underlin- 
ing, their  striped  gowns,  checked  handkerchiefs  and  aprons,  clean  and 
wdl-ironed,  and  in  whidi  drees  they  were  fitted  out  for  any  oompany  in 
any  placo  They  also  mnnnfactnred  tli<  ii  husbands'  and  sons' white 
summer  shirts,  frocks  and  trouseru.  They  l<nit  stockings  for  themselves 
and  for  the  family  besides,  and  leggings  for  their  boya— aa  boots  for 
boys  were  not  then  known— and  d&  their  own  hoosowork." 

The  girls  were  instmoted  by  their  mothers  in  the  art  of  houMkeeping. 

They  recmved  practical  lessons  in  cookery  and  could  prepare  good  and 
wholesome  victualB.  They  learned  to  spin,  weave,  sew  and  dam,  and 
patch  garments,  do  n\rn  laundry  work,  make  butter  and  chooBe,  Hwoep 
house  with  a  broom  made  of  birch,  by  Munr  fallmra  or  brothers,  and 
they  also  assisted  in  out-of-door  work,  such  aa  milking  the  cows,  feed- 
ing the  pigs  and  poidtry,  carrying  wood  and  water,  and,  in  haying  time, 
raking  after  the  cart «  nor  did  they  feel  degraded  by  such  work ;  indeed*

to  bo  uBeful  was  cousidered  as  aa  imporative  duty,  andtkearfc  and  econ- 
omy of  houBokeepiug  was  an  accompIiBbment  tlmt  nvory  womnu  should 
take  pride  iu  acquiring.'  Much  open-air  exorcise  conduced  to  good 
Lonlth  and  long  life.  Tkoy  were  much  in  the  habit  of  exercising  on 
their  feet,  botli  in  wnlkiog  abnwd  and  ftk  the  great  wImsL  Tiiey  ap- 
peared at  meeting*  and  eJfeewhara,  elad  in  hooM  made  garmentBt  with 
mddj  ooanteoanoeay  atrong  and  aotiva  bodiea  and  limba,  and  a  ohearfol 
and  vigonma  mind.  In  thoae  days  the  useful  waa  not  subordinated  to 
Uio  ornamonlaL  Evoi-y  young  huly  who  could  proouro  it  by  her  own 
labor  had  one  calico  dross.  They  worked  iit  Rpinning  and  weaving  for 
fifty  coiils  a  wock  to  euablo  thoin  to  purcbiiso  such  a  dress,  at  a  dollar 
a  yard  Six  yards  constituted  a  dress  pattern,  therefore  it  required 
tweivo  weeks'  work  to  pay  for  a  dross,  besides  the  trimming  and  making. 

Grown  up  daughtera  made  good  wivea  and  wDling  helpmate*.  Their 
husbands  were  not  neceadtated  to  employ  a  goTernesa,  a  wet  norae^  and 
a  waiting  maid  to  care  for  the  children;  a  maid-of •all^woric  to  keep  the 
hooae  in  endurable  oondition,  and  their  motheira4n4aw  for  monitora  and 
adviaors  in  general.  Our  grandmothers  gave  no  time  to  spinning  street 
yam,  retailing  gossip,  annoying  their  neighbors  by  a  relation  of  their 
family  troubles,  complaints  against  their  husbands,  nor  tO  sewing  seeds 
of  discord  among  their  neighbors.    How  is  it  now  ? 

The  coroniony  of  niarriugo,  among  the  early  settlors  of  the  town,  wos 
unattended  by  the  furoro  that  characterizes  this  ceremony  now-a-days. 
There  was  no  exdusiTeness  in  giving  out  inTitatuma.  Nsi^hb(»a  tlian 
dwelt  togrther  in  a  apirit  of  unity,  mntnally  dependent  on  eadi  other, 
and  pnwtioed  the  amenitiea  of  aodal,  dfiUaed  life^  The  faana  were 
publicly  proclaimed  in  advanoe.  AU  relatives,  and  all  neighbors  were 
invited.  The  occaaion  waa  one  of  unalloyed  happineaa  to  both  the  old

Tlio  hired  f(trl,on  the  otiinr  hnml,  !«•  rrowliiK  scarcer^  and  her 
Talne  l»  rlilng  In  the  labor  market.  I'foplo  who  want  a  hired  cirl  kcI  down  on  their 
knoos  to  her.  She  Is  mWtress  of  the  Hltimllon  and  cnii  wHIiln  lirnltM  dlctatA  her  own 
terms.  Sin-  cmi,  for  InxtAJice,  have  licr  afternoons  out,  linr  .iiindHyH  o(T,  and  lior  fivenliiM 
f«ir  rvcclvliig  hor  buat  young  man.  TUoso  are  all  material  ndvuuioges  which  flow  oblefly 
fto  m  tlie  seoiellgr  ef  tlM  aitude. 
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and  tbo  yontig.  The  servico  was  of  n  simple  and  solemn  nntwre.  The 
bftnedictioii  invoked  of  Iiprvcu  njum  iIjc  man  ied  coni>]o  by  the  beloved 
pastor,  was  siippiemeuted  by  unequivocal,  heartfelt  expresaions  of  good- 
will and  good  wishes  on  the  part  of  relatiTM  and  frienda.  There  were 
no  oosttj  gifU  oateBtaftkwdy  diaplayed.  There  wm  no  long,  Uresome, 
Ijridal  trip.  The  joong  oonple  enterad  upon  domeetio  life  in  a  quiet, 
aenaible  my,  lumng  thnt  aaanranee  of  happineea  vltieii  naj  be  reeaon- 
ablj  ezpeeted  where  there  ia  a  lUteneia  of  dieposition  and  mannera,  and 
aooordanee  of  heerta; —

ThelawB  rasalating  matriage,  prohibited  iniermaniage  wiQiin  the 
following  dagreea  of  kinahip^  via:*— *Wo  niaa  aball  marry  hia  mother,  alap* 
mother,  aiater,  father's  sister,  mother's  sister,  daughter,  8on*a  danghtar, 

daughter's  daughter,  brother's  daughter,  Bister's  daughter.  No  woman 
should  marry  her  father,  step-father,  brother,  father's  lirother,  mother's 
brother,  son,  daughter'a  boii,  son's  son,  brother's  son,  sister's  son."  Every 
such  intermarriage  was  to  he  deemed  incestuous  and  ipso  facto  null  and 
void,  and  the  isnm  illegitimate.  ^linlsters  of  the  gospel  and  justices  of 
the  peaoe  were  the  only  persons  authorized  to  aolemniso  marriages.  The 
intention  of  marriage  between  any  two  peraons  mnat  be  publiaiiod  in 
aome  public  meeting  in  the  roapeotive  towns  or  plaoea  in  which  tlie 
parties  reuded,  by  the  miniater  of  the  gospel,  town  or  pariah  derk  ;  or 
be  poetedat  aome  public  place,  at  least  eight  lay^  Vi  fore  each  intended 
marriage.  Tliis  act  did  not  afTcct  the  right  of  Friends  or  Quakers  to 
solemnize  marriage  in  the  mnnner  usually  practiced  in  their  mei!iini!Tj. 
Every  marriage  was  to  be  recorded  in  the  hook  of  reoords  belonging  to 
the  town. — Clerk'a  fee  fur  record  wua  bix  cents. 

"AH  things  change  and  wc  cliango  with  them,"  is  a  maxim,  that  is 
well  iUoatrated  by  the  atriking  difference  between  the  outfit  now 
deemed  essential  to  enable  a  young  married  couple  to  begin  housekeeping 
in  reapeotable  atyle,  and  that  which  in  former  timea  waa  regarded  aa 
sufficient  to  render  the  aame  olaaaof  people  both  comfortable  and  happy. 
The  contrast  between  the  provision  made  by  parents  for  their  daughters 
on  the  occasion  of  their  marriage,  in  tlie  otdcn  time,  and  the  trousseau^ 
or  general  outfit  of  brides  at  the  present  day,  is  shown  by  the  following

'riio  above  iiauiihI  troiuacau  ooiiiiiriscs  only  such  things  as  were  truly 
uaeful.-~0t1ier  gifts  were  contributed  to  tho  welfare  of  the  young 
)ieo|»1o  by  the  family  of  the  bridegroom.  The  preeenoeof  a  foot  wheel, 
a  reel  and  a  great  wheel  indioatee  that  the  bride  wosaooaitomed  tothmr 
use,  and  doubtless  she  had  assUied  in  spinning  the  tt&i^  and  the  wool 
oom(iosiii!j;  tlie  sliects  and  cases  name<l,  and  also  in  making  up  the 
articles  of  bcddiuf*  emttnernted.  Tmdition  says  that  this  yonng  lady, 
like  many  of  her  female  afsoci.iLos,  was  well  versed  in  the  art  of  housc- 
keepin(»;  that  she  had  been  taught  how  to  prepare  a  whole.some, 
palatable  meal  of  victuals;  that  she  could  deftly  spin,  weave,  sew,  em- 
broider, knit,  oroehet,  darn,  patch,  and  otherwieereiNurartlolee  of  elotii- 
mg,  and  was  an  adept  at  nice  laundry  work ;  that  the  wm  brought  up 
to  be  tidy  and  mctlM>dioal  in  horliabita;  to  have  proper  places  for  every 
thing  and  keep  things  in  their  proper  plaoee,  and  as  she  grew  np  to 
wonianliood  siic  was  led  under  the  Christian  inilticnce  of  her  ])aront8  to 
cultivate  a  gentle,  loving  and  obliging  disposition,  and  an  ainialdo  de- 
portment. Although  at  her  marrifit'^'  nhc  brought  to  her  husband  but  a 
small  outHt  of  worldly  goods,  she  |>ost»e8scd  the  best  dowry  a  parent  can 
bestow — chastity  and  modesty. 

'J1ui8  endowed,  educated  and  prepared  for  tlie  married  state,  she 
assnmed  and  performed  the  varioiie  duties  devolving  upon  her  at  her 
own  fireside,  and  elsewhere,  In  all  tho  relations  of  life,  with  that  assi« 
4uity  to  be  and  do  good,  that  oharaoteriies  domesUo  worth  and  CSiristiao 
exoellencc.^ — Such  a  devotion  to  homo  intorcsts,  hucIi  a  disposition  to 
promote  tlie  liappiiioss  and  welfare  of  othri  M,  such  eminent  qualifications 
for  married  life  n«  our  heroine  poscesHicd,  pujiplonicnted  by  lil<<'  qufilit ics 
in  .a  huHband,  and  a  diH|io»ition  on  tlie  part  of  both  luisl)and  and  wile  to 
ipiietly  settle  their  trilling  disafTections  by  mutual  oonccBsion^,  and, 
above  all,  to  conceal  within  their  own  bresists  their  petty  family  jars, 
and  thereby  avoid  public  ridicule,  would  prove  eifeolive  as  tho  ounce  of 
preventive  against  the  evils  of  divorce ;  at  least  more  effective  than  the 
poutHl  of  cure  whicit  l»  being  ailministerod  in  honuoopathie  pellets  to 
eradicate  the  evil  white  slighting  the  causes  of  its  existence. 
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In  tlio  matter  of  ediu-ation  it  is  <lue  to  our  progenitors  to  say,  that  . 
although  most  of  them  possessed  but  litliti  uommon  school  educatiou, 
they  recogiiiztitl  tho  value  o(  it,  and  whenever  a  sufficient  number  of 
Boliolars  could  be  gathered  in  any  localitj  a  lehool  wai  evtabliahedj  and 
for  want  of  better  plaoea,  eehools  were  opened  in  private  direllingfl,  and 
«f  ten  in  bams.  The  bmnohea  taught  were  Bngliah  reading,  writing 
and  aritbmetia  Tlieie  were  doeiguatod  by  die  law  of  tlie  State  n)ai»c*et- 
ing  lehools.  Grammar  was  not  taught  in  the  common  aehoohi  of  this 
town  until  about  the  time  wlieii  school  districts  were  first  organized, 
nor  did  tho  girls  study  arithmetic  until  a  still  later  time.  Bo3's  rarely 
ever  went  to  seliool,  except  in  the  winter,  after  they  were  old  eiiuugli  to 
work  un  tho  farm,  or  in  thu  work8ho]i.  None  but  male  teachers  were 
employed,  and  these  boarded  around  among  the  families  that  sent 
diildren  to  aehooL  Many  families  lived  a  long  distance  from  the  sohool- 
honse,  and  their  diildran  trudged  to  school  in  all  seasons  of  the  year, 
and  in  all  weather,  carrying  bundles  of  books  and  luncheon,  and  they 
seldom  received  a  tardy  mark  or  mi8.se<l  a  recitation.  Proficiency,  espe- 
cially in  spelling,  was  n^rded  with  great  favor,  and  for  the  pnrpo»j 
.  of  encouraging  greater  diligence  in  the  study  of  8|»eiriiig  Ii't«Hon»,  special 
inducements  were  presented  to  the  scholars.  Medals  consisting  of  stiver 
coin  of  a  value  not  less  than  twenty-tive  cents,  jierforated,  and  strung 
singly  on  a  ribbon  or  small  cord,  were  j»n;pai-ed  by  the  teacher,  one  for 
each  spelling  claiis.  The  scholars  were  th«i  informed  that  the  boy  or 
the  girl  in  each  class,  who  stood  at  Uie  head  of  his  or  hw  class*  when 
the  (^Ung  lesson  was  over  eadi  day,  siiould  have  the  elSss  medal  to 
wear  until  the  openhug  ot  school  tlie  next  day,  and,  at  tlie  end  of  the 
term,  the  scholars  who  had  worn  the  medals  the  most  tim<»  sliould  be 
presented  with  some  special  reward  of  merit: —

Daring  winter  evenings  the  boys  and  girls  of  a  family  might  be  seen 
hi  the  ohimnoy-conier  poring  over  their  lessons^  and  aiding  eaeh  other 
ovw  hard  places,  having  no  other  light  thaii  that  given  out  by  the 
eiteeiftil  fire.  They  maateved  the  branehee  they  studied;  theur  progress 
was  not  measured  by  the  number  of  pages  paiaed  over  during  a  term  oi 
aehool,  but  by  the  actual  amount  of  knowledge  they  acquired  and  thor- 
oughly digested.  Aside  from  their  school  books,  they  had  but  little 
other  reading  matter.  The  familv  Bible,  catet-'hism,  psalm  book  and  a 
few  reUgiouB  tiactt*  formed  the  greater  part  of  their  libraries.  They 
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soon  l©arne<l  tlio  wnbflffiTire  of  the  few  books  they  posseBsed,  mid  cora- 
prehoTitlod  what  was  iaugUi  thereiuj  wiUiout  the  aid  of  learned  ex« 

egotists. 

The  children  of  tho  early  Bottlers  wore  taught  to  leverenco  the  aged, 
io  honor  and  obey  their  parents,  to  respect  their  teachers,  and  to  oom- 
port  thanuielTM  modestly  sod  dofennUally  in  the  presenoe  of  th«r  sId*' 
era.  Thay  were  taoghl  the  vslne  of  habits  ci  industfy,  eeonomy  and 
hoassiy.  and  to  Kmit  their  wiahea  and  deaiEss  within  the  boanda  of 
prudenco,  and  to  deny  themselvea  many  Ihingt  rather  than  eke  out  their 
exieleuoe  in  idleness  and  uselesenera,  or  to  resort  to  every  possible  ex- 
pi  <ii*nt  to  live  at  other  people's  expense — ^toomedy  instanoasol  which 
aro  observable  at  thin  tiino 

The  early  settlors  were  exposed  to  many  hardships  and  drawbiicks  of 
a  discouragiug  nature,  and  oftentimes  ladied  food.  They  had  houis  of 
BiMntal  angabh  and  phyatoal  auffeving  swh  as  pats  lis  oiwtali  in  mind 
of  our  mortality  and  oalla  for  the  aweel  offloea  of  mercy  and  lo? e.  Ai 
anidi  times  they  found  »  great  aolaoe  in  tiie  f riendahip^  good»inll  and 
qnnpatby  etpresaed  by  their  neighb<ws  who,  not  being  nntotored  in 
adfiving,  learned  thereby  to  pity  and  aid  others  in  ihehr  nflUetion. 

"  One  tOttOh  of  nature  timkc®  tho  whole  world  kin." 
The  spirit  of  harmony,  brolhoi  ]y  love  and  good-will,  was  manifested 
in  ktiul,  timely  sorvicos  at  the  bed  side  of  the  sick  and  the  dying;  in 
rfiadnioRs  to  render  nHRistaurn  in  the  work  of  elfaringland,  raisiiif^  build- 
iiif^H.  liarvestitij,'  crops,  at  Bocial  gatlioriugs,  wbore  all  mot  on  torma  of 
ecjuality,  and  the  scene  was  uut  marred  by  the  least  seniblauce  of  envy, 
jealousy  or  aurs  of  superiority  suoh  ae  we  often  see  exhibited  now-a-days 
by  people  whose  only  passport  tnm  insignifiosnos  to  social  or  politioal 
prominence  is  worldly  possessions,  often  aoqoired  by  dishonest  niean% 
and  whoee  ridioolotta  pretenttona  and  nira  of  impwtance  are  credentials 
of  impotence  1 

It  has  been  aaid  by  one  writer  that  "  there  was  one  trait  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  early  settlers  which  it  would  be  well  for  tho  present  gener- 
ation to  imitate ;  if  one  had  hard  thoufrlitH  of  bin  nei^blHir,  he  did  not 
ventilate  them  in  private  slander — there  was  uo  '  suako  iu  the  grass' 
uiatiagemouL ;  he  weut  with  bold  step,  erect  gait,  and  clear  voice  to 
expostulate  with  the  offlmder.  If  their  anger  was  easily  kindled*  it  was 
aaeaaily  appeeeed.** 

Not  many  yeara  after  the  town  wee  settled  mifitia  companiea  were 
wganiaed,  and  military  traininge  wwe  had  at  leaat  two  daya  in  each 
year,  one  in  the  month  of  June  and  one  in  October,  and  once  in  every 
two  or  three  years  a  general  or  regimentel  training  lasting  two  or  three 
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days,  whio.h  were  very  exponsivo  affairs  both  for  the  officers  and  men  ; 
and,  so  far  as  practical  rnsnltH  were  concerned,  it  was  "  imit^li  a*lo  about 
nothing."  '  Thfe  town  luilitiii  bore  tlio  name  of  "Hood  wood  coiiipanies  " 
for  the  reason  thai  iho  men  were  not  uniformed  when  on  parade,  but 
each  wore  the  8am«  olothes  that  he  won  ialua  daily  work  wA  home,  and 
thflir  gana  and  other  aeooatremeola  were  aa  diaaimilar  and  odd  aa  their 
dxeaa  Thoee  traininga  were  demotatiabg  to  all  who.  partioipated  in 
them.  The  burniBg  of  powder  waa  oommenoed  at  audnight  before  the 
hooaea  of  the  officers,  who  were  expected  to  answer  by  treating  all 
hands,  and,  after  going  the  rounds,  firing  gnna»  halloing  and  drinking 
nntil  morning,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  many  were  in  a  maudlin  condition. 

To  be  a  captain,  or  snljultrrn  of  a  military  company,  waa  a  much  cov- 
eted honor,  and  it  was  e,vpc'Clc'(i  that  ovet*y  otticor-elect  would  express 
hia  obligation  to  his  comrades  by  a  liberal  contribution  of  free  rum,  or 
whiakoy,  on  training  day.  A  man's  a  god  whose  hogshead  freely 
bleeda.**  The  elfeota  of  the  mm  drank  on  tboae  oceaaiona  laatod  for 
aoToral  dayi.  Qiiorf— Aro  tin  pleaanroa  of  getting  drunk  gruater  tiiaii 
the  paina  of  gettuig  aober  ? 

But  not  alotto  at  trainiiiga  waa  l!i|iior  frooly  iiulnlgetl  hi.  liiinip 
brandy,  wbidcoy,  cider,  in  the  form  of  puucli,  sling,  toddy,  flip  and  egg* 
nogg^  were  indulged  in  at  raiainga,  haying,  harvesting,  at  social  partiea, 
in  cold  weather  and  warm,  in  wet  and  dry,  in  sioknens  or  in  good  health, 
in  prosperity  and  in  adversity.  People  treated  eacli  other  as  a  pledge  of 
friendship,  and  "put  an  enemy  to  their  moiitlis  to  steal  away  their 
brains! "  It  seems  somewhat  paraduxiwil  to  m,  that  our  forefathers, 
who  were,  in  the  main,  sober-raindpd,  law-abidinj,  morally  and  rolig- 
ionaly  inelined,  earnestly  disposed  to  edueato  their  obildren,  and  pos- 
aeaaed  of  many  virtoea,  ahonld  have  been  ao  obliYiona  of  the  divine  pre* 
cepta  againat  the  intemperate  nae  of  intoxioanta.  Tliey  moat  have 
obaerved  the  evil  effeota  of  the  habit;  they  most  have  boon  conscioiia 
that  their  example  would  readily  and  deeply  corrupt  their  children. 
It  is  probable,  however,  that  but  few  drank  to  excess,  and  the  majority 
were  blessed  with  a  constitution  "  so  treacherously  good  that  it  never 
bends  until  it  breaks;"  nevertheless,  they  violated  the'  laws  of  their 
being,  and  entailed  tipon  their  po8t4>rify  the  evils  engendered  by  the 
non-observanoe  of  said  lavv^j.  In  the  final  day  of  judgment  it  will  be 
aaen  diat  Ehrtford  haa  a  large  rupreaentatilm  among  the  viotima  of  in> 
temperance.  '*  Bvery  inordinate  onp  ia  nnhleaaed,  and  the  ingredient 
ia  a  devil.*' 

<  The  Legislature  of  Vermont.  Oct,  30,  1844,  repealed  every  act  in  relation  to 
the  mlllUa. 
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In  tlio  iiiiioA  of  wliioli  1  lun  8|»ctikiiig,  gmno  wu  ftbundmit  in  tho  woo<b| 

ami  trout  in  the  streams.  Jienrs  were  soinotitiios  8cen,1mt  Ihoy  did  but 
little  dnmnge.  The  firat  niid  only  one  killed  in  tlio  town  was  shot  by 
Maj.  David  Wright.  It  was  first  discovereil  l)y  Mrs.  Peter  Hidcr,  who 
w»s  on  her  way  lioiae  from  Maj.  Wright's,  wlicre  she  had  been  viftiting. 
Sht-  was  afoot  and  alono,  and  was  not  far  distant  from  Maj.  Wright's 
house  when  she  discovered  lit  uiii  dircotiy  in  her  path,  whercupoa  she 
Mt  up  Boreaming,  and  wonum-like  flir^g  her  apr<m  at  the  beftr,  whtoh| 
being  quilo  08  mueh  frightened  aa  his  new-miide  ooqaaiiitanoe  betook 
hititself  to  ft  tfoe.  Uaj.  Wrighti  heftring  tlie  aoreftintiig,  eeised  his 
londed  rifle,  and  following  the  path  taken  by  Mrs.  Rider,  Boon  found 
her  standing  in  the  path  shaking  her  apron  at  the  bear.  A  suooeesftdly 
made  shot  brought  the  animal  to  the  ground.  It  proved  to  be  a  you)ig 
henr,  and  probably  it  had  never  before  encountered  anythuic^  noisier  than 
a  screech  owl,  and  wearing  a  pettico.at.  Foxes  wore  plenty  and  they 
made  sad  havoc  in  the  sheep-fold  and  poultry  yard.  Fox  limiting  wnth 
hounds  was  exciting  sport,  for  lieyaard  was  seldom  captured  before  he 
had  led  his  pursuers  in  a  chase  long  and  exhaustive,  though  generally 
ranning  in  a  oireie  round  hie  hole.  Bounties  were  pail  for  killing 
foxes.  Raeooons  were  plenty.  They  were  fond  of  poultry  and  green 
eorn.  They  wore  linnlod  at  night  with  dogs,  and  when  fat,  their  flesh 
made  very  good  eating.  Squirrels  were  plenty — to  use  a  homely  phrase^ 
"  the  woods  were  full  of  them."  Among  the  varietiM  were  the  Ameri- 
can gray,  the  European  red,  the  American  fiying,  and  the  striped,  or 
chip  mnnk.  Occa.sionally  a  black  squirrel  was  fnnii  l.  Skunks  infested 
poultry  yarrls,  hut  its  faculty  of  annoying  its  enemies  by  the  ili.scharge 
of  a  noisome  fluid  c4iUHe<l  it  to  be  shunned  rather  than  hunted.  Its  skin 
w.as  valusible  for  robes,  but  the  smallest  drop  of  tlie  fluid  emitted  by  the 
anitnal  is  suflieiont  to  render  a  garment  detestable  for  years.  Smoking, 
baking  and  burying  articles  of  dress  in  the  ground  are  inefficient  for  its 
remoTal.  Woodohncks  infested  dover  fields;  their  skins  were  some* 
times  sold  at  a  dollar  apiece.  Mink  and  muskrats  were  plcntifnl.  The 
latter  are  found  quite  often  now.  Mink  pelts  were  sold  at  from  twenty 
to  forty  cents  each;  they  are  now  sold  for  $10  each.  Muskrat  pelts 
then  brought  more  llian  mhik. 

I'igpons  were  very  uiinierous,  especially  during  tho  season  of  harvest- 
ing wheat  and  oats.  During  their  migrations  in  search  of  food,  the  air 
wiw  literally  full  of  them.  Of  late  years  but  few  are  found  ia  any 
portion  of  Vermont.  Partridges  were  numerous,  but  the  dfearing  up 
of  the  woodlands  which  formed  thdr  oommon  resort  has  sufficed  to 
render  tliem  soarco.    What  few  remain  are  so  persistently  hunted  that 
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their  cuuuing  aud  instinct  Hccm  to  ha  sharpened  thereby,  and  quite 
8Qperior  to  the  hontmr'a  sidll,  llioagh  not  to  that  detcatible  oowaMioe 
thikt  plMOB  an  inririble  snare  in  their  path.  That  noble  bird,  the  golden 
eagle,  that  bntlt  his  neiit  on  the  highest  oliffis  of  onr  mountains  is  rarolf 
ever  seen  here  now.  That  vigorons-wingod  and  well  known  bird,  the 
Ainort<uiti  fish  hawk,  vliiuh  was  the  forniltlahh^  rival  of  th<«  ca^U'  in 
strength  and  rapaeity,  hsis,  like  tiiu  eagle,  auitrly  diHa|>|iitanH(  iMiforu  t\us 
march  of  civilization.  The  white-headed  or  bald  oaglc,  M'as  owasioimlly 
seen  in  the  White  river  valley,  perchod  on  the  higli  <k':id  limh  of  a  large 
tre(!  that  commanded  a  wide  view  of  (lie  river,  wuitiug,  porliaps,  in 
rc:ulinesa  to  descend  like  a  whirlwind  upon  his  prey,  or  to  snatch  from 
a  fish  hawk  the  dainty  morsel  lie  had  secured  and  was  exultingly 
bearing  away.  Then,  as  now,  the  quacking  of  wild  geese  above  the 
eloads  annoaneed  the  advent  of  the  vernsl  season,  or  the  approach 
of  winter.  The  lasy-winged,  slender  orane^  and  wild  dnek  habited  our 
rivers.  The  former  is  seldom  seen  now;  the  latter  at«  still  quite 
numerons.  The  hen  hawk  and  the  crow  whidi  wore  nmnei  nns  a  cen- 
tury ago,  are  not  loss  so  now.  Trout  are  still  caught  in  our  hrouks,  but 
tl»o  brooks  are  rapidly  diminishing  in  size,  nml  tlierc  are  lishennen,  and 
fishermen,  and  tront  are  not  permitted  t*)  attain  much  growth.  There 
are  no  evidences  that  wolves  troubled  the  early  settlers  of  tliis  town, 
A',  nor  do  the  oldest  people  now  living  here  remember  having  seen  deer; 
but  as  deer  reews  were  among  the  offioers  eleoted  at  town  meetings,  it 
is  reasonable  to  infer  that  there  were  deer  to  be  protooted. 

Althongli  tlie  eariy  inliabitants  were  isolated  from  eaeh  other  in 
respeet  to  their  dwelling  places,  yet,  in  tiieir  work,  as  well  ss  reereations, 
they  often  met  together  from  all  parts  of  the  town,  and  after  combin- 
ing their  strength  to  complete  the  work  of  building  a  lug<hottse,  clear- 
ing a  green  fallow,  or  harvestinfr'  a  crop,  they  indulged  in  >vrostliiig, 
ball-])l:iyiiifr,  rillc-shooting  and  other  athletic  sports.  The  men  also  had 
their  Imgkn ur-lieee  aiitl  hunting-jiartieh.  In  tlie  autumn  alUn-  harvent- 
timo  they  had  what  were  termed  "squiirel  lauiUi."  After  collecting 
at  some  previously  chosen  rendesvons — generally  a  public  house — the 
mmi  and  boys  eolleotivdy  ohbse  two  mea,  termed  captains,  from  their 
number,  to  lead  in  the  hunt.  The  captains  drew  lots  to  see  whieb 
should  have  the  first  ehoioe  of  men  in  the  formation  of  two  parties,  and 
made  their  selections  alternately  until  each  party  )iad  an  equal  number 
of  hunters.  The  day  for  the  hunt  was  then  fixed  upon,  the  only  coiidi* 
tion  involved  being  that  the  party  which  brought  in  the  least  game,  at 
thf  end  of  the  hunt,  shonld  provide  and  pay  for  a  supper  for  all  con- 
cerned .on  both  sides.    There  were  different  methods  of  counting  Uie

gninc,  but  in  a11  cfwes  a  iqiiirrcl  ootintod  iia  oiio  or  as  the  nnil  of  eim> 
meraUon;  (hen  eaoh  crow,  liawk,  partridge,  mink,  woodobnck,  maekrat» 
tknnk,  fox,  rabbit,  ooon,  eto.,  repres^eiUod  a  specified  number  of  squir- 
rels,  OB  jwr  preliminary  agreement.  No  limit  wan  fixed  Id  the  territory 
to  be  hunted  over.  Usiaally,  each  limitcrwas  privileged  to  go  wherever 
he  pleased,  and  where  a  hunt  histed  two  or  three  days  in  succession, 
some  of  the  liiiiiters  visited  other  t<»wns,  as  far  away  as  Bethel. 
In  Hartford,  iUv  two  parties  mutually  agreed  to  divide  the  territory 
between  tlieni,  one  tAking  the  south  side,  and  tiiu  oilier  tlio  iiorlli 
side  of  White  river.  Aft  the  oonoliuicm  «f  the  hnnt  the  game 
taken  by  eadi  party  was  aeparately  ooanted  by  tell«ri^  af t«r  whioh  » 
substantial  supper  was  eaten,  with  a  bout  cr  two  at  the  whiskey  bottle. 
During  these  hunts  every  expedient,  even  to  artifice  was  resorted  to  for 
obtaiuiiig  s^aine;  and,  like  "  tliat  heathen  CliiiMM^"  for  ways  that  were 
dark,  and  tricks  that  were  vain,  those  huntcrn  were  very  peculiar. 

It  mnst  not  be  inferred  thai  the  nwn  and  boys  nionoj)olized  tlio  social 
enjoyineiitR,  or  left  the  women  and  girls  at  home  when  thoy  turned  out 
to  assist  a  neiglibor  in  \m  work,  or  to  unite  in  sports  of  various  kinds. 
On  saoh  oooasions  they  were  accompanied  by  their  wives  and  daughters 
who  took  along  their  knitting*work,  or  plain  sewing,  and  meeting 
togetlior  "on  terms  of  amity  complete"  passed  the  time  as  interested 
observers  of  the  work  and  the  atbletie  sports  of  the  other  sex,  or  in  kindly, 
'  pleasant  interoourse  that  denoted  simihuity  of  mind,  taste  and  feettng, 
and  like  expoienoes  in  their  daily  life.

lint,  while  the  men  and  boys  had  their  games,  and  sports,  the  women 
and  girlx  found  socird  enjoyments  in  their  ijuiltingK,  and  apple-cutting 
parties,  and  occasional  iicigldtorly  visits,  and  it  was  customary  for  the 
young  ]>eople,  without  distinutiou  of  sex,  tu  attend  husking-beuii  ;  and, 
later  on,  m  tiie  population  increased,  and  schools  were  opened,  there 
were  spelling,  writing  and  singing  sehools^  which  took  place  on  winter 
evcnini^,  and  m*rvi'<l  to  break  up  the  monotony  tliat  would  Imvo  other- 
wise prevailed.  Every  roailer  of  these  lines  who  over  attended  any  one 
'  tir  all  of  the  nwotings  here  niontiontNl,  must  have  experienced  foeluigs 
of  regret  tliat  those  customs  of  the  early  times  have  become  obsolete, 
for  the  reason  that  such  occasions  marked  an  era  of  frank,  unequivocal 
expressions  of  neighborly  good  will  and  kindness,  unity  of  ptirpose  and 
arf  inn.  Christian  endeavor  and  practice.  There  was  no  shirking  of  duty, 
no  iiiBensiliility  to  the  misfortunes,  troiddes,  and  suiTerings  of  otiiers, 
iiu  exclu»«iveneH8  nor  vicious  pride,  no  back  wounding  calumny. 
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The  system  of  flcaling  upon  trust  was  more  iu  vogue  in  former  tiuica 
than  it  is  how.  It  was  then  the  custom  fur  incrcliantti  to  deal  almost 
wholly  upon  trust,  and  to  trust  every  body.  Of  course  they  sold  at  a 
gnat  profit,  and  as  many  failed  to  pay,  tboM  who  did  ytay,  made  good 
wliai  was  lost  by  tlie  failure  of  others.  People  took  advantage  of  tliis 
system  by  bnyang  oxtravsgantly,  or  by  buying  many  things  wliioli  tb»y 
oould  not  have  obtained  under  the  cwish  system  of  trade;  but  when  pay 
day  came,  or  the  ereditor  deemed  it  hazardous  to  extend  further  credit, 
if  the  payment  was  not  mndi*,  tlierc  followed  all  the  concomitants  of 
cxjMinsive  nnd  ruinous  litigation.  There  was  much  siK'iiiir.  nuicli  going 
to  jail,  miicli  fal.se  Kwcariug',  much  ill-will  t  iigc  ndi'ivil  iiinoiiijj  lusig^lihors. 
Victor)'  was  otunx  n  diagrmnj  to  the  civtlitor,  and  ofU'n  entailed  niisi^ry 
upou  the  debtor  and  his  family.  None  were  bencKtted  but  attorneys 
who  let  out  for  hire  their  passions  and  their  words,  **  Ireu  «l  verba 
looant  /  **  justices,  sliwiffs,  constables,  and  jailors,  who  thrived  upon 
costs  and-fees^  or  rather  upon  the  folly  and  ignorance  of  others. 

I  have  already  stated  that  the  pioneer  settlers  were  sometimes  com- 
pelled to  live  on  short  rations.  This  wss  owing  to  a  failure  of  crops, 
nnd  liad  game  been  scarce,  there  initsit  havo  lK»en  many  oases  of  death 
frotii  fitarvatioii.  (Iiist  mills  wen:  few  and  far  between,  and  it  was 
dillicult  to  i^vt  i^vind'in^,  evi-u  if  I  hey  riiis<  i|  w  lioat  and  corn  in  ahiiiulance. 
It  was  cutttoinary  in  bueli  exigenuiuti  to  boil  eunt  and  wheat  m  a  whole 
State,  or  pound  it  up  in  large  mortars.  Roast  potatoes  were  a  prominent 
article  of  food.  As  Milt  was  scarce^  meat  was  preserved  by  smoking 
and  drying  it.  This  was  the  custom  in  vogue  among  the  native  Indians. 
Tea  and  coffee  were  little  known,  llnitlis  of  varimts  kinds  wore  in 
constant  use,  and  also  hssty  pudding  and  milk.  Dishes  were  searoe  as 
well  as  knives  and  forks.  Wooden  spoons  were  much  used,  and  it  was  a 
common  thing  for  the  whole  fannly  to  eat  broth,  porridge,  Ac,  from 
one  dish.  Mr.  ITcTiry  Clark,  in  an  address  given  at  rouUnoy,  Vt.,  re- 
lates the  following  aneedotu; — 

"  A  party  of  young  people  once  assembled  at  a  neighbor's  in  early 
times  for  social  intercourse.  The  sup}icr-.^at  was  it  t  Not  a  modem 
supper  of  roast  turkey,  oysters,  Ac,  but  hasty  pudding  and  ndlk.  There 
being  but  three  spoony  one  division  of  their  guests  sat  down  to  table^  . 
then  another  division  and  another  till  all  had  been  served.  All  went 
off  well,  and  it  was  considered  a  fashionable,  well  managed  affair,** 

Owing  to  the  limited  extent  of  pastnrsge,  and  the  dcpi-cdations  made 
upon  slieep  by  wild  animals,  tho  settlors  kept  but  few  if  any  sheoji. 
Great  economy  was  nooesRary  in  the  use  of  woolen  clotln  m:  The  men, 
when  at  Mork,  wore  low  sidrts,  coarse  woolen  frocks,  and  leather 
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A|in>iMi|  inatlo  of  liiilcs  Unncd  bj  tlivmHolTCK  Tlio  womon  wore  short 
frocks  oimI  {loitioontfi,  wl.ito  oiigftgvil  ill  hoiito  work,  llio  best  sait  of 
woolen  doth  was  reserved  for  Sabbaths  and  spedal  ooosnoiis,  and  lasted 

several  years.    Mr.  Clark  furtlier  said: — 

"  In  tlio  winter  they  ware  shoeR,  excluding  the  snow  by  a  pair  of 
leptTiii^B  fastonrd  over  the  mouth  of  the  shoe  by  strings.  Boots  were 
rare,  siirtouts  or  ovorcoats  were  rarer  stiti.  A  pair  of  boots  would  last 
n  man  many  yi  aia.  In  summer  neither  men  nor  women  wore  shoes  at 
honu'.'  On  the  Hahbatii  the  women  often  ouiriedtlicir  shoes  (and  Hlock- 
ingH  ?)  in  their  bands  till  Ihejr  came  near  the  meeting-house  (to  save  wear) 
— ^when  they  put  them  on.  Sometiines,  in  winter,  families  were  con* 
▼ejed  to  meeting,  or  to  a  social  Tiait,  through  deep  enow,  on  an  ox-eled. 
In  stinunttr  time^  the  man,  if  he  was  the  owner  of  a  horse,  rode  to  meet- 
ing with  his  wife  sonied  ou  a  pillion  behind  him,  oue  arm  cirdiog  bis 
body,  and,  if  tbey  had  children,  one  rode  seated  on  a  pillow  before  the 
innn,  and  anotlicr  and  smaller  child  in  the  mothw'a  lap,  entareledbj 

oue  of  her  nrms." 

*'  As  a  Bauiple  of  the  upages  of  the  time,  it  may  bo  Btated  thai  at  the 
raisiug  of  a  meetiug-houso  a  luuch  was  prepared  for  the  raisorB,  of 
bread,  cheese  and  dry  fish."  A  barrel  of  cider  or  rum  was  freely  bled 
and  this  laat  oceurred  at  all  raisingB,  whatever  the  building  might  be. 

A  large  number  of  the  aona  and  danghtem  of  Hartford  have  emigrated 
to  the  Weatem  SUtea.  Between  1820  and  1840  the  tide  toward  Ohio 
and  niinoia  waa  the  greatest  that  it  has  ever  been.  Great  canvas  covered 
wagons  drawn  by  horses  and  destined  for  Ohio,  were  often  seen  leaving 
this  town,  and  tbey  took  from  our  midst  a  class  of  people  whose  places 
have  not  been  well  filled.  Emigration  and  the  buildiupf  of  railroads 
have  been  followed  by  a  decadence  in  the  moral  and  religious  condition 
of  the  people.  There  has  not  been  a  progreHsion  iutho  physical,  menial 
and  moral  ooudiiiuu  of  the  people  oommeusurate  with  the  couslautly 
increasing  means,  opportunitiea  and  ftunliiiea  for  developing  and  im- 
proving the  minds  and  the  hearts  of  our  citisens  in  gsoeral. 

'  riic  writer  rcmcinUcrs  spciiig  ( liildron  Ii.ti  cfo'iU-d  in  ilir  winter.  Wnn.  C  C  P. 
Iloldcri,  now  a  vvcaltliy  cilizon  <>(  C'liica^u.  wlicn  six  yens  of  .trc,  aiul  livini;  in 
West  Hartford,  wcitt  barefooted  all  winter,  as  did  some  of  his  brothers  and  sisters. 
Tbey  were  rosy-cbeeked  and  healtbful  cUtdren  and  made  energetic  men  and 
women. 


CHAriEit  IX. 
KAM  or AOTORin  AXm  MIUA 

Hie  likbor  of  the  early  eetllere  urae  not  meieriiilly  aideil  by  wntor- 
power,  nor  by  lubor-eaTiiig  nmobinery  to  eny  greet  exteot  Perming 
ntensile  were  of  very  eiinple  oooetmetioii,  end  leigely  conetmeled  et 
bome^  end  were,  for  tbe  want  of  good  tools,  yery  rudely  made,  and  euch 
tools  as  augurs,  bits  set  in  crooked  stalks  of  wood,  batchets,  etc.,  that 
have  been  presei-ved  m  relics  of  the  past,  are  looked  upon  with  a  degree 
of  intorcfit  Hiul  curiosity  akin  to  tlmt  excited  by  the  exhibition  of  (ho 
fitoTin  imjiU  iin  iitH  fushioued  by  the  native  Indian  tribes  tlint  ouco  iuhnb- 
ited  this  section  of  the  country.  The  great  majority  of  tbe  settlers  of 
Hertford  eeme  into  flie  town  in  en  indigent  oonditioii,  to  better  their 
lortnneB,  end  for  neny  yeere  were  mder  the  neeeesity  of  practicing  the 
etrieteet  eoonomy  in  all  metlen.  But  the  eotnel  wente  of  netore  ere 
bat  few,  end  the  people  being,  by  hehit  and  enotom,  eontented  with 
their  pcivilegee  end  eurrotinilinge,  tbeir  lack  of  what  ie  to-day  ooneid- 
ered  eeeentiel  to  {ooinote  or  oomplete  personal  happiness  and  romfort, 
was  not  by  them  considered  in  the  light  of  a  privKtion,  and,  therefore, 
cnuHPd  no  complaints  fif^aiuet  Providence,  or  repiuings  against  fortune. 
Tlie  necesHity  of  laboring  diligently  to  clear  and  improve  their  hiudH,  to 
live  in  log  houaes,  to  travel  on  foot,  or  on  horseback,  to  drosa  aiuiply. 
Mid  live  sparingly,  were  blessings  in  disguise.

A  wonderful  change  haa  takou  place  in  the  industrial  habilH  and  one- 
toms  of  tbe  people  during  the  pest  sixty  years,  especially  among  tbe 
fenoaing  population.  In  the  olden  deye  whOe  the  men  worked  from  eerly 
mom  till  late  et  nighti  the  women  delved,-  both  in  end  out  of  doore ;  in> 
doore  thej  wwe  buay  et  their  wheele  or  loome^  dippii^  their  own  een« 
dies,  meUng  (heir  own  clothing,  ee  well  as  that  for  the  reet  of  tbe  fam- 
ily—thej  generally  bad  a  large  number  of  ehildren — ineldng  their  own 
carpets,  and  in  doing  all  manner  of  other  household  work  ;  out  of 
doors  they  fissisted  their  huHbands  in  doing  various  kinds  of  farm  work. 
They  were  uiiepls  in  haiu lli ni^'  huiHtib,  rodo  much  on  huiHwhiick,  and 
transacted  much  buaiuoss  llmi  would  now  be  uouuidered  uubecomiug 
for  the  gentler  eex  to  engage  in.  lira  Got.  Chittenden,  on  one  oeear 
non  et  leaet,  rode  on  horeebaok  to  a  eerding  maohine,  teking  a  load  of 
wool  on  her  horee  behind,  from  Willieton  to  Hineeburg ;  hed  her  wool 
eerded,  end  returned  home  with  her  roUe  the  eeme  night. 
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Tlio  first  buHiuesB  of  Uio  Betllorn  nftbr  roacbing  the  town,  wns  to  pro* 
vide  tLoinaelvos  with  shelter.  The  land  wivr  tlipti  covorod  with  hetivy 
tiiiibar.  After  fixing  upon  a  place  to  Bettlc  or  build  upon,  thoy  cut  the 
timber,  cloiu  ed  n  pivtch,  and  proceeded  to  build  n  log  bouse.  There 
were  uo  booids  to  be  hadftad  ihey  were  without  the  means  of  procuring 
them.  In  the  absence  <rf  mm  miUa  they  had  to  substitute  logs  for 
frame  timber,  polee  for  raf terai  berk  of  trees  lor  shingle,  hewn  lege  lit- 
twed  with  strew,  or  leeves  of  tree%  for  flooring  of  boards,  benehes  end 
seate  of  hewn  logs  for  tables  and  oheirs.  Bough  et(me  were  used  in 
plaoe  of  briok  for  ohinineys,  and  day  formed  a  vmj  good  substitate  for 
liine-uiortar  in  filling  erevioes,  and  in  building  ohunneys*  Tables,  bed- 
steads, etc.,  were  made  with  no  other  tools  than  a  saw,  axe  and  augur. 
The  next  thing  in  order  was  clearinpf  land  for  planting  and  sowing 
of  grain.  To  inako  grain  available  lor  family  use  a  grist  mill  was  neces- 
sary, but  these  pre-reriiiisitos  to  real  comfort  wore  some  years  in  coming. 

For  several  years  subsequent  to  the  first  settlement  of  the  town,  the 
inhabttante  were  eotnpelled  to  go  to  Charleston  (No.  4)  to  have  ttieir 
grain  ground.  The  distenee  was  twenty-flve  miles,  and  the  roads  were 
bridle-paths,  or  bnt  little  betier^esigimted  1^  spotted  trees  <m  either 
hand.  A  jouroej  to  mill  was  a  serioue  job—*  two  days*  adTentnre. 
Tho  liito  Miss  rartbonn  Tildou  informed  the  writer  some  years  ago,  that 
her  uncle,  Stephen  Tildou,  wl  rni  a  boy,  was  sometimes  sent  to  Obarles- 
town  to  null  on  horseback  ;  that  her  grandfather  used  to  tie  tho  bags  of 
grain  pnrnrely  to  tho  old  saddle-horse,  and  then  tie  Stephen  to  the  bags, rind 
thiiK  TiKMintf  (1,  thfj  brave  boy  rode  off  through  the  wilderness  to  Charles- 
town,  and  never  foiled  to  go  and  returu  safely.  The  boys  of  that  gen- 
eration were  the  heroes  of  a  later  rerolution  **  that  tried  men's  souls." 

Tradition  informs  ue  that  our  grandmothers  sometimes  pounded  com 
and  wheat  in  mortars  to  a  oonsisteney  for  hominy,  and  in  ewtaui  eri- 
geneies  bmled  both  kinds  ot  grain  in  a  whole  etate,  whtdh  was  eaUed, 
when  cooked,  "firmaty.*'  Their  drink  was  colTee  made  of  roasted  rye 
and  wheat  boiled  in  water.  Tea  was  made  of  dried  raspberry  leaves. 
Rye  wnfl  much  used  for  bread,  and  buckwheat  for  warm  cakes,  but 
wheat  and  corn  novo  the  staple  articles  of  food,  and  whon  the  lauds 
were  at  livst  cleared  thoy  boro  abundantly  of  both  these  ceroale. 

But  to  remedy  the  trouble  of  going  so  fai'  to  mill,  and  to  provide  fur 
building  material,  the  proprietors  of  the  town,  at  a  meeting  held  Sep- 
tember 18, 176^  TOted  to  give  three  hundred  aeres  of  land  on  the  north 
side  of  Water  Quediee  river,  end  three  hundred  aerea  on  the  eouth  etde 
of  the  same  river,  centering  on  the  falls  between  Jonathan  and  Abel 
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Marpb'fl  property — meadow  land  to  be  excluded  -to  nid  in  the  eroction 
of  a  saw  mill  and  gnst-mill  ;  the  former  to  Ix*  fimslitid  by  Jane  Ibt, 

1767,  and  the  iuttor  bj  Juue,  1769,  The  aaw-uuii  v/&a  completed  prior 
to  1769,  M  «8  And  tlnfc  a  biUg*  iMult,  or  voUd  to  be  baill  Uiat  year, 
«M  to  bo  loooted  jatii  below  the  mw-sdiU.  At  a  moeting  bold  Juno  98d, 

1768,  tfao  proprietom  voted  to  give  Bonjemfai  Burteb,  Abel  Mei-eb 
end  Joehua  Dewey,  tbo  priTilege  ot  tbe  etream  on  the  fonrUi  part  of 
the  Mia  in  Qneohee  rtver,  from  the  mouth,  with  a  eoitable  plaoe  for  a 
log-way,  as  long  as  the  gnuiteea  would  maintain  a  aaw-miU  thereon. 
This  inflnonced  the  grantees  to  build  aaid  mill. 

Oct.  24th,  1774,  tlif  propriotors  voted  to  John  Marsh,  hm  heirs,  and 
asBigna  forever  the  great  falls  oji  Quecbee  river  to  his  use  and  behoof, 
to  build  a  saw  mill  aud  grist  mill  witbm  two  years  thereafter.  It 
appears  that  John  Marsh,  or  Joseph  Marsh,  prior  to  1778,  built  a  grist- 
mill,  or,  what  ie  more  probable,  Jonathan  Bnrtoh,  uded  by  tbe  Marah*e, 
built  a  griatmUl,  eaw-miU  and  faUing.mil],  prior  to  1778.  May  SS, 
1788,  the  proprietors  Toted  to  giTo  to  Joseph  Marsh  the  privilege  of 
the  falls  on  Qnediee  riyer  above  the  bridge,  where  he  then  had  a  grist- 
mill, with  two  acres  of  land  adjoining  said  mill,  to  be  and  remain  to 
him,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  as  long  as  he  or  they  should  keep  grist-mill 
there  in  good  repair. 

Mills  for  carding  wool  and  dressin^j  cloth  wore  among  the  earliest 
wanta  of  u  people  whoso  clothing  wab  ulmotil  wholly  of  doinostic  mauu- 
facluru.  The  hrst  carding  machines  were  introduced  into  this  country 
about  the  yeer  1800.  Fulling  and  doth^dressing  maohinea  have  been 
in  use  in  this  town  siuoe  Vns.  Befknre  the  intraduolaon  of  caxding 
madiines  wool  was  earded  by  hand,  indeed  most  of  the  doth,  woolen 
and  linen,  need  in  families  was  made  at  home.  The  prioe  for  a  week's 
work  spinning  was  four  shilling  (sixty-six  and  two-thirds  cents)  with 
board.  When  Qoy.  Chittenden  kept  an  inn  in  Obarlotte,  Yt.,  a  gentle* 
man  who  called  to  see  him  afterwards  related  the  following  fact  con- 
cerning his  visit:  "After  the  Governor's  wife  bad  ',vifh  hm-  own  hands 
prepiirf'd  supper  and  cleared  up  Ihinfrs,  she  tool;  hur  potiitioii  by  the 
Idtcheu  iirc  and  carded  wool  till  a  late  hour,  while  the  Governor  wus  m 
the  bar-room  altemately  tnuuaoting  dBdal  basinees  and  waiting  on 
onstomers  at  the  bsr." 

Neariy  e?ery  honee  had  ita  spinning  wheels  and  loom.  The  wool 
after  beii^  olesased  was  corded  into  rolls  by  the  farmer's  wife  and 
daughters;  spun  into  yam  upon  the  "  great  wheel,"  aud  then  wove  into 
flannel  oloth,  which  was  then  sent  to  the  fulling-mill  and  there  prepared 
for  men's  or  women's  elotbing.  That  for  men  was  oolored  and  the  nap 
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flhortoned  by  heayy  iron  BlienrB.  That  for  women's  wear  was  not  fulled, 
but  was  djed  some  favorite  color,  and^  after  being  pressed  and  taken 
homo,  was  mode  infco  dra8Bee»  aenaible  in  stjle,  and  pafetenif  neati  wurm 
aud  durable. 

Flax  was  raised  by  nearly  all  farmeiB.  This  was  prepared  for  the 
distaff  by  the  faimer  aud  bia  sous.  It  was  iirst  rotted  iu  the  field, 
fhm  puNd  iinder  •  hand-bredk,  Mid  the  twiogiog  knife  to  remore  the 
oater  oorering}  then  through  the  hadde;  then  tied  in  lKuidi«e,ia 
wbidi  oonclition  it  mm  taken  In  hand  hy  the  women.  The  Ihz  wna 
wound  npon  the  distaff  and  spun  upcm  tiie  "little  wheeV  into  linen  ^ 
yum  m  thread;  then  woven  into  doth  whidi  waa  need  for  euoh  pur* 
poses  as  cotton  and  Jinen  cloth  are  now  used. 

Mnple  sugar,  tbe  salts  of  a^hefl,  and  charcoal  were  amoug  the  earhcBt 
mul  most  important  mmuifactiires  iu  tlio  towu  That  the  gouoval  pro- 
cess of  niftuul'acLuriug  each  of  those  articles  of  commerce  uuij  be  per- 
feotly  undeniiood,  tbe  muuuer  of  producing  them  must  be  separately 
deeoril}ed,  begiuiug  with  maple  sugar. 

The  prooees  of  nuiUng  maple  sugar  was  uoKke  that  of  the  present 
tame»  in  some  respeota  TnntiHiil  of  boring  into  the  treee»  and  inserting 
spiles  of  sumaoh  to  oonduct  tbe  sap  from  the  tree  into  tin  or  wooden 
buukots,  Llioy  were  boxed  with  an  oxo,  making  nu  iuciuiou  iu  ilio  iroo 
from  which  tbe  sap  was  conducted  to  troughs  cut  out  of  soft  wood. 
Tl3f>  sap  was  boiled  in  the  same  kottles  that  wpr*»  used  in  iimkiiig 
potaeb.  The  following  vorRPs  clipped  from  the  JLi/udon  Vnio>i,  pub- 
lished by  (J.  M.  Chase  iu  ijyndou,  Vt,  are  desoiiptiye  of  the  scenes  of 
sugar-making,  and  are  worthy  to  be  used  in  this  oonneetion :

forming  them  into  a  conical  pih?,  en«lM  up,  ami  ctivrring  tlifin  witli  turf  or  clsty  ; 
leaving  two  or  throe  sinail  holes  cIom!  to  ttH'gniuii<l  for  liKliting  titu  wtxid,  and 
boring  tlirutigli  tliu  turf  iu  tlio  upin-r  imrt  of  ihn  (hhic,  a  fuw  snuill  liuluti  for  thu 
ascape  of  anoke.  The  pile  being  lighted  at  the  several  holes  along  the 
bottom,  oontiaiNe  bnnaing  with  a  ulow  smmild^ng  flame  for  a  we«k  or  (wn, 
and  is  allow»^l  itt  rtfA  tM>foru  the  turf  is  removed.  In  tin*  of  very  liigh  wimlti 
the  holw  to  the  windward  are  stopped  to  prevent  combustion  from  going  on  witli 
too  gnat  rapidfty.

nshos  were  put  into  M'oiHlen  reoeptaclcs  [often  the  shell  of  trees  du<%-iyftl  witliinand 
h()!lowf"«l  out],  at  otlier  times  l»nxos  of  IsoanlH  linking  a  false  Uittoin,  with  a  plug 
at  the  iMtttom  of  one  of  tlie  Hides  under  the  fnlMi  lintlout,  or  a  1h»x  or  hogslMiul 
open  at  both  ends  and  standing  on  a  brand  Hat  stone  sligbtly  ludluwed  hi  tlio 
middle,  and  laaied  a  foot  or  more  above  the  ground.  Resting  upon  the  bottom 
wasninek  camposed  of  twigs,  orqtlife  sticlcs,  and  above  this  straw  was  laid.

I  will  ro  .V  lefer  to  most  of  the  irausfera  made  of  rnilla  aud  faotoiies 
built  on  Water  Queclieo  river  at  Quechee  from  1771  to  1867 : — 

Deo.  29,  1771,  Benj.  Burtob,  Abel  aud  Elisha  Marah,  aud  Joshua 
Dewey  deeded  tiMir  ttw  miU  mi  iwo  aoroB  of  bad  to  Jonftthan  Biirteh 
lor  dE86. 18a.  6  penoe.  JouftUtaii  added  a  grisi  mill  and  fulling  inill» 
■ad  Sepi  lo,  1778,  wdd  tho  entire  property,  with  mill  privilegaa^  to 
Lionel  Udall,  of  SiephentowD,  N.  Y.,  for  £2,000  ($10,000).  Sept  H 
1778,  Lionel  TIdall  sold  his  purchase  to  Joseph  aud  Elisha  Marah.  for 
£2,000.  Nov.  5,  1781,  Joncph  and  Elisha  sold  oue-Lalf  of  the  same  mills 
to  Thomas  W.  ritkiiL  AtijjfiiHt  2,  1779,  Jo'^c[ih  and  I^lisba  couvoyod  to 
Johu  Carpenter  iho  fulling  mill  aud  clotiiierH'  sliop  aud  utouails,  aud 
tUii'iy-niue  acres  of  laud,  for  X212.10b.  Nov.  iHt,  1788,  Johu  Oarpenter 
deeded  to  Jonathan  Burtch,  Jr.,  of  Wells,  Yi,  the  same  mills  and  ma- 
dilnery,  and  thirty  acres  of  land,  for  iBSOO.  Feb.  19j  1781^  Jonathan 
Barteh  and  Jonathan  Jr.  sold  the  same  proper^  to  'William  Stewart  of 
Stephentown»  N.  T.,  for  £100.  Feb.  38,  1780,  Stewart  oonrejed  the 
aame^  tIs  i<>~Thiriy  acros  of  laud,  a  fulling  mill,  dothiers'  shop,  and  ap- 
purtenaneaai  to  EUsha  Marsh  for  £100.  EUsha  Marsh,  March  19,  1807, 
deeded  his  purchase  to  Eleazer  llarwood  with  the  privilege  of  dam  for 
putting  up  rnrflitip  tnachiuo.  March  17,  1807,  Elisha  Marah  deeded 
tho  grist  Uiili,  u  liouwo  and  shed,  with  laud  attuclied  thereto,  and  water- 
right,  to  Milo  Mai  Hh  for  $2,000.  Fob.  3,  1812,  Milo  Miuuh  deeded  to 
EleaserHarwood  aud  Matthew  Banaou,  his  said  purohaae  for  $2,000,  and 
EUaha  Mnrab  deeded  Harwood  and  Baaaom  the  fnUmg  mill,  ete.,  for 
gCOO,  with  the  privilege  oi  the  stream  from  hank  to  bank  These  pat- 
ehasas  pat  Harwood  and  Baaaom  into  foil  poassawon  <tf  all  the  nulla, 
houses,  mill  xiriviloges,  etc  ,  at  Quechee  vlUnge  at  that  time. 

Prior  to  Oct.  2,  1813,  Harwood  hod  erected  a  brick  factory  building, 
and  on  that  day  ho  deeded  toAbol  Peufield  one-third  of  flio  n  holo  i)rop- 
erty  for  $1,400.   Sept  17, 1810, 1'euiield  convoyed  his  iut^orost  to  Sam- 
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aal  TylMTf  Abd  P.  GhamberUn,  James  Harrenden  and  David  D.  Win- 
chester, of  Woodstock,  Gt.,  for  $3,140.  December  7tb,  1824,  Samuel 
Tyler  and  A  P  OJiaraberlin  deeded  iheW  iutereat  to  D.  D.  Winchester, 
for  $1,600.  April  26tb,  1825,  WinchuHtLi  and  Horrondon  deeded  nil 
iheir  interest  to  Elihu  Ransom.  Somotnne  in  1825,  tlm  oiitne  property 
passed  into  the  liands  of  John  Downer,  Elihu  Iliiubom  and  CliOHter 
Davis,  (John  Dowuer  &  Oo.,)  who  built  the  brick  factory  now  staudiug. 
DowBcr  Jc  Oo.  Mxm  hSLed,  but  iiranged  with  tluir  orediton,  and  July 
17, 1836^  add  the  iniUa  aad  ottiar  proparty  to  tbe  Qnecheo  IfannfiMliir- 
ing  Oob  f or  the  Bnm  of  $13,000.  This  oompMij  failad  in  1828^  and  the 
property  passed  into  the  iiaads  of  partlM  in  Boston,  who  continued 
business  there  by  their  agent,  W.  M.  Tomiew  Wm.  JarvlB,  John  Page 
and  F.  R  Nichole  were  associated  with  Towre.  March  21,  1836,  Towns 
sold  the  property  to  Josiah  Pierce,  Xiewie  MjHF?nnd  ToTiatlmn  D  Wheel- 
er for  $3,600  (his  right).  Dec.  22,  1836,  Pierce,  MiIIh,  \Mie(  ler.  ]<{nui 
Livermore  and  U.  li.  Kendall  deeded  the  mills,  etc..  to  \Vm.  Jarvis, 
Daniel  Bowman,  Lyman  Mower,  Q.  H.  Mower,  O.  P.  Chandler  and 
Hamden  Oatia,  who,  the  aame  day,  deeded  tlieir  purehaae  to  the  Hal* 
lory  Woolen  Oa,  for  $27,014.84.  Jan.  8(b,  1848,  the  Uollory  Woolen 
Oa  mortgaged  to  Wm.  Jarna  for  $2488S.SI^  which  waa  not  redeemed. 
Ifanih  lltb,  1867,  Wm.  Janris  eold  the  entire  property,  then  in  hia  poa* 
aession,  to  Messrs.  Taft  and  Parker  of  Barre,  Vt.,  for  $8,600^  anataining 
a  loss  of  116,082.50  in  the  transaction. 

The  inveHtment  by  Messrs.  Taft  and  Parker  proved  to  bo  a  fortunate 
one.  On  the  2d  of  November,  1858,  Mr.  Taft  retired  from  the  partner- 
ship, and  Mr.  Parker  continued  the  buainoua  alono  till  ^(urcb  21,  1806, 
when  be  entered  into  partnership  with  W.  S.  Dewey  and  Wiu.  Liudsey, 
eeeh  d  tteae  genUemen  taking  an  undivided  fonrtli  intereet  in  the  eon- 
oem.  On  the  SOat  of  Maieh,  1878,  If r.  Dewey  aold  an  undivided  third 
of  hia  intereat  to  Mr.  Lindsay,  and  the  balanee  to  Mr.  J.  (X  Parker,  and. 
on  the  same  day,  Mr.  J.  Welter  Fsrker  became  a  partner  with  his  father 
and  Ifr.  Lindsey  by  purchasing  an  undivided  half  of  hia  father'a  inter* 
eet,  or  one-third  of  the  entire  property. 

During  the  great  freshet  which  occurred  in  October,  1869,  Messrs. 
Parker,  Dewey  and  Lindsoy  suJiored  tiio  loss  of  the  north  wing  of  their 
factory,  wliich  waa  undermined  and  precipituLoii  into  the  river,  involv- 
ing tbe  loss  of  a  large  quantity  of  wool,  and  much  damage  to  valuable 
maehinery.  The  woik  of  rebuilding  waa  soon  after  eommaneed,  and 
rapidly  pushed  to  eompletion. 

The  following  atatiaties  relating  to  the  Imsinesa  of  this  firm  in  1870^ 
are  taken  from  the  T7.  S.  oenaua  report  ci  that  year,  vis :

Tbiaeompauy  is  now  (1888)  oporating  Mvon  aeto,  employs  seTentjr- 
fiTo  bonds,  manufaotores  1,600  jards  par  iStaj  of  superior  white  flannel, 
and  loroduoea  annnall  j  about  $150,000  in  valne. 

dewey's  mills. 

Tlio  liitgo  wodlfni  factory  which  is  liH'ii.tod  ou  tho  OLta  Qtiochee  river 
abuui  one  miio  aoutij  of  Quouhee  village,  nud  uow  owued  by  A.  G.  Dewey 
&  Ck).,  was  erected  and  opened  in  183G,  by  Messrs.  J.  P.  and  0.  Strong 
it  Oa»  for  the  uannfboiure  of  fine  satinets.  The  <lim»Hfl  eci^  of 
1887  oompelled  this  eompanj  to  suspend  operations.  The  betocy 
renaained  unooenpiednntil  1840,  whenlfir.  k.  Q.  Dewey  Isassd  it.  About 
tiie  yesr  18^0,  Reuben  Denial  of  Woodstock  conceived  the  idea  of  con- 
verting or  reducing  soft  woolen  rags  bo  fibre,  denominated  "  rag-wooL" 
Following  up  this  idfin,  Mr.  Daniel  invented  a  machine  for  picking  rags 
into  fibre,  and  the  fii  Bt  mochiuo  was  pub  in  operation 'in  the  woolen 
factory  at  C^uecheo  village  in  1840.  This  was  the  first  inauguration  of 
shoddy  in  the  United  States. 

In  1841,  Mr.  X.  G.  Dewey,  leased  the  lower  factory,  and  commenced 
tiie  manofaetiire  irf  what  was  tiien  tunned  **rag  Mh,**  and  what  is 
now  designated  as  "sAodtfy."  The  varieties  now  made  by  A.  G. 
Dewey  Ca,are  known  all  over  the  oountry  as  "Dewey's  Grays.* 
During  tiie  past  forty>five  yesie  Hr.  Dewey  end  bis  associates  have 
manufactured  many  millions  of  yards  of  this  cloih.  The  maximum 
capacity  of  their  factory  is  about  2000  yards  per  day.  Tbey  have  six 
Bnts  in  opm-alion,  and  employ  eighty  hands  Thoy  monufacture  two 
varieties  of  doth — one  from  "tailor's  clippings" — (remnants  of  new

cloth)— atul  the  other  from  sofi  woolen  rags  of  vrwj  description 
except  fuUod  cloths.  Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  above  named  nmteiial 
mixed  with  twenty  per  cent,  of  fine  wool  couaiitute  the  fillin*^'  of  this 
cloth.  The  warp  in  i  otton.  Tt  fornix  a  v  iirm,  comforti\Me  aud  cCOUOm- 
ical  maieiiul  for  elotliiug,  ftiid  is  worn  by  all  clttSBOB  oi  people. 

The  motive  power  at  Dewey  &  Oo*»  factory  is  a  Hathawaj  wheel  of 
eighty  horso  power  under  a  fall  of  tweniy-flve  feel  of  water.  The  con- 
trol of  fhe  stream  ia  seoared  by  a  very  simple  and  inei^eneiTe  atrueture 
>— a  aaffioient  raeerre  being  maintained  at  all  tinee.  The  anpply  of 
water  ie  large  and  constant,  indeed  but  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  atream 
at  this  point  is  utilized.  The  location  of  thiu  factoiy  ia  a  very 
romantic  one — being  at  the  liead  of  the  celebrated  Quecheo  ftulph, 
which  has  become  a  popular  place  of  resort  for  tounstH  and  plcu.sine 
seekers  generally.  Mr.'W.  S.  Dewey  and  his  brother,  John  J.  Dewey, 
are  the  active  members  of  the  Arm,  and  continue  tlie  business  under  the 
title  of  A.  Q.  Dewey  &  Co. 

msTnuBiie. 

Prior  to  the  year  1800^  there  were  aeveral  diatilleriea  in  operation  in 
the  town  for  themanuf^f  nrn  nf  potato  whiskey,  new  nun,  and  cider 

brandy.  The  annual  product  of  the  distilleries  is  not  Icnown,  but  the 
businesB  wrh  for  many  years  a  Ivicrstive  one.  Cider  brondy  was  a 
staple  comiiuMlity  of  the  town.  Farmers  were  prompted  to  cnnvevt 
their  cider  into  an  article  of  gi'eater  commercial  value  than  t  uier ;  and 
also,  by  a  desire  to  obtain  a  beverage  more  palatable,  and  stimulating. 
During  Ibe  war  of  181S,  Freegraoe  Leavitt  and  Thomaa  King,  liad  a 
distillexy  ^  the  centre  of  the  town.  Thsy  made  potato  whiskey.  Dur- 
ing IJie  war  of  1812,  whiskey  was  soaroe,  and  brought  $1.50  per  gallon. 
The  basbesa  paid  a  large  profit  until  the  otoaeofthewar.  The  next  day 
after  peace  wiy*  dedared,  the  price  of  whiskey  declined  from  $1.60  to 
thirty-three  cents  per  gallon.  Leavitt  and  King  bad  in  store,  unsold, 
2000  gallons  of  whiukey.  The  decline,  tiierefore,  made  a  difloronoe  tO 
them  of  $2340,  wiiich  1f>d  them  to  snspenil  business  in  that  line. 

In  those  days,  it  was  customary  for  foimeis  to  club  together  in  the 
business  of  making  cider — the  same  as  U)ey  do  now  to  have  then-  miik 
eonrerled  into  oheese, — and  to  establish  creameries.  One  of  their 
number  was  chosen  "  wkr  monger or  superuitendent  of  the  work  of 
making  the  eider  for  all  members  of  the  aasoeiation.  Ooi  IG^  1816, 
Philemon  Hasen,of  Jericbo^  was  eboaen  *'  eider  monger."  Ho  held  the 
offiee  for  several  yeara  thereafter.  From  a  day-book  kepi  by  bim  it 
appears  that  there  were  t weuty-tbree  members  in  the  Jerioho  association. 
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ud  flirt  in  1816  the  prodaoi  of  liis  nfll  was  988  bunds ;  in  1817,  S71 
bamlft;  in  1818,  817  bunk ;  1819,  664  binds.  The  producifor  1819 
would  have  given  an  aTerago  of  24  banels  to  each  member,  or  neerlj 
niue  gallons  to  eadi  peraon  in  the  town. 

The  names  of  the  farmers  who  composed  the  asfiociation  of  1R19,  and 
the  nnmber  of  barrels  of  cider  proportioned  to  each  member  were  as

VILLS  AKD  rAOTOBUB  »  BABIfOltD  VIXiLaOS. 

In  making  the  survey  and  laying  ont  of  Uie  lots  first  divided  among 
the  proprietors  in  1761,  fourteen  lots  wm  laid  ont  on  tiie  north  side  <rf 
and  bordering  upon  "White  river,  and  six  lots  were  laid  out  on  the  south 

eido  of  nni\  bordering  on  White  rivor.  Lot  *'  No.  8,"  on  the  north'  side 
of  the  river,  was  drawn  by  Elisha  Wright  This  lot  eitended  up  the 

river  BO  far  as  to  include  all  the  water  power  in  use  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river  in  said  village  Bince  the  iirpt  inillf  n  or*'  erect  oil  t  here.  Lot 
*'  No.  G,"  ou  the  south  Bido  of  the  river,  i  xtrjuit  l  lij)  iipai  ly  to  tiio  jireeout 
bridge  uroBsiug  ou  the  road  to  Windsor,  and  mciuded  the  site  of  the 
null  lately  bnilt  by  the  Hartford  Woolen  Go. 

In  the  second  division  of  IoIh  (100  acres  each)  Johu  Buldwiu  drew 
"  No.  lU. '  Tliis  lot  was  boiiiKlcd  ou  the  north  by  White  river,  cast  by 
lot  No.  6,"  and  extended  up  the  river  about  one  hundred  and  seventy 
rods,  and  included  all  the  water  power  now  in  use  by  French,  Watson 
&  Go.  On  the  12th  of  August,  1782,  lot  "No.  19 was  purchased  by 
Joel  Tildon,  of  Lel)iKnoii,  N.  H.  De(  embor  let,  ll^H,  Mr.  Tilden  sold 
to  Joswh  Cleveland  one  and  one-fourth  acres  of  laud  bordering  ou 
White  river,  whieh  comprised  the  land  on  which  Freooh,  Wateon  ft 
CJo's  niills  are  located.    The  price  paid  was  $193.60 

On  the  Dth  of  January,  1796,  Joaiah  Cleveland  bought  of  Benjamin 
Wright,  Jr.,  three-fourths  of  an  acre  of  lot  "  No.  8,"  on  the  north  nde 
of  the  river  (riparian  right)  paying  for  the  8«ne  $38.72.  This  purchase 
gave  Cleveland  the  ownership  of  the  riparian  rights  on  both  sides  of 
the  river  above  the  bridge.  May  6, 1795,  Josiah  Cleveland  deeded  his 
entire  interest  in  the  above  named  ripoiion  rights,  to  Jacob  SJurdock 
for  tlie  sum  of  $3,500,  af^reeing  to  build  a  dam  n cross  the  river  and  erect 
n  grisL-mill  and  saw  indl  ou  tiie  iturLh  side  of  the  rivor,  all  of  which  ho  did 
within  one  year  thereafter  inoluding  ahio  an  oil-milL  March  24, 1707,  Mor> 
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dock  tleG<]e(]  one-Lalf  of  the  wliole  property  to  Ebenezer  Bronphton,  and 
the  other  half  to  Trumbull  &  Bllsworib.  January  9t]i,  17d9,  Broughton 
sold  his  half  to  Perez  Jonea  for  $2,000.  Jonea  sold  to  Oaleb  Tattle  one- 
half  of  hiH  claim,  and  Tuttle  Bold  the  same  to  Elias  Lyman,  3d  on  the 
18th  of  Tilly,  1808.  The  entire  property  then  compriBedtwo  Baw  millB, 
one  grribt-uiiU,  one  oii-uiiU  and  three-fourths  of  an  acre  of  land  on  tbo 
north  Bide  of  the  river,  and  one  and  one-foorth  of  an  aera  of  land  on  the 

south  side  of  tlin  river. 

Lyman,  and  Trumbull  «t  Ellsworth,  erected  a  saw  mill  uu  the  south 
side  of  the  river  in  1803-4.  On  the  29th  of  January,  1805,  they  sold 
Boid  mill,  thr  land,  and  one  half  of  the  dam,  to  Wharam  LooiuiH  for 
f  S^OOO.  June  24th,  1805,  Lyman  sold  his  interest  in  the  entire  proi>ei  ty 
to  TtnmbiiU  ft  Ellsworth. 

MOSM  *MD  anoM  OH  MOKTD  Bnn  OF  wnm  Btvnt 

The  history  of  tbe  Biparian  rigbta,  and  mills  on  the  north  aide  of 
mute  river  has  been  given  to  Jane  24,  IfiOfi,  when  Elias  Z^rman,  8d,  sold 
'one  half  of  the  milla,  and  one-fourth  of  the  dam  to  Trumbull  Ells- 
worth.   On  the  same  day  Joseph  Dorr  bought  of  Trumbull  ft  Ellsworth 
their  entire  intrrt  af,  in  the  mills  and  water  power  for  the  sum  of  $'^'000. 
July  28,  1810,  Mr.  Dorr  sold  the  same  property  to  Benjamin  LuTtiplu  nr. 
Loinphear  sohl  to  William  ScoIoh,  July  11,  1811,  and  Scalcb  doodod  tlie 
whole  property  to  President  Johu  Wheelock  of  Dartmouth  College. 
From  the  latter  the  property  passed  in  tbe  bands  of  Ofaarles  W.  Win* 
shq»  of  Bozbnry,  Maaa.   Sabaeqnently  this  property  waa  trsnsferred 
from  one  psriy  to  another  antil  Deoember  28th,  1886,  when  it  was  sold 
by  James  Appleton  to  Lacias  W.  Tildsn,  (t.  e.,  ftb  indoding  thtf  !«ise 
of  the  toUrhoose  at  the  north  end  of  the  White  river  bridge.)  Subse- 
quent owners  were  Samuel  and  Alonzo  Moore,  Edward  Hozen,  James 
Fuller,  Sylvester  Morria,  Edward  Moms,  John  Dwight  Strong,  Moore 
&  Madden,  Z.  B.  Clark,  Jonathan  Bugbee.    On  the  morning  of  January 
20,  188fi,  the  grist  mill  belonging  to  Moore  &  Madden,  the  box  factory 
owned  by  Zuruli  B.  Olarke,  and  tho  carriage  Hhop  and  blacksmith  shop 
owned  by  Jonathan  Biigboo,  wore  totally  destroyed  by  liro — tho  total 
loss  being  not  fsr  from  $20,000,  with  hot  18000  insnnnoe. 

ICiaroh  16, 1886,  Moore  ft  lladdsn  oonveyed  to  B.  W.  Moms  their 
grist>miU  right,  i»ower,  ptivUsgo  and  property— excepting  a  mill  hoase. 
March  II,  1887,  Zerah  B.  Olsrke  sold  to  Isaac  Qates,  the  site  on  which 
his  bos  shop  stood  for  the  sum  of  eighty  five  dollai-a.  During  the 
autumn  of  1886,  Jonathan  Bugbee,  built  a  blacksmith  shop,  carriage 
and  paint  shop  on  the  sight  of  tho  buildings  burned.  In  tho  avimmor  of 
1887  Isaac  Gates  erected  n  three-story  building  on  the  land  he  bought 
of  Z.  B.  Clarke — to  be  used  as  a  ohfur  factory.

stufT  and^  a  grindstone.  On  this  lot  Mr.  Ball  built  a  fulling-mill  in 
1807.  On  iho  enmo  day  (]\[arrh  26)  Mr.  Lvnian  leased  to  Joseph  H. 
Enoelaud,  a  lot  of  laud  29x4U,  adjoining  tbut  kawed  to  Ball,  with  the 
priTilege  of  using  water  sufficieui  to  cany  a  caidiDg  machiue,  spiiiumg 
and  weaving,  turning  a  latbe  and  a  grind  stone.  Ou  the  2Gtli  of  July, 
1806|  Mr.  iTi^i™^  dfleded  io  tlia  <*Hariford  Maanfaekiiring  Com-, 
pany,"'  all  his  right,  title  and  interest  aoqaired  by  virtus  of  said  kass. 

Absolom  Ball  oontinusd  in  business  at  this  pdnt  until  his  death  In 
1823.  Ha7 12, 1838,  IBlisha  Fowler  of  Bethel,  TL,  deeded  the  leased 
preiniseR,  builduigs,  etc.,  to  Joseph  Fowler.  April  8,  1831,  Joseph 
Fowler  b  1 1  f  lie  same  property  to  John  S.  Haines,  who  on  the  19th  of 
February,  1833,  sold  the  fulling-mill  and  macbiuery  therein  to  Justin 
Lymau,  and  sotno  laud  witli  n  (IwclliDg-house  and  barn,  west  of  the 
saw-mill,  to  Thomfts  iielknap,  a  Hon  in  law  of  Justin  Lyman's.  The 
lease  given  to  Joseph  U.  JCneeiaud  by  Mr.  Lyuiuu,  and  by  Kueeland  to 
the  "  Hartford  Manufacturing  C)o.,"  lapsed  after  some  years,  and  the 
betoiy  was  in  disuse  until  1881. 

On  the  dissolataen  of  partnership  between  Elias  and  Justin  Lvnian  in 
1889^  Elias  deeded  to  Justin  sll  the  propwtjthey  had  joinllj  owned  on 
the  sooth  side  of  the  river,  including  the  saw- mill,  old  and  new  factories, 
mill  privileges,  ot<;., — subject  only  to  the  lease  given  to  Absolom  Ball — 
for  the  sum  of  $i6,0(K).  This  sale  included  the  new  cotton  factory 
erootod  by  Elias  Lymau,  just  east  of  the  bridge  in  1823.  Ou  the  4th  of 
Juno,  1831,  Justin  Lyman  leased  the  factory  built  by  Joseph  Ivneehind, 
and  a  dwelling-house,  to  Noah  B.  Hazen.  Mr.  Lyman  refurmahed  the 
factory  with  new  machinery  for  the  mauufactuve  of  woolen  goods.  The 
yearly  rental  was  $200  for  the  factory,  $45  for  the  house,  and  tweLve 
per  cent,  on  the  machinery,  the  lease  to  run  three  years.  Soon  after 
effecting  this  Icsss,  Mir.  Haaen  formed  apartnership  with  Foster  Sturte- 
▼ant  who  oame  from  Perkfaisvills^  Yt.  This  psrtmecahip  ended  in  1883^ 
through  the  defslcation  of  Hsaen.  Attaehments  placed  upon  the  prop- 

'Incnrfioratcd  November  7,  1807,  by  the  General  Assembly  then  in  session  in 
Wood.tiock.  Tiw  corpoiatori  were  Ssmnel  Hon,  Guy  Trambuii,  Joseph  H.  Knee- 
land.  Tliomat  llartwell,  and  Amos  Bugbce.  The  factory  then  standing  on  the 
1<  Mscd  ^roima  was'lniili  by  this  coriiorairoa  prior  to  the  time  Kneelaiid  made  over 

his  lease. 
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orty  of  the  cotnpnny,  Intl  to  a  suspension,  and  a  salo  of  tlioir  property, 
at  auction.  Am  on  Wilhinl  was  the  pririe.ipftl  purchapo; ,  aud  in  1833, 
he  entered  into  a  partuerskip  witii  .^Ir.  bturtevant,  and  they  continued 
the  maaufacture  of  woolen  gooda  in  thA  old  fiMtory  until  1839,  wUen 
the  parfcnerahip  was  disBolTed. 

In  tbe  meenlime^  Foster  Stuiiovant  pnrohaaed  of  Francea,  widow  of 
Jnatin  Lyoiaii,  the  laotory  and  maehinery,  the  aaw-mttl,  a  d  wdling  houae, 
one  and  one-fourth  aorea  of  land,  and  one  equal  half  of  the  dam  and 
water,  and  use  of  water  in  the  canal  Two  days  later,  June  15, 1886, 
Thomas  Belknap  sold  to  said  Sturtevant  the  land  and  buildings  thereon, 
Bo)d  to  said  Belknap  by  Joseph  Fowler  h\  IH'^j'A.  Mr.  Sturtevant  con- 
tin  ncd  the  niunufacturo  of  woolen  goods  m  said  factory  until  1848, 
when  his  factory  was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  loss  added  to  Ilazeu's 
defalcation,  was  a  severe  trial  to  Mr.  Sturtevant,  and  was  probably  the 
prindpal  eaoie  of  bia  death,  whidi  ooenrred  bj  auieide  March  17, 1849, 
at  the  age  of  f  orty-ei j^t  yeara.* 

On  the  lent  of  September  1862,  Alvhi  Bral^  of  Boxbnry,  Yk,  por- 
diaaed  of  the  legal  repreaentativea  of  Foeter  flturteTant  all  the  real 
eetate  left  by  Mr.  Sturtevant,  and  at  otteeeoininencod  to  build  a  faotofy 
on  the  foundation  of  the  one  burned.  He  paid  $2,200  for  said  property 
and  before  his  new  factory  was  completed  he  disposed  of  his  purchase 
as  follows:  One-eighth  to  Dolphin  G.  Smith,  one  fourth  to  John  Van 
Ornum,  one  fourth  to  Justus  W.  French,  and  retained  three-eights. 
The  four  then  united  in  a  partnership  under  the  title  of  "  Van  Ornum, 
Braloy  &  Co,"  for  the  purpoae  of  maottfaotoriijg  hny  forks,  gurdttirakea 
and  other  ateel  fmplemMita  for  farming  purpoaea. 

October  7, 1868,  D.  O.  Smith  aold  bia  intereat  to  J.  W.  French.  Jaa- 
nary  10, 1859,  the  fork  factory,  ao-oalled,  waa  deatroyed  by  fire^  bat  the 
company  rebuilt  and  resumed  business  during  that  year.  Jnly  15,  1861, 
John  Van  Ornum  sold  out  to  J.  W.  Froncb.  Nov.  10,  18G1,  A.  Judsou 
Van  Ornum  purchased  one  fourth  of  all  owned  liy  l-'ronch  Al  liriUoy. 
Dea  28,  1805.  Alvin  Bruley  sold  his  shiuo  in  the  concern  to  J.  W. 
French.  July  20,  186C,  Oeorge  Jiaimibier  purchased  one-eighth  of  the 
property,  oud  anew  poi  tuership  was  formed  under  the  title  of  "  French, 
Yaa  Ornom  M  Oa"  On  the  Uth  of  April,  1868,  A.  J.  Van  Onmm  aold 
out  to  Edmn  0.  Wataon,  when  the  title  waa  ohanged  to  French,  Wat- 
aon  ft  OOb,*'  whidi  continuee  to  be  the  title.    H.  O.  Peaae,  proprietor.

Tl)f»  nirinnffirturo  of  cut  iiiii!'^  wns  cftrriecl  on  in  White  River  village, 
on  the  sorith  side  of  "White  river,  in  a  building  that  stood  near  the  cast 
end  of  tiin  H[iw  mill,  as  early  aa  the  year  1800.*  The  liiHt  recorded  evi- 
dence that  thiB  bu8mo88  was  corned  ou  iu  tbia  village  at  an  early  date, 
l«  fonnd  in  ToL  6  <rf  iihe  land  reoorda  of  the  town,  and  ie  in  ihe  form  of

Iu  ihe  second  division  of  one  huitdiod  acre  lots  among  the  proprie- 
tors, lot  "Na  64,"  on  fche  north  i^de  of  Whiio  riTsr»  and  bordering  on 
tho  liTor,  was  drawn  bj  Benjamin  Whitnoj.  Tbia  lot  oomptiaed  fbe 
location  of  tho  hamlat  known  as  Oentrenllau  Altar  soToral  transfers  ibis 
lot  became,  in  1791,  the  property  of  Ettas  Wilson.  On  the  26th  'of 
August,  1798,  Mr.  Wilson  sold  seventeen  acres  bordering  on  the  river 
with  all  the  water  privileges  belonging  thereto,  for  the  sum  of  eighty- 
five  doUarp,  Lemuel  Cone  being  the  purchaser.  In  1801,  Jesse  Stoddard, 
a  constable,  levied  upon  tho  preiuises  owned  by  Cooo,  to  satisfy  adiieci 
tax  of  $5.33  asst.  to  said  Cone,  under  an  act  of  Gougross  passed  July 
U,  1798,  to  raise  two  ndllion  dolkurs  to  support  goTsninMii  In  l&OS^  lh& 
property  levied  upon  was  sold  at  auotion  to  Peter  Miller  for  the  said  tax 
and  coats  of  ssle.  April  S9d,  1805^  Miller  sold  to  ^ededish  Strong  fifty- 
one  acres,  in<diiding  twenty-one  sold  to  him  by  Stoddard,  with  a  grbt* 

*  The  first  machine  for  malcinf;  cm  nMtIs  warn  invented  in  MaMaehiisetts  nlmwt  tiie 

y«;ar  18410,  by  a  Mr.  Oilina.  Sunn  ufier  anntlKr  wus  coiurivcd  l>y  a  Mr.  Rcc<l.  of 
ihe  same  Sialc.  Heforc  ilicsc  in;ii  liini-s  wcic  intKuUicetl  ihc  strips  of  iron  of  suit- 
able wulihs  for  cotncrsi'in  iiU"  Miiils  were  (  lit  iiitii  woiJfje-liUe  pieces  by  an  instru- 
ment wliich  acted  on  the  principle  of  the  shears  ;  and  these  were  afterwards  he«UeU 
one  by  one  with  a  hammer.  Tacks  were  made  by  (he  same  process. 

'The  only  evidence  in  support  ut  the  fact  that  nails  were  made  in  this  vill.-iRe  as 
early  ns  i??r>o,  is  the  sialcitiftn  made  by  Mr.  S.  li.  Farnian.  who  says  thai  his  f^rjnd- 
fathcr  Karinati,  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  nail  making  in  White  River  vilbi^r 
in  1800,  and.  perhaps,  at  an  eariicr  date,  Mr,  Farman's  name  does  noi  appear  in 
the  voting-list  of  the  town,  nor  anywhere  else  iri  the  town  records.  It  is,  therefore, 
probable  that  he  was  only  an  employe  in  the  nail  worlcs.  Nails  were  then  headed 
with  a  hammer.  Mrs.  Parman  worked  at  heading  small  nails  and  tacks  with  a  ham* 
mer  in  180a 
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mai,  aaw-ndll,  blacksmith's  aliop,  dwelling-houae,  and  the  water  privUegec 
for  Um  mm  of  $2,000.  Feb.  12th,  1808,  Mr.  Strong  sold  to  Joehua 
Cuahmftn  and  Jesse  Bridgman  twenty  on «  Rcres  and  the  mills,  Ac.  In 
1811,  John  Tracy  bought  of  Cuahinan  A:  Bi  idgmau,  Uie  blncksinith  shop 
and  the  privilege  of  using  wator  to  run  a  Irip-hanmior,  pajtni'^^  for 
ftU  $200.  Fubruary  25tli,  1815,  CuHhinaii  ]>ridgiuau  sold  thou  piu- 
cbane  to  JedediaU  Strong,  who,  after  rimniug  the  miUs  until  1827,  sold 
oat  (o  his  Bom,  John  Strong,  thirty  mtm  und  tlio  milk,  &e. 

Jn  1830,  Ihroni^  the  efforts  of  John  SIroikg,  %  company  was  formed 
mider  the  title  of ''The  White  BaTerMiUOo^*' for  the  pupoao  of  re* 
pairing  the  mills,  and  dam,  and  uiereastng  the  faoilitiea  for  grinduig 
grahi,  sawing  lumber,  carding  wod,  Isa 

The  members  of  this  association  were  John  Port*  i,  John  Do^vner, 
John  Strong,  Thomas  Grandal),  Norman  Tilden,  Wm  SIh  pperdaon, 
Lucius  Hazen,  John  Tra«y,  Stephen  8.  Downer,  J&iuea  Wood,  Norman 
fcjavage,  Samuel  Tracy,  Williaiu  Savage,  Columbua  Tracy,  of  Hartford, 
Nathan  Snow,  of  Pomfret,  and  Daniel  Cobb,  of  Strafford.'  The  capital 
atook  of  this  asaoeiatioii  was  $10,000,  or  fifty  shares  at  a  par  value  of 
$900  eaeh.  The  enterprise  proved  to  be  an  nQprofitiA>le  <»ie.  The 
stockholders  realiied  less  than  six  per  cent^  annual  interest  on  theur 
inTSstment,  end  on  the  dissolntion  Oi  the  sssodation,  m  IBM,  the 
shares  were  boughi^  hy  John  Dwlght  Strong,  at  a  discount  of  ninety 
per  cent  from  the  original  par  value.  John  Strong,  almie^  found  it  to 
be  a  profitable  venture. 

J.  Dwight  StroDj^  pnid  ^1,0(!0  for  the  entire  pronuaoB.  April  18th, 
1857,  sold  Uio  buniu  lu  Lu(  i  II  J{  llliua.  The  owners  of  the  property 
since  1857,  have  not  until  quite  recently  found  business  there  fairly 
remunerative.  Hx.  Bliss  sold,  to  Jonas  G.  Lamphire  in  April,  1865. 
Lemphite  to  MiloG.  Gflbort,  April  29,  1866.  Gilbert  sold  to 
OiesrF.  Bsmm,  Marsh  1st,  1888.  Between  1888  end  1886,  the  mills 
were  nm  hj  vsrious  parties  on  leases  and  otherwise^  On  the  2d  of 
April,  1886,  David  H.  Uoore  and  Bdgar  M.  Madden  purchased  the 
property,  including  a  grist-mill,  a  saw  mill,  dwelling-hoase  and  all 
water  privileges,  paying  for  the  same  $2,250.  In  a  word  they  paid  but 
two  hundred  find  fifty  dollnrs  more  than  they  received  for  their  mill 
site  and  water  privilege  in  White  iiiver  village.  They  have  the  entire 
water-power  in  CJcntreville,  do  a  good  custom  business  there,  in  addittMi 
to  their  flour  and  meal  trade  in  White  Iiiver  village.

So  for  M I  Iflwn,  ii  MflOtt  probabb  that  ii  ttw  mill  wm  buOt  in 
Went  Hutford  by  Daaiel  RanRom  in  the  year  1794.  An  addition  was 
made  to  ibu  mill  not  long  afterward^  in  which  the  dyeing  and  carding 

of  wool  waa  carried  on  for  flereral  years.  These  buiklinfrs  stood  on  the 
spot  now  orcnpif^rl  hv  the  saw  mill  in  usf»  hy  II  D,  roivp,  built  in 
1813.  'I  be  uwnerH  of  the  proimses  mm-o  lb  15  have  been  as  follows : 
David  Wilson,  1815  to  1837  ;  Henry  Fauiioe,  1838 ;  Zacheus  Wheolor, 
1838  to  1843 ;  John  FaU«r  and  OUurlM  U.  Thurston,  1843  to  1866 ; 
Obatlet  H.  Tbanton,  1866  to  1872}  Hiwilfam  D.  Barrowa,  1872  to 
1880. 

Ab  Mily  as  1819,  I>aTid  Hasan  owned  a  laadlBg  aataWinhtniait,  whidi 

was  locatod  closely  adjaoent  to  the  saw  mill.  Mr.  Hazen  sold  the  iau- 
nory,  a  dwelling  hon^o,  r-tc,  to  Noah  Duttou  in  1836.  February  2, 1843, 
Mr.  Dutton  sold  the  Iniitiory,  dwolliug  house,  and  sovornl  acres  of  land, 
to  Isnuc  Doxtor.  In  1845,  the  proinisrs  wore  bought  by  Willm  d  W, 
Low,  who  after  doiug  a  thriving  busiuess  for  several  yeat  H,  foil  into 
habiU  of  dienipation,  and  in  1868  died  of  delirium  trr in* ur  Shk  e  the 
seitleuieut  of  his  estate  nothing  has  been  done  at  iuuuiug  in  that  vil- 
kga   Tha  pTCoauaaa  ara  now  ownad  by  A.  H.  Oolby,  Esq. 

In  1866»  Alran  ITwAar  oonunencad  tha  manolaelore  of  spring-beds, 
hand-rakesi  ato.  bj  tba  use  of  steam-power,  bui  refinquidied  the  bnsi- 
nssa  two  jtun  kAm.  In  1880,  Peter  Whitnej  and  his  sons  Jofan  and 
fibenezer,  bad  a  furnace  for  manufacturing  castings  of  various  kinds. 
After  the  removal  of  the  Whitneys  to  Ohio  in  1838,  their  business  was 
continued  by  Zaran  Hasten.  I'ho  business  terminaied  in  1848,  when  Mr. 
Hazen  moved  to  Newbiirg,  Indiana. 

In  1854,  Carlos  Hazen  began  the  manufaoturo  of  tin  and  shoot-iron 
ware,  in  the  shop  previously  occupied  by  James  Wade,  a  cabinet  maker. 
After  a  few  years'  stay  there  Mr.  HasMi  remoTed  to  Lowell,  Mass. 
Amos  Barthoiomew,  a  vsvy  eooentrio  man,  oarried  on  the  wheelwdgbt 
biuinsas  in  that  viUsge  for  many  years. 

MAKUKAOTURINO  IN  WOIXB  BIVRH  ItTWOTlON. 

Steam  is  the  only  available  motive  power  in  White  liiver  Junction, 
and  this  has  not  been  utilized  there  to  any  groat  extent.  In  1840,  Ar- 
thur Lfitlmm,  of  Lynip,  N  H  ,  purchased  Innd  of  Col  Sanmol  Nutt, 
uponwliii  h  lio  erected  n  foundiy,  a  nmf'lnne  shop,  aud  several  boarding 
houses,  and  opened  the  biiBincsB  of  manufacturing  aud  repairing  loco- 
motives, railway  cars,  eto.  After  eonttnning  thia  btMiness  but  a  few 
years  be  aospended  under  heavy  lisbilities.  The  resnlt  proved  mora 
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rainoos  to  his  creditors  than  to  Mr.  T<athmn  and  his  family,  in  a  finan- 
cial point  of  viftw.  The  business  waa  not  again  revived  there.  The 
machine  shop  wiia  converted  into  a  peg-factory,  which  was  in  operation 
until  1882  undor  the  suporintondence  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Wolfe.  After  the 
discontinuance  of  the  peg  business  the  buildings  stood  unused  until 
1884,  when  they  pawed  into  the  hands  of  W.  L.  MoLitiio,  a  contractor 
and  bnilder,  who  refittod  tliem  with  timohiiwiry  for  aiakiug  mouldinga, 
gsnenlBonm  finiah,  oIoUim  pfau,  eie.  In  1886,  after  making  an  addi- 
tUm  of  another  tmOdlng  to  the  wovk%  MeEntire  anapended  and  left  the 
town. 

In  1884-5,  Joseph  Maoe  erected  a  griatnill  near  the  Central  railroad 
roand-house.  It  proved  to  be  too  heavy  an  undertaking  for  Mr.  Mace 
to  carry  through  with  success.  The  heavy  expense  of  building  and  run- 
ning a  first-olaas  mill  in  the  face  of  competition,  and  other  drawbacks, 
led  to  a  temporary  abe ration  of  his  mind,  and  caused  his  withdrawal 
from  business.  Subsequently  business  in  this  mill  was  commenced  by 
Byron  Tildeo  and  Fred  Grover.  After  running  the  mill  abont  one  year 
•t  aaaoriftce,  they  doaed  it  in  the  antnmn  of  1886»  and  tiie  miU  atanda 
unnaed.

This  representative  house  is  one  of  Ihe  oldest  in  New  England  in  the 
combined  cracker  and  confectionery  business,  having  been  establitihed 
in  Hanover,  N.  H.,  in  1837,  by  Mr.  E.  K  Smith,  who  by  keen  fore- 
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sight,  Bound  judgment  and  a  thorough  devotion  to  bis  busuif^HH,  mc- 
coeded  in  building  up,  while  in  Himover,  an  cxloiisive  nnrl  pi  tirit[ilj.lo 
trade,  thiiH  exemplifying  the  truth  of  the  theory  thtit  from  Bmall  begin- 
nings n  person  possessed  of  industry,  honesty  and  perseverance,  may 
obtain  pre-«inio«o«e  in  §Mf  braaoh  of  business. 

Wilh  a  otour  perceplioo  of  the  many  advantages  to  be  ieonied  hj 
remoTiiig  their  bosuMse  to  White  Biver  JiuiotiMit  the  dte  now  ooeupied 
WW  taken  in  1671,  end  thtt  is  one  of  llie  raoet  deeiraUe  loontions  in 
Vormont.  Mr.  E.  K.  Smith,  the  foonder  of  the  iinn,  died  in  1877,  ainee 
which  time  the  business  has  been  oondacted  solely  by  his  son,  George 
W.  Smith,  who  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  a  first-class  business  man. 
This  house  hm  not  been  entirely  exempt  from  losses  during-  its  cxint- 
ence  of  more  than  half  a  century,  but  has  never  failed.  In  1884  the 
premises  were  badly  damaged  by  lire,  but  thoy  were  soon  rebuilt,  and  at 
the  same  time  an  extensive  anuex  was  made,  wliich  was  demanded  by  a 
largely  inonadng  bosineM. 

WUle  making  a  apeoiellsjr  <rf  oraokers,  in  wliieh  bnsineea  he  baa 
aohieTed  an  unrivalled  reputation  and  phenomenal  aveoees,  Mr.  Smith 
also  earries  a  full  line  as  displayed  in  confeotioneiy,  oigars,  and  other 
things  suited  to  the  demands  of  the  wide  market  in  which  he  seeks  to 
servo  and  satisfy  his  x}atron8  by  a  progressive  system  of  business  deal- 
ing. Ho  aims  to  soil  llio  best  goods  at  fairly  remunerative  prices,  and 
by  pursuing  this  policy  is  enabled  to  seoure  a  large  share  of  the  best 
trade. 

He  buys  the  materials  required  in  his  business  on  an  extensive  scale, 
and,  eonseqnently,  everything  is  seoored  at  the  loweet  prioes.  He 
annually  eonverta  from  thirlj  to  fortj  oar  loads  of  floor,  of  ohoiee 
bnuids,  into  ** Hanover"  oraokers,  in  whidi  businesa  he  alto  uses  at 
least  300  barrels  of  lard.  He  now  makea  66,000  eraokers  daily,  or  about 
fifty  barrels.  In  the  manufacture  of  confectionery,  be  uses  at  least  600 
barrelB  of  sugar  aanoaliy,  or  about  140,000  pounds.  In  addition  to  his 
own  manufactures  he  carrifis  in  stock  fifty  vnrioties  of  fancy  cakes  and 
crackors,  and  iibout  tOO  varieties  of  confectionery.  He  employs  ten  to 
twolvo  niou  III  in  J  bakery  ;  keeps  on  the  road  five  salesmen,  who  sell  by 
samples,  and  has  a  weekly  pay-roll  of  $200. 

Ab  an  illustration  of  the  extent  of  Mr.  Gbnith^B  oraeker  making,  it  may 
be  Bsid  that  Ida  annual  produelion  ie  1,696,000  dosena.  If  this  number 
were  plaoed  in  a  pile  twenty>five  feet  square,  and  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  feet  in  height,  nxty  men  eonld  stand  side  by  side  around  such 
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ft  pile,  and  if  each  man  should  eat  three  dozen  daily  until  the  entire  lot 
wn»  ronHximed,  the  pile  would  last  thirty  years  Or  if  liiw  finniuU  pro- 
dut  Lion  was  equally  divided  among  the  iuhabitauta  of  Vermont,  everj 
parsou  would  receive  five  dozens. 

MAMtOM  AMD  OBAMITB  OUTTIWI. 

ThenumafaelnM  of  marbte  moDamonto,  tabteto  and  head-sfcouea,  was 
eommeneftd  in  White  Biver  Junotaon  bj  John  J^urdtng,  April  12»  1878. 
Mr.  Harding  uaea  but  Ultle  other  than  Italian  marble.  His  work  is 
equal  to  that  produced  in  anj  woika  in  Vermont,  in  point  of  design  and 
finish.  His  productions  rniige  in  value  from  twenty  up  to  one  thousand 
dollars.  He  deals  in  granite  monuments,  made  of  the  fine  rod  vaiioty 
found  in  Red  Beach,  Maine.  Hie  principal  carver  aod  cutter  is  Mr.  J. 
M.  Hodet. 

Sauiuel  Carlton  opened  the  business  of  getting  out  giauite  curbing 
and  monnmenta  in  White  Bivar  Junction  in  1861.  Re  uses,  principally, 
Oouooid  granite,  and  prodoeea  work  laagbg  in  price  hem  twenty^five 
to  one  flionaand  dollara.  Hia  work  ia  exoeUeni  in  finiab  and  quality, 
and  inda  a  read^  markei  Hia  prindpal  aaaiataut  ia  Mr.  JclT  Duigin,  a 
akiUf al  catter  and  deatgner. 

TRB  wuiTB  Rivaa  PAPaa  oohpaiit. 

Tliis  corporation,  located  in  White  River  Juuctiou,  was  oBlablished 
for  the  purpose  of  *teannfactnring  books,  printing,  publishing  or  deal- 
ing in  newspapera*  blank  books,  blanka,  atationery,  nualc  and  mnaical 
inatrnmenta,  and  for  procttring  a  place  of  boainaaa  'and  incurring  anoli 
other  expeadttnraa  aa  nay.be  neeeaaary  for  the  oommencementandproa* 
ecution  of  the  business  above  named."  The  capital  stock  was  origi- 
nally $6,000,  or  100  shares  at  $50  each,  the  actual  amount  paid  in  at  the 
date  of  organization,  April  19,  1881,  being  $3,500.  The  president  is 
George  W.  Smith,  the  dirprtors  Alma  0.  Farm  an,  fioo  W.  Smith  and  S. 
h.  Farman.   Tlaoe  of  buHiuetis,  basement  of  Smith's  block. 

BoaLaVi  jawiunrr  aBTABUBHinaT. 

The  Wholeaale  Jewelry  bnaineaa  of  T.  P.  ft  M.  J.  Bogle,  located  in 
Suith'a  Block,  at  White  Biver  Junctara,  ia  worthy  of  notice,  aa  ahowing 
peracTerance  and  enterprise  >  it  being  the  only  wholeaale  bouae  of  the 
kind  in  Vermont  or  New  Hampshire. 

The  businoBB  was  started  eight  yonrs  ago,  by  its  lutsont  manager, 
Mr.  C.  C.  Boglo,  who  then  lived  at  West  Lebanon,  N.  H.  He  com- 
menced selling  goods  to  the  trade  in  a  small  way,  by  driving  one  horae^ 
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and  curjiDg  a  few  goods  with  him  in  iwo  small  ftranka.  Their  biuiness 
now  exioiidB  Ihrougb  iho  statM  of  Maine,  New  Hampabiro,  Yennonl 
and  New  York.  Tbey  oinploj  two  aaleMBen  on  Ihe  road,  and  a  corps 
of  cflicioiit  clerks  nt  tlio  store  ;  dealing  exclusively  iu  AVatches,  Clocks, 
Jewelry,  Silver  Plated  Ware,  Gold  Pens,  Sppftacles  and  Eye  GlnBRPs, 
Watchmaker's  TooIh  niul  Matf^rialR  ;  and  in  tlicHo  goods  can  compete 
succMsfully  witb  tbe  New  iurk  aud  Boston  Houses.

One  of  the  mostimportaalmaniifaetariQg  enierpriBee  ever  inaugurated 
in  Vermont^  is  thai  now  well  eeiabliabed  at  Oloott  Falls  on  the  Oonnee* 
ticut  riwv,  two  milae  abore  White  Biver  Junolion,— one  of  tbe  two 
palp  mills  befaig  located  upon  tbe  Kew  Hampshire  side  of  the  rifer  in 

Lebanon. 

Tliis  lix  atioM  on  llu-  utst  Imnk  «>f  t lie  r!tnm<«fticut  river  wna  known  to  the 
onrly  st'ttlers  of  Ihiitfoitl  m  "  W']hle  Hivcr  Folln,"  the  water  jxiwer  at  that  |)oint 
being  (Ictiignatetl  in  the  clmrtcr  of  tuwnsliip  by  that  uauic  aud  doubtless,  for  tlie 
teaaim  of  their  mar  proziuiitj  to  tbe  monCb  of  Whits  river.  The  Froprfefeors* 
Conuiiittee,  who  came  intotlie  tinvn  in  1701  Uy  Iny  out  the  txmndnry  UttSSOf  ths 
town,  n'iM»iie<l  (liat  (licy  cfjnifMrni  i  ^l  fhcir  work  at  the  nortln  iist  corner  of  the 
town  "  at  Uie  man  lo  il  trc<>  BUuidiuK  ne»r  Uiu  head  of  White  River  Falls."

Daniel  FbelfN  four  acrea  of  land,  one-alglitili  of  a  oura  inill,  thiee-«ightlM  of  a 
Bftw  mill,  tti!«l  water  power  at  tbo  lower  fall.  Cnptnin  riit  ljis,  affyr  buying  the 
jnh'ri>sts  of  Juliii  I'aytu'  Jr.,  nnd  ElizulN'tli  Turner  nnti  I'lisslia  v-irv,  on  ilu-  'AUt 
of  January,  WH,  mid  the  whole  firoiiei'ty,  iuciudiug  wnti^r  iMmtr,  to  Dauiel 
Green.  Daniel  Oreitti  sold  to  Gordon  Whitmoro>  In  Anguat,  1817,  said  Whll- 
uore  and  Jottiah  Bellows  deeded  three  undivided  foartha  of  all  the  land  and  Milla 
and  jiowfr  to  ^fills  Oliott  of  ITanovoi ,  for  the  sum  of  $1500,  Zemli  Broolcs, 
fatlier  of  the  late  Justin  C.  Brooks,  deeded  tlie  rejuaining  one-fourth  to  s^iid 
■Olcott  for  the  sum  of  |1000.  About  tlie  uuniu  date,  Hjud  Oluitt  iNnight  llio 
ripariaii  rights  on  Ute  Lebanon,  V,  H.,  ride  of  tlie  river,  and  erected  a  law  mill 

on  tlu'  Hlte. 

The  "  Wliite  River  Falls  Con>paiiv" — Milla  Olcott  and  othei'8  corporatonj — 
was  chartered  by  tlie  New  Haiiti>bliiru  legislature,  June  12,  1807.  Tliia  couipatiy 
ootmnenoed  hnllding  looka  and  oanab  on  tlie  same  in  ISlOatan  ncpense  of  nearly 
$40,000.  Milki  Oicx)tt  wa.s  then  aU^nt  thirty  years  ut  ngfi.  At  Jink  the  amountof 
buainces  nffonletl  no  divideiulH,  but  later,  it  liet  atno  a  soiin  e  of  s  iti  if  iciorv 
revenue.  Mr.  Olcott  wiw,  however,  HiiUjcctoi]  to  aInicMt  (utiutlaitt  liligulion, 
annoyance  and  anxiety  for  nearly  f«irly  yetira. 

A  carpontion  under  the  title  of  "  Tlie  White  River  BUIa  Corpocaticm  "  was 
established  by  the  IjogislutTire  of  New  Humpbhire,  June  23d,  tH^I8.  The  coqxmi- 
tors  were  Jiunw  ITari  iH,  Uufns  C1»«it«!,  Jiwpli  Brll,  F.<lwar<l  K.  Olcott,  Wm.  H. 
Duncan  and  Chan.  E.  TboniitBon.  The  authorized  capitail  atuck  was  $500,000. 
This  oorporallon  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  *'  maintaining  a  dam  and  vrater 
power  on  Connecticut  river,  at  \Vldte  River  FallH."  On  the  17th  of  AnKU^I, 
1848,  Riifiis  nnd  Helen  (01c<»tt)  Choate,  C.  11.  Olrolt,  Jane  E.  Ileyd<K-k,  Wni.  A. 
Olcott,  (by  Harriet  A.  Olcott)  Wm.  H.  nnd  StmUi  (Olcott)  Dunaut,  Eilward  It. 
Oleotfc,  Charlea  E.  aAd  Mary  (Olcott)  Thompson  and  Joeeph  and  Juliana  B.  Bell, 
deeded  to  Josqih  Bdl  of  BaetMiall  the  tend  and  MUla  owned  by  IBIIb  Olcott 
(thrw-foiirths  in  TTartford)  and  tdl  in  Lelxuion,  for  a  considemtion  of  $80,000.  At 
tlie  same  time  James  Uarria  and  wife,  deeded  to  uild  JoHeph  Bell,  their  inteitwt 
of  one-fourth  of  Uie  prenuHca  in  Hartford,  for  a  contuderution  of  $20,000,— tlie 
entire  amotrnt  of  property  deeded  to  be  liold  in  truatby  mid  Bell  to  aiut  for  the 
naa  of  White  River  Falls  Coriximtkm,  eo  Umg  aa  tlio  annie  reiniilns  nncliunisud  by 
any  material  amendment,  eti'. 

AJtliough  the  oatenaihie  object  of  Uie  corporation,  aa  ex pret»ed  in  tiieir  chatter, 
was  "tonalntainadamand  water  power  at  "White  lUverFMla,*'  theysoonafter 
put  tins  property  on  the  market,  hoping  to  effect  a  Bale;  but  the  iiri<-6  tixod,  or 
a«keil,  ($25,000)  pi-ecludeil  the  jMiMKibtlity  of  efTe^-ting  a  sale.  l''iii;dly,  Daniel  O. 
BlaiHdell,  treasurer  of  the  corjtoration,  announced  an  auction  anle  of  the  pn)i>erty, 
incIiHling  all  ri|)arimi  righta  on  Ixilh  rides  of  tlie  river,  ttm  privilegea  of  Uie  atreaJii, 
a  SAW  mill  on  tittf  Lebanon  atde,  tngetlier  with  tlie  ha^a  nnd  viunil  mi  Umj  aiune 
side,  but,  on  the  day  named  for  Boid  Bule,  not  a  bidder  ap|)eared;  and  all  sulwe- 
quent  efforts  made  to  dispoee  of  the  property  proved  futile  until  many  yean 
later. 
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In  IWUi  IsincKtilMt.  M,  uiid  lliinieo  Fmu-h,  rm  1<«(1  u  ]>i\\>cr  niill  on  tlie  west 
null"  of  fli"  (  OiiniH-ticiit  river  uiul  umr  the  "  Ujijior  falls,"  bo  calletl,  where  they 
iiuuiurm-tiin^l  |Hi|»er  fnnii  fttriiw.  until  1872,  when  the  mill  was  wnHhetl  away  ami 
tlu'j  miKpeiulMl  iMmliivn  at  lluU  point.  Hvooguiziiig  tlie  value  of  Uie  iiuuiedM 
water  power  afforded  by  the  two  falls  and  liaving  often  fieard  tlieir  rdaUva, 
Daniel  O.  Gillett,  exjireas  his  willingneflH  to  donate  forty-five  acres  of  land  lying 
odjac^mt  to  the  river  nt  that  point,  to  encourage  the  utilization  of  said  water 
jHiwer,  tl«ey  aUleU  the  attention  of  tlie  late  N.  B.  Saflord  to  tlie  matter.  This

As  a  preiiiiiiiiaiy  step,  towjiid  Uic  coiisuimuution  of  tlieir  desigti,  Mr.  Katford 
waa  ddegatod  to  confer  with  the  ownen  ot  the  water  power  and  tlie  riparian 
rights  adjacent  thereto,  on  both  sides  of  Connecticut  river,  to  Isam  upon  wliat 
terms  a  title  to  thp  toiiio  could  lie  acquired.  Witli  the  land-owners  on  the  Ver- 
mont side  of  the  river  ho  was  eminently  successful.  Daniel  O.  Uillett,  a  level- 
headed, puhlic-siiirited  geatleman,  not  only  oonfinned  hb  (prerioUB)  offer  togive

Pending  f urtlier  n^:otiAtioiiB  liow> 
over,  Mr.  SalTord  nml  his  jLs.siHMati's  (Itx-ided  to  npply  to  the  (Jciieral  Assembly  of 
Vermout  for  an  act  of  incor|H)ratioii  under  tlie  titloof  the  "  Hartford  Mills  Com- 
pany," which  they  secured  Nov.  20,  1872.  The  corporators  were  Noah  B.  8af- 
aord,  Ruanll  Ia  Jones,  BBatbum  E.  Lamaon,  Hiiam  Harlow,  Iktniel  O.  Gillett, 
Ghas.

Huvtiig  received  astiiiratice  Umt  &[r.  Dimcan  had  finally  decided  to  g;iv«  ten 
acnaoClandinaid  of  ttie  enterpvin,  and  thakllMna.  GiUett,  Taft,  Cliandlcr, 
Lovelsuid  and  otbers,  would  renew  their  former  lidnd  to  deed  tiMquanUtieaof 
land  offered  hy  them  in  tlie  prfmisies,  anil  also,  that  tlw*  wat^r  nowerand  n|Kiriuu 
rigUtii  could  iw  purcliase<l  oit  more  fnvorahio  terms  tluin  formerly,  Mr.  (iutford 
began  anew  in  1880|  to  acvomplish  liis  kng  cheiidied  {Nupoae.  The  ttnt  ve-

This  |N4K!r 
ia  funited  of  Uio  llluuicutfl  of  Borneo  and  poplar  wood,  and  some  waate  cotton, 
and  by  nn  adjuatment  of  madduMry  of  eztnuwdhiary  dalkaoy,  the  pulp  fSonued 
of  thene  Bubetonocs  is  converted  into  an  entUecis  web  of  paiier,  as  long  at  least  ns 
tlm  ninrhinw  nri-  putjipliod  with  pulp.  Tlip  pniK»r  made  at  this  mill  is  made  into 
rolls  wi>ighing  iHM  pounds.

ThiB  site  occupied  by  this  company,  on  the  soaih  eideof  Wbiio  river,  it 
fbe north  end  of  lot  "No.  6,"  which,  in  the  first  divieion  of  land  among^ 
the  proprietora  of  Hartford,  was  drawn  by  Elijah  Bingbain,  and  con- 
tained sixty- five  acres.-  This  lot,  after  several  tranefern  had  taken  place, 
became  the  property  of  Josiah  Tilden  in  1800.  In  January,  1807,  Mr. 
TUden  sold  to  Eliaa  Lyman  three-fourths  of  an  acre  off  the  end  of  this 
lot,  bordering  on  tbe  ioutli  nde  of  the  tarapike.  This  dip  of  land  has 
been  ainoe  1761  tb«  mibjeoi  of  nnmerooB  tranafbci^  tbo  own«ra  baTing

The  aite  on  wbioh  the  Hartford  Woolen  Gompany  have  erected  their 
millia  invealedwith  edegreeof  intereatthaiaeldom  ftttaebea  to  building 

sites,  for  the  reason  that  one  of  the  first  two  factories  built  in  Vermont 
for  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods  was  hero  located  T  allude  to  the 
factory  erected  on  this  site  by  Elias  Lyman,  3d,  in  1823,  wbicb  was  the 
second  cotton  factory  established  in  Vennont,  and  one  of  the  lirbt  100 
put  in  operation  north  of  the  Potomac  river.  In  Novend)er,  1829,  on 
the  disBoiution  of  tho  partnership  between  Elias  and  Justin  Lyman,  this 
factory  came  iulo  Juslin'tt  hands.  Ou  the  27lh  of  August,  1831,  Mr. 
Lyman  leaaed  hu  factory  and  four  dwelling  honaea  to  Horace  Barbour 
and  Stephen  KimbnU,of  Lowell,  Iffaaa.,  for  » tonn  of  llvo  yoora,  Qom« 
menoing  Mareh  lat»  1883.  In  188Q,  thia  factory  waa  4eatroyed  by  flra 
Mr.  I^ynum  did  not  deem  it  adviaaUe  to  rebuild,  and  the  aite  remuned 
vacant  until  1853,  when  Mr.  Sylvester  Morris,  of  Norwich,  Vt,  pur* 
chased  the  foundation  of  the  factory,  one  two-story  dwelling  house,  one 
one-fitni  V  dwelUng  bouse,  one  store  house,  and  an  equal  half  of  the  dam 
for  the  Huiii  of  $2000,  Mr.  Morris  erected  a  mill  on  the  foujidation  of 
this  factory,  and  into  this  mill  be  put  ma*  liinery  for  grinding  plaster.

This  company  wm  otffumad  on  the  14th  of  October,  1886.  The  arti- 
cles of  association  were  signed  Oof^bfr  9tli  by  Epbraim  Morris.  Edward 
W.  Morris,  Heiiry  H  Haucbett,  Daniel  L-.  Cuehing,  Yincoiit  I  JSi  eniinn, 
CbuilnK  M  Cono,  aud  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Rsuul,  of  Hartford,  aud  Dr.  Wm. 
T,  Biuilb,  of  Hanover,  N.  II.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  is  $100,000, 
or  1000  tbares  at  a  par  rolue  of  $100.  OifioerB :  president,  Ephraim 
Iforrin}  aoeraUiyt  E.  W.  Uoniat  treMorer,  C  If.  Cone;  aaporintMid* 
enif  inuoant  J.  Bfennan.  Ur.  Breunan  aotm  ratired  and  aold  bia  atoek. 

The  mill  ia  174  foal  in  laDglh  bgr  60  feet  in  width  and  lour  atoriaa  in 
heigbty  with  a  corner  tower  30x90  feefc  and  66  feel  in  height  The  ohim- 
ney  is  85  foot  in  height  The  whole  mill  ia  brick  lined  and  is  extremelj 
well  lighted  throughout.  The  machinery  consists  of  two  sixty-horse 
power  Risdou  water  wheols,  two  soventy-five-horse  power  boilers,  one 
ai-Tty-horse  power  onj^iuo,  eight  300  sj  indle  spinning  uuilea,  six  sets  of 
cards,  thirty  broad  tVincy  iooms,  togotlier  with  pickers,  finishing  machin- 
ery, aud  all  other  appurtenances  requisite  to  a  first-class  mill.

The  daily  product  of  the  mill  baa  been  600  yaida  of  double-width 
cloth  for  gentlemen'a  Bttitinga»  with  a  weekly  pay>roU  of  $800.  When 
mnntng  full  the  company  will  employ  from  186  to  160  handa,  to  pro- 

dnoc  daily  1000  yards  of  double-width  gooda. 

The  location  of  Uiia  manufacturing  estobliabment  is  a  very  desirable 
one  in  rospp^^t  to  the  available  wntf  r  power  aflTorded  by  the  White  river, 
the  superior  facilities  for  transportation  by  rail,  both  in  receiving  sup- 
plies of  now  nmterial  and  the  shipment  of  manufactured  goods,  the

Centrevillo  was  cliouon  as  a  lociiliun  for  tho  ci-eanicry  for  t)>o  retUMtn  that  a 
▼eiy  deriiaMe  degree  of  pntvonago  can  tiiorobjr  lie  aocmwl  in  Punif njt  and  Wwt 
Hartford. 

It  IK  to  be  hopo«I  that  this  new  ciitcr  pi  i.s<>  will  ])rove  a  Htu;t;csHful  one.'  Some- 
thing bhould  lie  done  to  ifiider  tiie  work  of  farmer«'  wives  less  burdensome. 
Science  and  art  liavu  lieen  tuxctl  to  their  utmOst  retiOtirce»  in  tho  production  of 
laboreaTtng  maolilnery  for  the  benefit  of  tlie  male  portion  <tf  the  oommuni^. 
Tlie  work  of  tlie  farmer  has  l>een  wontlcrfully  liglitened  and  leHened  liy  tlie  in- 
troduction of  improvc<l  implements  of  husl>iuidrv.  Hoi-sif,  or  steam  jHiwer,  rcn- 
dem  hiti  work  comiMM-utively  oasy  and  ploastmt.  Ihit,  wliut  luut  Uvn  tUiuu  to 
reUero  Unrmen*  wives  of  tiie  drudgery  to  wludi  tiiej  are  contlnmlly  subjected? 
The  sewing  machlDe  may  tender  their  family  sewing  teas  onerous,  hot  the 
motive  power  necessary  to  accomplish  this  work  is  foinid  alone  in  their  own 
muscles  and  nerves.  In  no  pluiso  of  their  lalN>r  can  tiiey  avail  tiiemseIv(>H  of 
horse  and  steaju  power  I  Tlio  patient  endurance  of  farmers*  wives  is  sometliing 
almost  nmrvollons  tn  wltnnw. 

Now  just  SCO  wimt  an  iinmensu  saving  of  drti<lK  i  \  lo  farinors*  wivcH  liiie 
creamery  will  Ik*  I  Tiintvad  of  having  a  large  nuinlKT  of  imiis  of  milk  to  skim 
and  empty ;  pans  to  wu<ih  and  scald,  and  set  in  tlie  sun  ;  butter  to  churn,  wasli, 
worlr  orer  and  stamp,  or  pack  down ;  a  number  of  awill-poils  or  bnirels  sitting 
ai-ound  with  more  or  less  unpleasant  odor,  th^  luKve  a  few  paito  to  wash,  and 
their  dairy  woric  is  completed.

It  liiiB  alic'.'uly  been  atatcd  ihnt  iho  piopiietorH  sent  a  committee  into 
tlio  t<)\vnslii|>  as  early  fiR  1701  to  lay  out  lots  and  highways.  The  nction 
of  lliu  |ii-upi-iului-8  relating  to  Itigliwnys  will  now  bu  (jtioted  from  the 
records. 

Augutt  iffSth,  nttl.  VottMl  tt>  luyont  oonvenieut  i-oiuIh  »o  many  as  the  com- 
niUto9  hIioII  judge  necessary. 

Nov,  Sml,  1761.  "  Voted  that  one  or  more  iK>rf«onR  rIuUI  be  oliusen  to  applv  to 
nrnminittee or  neteehiicn  (tf  tboHevorHl  towim  tlint  lie  down  the  C)onnectlcttt 
rivor  from  IlnrtronI  unto  the  Kinj^j's  fi'iry  iiixivu  CharleKtown,  or  Number  four 
wwrivllwl,  (in  the  west  Bi«lf  of  ^^^d  river,  and  also  to  coujply  with  thoHO  ab<»ve  on 
Haiti  river,  if  applicil  (o.  (o  i  >ii,  with  yw  to  soiin  li  nnt  a  ii\il)Iick  road  fmm  the

The  conuiiiltcL'H  wlio  lind  visited  t!if'  town  came  tij)  the  Uouncctiout 
river  by  "Number  4  "  fort,  to  tlie  nioiith  of  Wliitc  river  tliroiigh  a 
dense  wildcrneas,  thoir  course  being  marited  by  biuxed  trees.  By  this 
pritiutivo  lyridle-jNiili  tin  firrt  aeUknt  found  thoir  woj  into  tlio  town- 
Bhi|»,  bringing  on  liorse-baok  all  their  worldly  goods  whorewitli  to  begin 
honso-kooping,  aiid  Uiliog  the  soif. 

MardtS^^n^,  Prince  Tracy  and  John  Baldwin  were  choson  a  committee 
to  asree  with  the  praprieton  of  other  towns  below  Hartford  to  Kud  out  where 
the  npRt  place  was  for  tlie  aforesaid  mad,  and  mark  it  out,  and  hire  men  to  clear 
it  as  cheap  as  Miey  c^tuld.  November  -Hd,  1702,  it  wns  voted  to  lay  out  a  high- 
way through  the  t^iwn  ciistwnrd  fnim  tin-  Connecticut  river  to  Foniftpet  linei 
also  to  lay  out  a  \\m\  fr«>ni  the  Norwhich  liiu-  U)  C^mccIm'c,  tlip  two  rosuls  t'l  orofw 
mch  other  iit  thcf  centre  <ir  the  l4»wn  as  the  land  will  conveniently  admit  of  with 
a  MUihdtle  place  of  imrade.

Also,  timt  Boloiuou  Strons  and  Abet  Mardi  ahoold  view  tlie  road 
front  l>nnirl  IMnneo's  to  Hertford*  and  p.ny  for  flie  lnl)or  dnno  on  it  out  of  the 
above  voted  tax.

Pureant  In  the  abovo  application  the  Boleclmon  \n\i}  out  ti  Ton<.\  from 
the  west  end  of  Capt.  Tracy's  interval  to  Joliti  Beniatt  h  at  tlie 
mouth  of  White  river,  the  entire  distance  being  cue  mile  and  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-foor  roda.  The  ferry  above  alluded  to  was  used  from 
1704  ontil  18Sa.  The  highway  wna  bnilk  abonk  aix  yaara  before  n  dam 
WMi  boili  at  mito  Biver  YOh^Eo. 
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The  flnt  movemeiik  t&watd  building  a  tiinipik«^  or  toll  rood,  throngli 
Haitford,  was  made  by  Col.  Jool  Marsh,  Elias  SteveiiB  and  Goofgo 
Daua,  who  petitioned  the  Qonerol  Assembly  of  Vennoiit  Oct.  18,  1800, 
for  "  the  excluBive  privilege  of  making  a  turnpike  road  on  northerly  side 
of  White  river,  through  Hartford,  a  comer  of  Pomfret,  Sharon,  and  to 
the  mo  nt  h  of  the  second  branch  of  said  river  in  Royalton,  under  the 
corporate  title  of  '  The  ^Vilite  River  Turnpike  Oompany.*  "  An  act  in- 
corporating said  company  waa  passed  November  l8t,1800.  On  the  11th 
of  Nov.,  180^  Eliao  StoTons  and  EUns  Onrtiti  road  oamnuMionctai 
flomplefced  the  aurray  of  mid  turnpike  from  XiyniA&*B  Point  lio  Sharon 
line,  a  diatanoe  of  aeren  and  thrae^fonrfha  milea  and  f ortj-eiz  roda.  Tlie 
diaianoe  from  I^jman'a  PI.  to  the  lerminiia  In  Boyalton  waa  not  far 
from  twenty  milea. 

On  this  timipiko  road  toll  gates  were  oroclod,  the  first  in  Hartford, 
being  located  at  or  near  Munsiirs  Ferry  (See  Ferries).   Later  this  was 

r<!iiiovp<1  fihout  ono  Tiiilo  fnrflior  iiovih  vpnv  to  thp  roRrdoiippi  of  Khr] 
Cniiip  H  (  no  w  Levi  lia/.fiii  h  j,  and  one  at  John  Downer  s  inu  on  the  Sharon 
Une  {now  iln:  homo  of  Harry  Parkhurst).  In  1852,  the  stockholders 
TOted  to  give  up  ihiB  lunipike  to  Hartford,  Shaion  and  lioyalton,  when 

the  three  towna  would,  together,  pay  $.'iO,  or  when  any  one  x>f  them 
would  pay  110,  to  the  oorporation,  auoh  town  ahouldbe  entitled  to  that 
part  of  aaid  tnminke  that  lajin  aaid  town.  Geoige  Iiymaa  was  appoint* 
ed  egent  to  dkMe  op  the  i^hlrs  of  the  cocpoiatimi  and  all  hooka  and 

papers  pasBcd  into  his  hands.  The  proporitiom  to  the  towna  waa 
aeoepted  bj  each  of  them,  the  gates  were  taken  down,  and  another  atop 
toward  a  more  enlightened  civih'zation  wna  accomplished. 

Prior  to  1830.  nnarly  all  the  West  India  and  dry  goods,  Liirdware, 
kc,  imff\  in  tiiiH  Mcrfion  of  thn  btate,  came  from  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
by  flnt  IxifitH  TbiH  jwuif,'  to  a  hvck  of  good  roads  to  Boston.  The 
roaile  were  then  aimuai  ijupatiMabio  by  ouo  horse  teams,  yet,  in  oases  of 
urgency,  or  expediency,  two-horae  teama  were  aent  oTor  the  road  via. 
Ck>ncovd  to  Boelon.  It  ia  rebted  of  Eliae  I^an  that  he^  on  a  eartain 
time,  deatoed  to  aemd  $1,000  in  money  to  Boeton,  and  adopted  a  novel 
method  of  aonding  it.  Wishing,  at  the  aame  time  to  tend  some  clover 
aeed  to  Boaton  he  eueloaed  the  money  in  a  bag  of  the  aeed,  and  sent  it 
forward  bj  a  two  horse  team  as  freight.  The  team  was  on  the  road  8 
days,  but  reached  Boston  safely,  and  then,  foi'  the  first  time,  the  team- 
ater  learned  tho  nnhiri^  and  value  of  his  load. 

The  general  freiglit  and  passenger  bubiDObn  in  those  days  waa  confined 
to  tlio  Connecticut  river.  'l'l>o  mode  of  convoyauco  was  by  flat-boata. 
The  round  trip  between  this  town  and  Hartford,  Ct.,  occupied  16  dayi 
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Ftcambonts  were  run  up  the  river,  a  few  times,  "as  far  as  Dalton,  N.  H., 
Imt  iiwiiig  to  a  iliffionlty  in  paa^iiig  thorn  through  tlie  lockB,  thoy  were 
Withdrawn,  in  con»e(|ueuce  of  tlio  completion  of  turupike  roads  to 
Boston  in  the  year  1836,  trade  was  diverted  from  Hartford  to  Boston, 
and  rivflr  iiwflpartatiaii  prftetieaUy  eeAaed. 

rKUHIKH  AND  FOKIH. 

Ferries  preceded  bridges  hy  some  yeare.  Tho  ]iroprietor8  being  (^o- 
sirous  of  opening  communication  with  the  town  ol  fvobanmi  voted  April 
29th,  1783,  "that  a  i^ood  skow  ferry  hont  twenty-live  feet  long  and 
eight  feet  wide  sufficient  to  carry  men,  hurscs  or  cartsi,  or  the  like, 
shouUl  bo  built  for  tho  proprietors'  use,  and  upon  the  proprictora'  ooat, 
wliioh  sbould  be  kopt  in  Connootiout  rivur  agiiiiist  eaitl  towti.**  Joliii 
Baldwin  was  olioMn  *to  build  this  boat^  and  assisted  by  John  B«inet 
and  Elijah  Strong,  oompleted  and  lannohed  it  as'  designated,  in  1764. 
It  is  probsble  that  this  was  tlte  only  method  of  orowing  the  river  nnUl 
Klias  Lyman  built  tho  fii*st  bridge  over  tho  Connecticut  river,  near  tho 
OOnfluenco  of  this  stream  with  White  river,  in  the  year  IHOO. 

A  ferry  existed  near  tho  month  of  WliitP  river,  l>etween  the  nnrtU 
and  south  side  of  said  river,  as  early  as  180S,  ami  probably  much  earlier. 
On  tho  14th  of  April,  1817,  the  authorities  of  tho  town  established  a 
rate  of  ferriage  for  this  ferry  and  one  existing  at  Hartford  village. 
Jonathan  C.  Whits^  was  u^.^jointed  ferryman  at  the  mouth  of  White 
river  and  Wharam  Loomis  to  tho  same  office  at  Hartford.

Prior  to  1820  a  ferry  existeil  at  West  Hartford  near  whore  tlio  bridge

Lyman's  bridge  and  Sharon  line.  The  following  is  fonnd  in  the  town 

veoords :

VOUDWAYS. 

The  aeleotmien  of  the  town  in  1799  established  a  fordway  on  White 
river,  oroflsing  from  Samuel  Well^  land  to  the  farm  of  Widow  Smith, 
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ainco  tl»cn  tho  town  poor  farm.  This  wftR  cnllotl  "Munscrs  ford."' 
TliiMo  w.'is  JiUo  a  fordwny  near  the  ro«iilcii(X'  of  Abfl  Oanip  at  We«t 
Hartfonl,  avIhto  Levi  llazcii  now  lives,  ami  tliis  was  tlu>  chief  crossing 
place  on  tlic  rouU!  to  Woodstock  and  I'onifrct  prior  to  1820.  A  ford- 
way  cxiHled  ne&r  Wood's  tanuory,  above  Ilartford  village,^  until  within 
•  few  yeftn  past.  Zmu  CSeTflland  wm  ferryman  at  Ilartford  Tillage 
aeveral  years,  subaeqnent  to  1896.  There  was  •  fordway  jait  south  of 
the  bridge  oroeMitg  at  Hartford.  In  I80fi  the  diroetors  of  tlie  White 
llivttr  UHilge  OoiniMUiy  gnve  Maj.  1)avul  Wright  power  i4)  ounfor  with 
tlie  town  about  stopping  up  this  fordway  under  the  bridge  and  the 
roadway  across  the  river  near  Trumbull's  mills  (just  above  said  bridge) 
on  the  ico ;  whereupon,  tho  town  voted  "that  if  said  corporation  would 
Bet  tlieir  njates  open  for  the  inhabitants  of  s:iid  town  so  tli;it  tlicy  iniglit 
ojoHK  eitluT  way  free  of  expense,  the  said  e«»rporation  niiglit  stop  the 
s:iid  fordways  at  its  own  expense  and  ket^p  them  stopped  so  long  as  the 
ooqwiraKion  would  keo|i  ihoir  gates  0|)en  and  no  longer."  A  oompro- 
mise  was  smne  time  after  this  effeoted,  by  which  the  fordways  were 
closed  to  public  travel 

The  lirst  bridges  wero  strong,  rudely  constructed  structures.  Logs 
composed  the  foundation  and  abutments,  aud  the  coverings  were  of 
poles  with  a  heavy  log  placed  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  to  hold  down 
the  poles,  aud  guard  from  runiiing  off  teams.  Snoh  bridges  anawerad 
for  brook  eroasiaga,  and  if  often  swept  away  by  iiigh  wateri  wero  easify 
roplaoed.  Bat  settlements  bad  been  made  on  both  ndes  of  the  liven^ 
and  oommunication  between  these  by  fordways  was  linble  to  be  aua- 
peDde<1  by  high  water,  and  the  ferries  were  insuiTicient  tO  tmasport  all 
leains  from  shore  to  shore,  aud,  in  such  exigeucies,  bridges  were  needed. 
In  selecting  a  site  f<n-  river  hridpes,  eonvenieuce  of  location  would 
naturally  govern  the  cUoieo  made  ;  but,  if  practicable,  this  would  be 
subordinated  to  the  desirability  of  economizing  time,  space  and  money, 
by  building  over  a  narrow  channel)  which,  in  the  course  of  nature, 
would  bo  roek  bound,  and  points  olTeting  this  donblo  adToutago  of 
narrow  width  and  roek  foundation  were  often  utilised  on  the  won  of 

'The  followiiiR  rccinl  is  found  in  ihc  Selectmen's  Book:  "June  14,  1799. 
Rond  to  MiiMsM's  I  crry,  l)Cf;itmiiiK  on  the  south  bank  of  White  river  whi-ic  the 
road  strikes  s«)d  river  wltich  is  l<iid  throiig^h  Eliphalet  Marsh's  land,  iheiice  west- 
wardly  up  said  river  on  the  side  of  the  bank  thereof  as  near  the  river  as  may  be 
convenient  as  far  as  to  the  west  aide  of  the  first  brook  which  empties  into  said 
river.

could  not  be  confined  within  limits  presoribed  by  men,  and  played  fui* 
taatic  and  vexatious  tricks  with  the  experimental  Btructu res  first  thrown 
across  the  rivers.  Eiglity  years  later  the  civil  engineers  who  kid  out 
the  first  culvoriB  built  along  tlio  line  of  the  Yt  Central  Hailway,  lioedlese 
of  the  voice  of  reason  and  experience,  were  soon  taught  by  the  voice  of 
angry-rushing  waters,  the  fallacy  of  trusting  to  unaided  human  jadg- 
affii  They  did  not  **  baild  bettor  than  thay  knaw.** 

DfUnOB  OVEB  OTTAQUBOHXB  BIVBS. 

The  records  inform  us  that  a  bridge  -wm  }nu\i  over  the  Water  Quechoo 
river,  near  Marsli's  saw  mill,  in  the  year  ITfJ'J,  imd  that  Oapt.  Abel  ^far8h 
wae  choaen  to  ovoi  hgo  the  work  of  oonstractiug  the  same.  This  l)ridg6 
w!iH,  InnbtieBS,  made  after  the  plan  of  the  "king-post"  bridges  then  in 
voguo,  wiiich  required  but  little  mechanical  skill  in  their  construction. 
In  1803,  the  town  was  indicted  for  neglecting  to  keep  this  bridge  and 
one  al  Kaal  Boat's  in  repair.  Joseph  Uarah  waa  ctboaen  agant  to  defend 
the  auit  commeaeed  againat  the  town.  At  the  aame  tuna  the  town  de- 
eided  to  replaoe  the  Inidga  at  llaiab*a  niilla,  and  repair  or  eondemn  the 
bridge  near  Neal  Rust's.  Mitchell  Clark,  DavidKewton  and  Aaa  Tilden, 
were  entraated  with  ihia  duty.

On  the  31st  of  Oet,  1796,  the  Legialatnre  of  Vermont  paaaed  an  aot 
to  inoorpomte  oartain  peraona  for  looking  foils,  outting  eanala,  and 
building  bridges  over  Connecticut  river  between  the  mouth  of  White 
river  and  two  miles  north  of  the  mouth  of  Minkbrook  in  Hanover,  H.  H. 
The  corporators  were  Ehenozer  Brewster  and  Rufus  Qraves,  of  Hanover, 
and  Aaron  Hutchinson,  of  T/c1mnon,  N.  H.,  under  the  title  of  "The 
Proprietors  of  White  llivor  YhWb  Bridge."  The  Act  fixed  the  rate  of 
tolls  for  passing  bridges  and  locks.  That  for  boats  was  as  follows :  "  for 
each  boat  and  loading,  not  exceeding  two  tons  weight,  one  dollar ;  if 
m<Nre  than  two  tons,  fifty  centa  for  eabh  additional  ton,  inchiding  the 
toll  for  the  boats  for  each  thonaand  of  boaida,  twenty-five  oents,  and 
other  lumber  in  proportion,— the  xatsa  of  toll  to  oontinne  thirty  jaaia 
from  the  passing  of  this  Aob-^after  whidi  the  net  proceeds  of  the  toll 
'should  not  be  lees  than  twelvo  per  cent  per  annum  of  the  first  cost,  after 
deducting  the  annual  expenditures  for  ropuirB.  The  above  named  cor- 
porators sold  their  franchise  io  Elias  Lyman,  3rd,  lor  the  sum  of  9300 
in  1801-2. 
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About  the  year  1800,  EHas  Lyman,  3(1,  built  an  open,  or  King-post 
bridge,  uciosH  (Jonnpciiout  river,  just  ubovo  Ibo  embomhurc  of  While 
river.  Tiiis  bridge  was  ttiken  down  in  1885,  oiul  in  1836  the  layman 
Bridge  Co.  erected  ibo  ])re8ent  covered  bridge.  The  Lymnu  Bridge  Co. 
was  incorporated  in  1836 — ibe  act  being  approved  Dec  8,  1836.  The 
ohtttor  WM  given  to  Fnuicia  Ljmau,  ThomM  Belknap  and  Wm.  J. 
Hiiin«rat«j,  tlMi3raaMoiftte%  ftoi  irith  the  right  to  build  n  bridge  on,  or 
■oron  the  Ckmneotieat  river,  between  the  town*  of  Lebanon  and  Harti> 
ford,  at  any  plaee  between  the  lower  bar  of  White  river  falls  and  the . 
BOttth  Hue  of  Lobnuon.  Franoia  Lyman  was  empowered  to  call  tbe  first 
meeting  on  m  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  June.  The  capital  stock 
was  fixed  at  2U0  shares,  par  vnhio,  $100  per  share.  It  was  enacted  that 
the  toll  should  be  fixed  by  the  justices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judi- 
cature, who  should,  (ivory  live  years  thereafer,  luid  to  or  roduoe  the 
toll  as  should  appear  eij[uitable,  provided,  however,  that  the  net  proceeds 
from  said  toll  should  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  cost 
and  eqraoditoree  incurred  mi  nooonnt  of  aoid  bridge^  It  was  further 
enacted,  that  iaid  corporation,  fay  their  directory  ihonld,  «t  the  nest 
atated  term  of  aaid  Snperior  Oonrt*  and  once  in  eveiy  five  yean  there- 
after, oaoae  an  ezbilnt  to  be  made  under  oath  to  the  jiiatiees  of  aaid 
oourt,  showing  a  true  account  of  the  eoet  and  expenditures  incurred  on 
aeoonnt  of  aud  bridge,  together  with  an  aoeount  of  all  the  toUa  received 
therefrom,  down  to  the  time  of  ranking  such  exhibit,  hiu!,  upon  an 
omission  to  cause  such  av.  r  Thihit  to  be  bo  mndc,  all  the  rights,  &c.,  of 
aaid  corporation  should  be  subject  to  forfc  ituio. 

Tins  act  was  signed  by  C.  G-  Athei  tou,  speaker  of  the  house,  aud 
James  Clark,  preetdent  of  the  senate,  and  approved  by  laaao  Hill,  gov- 
ernor, Dec  B,  1886. 

The  above  aonisd  eondilaons  were  never  oomplied  with,  but  instead, 
the  ineorporatora  watered  the  stocka,  from  time  to  lame»  to  make  it 
appear  that  the  large  amount  of  toll  taken  did  not  exceed  ten  per  centv 
on  its  value  and  expendituros,  and  thus  continued  to  bleed  the  public 
Later,  this  bridge  fell  iuto  the  hands  of  a  citizen  of  Hartford,  who  paid 
about  $2500  for  tho  bridge,  laud,  toll-house,  oio  ,  but  the  rates  of  toll 
established  at  first  were  never  reduced.  Subsoquoutly,  the  citizens  of 
Lebauon  made  au  ofTort  to  have  tho  charter  forfeited  by  the. court,  on 
the  ground  that  the  tulls  were  not  proportionate  to  the  cost  and  expen- 
diture^ and  that  ncather  the  eorporators  nor  their  aasigns  had  ever 
made  to  the  oourt  the  required  exhibit  upon  whidi  aaid  court  was  to  fix 
the  rate  of  tolL  The  assign,  then  in  possession,  made  oath  that  the 
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tolla  yearly  collected  by  him  amouDted  io  lee  a  ihfin  one  half  of  ten  per 
cent,  on  the  oofit,  to  him,  of  said  bridge,  and  expendiiui  oh  und  upon 
this,  and  other  pleas,  he  gained  a  longer  tenure  of  possession.  Still 
later,  tlM  dliMUi  pf  Itebanon  petiiioned  ilia  oonit  to  appoi&t  a  commit* 
tea  to  ftppvaiae  fha  Taloa  of  aaid  bridira  pxopartj,  wharaii|MMi,  tlia  aaid 
aaaign,  tnia  to  bia  inatineta,  rnada  oath  tiial  tba  aaid  properij  waa  pay- 
ing bim  about  tlfiOO  par  jaar,  w  more  than  seventy  per  oenL  on  bia  in- 
TMtment ;  in  otber  worda»  to  prerent  a  forfeatnra  of  tbe  charter,  he 
made  oath  that  he  was  recoiTing  less  than  five  per  cent,  on  his  invest- 
nent ;  but,  when  it  became  apparent  that  Lol>anoii  was  (lotrrmiueil  to 
buy  the  property,  he  changed  his  tactics,  and  inado  oath — simply,  that 
he  eommitted  perjury  in  the  firat  inatance !  Finally,  the  bridge  was 
made  free  to  the  public,  and  Hartford  paid  for  her  proportion  tlio  sum 
of  SIOOO,  or  about  one-fiftb  of  the  amount  jointly  paid  by  Iiobanon  and 
Hartford  for  tbo  aaid  bridge  property. 

In  early  tfanea,  the  pnotiea  of  raiaing  money  by  lotteriea  fbr  variona 
pnrpoaaa,  waa aaactionadby  the Tiegialatore of  Yemwii  laaaabatnu^ 
of  all  the  acta  granting  lotteries,  which  were  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  this  State  I  find  the  following: —  <*To  raise  £^00  for  building  a 
bridge  over  White  river  at  Hartford,  passed  Nov.  8,  1792."  Thisscliome 
was  probably  gotten  np  by  the  "  Connecticut  river  turnpike  company," 
to  provide  means  for  buil  liuf,'  a  bridge  at  White  lliver  villafre,  but  for 
some  reason  the  project  failed,  and  was  not  revived  m  this  form  ;  but, 
later,  effdrta  to  obtain  an  not  of  inoorporation  were  Bucceaafal.  On  the 
27th  of  October,  1796,  the  General  Aaaembly  of  Yamiont  pasaad  an  act 
granting  to  Stephen  Jaoob,  Amaaa  Paine  and  Oliver  Gallnp^  at  ala.,  the 
eacdoBiva  privilege  of  bonding  a  toll-bridge  over  Wbite*river,  **williin 
two  miles  of  the  place  where  this  atream  unitea  with  Oonneotieat 
river."  I  think  the  bridge  was  built  not  later  than  1796.  In  1814»  it 
waq  cfirriod  away  by  a  flood.  Slany  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  were 
vc^^i  y  iiiucli  ()p]io>5cd  to  paying;  toll,  and  considorablo  trouble  onsnod  in 
couserjiu  Ti(  <i  t  'liurles  riuuuo  out  the  toll  gate  down,  in  the  winter  nf 
1811.  At  the  town  meeting  in  March  following,  the  claim  for  daniagtia 
demanded  by  the  bridge  company  was  considered,  when  it  was  voted 
**tluit  the  town  would  do  nothing  in  reatitntion,  and  that  *no<nia 
abould  be  holdan  excepting  tboae  who  hM  up  their  hand:' "  No  one 
voted. 

la  1816,  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain  tlie  aid  of  the  town  to  re-baUd 

the  bridge,  but  without  success.  Thia  action  waa  token  in  behalf  of 
the  Oonneotiout  Biver  Tumpilce  Ca 
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This  oompAti J  wm  iiMorponiled  Not.  10, 1816k  vm  orginind  in 
1818.  Prior  ko  ito  orginfaaifam,  kho  compftaj  delegated  Joeeph  Donr, 
Nakhan  Qere  and  Levi  Bdloire,  a  committee  to  cooler  wtib  tiie  Ooiuieo< 

ticut  River  Bridge  Company  to  obtain  the  right  to  orect  a  bridge  where 
the  former  bridge  Btood.  Al  a  town  meeting  held  March  12,  181C,  the 
the  town,  having  under  oousideration  tho  subject  of  asaisting  the  White 
Kivor  Bridge  Oompnny,  voted,  thfit  m  aoou  aa  said  nompany  ehould 
oioct  a  good  bridge,  to  the  nuceptaiice  of  the  justices  of  the  county 
court,  near  the  lower  mill  dam,  then  the  two  highways  (fordways)  lead- 
ing acroea  eeid  rifer — ^Ihe  one  aoroes  fhe  mill  dam,  and  the  other  below 
eaid  dam— aboold  be  dieeontintted ;  and  that»  ao  long  ae  a  good  bridge 
ehonld  be  maintained  by  sead  company,  tiie  town  would  not  open  fhe 
■aid  highwaje,  nor  any  othera  aeroea  eaid  river  within  cm  mile  above 
or  below  eeid  dam ;  on  the  penalty  ol  paying  to  laid  company  all  the 
damage  anatained  by  it  in  coneeqaence  of  opening  aaid  bighwaya.  It 
waa  etipuhted  that  **eald  contcaet  ehonld  not  axtend  beyond  fifty 
years.*' 

The  ""White  River  Bridge  Company"  was  organized  in  1818,  with 
tweaty-sovon  f  iu  oiled  members,  and  Geo.  E.  Wales,  derk  and  trfnaiu  er. 
In  the  autuuui  of  that  year  tljo  second  bridge  was  opened  for  public 
use.  Dec.  17,  1832,  the  company  discussed  the  subject  of  taking  down 
thoir  bridge,  or  repairing  it,  but  nature  decided  that  point.  In  the 
epring  freehet  of  1888»  the  bridge  waa  earried  away  by  the  iee.  Aug. 
1, 1883,  the  oompeny  dedded  to  build  another  bridge,  to  be  completed 
by  September,  1884  The  bridge  waa  not  completed  until  1686.  The 
records  of  the  company  between  August,  18S8,  and  NoTcmber,  1848, 
aremiaaing.  Nov.  1,  1848,  the  third  book  of  the  company'a  reowds 
was  opened.  At  a  meotiug  hold  that  day,  Justin  C  BrookB  was  chosen 
clerk  an<l  trPFisnrer,  which  ofHoes  lie  continued  to  hold  until  1858.  The 
number  uf  Biiarohulders  in  the  nieatitimc  was  118,  and  the  stook  paid  a 
quarterly  dividend  of  $I.r>0  to  em-h  share,  lu  1864,  the  town  bought 
tiio  bridge  for  $2205,  paying  out  the  surplus  money  borrowed  for  that 
|)urpose.  About  as  largo  a  sum  waa  aubBoquoiitly  exjtendod  in  repairing 
the  bridge,  and  it  etill  remained  a  weak,  uneightly  structure.  April  14 
1658»  the  White  lUver  Bridge  Company  waa  diaeoWed  by  mutual  con- 
aent,  when  a  final  dividend  of  $1.60  waa  paid  on  eaoh  ahure. 

THK  llilST  iJUIUUE  DUILT  AT  \VK8T  HAUTl-OltU. 

The  first  brid;;o  built  over  White  river  at  West  Hartford  was  built  in 
1820.    It  was  uii  open  ot  "  King  post "  bridge,  and,  principally,  built 
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of  limber  iloatod  down  mid  riTer  from  tiie  rioinity  of  BoohMier.  li 

was  an  ungainly  structure,  and  was  necossarily  taken  down  in  1827.  A 
covered  bridge  was  then  built  by  Daniel  Baldwin  of  Ifontpelier.  The 
town  Toted  Mnrcli  Bd,  1828,  that  the  Holectmen  should  draw  money 
from  the  tieasiry  to  umke  the  first  pftytnent  on  this  bridge,  the  cost  of 
which  was  about  $4000     iiiib  britlj,'o  stood  until  Fab.  10,  1K(;7,  whoa 
it  waa  carried  away  by  the  ever-to-be-remeiubered  ilood  of  tiiat  date. 
Tho  present  lattice  bridge  wee  buli  in  1867,  fay  ft  Hr.  Tasker,  at  a  cost 
of  19,110.79.  Meeere.  Bemeni  and  Adame  built  tbo  ftreb  bridge  ai  West 
HnrtfonL    The  bridge  wm  b«iilt  by  rabeoription.  When  it  was  taken 
down  in  16SI7,  Nathaniel  Doatin  took  a  portion  of  Ibe  timber  and  put  it 
into  the  frame  of  the  house  now  standing  on  tbe  river  bank,  in  front  of 
the  meeting  house  at  West  Hartford.  The  riyer  at  the  bridga  eroaeing 
was  then  but  eighty  feet  wide. 

In  1827,  while  Mr  Bulf^'vin  wan  at  work  on  the  second  hrii1<^e,  a  great 
flood  rame  find  waeiied  away  his  trestle  work,  au<l  conaicierablo  of  liia 
frame  timber.  At  the  Hame  time,  about  forty  feet  iu  width  of  the  exiut 
bank  was  washed  away,  and  with  it  Jolm  Tenney's  store,  a  potash  and 
other  buildings.  Stephen  Downer  and  another  man,  wliile  eudeavoring 
to  save  the  treetle  timber  were  suxronnded  by  the  xtung  water,  and 
escaped  by  iMing  hauled  ashore  at  a  rope's  end.  In  1881^  a  Ur.  Bollard 
and  his  daughter  of  Pomfret  were  one  night  crossing  the  West  Hartford 
bridge,  when  the  horse  became  frightened,  and  all  were  precipitated 
into  the  river  thirty  feet  below.  Mies  BuUard  was  killed  outright.  Sir. 
BuUard  and  hiH  liorsn  were  but  a  trille  injured  The  old  man  had  been 
drinking  New  England  rum.  the  last  glass  of  which  he  took  at  the  store 
••f  Baxter  B.  Newton,'  but  u  few  uauutes  preceding  the  accident  In 
the  autumn  of  1848,  John  Steele,  then  a  merchant  at  West  Hartford, 
went  out  with  some  of  the  village  boys  to  inspect  some  melon  patdiee. 
While  returning  to  Stede*s  store  the  party  hearing  a  teem  approacli- 
ing  them  ran  into  the  north  side  of  the  liver  bridge  to  escape  diaoovery. 
During  the  day  before  the  flooring  had  been  removed  flrom  the  south 
side  of  the  bridge.  Forgetful  of  this  fact,  young  Steele  got  over  the 
dividinf/  partition  between  the  two  sidea,  and  over  the  obstruction 
put  up  to  prevent  teams  passing',  and  misBing  his  foothold,  fell  to 
the  solid  rock  about  fifteen  feet  L'lIow,  and  was  nearly  killed.  llo 
lived  but  a  few  years  thereafter,  and  never  fully  recovered  from  the 
injuries  received  by  that  accident.  He,  however,  recovered  in  a  suit 
for  dsmages  against  the  town  about  $1600 — an  unjust  decision  sgainst 
the  town !

Jnna  29Ui,  1881,  a  bond  of  oommunioiiwn  kid  out  a  bndge  at  Tafto- 
▼ille  over  the  Otta  Quaehee  river.    Hartford,  Hartlaiid,  Pomfrot  and 

TVoodstock  were  each  required  to  yxij  one-fourili  of  the  cost  of  its  con- 
struction, and  mainUiuauce.  In  1868  the  town  built  a  lattice  bridgo 
over  White  river  at  Wbito  River  Junction.  The  contract  was  let  to  a 
Mr.  Tanker.  The  coet  of  this  hridf^A  including  litigation  was  $13,- 
420  (52.  In  the  fall  of  1885  the  bridge  hL  Qiiechee  village,  built  in  1803, 
wa»  luken  duvvu,  and  a  new  covered  bridge  was  erected  at  a  cost  of 
about  $1100. 


I  have  alluded  Lo  ic;^ inlut  iou  couceining  locks  and  canals  on  Coniiff 
iicut  river.    On  the  2d  oi  November,  1797,  the  Qeueral  A.BBeiiibij  oi 
Termont  paaaed  an  act  granting  to  Elkanah  Stereiks  and  otben  tiie 
exdosiTe  right  of  locUi^  IVhita  river.    The  preamble  and  flret  aedion 
of  add  aet  were  ae  f oUowa : — 

"  Wherens  Elkimuh  Stevens,  DoJiiel  Gilliert  and  Jjm  oI)  Sinitli,  all  of  Koviilton, 
in  the  County  of  Whidaor.  anil  Stsite  of  Vemiout,  liave  iietitioned,  that  tlie 
azcluiiive  jxivilc^e  of  hx;kuig  and  continuing  locks  on  Whito  river,  from  the 
tuonth  of  Raid  river,  up  Uie  game  aa  far  aeBoyaiUon  meeting  houae  may  be  granted 
to  theni  their  amigiiit  and  heirg  forever. 

Therefore,  1.  It  is  hereby  eiiacted  by  the  finierii!  AHUfmbfu  of  Uie  State  of 
Vernnovt.  TImt  ElkanaU  Stevens,  Dnniel  nillvpi  t,  Jacob  Smith  and  their  jusso- 
viiitcH,  ImwuuI  (Ii<«v  lii'icliy  iux«  r<inii<'d  into,  coiislitAil*^!  and  niiulo  a  IkkIv  i)<>lilic 
nnd  coqNmitc,  hy  Uiuiuunuof  "  Tlit*  (.'oin|<any  fur  liiK^kiiig  WhiLu  liivur^"  luid  they 
and  t  Ixnr  niicOWBOta,  and  mich  otli(>r  imtsouk  im  sliall  Ijo  liereafter  admitted  mem- 
hexB  ol  aaid  oomiiany,  riuiU  he,  and  continue  a  hodv  |)ohtic  and  coritomte.  by 
the  Bnme  name  foravcr.  And  the  aaid  (M»miKUi  v  hIioII  lutve  the  exclusive  privile^ 
of  erecting  and  continuing  locks  on  White  river,  in  tlio  State  of  Vermont,  in 
fluch  placefl  as  Uiey  tliink  neceeeary.  fnnu  the  mouUi  of  White  river  up  said 
stn-nii),  i\»  far  a^  lioyiJUm  meeting  oouae,  wwler  tbe  following  limitatloaa  and 
rt^stiictioiiH,  (o  wit,  etc." 

This  company  was  made  liable  to  forfeit  all  right  of  looking  said  river 
If  tliej  failed  to  complete  the  work  within  the  enaaiag  ten  yeara.  Toil  for 
oonveybg  loaded  boata  through  each  look  was  fixed  at  twenty  oenta  per 
ton,  and  the  same  for  eveiy  thouaand  feet  of  boards  and  timber,  eUs. 
The  general  atage  of  water  Sn  thoae  dajs  was  favorable  for  looking* 
Now  it  is  impoaaiUe  to  row  a  akiff  on  White  river  excepting  on  stretchea 
of  water  above  dams.  In  other  words,  the  stream  is  now  so  a£fected  by 
droughts  that  are  the  result  of  denuding  the  hills  and  valleys  of  timber, 
tliat  wore  thn  dams  removed,  the  usual  depth  of  water  would  ?iot  per- 
mit the  pa8Hnf;^o  of  a  loaded  skifT  from  the  mouth  of  tho  stream  north- 
ward but  a  Buiall  portion  of  the  distancu  to  lloyaitou.  The  same  is  true 
of  Water  Quechee  river,  and  the  Connecticut  to  some  extent.

On  tho  aail  of  October,  1704,  an  act  wf\fl  pnssLHl  by  the  General  As- 
aembiy  grantittg  to  reruz  Gallup  and  his  associates  tho  oxolusive  priv- 
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il^ge  of  loddng,  and  oon^nolng  looks  on  Water  Qaeoh«e  falb  on  Con* 

neoticiit  river  (falls  at  North  Ilartlaiul)  through  his  own  land  in  IIart« 
land,  under  linnitations  and  restriutions  similar  to  those  provided  for 
the  ioclting  of  AVliifo  rivor.  TUa  toll  for  conveying  loaded  hoata 
tlirongh  said  loi'ks  was  fixed  at  eiglitoun  pence  |>or  ton,  and  n'mv  ]H«nro 
per  toil  on  empty  boats,  cij^lito»'n  ponco  for  every  tUoii«;iinl  fed  of 
boards  and  ttmWr,  and  for  every  6000  of  shiiigleti,  etc,  tiiu  iunuu  ratea 
to  oontinao  foreyor  excepting  the  aame  dionld  be  redooed  by  the 
aapfeme  ooort,  whieh  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  twenty«one  jeimdiottld 
examine  into  the  atate  of  the  aeoonnta  of  aaid  oompany,  aaoertain  the 
ooat  of  erecting,  maintatning  and  attending  to  Biud  locks,  the  not  pro- 
oeedi,  eto^  and  if  the  net  prooeeda  had  averaged  more  than  twelve  per 
cent,  npon  the  actual  expenrlitures,  to  said  court  to  lessen  the  said  toll 
to  such  sum  U8  to  flicTn  appeiiri'il  reasonable.  The  name  of  five  com- 
pany was  "The  company  for  rciuiering  Oonnectieul  river  navig.iLlo  by 
Water  Quechee  Falls."  (See  History  of  Oluott  Falls  relating  to  Look 
and  Cknal) 

8TRAMnO,\'I>{  OK  CONNKCncnT  lUVKR. 

On  the  201I1  of  October,  ls2n,  llie  TjCgislaturcs  of  Vermont  and  New 
Hampshire  parsed  acts  incor|>oniting  the  " Oonnectie.iit  River  Steam- 
boat Company."  Nov.  5,  isao,  the  charter  was  altered  to  the  ''Con- 
necticut liiver  V^alley  Steamboat  Company,"  allowing  the  corporation 
to  porohaae,  hold  and  convey  real  eetale  to  the  valve  of  #30,000.  Canala 
and  locks  wwe  bnilt  at  rapids  and  falls  of  the  river  from  Hartford, 
Ot,  to  Dalton,  11.  Tliore  were  tliree  in.  Vermont,  one  at  Hollows 
Falla,  one  at  Snmner's  Falls  in  Hartland,  and  one  at  Oloott  Falls  00  the 
liSbanon  side  of  the  river.  Below  Snmncr^s  Falls  steamboats  wore 
rognlarly  plied.  Col.  Samuel  Nntt  in  1830,  built  a  boat  for  the  pur- 
pose of  locking  it  through  the  entire  leiiijth  of  the  canals  to  avoid 
taking  passengers  and  freight  around  said  rapid.s  and  locks.  The  first 
attempt  to  navigate  the  river  was  in  1627  when  the  "liiirnet"  was  run 
to  Bellows  Falls.  She  made  but  this  one  trip.  In  loao  the  <*  Blanch- 
aid  **  and  the  ''Yermont "  were  pnt  on  the  river  and  ran  a  few  trips 
between  Bellows  Falla  and  Bamet,  but  the  entmprise  waa  not  snocess- 
ful,  and  the  method  of  plying  boat.s  between  the  locks  only  was  con- 
tinued.  (See  Biographioal  Sketoh  of  Col.  Samuel  Nutt.)

The  first  railway  act  in  the  Uoited  States  was  passed  by  the  LQgida^ 
tnre  of  Pennsylvania,  March  31,  1823,  authorized  the  construction  of  a 
rond  from  riiiladelpliia  to  Coltimbiii,  but  the  irrantces  failed  to  meet 
the  terniB  of  the  chartci-,  and  the  act  \vii«  repealed.  The  next  act  wiis 
passed  in  the  snnic  State  in  182ij,  iucoipuruting  tho  Uoluiubia,  Lancas- 
ter and  IMrdadcIj)liia  Railroad,  \vhieli  road  was  completed  in  1834,  being 
eighty-one  and  a  haii  imlea  in  leugtli,  and,  at  tiiat  time,  tlie  work  vitia 
eotittderad  as  s  ransrkaUe  Mduevemwt.  But  the  fixat  nOroad  actually 
built  and  operated  in  the  United  Statee,  tree  in  1880,  tn  Quincy,  Sbee. 
It  w«i8  but  throe  miles  long  and  was  built  to  earry  granite  from  tlie 
quarry  to  tlie  tide^vators  of  the  Ncpoiuet  river.  Tba  molt  important 
railroad  enterprise  coinincuccd  in  tho  United  States,  prior  to  1840}  was 
that  of  building  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  the  corner-stone  of 
which  was  laid  July  4th,  1828,  by  Charles  OnrroU  of  Carroltou,  then  a 
nonagenarian  and  the  last  of  the  f^igiierfi  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde> 
j)eiuletice.  On  that  occasion  Mr.  C'ai  roll  said  :  "  I  consider  this  among 
the  uioHt  important  acts  of  my  life,  Huuund  only  to  my  signing  the 
Declaration  of  ludepcndcuee,  even  if  second  to  that.'* 

The  first  looomotive  engine  imported  into  the  United  States  was  the 
"  Robert  Fulton  built  by  George  Stevenson  in  England  and  sent  here 
in  1881.  The  first  looomotive  ooustruoted  iu  the  United  States  was 
built  at  the  West  Point  foundry  in  1830,  for  the  Charleston  and  Ham- 
burg railroad  in  South  CaroUim,  which  hi.itory  informs  US  WAS  the  first 
road  in  the  world  built  expressly  for  locomotive  power  for  general 
freight  and  passenger  lutninc'ss.  Sitiee  then  there  has  liccti  a  remarkable 
increase  of  railroad  luileape  in  the  United  States*,  of  Avhich  Yormont 
has  had  a  continuous  proportion  since  1848.  She  hsis  now  within  her 
borders  nearly  950  miles  of  railroad  track,  exclusive  of  sidings,  giving 
fadlitiiHi  of  tnule  and  travel  to  nearly  SOO  eities,  villages  and  hamlets 
situattul  dlruttlly  on  the  various  railromi  tinos,  and  to  every  form,  mill- 
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privilege  and  qnany  in  tUe  State  an  enhanced  value.'  Popnla^on  and 
buaineai  gravitate  toward  citiea  and  viUagea  situated  along  lines  of  raiU 
'vrajs  and  this  changea  eentrcs  of  population  ;  liainlota  ara  transformed 
to  tlirivtiirr  villag«<fl,  and  Villages  are  lioroCt  of  their  ini|K>rtane«  ns.

Sixteen  (lifTurcnt  roads,  «'oim»riHiiii?  iioarly  Kau)  iriiles,  liavo  Imh'u  <•<»!»- 
Btnicted  and  equipped  iu  Yuruiout  at  a  uutst  of  nearly  $38,000,000,  and 
this  lias  been  accomjilislied  witliin  the  last  forty  years.*  Some  of  the 
original  atockholden  of  theae  roada  have  inouned  the  direct  loea  of 
their  aabacriptioni^  and  in  some  inatanoea  theae  are  atill  brooding  over 
Uie  loss  of  their  invostuienta,  forgetting  that  the  seed  tli^  sowed  is 
being  retnnted  to  them  an  hnndrod  fold  by  tlio  eiihaneod  vaino  of  tiicir 
zeal  estate,  the  facilities  of  marketing  the  products  of  their  farms,  eto. 
Consider  tlic  advantages  the  people  of  Hartford  have  gaintil  hy  the 
construction  of  the  four  lines  of  railroad  that  cpntre  at  Whitu  River 
Junction.  Ijet  those  who  cavilled  against  what  tliey  tcniuMl  "  infrin<j;c'- 
mcnts  upon  private  and  public  rights,*'  and  rosistuil,  witli  every  nicans 
at  their  command,  tlio  progress  of  this  step  iu  the  maroh  of  oivilixa- 
tion,  cuiiqtare  tlie  goneral  list  of  ITarifonl  for  1840  wldi  that  of  1H8ll> 
and  see,  not  "aa  in  a  glass  darlcly,**  the  inftnenee  of  ndlroads,  in  the 
wonderful  inorease  in  the  value  of  real  eatate  during  the  last  forty* 
eight  years ! 

In  1840,  before  the  construction  of  the  Yt.  Central  Railroad,  the 
total  value  of  all  the  real  oatato  in  the  town  was  $21G,781.4().  In  1888, 
the  total  Talne  of  the  anmo.  wris  f  1,103,3'20.()0,  an  incroaae  of  $880,5:18.60. 
Tlie  nniiiltor  of  miles  of  main  lino  of  railway  built  in  the  town  hIuco 
1840  is  about  twenty-three.  Estimating  the  cost  of  construction  and 
equipment  at  $36,000  per  mile,  the  total  cost  for  28  miles  amount  to 
$828,000,  or  lesa  by  $58,688.60  tbaa  the  inoreaaed  value  of  real  eelale. 
Tbe  total  value  of  all  taxable  pevsonal  pvoper^in  the  towninlSiO,  less 
oMinptions,  was  $87»808.06.  In  1688,  the  total  value  of  this  dans  of 
property,  less  exemptions^  waa  $902,986.86 ;  an  inorsaae  of  $816,191.71, 
which,  n  hlo  l  to  the  increase  of  value  in  real  estate,  gives  a  grand  total 
of  $1,643,1U-71.  Thia  ia  not  to  be  attributed  to  aeeeasiona  to  the 

*  It  it  Mstuned  that  a  line  of  railway  give*  aeeeas  to  fifteen  miles  square  of  conn* 
try  On  each  side  of  it,  or  thirty  square  miles  altogether.  The  influence  of  this 
method  of  transit  iifxtn  every  branch  of  industry  ia  therefore  not  easily  estimated.

A..  ]£,  or  have  three  hoars  in  Boston  and  return  to  White  River  Janotion 
at  &26  P.  M.,  aama  day.  In  other  worda,  one  can  go  from  Wliite  Bivar 
Janotion  to  Boston,  spend  three  hours  there  on  buaineas,  and,  return* 
ing,  reach  home  all  within  the  space  of  fourteen  hours  i  the  distance 
traveled  being  290  miles  ;  a  saving  in  time  of  four  days  between  tlic  old 
and  the  new  methods  of  travel,  or  sufllnient  time  to  perform  a  journey 
to  ChicAgo  and  return.  Who  can  coiuputn  tlio  annual  saving  to  the 
public,  in  time  and  money,  secured  by  the  adoption  of  this  new  mode  of 
tiausit  T 

But  the  advantegaa  are  not  limited  to  an  inoreasa  of  nrnturial  proa* 
parity.

ocanplslMiii  of  Iba  antevpriaa  it  diidlx  doo  to  the  lato  Got.  Oharlia 
Paine,  of  Kortllfisld  Tho  disctiBsion  of  the  cnterpriM  WM  eomoMDoed 
by  Montpelier  newspapers,  notably  by  ^e  WateAmark,  some  years  be- 
fore the  first  New  England  railroad  had  been  completed-  The  first 
charter  for  the  Yt^rn^oni  section  of  this  great  line  of  road,  was  passed 
Not.  16,  1835,  ucder  which  nothing  highly  important  was  accomplished. 
The  second  charter  of  the  Vermont  Central  Railroad  Company  passed 
OeL  SI,  1848^  and  tho  woik  of  Mooiiag  ■obMriptioiiB  naa  at  onoa  oom* 
menoad  Jan.  8^  1844,  a  Railroad  Oonventtoii  waa  held  at  Montpelier,  ' 
Hon.  Okarlae  Paina^  of  HocUifiald,  was  presidant ;  Hon.  Elijah  Blaiedai], 
of  Lebanon,  K.  H.,  Qen.  Joel  Beaa^  of  Willieniatown,  Gfimaon  Ljniin,  of 
Hartford,  and  Hon.  Joseph  How^  of  Montpelier,  Tice  presidents ;  and 
Hon.  Oramel  H.  Smith,  of  Montpelier,  and  Halsey  R.  Stevens,  of  Leb- 
anon, N.  H.,  secretaries.  At  that  convention  James  R.  Langdon,  Esq.f 
of  Montpelier,  advanced  ten  thousand  dollars  for  making  surveys  from 
Connecticut  river  to  Luke  Cbouiplain.  The  surreys  were  completed 
llMi  MaaoD,  end  a  fMOcable  report  waa  mado  Nov.  SQ^  1844. 

TlM  booka  were  opanad  ui  Boeton  Jnna  10, 1846 ;  Jnly  ItSd  iha  flret 
'  meating  of  etocUioldara  waa  held  at  IContpalier  at  which  time  the  o<»a- 
pany  waa  fcnmally  organised  with  a  eobeoribed  c^tal  of  18,000^000. 
The  enkoant  obtained  in  Vermont  was  $500,000.  of  which  $200,000  was 
snbscribed  in  Montpelier.  Hon.  E.  P.  Walton  of  Montpelier  ia  entitled 
to  great  credit  for  the  nid  rendered  by  him  in  the  projection  of  the 
great  enterprise  gsive  to  Vermont  her  fin^t  railroad,  and  linked 

JBoston  with  Ogdensburg,  in  a  chain  400  miles  m  leng^ ;  and  has  fur- 
ther resulted  in  ginng  to  Vermont  other  important  lines  of  railroad, 
the  oombhwd  length  of  which  ia  not  leea  than  9S0  milee,  snduaing 
eidinga 

The  Yennont  Central  railroad  wea  ineocporatetl,  aa  expreeacd  In  the 
eharter,  "for  the  purpose  of  bdlding  a  railroad  from  aoma  point  on  the 
eestem  shore  of  Lake  Champlain,  up  the  valley  of  the  Onion  rirer  and 
o  attending  to  a  point  on  Connecticot  river  moot  convenient  to  meet  a 
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railroad  ©itbor  fioin  Concord,  N.  H.,  or  Fitcbburg^  Mass  Tho  rouie 
ohosen  was  from  Wmdsor  up  the  CoimecUcut  river,  to  the  mouth  of 
VfhH»  rivflr,  ihenc«  up  said  river  io  the  eouree  of  its  third  braDoh,thenoe 
na.  Bcabury  and  down  the  Dog  river  to  the  Winoodd  Tilley  iboat  one 
mile  west  of  Montpelier,  thenoe  up  nid  Tallej  io  BarUogtoii,  a  diatonoe 
oflUnilea.  Ground  wee  fret  faroken  at  UTindaor,  Deo.  15tb,  1846,  on 
the  form  formerly  owned  by  Judge  Blijab  Faine,  father  of  Charles 
Paiue,  where  the  latter  waa  born.  This  was  the  first  ground  broken  io 
Vermont  for  n  railroad.  Tho  rontmrf,  io  UniKl  the  ontire  rond  was  let 
to  So wal  F.  Belknap.  Tlio  liist  rail  was  laid  at  VVbito  Rivfi  Jimction 
on  the  farm  of  Col.Siiimiel  Nutt.  early  iu  1847.  There  were  present  Col* 
James  Moore,  chief  eugiucer  of  the  rood,  B.  W.  Baker,  division  engineer, 
And  Jsoob  M .  Clark,  Samuel  B.  Tucker  and  Isssc  B.  Culver,  assistant 
engineers,  together  with  many  of  the  workmen  on  the  road  and  a  large 
number  of  oitisena  As  aasistsnt  engine«r  of  the  diTisimi  on  wliiob  the 
first  rail  was  laid,  Bmmo  B.  Onlvor  was  aooorded  the  honor  of  driving 
the  first  qiika  in  the  tradk  of  this  road.' 

Regular  passenger  trains  first  passed  OTOT  the  road  from  White  River 
Junction  to  Bethel,  June  26,  1848 — this  was  the  first  railroad  train  and 
first  passengi^r  tm'm  run  in  Vermont.  Al>oiit  one  years  later,  June  20, 
1819,  the  roal  was  opened  through  for  bueiiKHs  io  Jiurlingtou.  The 
Geutral  x-ailroad  enters  the  town  of  Hnrtfor  l  at  tl  o  Sliaron  lino,  ouo 
mile  above  the  vilUige  of  West  Harford,  aiui  ioilows  White  river  to 
White  Hiver  Junction,  thenoe  down  the  Oonneotiout  river  fsllej  to  the 
Hartlsnd  line^  a  distanoe  of  about  twelve  miles.  At  White  Biver  Juno* . 
tiott,  it  e<mneels  with  the  Northern  New  Hampshire  to  Oonoord  and 
Boston;  with  the  a  and  P.  &  S.  B>  to  Wells  River,  Newport  and 
Sherbrooke ;  and  with  the  Woodstock  JL  B.  for  Woodsloek.  Henry  E. 
Tinker  is  the  eHu  ient  and  popular  local  agent  of  this  road  atWllite 
Rivfr  JuQotiou.    The  general  offices  are  at  St.  Albans. 

Since  the  Opening  of  this  rond  several  shocking  accidents  have  occurred 
on  that  portion  of  the  line  witliin  the  town  of  Hartford,  each  involving 
loRH  of  life.  One  of  t  lio  most  appalling  accidents,  that  ever  occurred  in 
tills  couuti'y  waa  that  which  took  place  on  this  rood  Feb.  6,  1887.

TIm  writer  was  personallj  oognisant  of  the  history  of  this  horrible 
railway  disaster.  He  visited  the  scene  of  the  wreak  about  day  light 
on  the  morning  of  the  accident ;  visited  and  conversed  with  the  snrvi> 
vors  from  the  ill-fated  train,  from  time  to  lime,  during  their  convales- 
oenoe;  observed  the  reprehensible  conduct  of  the  officials  of  the  Cen- 
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tnl  tBilioadi  in  tiMir  pMnwfam  «tt«inpto  to  «flbai  ■ettkmaBta  with  ik» 
mangliidj  tortored  survivors  of  that  holooMtt    Justice,  hunumitj  and 

decency  were  set  at  defiance  by  the  attorneys  and  the  Tial-lainoue  ante 
damnee  repreRenting  enid  corporatioq,  who  did  not  hesitate  to  villify 
and  tradui  e  11ioh(  who  wore  not  obBequious  to  their  will,  or  readjf  to 
be  thoir  timo  n^r  v<  ra  at  the  price  of  an  nnnunii  pasB. 

Tiio  following  report  of  tho  railroad  oommigsiouoi's  cooctiruiiig  the 
diMtUr  of  Tbbb  6,  1887,  ia  an  acceptable  showing  of  facta,  but  tho 
numbarof  pMattBgm  aboard  tha  train  ia,  and  aver  will  ba^  a  mattar  of 
mate  gneaa^work.  Aa  to  the  apaed  of  tiia  train  on  approa«hing  the 
bridge  and  eroaaing  it,  it  is  anffieient  to  aay  tiiat  tha  Iiaigbtona,  who 
live  near  the  bridge^  oonenr  in  aaying  that  the  speed  of  traina  waa  rarely 
ever  perceptibly  <l«miw{a1iaJ  while  eroaaing  it  It  is  too  much  to  believe 
that  tho  ill  fated  train,  which  waa  nearly  two  hourH  late,  waa  slowed  up 
to  ono  half  of  the  sohedule  rate  before  reaching  the  bridge.  Under 
poiiiUve  proof  that  ho  waa  running  inexeesa  of  schedule  time.  Engineer 
Pierce  could  aoL  eHcnpe  tlie  penalty  of  manslaughter.  As  to  theresponsibil- 
itj  of  the  corporation,  testimony  recently  given  oonolnsiTely  abowo  that 
the  tTBek  firom  tiie  end  of  the  Mid  bridge,  for  ■evaral  hnndretl  feet  had 
been  not  long  before  the  aeeident,relaid  with  niMh  worn  iron-^ome  of  it 
re-eonred  in  n  eoid  atate.  and  that  it  waa  unfit  to  naa  for  mogul  enginea, 
and  the  very  heaTilj  loaded  trwna  eonatantlj  paaaing  over  ii  The 
awn  and  aubatanee  of  the^oonuniaaionera*  report  ia  aa  foUowa :

There  were  flange  nuu  k^i  on  thu  lies  and  {ru2cu  mi  tit,  ami  ulao  indic-utions  of 
heavy  blows  tipon  some  of  the  tics  iind  earth  for  several  nHls  Ijefore  the  bridge 
wivs  reachiNl,  continuing  to  the  abutment;  ako  ahriutioiw  as  acmpings  of  the  inner 
side  of  the  left  tuind  roU  at  different  potntB,Bo  n.s  to  leave  inijiruHHioiiK  and  in- 
dentationa  aa  if  nuule  bf  adme  aulMtaiioe  as  imrd  aa  itaclf,  tiying  to  cUmh  tltoae 
rails. 

The  new  iron  bridge  on  the  Central  Vermont  railroad  to  replace  the 
one  deatroycd,  ai  related  in  the  foregoing  account,  wM  eomplttted 
N<ivember  eth,  1887. 

"The  bridge  whieh  hu  raplaeed  the  Ul-fnled  one  »  of  more  tluM  ■ 
ordinary  interest  on  accotint  of  the  accident,  and  the  t  mvclling  jmblie 
will  be  glad  to  know  flomething  of  the  socoen  which  attended  its 
robiiililiricr. 

Tliia  Ih  tlK>  longest  railroad  bridge  in  Vermont,  and  the  loiiL^est  un  the 
line  between  the  Victoria  bridge  at  Montreal  and  Boston.  It  is  of  tlie 
moat  approved  pattern,  and  the  etrongeat  also.  Ita  length  k  WO  feet» 
and  it  it  composed  <|f  four  ^ns  of  150  feet  each  and  one  of  fifty  feet 
The  abutments  rise  twenty  feet  above  the  water  and  are  boilt  of  granite 
blocha  with  a  filUi^  of  looser  stone.  Since  tlie  acddont  these  piers  have 
been  made  solid  witli  cement  Hlling,  hundreds  of  barrels  of  tlio  material 
•  having  been  used  in  the  operation.  The  upper  tiers  of  stone  which 
were  damayeil  hy  the  fire  lirive  been  replaced  by  new  courses  of  masonry, 
rendering  tiiem  more  sulid  antl  subatantial  than  at  fust.  The  bridge  is 
twenty-four  feet  high  from  the  base  to  the  top,  making  the  distance 
forty-four  feet  from  the  water.  About  440  tons  of  iron  liave  been  used 
in  the  construction,  from  whidi  it  will  be  seen  that  the  weight  of  each 
of  the  Umger  spans  is  over  100  tons. 

The  weight  which  the  bridge  is.oonstmcted  to  carry  is  3000  pounds 
par  foot,  or  2S5  tons  to  tin  span.  But  this  wei-^^ht  niathematieaUy  is 
known  to  1h3  only  one-sixth  of  tlie  loading  which  would  become  neces- 
sary to  break  tlic  fltrncture  ;  l.TftO  tone  pcrspnti.  'I'he  severest  test  tlmt 
can  lie  a|>|>ii(  ii,  :ui<l  one  that  caiiiiot  oceiir  in  actual  laisiiiess,  is  llie 
placing  of  llu'i'O  inogiil  eiigiite.s  uii  each  it|):u),  they  w  ill  liotii,  :il  a 
weight  of  L'70  tons  in  the  aggregate.  8o  ii  will  be  seen  that  but  a 
small  proportion  of  the  real  strength  of  the  bridge  can  lie  ascertained 
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by  actual  test.  The  test  was  made,  consisting  of  twelve  mogul 
cu{jfint'i»,  nil  l.lmt  could  lu>  jjlaccl  uj>ou  tlio  bridge  from  end  to  end. 

WUat  Lo  the  uiiinitiiited  \i<Mild  lie  considered  as  an  excoodingly 
diflioull  task,  the  placing  of  lliu  B[>ans  in  position,  is  osaily  acoomplUhed. 
A  temporary  bridge  is  boilt  npOD  postings  set  in  tlie  river  alongaide  of 
the  po8iti<m  the  bridge  is  to  oecupy,  and  here  the  parts  as  thej  have 
left  the  chop  are  put  together  and  riveted.  Some  idea  of  the  extent  of 
this  work  may  be  gathered  from  the  statement  that  over 80,000  of  Uiese 
seven-eighth  inch  iron  rivets  were  used  in  the  last  process,  and  this  is 
but  a  meagre  portion  of  the  number  used  from  first  to  last. 

When  the  span  is  finlshod  the  trestle  work  ia  removed  except  from 
cither  end,  where  heavy  track  timbers  remain  at  right  augles  with  the 
bridge.  Four  traverse  jack  sorews  are  Inserted  nnder  eaoh  end  ni  the 
weighty  load  and  standing  on  these  ways  the  bridge  is  lifted  by  these 
jack  serews  so  the  weiglit  of  the  bridge  is  borne  by  them  altogether, 
each  Borow  being  capable  of  stistainiiig  a  weight  of  thirty  tons.  The 
jack  screws  are  made  to  move  on  a  sub-base  of  polished  steel,  well 
Ittbrioated  all  at  right  angels  with  the  bridge,  w  hich  is  carried  sideways 
by  nu>a?i«  of  otbpr  screws  working  from  the  mib-base  against  the  b;we 
of  the  jack  screw,  the  bridge  by  this  process  being  patiently  ulid  into 
position.  When  the  screws  liavo  reached  the  limit  of  their  own  track 
they  arc  relieved  of  their  weight  and  a  new  hold  taken.  Tho  span  is 
moved  at  eaoh  oitoratioii  about  fourteen  inches." — St*  AtbamMe§§mffwr, 

TDB  OOimiOTIOVT  AMD  PAS8UMMI0  UVIBS  BA2LWAT. 

The  GoDfiocticut  and  Passumpsie  Bivetn  Baihroad  was  first  chartered 
Nov.  10,  1835,  but  Bome  difliculty  was  experienced  in  securing  subscrip- 
tions to  stock,  and  the  clmrter  bocatua  void.  Tbo  pccoiul  ebarter  was 
secured  Oct.  31,  1843.  The  rood  was  to  run  from  some  point  near  tho 
Connocticui  river,  ou  the  Massachusetts  line ;  up  said  river  and  the  Fas- 
snmpsic  river  to  some  point  in  Newport  or  Derby ;  but  in  1846,  the 
right  was  aecnred  to  divide  the  route  near  the  montii  of  "White  river  j 
the  northern  portion  (o  be  called  the  *'  Oonnectieat  and  Faasnmpsie 
llivors  Railroad,"  and  south  of  White  river  was  given  over  to  the  Oonnee- 
ticut  Uivor  Railioad,  on  condition  that  the  atook  already  subscribed 
should  bo  retained  by  tho  former.  The  road  was  organized  Jan.  16, 
184G,  with  ErnstnH  FairbaukR,  president.  The  survey  wns  eommonced 
in  April,  1840,  ground  wh8  broken  Sept.  7,  1846;  the  first  rail  wrr  laid 
July  16,  1847.  Oct.  10,  1847,  the  road  was  opened,  and  the  £xst  paa- 
senger  train  was  nin  to  Bradford,  twenty  nine  miles  from  White  Biver 
Junction.  Nov.  d,  1847,  tiie  road  was  opened  lo  W^  Biver,  forly 
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rnilps  ;  in  1852,  to  St.  Johnsbury,  aixty-one  miles,  which  remained  ibe 
UsriuinuB  of  th©  roftd  for  several  years  thereafter.  In  (he  autumn  of 
1853,  surveys  for  an  extensiou  of  ibe  road  were  xuode  to  Newport,  with 
trial  lines  from  West  Burke,  ria.  Olover  to  Barton,  and  from  Barton 
via.  Browniugton  to  Jknibf,  Oving  to  •mm  ewEUM,  the  mutf^B  ware 
diMontiiiiiediii  theantumii  of  1854^  and  voile  waa  not  rMumad  oatU 
tho  antnmn  of  1865^  wlwn  gradbg  waa  eooBinaiieed..  Barton,  tw«nty> 
nine  milee  from  St  Jolinabiiiy,  waa  roaohed  In  1859,  and  Newport  in 
18G3,  in  which  year  the  grading  was  completed  to  the  Canada  lima»  a 
distance  of  about  110  miles  from  White  River  Junction. 

Then  ocfiirre  l  another  ^n-^pension  of  work  until  the  completion  of 
the  MaHsawipi>i  Valley  liailway,  July  1,  1870.  This  road  is  thirty-four 
miles  m  length,  and  is  operated  by  the  C.  &.  P.  railrotid,  umier  u  lease  of 
999  years.  It  forms  the  oonnieciing  link  betweoi  the  C.  &  P.  railroad 
and  the  Oraad  Tmnk  Bailway.  The  present  tetminoB  of  the  Oonneeti- 
ent  and  Faaaompale  lUTaraBailToad  ia  at  SharbrookOi  P.  Q.,  146  nilea 
from  White  Birer  Jnnetion. 

JTnly  80,  1854,  Henrj  Keyen  of  Newbnry,  was  elected  president  of  the 
company.  Owing  to  some  difTicnlties  between  Mr.  Keyes  and  the  Fair- 
bauks's,  the  former  need  his  influence  to  ofl'e<'t  th^  removal  of  the  prin- 
cipal offices  and  workbhops  of  the  road  to  Lyndonville,  which  took 
place  in  June,  1868.  Mr.  Koyes  died  in  1870.  He  was  succeeded  in 
the  presidency,  Oct  26,  1870,  by  l^uiinons  Raymond,  a  well-known  cap- 
italiat  and  prominent  eitiaen  of  BoaUm,  who  held  the  position  onm  Sap* 
tember,  1886)  when  bo  waa  auoeeeded  by  A.  B  HarriSi  of  Springilddf 
Ifaaa.  In  1880  the  Union  paaaenger  atation  at  White  Biver  Jnnetion 
waa  fallen  dovn,  and  r^laoed  fay  a  eoetly  atruetare.  The  wmrk  waa 
auperintended  by  Prerident  Raymond,  and  it  ia  due  to  him  to  say,  wan 
accompUdied  with  that  pronptneaa  and  perfeetion  whiefa  cbaraeterisea 
whatever  work  he  e88n3'B  to  accomplish. 

On  the  lirst  day  of  JfiTt  tary,  1887,  tlioO.  P.  R.  R.  R.  was  least  d  to 
the  Boston  and  Lowell,  pos.seKsion  being  given  on  the  first  day  of  June 
folic  wiug.  On  the  lirst  day  of  April,  1887,  the  Boston  aud  Lowell, 
tog(  ther  with  ita  leaaed  roads,  waa  leased  to  the  Boston  and  tfaine — 
posseaaioo  being  given  to  the  latter  Oct  17, 1887.  The  Q  &  P.  R  B. 
B.  ia,  therefore,  designated  aa  the  ^'Paaaumpaio  Diviaion'^in  the  Lowell 
ayrtam  of  Uie  Boatoo  and  Maine  Bailroad."  Thia  division  entera  Hart> 
ford  at  Norwich  line  and  rtma  to  White  BiTer  Junction,  a  distance  of 
about  three  and  one-fourth  miles,  where  it  connects  with  the  Northern 
Now  Hampshire,  the  Central  Vermont,  and  the  Woodbtock  railroads. 

The  0.  &  P.  railroad  is  taxed  in  Hartford  on  three  acres  ol  land  and 
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one  tonenMnt  This  corpontion  owns  ooo-fthird  of  (ha  Unioti  pMOODgw 
•teUon  Ai  Wliiie  jBiver  Junotioo,  the  one-ihird  interetlbemg  TiliMd 
$10,000.   Its  oth«r  twUdbge  at  thai  poiut  comprise  a  new  and  OOtt* 

modioufl  freight  honsc.  n  repair  shop,  wood  shod,  etc.  Tlio  tonnage  oyer 
this  road  via.  White  River  Junction  for  the  current  year  ending  June 
80,  1887,  wft8  305,000  tons,  while  its  paaserigor  busineHH  .vaK  propor- 
tionately large,  'liuu  was  but  a  portion  of  the  business  ol  the  road; 
muflfa  of  its  fraii^t  and  paaaapgar  trafllo  being  sent  to  Boaton  ovar  iba 
B.  0.  A  H.  railroad  from  WaUa  Bivar. 

Tha  pvaaant  offiaata  of  fhia  aorporation  aco  aa  followa:  Fraaidaiiti  A* 
B.  Harris ;  vice  do.,  W.  K,  Blodgottt  irciasurer,  J.  H.  Williams;  supacw 
intendent,  Col.  U.  E.  Folsom ;  roadmastert  Wm.  G.  Bobarloi  looal  agaiit» 
White  lliyer  JnTU'tiou,  Wesley  A.  Davis. 

Mr.  Polsoni  is  the  youngest  railway  piiporintendent  in  Now  England, 
audnoiie  excel  hiui  in  adniinistrnlive  ability  and  well  Uoserved  popular- 
ity. The  general  uuuiagemeut  of  this  road  lu  uhoiucterized  bj  open, 
honorable  measures,  and  fair,  ganacona  dealing. 

THS  vooBaroox  bulhoad. 

Tlia  act  to  incorporate  the  Wookstock  Raihoad  Company  tiaa 
approved  Oct.  30,  1803.  Tliis  act  conferred  the  right  of  building  a 
railroad,  with  a  single  or  a  double  track,  from  some  point  in  the  village 
of  Woodstock  to  Bomo  point  on  or  near  White  river  or  Connecticut  river, 
either  in  the  town  of  Hartlmid  or  Hartford,  aa  said  company  might  elect, 
and  passing  through  eiLhei  ur  any  of  the  towns  of  Woodstock,  Poiufret, 
Hartford,  aa  said  company  might  elect,  with  the  right  of  crossing  the 
xailroad  of  any  othar  railfoad  oompany,  for  thelraaaportation  of  panona 
and  property  by  team  or  horae  poirar. 

Seotioii  two  of  aaid  aoi  mada  it  oMigaioxy  upon  aaid  oompany  tooom- 
manoa  tha  ooimfeniation  of  aaid  road  within  agbt  years,  and  expand 
thereon  at  least  five  thooaand  dollars,  and  complete  said  road  and  put 
it  in  operation  within  fifteen  years.  By  section  three,  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  was  fixed  at  one  hundred  thonnnnd  dollars,  with  privi- 
lege of  incrcoaiiig  the  same  to  an  amount  euilicient  to  complete  said  roml 
and  furnish  all  necessury  apparatus  for  conveyance,  suitable  depots, 
etc.,  the  shares  to  be  fifty  dollars  each. 

By  section  four,  ThcmuM  B.  Powara,  EUakfan  Johaaon  and  Iiawia 
Pratt  of  Woodatook,  and  Albert  G.  Dmrey  and  Joaaph  C  Pnrker  of 
Hartford,  ware  dangnatad  aa  commiwwionara  ic/r  opening  hoola  of  anb* 
aeriptton  for  tba  atoak  of  aaid  oompany  at  Woodatook  and  elaawbara.

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On  the  same  day,  Oct'  20,  1863,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  General 
As8embly,authorizing  the  town  of  Woodatock  to  raise  by  tax  on  Ihc  grand 
list  of  said  town,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  a  s\im  of  money 
not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  any  part  of  saul  sum,  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  building  of  said  road.  (For  other  sections  of  said 
act  Hee  "  Laws  of  Yernioiit "  passed  at  the  annual  session  of  18(>3.) 

Th«  company  vnm  temponrily  organiiMl  Jin.  0, 1867,  with  the  late 
A.  O.  Devej  of  Hnrtford  ehairmaa,  and  L.  O.  Groone  Moretary  jn-o 
tern.,  whan  the  followhig  board  ci  diraoton  wara  dioaan :  Patw  T. 
Waahbnna,  Thomaa  E.  Powera,  A.  G.  Dawi^,  Oharlaa  Dana,  Franoia  W. 
Clarke,  T^wis  Pratt,  Frank  K.  BUllnga,  GUas.  S.  lUymond,  and  Otis 
Chamberlia.  The  organization  was  completed  Jan.  23  by  eleoting  P. 
T.  Washburn,  president;  L.  O.  Greene,  clerk;  S.  E.  Mungor,  treasurer. 
The  Har%^[!3  H  of  the  line  were  inaJe  by  the  late  Ffospa  Dotoii,  a  fcieiiiifiG 
and  capable  civil  engineer.  Ground  was  tirHi  broken  on  tlie  farni  of 
Ezra  A.  Champion  in  Hartford,  by  Presideut  Washburn,  April  21, 18G8. 

The  construction  of  the  roa<l  was  contracted  to  Ilalph  Jones  ^  Co. 
They  prooaedad  with  the  wotk  of  oonatroolioii  into  tho  aeaaonof  1869, 
whan,  owing  to  want  of  funds,  tlie  oontvietora  aaapandad  oparationa, 

la  Januaxy,  187c^  the  aompany  votad  to  bond  tha  road  to  tha  amount 
of  $S66^006^  and  to  aiaouta  a  mortgage  of  the  ijoad  and  franohiae  there- 
of, with  all  apportanances  and  appendages,  the  rate  to  be  seven  par 
cent  payable  semi-annually,  the  principal  to  be  payable  in  twenty  yaara 
from  date  of  mortgage.  The  company  failed  to  realize  any  money  on 
the  bonda  At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont  in  October, 
1872,  an  net,  entitled,  "An  nri  to  nntliori'/o  tlio  town  of  Woodstock  to 
pnnrantee  the  interest  oii  Llio  bonds  of  Woodstock  iiailroad  *'  was  passed 
and  approved.  On  tho  2d  of  April,  1873,  the  town  of  Woodstock,  at  a 
meeting  legally  warned,  voted  to  guarantee  the  intereai  on  $260,000  of 
the  bonda  of  tiia  Woodatook  railroad  for  the  period  of  fifteen  yeara— 
tha  same  to  teminate  in  fifteen  years  from  th6  time  of  the  oompleUon  of 
tha  road,  whieh  will  end  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1800.  This  interest, 
amoanting  to  $17,500  a  year,  has  been  Toted  and  pnmiptly  paid  by  the 
.  town  of  Woodstock  annually  to  the  present  time.  Thia  road  was  com- 
pleted to  Woodstock  village  by  the  contractor,  S.  S.  Thompson,  in  Sep* 
iember,  1876.  The  fust  rail  was  laid  at  White  Tliver  Junction,  May  21, 
1875.  On  the  12th  of  August,  following,  theiiue  "  Howo  truss  '  bridge, 
built  over  tiio  celebrated  "Qnechee  Gulf,"  near  Dewey's  factory  in  Que- 
obee,  was  so  far  completed  that  an  engine  was  run  over  it.  On  the  follow- 
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ing  day  neoi'l^'  3000  poopio  uHBomblod  at  that  poiui  to  celebrate  tho  long 
anticipated  event  Four  brass  banda  made  musio,  and  great  enthusiasm 
prevailed.  A  gnnd  ball  ai  Qnediee  Tillage  in  the  ereniug  tennittatod 
tiie  f eativitiea  of  the  oooaaion.  The  toad  waa  lotmally  opened  for  buai' 
neaa  Sepl.  98,  SO  and  80,  1875,  with  a  aeriea  of  emiraiona  to  Uie 
ihirlioth  annual  fair  of  the  Windsor  Oounty  Agricultural  Society  at 
Woodakock,  anraoged  and  conducted  by  the  Central  Vermont  Bailroad 
Company,  by  invitation  of  the  Woodstock  Railroad  Company.  The 
length  of  the  fimiu  line  of  lliie  road  is  13  j^,"^,  niilos,  with  throe-fourths 
mile  of  side  track.  Of  tlie  nmiu  liue  thero  mc  iu  Hartford  9  xVoV 
miles.  Eleven  aitles  and  a  fraction  over  oi  the  track  is  of  irou 
rails,  and  two  and  one-half  miles  of  steel  raala.  The  road  is  divided 
into  three  aeetionB,  with  three  men  to  eadi  seetioo.  There  are 
four  atriuger  bridges  over  highwayay  and  two  orer  brooks,  eaob 
of  twenty-five  feet  apau.  There  are  no  txeetlee.  The  "Howe 
tmaa  "  bridge  over  Queeheo  gulf  ia  860  feet  in  leogth,  and  the  deck  is 
1G3  feet  above  the  stream.  The  capital  stock  of  this  road  haa  a  nonii* 
nal  value  only.  The  capital  stock  is  $269,000.  The  cost  of  the  road 
as  evidenced  by  the  Htock  and  bonds  was  ?riOf»,000.  It  is  due  to  the 
people  of  AVoodetock  to  state  that  the  town  iu  its  corporate  capacity,  iu 
Btlditioii  to  ol>!if.^atiu{f  itself  to  pay  1^17,500  yearly  for  fifteen  years  on 
the  couipauy  B  bonds,  BubBcribed  oud  paid  $100,000  for  two  thousand 
ahoree  of  the  atook  at  $50  par  value.  It  bos  been  a  great  tax  upon  the 
reeomeea  of  the  people  of  Woodstock^  but  Uiey  have  pnunptly  met 
eveiy  reqairement  and  obligation  with  nnllinohing  energy  and  perae- 
veranee,  and  they  now  have  a  firat-elaas  road  In  every  reapeet.  Material 
aid  was  furnished  by  the  people  of  Bridgewater  and  Hartford. 

The  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  directors  to  the  stockliolders  of 
the  Woodstock  llailroad  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1887,  is  as  fol- 
lows: Gross  earnings,  $24,266.63 ;  ex\^omoH  (Icbs  $1,028.00  rpcoived 
from  sale  of  old  rails),  $10,159.45;  paid  twn  of  Woodstork  intcrcBt 
account $8,107.18  (uourly  uue-haif  the  interest  ou  the  bonded  debt); 
number  of  passengers  conried,  16,li6 ;  tons  of  freight  trauaported, 
11,846  {  not  an  aoeideitt  occurred,  and  no  loaa  by  damage  to  freight  in 
tranaii 

Before  the  era  of  railroada,  and  when  Rutland  waa  but  a  mere  hamlet, 
Whitehall,  K.  T.,  waa  the  entrtpot  from  whioh  numerous  towns  east  of 
the  Green  Monnlains,  in  Windamr  and  Orange  counties,  imported  their 
supplies  of  flour,  lime,  salt,  and  other  commodities,  all  of  which  were 
transporlod  over  the  mouutains,  via.  lluUand,  Sherburne  and  Wood- 
stock, by  two-horse  toama,  mostly  belonging  to  and  driven  by  their 
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own«r»— w«114o*do  faoniMraf— wlio^  in  thiB  way,  Mpplied  their  own 
wiikte»  tad  nrnod  maiiy  an  honml  penn  j  in  the  eerrioe  of  the  merehente 
and  tndere.  Beyond  Woodeiook,  and  following,  with  some  deviations, 
the  Mune  ronte  orer  the  mountain  to  Bntland  as  that  traveHed  by  the 
teamsterB  of  thoBO  days,  tlio  AVoodstock  Rnili  ond  will  be,  at  no  distant 
day,  extended  to  Rutland  ;  poasibly  by  a  combined  offbrt  of  the  Boston 
and  Lowell  and  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  railroad  companies,  but 
probably  by  the  latter  alone,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  outlet 
(more  deaimble  then  ota.  BeUowe  Fella),  to  'White  lUYer  JtmetioDi  end 
opening  np  a  new  route  to  the  Went,  at  leaat  rizty  mike  alunrter  than 
the  present  ronte  by  nul  between  IVhite  BiTor  Jnnolion  and  Butland. 
To  eonnmate  moh  an  enterpriae  ttie  town  of  Hartford  might  profitably 
bond  henelf  in  the  enm  of  $21^000.  Ab  one  of  the  results,  White  River 
Junction  would  become  the  mioet  important  railroad  center  in  New 
England.  The  passenger  traffic  over  the  new  route  would  be  simply 
immense.  Our  prince  of  caten  rH.  K.  A.  Dunton,  who  never  fails  to 
give  ^'pkiUi/  of  time,"  and  plenty  t  i  eat,  as  well,  would  wax  ric)i,  mid 
fintl  much  enjoyment  in  feeding  Iniugry  crowds  by  night  and  by  day. 
Our  genial  friend  Porter  would  find  the  oflice  of  buporiuteudeut  of  tho 
Yennont  division  of  the  road  a  pertial  reward  for  his  laithf ol«  elBoient 
endeavora.  The  people  of  Woodstock  would  be  relieved  of  bordensome 
taxes^  and  find  in  tbo  aannal  dividends  of  intsMst  her  tlOO^OOO  of 
stock,  and  the  revival  of  her  manufacturea,  some  compensation  for 
sacrifices  heroically  made,  and  difficulties  bravely  met  and  overcome  t 
and  lastly,  the  travelling  public  would  be  immeasurably  bouofitod  by  a 
saving  of  time  and  money — throe  hours  of  lime  and  aV)out  two  dollars 
car  faro  to  ench  adnlt  poraou, — while  to  the  tourist  in  Reareh  of  onjoy- 
ment  the  route  over  the  mountain,  via.  Woodstock,  presenls  a  ;_;reat 
diversity  of  charming  soetiery  that  could  not  fail  to  attract  uud  satisfy 
the  eye  that  slumbers  not  nor  sleeps,  amid  the  beautiful  cieations  of 
nature. 

The  present  directors  of  the  Woodstock  railroad  are  Rrederiek  Bil* 
lings,  Lewis  Fratt»  F.  N.  Billings*  Justin  F.  Maekensie,  Woodstock;  SL 
S.  Thompson,  Lyndon;  Wm.  0.  Bsymond,  Bridgewater;  Jolm  J. 
]>ewey»  Quechee ;  president,  Frederick  MUings ;  vice-president,  Justin 
F.  Hadcenzie ;  clerk,  Oharlea  P.  Marsh ;  superintendent  and  treasurer, 
James  G.  Porter  (appointed  in  January,  1876). 

The  retnrnf?  made  to  tho  railroad  roiniiuHhionorH  nnd  Hie  roinTnia- 
sioner  of  state  taxes  for  1888  show  the  gross  iucume>,  operating  eji^pduses 
end  net  iimome  of  the  railroads  in  Yermbnt  for  the  year  ending  June

Thtt  first  poat-rontolii  Vermont  wns  estnbliHiicd  by  tliv  Oovcrtinr  anil 

Council  Juno  lOtli,  17^1,  wllilo  in  wsaion  in  I3(>nningU>n.  It  wiw  H(»lr1y 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Governor.  At  the  Bossion  of  tlu-  fJciiei  al  Asscinlily 
in  Bennington  in  1783,  a  poBt-route  was  establislK  il,  for  ilic  f'uHt  time, 
for  the  lK?nefit  of  the  public,  anil  tlie  post-rider  was  to  go  M  i-ckly  from 
Bennington  to  Albany.'  An  act  for  establishing  post-oftices  in  the 
State  pjtssed  the  General  Assi'mbly  MaioU  5tli,  1784,  anil  on  the  sanio 
day,  Mr.  Anthony  Ilaawcll  was  appointed  Poatinastcr  Qonoral  wi^in 
and  for  the  State  of  Yermont.*  Five  post-ofRoea  were  establiehed  bj 
tbU  aet^  vii.|  one  in  eadi  of  the  towns  of  Bennington,  Rutland,  Brattle- 
borongh,  Windsor  and  Newbury,  under  snob  regnUtions  as  governed 
tiie  post*ofllocM  in  the  United  States.  These  offices  were  to  open  a 
regular  oommunieation  thronghont  the  State. 

''Meagve  the  postal  service  ostablisliod  by  Vermont  seems  to  us  to 
have  been,  yot  it  was  cxteiuletl  very  slowly  by  Congress."  The  lirst 
act  by  CoiigfORs  Alarcli  ]7fM,  ]u  ovi<ltnl  that  "  tho  Post  niastor  General 
shall  be  and  he  is  horoby  authorized  to  exten<l  the  carrying  tlic  mail  from 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  to  Bennington."  In  June,  1792,  only  four  post-routes 
had  been  established  in  Vermont  by  Congress.  Three  of  thcao  were 
wiseUj,  and  one  somi-mont  hly.  One  of  tlieso  rentes  was  from  lirattlo^ 
borough  to  Clmrlesion,  N.  II.,  and  Windsor  to  llanovor,  N.  IT.,  onoo 
a  week. 

On  the  26ih  of  October,  1705,  the  General  Assembly,  then  nttang  in 
Windsor,  passed  an  act  empowering  and  directing  certain  persons  to 
lay  out  and  survey  a  post-road  from  Rfassaclinsctts  Line  to  the  north 
lino  of  the  town  of  Newbury  in  the  County  of  Orange,  Vt.  Under  (lie 
provbionsof  this  act  a  survey  was  ooniinenood  in  the  Spring  of  17UU, 

'  Extract  from  the  Journal — "Resolved,  that  Mr.  Samuel  Sherman  be  paid  .Viru 
SMUitigs  per  meek  out  of  the  public  trcabiiry.  for  riding,  Post,  carrying  and  bringing 
the  Publl.:  Iiiirlligence  to  and  from  this  ( Hennington )  to  Albany  (N.  Y.)  until  the 
sitting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  Fcliruary  next : — He  to  be  accountable  for  all 
the  money  he  shall  receive  as  Postage  on  Letters,  etc."  The  Vermont  GautUfA.

Postage  will  be  under 
the  same  regulations  as  in  the  United  Suies;  the  postage  of  all  letters  addressed  to 
persons  out  of  the  State,  muat'be  paid  at  the  time  of  leaving  them  at  the  office  as 
far  as  Albany."

Tlio  fwitiiiiiittto  of  tlireo  elioien  to  lay  iaid  rood  (hrougli  Wiudaor 
Coitiily  eomijitod  of  IIod.  Paul  Br^lmiii  of  Honridi,  Gon*l  Lewh  TU 
Horris  of  SpringficKI,  mn\  Oliver  Gftllup  of  Ilartlaud.  A  plan  of  the 
survey  and  location  of  said  road,  an  laid  thrnttgli  the  town  of  IlwUord, 
was  filed  iti  the  Town  Cloi  k'H  nW'wr  Angmi  ai.st,  1790,  Mid  recorded  in 
Vol.  0,  pages  70-Vl.

land.  (Hcrr.  frilNiwR  a  stateinoMt  of  the  compass  lirus  from  station  to 
station  llnotigit  Hartford^  with  distauous  in  ouains,  teruiiuatiug  at  Nor- 
wioh  lino.)  Tiio  report  is  signed  by  tlie  oomniitteo  and  by  ICanton 
('.•ibol,  County  Surveyor,  by  whom  the  ( onipanH  Avork  waa  perfornicd, 
and  the  report  was  written.  A  rudely  drawn  sketch  of  the  compass 
lines,  accompanies  the  report,  which  delines  the  location  of  l^Iaj.  David 
Wriirht's  house,  the  point  of  crossing  White  River,  and  the  location  of 
Wi<low  Hawjn'a  hou8<.>  near  Norwich  line.  This  post-road  is  tlic  present 
highway  leading  from  Norwicli  line  to  Hartford  village  (the  Christian 
St.  road),  thence  across  White  River  to  Ilartland,  passing  the  present 
ri»8idenc<*H  of  Charles  It.  Ballard,  llcv.  H.  Andrews,  Mrs.  Daniel  Simonds, 
Hi'lU  H.  Wright,  W.  H.  Hndey,  l<>vin  JIuhh,  IJariH'y  McCrtlie,  Frank 
Huntoon,  ami  so  on  to  Windsor  via.  North  Ilartland. 

On  jSIonday  Oct.  24th,  17''f".  Oliver  Gallup  and  others  presented  a 
petition  to  the  Genei-al  Assembly,  then  in  session  in  liutland,  praying 
for  the  avails  of  the  Connootiout  River  Lottery  «  whioh  remains  not 
expended,  for  tlir  purpose  of  appro^iriating  the  same  on  the  post-road 
on  the  west  §ide  of  Connecticut  Biver,  etc.,  being  read  and  by  the 
House  referred  to  the  Lottery  Committee,  resolved  to  join  accordingly.** 

In  1/02,  June  Ist,  additional  posL-oiliees  were  opened  in  Manchester, 
liurlington  and  Vergeunes.  Tiio  Vermont  Itegister  (almanac)  for  17U7, 
gave  a' list  of  eight  different  rentes  tlien  established  in  Vermont^ 
togetlier  with  the  towns  tlien  having  mail  servioo.  Rente  **  No.  6 
was  from  Windsor  to  Newbnry  and  St.  Jolinsbury.  Hie  towns  along 
tills  routOi  with  tlieir  raspeotive  distanoes  from  Windsor  and  the  post- 
riders  along  the  rouk<  w«'re  as  follows  :  Windsor  to  Ilartland,  five  mile8| 
post-rider,  hull  ;  WiMd8»»r  to  Hartford,  fourteen  miles,  rider,  Haxen  ; 
Hartford  to  Norwich,  two  miles,  rider,  liunton  ;  Norwieh  to  Thetford, 
eleven  miles,  rider,  (^hilds  ;  Thetford  to  Fairlee,  nine  miles,  rider, 
Froenian  ;  Fairlee  to  liiadfortl,  six  niilus,  rider,  Stcbbins  ;  Bra<lford  to 
Newiniry,  five  miles,  rider,  Mills  ;  to  next  olliee  in  Newbury,  three 
miles,  rider,  Ix>vcll ;  to  another  oRioe  in  Newbury,  one  mile,  rider, 
JohiiMoii ;  Newbury  to  Dariiet,  fifteen  miles,  rider,  Qilohrist ;  to  next 
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in  Bftrnati  two  milM»  rider,  Stevens ;  Bemet  to  St  Jolinabarj,  eleven 

miles,  rider,  Lord.

The  number  of  deputy  postmasters  in  Vermont  in  1707  was  10,  viz.: 
—Bennington,  Brattlohoronffli,  Burlington,  Manchester,  Middlebnryt 
Newbury,  Rutland,  Vergeiinea,  WestmiuBter  and  Windsor. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Walton,  of  Montpelier,  in  speaking  of  the  mail  service  in 
Yermont,  in  March,  1784,  says : — "  In  these  days  of  railroads  and  tele* 
graphs  the  eondttioii  of  the  servioe  at  that  tine  may  provoke  a, smile; 
but  in  laot  yennonl»  at  that  time^  provided  mail  faoilities  quite  equal  to 
those  furnished  by  the  United  States  for  any  but  the  largest  towns  and 
dties.  The  fdlowing,  nsariy  eight  months  later  is  to  the  point  ** : 

H*Bfron>  (Conn.)*  Kovember  8.* 

"A  stage  wagon  has  lately  boon  erected  to  run,  with  four  liorees, 
between  the  city  of  New  York  and  Stratford  ferrr,  in  Oonnecticut, 
which  completes  the  stages  from  Portsmouth,  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  to  Ric  hmond,  in  the  state  of  Tirginia,  a  distanoe  of  up- 
ibrds  of  700  miles."^

NBWSPATEIIS  AND  EDITORS. 

The  HiBt  attempt  to  establish  a  priutiug  office  aud  a  nf  ^vsj>aper  in 
HAftford  was  made  by  Dr.  Ira  Davis,  of  Norwich,  aaaociatod  with  Mr. 
E.  Souttiwoiib,  in  Oofcober,  1852»  wImd  fcliey  Btariad  naawspaper  under 
thotiilo  of  '*TboY^ilo  liivor  Advortisar  uaA  TonnontlPMiiOyGMfotte.** 
II  was  MtaUialied  bj  ramoTing  tha  "  Federal  OueiU  from  Bradford^ 
Vi  Some  ifane  in  1868  the  office  of  Uiie  eompenj  was  desirojed  hj  flia 
and  the  paper  was  discontinued. 

The  next  paper  published  in  town  was  the  **  Republican  Observer," 
couunenoed  by  Thomas  Hale,  at  'Whifce.  JRiTer  Junction,  January  1, 1878, 

'Mr.  I'nttrr  is  tlicfiflli  postinnster  here  since  the  oflice  was  established  'ii  the 
spring  i>(  1849.  Col.  SaiiuK  i  Nutt,  a  Democrat,  was  llic  first  postmaster,  appoint- 
ed under  Z.Ti-liai  v  Tnylcji's  ndiiiiiiislralitJii.  Tlu!  olVtce  at  first  hnd  a  very  fiiiinll 
nntronnge  and  vv.t(>  kept  in  tlie  postmaster's  liou»c.  In  a  few  monttis  n  depot  was 
Diiilt,  and  the  oflice  was  moved  into  that.  Col.  Nutt  held  tlie  olTice  untii  Dec.  12, 
1859,  wl*cn  Luther  Graver,  also  n  Democrati  received  the  apppinUnent.  Soon 
after  the  change  to  a  Republican  administnitkm,  or.May  30,  iSoi.  George  Lyman 
received  the  appointment,  and  held  the  oflice  until  hit  death,  July  u,  1879.  Mlea 
Louise  Lyman,  daughter  of  George  Lyman,  then  liecame  acting  postmlitress  for 
the  boniKiiicii,  and  did  the  Inisluc-;';  until  N.  H.  SnfTord  received  the  appointment 
nndtook  tlic  oiVicc.  Sept.  i,  1S79.  \lv  held  (lie  ollice  until  Ids  death,  March  10, 
1SS6,  wluii  IlL-iltcrt  L.  Dtitloii  was  acting  postmaster  for  the  bondsmen  until  the 
appointtncnt  of  Snnford  II.  Foltcr.  Tliere  have  tliercfore  Keen  hut  four  post- 
iiKiKtors  ill  the  Ihirty-scven  years  of  the  existence  of  tl»c  oflice,  two  Democrats 
and  two  Kepublicana.  Both  of  the  latter  died  in  ofhce.  The  oflice  survived  one 
Are— tlic  hurning  of  the  depot  In  which  It  wot  located.  In  i86j.  All  the  books, 
papers,  inall  matter  and  ftxUireft  wen  saved.  It  was  ass^fned  a  pfaMe  Ui  the  new 
depot,  when  rebnitt,  where  tt  remained  until  that  was  torn  down  and  a  new  de- 
pot liuilt  in  iSSo  It  wa**  then  ^^tvcn  ,1  ]>la<e  in  a  slicd,  atui  "^et  f)nt  tlooin,  where 
it  huK  letnuineil  lo  this  day.  During  Mr.  (Mover's  jiustniiisierhli ip  tlic  ollice  paid 
nhont  $6oa;  now  i(  pays  ihe  (uiKlniaRier  $t ..•(«>  with  about  $i(xj  fees  on  money 
order  Inmluvsn,  and  an  ullowaMCV  of  $,1(mi  lor  clerk  hire. —  VitUt-/  Suu, 

A  post  ollice  was  cstaidlsiicil  In  Olcott  viihi]p!  1887. 
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and  coniiDue<l  until  June  1,  1880,  wb&u  it  was  removetl  to  Keene,  N.  H. 
Hale  started  the  Obaerrer  with  »  Uat  of  about  1600  aubMiiban,  whkAi 
ha  had  obtained  by  pefaonal  penriatent  teaaing,'  and  had  ha  been  able 
to  anbdue  hia  nomadie  propaoritiea,  and  make  hia  expenditnvea  and  ui* 

oome  commeaaQrable,  he  could  not  linve  failed  to  inake  his  venture  here 
a  perfect  suoceaa.  Ur.  Hale  was,  in  a  titeraxy  point  of  view,  an  able 
editor,  rio  poBBoaaod  aromarknblo  memory,  ixnd  wiis  thoroughly  con* 
versant  with  the  poiitical  history  of  the  country,  and  iinow  much  of  men 
eminent  in  the  fields  of  literature,  science,  art  and  poliUci>,  both  in  this 
and  other  countries.  He  was  a  ready  writer,  and,  when  not  moved  by 
impeeanknu  oanaidarationay  waa  vevy  entertaining  in  oonTeraation.  But 
he  waa  egotietieal»  fraeUona  and  tnaolent  in  hia  treabnoit  of  hia  oom- 
pomton  and  oUier  aatiatanta,  thoogh  ohae^oiooa  to  thoaa  who  held  anj 
kind  of  a  whip>]aah  over  him ;  negligent  of,  and  indifferent  to  hia  peen* 
niary  obligations;  extravagant  in  his  mode  of  living;  treaoherooa  ttt' 
aociul  obligations,  and  the  butt  of  ridicule  everj'where. 

1 1 M  ^\a3  near-sighted,  but  difiliked  to  1)o  reiniuiloil  of  this  dcff-rt  of 
vision.  Once,  wlien  about  to  crobH  a  railroad  trnck  in  front  of  a  aioving 
locomotive,  a  youth  who  know  himcaughthold  ul  iiim  unceremoniously 
fttid  hurried  hhn  beyond  danger.  Bale  eonabiMd  thia  aa  an  inqpofati<Mi» 
and  manifested  a  dii^oaition  to  give  the  preeerrer  of  hia  life  a  good 
ihzeaUii^t  hot  Uie  joong  fellow  waa  no  ehieken,  and  the  threatened  can- 
ing was  indefinitely  postponed. 

In  August,  1880,  a  stock  company  composed  of  capitaliata  in  Keons^ 
N.  H.,  starte<l  the  "New  England  Observer"  in  that  town,  with  Mr. 
Hale  as  editor-in  chief  and  manager  ;  but,  in  a  few  monthH  thprenftor  he 
had  antagonized  the  principal  stockhol.lf  i  s  nnd  not  biMii;.^  nble  tu  1 1 1  on- 
cile  differences,  he  stepped  down  and  out,  and  there  closed  ins  career  as 
aaeditor.     QnaiU 9Ua finit UaJ" 

"The  Son"  waa  eatebliahed  at  White  Biver  Jnnotion  by  Royal  Onm- 
mbga  on  the  9th  of  Becember,  1881.  Three  mootha  later  it  waa  pw^ 
diaaed  by  A*  A.  Barley  and  eouTwted  into  the  hybrid,  or  oombination 
patent'and-bome4nadeproduetion,y'deped  "The  I^ndmar^*  (kboah 
12.  1882.1 

The  "Valley  Sim"  was  commenced  by  Royal  Cummings  at  White 
River  Junction,  January  18, 1884,  with  a  patent  outside.  In  «Tu!y,  1885, 
the  size  of  the  paper  was  reduced,  ajid  subset^uently  issued  lis  an  "  all- 
at-home  **  printed  paper,  and  waa  the  only  paper  bo  printed  between 

'  Hale  manifested  a  pcrsisience  in  teasing  thai  wuitld  h.ivc  rcndcreU  him  an  inval- 
uable lightning-rod  agent,  ills  remarkable  tenacity  gave  lise  lo  the  following  COD- 
nondrumi— "  Why  is  Tom  Hale  like  the  Hoosic  luooel  ?  "  Ans.^'*  Oecaaie  be  is 
a  wonderful  bon.*^ 
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Hcmlpelior  imd  Oonoord,  N.  H.  It  wm  Republkan  in  politioB,  ududed 
ptttent-nittdioiiie  dimI  other  qaesUoiiaMe  adTtarlawmMitoy  and  wm  %  ]ieat» 
BAWsy,  readable  paper,  and  it  is  io  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Cnmmingawag 
ocMupeUed  to  awipeiid  ita  pnblication.  Dr.  Talmodgc,  in  a  eennoii 
preached  to  newspapflr  ra(*n  on  a  recent  Sunday,  said :  "  There  are  only 
two  kinds  of  newspapeiR  the  ono  ^^ood,  very  good;  the  otlier  bad,  very 
bad.  A  newspaper  may  be  staited  with  an  undecided  chaiacter,  but 
after  ii  has  been  goiug  on  for  years,  everybody  finds  out  just  what  it  is, 
aiid  ib  is  vory  good  or  ywj  bad.  Tbo  ono  p»i>or  it  tiio  embodimeDk  of 
news,  the  ally  of  virtna^  the  foe  of  orime^  tbe  deleotation  of  elevated 
taatOi  the  auKhtieat  agenoj  on  the  earth  for  tn^Mug  the  world  better. 
The  other  paper  is  a  brigand  amid  moral  forces,  it  is  the  beelimer  of 
leputations,  it  ia  the  right  arm  of  death  and  hell,  it  is  the  mightiest 
agency  in  the  universe  for  making  the  world  worse  aud  battling  the 
cause  of  Qod.  The  one  an  angel  of  iutelUgenoe,  the  other  a  fiend  of 
daikness.** 

Chief  Justice  Parker  onco  said:  "  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  always 
a  subject  of  diaonseion ;  the  preea  ia  the  diief  engine  to  creato  and  eua- 
tain  elTil,  politieal  and  reUgione  liberty.  Bat  the  prese  is  not  inveated 
with'tha  poww  d^t  ot  invading  private  charaoter,  or  of  oiroidating 
falsehood  ngnlnst  pnblio  or  private  men.  It  may  promulgate  truth, 
however  harsh  and  severe,  with  a  good  purpcrao,  and  with  an  honest  view 
to  expose  and  reform,  but  it  cannot,  witli  impunity,  under  the  gai'b  of 
good  moh'voH,  and  justifial'lfi  ctuIb,  traduce  and  ealiuiinialo.  Powerful 
as  the  press  Ih,  it  haH  n  iiiiiflior,  and  that  master  is  tin-  law,  which,  when 
it  traugrussds  its  legitimate  bounds,  ^vlii  puniBii  the  trail sgrcsBors.  *  * 
The  imputation  of  crime  ia  not  necessary  to  conatttute  a  hbel.  Any 
opi)i  obious  terms  calculated  to  expose  the  party  of  whom  they  are  used 
to  eontumely,  maj  be  libeloua.  *  *  *  If  the  worda  of  a  aopposed 
tibel  are  not  calcidated  toinjnre  the  party  of  whom  they  are  used  in  the 
eommunity,  they  have  no  noxious  meaning,  or  tcudoncy,  and  such  tend* 
oncy  is  an  essential  ingredient  of  ofTence.  •  •  •  If  a  publication  is 
unjn^^tinable,  and  its  ilatural  tendency  is  .to  create  hostile  feelings,  aver- 
sion aud  hatred,  malico  is  inferred  by  law." 

The  Landmark  was  sold  by  Mr.  Eorle  to  Charles  il.  Jameson  in 
December,  1888.  The  new  owner  assumed  eoutrol  of  the  paper  Decem- 
ber 14.  Mr.  Jameson  ia  a  practical  printer,  and  has  ability  to  publish  a 
firat-clasa  pqpsr.  The  paper  already  exhibito  marked  improvement  in 
its  general  make-up. 
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In  a  petitioB  madft  bj  Pffaua  Timj  and  olliera  to  Uie  New  Tork 
govanunant  for  Letiara  Paftant  it  waa  afafcad  tliai  Uie  popolalion  of  iha 
town  in  1765,  was  iliiriy  persons.    The  population  in  1771,  as  shown  by 

a  census  taken  of  the  towns  in  Cumberland  County  (coniprisiug  Wind- 
ham aiir!  Windsor  Oountie«)  was  190  persons.  In  1791,  when  tbo  first 
censuB  of  Vermont  was  taken,  iKo  popalntion  of  the  town  wns  Hss  imi- 
sona,  oil  incioaso  of  G08  in  twenty  yours.  The  next  conBua  wjia  taliouiu 
the  year  ItiOO,  when,  according  to  the  U.  S.  census  reports,  the  popula- 
yom  waa  1094  persona.  Tbo  OBuatis  hom  1800  to  1880  by  decadea  waa 
aafoDowa:  Li  1810»  it  waa  1881  s  in  1810  it  waa  9010 ;  in  1880^  it  waa 
SOU;  in  1840^ it  waa  2194;  in  1850^  it  waa  2169 ;  in  1860»  it  waa 9898; 
in  1870,  it  was  2480 1  in  1680,  it  was  2954 ;  the  incraaaa  during  iha  last 
decade  was  47^  aperoentage  of  increase  of  19.1  per  cent. 

Takin^^  the  above  figures  as  the  basis  of  calculation,  it  appoftrs  that 
the  nii  i  o;iMe  of  population  for  109  years,  1771-1880,  has  bt  on  2764 
— a  moan  annual  increaee  of  26.36  per  cent.,  of  which  nearly  ono-sixth 
occurred  in  the  decade  between  1870  and  1880.  The  increase  from  1771 
to  1791  waa  mainly  from  immigration ;  that  flrom  1791  to  1800  waa 

.probablj  dne  to  the  eiaeaa  of  birtha  over  deatha  daring  that  period^ 
with  aoma  immigration.    Between  1800  and  1810^  the  tide  of  emi- 

^  gxatiott  began  again  to  flow  into  the  town ;  but  from  1810  to  1820,  the 
war  of  1812  and  the  fearful  epidemic  of  1814-15  not  only  dedmated  the 
town,  but  served  to  check  the  tide  of  emigration,  and  the  increase  was 
chiefly  of  indigenouH  growtli.  Betwoen  18'2fl  nnd  1850  the  philosophy 
of  the  decrease  ia  liUl.  ult  to  understand.  The  construction  of  railways 
induced  imuugration  to  a  considerable  extent,  but  this  wiis  of  a  tran* 

■  aient  and  temporary  cliaracter.  The  depletion  might  have  been  caused 
bj  the  **  Weelem  fever,"  which  oonlinned  to  inflnenoe  emigtation  from 
thla  aeetion  of  Vermont  for  a  longer  period  than  in  otiierportiooa  of  tiie 
State.  It  wQl  be  eacn  that  the  increase  between  1820 and  1880  exeeeded 
the  mean  annnal  inareaae  for  109  years,  but  the  actual  loss  between  1840 
and  1850  is  m\  anojuftly  not  wholly  attributable  to  decimation  by  emi- 
gration. In  the  aljhonco  of  official  rogiHtration  reports,  and  other 
aiatislical  data,  it  is  nupoasiblo  to  dotennine  what  were  the  nctiTal  riuinon 
of  the  variable  increase  and  decrease  of  the  population,  or  to  make 
aatisfactorj  deductions  relating  to  the  same. 
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Tlic  iiicrcAfic  in  pojinlaf  ion  betwocn  1  K5I)  ixuiX  '00,  must  be  nttribiitcd 
to  the  contplction  of  scvcml  railways  to  White  Biver  Junotion,  winch 
led  to  tlio  cstablislimcnt,  at  that  point,  of  numerous  offices  and  work* 
shops  oonnectod  thcrowitli,  nnj,  also,  to  the  impcttis  tliereby  given  to 
almost  every  branch  of  induHlry,  all  of  wliich  resulted  in  an  influx  of 
railway  officials  and  workmen,  and  laborers  to  factories,  farms  and 
other  departmeiitfl.  From  1860  to  *10,  there  was  bat  a  aligbt  inereeae. 
TIio  eivil  war  wiUi  its  diaturlring  influeneei^  the  deeimalioii  by  reornitp 
ing,  aNp|»leincnlod  by  tlio  depletion  ooiiaeqiicnt  upon  diphtlieria»  which 
waa  opidemlo  in  1868-4-6,  all  militated  agidnat  a  gain  in  population. 
Tlie  excesis  of  birtha  over  deaths  during  the  deoade  waa  only  8S.  The 
total  gain  in  population  during  tlie  ikoado  being  84,  we  gained  by  im> 
migration  51,  or  about  0,5  per  cent,  of  the  Avliole  gain,  probably  more, 
af»  tliere  must  have  Ixcn  a  depletion  by  emigration. 

lielweon  I87u  niul  'i^n,  tlio  increase  was  474,  a  rate  of  inorpascof  47.4 
per  annum,  ami  a  pt-rccntage  of  10.11.  The  e.vcess  of  births  over 
deaths  during  tlie  decade  was  262.  Deducting  tbt8  from  474  we  find 
that  the  gain  by  immigration  waa  SI8  or  44.6  per  oent.  of  the  total 
gain;  and  8.6  per  cent,  on  the  popuhition.  Theae  figures  make  tlie 
canaoa  of  increase  perfectly  obvioua.  In  March,  1878,  there  were  619 
families  in  town.  FlamUiea  with  childfen  417.  Children  under  6,  809; 
5  to  10,  200;  10  to  15,  278;  16  to  20,  330;  aggregate,  1100.  Them 

figures  show  that  the  number  of  single  persons  over  20  years  of  ago 
was  about  52Uj  children  of  school  age,  708;  the  totfd  population  being 
about  2858. 

The  rates  of  increase  of  population  during  the  la«t  decade  1870-'8O 
is  hirgcr  than  that  of  any  other  town  in  Vermont.  The  population  of 
tlie  Stale  in  1870  was  330,551;  in  1880,  332,280,  showing  an  inoreaao  of 
1,786  only  in  ten  years,  or  a  peroentage  of  .00596,  nearly.  The  fore- 
going table  shows  that  the  actual  inereaae  of  population  in  Hartford 
during  the  same  period  exceeded  one-fourlla  of  the  total  gain  in  the 
State;  the  percentage  of  increase  being  10.11, or  97.89  per  cent,  nearly, 
nf  the  UtUi\  gain  in  the  Slate.

In  1B5C  tlio  Qoiienil  Amcmbly  of  Vorniont  immmmI  mi  aol  rolttting  to 
tb6  ragifltiy  and  return  of  births*  marri&gtM  and  deatba,  by  town  and 
distriot  derka,  and  the  annnal  {inblioation  of  the  same  by  the  secretary 
of  State.  The  practicability  and  utility  of  this  measure  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated.  It  ensures  greater  aoonraoy,  and  affords  facts 
from  which  vaiuablo  conclusions  and  inferences  may  be  drawn  concern- 
ing tlie  tbreo  cms  of  buman  life,  viz.:  Hirth,  marriage  and  doatb, 
"  upon  which,  to  a  very  gix>ut  exti-nt,  aie  dependent  the  pliysical,  moral 
and  civil  condition  of  the  human  laniily." 

In  the  fuilowing  lablu  aru  grouped  together  the  wliolu  number  of 
births  registered  by  the  town  cl«>l£s  of  Hartford  during  tlie  thirty 
years  1857-86  indnaiTo;  together  with  the  average  birth-rate,  popula- 
tion to  one  birth,  nnmberof  each  sex  and  nativity  for  six  qiiinqnoniiial 
periods,  the  last  period  lioing  oompnted  upon  the  avomge  of  tiie  sti|>*

aizteea.  BKmiiiftting  the  number  of  stiU-bom  (iwentj-nme)  ttiflte 
Bgaree  indie«U»  an  inereeae  of  the  population  of  four  himdrad  and 

eigfatj-BeTOD.  According  to  the  IT.  S.  canauB  reports  the  actual  gain  in 
population  between  1850  and  1880  was  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five. 
A  proportionate  gain  betwefin  1857  and  1880  would  be  six  hundred  and 
twenty-nine.  Assuming  that  the  population  in  IbHG  was  thirty- tliree 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  the  total  gain  for  thirty  years — 1857-80,  was 
ouu  tbousAUil  twouty-niuo.  liouco  tho  iiicrciisu  by  imiiiigratiou  was  iive 
hundred  and  forty-two,  and  by  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  four 
hundred  and  eighty  seven.  The  annual  average  number  of  births 
ezoeeda  the  annual  aTorage  number  deatha  by  a  firaolion  more  than 
aeventeen. 

Those  of  my  readera  who  are  eonveraant  with  itaUetieB  on  thia  sub- 
joct,  will  observe  that  notwithalauding  the  foot  thai  the  births  in  Hart- 
ford are  remarkably  few  in  proportion  to  the  population,  the  number  of 
births  and  tho  proportioji  of  births  to  the  population  are  not  less  than 
in  mnnj  other  towns  in  Vermont  In  1884  the  proportion  of  births  to 
populaiiun  in  Windsor  County  waw  one  to  every  67.9  of  its  inhabitants, 
while  in  iiuio  other  counties  in  .Vermont  the  proportion  was  less  than 
iu  Hartford.  ^ 

One  birth  ooeuia  annually  in  BCaamohuaetta  to  every  thiriy-fiva  per> 
aona :  in  Franoe  one  to  every  thirty-fivo  persona ;  in  England  one  to 
every  thirty-one  peraona;  in  Vermont  one  toeveiy  fifty  peraona;  in 
Hartford  one  to  every  foriy-aiz  persons.

From  the  abovo  tfi1>!ft  it  will  be  seen  that  January  waa  thomofii  fruit- 
ful month,  and  Auguat  the  leaat  so.  We  alao  oee  that  the  nun;i»<'i  of 
births  varied  but  little  with  the  seasona.  During  the  months  of  winter 
there  were  170  birthu;  spring,  156;  summer,  IGl ;  auLiuuu,  167. 

J*lunil  Birth*. — During  a  period  of  thirty  years  ouly  fourtetn  child- 
ran  mve  boni  in  couple  ts.  01  Umbo  twolrtt  wen  Dnlea,  and  (wo 
were  females.  Thia  is  one  eoaplet  in  erer j  261.4  births. 

Ittej^Umatu^fdM  eases  sre  reeorded,  tbtee  of  which  were  females. 
This  is  one  in  every  195.5  births. 

Still-born. — The  statistics  on  this  point  are  unreliable.  I  obtain  the 
number  here  given  from  the  Town  Clerk's  registry  of  deaths.  The 
number  recorded  is  twenty-niuo,  of  which  tbirtoonworo  raaloH ;  thirteen 
females,  and  three  unknown.    This  is  one  to  every  00.7  of  al!  birtha. 

Parentage, — Of  the  wiiole  number  of  births  07  4  pci'  rent  \vere  of 
American  parentage;  28.9  per  cent,  of  foreign  parentage,  and  ^.7  per 
cent,  were  of  unknown  parentage.  The  greatest  proportion  of  Ameri- 
can MrtiiB  to  every  one  hnndred  of  population,  waa  in  186C^  and  the 
least  was  in  1884.  On  the  other  hand,  the  foreign  births  were  greateefc 
in  proportion  in  1674»  and  the  least  in  18G1.  In  1858^  the  proportion 
of  Ameriean  to  Inwign  births  waa  twelve  to  one;  in  1870  It  waa  L91  to 
one,  and  in  18B0  it  was  2.08  to  one.  Of  the  whole  number  of  births 
from  1860  to  1870,  seventy-five  per  cent  were  American,  and  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  were  foreign.  Prom  1870  to  1880,  sixty-one  per  cent, 
of  the  birtha  were  American,  and  thirty-nine  per  cent,  wore  foreign. 
From  1882  to  188(1  iocIu'»ive,  sixty-five  per  cent  of  all  births  wore 
American,  and  thirty  five  per  cent,  foreign.  In  the  latter  clasM  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  for  thirty  years  1857 -8G  inciusivo  was  ^JG; 
while  in  the  Anexiean  eiasa  the  eaeess  waa  only  eigbty-one.  The  eseess 
of  buths  orer  deaths  in  the  foreign  elass  in  1886-86  was  eighteen.  In 
the  Ameriosn  dass,  the  excess  of  deaths  over  hlrths  during  the  same 
period  was  twelve.  The  raj^o  of  increase  in  the  foreign  births  in  this 
town,  and  elsewere^  is  suggestive  of  the  thought  thai  the  foreign  popu- 
lation in  this  oountry  may  eventuaUy,  by  natural  ineresse.  ontaomber 
the  Ameriean  population.

I  am  nnable  to  obtain  reliable  data  eonoeming  the  number  of  first 
marriages ;  tbe  first  of  men  ;  the  subsequent  of  women  ;  of  widowers  tO 
maidfl;  of  widoworfi  to  widows;  and  of  tlio  actual  uumbor  of  divorcoa. 
So  far,  however,  as  my  porsonal  obsorvntinn  oxteuds,  I  can  ptuIorHo  tbe 
opinio;!  eutortain»Ml  V)y  a  woll-known  statistician,  i.e.:  tliat  iii  the  first 
mai  riage  of  men  tbe  bridegroom  is  generally  the  elder ;  tbat  bocbelors 
are  quite  apt  to  anooumb  to  the  oharma  of  widowhood,  and  often  take 
partneni  older  than  themaelveat  that  the  widower  marrying  a  maid 
aeeka  one  who  ia  younger  than  himadf ;  thai  in  tbe  union  of  widowere 
with  widowBi  they  find  oongeniallgr  in  partners  nearer  their  own  age  i 
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thai  too  11UUI7  people  merry  in  haste,  to  repent  at  leisure ;  and,  6uallj, 
that  in  marriage^  M  in  numy  other  fthinga,  there  is  no  eoooaniing  lor 

tastes!

Th»  nnmfaar  of  diTorees 
granted  in  Windsor  Oeunty  for  seven  years — 1880-86,  iaehasiva— was 
ss  follows:  In  1880,  6,  or  one  in  every  56  mamagea}  in  1881,  21,  or 
or  ona  in  every  12  marrtegeei  in  1882,  17,  or  one  in  OTery  15.6  mar- 
riages;  in  1 H8H,  23,  or  one  in  every  12.4  mArT?ftf»P«< :  in  1884,  26,  or  one 
in  9.85  marriages;  in  1885,  11,  or  one  in  26  innrna^'Ps  ;  in  1886,  12,  or 
one  in  20  marriages.

The  iggngftto  «gw  of  ftll  the  deoedente  ii  47,072 ;  the  avenge  age  is 
87.84.  ESxoeM  of  femalea,  84.  The  namber  <rf  deoedeole  under  one 
year  of  age  was  169 1  from  one  to  two»  68 1  fromtwo  totht«e»86i  from 

three  to  four,  35  ;  find  from  four  to  fire,  19  :  total,  306,  or  nearly  one 
fourth  of  the  whole  nuinbor  of  deoedttits.  The  mwibeir  under  one  year 
of  age  (less  the  still  born)  was  130  or  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  entire 
mortality  of  the  town.  Two  centenarians  are  among  the  decedents, 
via.: — Mrs.  Jane  Bethel,  a  widow  of  Irish  nativity,  diod  March  21,  1876, 
aged  103  years.  Mrs.  Isaac  Fouae  Baker,  a  Canadian,  died  Oct.  13, 
1880,  aged  100  years. 

Of  the  whirie  number  of  deoedente  (1244)  eleven  hundred  and  fifty- 
throe^  or  02.7  por  ooni  were  of  American  parent4igo,  and  mnoty-oue,  or 
7.8  per  oent  were  of  foreign  parentage.  In  the  latter  olass  the  number 
of  males  was  41,  females  60.  Of  ths  ninety-one  decedents,  twenty-seven 
died  daring  the  eighteen  years  ending  Dee.  81,  1874 1  thirty-nine  in 
tlin  ten  years  ending  Dec.  31,  1884,  and  twenty-five  in  the  two  years 
1886-€  inclusive.  The  above  ilgares  show  that  there  was  a  rapid  in* 
crease  in  the  death-rate  in  the  foreign  class  during  the  last  decjido.  The 
birth-rate,  howcvor,  was  largely  in  excess  of  the  death-rate,  the  uuuibor 
of  births  being  2-40  to  (!4  deaths.  There  was  also  an  increase  of  the 
foreign  population  by  immigration  with  but  little  if  any  emigration.  It  is 
therefore  probable  that  the  death-rate,  during  the  last  decade,  was  not 
greater  in  proportion  to  the  population,  than  it  was  during  the  preceding 
deeade.  In  the  foreign  elass  the  deoedente  numbered  one  to  every  884 
of  the  entire  population,  or  one  in  every  one  hundred  of  this  elass.  The 
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Inenase  io  the  pttraeatag»  of  daMdoita  wu  simplj  eommaamrafce  with 

the  increase  of  population. 

It  is  g^tifying  to  note  the  fact  that  the  death-rate,  on  tbo  wliolo,  has 
materially  decreafied  from  your  to  year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
tbo  rato  of  mortality  in  Windsor  county,  in  the  clasaos  of  diseases  most 
pr«vttloiit  in  this  town,  is  in  oxcoaa  of  tlmt  ii\  most  of  ilio  Lti  lior  counties 
in  Vermont, — the  rate  of  mortality  being  greateat  m  tlie  counties  bor- 
dering on  Couneoticut  river,  especially  in  consumption,  cancer,  typhoid 
Uwt,  wd  heart  diieeea

<1t>co«l<*nt*  from  iliis  discuHo  nro  fouiiil  at  ovory  period  of  life,  but  the 
lai'gc6l  number  succumb  bulwccn  tho  aged  of  Iweiily  and  thirty.  It  is 
nud  khaii  if  tlio  acoilf  of  dtHkth  from  tlitt  diaoMo  do  not  mature  at  f orty» 
the  vietimB  m»y  run  on  to  fixty  or  seventy.  The  foroguing  uble  ahowe 
that  more  tlian  three-fif tbe  of  tbe  wliole  number  of  deoedente  from  thk 
dieeaee  were  females.  80  long  as  thie  is  a  hereditary  disease,  the  exoess 
of  females  is  a  sad  commentary  on  tbo  uon-obscrvance  of  those  lawB  of 
lic.it th  which  alone  conduoe  to  good  health  and  long  life.  The  customs 
of  socie  ty,  tlic  lack  of  open  nir  exercise,  Uie  constant  respiration  of 
vitiated  air — heated  to  excess  by  the  crematiTijT  stove,  and  poisotied  by 
thp  odors  of  cookprj',  or  ill-vontllatioii  in  every  apartment,  especially  in 
sleeping  rooms — all  militate  against  cusloniary  or  continuous  good 
licalth.  I  do  not  assume  that  tho  avoidance  of,  or  entire  removal  from 
tlicso  and  luudrcd  causes,  will  do  more  than  diminish  the  mortality  of 
this  Unease  when  it  is  hereditary  in  diaracter,  but,  with  tbis»  and  all 
kindred  diseases,  the  ounoe  of  prevention,  whidi  consists  of  a  knowledge 
and  praetiee  of  the  laws  of  health,  will  be  worth  more  than  the  pound  of 
oure,  oftentimes  vainly  sought  for  in  the  skill  of  learned  pathologists  but 
MVer  found  in  the  nostrums  that  patent  niedioine  imposters  from 
Wartier  down  to  thoso  arrant  knaves,  retired  clergymen^  and  nomadic 
quacks,  like  Gago,  llamiiin;Iy  advertise,  and  gain  thrift  by,  simply 
brcaiiRe  tlieir  dehtdod  victims,  liko  drowning  men,  olutoh  at  and  cling 
to  straws,  and  with  like  ronults. 

Olu  Aok. — This  is  classed  by  Nosologists  among  Developmental 
diseases.  It  is  not  properly  termed  a  disease,  though  it  is  a  fruitful 
source  of  mortality.  In  many  instances  where  death  is  attributed  to  old 
age,  or  senility,  the  docodent  had  not  attatnoi  to  seventy  years  of  age. 
It  seems  probable  that  in  these  eaaoa  the  decedenta  must  have  been 
subject  to  constitutional  dis^we  of  some  kind.  Many  persons  at  seventy 
years  of  age  have  a  greater  prospective  tenure  of  life  than  others  have 
at  the  age  of  fifty.  Old  age  i^  as  a  rule,  the  result  of  causes  that  con* 
duoo  to  long  life,  vix: —

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Premature  old  a^c  ig  often  the  i^ittt  of  constitutional  diaeaaea,  or  it 
may  be  the  resulL  of  deep  mental  suffering,  but,  aa  a  rnlo,  it  is  eenaed 
by  habits  of  dissipation  that  tend  to  abbreviate  life. 

Tlie  number  of  decedents  reported  nndcr  the  head  of  "  Old  Ago"  for 
twelve  years,  1875  to  1h«(J  inclasive,  was  tliirty.  During  this  period 
the  number  of  decedents  at  the  aj^o  of  seventy  innl  upward,  inuludiiig 
two  centenarians,  w&s  140,  while  tiie  whole  nuiab«r  at  seventy  and 
upward  for  thirty  jem,  lB57-86»  wae  sas ;  melee  129,  females  154. 
The  aggregate  of  their  agee  was  90,480  yeara,  the  averages  being 
reepectively  19,6  of  females  and  79.1  males.  The  numlMr  of  aged  deoe* 
dents  in  Ae  hill  diatriots  largely  exceeded  the  number  in  the  distriets 
bordering  oii  the  rivers. 

In  the  following  table  the  whole  nninher  of  deaths  that  ooearred  in 
town  during  a  period  of  ten  yean^  1877-86,  inolusive,  are  arranged  by

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  tliat  March,  August  and  Septem- 
ber gave  the  greatest  numVwr  of  deaths,  the  aggregate  being  nearly  34 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  number.  The  mortality  by  seasons  was  as  fol- 
lows :  Winter  103,  per  cent.  22.2  ;  Spring  115,  per  eent.  24.7;  Summer 
IIS,  per  eent.  24.1;  Antamn  135,  per  eenl  29. 

In  oonelnding  this  subject,  I  will  say  that  it  is  assumed  bystatistioana 
that  a  mortality  of  two  per  oent.,  or  one  death  among  every  fifty  indi- 
Tidnals,  may  be  fixed  upon  as  a  healthy  and  natural  standard,  'l^io 
greater  number  of  the  oountries  in  the  world,  however,  show  a  mor- 
tality of  about  2.6  per  cent.,  or  one  death  among  every  forty  persona. 
It  will  l)e  noticed  that  the  mortality  of  lliis  towii  has  been,  since  1857, 
only  1.6  per  eent.,  or  one  denth  among  65  persons.  This  is  a  wonderful 
low  mortality.  The  percenUigu  of  decedents  of  both  sexes  in  Vermont 
in  1884  was  1.57. 

BAXITABT  MATmS. 

The  early  settlers  adopted  veiKy  sttiagent  precautionary  measures  to 
protect  themselves  from  the  ravaging  eiEbcts  of  epidemio  and  eontegioua 
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jKiwact.  Tlie  vnnll  ih>x  wm  thtir  aoomgft  for  many  yean.  Oomuinp- 
lion,  eatarrhal  feven,  canker  ta«li»  and  tiie  dyientety  wero  oomnKMi,  hai 
not  M  fatal  aa  in  aoma  oUier  aeetiona  of  tho  Stata  Tha  jolted  favar 
was  epidemio  in  the  years  1811-13,  and  carried  off  aboat  iiatty  penaona. 
Bnt  no  diaease  produced  a  coutinuous  feeling  of  alarm  excepting  the 
small-pox.  This  wm  rery  much  dreaded,  for,  where  it  did  not  prove 
fatal,  it  diafigurad  the  couutenaaoe  and  ohan^^ed  beauty  into  ]iomeli« 
uesB. 

Natural  B mail -pox  iy  n  iiijrL  fatiJ  (lisi'uso  lU  ail  periods  of  life;  tho 
most  80  in  infancy  aud  udvauced  life.  Tho  mortality  in  the  natural 
amall  poz  is  from  one-fifth  to  one-third  of  all  it  attacks.  The  practioe 
<tf  Jnooolation,  or  tho  engrafting  of  the  matter  of  amall-poz,  waa  effioft> 
eioiia  in  mttigaiiiig  the  danger  and  aaverity  of  the  diaoaae,  in  iftying  life 
.  and  preventing  deformity.  It  ia  aaaerted  thali  with  proper  care^  not  one 
in  IIKIO  died  of  the  engrafted  diaeaaok  Other  anthoctlleaaaj  thai  "one 
in  800  is  the  proportion  of  the  inoculated  thai  will  euraly  die.*'  The 
piaotioe  of  Taooinaliion  renders  inoculation  unneoeaaary,  anoapting  in 
eases  where  no  yacine  matter  is  obtainable. 

The  Bmall-pox  caused  a  f^rput  roramotion  in  this  town  in  1777,  and  the 
action  of  the  towu  authorities  ou  the  occaHion  nn»  uf  ii  Horio-comic  na- 
ture, calculalod  to  excite  a  sniilo  ou  the  faco  ui  tlie  roador  of  tho  records 
of  Uieir  proceediugH  at  two  meetinge,  viz :

However  ludicrous  or  howovor  aevore  tbe  action  taken  by  the  town 
in  til!'*  instftnoe  may  senm  to  ns,  it  should  be  remembered  that,  at  the 
time  iiaiued,  uatural  Bmall-pox  was  the  only  existing  form  of  the  disease; 
inoculation  watt  the  prevailing  method  of  treating  the  disorder  (the first 
osM  of  vnnnimitinii  being  praotiMd  werj  nanrly  iwenty  yean  Inter,)  nod 
white  fhn  adrantaganof  tliiB  praotifln  wnra^  to  the  incHTidaal,  obviooa,  the 
nbiolato  mortalitj  wna  inennaed  for  tbe  raioon  that  iaoeolaiioii  did  not 
serve  to  pnrent  oontagion  nor  to  emdiflete  peaUienet^  bntf  aa  before 
roTimrked,  aimplj  mitigated  the  Beverity  and  danger  of  the  diweae. 
These  facta  were  potent  to  tbe  early  settlers,  hence  defonsiye  measures 
against  the  introfl notion  of  the  dreadful  disease  wore  imporrttrvoly  de- 
manded, and  ccnujulBion  in  some  form  juBtifiable,  especiully  if  in  ilie 
least  objectionable  form  of  a  fine.  "Tho',"  siys  an  eminent  authoi  ilj, 
"  it  may  be  doubtful  how  far  it  is  justifiable  to  compel  a  person  to  take 
care  of  his  own  life^  or  that  of  his  oflfspring,  it  can  souroely  be  disputed 
tifiit  no  one  baa  a  right  to  pnt  in  jeopardy  the  lives  of  bin  fellow  erea« 
tnreap** 

At  tlie  preaent  time  the  nppaaranee  of  amall-pox  eraataa  n  furore  not 

intense  than  that  which  was  excited  by  the  recurrence  of  the  die- 
before  medical  science  had  rendered  it  loss  fatal  in  its  effeota.  A 
clasBifif^cl  lint  of  <>pi(1emio  diaeaaae,  in  the  order  of  their  latelity,  nnj  be 
found  on  page  180  ante.

Akin  to  the  derire  for  immortality,  or  oontinnanoe»  is  th»  denie  of 

memory,  fame  and  celebration.  We  devoutly  hope  to  share  the  atten- 
tion of  future  times  and  that  our  names  and  deeds  shall  not  be  forgot- 
ten. The  cotiHcioiiRnees  that  we  are  not  to  sink  into  oblivion,  but  that 
after  ilic  close  of  our  brief  existence  on  earth,  our  bodies  will  be  con- 
Bigned  to  a  resting-place  ainidnt  scenes  of  beauty,  where  our  surviving 
friends  will  erect  some  monument  over  us,  exiu'essivo  of  their  love,  and 
to  i>erpetuatc  our  memory,  and  will  often  plant  or  strew  llowers  ou  our 
graves  ;  this  will  rob  death  of  half  .its  terrors.

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It  has*  been  said  that  "Ronsofiil  and  elevating  a  confcinpluttoil  as 
that  of  the  miii's  uiunortality  cannot  ha  retiuineil  too  oi'Uin."  In  no 
Other  plMM  will  onr  minds  be  brought  to  soeh  ft  oontemplation  so  saraly 
M  at  the  graves  of  our  friends.  It  behooves  ns  then  to  often  vtMt  the 
hallowed  gronnd  where  tliey  repose,  and  to  beantify  and  make  attmo* 
tive  tiie  plaoos  of  thdr  eepultnra. 

Tlicro  arc,  nt  least,  eleven  cemclorios  in  Ilartford,  incbtdiiit^  iwo  jn  i- 
vate  banal  places.  Four  of  the  whole  nainber  are  appropriately  and 
pleasantly  located  ami  well-cared  for,  a  few  are  in  a  deplorable  condi' 
tion.  In  all  there  are  nioi  e  or  less  graves  wit  lion  f  heud-stoneH,  and 
many  liead-stones  are  broken,  or  in  a  dilapidated  uondilion,  that  i>re- 
oludes  the  poitaibility  of  ducipheriug  the  iiitiuriptionH  on  thoin.  This 
stale  of  thh^  hi  depieoableb  Oeetly  monnments  are  snitaUe  to  oom* 
memorate  the  virtues,  or  the  worthy  deeds  of  good  and  great  men,  but 
the  graves  of  the  humblest  and  most  indigent  of  mortals  should  be 
marked  by  durable  headnrtonee,  and  be  la  wdl  eared  for  as  those  of 
their  more  fortunate  fcllow-bcingH.  TIow  this  may  be  aooMnpIishcd  is 
shown  by  the  action  of  tho  late  William  H  Carter  of  Qnechcc.  This 
gentleman  wss  richly  uiulowcd  witli  a  sense  of  the  proprieties  of  life,  . 
and  possessed  a  noble  and  generous  heart.  lie  cxcinplifle<l  these  (juali- 
ties  by  donating  to  tho  Quechee  Cemetery  Association,  the  sum  of  4i500, 
the  annual  interest  of  which  is  to  be  expended  in  improving  and  em- 
bellishing the  cemetery  at  Quechee  villiage.  This  beneficent  deed — 
(^uaeteristie  of  the  man— is  worthy  of  eronlation  by  otherSi 

It  is  impostthle  to  determine  in  whieh  of  tlie  eemeteriee  in  this  town 
the  first  burials  were  made.  Admitting  tint  the  fimt  settlements  wore 
at  White  l^ver  Junction,  it  does  not  follow  that  the  first  death  or 
deaths  occurred  there,  nor,  if  such  was  the  fact,  that  the  first  dece> 
dents  were  buried  in  the  cemetery  there.  Many  of  the  earliest  settlers 
who  died  in  the  town,  were  taken  to  tiieir  native  places  fur  sepulture. 
The  graves  of  many  of  tlioHo  who  were  rirst  interred  in  tlie  cemeteries 
of  the  town,  are  without  head-stones,  and  many  head-Mioui-s  bear  no 
inscriptions,  while  others  are  distinguished  by  initial  letters  only.  Most 
of  the  earlier  settleie  were  in  the  prime  of  Uf e^  and  but  few  deaths 
ooeunred  among  them  durii^  the  first  twenty  years  suoeeeding  the  first 
settlement.  Probably  many  ohildren  were  interred  on  the  home  prem> 
iscs  even  after  the  establishment  of  bniying-grounds* 

The  following  lists  of  decedents  comprise  those  whose  graves  are 
marked  with  head-stones.  I  have  pOraonally  visited  every  c<>metery  in 
the  town  and  copied  the  inscriptions  froin  nearly  every  head-stone,  but 
have  omitted  the  names  of  ohildren  and  youth  with  a  few  exceptions, 
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from  tlicfic  lifts.  The  ccuM-f^^vioa  are  classified  in  tlic  order  in  which 
thu  lirst  biui.'il  w:is  made  in  cicli,  .iml  for  coiivcnK'ncc  of  lurcrcncc  the 
burial-place  uf  each  decedent  is  giveiij  also  the  ycai*  in  which  each  pur- 
ton  died,  arranged  iu  ohronological  ordor.

'Within  ft  hm  jmh  paai  (I  tliink  bIiim  1886)ftgr«ii  improvwneni  bas 
tieen  made  in  this  oemeiery.  In  the  older  portion  the  headstoiiM  hftTO 
been  placed  in  an  upright  position,  and  cleaned  of  moM  that  obscured 

the  inscriptions.  The  briars  and  weeds  have  disappeared  from  the 
walks,  the  tops  of  the  graves  have  generally  been  now  sodded,  and  an  air 
of  proper  neatness  marks  thia  homo  of  tho  dond.  A  much  needed  mldi- 
tion  or  extension  has  been  mode  to  the  cemetery,  and  the  annex  is  being 
laid  out  into  lota  to  mit  paroliftMra. 

Daring  tlw  ofNutraeUon  of  tbo  Yermoni  Oantnl  nilroad  in  1846-47 
tho  Mat  and  of  Hm  oematacy  waa  aot  aS,  and  aafaral  akaiatoiiB  wan 
CKhnmad,  but  prindpaHy  from  grares  unmarked  by  headstonaa.  Donbt- 
less  the  first  interments  made  in  this  eeaateryanto  date,  by  many  years, 
that  of  Mr.  Phineas  Parkluirst,  whose  grave  stono  bears  tho  earliest 
recorded  inscription  to  be  found  in  this  cemetery.  vSome  of  the  first 
settlors  were  buried  in  the  Delano  cemetery,  which  was  established  as 
early  as  1794,  and  others  were  interred  at  the  centre  of  the  town.  The 
baalthftilnaaa  of  lha  diniata  in  tUa  Tiainitj  ia  indieatad  bj  tha  longevity 
of  a  great  majority  of  tha  daoedanta.

The  Roman  Cathotio  cemetery  ia  located  closely  adjauetit  to  their 
place  of  worahi|K  It  is  had  ont  with  a  greater  degree  of  regnUritj 
thaii  aiijr  otlier  in  the  town,  and  a  very  oomiuondable  dispoaition  ia 

lunnifcsloil  1>y  ihv  lut  owucrs  to  keep  the  placo  cleanly  and  attractive  to 
the  eye.  TIio  Bile  is  not  sufficiently  large  for  a  place  of  sepulture,  bat 
an  important  nddition  may  he  gained  by  terracing  the  bill^side,  as  has 
already  hrcn  done  in  a  few  instances. 

The  above  list  ombraoea  ail  decedents  but  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age.  I  will  add  that  nearly  every  grave  is  uiarkcd  cither  by 
a  tiandsome  marble  stono  or  monnmonb  A  few  graves  are  marked  by 
wooden  erosscs,  but  all,  wiUi  a  very  few  exeopUonSy  are  properly  desig* 
nated.

And  the  rest  in  OixVa  own  time." 

And  there,  with  nothing  to  disturb  the  univerBuI  Bilence  of  the  scene, 
save  the  boating  of  ono'a  own  Imart,  contemplate  the  inemorialH  which 
have  been  reared  above  tlio  iiluniberers  beneath — the  rich  and  the  poor, 
the  humble  and  the  great, — and  tliere  study  the  inscriptioua  that  indi- 
cate iu  turn  oateutaiiou  or  modest  simplicity ,  ail'eutation  of  grief,  or 
ainoarity  of  alfeotion)  refinomant  or  want  of  faato;  knowledge  or  iguor- 
■noe.  Hera,  n  radely-bewn  and  unlettored  atona  apeaka  poverty'a  lov- 
' '  ing  ramaoibninoe ;  fhara,  a  modeat  toblat  marks  Ihe  rapoae  of  tbe  hnm« 
ble ;  here,  a  oroa%  the  riga  of  tbe  Ohristian  believer,  stands  near  a  lofty 
and  costly  memorial  over  ibe  remiuns  of  one  distinguished  in  life  for 
nothing  but  wealth,  or  perhaps  for  what  the  world  calls  greatness.  Bui 
who  in  saob  a  oougregatiou  as  ibis  con  be  accounted  groai  t 

**  Wbat  foM  BurvlTes  the  cntcii>li«  of  deatli? " 

Death  is  no  respeeior  of  pataona.  Its  triumphs  and  trophies  include 
the  king  and  tlie  peasant,  the  most  exalted  in  rank,  title  and  woalth,  and 
tiie  most  bnrnble  and  obscure  of  mortals.  Mankind  muBt  all  conto  to 
the  level  of  the  f^rave.    Our  bones  nuiBt  niinglo  in  one  common  mass.

thui  qpirit  of  repubUoanum  now  tftnotioiiB.  Btavj  ottiMn  wm  as 
much  obligated  to  pay  hia  tax  for  the  support  of  a  miniBter  aa  ha  now 
is  topi/ his  highway  or  aobod  tftL  He  mnat  alap  dedare  hla  religiona 
preferwiMei  if  he  entertained  any.  It  mattered  not  wbathor  he  attended 
npoD  religious  worahijpi  or  whether  the  minister  held  sentimenta  not  in 
Accord  with  his  own,  the  payment  ol  a  tax  for  the  miniater*a  anpport 

was  iinf  to  ho  evaded. 

Tlio  form  of  goTeruuienf,  or  fnudaaiontal  coDstitution  established  by 
the  lords  aud  proprieiors  of  Cat  oliua,  in  March,  1G99,  contained  the  fol- 
lowing articles,  which  illustrate  the  spirit  that  governed  the  early  set- 
tlers of  thie  oonntry  who  fled  hom  England  to  avoid  pecaeontion, 

.  **  XCV.'— No  imin  fihall  be  pennittwl  to  be  a  freeman  of  CS•rolIim^  or  to  hsve 
luiy  oHtnlo  or  Imliitnlioii  within  if.  (luit  dotli  not  noknowledlge  a  Ood,  and  that 
QinI  w  iHtlilicI}'  uikI  Holi'iiinly  tx)  vvui^lii{i|M-<l. 

C, — In  tlie  teriiiH  of  cuinimiiiioii  of  every  i  lnirrli  or  luofiwHiuii,  theee  follDwiiig 
hIiiiII  Ik>  thni*,  without  w)iicU  no  a|j;rM«u(»iit,  or  oMJoiuuly  of  mou  under  pi-cteuce 
of  reHu:ion,  nhnll  \>o  nccounted  a  ohurcli  or  pfolession  wiUiin  tliese  nalee:

Um»  roligiou  of  luiy  church  or  profeHsion. 
CIX.— No  iieraon  wluitMouver  sluUI  diHturb,  moleMt,or  persecute  another  for  hb 

sixM-tiliitire  ophiions  hi  religiou,  or  Iiis  way  of  worehip." 

The  lords  and  proprietors  of  the  Province  of  Carolina  were  adherents 
to  the  Church  of  Eiigland.  Tlioy  bolievod  that  the  religion  of  that 
church  was  tho  only  triio  ami  orthodox  roligiou,  mid,  it  boing  the  ua- 
tioiml  religion  of  nil  the  kings'  dommions.  it  alono  should  be  allowed  to 
recoiro  a  public  maiutaiuauce;  never theloss,  thoy  were  not  bigoted,  nor 
intolerant  of  any  other  religions  and  professions.  They  held  that  there 
eon  ba  no  Ckri$UanUif  whert  <Aer»  it  no  oharUjf,  Their  higheet  aim 
and  purpoee  waa  to  found  the  govemment  upon  the  Arm  basia  of  relig* 
ton  and  morality;  and  thqr  pnpwlj  required  every  member  of  the  body 
politic  to  pabliflly  avow  hia  religiouB  preferenoea,  eontribnte  to  the  aup* 
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|>ort  of  some  form  of  religious  worship,  aad  aot  in  sjmpathj  with  the 
raligUHW  fMluig*  id  Um  oommunity  in  whidi  lie  lived. 

Tbe<XOVII)iuiialy-eeTMil]ij>rtidAof  the  lave  of  GeroUu*  framed 
bj  the  propriettne  of  klmt  provinoa,  ii  eipraanve  of  llw  liberal,  cbari- 
talik  udChtietiaiisinriitliiit  pervftded  the  hearts,  ami  regnlated  the 
oondaek  of  ihat  repreeenlative  body  of  oharchmen  in  their  treatmeDt  of 
dissenters,  and  professors  of  other  religions  in  genernl,  and  of  non-pro- 
fessors RH  well.  The  article  alluded  to  is  so  ropleto  with  Christian  ucn- 
timent,  bo  sLrongly  illostrative  of  the  doctrine  taught  by  Christ,  wliilo 
on  earth,  and  so  valuable  as  u  rule  of  Gbristian  conduct,  that  I  bball 
quote  it  Terliatim,  — 

"  But  since  the  natives  of  tlrnt  ptooe  (Onitiliiin)  who  will  bo  couoemoil  in  onr 

ptantatii)!),  aii-  ultorlv  »trunt;eni  to  ClirisUanity,  wliOi^t  idolatry,  igiiomncv,  i>r 
miiftake  giv'eg  iih  iiu  ri>;lit  to  i-x]>el.  or  nm  thiun  ill;  ami  tliont-  who  remove  from 
other  |)arte  to  plunt  thert-,  will  iniavoiilalily  Itt- of  ii  if  m nt  [uni  in^  coiicfriiiiif^ 
nuUters  of  religion,  the  iiticrty  whereof,  Uiey  will  exiiet  t  to  huve  iUlowed  tlieiii, 
Mid  it  will  not  l*o  reaitonable  for  us  on  thin  account  to  k(H;p  them  out;  that  civil 
peace  may  be  maintained  the  diversity  of  opinions,  and  our  agreement 

and  compact  with  all  men  ma^  bedoly  and  faithfully  olMcrvud;  the  violatiim 
whereof,  itpoa  wkat pnlenet  soewr, wnnot  be  mtkottt  great  offeno$  to  Almigktg 
Cfod,  and  great  eeanaal  to  the  true  religion,  nthltk  we  profeM;  and  also  that 
Jews,  lieatTiL'ns,  aTui  other  dissi'iiters  from  tho  imrity  of  Christian  religion,  may 
not  l)e  feared  aiid  ki'|it.  at  a  ilihlaiuij  froni  it,  hut,  hy  liaviri^  iiii  nmMtrttinity  of 
acfiuainting  themsctivi-i)  with  tlu;  truth  nixl  rcjusoiiiihlciu'Ks  of  il«  tloirlrine^.  iumI 
the  peacenlilencss  and  inotfensiveneus  of  iUt  prufeti»ur»,  itmy  hy  ijtuKi  muuje  and 
jtersiMsimi,  and  all  thone  convincing  methodjt  of  getdlenens  and  meeknen*  unil- 
oUe  to  the  rtiles  ami  degign  of  the  gimpel,  be  wuh  urtr  to  emt>mre  and  unfeigu^ 
edly  receive  the  truth ;  therefore,  any  nevm  or  morv  i»erwm5  uyrLuing  in  any  re- 
Hgioii,  shall  ooosUttito  a  chuich  or  pcofsasioii,  to  which  they  ahaU  give  soom 
nema  to  dtettngutsh  it  from  others.** 

CEKTIKIOATKS  OK  RKl.UilOUS  OONN KC  I  ION. 

On  the  16th  of  Marcli,  17sn,  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont  on 
motion  made  after  a  lonqr  ihdmto,  rosolvod  that  the  followtiig  amend- 
ment bo  made  to  the  "Act  empowering  the  inhabitants  of  the  respec- 
tive towns  in  this  State  to  tax  themselves  for  certain  occasions,"  v'lz: 

*'  Alwayn  providrtl  that  no  jx  ixm  I  w  compelle^l  by  the  major  vote  of  said  town 
to  build  or  r<  i)air  a  nii't  ting  house,  or  8Up|Mirt  a  worship,  or  a  miiiLstiT  of  tin- 
goqiel,  ot>ntmry  to  ttke  tlictjitos  of  his  conactenci* ;  Provi<K>«1,  Hni<l  ])ers4>n  or  |ier- 
Sons  sliall  supjK>rt  some  sort  of  religioux  worbhip  as  to  them  may  setMn  nuwt 
agreeable  to  the  woxd  of  Qod,  anrtiung  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwitlistand- 
tog.**  The  ayes  and  nays  hieing  nfinemied  wiiefcher  the  last  clause,  or  provision, 
of  th>:-  nnioiufrnont  Stand,  the  voCs  was  ayss  28,  nays  14.  So  It  was  resolved  in 

lilt!  afliriiiati\  f. 

This  provisiou  wuh  evaded  by  recptiring  a  man,  who  refused  to  pay 
hia  tax  for  the  legally  appointed  clergyman,  to  prove  that  ho  belonged 
to  another  denomioation;  Bnt^  as  many  sought  by  this  method  to 
evade  taxation  altogether,  the  General  AasemUy  in  October,  1783, 
]»aa8od  an  aet  to  remedy  all  trouble  on  tliia  point,  via  : 

"  Bo  it  enocteil  tlmt  every  person  or  peraons,  Iieing  uf  adult  age,  shall  he  OOft* 
sidored  as  being  of  opinion  with  the  ntajor  part  of  Uie  iuhahitanta  within  auidk 
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town  or  imriHh  whciv  hi\  nlie,  or  tiliojr  aliali  dwull,  until  ho,  alie,  ur  tliey  hIuiU 
hritt^  n  wrIillOnto,  HinriMHl  hy  ndiimi  inlniBbir  of  tlio  k«)hik>I,  ilcnoiin  or  cJdor,  or  tho 

nuKlcriilor  in  llic  cliuifli  or  cougrogiition  to  wliicli  ho,  hIio,  or  tliey  pioUnul  loU"- 
ioiiR,  Ijetng  of  a  dilTort'iit  | w^rBUJisioii  ;  which  ccrtificRte  »hnU  set  forth  tlie  [lai  t  v 
to  Ito  of  tlieir  pcrMUitHioii  ;  nixl  until  .such  coililifato  hIiuII  Ix'  hIiowd  to  tho  clerk 
of  Kuoh  town  or  {xiriMh  (who  shnU  rocorU  UiO  eiuui>)  Budi  uort;  bIuUI  be  subject  to 


l»y  all  Buch  charges  witli  tlie  niajor  put,  u  bj  law  ■hau  be  miioMed  on  Ub,  ber 
or  their  polls  or  ratable  eetato." 

The  above  named  act  met  witb  mooh  opposition.   The  number  of 

the  minor  sects  in  most  of  the  towns  was  quit<?  large.  Tho  opposition 
incrcnscd  to  such  an  extent  that,  in  1801,  tlto  Legislature  repealed  the 
clause  in  the  act  enabling  any  iudividual  to  obtain  a  certificate  to  ex- 
empt liim  from  I'Hyji  g  Uixos,  and  enacted  tho  following  as  n  subytitute: 

"That  every  person  of  adult  a£e,  being  a  legal  voter  lu  any  town  or 
pariah,  afaall  tweoBridared  as  of  Sba  rali^oaa  opinion  and  aMitimeBt  of 

such  society  as  is  mentioned  in  said  net.  aTi  l  br  liablo  to  bn  taxed  for 
the  jjurpoaos  meuiiouod  iu  raid  act,  unless  he  shall,  previous  to  any 
vote  aafcborisad  in  and  by  oiud  aek,  doHvor  to  the  derk  of  said  town  or 

l»ariHli,  a  doclaratlon  iu  writing,  with  hie  iiuiuo  tlioreto  subscribed,  iu 
the  following  words,  to  wit ;  *  J  do  not  agree  in  religiou*  opinion 
with  a  majority  of  the  inhaMtanU  of  tM§  town,*** 

This  did  not  remove  all  objections,  nor  silence  complaints,  and  at 
every  aaadon  of  the  Legialatnra  dTorta  vrwre  imda  to  repeal  the  act. 
Pinatty,  in  1807,  the  offensive  parte  were  repealed,  divesting  tho  towns 
of  all  power  to  oot  or  psM  any  vote  for  tlie  building  of  meeting^bouiei 
or  the  support  of  ministers,  leaving  every  individoal  to  deeide  for  bim> 
self  whether  lie  would  contribute  anytlung  for  tho  promotion  of  those 
objects." 

The  following  certificates,  which  were  made  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  several  acts,  I  have  quoted,  ai"e  found  recorded  in  the 
records  of  tlio  town,  certified  by  tho.Towu  Clerk,  whose  certificate  need 
not  be  quoted.  Tho  reepective  dates  of  tho  certiUcates  indicate  the 
legielaiive  acts  under  whioh  they  were  made.

ThU  MVarame  of  the  raltttiont  batwMa  elinroh  tad  8UU,  or  oottiog 

the  ehurches  loose  from  dopondonce  on  State  support,  and  throwing 
fbem  wbollj  on  their  own  resources,  thereby  esti^lisbing  the  Toluntaxy 
system,  met  with  strong  opposition,  but  it  placed  the  respectite  denom- 
inations on  a  footing  of  equality,  roinoved  invidious  diHtinctioDS,  and,  in 
time,  those  who  bad  most  strongly  upheld  the  lime-honored  reiatiODt 
pronounced  the  "  Toleration  Act,"  a  good  and  wholesome  law.

Thoy  baliorod  with 
Demosthenes,  tlni  all  law  la  fbe  laTontion  and  gift  of  UeareD,  tbe  r«M- 
lution  of  wise  men,  the  correction  of  erery  offence,  and  the  general  oom- 
pao(  of  tho  Stale  i  end  with  Orotius,  thefc  God  approTsa  and  lakifise  the 
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ialutory  o<MMltlttiioiis  of  govwmnaiit  nukto  bj  meo.  .  Aetuatod  by  Iheee 
sonlimeiits,  ibe  pfopri«Uira  iiud*  euly  ancl  VhmX  pn>vial6ot  for  tho 

support  of  the  Qoap«l  at  home,  and  its  propngniioB  in  foreign  couutriM. 
The  charters  of  all  the  towushipe  on  the  Now  Hampshire  Gnmts,  con- 
tained provifiions  for  the  sequestration  of  lands  for  public,  pious  and 
charitable  usoa,  among  which  one  whole  share  was  to  be  reserved  for 
the  first  settled  minister.

Tbe  town  adopted  tbe  report  and  voted  JQOO  lawf ni  momtj  tti  New 

Hampshire,  to  build  said  house,  which  was  to  be  completed  by  Septem*' 
ber  1st,  1775.  Oopt  Jos^h  Marsh,  Jonathan  Birtoh,  Esq.,  and  Amos 
Robinson,  Esq.,  were  chosen  a  committee  to  supeiintend  tho  bnildiitg 
of  the  house.  JuLii  l^larsh  then  owned  the  laud  upon  which  the  houso 
was  to  be  built,  aud  the  building  committee  were  instructed  to 
agree  with  said  Marsh  lur  tiie  laud  Lo  set  the  meutiug  iiouse  ou  aud 
enougb  for  a  oonvenient  green. 

Subeeqnently  the  landonwbieh  tbe  bouse  was  to  be  boilt  passed 
into  tbe  possession  of  Daniel  X>ewey.  May  8»  1791,  the  ssleotmsn  of 
tho  town  made  an  arrangoueni  with  Mr.  Dewey  by  wUob  be  dssdetl  to 
tbo  town  "  tbe  buid  lying  in  ibe  meeting-house  aquare,**  in  nobaiigs  for 
other  bmd  The  record  of  this  transaction  maybe  found  in  Vol.  9, 
page  69y  Land  Beoords. 

For  BO)»ie  rof»<«on,  not  expressed  in  the  records,  the  building  cominit- 
tee  did  uot  then  proceed  to  the  work  of  building  a  meetmg-houso,  and

The  Legislatare  at  the  Ooiober  Session  in  1783,  passed  an  act  anUior- 
iaing  towns  and  parisbea  to  erect  proper  housea  for  public  worship  and 
aopport  miniaten  ol  the  Gospel.  < 

It  aeema  Tory  likalj  thai  thia  aolion  by  the  Qeneral  Aaaembly  resulted 
from  the  petition  made  to  that  body  in  conformity  to  the  above  Tote  of 
the  town,  whioh  ante-dated  ilio  passage  of  said  act  about  one  month. 
One  of  tho  probable  resuHw  of  tlio  enactment  of  tluB  law  would  be  the 
building  of  a  meeting-lionyo  l  iy  (he  pntitioners  in  thia  case,  very  soon 
thereafter.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  tiultictmen  of  the  town,  in  June  1781, 
pitched  two  or  more  100  acre  lots  to  the  miiiisUriol  right,  the  first 
being  "  No.  IG,"  at  the  centre  of  the  town,  pitched  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  proprietors,  November  8d,  1769.  Thia  lot  was  dsaig- 
nated  aa  the  If  lnlater*a  loi|"  but  there  ia  no  evideooe  that  it  waa 
occupied  aa  aa(di  fay  any  aettled  miniater  prior  to  the  time  that  Hir. 
Gross  took  posseasi<m  of  it»  by  virtue  of  the  proviaiona  named  in  the 
charter  of  the  town.

!]niefinit  eongr^^tonal  pveaciiing  in  Hartford  waa  by  Bev.  Aaron 

Hutchinson,  about  the  year  1774,  possibly  earlier  by  a  year  or  two.  In 
the  records  of  the  town  of  Woodstock,  Vt.,  under  date  of  Septembar  1^ 
1774,  Uie  following  entry  is  found  : — 

"  The  free-holders  and  other  inhabitants  being  assGmbled  in  town 
meeting — vntf  d  to  hire  Mr.  Aaron  Uutdunson  for  five  yeais  in  GOnneo- 
tion  with  Hartford  and  Pomfret."  * 

Thia  method  of  hiring  a  minister  was  m  accordance  with  the  system 
pursued  at  that  time.  There  waa  at  the  time  of  theae  proceedings  no 
oongMgational  church  not  society  in  Hartford.  The  arrangementa  for 
preaching  were  made  by  the  town.  Were  our  town  records  not  lost|  it 
ia  probable  that  we  might  And  therein  a  record  of  the  action  token  by

•Mr.  Hulchinaon  settled  in  Woodatock  in  177S,  and  continued  to  preach  theie 
until  1781.  when  the  Arttcongrefatioeal  church  In  Woodstock  was  formed. 
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lUo  lowii,  iu  coimoctiou  with  Woodetock  aud  roufiot,  in  lognrd  to 
hiring  Hr.  Hutdifawm.  Ji  ia  now  tlw  praMniUed  rale  in  caUiug  tnlnw- 
tera,  for  Uio  lektwt  to  bo  iMued  by  a  ooaudttoe  tho  ebnreh  joined  by 
A  commilieo  of  tbo  wooMiy.  **  The  eall  ibmild  proceed  from  the  chur^, 
•  in  the  first  instaooe  in  onler  thnt  it  may  haye  eedeiinetieil  or  binding 
force  as  a  religious  ordinance ;  the  action  of  the  eooietj  ia  merely  aub- 
flidiftry,  and  has  reference  only  to  tejnporalitieB,  euch  as  salary,  aettle- 
meni,  use  of  parsonage,  &,c.  Such  rights,  towns  in  their  corporate 
capacity  coatniuod  to  exoicise, — a  concurrence  on  their  part  with  the 
church  l>eiug  requiBito  for  the  lawful  settlement  of  a  minister  until  the 
Legislature  passed  acts  taking  away  from  towns  all  sucli  power,  and 
eodetiea  eane  in  place  of  towna  in  contracts  for  hiring  and  settling 
ministers."— Formerlly  meeting-houses  were  built  and  owned  by  towns: 
now  they  are  liuilt  aud  owned  by  aoc^ties  t  yet,  as  a  rule,  congtega> 
ttonal  societies  embrace  more  or  less  church  members. 

During  tlie  peiiod  when  the  towns  hired  and  settled  ministers,  clergy* 
men  were  more  biglily  venerated  nnd  honored  by  the  people  at  large, 
than  they  are  at  tho  present  time.  *  The  <  lrr^'yman,  in  those  days,  was 
the  minister;  that  is,  the  servant  of  the  town  and  people  ;  but  the  pas- 
tor, that  is,  Uio  keeper,  tho  shepherd  of  tho  church.  Then  permanence 
gave  dignity  aud  authority  to  tiie  olBce ;  gravity,  learning,  and  a  pater* 
nal  interest  and  care  for  the  whole  people,  made  the  minister  the  first 
aud  principal  man  iu  tho  town,  whose  cliaraeter,  eq»eeia]ly  if  for  good, 
impressed  itself  thoroni^y  and  permanently  upon  the  whole  town,  and 
all  its  interests  and  institutions."  •  *  •  What  a  ehange  a  half  cen- 
tury with  its  new  notions  has  brought  about  t  The  rererence  paid,  and 
authority  yielded  to  fhe  rlerfTy,  ig  gone— nn^l  with  fhoin  aro  jrone  fnuch 
of  tho  peace,  order,  sobriety  and  proBpority  of  our  comaiumties,  espoci- 
ally  in  the  agricultural  regions.  Tbo  old  faahioned  charity,  hospitality, 
aud  brotherly  kinduose,  huvo  vanished  awuy.  aud  theii-  place  has  not 
been  supplied  by  any  gifts  or  graces,  that  ahould  cause  their  loss  not  to 
be  noticed  and  lamented.  PoMttby  in  worldly  prospetity,  some  show  of 
advance  has  been  msdC)  bat  in  damuUe  f^eity  and  neighborly  good 
f«^ig»f  the  by*gone  dsys  may  fearlessly  ohallenge  a  comparison  with 
the  present  iimos."— t7<;/in  J).  Ifitt. 

We  are  wanting  in  the  piety  and  devotcdnoRs  of  our  fathers  andmoth* 
ers.  In  those  early  days,  all  made  it  a  ]>oi!it  to  ailoivl  mp«ting  every 
Sabbath  in  some  way.  They  would  travel  many  miles  over  bad  roads 
aud  iu  the  worst  of  weather,  on  loot  and  on  horBebock,  to  attend  relig- 
ious worship.  Of  the  early  ministers  it  is  said  tbat  "they  toiled  in  the 
eold  and  in  the  heat,  by  day  and  by  night,  traversing  the  wUderness 
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from  one  solitary  dwelling  to  another,  by  markad  tNM  and  half-made 
roads,  fording  rivers  and  other  streams."  They  were  mostly  itinornnts, 
receiving  bat  littlo  pny,  but  they  persisted  in  doing  the  Master's  duty, 
witbout  money  or  puce.  Tbey  did  service  for  tho  dend  and  for  ibo  liv- 
ing alike;  gave  aolac©  to  the  djiji^.',  t?piritnnl  iiid  and  comfort  to  the 
living, — indeed,  they  wero  piiatora,  oilviBors,  genial  coinpnniouti — in  a 
word,  OhriaUant  in  |n«cUce,  as  w«0  aa  in  proleaaion.  They  poaaeaaed 
no  graai  Htanury  qnalUtcationat  ytA  tbair  ndniatrationa  wora  well  adapted 
to  the  ofmdition  of  Ihe  people  whom  ihey  visited.  Though  having  no 
<*aammer  vacations'*  at  Saratoga,  or  other  laabionable  reaorla;  though 
.  not  domidliatad  in  oozy  parsonages,  but  a  atone'a  throw  away  from 
places  of  worship,  nor  having  the  advantage  of  the  modern  labor-Baving 
system  of  exchanging  sermone,  whereby  ouo  and  the  same  hcittioh  may 
go  the  rounds  to  edify  an  indpfinite  number  of  congregations,  they  gen- 
erally died  at  a  green  old  age  and  in  ihe  harness.

A  Ooogregational  Sodety  waa  fonned  at  the  centre  of  the  town  in 
1805.  This  was,  probably,  the  firat  leligioaa  aooiety  fonned  hi  the  town, 
and  to<dc  the  place  of  the  town  in  regard  to  hiring  and  settling  minta- 

ters,  supporting  a  preached  gospel,  and  building  meeting  houses,  par- 
sonaguB.  eio  Inflow  is  given  the  petition  for  a  meeting  of  the  inhabit- 
ants ;  tlui  wfiruiiig  iBSued  by  the  town  clerk  for  said  meeting,  and  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting,  as  found  in  the  town  records: —

The  first  Congregntional  organization  in  Hartford  was  the  church 
forinod  at  the  cfmtro  of  the  town.  The  reoorda,  both  of  the  church  and 
the  aocietj  i\i  the  coutro  of  the  towu  havo  diMfipjic-arotl,  and  nothing 
remains  to  the  liistoriau  to  enable  liim  to  arnvo  at  auj  satisfactorj  con- 
elnmou  regaiduig  the  dale  of  lh«  argiii^SAtica  of  the  first  Gongrega- 
tionil  ohurah.  Ifc  ha*  already  bean  ahown  ttiat  Bav.  Aaron  Hokiliiiiaoii 
inraadiad  at  the  cantra  of  lha  town,  and  alaawliera  In  the  iovn,  as  early 
as  1774.  Bar.  Thomas  Gross  who  was  the  first  settled  aimatar  in  the 
town,  was  ordained,  according  to  Thompson,  June  7, 1786.  The  follow- 
ing itoin  from  the  record  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Woodstoek 
clearly  proves  that  the  church  in  Hartford  was  organind  some  time 
before  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Gross : — 

"  May  2l8t  H'TSGl  a  Letter  front  the  Qib.  at  Hartford  was  read  requesting  the 
assistance  of  uiis  Cbh  bjjtheir  Fsstor  and  a  Ddegnte  to  aarisfc  at  the  ocdiiiatioti 
of  Mr.  TlionioK  GmeH.

Juno  ;i()th,  1787,  the  church  was  invited  to  a  Council  m  Pouifiot.  Mr. 
Gross  was  present  and  ull'ereil  the  concluding  prayer  at  the  lUBtalla- 

tion  of  Bev.  Benjamin  Bell,  OTer  the  ohurohes  of  Windsor  and  Oomish, 
N.  H.»  Deo.  1,  179a  He  was  also  In  Woodstook  July  23dp  1792, 
when  the  ohoreh  there  renewed  their  covenant. 

The  foregoing  comprises  all  of  the  tangible  evidence  now  in  posses- 
flkiu  of  the  historian  relating  to  the  church  prior  to  1812,  with  the 
exception  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Gross  was  dismissed  in  February,  1H08 
Bv  whom  ho  was  succondod,  previous  to  the  ordination  of  llov.  Austin 
Hazeu  in  1812  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  only.  After  Mr.  Hazen's  ordi- 
nation,  a  reorganization  of  the  church  took  place,  and  owing  to  the  con- 

'  T'li'  ictifjM  of  ilif  settlers  appears  lo  have  {)ccii  in  llieir  c.ip.ncily  .is  n  town  or- 
gunizatiuii  ;  this  society  probably  having  the  character  ot  a  "  parish  " — such  as  ex- 
iMed  at  that  lime  in  Opnaeetioii  and  MasKachuselto. 
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fused  Btato  of  previous  records,  a  new  record  book  was  opened,  into 
which  was  copied  the  C07eaaiit  originally  TTiade,  and  a  liHt  of  the  meni- 
l)er8  of  the  church  at  that  time.  TIib  jihw  red-ore]  lu>ok  v,  ;ih  in  use  until 
July,  18G0.  This  book,  which  was  in  possession  of  iiov.  Mr.  ilay  aa  lute 
OS  1870,  has  disappeared,  cousequeutly  the  ohm-Gh  has  suffered  tbe 
irreperaUe  loss  of  its  nocarda  covering  a  period  of  at  least  liurao-foiirtlis 
of  a  eentiiry.  Fortonatelj*  faow6f«r»  thebiafcorian  made copioiu  axtracts 
from  (be  raoord  book  opened  in  1812»  vbOo  engaged  in  the  work  of  ertU 
lecting  data  for  a  history  of  the  town  in  1869-70,  the  greater  portion  of 
which  is  contained  in  the  following  history  of  the  church. 

On  the  l2th  of  May,  Rev  AnBtin  Hiizen  was  settled  over  the 

church  and  society  at  tlie  centio  vf  tha  town,  auU  on  the  27th  of  May 
following  waa  ordained  as  pastor.  The  following  extract  is  taken  from 
the  new  record  book  opened  on  tbat  day,  begining  at  p.  3,  viz :  *'Tha 
bretbran  at  the  Ohh  being  deeplj  impresaed  with  tba  importance  of 
keeping  a  Inir  record  of  their  prooeedinge  for  their  own  and  lor  the 
baneilt  of  thoaa  who  maj  hereafter  be  admitted  to  tbdr  felkmeUp^  and 
finding  former  records,  in  several  respects,  very  defioienti  and  being' 
unable  to  correct  them,  have  deemed  it  oxpodieut  to  proaorvo  tlieni  in 
their  original  form — to  ascertain  as  accurately  as  possible  their  situa- 
tion on  the  27th  of  May,  1812,  at  which  time  the  Ilev.  Austin  Hazen  was 
regularly  ordained  as  their  pastor,  and  from  that  date  make  a  new  rec- 
ord, opening  with

From  the  above  date  no  case  of  disciplino  occurred  which  was  not 
Adjualied  by  explanation  and  coneamion,  or  publin  coflfttmion,  without 
bdoag  reported  to  th«  dmroih,  tor  mora  than  nine  yaart.  Daring  tboM 
jMn  the  dmrah  tranaaoied  ita  ovdtmwy  bnaiiiOM  ftt  it*  stated  ocm- 
fertnoeSf  end  nothii^  «m  trwwwidwd-ogoapt  tha  idnii<moii  and  dtBrnis- 
Bion  of  members  whioh  it  WM  daemod  important  to  record,  and  tboae 
are  recorded  in  tlioir  proper  places. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  cliurch  held  at  the  house  of  the  pastor  Fo]y  '20th, 
1827,  the  question  of  temperance  was  discussec!,  after  whii  li  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  expressed  a  willingnesu  to  wholly  abstain  from 
the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  as  a  drink,  for  one  year.  Inasmuch  as  thara 
WM  n  diatillaiy  located  bat  a  few  rods  away  from  tlie  parsonage,  and 
Bone  membcm  of  the  ebnreh  were  engaged  in  numulacturing  whiakej 
ti>ere»  tliii  aotion  of  the  ehnroh  membera  was  carrying  flie  war  into 
Africa  with  commendable  zeal,  and  it  eTidences  the  fact  that  tkcre  waa 
a  need  of  reformntion  in  that  quarter.  Tradition  informs  us  that  it  waa 
cuHtomary,  in  Mr.  GroBs'B  time,  for  members  of  his  church  and  congre- 
gation, to  reBori  to  the  tavern  at  noon-time  on  the  Sabbath,  and  indulge 
in  u  mag  of  hot  flip,  or  sling,  and  that  even  the  preacher  was  not  free 
from  this  propensity. 

M  file  meeting  of  Feb.  SOtb,  the  following  qoeation  was  proposed : 
**  Will  the  church  aa  n  body  do  anything  towards  supporting  the  ordi- 
nances  of  vdlgion  smong  them  t "  No  Tote  waa  taken  at  thia  lima.  At 
a  meeting  of  the  churchi  Januai7 10th,  1820,  the  question  was  proposed: 
"  Will  it  be  expedient  to  maintain  meetings  statedly  at  the  centre  meet- 
ing  house  when  meetings  Bhall  have  been  regnlarly  established  at  the 
new  meeting  boiifie  *  Voted  thnt  in  our  opinion  it  uill  imt  bp  expedient." 
The  pnntor  beuig  iiiviLtni  iu  preach  in  tlie  new  iiieetiu^':  li  visPj  Sunday, 
January  lith,  the  brethieu  advised  him  to  accept  the  invitation.  January 
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22<l,  af lor  prayer  mul  coitaidorable  dolibcraliou,  it  was  clodded  not  to  bo 
eip«dieiii  to  diviik  ttie  diureh  ai  that  time.  Ii  wMYoted  "to  ettabltsU 
A  mouthl J  ineoting  Ifor  tlio  odifieftlKm  of  tlio  obordi.*'  It  mm  vino  TOted 
to  hold  tbo  n«xi  fiommuuion  hi  tiio  now  moettng  hoiiie ; '  alto  llul  faro* 
(hers  H.  F.  Leavitt  aud  Samuel  Tmejt  be  a  obmmitiee  to  aettle  with  the 
peetor  in  regard  to  his  salary. 

At  a  meeting  uf  the  cbtirch  held  April  23d,  1829t  Mr.  Haien  {^resent- 
ed  the  foliowiogcomiuuiucatioii:— 

''DiAa  BBtioBni: — 

"  Luto  ovoiitfl  of  providence  atuoug  hh  !\rly  indicalo  to  my  iniiul 
that  it  is  my  duty  to  seek  a  disBoliitiou  oi  ilie  connection  which  has  so 
long  sttbmsled  between  ns*  and  whidi  on  many  accounts  has  been  very 
pleasant  to  me.  When  I  acceded  to  your  iDvitation  to  settle  among  you 
in  the  chrisiiaii  ministry,  I  anticipated  a  diviaion  of  tlio  iinrieli.  I  sup- 
posed Uio  time  would  arrive  when  meetings  would  be  eetabliBhod  iu  the 
two  principal  villages'  in  the  town,  in  whicli  case  the  old  meeting-houae 
would  hf>  nl>fnidoi»fd  !vnd  your  pastor  left  to  seek  another  field  of  labor. 
Tbat  period  has  arrived.  Meetings  have  been  commenced  iu  these 
viilagea,  and  anotiier  in  addition  within  the  original  limits  of  my  pariah.* 
In  coDBeipicnce  of  these  diviHions  I  am  left  without  a  pro(;pect  of  sup- 
port, and  see  no  alternative  but  to  request  you  to  uuite  with  me  iu 
calling  a  oounoil  to  dasaolTe  my  pastoral  relatioiiB  to  you.  I  trust  you 
Will  readily  perooivo  the  propriety  of  this  request,  and  chocrfully  grant 
it"  (Signed)  AUSTIN  HAZEN. 

It  wRfl  votfid  to  nccede  to  the  requpst.  and  H.  F  Leavitt  and  Daniel 
MavHh,  wore  made  a  committee  to  agree  with  the  pnstor  on  the  churches 
to  compose  the  counril.    The  record  of  the  council  is  as  foUowi : —

At  a  meeting  of  citizens  friendlj  to  tbe  project  of  erecting  a  meeting 
house  in  the  vicinity  of  White  River  village,  held  in  the  dwelling  house 
«f  FhmeM  Kimball,  agreeftblo  to  ft  pi«fioitt  notiM,  <m  Sth  of  Not., 
1837,  Hon.  Owngo  B.  Wales  wm  duiMD  modentor  and  JTohn  Strong 
olerk.  A  oommittM  oonafarttng  of  Jolm  Cbont,  Zarah  Biooka,  DaTid 
TrambulU  Jonathan  Bagbae  and  John  Strong  was  chosen  to  select  the 
best  plaoe  for  erecting  a  meeting  house,  within  one  mile  of  the  school 
house  in  said  village  ;  to  devise  means  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose 
named  ;  to  make  an  eaiimaie  of  the  cost  of  said  house,  and  report  at  a 
future  meeting. 

Mot.  12th  inst ,  an  adjoarned  meeting  was  held  in  the  bouse  of 
Pbineaa  Kimball,  when,  on  motion,  it  irna  reaolTed,— lai  That  a  rolig-. 
ious  ooeioty  bo  fonnad  to  bo  denominated  tbe  Cmgregational  Society 
.of  Whita  BiTer  Tillage ;  2d.  That  the  eommittee  appointed  at  the  pre- 

Tious  nioeting,  be  authorizccl  to  draw  a  plan  of  a  meeting  house  to  be 
bnilt;  circulate  a  BubH0ripiion,  etc.  Nov.  26th  insL  Meeting  was 
again  convened  and  the  building  committee  reported  a  plan  for  a  meet- 
ing house  fifty  by  sovonly  feet,  divided  into  eightv  pcwn,  and  fixe<l  the 
price  of  each  at  fifty  (loUars  ;  iind  decided  that  tliu  aito  at  the  went  end 
of  the  village  was  tlte  most  eligible.  Thuy  ropoi  toil  thai  the  gross 
oxpenae  of  dte  and  boilding  waa  eelinmted  at  SiiMMi  Ai  tbia  meetinf 
H.  F.  LeaTitt  waa  ohoaen  eierk  of  the  aodety.  l>e&  Sd,  Phineaa  Kim- 
ball,  Wylys  Lyman  and  H.  F.  Learitt  vera  dioaen  aoommitteeto  draft 
a  code  of  by-laws  for  the  society. 

December  25,  1827,  the  by-lawa  and  eonatitntion  were  submitted,  con- 
eidere*!  ftnd  adopted.  The  organization  was  completed  Januoi-y  7th. 
1828,  by  the  election  of  officers,  viz :  Clerk,  H.  F.  Leavitt ;  treaeurer, 
Johu  Orouti  prudentuU  committee,  John  Qrout,  David  TrutubuU,  John 
Strong,  Pbineas  Kimball  and  Zerah  Brooks.  Ai  tbe  annual  meeting, 
I>e&  86th,  1828,  the  price  of  aUpa  waa  fixed  at  fifty-two  doUan,  and 
Jannaxy  8tb,  1829^  waa  ehoeen  aa  the  day  for  dedicating  the  meeting 
honaa.  Jannaiy  lat»  1820,  it  waa  raaolTod  "that  thia  ioeiety  moat 
leepectfully  and  cordially  inTite  the  North  ehnreh  and  eongvegation  to 
meet  and  unite  with  us  ai  onr  new  meeting  honae  in  religiona  wor^ 
ahip  aa  one  aocieiy,"  and  a  conunittee  waa  ohoera  to  oarry  the  reaoln* 
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lion  into  effect.  TliiB  ooinmiiDicaiion  was  dimmiiimd  by  tbe  people  of 
tbe  North  uhuroh,  Januorj  6th,  when  it  was  dedded  to  be  expedient  to 

form  tlie  union.  H.  F  Leavitt,  John  Strong  nud  Wylys  Lyuian  were 
clKr^nii  a  coiamittoo  to  Rii;>p1y  ilio  Rocioty  with  preaching* and  inatnicted 

to  lure  Il«v.  Anntiu  Hazoii  for  twelve  Babbaths. 

Januar}'  19i.b,  the  Bociely  extended  an  invitation  to  tbe  church  and 
•ootafy  whidi  had  hiiherlo  wonbipped  al  the  Centre  meeting  honaa  to 
make  the  new  meelmg  bouae  in  Whilo  Bivar  village  their  ataitad  plaoe 
of  worohipw  This  invitation  waa  aooepled.  Thna  tha  iwo  aodatiea 
were  eoniolidatad  under  the  ttHa  of  *'The  Seoond  Ckmgrigatioiial 
Society,"  and  tbe  Congregational  church  at  the  Onire  simply  tran»> 
fen  cd  itaolf,  so  to  Hpenk,to  "White  River  villRgp,  and  there  still  preserves 
its  identity  as  "The  Congrppntionnl  cliurch."  Itev.  Austin  llazen  was 
hired  to  preach  twelve  Subbiitlm  at  the  rate  of  $400  per  year,  if  for  only 
for  throe  mouths ;  and  $300,  if  continued  through  the  year.  At  Ibe 
expiration  of  the  twelve  Sabbaths  Ur.  Hasen  was  dismissed,  and  imme- 
diately after  sought  a  new  field  of  labor.

September  28th,  1832.  It  a  Tracy,  liaving  received  license  to  prench 
the  gospel,  was  ordained  at  W.  B.  Village  as  a  missionary  to  China. 
On  this  occasion  the  following  churches  were  represented  by  panto!  a 
and  ddegatosi  North  Hartford,  Weei  Hartford,  Soath  Norwioh, 
N<Nrtb  Norwidi,  Strafford,  HarUand,  Windsor,  Woodstock,  Boyalton, 
Sharon,  "Wndsor  (by  Joasfih  Traoy,  a  btother  of  Ira  Traoy)  and  Leb> 
anon,  N.  H.  August  29th,  1838|  Ban!  XJdall  was  indicted  for  having 
laid  violent  hau(U  upon  bis  neighbors,  for  profnniiy,  olc;  and  persist- 
ing  in  vindicating  his  conduct,  wbh  Biispended.  Oct.  tUh,  Mr  TTdall 
plead  NOT  auiLTY  and  an  invewtigation  was  postponed  until  after  the 
December  county  court.  Nov.  20tli,  Mr,  XJdall  made  confesBiona  and 
was  restored  to  full  cuiumunion.  Dec  23d,  1836,  after  laboring  witii 
Mr.  UdaU  for  sis  nmiths  for  profanity,  without  snocess,  he  waa  ex-oom- 
mnniealed.  OUier  cases  ci  discipline  ooeurred  daring  Bev.  Mr.  Had- 
dobk*a  term  of  servtec^  which  aipired  in  1841. 

Feb.  2d,  1841,  the  church  having  enjoyed  the  Iitbors  of  Mr.  Q»\  T. 
Smith  of  Salem,  Mass.,  for  three  Sabbaliis,  and  having  succeeded  in 
raising  a  subBciiption  of  $500  for  his  support,  extended  n  call  to  that 
gentleman  to  be  ordained  til oir  minister.  Mr  Rnnth  gave  a  negative 
reply.  August  25th,  1841,  a  call  was  extended  to  Mr.  John  K.  Loid,  of 
Hanover,  which  was  accepted,  uud  hia  ordnmtion  toolc  place  Noveiaber 
8d,  1841.  For  the  purpose  of  showing  who  were  then  Pastors  and  act- 
ing Faatora  of  naighboring  churches,  the  proceedings  on  this  ooeaaion 
are  quoted  in  detaiL

Dec  8,  184G,  at  a  called  meeting,  the  chinch  chose  Samuel  Tracy, 
agent  on  the  partuf  tho  church,  to  execute  a  deed  and  bond  of  sale  of 
tlie  parsonage^  July  8, 1847,  Rev.  Kr.  Lord,  having  leoeived  an  invitft- 
tion  to  become  paator  of  the  7irat  Oongregational  church  in  €indnoati» 
Oluo»  reqaeoted  the  church  to  unite  with  him  in  calling  *  coundL  JFohn 
Strong,  Allen  Haien,  and  Samuel  Tracj,  were  ohoaen  to  aot  with  the 
pestor  in  calling  a  council,  but  the  step  taken  by  Mr.  Lord  met  witii 
great  diafavor  and  evol{ed  a  spirited  }>roteBt  from  the  cbiircb.  July  11, 
Samuel  Tracy  was  chosen  to  present  the  case  before  flic  connril,  at 
which  til  I  in  tiio  church  adopt<*d  several  roaolutioua  oxpradBivti  of  itgiet 
that  tlio  ploasaut  relalious  which  had  existed  for  neaily  six  years  be- 
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twem  the  pastor  and  tbe  church  and  Boeietj,  should,  oimteiiy  to  th«ir 
wishes,  be  broken ;  and  of  their  disapprobation  of  the  practice  of  dis- 
turliinj^  the  p1pR«ant  nnd  profitable  rehitiouB  between  a  pastor  and  bia 
pt  oplt ,  that  hi!  iiHiy  (xjcupy  a  new  and  untried  field,  and  that,  without 
c*jiibultiiig  the  ^viijhfja  and  opinion  of  those  who  are  tlnm  to  be  bereft  of 
a  ptuitor, — that  it  tonds  greatly  to  discourage  those  clnirchos  and  pnr- 
UkM  who  take  a  moderato  yi«w  of  tiidr  own  importuice^  and  to  eueour* 
Ago  dioBiktiifoeiion  ftnd  inttobittty  ueamg  thooe  who  think  thomadTM 
(with  or.  wilhoni  rMOon)  to  bo  the  impoitaBt  ones ;  ond  tonda,  tiao,  to 
lead  minjotetv  of  tho  gospel  to  think  too  much  of  the  BippnAmldoa  of 
man  to  the  negleot  of  the  homble  and  faithful  preaching  of  Christ  and 
bis  cross,"  and  gires  great  occasion  to  tho  eneivnes  of  rehgion  to  think 
and  speak  of  pastors  as  more  hirelings,  and  lenxls  all  to  tliiiik  liglitly  of 
asetdofl  ministry;  that  it  was  onlv  in  view  of  the  unB(;riptural  practice 
oontemplatcd  in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  the  urgency  of  the  call 
at  OiiieiDnati,  that  the  church  would  not  make  an  effort  to  prevent  the 
diaaolntioD  of  that  OMraeetioo  whidi  had  hitherto  ao  happOy  anhaiated 
between  them  and  their  pastor.  The  oooneil  dismissed  Hr.  Lord,  and 
hia  miniatiy  at  mitoltiTer  village  terminated  July  Vt,  1847.'

The  two  yean  following  the  dienuMal  of  Mr.  Merrill,  preeehing  wM 

supplied  from  Haoovor,  N.  H.,  aod  by  Rov.  O.  B.  Hitcbooeky  Hot.  L* 
R.  B.  rorkina,  aadBev.  E.  T.  Rowe,  the  two  Inttor  nearly  a  year  each. 
Rev.  B.  F.  Ray  coiumencefl  liie  labors  in  November,  185i1;  was  installed 
Feb.  7,  1800,  and  aftor  a  Hucc^^HHful  minlHtry  of  nearly  elovoii  yoars  was 
(liRmissed  July  11,  1870.  His  salary  at>  first  was  sovon  luui  ln  I  tlnllars 
anil  tbo  use  of  the  parsonage,  wiiicb  was  increased  to  twolvo  hundred 
eoine  lime  after.  Ho  removed  io  New  Ipawieh,  N.  H.,  where  he  died 
January  7, 1872.  HIa  burial  w«a  in  Hartford  oemetery,  at  the  request 
of  hie  former  pariihionera,  who  erectod  a  ntonumont  there  as  a  token 
of  tboir  reapcot  and  alfeetioii. 
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Oa  the  11th  of  September,  lb71,  the  church  and  society  votad  to  ex- 
tand  ft  eaU  to  Bav.  Bobwt  Soutligate  to  iMecnM  pastor,  and  offer  him  ft 
yaarlj  aalafj  of  one  thouaand  doUani  and  tho  oae  of  two  mnmbs  in  Iha 
pftiwmftge.  Get  1871,  tho  olfar  wm  ftraendad  by  olbring,  in  ad> 
dition  to  the  above,  a  yearly  TioaUon  of  four  Sabbaths,  and  tint  Ur 
Southgate  should  preach  two  aennona  on  tbe  Sabbath  whenevar  ro- 
queted to  do  it.  This  ofTer  yvns  neceptt'<l  and  Mr.  Soutligale  was  in- 
stallpd  Hi«  iRhors  were  terminated  hy  his  BiKlfft-n  death,  while  <H)  ft  . 
viait  at  Woiiil.'-f  o(  li,  i^'eb.  6,  1873,  at  the  a^.^e  of  sijcij-five. 

The  church  wan  next  supplied,  for  a  year  from  Nov.,  1873,  by  liev. 
John  Rogers.  March  3, 1876  the  church  and  society  voiad  to  give  ft 
eall  to  Bav.  B.  Ingacaall  Briant,  with  ft  aalarj  of  twalTO  hnndrad  dollan 
•ad  tho  OBO  of  the  panonaga.  Ifr.  Briaat  aceaptad  Ibe  eall  and  wee 
inatftMad  pastor,  May  30^  18T6»  in  which  ralntion  he  atiU  eontinDea» 
(188d.) 

The  parsonage  was  built  in  1848,  and  the  vestry  in  18G0,  The  first 
pipe-organ  wns  put  into  tbe  meeting  honsf^  by  Phiueas  Fisher  in 
1885.  It  wa8  built  by  a  Mr.  Phelps  of  Rroolilield,  Vt.  In  1872,  March 
Ulh,  tliu  pow-hoklers  vutoil  to  repair  tlio  iut<irior  of  ilio  mouling-huuac, 
putting  in  new  pews,  furnace,  &c.,  and  in  addition  the  old  organ  was 
laplaoad  by  tho  one  now  in  oae,  whioh  eoet  tlTOQ.  Dhe  old  organ  was 
add  to  be  plaoed  in  ft  Catholio  ehnreh  edifiee  in  Si  Albana.  Ibe  eoet 
of  lefMura,  iMlw^lmg  earpet  and  enahioaa  waa  90^676.  The  ball  now  in 
use  is  tbe  fifth  in  number  that  has  occupied  the  belfry,  ftnd  may  it  be  the 
last.  A  bell  to  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  calling  peo- 
ple to  meeting  at  ft  permfinently  established,  well-known  hour,  is  quite 
as  superfluous  as  a  bell  to  call  people  to  a  public  concert,  or  other 
secular  entertainment  People  who  attend  religious  exercises  should 
ofmaolt  their  time  pieces  with  the  same  degree  of  intereat  that  is  mani- 
feated  by  them  regarding  the  hoar  find  for  opening  plaeea  of  amuae- 
ment.

Xiie  Ueutre  church  aiui  the  church 
at  Doihan  were  associated  nntifl  1806  with  Siartniouth  Ck>llege.  A  re- 
anaagenient,  under  the  modem  impulse  to  forsshe  the  hills,  and  abide 
in  the  valle7%  or  badness  centres,  was  in  progrsss  from  1828 to  the  date 
of  the  dissolution  of  the  Dothaa  church  in  August,  1847.  The  chundi 
at  Doihan  WKh  Iho  parent  of  Uiu  chuich  nl  WobI  TIarlford.  At  a  meet* 
ing  of  the  church  at  Dotbon,  May  2d,  1830,  the  following  petitioii  was 
presented  by  David  lugraham,  Elder: — 

"To  the  pastor  and  church  and  society,  called  Dothaa  Sociefy,  in 
Hal  tiorU,  greeting : 

We  whose  names  ore  underwritlen  being  provideoliBllj  situated  at  an 

iuconveiiient  distance  to  attend  geueridly  the  luoetiugs  of  the  church  to 
which  wo  belong,  and  in  a  neighborhood  u  hich  has  of  late  formed  a  r^ 
ligious  society  for  the  purpose  of  auppurting  the  preaching  of  the  gos- 
pel, and  as  some  of  oar  neighbors  who  are  members  of  other  churches 
agree  with  us  on  the  expediency  of  forming  a  Tiaible  church  in  the  80ct- 
ety,  kuowu  by  the  name  of  West  Hartford,  present  our  request  fur  let- 
ters of  recommendation  to  a  council  which  aa^r  he  called  for  the  express 
pur{K)He  of  forming  n  church  in  the  above  named  society,  and  uutil  said 
church  shall  be  formed  wish  not  to  consider  our  relation  removed. 

N.  B.:  It  is  u'nderstoood  tliut  we  expect  to  be  in  fellowship  with  the  or- 
thodox churches  lu  the  neighborhood,  and  ho|  n  t )  he  established  by 
voice  of  a  council  already  appointed  for  that  purpOBO." 

'  OiirinR  the  pastorale  of  Mr.  Hhzcii,  «  period  oi  aevenlcen  years,  eighty-six  per*, 
tons  united  with  his  church.    During  that  time  he  baptised  eiehty-lwo  per; uns.  He 
recorded  tbe  dale  of  the  death  of  fifty  perions  who  wefc  nwmbers  of  his  daurch  at 
the  date  of  him  ordination  in  i8ts,  and  of  aliout  twenty-live  of  those  adiaitted  to  hie 

church  during  hi";  minisir;itu)ns.  Therefore  the  number  of  living  resident  and  non- 
resident members  of  his  church  at  ihc  dale  o(  his  dismission  in  1829,  was  ninety-six, 
lifovlileil  thai  his  record  of  tlie  whole  number  of  decedeott  was  correct.

old  hotel  now  staads.  A  Mr.  ftfaiiin,  who  was  a  Ohristian  minuter, 
proachcd  horo  a  fow  iiinee  nbonl  1819  There  IB  •  blank  in  the  records 
of  this  society  from  January  7tli,  183:j,  to  Jainmry,  1838.  Duricg  this 
hitrrirn  n  moeting-house  was  built  in  1832.  Tho  oost  of  tliis  boufic,  the 
Bnlo  of  pe\v  >,  tlin  registration  of  the  pew  holders;  in  a  word,  aU  the 
busmcsB  traaeactious  of  the  society  during  those  five  years,  are  matters 
of  doubt  atidunoertaiuty,  owing  to  the  enlpeUe  Diligence  of  the  clerks, 
Dr.  Im  Teuney  and  W.  L.  Bragg. 

The  ehanh  was  organised  June  8d,  1880.  In  purananoe  of  lettere 
nueeiTo  from  a  oommittee  at  Weat  Hartfocdt  who  were  memhera  of  Con^ 
gregalioual  ohunhea  in  other  pnrtR  of  the  town  of  Hartford,  an  ecclesias- 
tical council  convened  in  the  house  of  Dr.  I>avid  Ingraham,  in  that 
higo,  consisting  of  tho  following  pastors  and  delegates,  viz: —

Gounoil  was  orgnni/x)d  with  Uov.  S.  Goddard,  inodorutor ;  and  Hov. 
A.  C.  Washburn,  scribe.  After  procc^edinir  lo  Ixisiness,  there  appeared 
Gershoni  Rice  and  Roger  Marsh,  as  delofj;al  h  i  roni  the  church  at  White 
River  village.  After  long  aud  serious  deUbcration,  the  council  resolved 
to  form  a  ohuroh  to  be  called  **  The  Congregational  Choroh  of  Weat 
Hartford." 

The  foltowing  order  of  exerdaee  was  adopted :  Sermon,  Ber.  A.  G 
Waahhom;  fellowship  of  the  chnrohes,  Bot.  S.  Qoddard.  The  public 

exercises  were  then  proceeded  with  The  sermon  by  Mr.  Washburn 
was  founded  on  1.  These.  2:  11, 12.:  "And  ye  know  how  we  exhorted 
and  comforted  aud  charged  OTery  one  of  you  aa  a  father  hia  ohildren, 
etc" 

Tlio  following  persons  were  then  organized  into  a  church,  all  of  them 
being  rocomiuondod  to  the  council  from  other  churches,  viz:  David  In- 
graham,  Truman  Newton,  Burpee  Prouty,  Znvui  Uazeu,  David  Wilson, 
Polly  Wilson,  Eunice'  Newton,  Ludus  Haaen,  Abigail  Hasen,  Sophia 
Ingraharo,  Bebeees  Smttii,  Daniel  Mewton,  Sabra  Newton,  Badiel  Bur> 
ton,  Abigml  Snvagei  B«fid  Hasen,  from  the  North  ehnroh  at  Dothan  i 
with  two  from  the  church  at  the  Oentre  of  tho  town,  making  a  total  of 
eighteen  members.  During  the  year  1830,  the  membership  of  tho 
chill  oh  was  iiicroaaod  to  thirty-fOTen,  of  whom  six  only  i^ero  by  piofes* 
aiou. 
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Before  tbe  meeting  house  wM  built,  religiooB  tndetings  were  held  in 
the  brick  Huhool-UouHe  bj  the  CJongregationaliHiH,  and  in  the  house  of 
Joel  Mai  sb  by  the  Baptists.  Rev.  A.  C.  WaHliburn  was  the  first  preacher 
emplo)'6ii  by  the  Congregational  Society.  He  preached  often  daring  the 
7MM18S8-39.  Iter.  Joseph  Whito  wu  the  Kcond  aoting  pMtor.  Hia 
mifiistntioiiB  ateDdad  to  Janiiaiy  Itl^  1888.  Hvch  raligioofl  proBpeiitjr 
attended  bieUbote.  Hi  a  Uttie  more  Uian  one  yeer  eixiy-aeTeii  onited 
with  the  church— ifty-five  by  profession.  From  Jennery,  1833,  to  May, 
1836,  the  pulpit  was  supplied  by  Rer.  Samuel  Baaeom  of  Sharon,  Rev. 
Joseph  Wliite  and  others.  Rev.  R.  A.  Watkins  was  acting  pastor  from 
Mny  "27,  1836,  to  January  12,  1845.  During  his  ministry  in  1842,  there 
were  large  nrreHsiona  to  the  church.  The  next  snpply  was  Rev.  Samuel 
M.  Stone,  who  preached  from  May  16,  1845,  to  August,  184G.' 

Bev.  WiUiaBB  Ciaggett,  who  was  the  first  and  only  pastor  of  ihia 
dinfeh,  oame  irith  hie  family  ia  Deoember,  1846.  He  waa  inatalled  Jan- 
nary  81, 18A8.  The  reeord  of  the  eoondl  ia  aa  follow^  via : 

"Parsaant  to  letters  misaive  from  tlio  Congn  •Rational  ohiireh  in  Weefc 
Hartford,  an  Beeleaiasticnl  council  convened  at  that  )>laco  at  2  o'clock 
P,  U.  for  the  i»nrpo«e,  if  tliouglit  proper,  li»  iiRsisl  in  the  itinUdhilion  of 

Rev,  Wm.  Ciaggett,  as  their  pastor.  'I'hu  Cuunuil  coiJSJsleJ  of  the  fol- 
lowing pastors  and  churches  : 

Elihu  Smith,  acting  pastor;  White  Rivor  village, 
Rev.  Jo.siali  Merrill,  pastor ;  Br.  John  Strong,  delogute ;  Norwich, 
north,  Rev.  I'].

Rev.  Nelson  Barbour,  agent  for  the  American  Prot.  Society,  Hev. 

After  un  in- 
vestigation, the  council  voted  to  proceed  with  the  installation.  The 
parts  were  thai  arranged  aa  follows :

Smith;  address  to  the  people.  Rev.  John  Dudley;  fellowship  of  the 
churches,  Rev.  Jonah  Memll;  concluding  prayer,  Rev.  B.  B.  Emerson; 
benediction  bv  the  pastor,  Rev.  Wm.  Ciaggett.' 

The  council  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  house  of  the  pastor-eleut 
on  the  following  morning.

Rer.  Jamefl  B.  GObeit  supplied  the  pulpit  from  June  1st  to  Septem* 
her  lst»  1650.  He  was  suooeeded  hj  his  brother,  N.  P.  Gilbert,  vho 
preached  from  October  16th,  1859,  to  Fob.  ISth,  1860.  From  this  last 

dale  until  tlic  arrival  of  Rev.  Iloraco  Wolliiigton,  the  sooiotj  was  sup- 
plied by  ilev.  llciuau  Rood.  liov.  Horace  WoUingtoii  eommeuccd  his 
labors  in  November,  1800,  aud  contJmipfi  until  January  Slat,  1889, 
From  Jan.  3l8t  to  April  4th,  1860,  the  ciiurch  was  supplied  by  Prof. 
Henry  C.  Parker  of  Dartmouth  College,  who  also  preached  several 
times  subscqucutly  during  the  following  live  months.  Prof.  Parker 
was  vMy  moeh  liked.  To  a  fine  physique,  he  added  a  gtaoef olneis  of 
manner,  a  plearing  address,  dsop  learning,  uuqnestionable  piety,  and  a 
fervent^  earnest  dellTery. 

Mr.  Parker  was  siiooeeded  by  Messrs.  Pierson  and  Fiaiy,  of  Andover 
Theological  SemiTinry;  Profs.  Noyes  and  Packard  of  Dartmouth  Col- 
!ep;e*.  Rev.  Guo.  K.  Hyington;  Rov.  Dr.  Clement  of  Norwicli,  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Smith  of  Hanover  Centre,  till  Sept  lOtli,  lHOr>  Ik' v.  Asa  Hem- 
menway,  formerly  coinieoled  willi  lUo  Siam  inisHion,  and  lato  of 
Moocra,  N.  Y.,  cominoneed  ids  minimi ry  in  Lbia  parish,  Sept.  IBtli,  18UD, 
and  remained  until  January  1st,  18V I.  The  pulpit  was  next  supplied 
by  Rev.  Besaleel  Smith,  from  April  oth,  ja7i,  to  January  ist,  1878. 
Mr.  Smith  was  saooeeded  by  Rey.  Frederick  Newport,  July  14th,  18Y8. 
He  preached  until  Feb.,  1880.  Rev.  Robert  D.  Miller  oommeneed  his 
lab<Mrs  Feb.,  1880,  and  continued  until  1885.  Rev.  S.  L.  Vincent,  the 
])rcKeut  acting  pastor,  began  his  labors  May  1st,  1885.  Dismissed  in 
1867.

Tlicrc  Iiavf  hvon  fewer  cases  of  discipline  and  excommunication  in 
the  West  iLirtfonl  Cong^reg^ational  church  t1);ii!  in  the  chun-hi-s  in  other 
parts  of  th«  town.  Four  ciises  only  of  exconuiiunioation  have  occiirml 
daring  a  period  of  fifty-five  years.'  All  of  these  were  c;ium.nl  hy  a 
withdrawal  of  the  mombeii,  from  the  watch  and  ,caro  of  the  oUarch, 
this  being  the  only  miidenieanor  charged  againat  tliem.  One  of  titia 
nnmbcr  waa  afterwarda  roinatated,  and  rooeived  a  letter  to  the  chttroh 
at  White  Bivcr  yillago. 

February  3d,  1891,  tho  members  of  tlie  church  assented  to  a  newly 
frametl  confession.  The  fourth  clause  of  tlie  Lonfesaion  is  here  quoted 
as  it  shows  to  wh.it  a  dt'plorahli'  condition  a  elinn-h,  or  a  coniinuiiity 
may  bo  brouglit  l>y  the  evil  (lisj)<)sition  ;uul  luil)itj>  of  a  few  iiidividuaU, 
inchiding  botli  piofei>i>oi»  and  non-profossors  of  religion.  Tiic  fourth 
plaasc  of  the  ooufession  is  as  follows  : 

We  adtnowledge  to  a  great  delinqoenejr  fhnmghont-  thia  chnreh  in 

rrspcrt  tn  rhrtstian  coTi  ln<  t  and  example,  whereby  the  cause  of  Christ 
has  b&eu  much  dishonored.  We  acknowledge  the  obligation  upon  us 
as  profeaeed  chriatiana  to  seek  ibo  purity  and  honor  of  the  ehnrefa  to 
which  WG  belong.  And  while  tlioro  have  been,  atid  are  hi  ill,  to  BOino  ex- 
tent, evils  among  us  which  dishonor  the  cbriBti&n^uomo,  such  as  tin  umlue 
iictme  of  tJie  tongue*  attendance  upon  balls  and  dancing-parties,  and 
ahMk  of  chriHtiun  integrity  in  buBiness  engngmnente,  we  disclaim  all 
sympathy  with  Huch  evils,  and  acknowledge  our  obligation  and  inten- 
tion to  seek  to  have  them  removed  from  tlie  dturch  for  the  honor  of 
Ohriat  and  the  ehriatian  name.**

lu  18G0,  the  meetiiig-house  underweui  thorough  repairs.  The  pewa 
were  changed,  the  gallery  was  lowered  a  few  feet^  the  walla  wen  pi^' 
pered  and  the  floors  were  carpeted.  A  new  polptt  waa  hnilti  and  nice 
lamps  were  affixed  to  this  and  to  the  walls  of  the  house.  Nsarly  the 

whole  expense  of  the  repahrs  wasdefrajyed  by  the  Ladies' SewingSooiety 

of  f  his  pnrisli,  and  tho  work  was  suporintoudod  by  Mossrs.  Alvan  and 
iSamuoI  B.  Tnckor.  Tho  lato  Abnor  Fuller,  bequoathod  to  this  society 
the  sum  of  $400,  tho  intercflt  of  which  wafl  in  be  used  for  the  support 
of  preaching.  Tho  lato  Thaddous  Duttcu  was  constituted  executor  of 
the  will.  Maroh  24th,  187  U,  after  mucli  disagreement,  the  society  ap- 
pouiied  Bartlett  Dimmick  tmetee  of  the  fund.  Later  the  ^bnd  was  in- 
vested in  a  parsonage,  which  waa  the  first  the  society  ev«r  owned. 

In  1884,  tlie  Ciongrsgational  sodety  expended  aboat  $1200  in  making 
improveiueuts  wilhiu  oud  without  ibeir  nieetiiig*hoQse.  The  pcwfli 
pulpit  and  gallery  for  tbe  choir,  were  constructed  anew.  The  gallery 
was  placed  in  the  comer  of  Iho  house  to  the  left  of  the  pulpit  and 
facing  tho  pews.  New  carpets  were  laid,  new  windows  and  blintlR  sub- 
stituted for  the  old,  new  pulpit  furniture  and  new  heating  apparatus 
supplied,  and  the  walls  handsomely  kalcomiued.  Tho  new  stoves  were 
•  khe  gift  of  Mr.  Carlos  Uazeu,  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  a  native  of  West  Hart- 
fend.  The  pulpit  ftirnitnre  was  oontrtbuted  by  the  huiUeB  of  the  pariah. 

OHARACTERISTICS  OP  MIN18TKRB. 

In  consideration  of  the  limited  salary  offered  iin  1  paid  by  this  so- 
ciety, it  has  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  many  mmistera  of  marked  abil- 
ity, and  uuuo,  with  one  or  two  oxcoptiuas,  who  have  uot  labored  accept- 
ably and  successfully  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.

ReT.  Bandftll  A.  WatidiM,  Uia  first  Mttl^d  minuter,  «m  «  nuMi  of  «o- 
oentric  character.  H«  wis  homwm  a  d«ep  thinker,  and  a  profound 
theologian.  He  had  none  of  those  prepoBsessiug  ways  that  mark  the 
popular  preacher.  His  sermoDR  wore  purely  doctrinal,  and  he  dealt 
ponderous  blowe  against  tlio  bulwarks  of  saton.  He  preached  without 
gesticulation,  and  in  naual  iouoH,  and  on  Bunimer  days,  the  most  wake- 
ful meuiberti  of  his  congregation  became  a  trifle  drowsy,  when  the  good 
preaelier  MMbed  the  <*fiftbl7*' of  tliefiftli  division  of  bis  sennoD.  Ur. 
WalldDS  wss  an  inveteiato  smoker,  end  the  teud  betng  very  offensiva  to 
Mrs.  Wttttnns,  she  wnrsnged  the  mstter  to  thsir  mutual  eomfort  and 
sntiaiMtion  faj  h«ving  a  hola  eat  tbrongh  the  fireboard,  into  vhidi  ha 
pnt  bis  pipe,  and  the  noxious  fuiuos  wont  up  the  oliimney.  Savers! 
years  after  bo  loft  WoBt  Hartford,  Mr.  Watkins  removed  with  bis 
dangliter  Elizabeth,  near  Cliicngo,  111.,  where  in  1870,  he  died  \n  a  stnte 
of  wretchedness,  tilth  and  destitution,  to  which  he  Imd  voluntanlj'  aban- 
doned himself,  and  subjected  his  daughter.  An  account  of  the  matter 
first  appeared  in  the  Chicago  papers,  which  was  copied  by  the  press  all 
over  the  oonntry. 

Bev.  Horaee  Welihigtoii,  who  was  soting  pastor  from  1860  to  18G9, 
was  an  able  preaoher,  and  during  his  ministry  Isrge  aecessions  were 
made  to  the  diareh.  He  was  not,  however,  one  of  those  men  who  attract 
by  personal  magnetism,  and  win  friendly  regard  by  deeds  of  loving 
kindnees.  He  cultivated  acquaintances  with  but  a  few  of  his  parishioners. 
Had  he  been  aa  attentive  to  all  the  nheep  of  his  flock,  aa  he  wan  to  a 
/'eto  eossfits,  his  servipen  would  have  been  generally  more  profitable  to 
the  flock,  and  quite  aa  occeptablo  to  the  Great  Shepherd. 

Bev.  A.  Hemmenway  was  a  very  popular  man  with  all  clasaea  of  Ida 
parishioners,  eepedsUy  with  the  pocnr.  From  the  tima  he  began  his 
labors  he  bnmght  many  people  out  to  meeting  who  had  seldom,  if  ever 
before^  attended  reltgioas  servioes.  Ha  aoted  the  part  of  a  Ohristisn 
gsntleman,  and  won  love  and  respect  by  being  deserving  of  both.  He 
passed  mucth  of  his  time  among  hia  parishioners,  ingratiated  himself 
into  their  favor  by  a  uniform  expression  of  kindly  interest,  and  made 
himeelf  beloved  and  welcomed  by  every  one.  Consequently,  he  was 
Burre.HHful  in  his  oudtnivora  to  promote  the  Moater's  cause.  "  Ubi  mel, 
i&i  upe6.  '  Where  there  in  a  pleasing  aitractiou  there  will  beuo  want  of 
followers.

All  association  wan  foniuil  in  C2w<^<^Ji*.'C  Village,  Novcmbor  6t)i,  1832, 
under  the  title  of  tho  "  (^ucchec  Village  Mcetiiig-honsc  Society,"  for 
tlie  purjtosc  of  building  a  nicctiug-housc  for  the  Cougrcgatiouui  Churcli 
and  aoeiety  in  that  vilUge.  Hie  third  artiole  of  Hie  by-laws  reads  as 
follows:  **  The  meeUng-hoose  shall  be  at  least  sixty  feet  long  by  f  orty- 
foor  feet  wide  exoliiaive  of  the  portico — shall  contain  at  least  sixty 
alipSi  and  shall  bo  flnished  in  the  year  1833."  Article  7th  says: 
'MVIiercaH  nnli:i|(py  dinTeroncos  annt<  from  Uio  collision  of  diHorcnt  ro- 
ligiouH  sects  an«l  unhappy  eiFocU  result  from  preaching  diUcrcut  and 
contradictory  doctrines  in  tlio  same  place — the  meetiTig-liouse  of  litis 
society  shall  be  excIuBively  for  the  u»o  and  occupancy  of  one  denomina- 
tion of  Christiana,  to  wit — the  Congregationaiists^ — those  Congrega- 
tionalists  namely  who  are  now  usually  called  the  'Orthodox^'  and 
sometimes  'Gahinists.***

The  ineoting-housc  erected  bj'  this  Bociety  in  1833,  is  the  buihling 
now  \i<>-d  for  a  sdiool  house  The  records  conc<»rning  tlie  deilicatiou 
of  tliu  mcetiiig-liuuse,  the  cotit  ol  iia  constniclion,  aiul  iha  ainotiiit  of 
ihm  fund  donated  to  tb»  aoolety  by  Oaoiel  MxrA,  nra  not  to  be  found, 
Ttio  Meeting-hoiiM  Society  went  ont  of  exiatenco  in  1844,  ftbont  tlie 
time  of  the  ereeUon  of  a  meeting-lioaae  in  Qaeehee  Villece  by  the 
Christian  Society.  The  clerks  of  the  society  were:  Leonard  Uanib, 
Daniel  Marsh,  F.  K.  Nichols,  Levi  H.  Marsh,  and  Jacob  Dimiok.

Hie  ecoond  society,  entitled  the  Qucchee  Village  Ho^ng-house  Sooi- 
ety,  was  ort'anized  Octoher  31.st,  1871,  for  the  purj^ose  of  building  a 
meeting-house  in  (^u(;i;iiee  vilhiLa'.  or  vicinity.  As  early  as  August  14, 
167 1,  a  aubscriptiou  auiouiiLiug  to  17270,  had  been  secured  for  this  ])ur- 
pose.  The  subscription  list  contntiied  sixty-three  names,  among  which 
was  that  of  lion.  Frederick  liillingji  of  Woodstock.  Prior  to  sifucting 
a  permanent  organisation,  a  meeting  was  Iteld  Oet  19, 1B71,  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  to  draft  a  eonsUtntion  and  by- 
laws, and  a  oommittee  to  ohooeo  a  loeation  for  said  ineetingdiouee.  Tlie 
first  named  committee  consisted  of  W.  8.  Carter,  O.  F.  Harron  and 
John  Porter.  The  locating  oommittee  were  A,  (4.  Dewey,  J.  C.  Parker, 
John  Porter  and  0.  F.  Barron.  At  the  bccond  meeting,  Oct.  25,  1871, 
the  constitution  and  by-iaws  were  ado|tted  and  signed  by  those  m 
attendance.  The  purposes  of  the  society  are  expressed  in  the  preamble 
to  the  constitution,  \\zx — 

Fir8t-->To  proonre  a  suitable  lot  of  gronnd  in  or  near  Qneohee  Tillage. 

Second — To  build  thereon  a  meeting-house  for  tlie  public  and  social 
worship  of  God.  t 

Third— To  use  and  employ  sud  lionse  for  said  purposes*  aooording 
to  the  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  *'  An  act  for  tlie  support  of  the 
gospd,"  passed  Oct  20,  1707.

Spalding  nnd  II.  M.  Church,  was  appointed  by  the  president  to  present 
the  nnrucs  of  three  members  to  act  as  a  prudentinl  aud  buihlinc?  com- 
niiLLco  for  tho  yonr  nnBuing.  On  tho  7th  of  Noveinbor  folli  wing,  Uio 
elcctiuu  of  olllcei-8  WHS  coniplotcd  by  tho  choice  of  W.  S.  Dosvoy  ub  treas- 
urer, aud  Clios.  II.  Wliitiuttu,  collector.  A  building  committee  was  then 
olioaen,  conaistiiig  of  J.  0.  Parker,  D.  Ii.  Ondimg,  and  U.  H.  dmreb. 
The  aodety  voted  to  locate  tho  meeting-houee  on  what  waa  known  aa 
the  *'Baaa  place,"  '  owned  by  W.  S.  Garter,  and  then  occupied  bj  John 
Hart  and  E.  P.  Sisco. 

At  a  meeting  held  Nov.  21,  1871,  tiie  building  oommittee  were  in- 
Btructcd  to  eiijploy  "Mr.  T.  W.  Silloway,  of  Boston*  as  architect.  The 
meeting  house  waa  completed  and  dedicated  on  Thnrsdiiy,  May  23, 
1873.  The  dedicatory  eiercisefl  were  conducted  by  liev.  Jonathan 
Clement,  D.  D.,  assisted  by  Kev.  Wm.  Sewall,  of  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  aud 
Hot.  B.  Smith,  of  West  Hartford. 

Ptirauottt  to  notice  giTou  on  dedication  day,  a  mooting  of  the  aoeietf 
waa  held  in  the  meetuig-houae  May  24^  1878,  J.  0.  Parlcer  preaidBbng. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Jamea  H.  Plati  the  pewa  were  aold  at  auetion  to  the 
higheat  biddera.  Fifty-acTen  of  the  aizty-lwo  pewa  in  the  house  were 
thus  sold,  the  amount  realized  being  $1393.  The  sale  waa  made  for  a 
fraction^  part  of  the  year^  terminating  December  81, 1871.

The  salary  of  the  pastor  waa  fixed  at  9SQ0,  with  free  use  of  the  parson^ 
age,  and  an  nnnuni  vacntion  of  four  weeks,  ut  the  time  Rev.  N.  F.  Carter 
WRN  engaged  to  preaob.    Thia  ia  eqoivaleut  to  a  monted  aalarj  of

To  take  into  considerntiou  tiie  expedience,  and,  if  judged  dxpedient 
to  form  a  ohureh  in  thia  phee,  a  ooondl  by  letters  miaaive  were  con* 
Tened  this  day  at  the  house  of  widow  Marsh,  consisting  of :

Motitinf^  was  opened  wiHi  prayer  by  ill©  moderator.  The  brethrtni  who 
were  expected  to  be  embraced  in  said  church  not  all  lieing  present,  a  com- 
mittee  of  three,  Tist  Samuel  Goddardt  Anatin  Hazen  and  Samuel  De- 
lano, were  appcinted  to  confer  with  them,  and  the  oonnoil  adjoomed 
till  nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.** 


Ethan  Burnap,  when  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  ]>oHtpone  proceedings, 
to  ^ive  time  for  further  preparations.  The  council  therefore  adjourn^ 
to  January  18, 1831.   On  the  day  appointed  the  eonndl  eoDvened  at 

the  house  of  widow  Marali.  Rev.  John  Richards,  pastor  of  the  church 
in  Woodstock,  was  present.  After  hearing  a  report  of  what  hod  been 
drne  ainoe  the  ad|oamment,  and  of  the  state  of  things  at  the  preaent 

time,  and  all  inquiries  having  been  satisfactoi  ily  ^mBwercd  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Stone,  the  council  then  examined  the  articlea  of  faith  and  covenant  pro- 
fessed to  bo  adopted,  and  finding  them  batiafactory,  voted,  unamiously,  to 
proceed  in  the  formation  of  a  church  with  such  individuals  as  were  ready 
to  be  received.  After  addroKRhifr  the  throne  of  grace  by  the  modomtor, 
a  church  was  then  formed  cuuBiHting  of  the  following  named  persons:

Attffvui  20, 1830.— -After  mature  deliberation  Bev.  Luke  Wood  oon- 
duded  to  aoeept  the  inritation  of  the  dinreh  and  people  of  Qneohy 

'  December  14,  1830.  the  Congregational  churclt  ol  White  River  village  pnssed 
the  following  vote  : — "That  the  following  persons,  viz:  Elihu  VVuml wnnl,  Marj 
Pitkifii  Lucy  Rubs.

May — Rev.  Job  Oushroan  commenced  preaching  and  continued  until 
March  IK  11.  1841,— 2d  Sabbath,— Sewtil  Paine  commenced  preaching. 
1842,  March  or  April,  discontinued. 

1842,  AprU  28.— Bev.  George  Butterfieid  commenced  preaching  and 
dosed  bis  labors  Jsn'y  1st,  1846,  when  Rev.  Abram  Jaekson  eom- 
menced  preaching,'  and  preached  twelve  SublmthH. 

1845,  Apr.  5th. — ^Bev.  Jno.  Dudley,  commenced  preaching  and 
ministered  to  fbis  cbnidi  for  the  space  of  five  yssrs,  wbeo,  having  an 
invitation  to  labor  with  the  <  lun  ch  at  Danville,  ue  felt  it  to  be  his  dntj 
to  aooept,  and  left  us  in  the  Spring  of  1850. 

2<7  Sabbath  in  June  1860,  Rev.  Abram  Jackson  resumed  Uibors  among 
us  and  serred  the  diurdi  as  a  sti^ed  supply  until  tlie  fall  of  1862.  Bcv. 
Heman  Rood  commenced  preaching  as  stated  supply  the  third  Sabbath 
of  January  1853,  and  left  April  ist,  1858. — liov.  Mr.  Haddock,  of 
Lebanon,  N.  H.,  commenced  preaching  in  the  Spring  of  1858. 

1801. — Rev.  Prof.  Charles  B.  Haddock's  ministry  hero  was  tenuinatt  d 
by  sudden  death  early  in  January.  While  stated  sumily  hero  his 
rssidenoe  was  in  West  Lebanon,  N.  H.  Rev.  Prof.  8.  O.  Brown,  of 
Dartmouth  Coll^-^f,  BuppHi'd  from  the  time  of  Pi  )f  IT  i-l  Inck'H  death 
till  the  Iml  of  July,  1861.  Iter,  lioyal  Tarkinson  began  to  minister,  as 
staled  supplv,  Aug.  Isi,  1861,  and  oontinned  nntil  March,  1668.  Rev. 
Prof.  Aiken  (Dart  Col.),  succooded  Mr.  Parkinson,  and  preached  till 
August  or  Sept.,  1863,  when  Mr.  Wm.  Bacon  came.  Mr.  Bacon  loft  for 
Shoreham  Jau'y  1, 18G4,  at  which  tune  Prof.  Aiken  again  conimoucod 
preaching  and  snppiisd  the  pnipit  nntil  about  April  Is^  1866. 

On  the  12th  of  Jone^  1866*  the  ohofeh  sod  aoelsij  naited  in  inviting 
Rev.  J.  W.  Kingsbnxj  to  heeome  their  psator.  Mr,  Kingsbnfy  ex- 
pressed his  acceptance  on  the  16th  inst.,  and  on  the  28th  inst.  pursnani 
to  letien  miseiTe,  a  council  convened  in  the  house  of  worship^  in  Qae- 
ohee  Tillage^  eonsisting  of  the  following  named  churches : —

Mr.  Chase  preached  tis  stated  supply  uuLii  some  time  in 
1879.  The  clerk  of  the  church  has  omitted  to  record  the  date  of  Mx. 
Ohase^a  dismissslt  nor  is  there  any  record  of  the  oouneil  convened  on  the 
occasion  of  his  dismissst

Mr.  Carter's  letter  of  acceptance  was  dateil  Fek  8^  1880.  Feb.  11th, 
lettorB  miBBive,  signed  by  the  members  of  tRe  above  named  commiitea, 
were  8eut  to  various  churches.  Fel?  IR,  IftfiO,  pursuant  to  the  letters 
missive,  an  ecclesiaatical  council  couveiked  iii  the  house  of  worship  in 
Quechee  village.  Rev.  E.  B.  Cbamberlin  called  tho  council  to  order ; 
BaT.  A.  &  Daaoomb  was  ahosan  moderator,  and  offered  prayer  i  after 
whieb  Bar.  B.  B.  Obambarlin  waa  ohoaan  aeriba. 

Altar  tha  oaual  pratiminatiy  proeaadiiiga,tha  aonnaQ  votad  to  prooead 
to  tha  biatallation  of  Mr.  Oartari  and  the  modarator,  tha  aoribOi  and 
paator«alaet  vara  ajipointad  to  armnga  tha  ordar  of  aiereiaaa  for  tha  hi* 
stallation. 

The  ordar  of  azardaea  waa  dulj  obaerrad,  aftar  whioh  tha  oounoU 

dissolved. 

Mr.  Carter  continued  pastor  of  the  church  until  Soi  Lomber  22,  1HS7, 
when  he  was  disnussed.  He  was  the  twenty-fourth  minister  employed 
by  the  dhoroh  and  Bodety  in  Quechea  during  a  peiiod  of  about  fif  ty- 
aaran  jeara.  Tha  paatorata  of  lb.  Garter  axfcandad  orar  a  period  of 
aofao  yeara  and  aavan  montba*  Tha  numbar  of  mambara  reoeivad  into 
tha  ehardh  during  Ua  paatorata  waa  aixty-aeTan. 

Tha  total  number  of  church  members,  as  exhibited  by  tho  clnirch 
record,  to  1887,  is  300,  of  which  number  about  100  were  admitted  dur- 
ing the  first  five  years  of  the  existence  of  the  church,  l^ho  nnolerical, 
unmethodical,  manner  of  keeping  the  clmroh  records  subscMjuent  to 
1  837  is  a  rcjiroach  to  those  wliosts  duty  it  was  to  uiako  a  cluar,  correct 
and  plainly  legible  record.  Tho  ilattia  of  tho  church  is  givon  hut 
twiooy'  viz.,  in  May,  1846,  and  in  Jnnc,  1840.  Hiat  of  Sby  ia  na  fol-

There  wore  but  a  few  oiuca  of  dinnpluie  during  a  period  of  thirty- 

seven  years,  1830-1867.  Five  persons  only  were  excommunicated. 
Owing  to  the  incoltorent  manner  of  keeping  tlio  records,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  flctcrniiiio  the  names  of  the  clerks  and  the  dcacofis  of  tlio  chmoh. 
It  seems  e\  nlcnt,  however,  that  Shubel  lluss  ofliciated  as  ckrk  for 
more  tiiaii  (im  ty  years  from  Jan'y,  1832.  Among  the  doaeons,  wcio 
Elihu  Woodward,  George  Udall,  Elisha  Kinney,  John  (Jliusu  and 
Solomon  Craiidall.

Religious  services  were  bold  in  Olcott,  from  the  earliest  settlement 
(168U),  in  private  houses  and  in  the  school  house,  mainly  under  the 
direction  of  the  Christian  yoMn;Dr  a(  Dartmouth  Collcgo,  with  the 
aid  of  (he  neighborinir  jnistori.  I>i  ncc^ember,  1887,  it  was  thought 
that  tliij  work  could  be  bett^^r  carru'l  on  by  a  church  organization,  and 
at.  a  iiHM'ting  of  all  inleicRtod,  it  mum  unaiiimouHiy  voted  to  form  a 
Union  Kvangeliuil  Church.  A  lot  <4  land,  at  first  olTcrcd  for  a  Con> 
gregatioiial  ohuruh,  was  donated  («>  the  propoeed  ohnroh.  A  creed, 
covenant  and  rules  of  order  were  adopted  and  letters  were  seoored  by 
aeveral  membere,  Co  aucfa  chnrch;  bnt,  before  the  organisation  was 
completed,  the  withdrawal  of  the  Melhodiit  members  led  ttf  tlie  aban* 
doiiment  of  tlie  niiion  entorpriac* 

Ttie  remaining  numbers  at  a  meeilng  held  Aug.  9tli,  1888,  voted  to 
form  a  Congregational  church.  The  gift  of  land  was  renewed  to  this 
church.  A  council  of  the  neij^ldmritii,'  churches  at  Hartford,  Quechee 
and  Norwich. Vt.,  ami  [latiovcr,  Lebanon  and  West  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  met 
Oct.  14th,  L^ss,  and  after  re  viewing  the  proceeding's  of  the  church  pro- 
ceeded to  recognize  it  as  *'  The  United  Clnudi  of  CliriHf "  in  Olcott. 
It  comprised  eleven  nu'mbere.  The  devotional  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  lievs.  E.  T.  r.u-rill,  scribe,  and  11.  C.  Lansing.  The  mem- 
bers were  reeeiv«l  and  addressed  by  Bov.  S.  P.  Leeds,' moderator.  The 
])r.ayer  of  reeognltion  was  by  Bev.  C.  K  Havens,  and  tlie  right-hand  of 
fellowship  by  Rev.  S.  I.  Briant,  with  a  responie  by  Bev.  A.  8.  Chase, 
who  is  serving  as  pastor.  Union  services  have  been  held  in  Cushman's 
lUll  since  tlu'  Spring  of  1888,  ami  a  Sniidny-suliool  with  Kdward  Guss 
as  MiiiieriiiteMduiit.

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FB1MBYTBBI&K  OnimOII  IK  IMTIIAir. 

The  fint  FMstbyterian  cImroU  ooll«otod  in  thU  region  wm  org»ntxod' 
in  Hanovor,  N.  TT.,  in  January,  1771,  by  Dr.  Eloazor  Wlieclock,  the 
finit  president  ot  Dartmoutli  College.    In  his  pastornto  in  lA>bunou, 
Ct.,  Dr.  Wheelock  \raa  a  Oongregationalift.    Wlion  he  c.iino  to  ITan- 
ovar  lie  rlecTjuHl  it  cxitodieut  in  the  org'niiizivtiou  of  tlie  new  chnreh  to 
adoj)t  tiie  I'leabyteiiun  form  of  «,o)vi'rmiu'nt.    The  bciicfnctiona  pro- 
cured by  Dr.  Wheelock  to  increase  the  moans  of  improvement  were 
contributed  by  friendt  of  religion  and  hupianity  in  different  part*  of 
Amerioa,  ii)  England,  and  in  Scotland.  The  money  eollected  in  Eng- 
land was  pat  into  the  handa  of  a  board  of  truateea,  of  whom  the  Barl 
of  Dartmouth  waaattlie  hood;  ond  that  ooUooted  in  Sootlaiid  waa  oom* 
mitted  to  tlic  society  for  promoting  CSiriatian  knowleilge.   The  Scotch 
fiiinl  for  Uio  education  of  Indians,  in  connection  witli  Monr*a  Charity 
Scliool,  was  therefore  controlled  l)y  I'iesl))'terian8,  and  a  cordial  sym- 
pathy with  the  donors  waa  regarded  aa  essential  to  the  highest  success 
of  tlieir  benefaction. 

The  original  mcmberiship  of  this  chnreh  was  twenty-seven,  and  com- 
posed of  persons  on  both  sides  of  Connoctiont  river;  or,  in  fact,  it  was 
a  ohuroh  oonaisting  of  twro  brandies,  one  of  tliem  hQ^ng  in  Ilanovcr, 
and  the  other  hi  Ilartford.  Woi-ship  was  field  altonuiU^ly  in  Ifauover, 
and  in  Dothan  pariah,  in  Ilartford.  Dr.  Wheelocic  ofiieiated  aa  pastor 
until  hia  death,  April  S4th,  1779.  He  waa  anooeeded  by  hia  aon*in-hiw, 
Jftev.  Sylvanns  Ripley,  Profesaor  of  Theology  in  Dartmonih  College, 
who  continticd  in  the  pastorate  till  his  death,  I^'obniary  5tli,  1787.  In 
1782,  Kev.  John  Smitli,  D.  D.,  became  aHsocnite  pastor,  and  continued 
in  that  capacity  until  his  death,  April  :]Oth,  1809,  at  the  ai^e  of  69. 

The  first  meeiing-house  was  erected  in  Hanover  in  1796,  and  in 
Dothan  about  1798.  Previous  to  the  erection  of  the  meeting  liouse  in 
Hanover,  meetinga  were  held  in  private  honaea,  and  tlten  la  the  college 
ehapoL  At  Dothan,  meetinga  were  held  for  aome  time  in  thehoaaeof 
Thomaa  Hnien,  where  Leonard  Haaen  now  Uvea.  The  Pfeabyterian 
Sootety  Imilt  an  extaneimi  to  Mr.  Uaaea^a  bonae^  to  provide  a  larger 
apartment  for  chnrdi  aerviceo.  The  Society  at  Dothan  never  poaaeaaed 
a  bell.  For  many  years  Uie  people  were  summoaod  to  meeting  by  the 
unharmonioue  but  far-reaohing  notes  of  a  conch-abell,  which  waa  blown 
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bj  Mr.  Hazan  while  he  lived.   After  he  paoaad  «way  no  one  WM  found 

COiu|>ot«ni  to  fill  hiti  plftco  in  souuiliug  it. 

Towurd  tbo  close  of  lhi>  !n^t  rptitnry  a  controversy  aroBe.  As  early 
as  1784,  Dr.  VAon  BuirougliH,  pfisLor  at  Hanover  Centre,  renounced 
Prcabytery  aud  a  schism  took  piace  iu  his  church.  The  tendency  of  the 
region  did  not  favor  the  more  prelatioal  form  of  government.  Nearly 
all  Uie  ohorohee  w«re  orgtnuiiiig  under  the  Coogregatlonftl.  locm  of 
govemiiMiit  PerHoufll  quostioM  xal«ting  to  Ui«  poli^  in  Hm  oollege 
govQmnMut)  boentno  AmodftUNl  in  llie  Mid  diorak  poliiy,  and  tlis  dia- 
ouasiouB  were  of  n  very  ourneat  naiuxo.' 

Dr.  Worcester  dccliued  to  accept  the  professorship  tendered  to  him 
nnd  lloBvvfill  Sliurtleff  WRS  elected  to  that  chair  iu  1804.  This  appoint- 
meut  i)ut  a  uow  face  upon  the  controversy.  A  majority  of  tbo  church 
niembtirs  rcRiiled  in  Hartford.  It  was  in  their  power  to  control  all  the 
plans  of  those  who  resided  iu  iiauovor.  Along  correspondence  ensued; 
various  propoaitioua  were  made  by  the  minoriij,  bat  all  warn  fejeoled. 
that  portioii  of  (hechurdiand  coogregaticm  who  raaided  in  Hanover, 
with  few  exoeptiona,  desired  tliat  Prof.  Shnrtleff  iriioitld  offleiate  as 
ooUeagae  to  Dr.  BmilL.  Thia  lequeat  wae  preened  to  bim  in  September, 
1804.  He  declined  the  invitation.  Then  tbo  Hanover  branch  requested 
tho  Hartford  biunch  to  allow  Prof.  Hluirtlufr  to  reooivo  "ordination  at 
large,"  and  take  pastoral  charge  of  the  Hanover  |if  O{>le,  wliile  Dr  Hniitb 
should  continuo  to  ofliciate  in  Hartford.  This  proposition  was  declined. 
Then  the  lliinuver  branch  petitioned  for  a  mutual  council  to  detcimmo 
whether  two  churches  should  be  formed,  by  a  local  division, — one  in 
Ibnorer  and  one  in  Hartford.  This  petition  was  rejected.  Thereapon 
tlie  HanoTer  pooiile  called  an  €Z  jparU  eoundl  to  adviee  with  tiiem  omi' 
oor»iu{r  tbdr  diflittultioe.  Tho  eoundl  reoouunooded  a  dmnon.  Thia 
reault  was  not  accepted  bj  the  Hartford  people.  The  trueteea  were 
requested  to  interpose  their  official  power  and  settle  the  dispute.  Thej 
ao  far  sacceeded  as  to  secure  a  mutual  cotmcii,  who  said  :  "  We  judge

inception  of  this  controversv  ns  (allows: — "Although  ihcy  thought  themselves 
Presl^erians,  they  often  foumi  it  (  onvcnicnt  to  have  eharch  meetings.  They  met 
on  tlie  occasion  of  the  clecUon  of  Dr.  Worcester,  as  profesaor  of  Divinity,  and 
imssetl  several^  votes  expressive  of  their  being  and  designing  to  continue  to  be  Pres- 
byterians, .unl  tliat  Dr.  Smith  was,  and  that  they  cliose  he  siiould  continue  to  be 
their  pastor.  Tliis  w.is  .-iii  offensive  disappointment  to  the  boiiy  of  professors  and 
others  oti  tlip  I'l.iin.'  'I  hcy  hail  on  some  account  become  dissatisfu-il  with  Dr.  Smith, 
Ixjth  as  pastor  and  teacher,  and  though  they  loved  him  as  a  man  and  a  neighbor, 
and  havine  expected  that  the  professor  of  Theology  would  be  boiti  teacher  and 
pastor,  and  the  electioo  of  Dr.  Worcester  being  highly  pleasing  to  them,  they  found 
themselves  highly  disappointed  in  their  hopes  by  these  votes,  which  they  suspected 
had  been  mssed  with  a  view  to  pv*vent  the  pastor^clect  f rom  acccpUng  the  appoint- 
ment, and  still  IU  hohl  litem  unplmsanily  confined  under  the  administration  of  Dr. 
Smith." 
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it  expedient  that  there  be  but  one  church  at  present  in  conneclinn  ^viih 
Dartmouth  College,  denomiuated  as  formerly,  couBitiiing  of  two  bran- 
ches, one  on  the  eaat  aide  and  the  other  on  the  weeL  aide  of  Connecticut 
rtT«r,  mider  the  same  oorenaot  m  hevetolorot  tlnk  MMiti  bnuMib,  alMV 
binro  the  axdudve  priTileg«  of  wuplogring  and  Mitliag  ft  uunialw  of 
tbflir  own  elbeaoa,'*  with  other  eiclnsiTe  righte  nid  powora  to  be  enjoyed 
by  etoh  bniioh,  as  though  it  oonatiinted  a  distinct  and  separata  church. 
This  decree  was  Taiioiady  interpreted  t  the  Hartford  branch  claimed, 
under  its  provisions,  aitpremcuif/  in  the  goremmentof  the  entire  church; 
and  the  Hanover  branch  clainiGd  independeiwy,  from  the  pnnie  authority* 
and  proceeded  to  adopt  a  congregational  form  of  gov(  i  ument.' 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1806,  the  Oongrr^ntionul  chaii;h  in  Dnrtnioutli 
College  was  organized  by  Rev.  laaiah  Potter,  of  Lebanon,  liev.  Asa 
Barton,  of  Thetford,  Yt,  and  Bev.  Syl?anns  Dame^  of  Orfoid,  Prof. 
Bhnrtleff  was  invitied  to  aet  as  pastor  of  the  new  churdi.  He  aeoepted 
end  remained  in  that  relation  until  1827.  Prof.  Shurtleff  was  the 
representative  of  tlie  new  order;  Presii  'Wbeelock,  the  younger,  of  the 
old  order,  which,  by  the  new  movement,  became  limited  to  Dothan 
parish  on  the  west  aide  of  Connct  ticnt  river.  President  Wlioolock, 
Prof.  Smith  and  a  numher  of  Ifnnover  people  continueil  in  tl\c  old 
church  and  for  many  yeurH  cnme  to  Dothan  to  communion.  During  his 
later  life  and  troubles  with  the  college,  Dr.  Wheelook  had  warmer 
^fiends  and  adherents  in  Hartford  than  in  Hsnover.  It  was  through 
his  inflaenoe  with  the  Hartford  bmu4di  of  the  cbnreh  that  the  petitions, 
pn^ositions  and  overtures  made  by  the'  Hanover  branch  for  a  dissoln* 
tion  of  the  union  were  rejected,  and  a  separate  existence  denied  tlieni. 
Dr.  Wheelock  refused  his  consent  for  the  reason  that  his  influence  and 
powor  would  be  materially  weakened  by  placing  him  in  the  minority  of 
the  Hanover  church  "  Ho  rcfjavtled  the  ecclebiastical  feud  as  the  fruit- 
ful source  of  all  hia  woes.  It  was  a  uucleua  about  which  other  officinl 
diHicuUiob  clubuured  *  *  *  Here  was  planted  n  seed  winch  grew  iiiui 
beoamea  mighty  tree  whose  branches,  in  some  sense>,  overshadowed  the 
whole  Isndl " 

**Fr«nn  1804  to  1814,  the  eontrotevay  was  chielly  local,  diatnrbingtha 
bsrmony  of  the  vill^e  church,  and  impeding  the  vigorous  adaunistra- 

tion  of  the  college,  both  in  the  faculty  and  board  of  trust.  At  the  lat- 
ter date,  the  public  became  interested  in  Uie  quarrel  lind  began  to  take 
sides  as  their  political  or  religious  preferences  inclined.  During  the 
whole  of  the  year  1815  the  proHS  in  New  Hampshire  probably  devoted 
as  much  space  to  Dartmouth  college  as  to  political  matters.  Id

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some  iiiBtaiieei  ihe  toftditig  joonutbi  of  the  atato  dsvoted  fiv*  or  aiz  ool< 
umoB  ko  origioal  ariklM  pertaining  io  tlie  ooUego  controreny.  Tho 
partioB  muktmlly  ditrgcd  mek  o41i«r  willi  bigotrj,  intdanaiM  and  by- 
poariay.  Tho  ^uq^to  soon  bwsame  politinl  in  ito  obanoter,  and  fede^ 
flliolB  and  repablicana  became  earnest  defendera  of  partioiilar  fonna  of 
ecdesiastical  goverumotit.  Tbe  republicans  in  this  case  were  generally 
Prosbjtorians  and  the  federalists  CJongregahonalists.  The  former  as- 
Railpil,  thn  latter  dofoudod  Uie  action  of  Uio  majuiitj  of  tbe  iaoultj  and 
Irusl^oH.' 

Oov.  IIUI  of  New  Ilaiupshire,  iu  his  euppoit  of  TUos.  JefferBOU,  eu- 
tared  into  a  bitter  eniaade  againat  tbe  Oongregatiiwa]  cburdiea  and 
miniatora  in  tbe  atale  of  Hew  Hampebire.  It  auited  well  witb  liia  pur^ 
poae  tbat  be  abonld  eapoose  tbe  c»uae  of  Dr.  'Wbeeloek.  It  waa  tbna 

earricd  iato  all  the  fierceness  of  New  Hampahire  political  strife  and  as- 
sumed in  the  end  the  formidable  proportiotis  of  rival  colleges  and  prea- 
idents,  and  all  that  wa^  itn  ol  vnd  in  the  Dartmouth  college  cane  in  which 
"Webster's  defence  of  ahua  mater  and  vested  riphts  are  so  memorable. 

From  a  sketcl)  I )f  ['resident  Francis  lirowii,  by  liov.  Henry  Wood, 
the  following  ptuii^raph  rolutiog  to  the  coutrovery  is  selected  : 

**  Never  has  a  cause  been  litigated  in  our  country  more  important 
frotii  tbe  prindpio  to  be  eetabliafied,  and  the  interest  remotely  involved. 
The  existence,  not  only  of  this,  but  of  al!  h( minarios  for  oiliicidion,  nnd 
of  all  corporate  bodies  whatever,  was  suspeuded  upon  the  proseut  de- 
eision.  The  permanenoe  of  all  the  inaUtutiona  of  our  eountry,  wlieiber 
cliarilHMo,  lit.ufu  y,  or  roligious,  and  indeed  the  very  character  of  the 
nation  in  its  future  stages,  were  oonneoted  with  this  adjudication  upon 
n  point  of  oonstitntimkal  lew." 

Beferxing  to  tbe  impcntaiuie  of  ihia  eaee,  Prof.  Sanborn  aaja: 

**  After  the  lepee  of  fifty  yeera  we  are  aatoniflbed  et  the  evidenoe  of 

pai'ty  feeling  whirli  ( h  <  nllr;^,  controversy  elicitr  1  When  it  passed  from 
the  academic  shades  of  iiouuver  and  entered  the  lialis  of  legislation  it  be- 
came ft  mere  poUtioal  qneation,  and  tbe  eommon  and  Tnlgmr  weapona  of 
party  warfare  were  used  by  tbe  combatants.  Imaginary  foes,  callo<l  by 
one  party  bigots,  fanatics,  and  aristocrats,  and  by  the  other  infidels, 
agrarians,  and  jacobins,  wore  set  up  and  hurled  down  by  political  and 
literary  khighui  on  many  a  bard-fought  field."  In  consideraticm  of  the 
fact  that  this  cnRe  jnew  out  of  the  ecoloBiaBtical  stnfo  befw»>n  the  two 
bi-aaches  of  tUo  cliurch  of  Christ,  the  one  iu  lianover,  aud  the  other  iu 
Hartford,  one  may  exebtim,  **  Behold  bow  great  e  matter  e  little  fire 
kindloth!" 

Tho  pa.<itorate  of  Prof.  Smith  rensed  with  his  death  in  180'.V  Novem- 
ber Ist,  1809,  Rev.  Edeu  Burroughs  took  upon  bimeelf  thi-  oluiu-^e  of 
the  church.  The  following  entry,  in  his  own  handwriting,  appears  in 
tlio  church  rocords:

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"  Took  upon  lue  the  charge  of  tlm  cliurcL  of  ChriBt  at  Dartmouth 
college  Nov.  lai,  1800,  aad  removed  with  my  family  into  Hartford,  in 
the  State  of  Vennont^  on  the  SOfeh  daj  of  October  (1810)  foUowing.** 

Sometime  about  Hm  brt  of  M^,  1811,  the  foUotring  notificBtion  m 
soDt  to  the  Ber.  Prof.  Shurtlefl;  to  be  published  in  the  Msombly  on  the 
S«bbath.vix: 

"Ab  the  reverend  Londonderry  Presbytery  proposes  et  their  ed- 

jouriiGfl  Hif  .  tir  r  nt  this  place,  (Dotbaii'  I*  misi^l  i  Hits  grounds  and 
progreas  of  the  diiliculiieB  which  have  and  do  eubaist  at  the  ohorob  of 
Dertmonth  Oollege  in  its  relations  and  oonoems  wiih  those  who  were 
formerly  inombors  aod  loft  the  same  ;  it  is  hereby  (lenired  that  any  who 
have  objeotioDB  to  any  of  the  raeasuree  and  proceedings  of  said  church 
hi  regard  to  the  above,  or  the  conduct  of  ouv  of  its  moniborB,  appear 
and  offer  ttieir  objeotioas  to  the  said  rersrand  Preabytery  at  their  said 
meeting." 

(Signed)  EDEN  BURHOUOTIS,  pastor. 
I  shall  now  make  some  quotations  from  the  records  of  the  church : — 

"  At  ft  T>>piptiTip;  of  tlio  Churrh  of  Olirist  at  Dartmouth  College  held  in 
the  meeting  house  m  the  viciuity  of  said  college,  Nov.  15,  1811 : 

Voted,  and  diose  Maj.  Wnt  H.  Woodward  to  the  office  of  ap  aider  in 
this  ohurd). 

Voted — To  invite  the  reverend  Prof.  Moore  to  become  the  pastor  of 
this  church  to  take  the  particular  pastoral  care  of  that  part  of  the 
church  who  reside  east  of  the  Oonneotiont  river,  and  that  the  rererend 
Dr.  Burroughs  and  Mn]  Woodward  be  a  committro  to  wait  on  the  said 
Prof.  Moore  with  tiio  above  request;  and,  that  oin  hnul  committee  con- 
ferwiththe  said  Prof.  Moore  and  agree  with  Inni  upon  the  ciroum> 
stances  under  which  he  may  comply  with  the  nl  ovf*  uivitutioii." 

"On  the  23d  of  February,  1812,  Maj.  Wm.  Woodward  and  David  In- 
graham  were  set  apart  and  eonseeratod  to  the  office  of  elders  in  this 
ohnroh." 

**  In  1817,  Wm.  H.  Woodward  was  elected  olerk  to  keep  the  records 
on  the  east  side  of  Oohnecticnt  rhrer,  and  Hesdciah  Hasen  to  keep  Che 

recordfj  on  t^io  wnst  side  of  said  river." 

"At  a  church  meeting  holden  at  the  meeting-house  Sept.  2G,  1813, 
▼oted  unanimoiudy  that  Rot.  J.  W.  Woodward  be  requested  to  act  as 
moderator  of  thia  church  for  the  time  being." 

"At  a  church  meeting  holden  at  the  meeting-house  May  10, 1822, 
voted  to  inrite  the  Rev.  James  W.  Woodward  to  take  the  pastoral  care 
of  this  church  for  the  time  being." 

"June  9th,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Woodward  gave  his  answer,  'that  he  ac- 
cepted of  tbe  invitation  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  pastor  which 
would  not  interfere  with  the  duties  of  his  office  at  the  Scientific  Acad- 
emy at  Norwich,  and  the  distance  he  was  placed  from  tis.' " 

"  At  a  meeting  of  this  church  Oct  2,  1825,  voted  that  the  liev.  Ben- 
nett Tyler,  L.  L.  D.,  be  tlie  moderator  of  this  ehurch.** 

'  Mr.  Hnrroiif^hs  (lied  at  Ddih.in,  M.iy  22,  1813,  at  the  age  of  76.  Hfs  remains 
rest  in  the  ccniL-tcry  at  Chrisliati  Street,  in  llic  cast  jj.itt  <if  ihe  loNvri  He  |irciii-IictJ 
the  Arst  election  sermon  before  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont  in  October,  1778 
at  Wooditoek. 
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"  AuguKt  7th,  182G — At  n  church  laeeting  at  tho  uioetiug- house,  it 
wnB  uiiiiuiujousir  voicd  to  iuvile  Mr.  Abram  Biowk  to  settle  Lere  to  be 
our  iiiiuistcr.  Sept.  27th,  Mr.  Brown  wns  onlaiued  pastor  of  this 
ebuteh.  Present— Kov.  Sinmiol  Goddord,  North  eh.  iu  Norwidi;  Ker. 
.  James  U.  Wheelock,  Soutli  cli.  in  Norwich  :  Kev.  Samufl  BaBcom,  Sha-

lir.  Haaen  wna  dianriaaed  Jan.  24, 1887.  He  remoYed  to  Berlin,  where 
ho  died  in  olUoo  in  1856.  During  tho  iwatorate  of  Mr.  Hueu  tho  ohiirvh  • 
had  a  protnwted  difliculty  with  a  refractory  member,  Oapt*  Dan  Uazcn, 
who,  in  tho  promises,  had  asked  for  a  letter  of  recommendation  for  him- 
self and  wifn  to  tho  South  church  in  Norwich,  for  tbe  reason  that  "his 
feelings  had  boon  injured  by  some  of  the  ini'iiit)or8  of  the  church — -that 
the  brethren  had  lost  coniideuce  in  him,  and  tiiat  he  should  enjoy  him- 
self better  somewhere  else."  Uis  request  and  complaint  were  referred 
to  vmrione  oommitteoa,  in  and  out  of  the  ohureh,  and  finally  ho  waa  paoi- 
fied,  and  peace  prevailed  for  a  short  period:  but  it  woa  a  oalm  before  a 
storm.  May  21, 1887,  Joseph  OrandaO,  a  member  of  the  ohurdi,  entered 
a  omnplaint  against  Mr.  Hasen  containing  two  oonnta ;  flrat,  that  he 
had  had  violent  hands  on  tho  son  of  Mr.  Croudall,  and  tradaoed  hia 
chamctor;  secondly,  that  he  refused  to  sottlo  a  book  account  with  said 
JoBcph  Oraudnll.  This  resulted  in  the  RuspouHiou  of  Mr.  Hazen  from 
conimuuiou;  whereupon,  ho  asked  for  a  niuLunl  council,  which  was 
granted,  and  the  ujalter  was  referred  to  a  committee  couBisting  of  the 
pastors  and  delegates  from  the  churches  in  Sharon,  Strafford  and  Dart- 
mouth College.  During  the  dflliberalion  of  the  oouncil  Mr.  Hasm  and 
Mr.  Crandall  adjusted  their  diflhiultaee,  and  Mr.  Hasen  was  reetored  to 
oommnnion.  He  then  renewed  hia  requeat  for  a  letter,  and  being  preased 
for  hia  reasons  for  wishing  to  leave,  presented  tho  following  in  writing 
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**J^r»t—Ido  not  Mmm  the  gcmrntmnt  of  the  ehurch  i$  aocordinf 

to  the  word  o/  Ood. 

Secondly — T  have  no  heart  to  try  to  do  anything  w}iere  there  i$ 
no  con/uienoe  in  me.  2'hi»  from  a  poor,  sinful,  dejtruved  and  de- 
graded brot/terJ* 

The  dnitch  voted  Ihat  the  reMons  were  uiuMtiafftctory,  and  refneed 
to  gnmt  a  letter.  In  Harelip  1889,  Mr.  HaMO  reiterated  liia  reqneet  for 
Ik  letttft  the  reaaoDB  above  named.  Mareh  6, 1B89,  De^  Juliua 
Haam  preferred  a  oomplaini  against  Mr.  Haaen  for  living  in  oonstant 

neglect  of  tbe  ordinances  of  the  church.  Thia  coni]i]aint  wns  disregarded 
by  the  ohurohf  but  Mr.  Haaen'a  letter  wae  referred  to  an  eeoleeiaalaoal 

council 

It  is  evident  that  Mr.  Hazen,  in  this  juncture  of  the  trouble,  occu- 
pied the  vantago  ground,  at  least  in  respect  to  the  first  louHon  he  had 
given  for  desiring  to  disHolve  his  conuectioii  with  tLie  church,  which 
waa,  in  thia  matter,  pnrauing  tbe  aame  poHcy  to  perpetnale  a  relnekant 
union  with  fhemaelveai  that  bad  obaracterised  their  action  toward  tbe 
^UDOvor  branch  of  the  ehnroh.  Mr.  Haaen  waa  not  alone  in  the  opin- 
ion  bo  entertained  reapeoting  the  polity  of  the  eburdi.  There  waa  a 
growing  tendency  iu  favor  of  t}io  more  democratic  form  of  government 
of  the  Congregational  church.  Dr.  Burroughs  had  runounced  Preuby- 
tery  as  early  as  1784,  and  notwitlistandiug  lu>  had  BubHe(|ueutly  ac- 
cepted the  pastoruti^  of  tho  Trosbyterian  church  in  Dothau,  thin  step 
simply  evidenced  his  cathoUcity  of  Bentinicnt.  Tho  renunciation  of 
Presbytery  by  the  Ilauover  church  was  u  nupei cession  compatible  witii 
the  progressive  spirit  of  the  times.  Furthermore,  tho  church  at  Do* 
tiian  oeoopled  an  iaotated  pooition,  thai  iB»  it  bad  no  conneetion  with 
any  Preabytery.  Jk  waa  at  fbia  time  nndw  the  poatoM  care  of  a  rag- 
olarly  ordained  OongregaHonal  miniater,  inatalled  over  the  cburdi  by  a 
purely  eongiregational  couneil.  It  Imd  ao  lar  gravitated  towardi  eon- 
gregationaUaro,  aa  to  refer  caaea  of  diadpline  to  the  diurdi  for  adjndi- 
catioD. 

Tn  this  condition  of  things,  tlin  rhnrch  rouimondnbly  decided  to  lay 
iLsidt  the  romaining  peculiantit;8  ol  Prefeby teniuiisni  lu  order  to  accom- 
nioduU)  iiie  views  of  Mr.  liazen  and  certain  others,  and  remove  any 
prejudicea  that  existed  in  acme  iniuda,  and  give  the  chnrdi  atrictly  and 
entnely  a  CongregatUmal  eharaeter.  Aooordingly,  the  foUowing  action 
waa  taken  by  the  chureb,  four.daya  prior  to  the  meeting  of  tbe  eoeleai- 
aatieal  council : — 

April  5il*.    At  a  fall  meeting  of  tho  churrh,  according  to  no* 
tiee  previously  given,  for  Ibe  purpoae  of  chaagtugita  forma,  usagee  and 
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ciiHtoins  from  tlmi  of  FroebytortAa  to  Uiatol  the  Googregfttional  fpnn 
of  guvei'iuuout,  it  wns  voted : — 

*TliAt  hereafter,  inBtoad  of  referring  eanee  of  church  discipline  to  the 
oldnrn  of  tlio  church,  Uioy  Hliruld  bn  rrrnnod  to  the  cluirc]i  fordocifuou. 
Aftftr  which  Tote  the  elders  iudividualljr  wished  to  be  releiwed  from 
their  offioe,  and  H  was  Toted  Uiat  their  request  should  be  granted.'  ^ 

The  ecclesiastical  council  above  referred  to  met  in  Dotban,  April  9th, 
1839.  It  was  oonq^osed  of  Rev.  Samuel  Goddai  d,  pastor,  and  Desoon 
DnttoD,  delegate,  from  the  Kortii  Norwieh  ehnrch  $  Deaoon  Samuel  Tracy 
from  the  IVhite  BiTer  village  ehuroh,  and  Bev.  H.  Wood,  from  the  Han* 
over  ehuroh.  A  oomprohensiTe  Btntement  of  all  the  diflhmlties  that  had 
ooeurred  was  mode  to  the  council,  which,  alter  a  proper  eonsideraiiaa 
of  the  evidence  adduced,  reported : 

'*  That  it  was  sorry  io  have  witnoHRtil  .ui  vflii!!^  Yiko  <i  ppjrit  of  crimi- 
UAtiou  on  the  \m'i  of  the  church  ugauiHt  Mi.  iituou,  iu  respect  to  j^osi 
proceedings  of  the  church.  In  diflicnlt  cases  even  good  men  may  differ 
in  their  jiulgnifint;  with  the  best  feelings  anil  int  pntionR  they  iimy  en- 
tertain dilTereut  opinions  on  the  matters  before  them.  In  such  cases 
instead  of  charging  oar  brethren  with  improper  motivm  we  should 
cheiish  the  charity  which  holpoth  all  things  and  thinkoth  uo  evil,  leav- 
ing the  motives  to  the  judgment  of-Qod  who  alone  knows  the  heart." 
Council  tiien  intimated  that  "  individuals  may  Iiave  spoken  unkindly  of 
Vir.  HaKon  and  b«m  too  inquUUioe  about  Iwie  thbiffs  in  hit  private 
muf-ernn  :  (Jiis  deserves  rqmxff."  Mr.  HaKou  erred  \n  leaving  worship 
before  lie  had  aakeil  aud  received  a  regular  dismisHion  His  objections 
to  the  churcli  aw  PreHbyterian  were  without  foundation  since  it  was  ev- 
ident that  the  church  had  but  few  features  of  Fresbytevianism  aud 
these  quite  harmless,  though  perhaps  inoouvenient,  and  we  thluk  the 
objections  removed  wbeu  the  church  consented  to  abandon  its  peculiar- 
itiefi  to  accommodate  Mr.  Hazeu's  views  and  desires.  Coniioil  advised 
all  parties  to  endeavor  to  live  together  in  christian  forbearance  aud 
unity,  but  in  ease  the  above  result  was  not  accepted  hf  hoth  parties, 
Mini,  for  (lif>  Imnor  of  religion  and  the  ponce  of  the  ( Iniicli,  a  letter  of 
diHuiissioii  should  be  given  Mr.  Haaen.  Council  couuuouded  the  church 
for  having  eixhibited  an  enlarged  and  liberal  s^t  worthy  of  all  praise^ 
in  laying  aside  the  rsmaining  peculiarities  of  nM»hyterianism,  Ac. 

November  2l8t,  1838,  Rev.  Gary  Russell  was  installed  pastor  of  the 

church.    He  was  dismissed  January  2d,  1844.    He  was  the  last  pastor. 

Tlio  cotiucil  that  disraiseod  him  recommended  that  letters  of  dismissal 
bo  granted  to  all  who  desired  to  unite  with  nthor  churches  iu  fellowship 
this    Nov.  14th,  1844,  the  following  communication  was  handed 
to  the  moderator: — 

"  To  Dea.  Julius  llazeu,  moderator  of  the  church  iu  North  Hartford:— 
You  are  hereby  requested  to  notify  a  meeting  of  the  church  on  Fri- 
day the  22d,  iuHi.,  at  C  o'clock,  p.  m.,  at  the  school  house  iu  Dotban,  to 
see  if  the  church  will  vote  to  place  themselves  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Lord  at  White  River  village  and  give  letters  of  recommen- 
dation to  those  who  may  wish  to  go  to  other  places." 
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At  tlie  meeting  held  purntiaTit  to  the  above  roll  call,  no  action  was 
taken  concerning  «  (liasolution  of  tb«  ohTirr))  It  waa,  however,  voted 
"that  the  delinquents  on  'Slv.  Rusauli  s  Hiihu  )  ought  to  pay  their  assess- 
ments." On  Tuesday,  Doc.  9,  1844,  it  whh  votu<l  to  plauu  the  church 
under  the  pastoral  core  of  Bov.  Mr.  Lord,  and  Wm.  Savage  and  Deo. 
▲ntb  Hueii  were  diOMO  a  <M>ininitt6«  to  notify  Mr.  Lord.  Ou  tlio  SSd 
of  Hamih,  18i7>  another  moating  was  held,  at  which  Bov.  Wm.  Olaggett, 
of  Woit  Hartford,  was  appobiod  modmeaior  of  tba  diureh.  Aiignat  31, 
1847,  at  an  adjoomod  meottng,  it  waa  voted  to  diaaoWa  the  ehuidi,  giv- 
ing the  clerk  authority  to  grant  lattan  of  reoommendaUon  to  thoaa  who 
might  call  for  them  in  due  time. 

Thus  was  (liHHolved  a  chnrdi  that  had  oxiBted  for  upwards  of  seventy 
years.  It  ombroced  some  of  the  moBf  ominKTit  divinoH  of  tlio  country, 
some  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  tuu  lowu,  uoine  of  the  most  devout 
ObristioxiB  of  tiio  ugu.  It  was  the  parent  of  tlie  church  &ud  society  'in 
Weat  Hartford ;  it  gave  new  life  to  the  dinroh  in  White  River  village  in 
the  decade  between  1886  and  1846,  andita  OUriatian  influence  wiU  extoid 
through  all  time,  and  onl j  be  fully  known  when  time  aliall  be  no  more  ( 
wlien  the  aeal  of  tha  great  record  of  human  acUons  ahall  lie  br«ikoii  bo- 
fore  the  throne  of  Ctod*  and  every  man  ahall  be  called  to  render  an  ac- 
count of  his  stewardship  on  earth.  The  practical  work  of  this  church 
was  finished  many  years  since,  but  its  influence  HurrivcH  Its  nionibers 
have  gone  forth  to  strengthen  other  churches  near  ami  fm  Siniii  i liing 
of  sadness  gathers  about  a  light  departed,  a  church  thai  has  cuaiit  U  to 
be,  but —

**Some  of  theae  have  aerved  their  kind,  in  deed  and  word,  faithfully 
and  well  Three  have  been  miaaionarieB  of  the  American  Board  in  Chi- 
na,  Penia  and  India.  Preaident  Jamea  llarah  haa  loft  the  impreea  of 
hia  richly  cultivated  mind  and  elaborate  adiolaraUp  upon  all  thoae  who 
enjoyed  his  acquaintance  as  a  teacher,  a  paator,  or  a  friend ;  and  also 
upon  the  religioua  philoaophy  and  bdUt  UUn*  of  the  country.  Joaeph 
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Tnusj  19  widolj  known  as  Um  otUtor  of  iho  Vt.  ChronieU,  Recorder  and 
Obsrv^rr,  f  ho  sagivcious  luanagor  of  the  MossacLusolls  Ck)loiii£atiou  So- 
ciety, bho  fouDiler  of  Liberia  College,  the  hiBtorian  of  the  Americim 
linard,  ftiiil  tho  "  Great  Awftkeniiif? ;  "  nnd,  genomll}-,  as  an  iicuio  tliiiiker 
ftud  able  writer.  Ebenezer  Garter  Tracy,  tlie  fonndor  aud  chief  edi- 
tor of  the  Vt.  Chronicle.,  (in  182G)  liUed  hia  poRilion  for  rnaiiy  years 
laborioufily,  aud  was  oue  of  tho  finest  models  of  a  religious  editor  the 
vcnrld  9HX  knsw.  He  wM  always  candid,  oonrtaooi,  tnitlifiil  and  wka. 
Throug^li  ibe  paper  he  ao  ably  edited  be  diaaenunatod  tiie  principles  thai 
marked  bia  peracma],  eialted  Obfiatiaa  lifi^  and  OoogreKatlonaliam  in 
Vermont  owes  more  to  bim  tban  to  any  otiier  mdividnal  for  ite  main- 
taiaanoe  and  predominance  aa  a  form  of  cburdi  govemmeni"

Tbera  wera  no  rej^iir  tuiuibti'aiiouH  ;u  H&rtiord,  MM:ordii*g  to  tbe 
fornn  of  Ilia  Oatholio  drnreh,  prior  to  1870.  Daring  the  time  of  tho 
oonotniolioii  of  theVomioiil  Oontnl  Milrood  thvovgh  fcho  lowii^l8IS-7 
— •  laigo  number  of  Irielinen  were  enq^lojed  on  thai  work.  Ueny  of 
tlieee^  togellier  witti  oUmtb  wlio  wece  emiilojed  in  Uie  Imilding  of  tlie 
PaMampeio  nulroed,  beoeme  permanent  aeiUere  in  the  town,  the  larger 
number  being  loeated  in  \Miite  River  Junction.  This  class  of  oar  popu- 
lation being  Roman  Catholics  in  their  religious  belief,  there  were  fre- 
quent visitations  by  CnlhoHo  lirifsts  to  tlie  laitv  here  for  niniiy  yoai"8 
before  the  creation  of  n  pnripli  About  the  year  1870,  Kov.  M-  I'igeon, 
a  Canadian  priest,  \vhh  st  i.t  to  reside  in  Hartford.  He  lived  here  until 
May,  1880,  wlien  iio  was  Hcmt  to  Uiidoihill,  Vt.  TtUher  Pigoou  bought 
the  old  Hoeolj  house,  in  White  River  Junction,  in  1870,  and  converted 
it  into  a  ohap«l,  which  waa  naed  until  the  ereoticm  of  the  preeent  ehureh 
edifice  in  1919,  when  tbe  chapel  waa  converted  into  a  rendenee  for  the 
prieat  After  the  departure  of  Father  Pigeon,  Bev.  Daniel  Snlltvaa  from 
Burlington  became  paatorof  the  Oaiholie  congregation.  Father  Sulli- 
van remained  about  eighteen  xnontha.  He  was  aocbeeded  bj  Rev.  Den- 
nis Lynch  from  Brandon,  who  officiated  ae  pastor  until  Septenibor  4iU, 
1884,  when  he  was  replaced  by  tbe  present  peator.  Father  Jamea  Booth 
Wbitaker  from  St.  Dennis'  church,  Montreal. 

The  rliiirch  or  parisli  propfrty  in  WhiUi  Tliver  Junction  cost,  in  1870, 
the  iium  of  $1800.  ImpiuvtiuuuLa,  mid  tho  rapiil  increase  in  tlu-  piires 
of  real  estate,  give  to  this  property  at  the  prcuout  timo  a  valuation  not 
far  horn  $7000.  This  ioolndeo  a  echoed  building,  and  also  a  church 
burying  ground  in  nae  aince  1872.  The  church  edifice  ia  a  neat  and 
pretty  atructure  containing  1S8  pewa,  with  a  aeating  capacity  for  at  leaat 
400  peraona.  The  chucch  waa  dedicated  to  St  Antony*  bj  which  title 
it  ia  known.  The  number  of  familiea  oonatituttng  the  whole  pariah  ia 
320,  of  which  about  sixty  are  located  in  White  Rirer  Junction.  Tbe 
congregation  is  probably  the  hirgoet  in  tho  town.  Tho  school  building 
is  closely  adjacent  to  the  church  ediBce.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the 
parooliial  ecliools  ia  now  nearly  sixty.  The  Sabbath  school  baa  aome 
over  120  pupils.

The  fink  Uelliodbi  prMdiing^  in  ihe  town  of  Hnrtf  ord,  ao  for  aa  I 
hftTO  been  able  to  ]<a]*D>  waa  in  the  jear  1811,  but  aa  early  aa  the  year 
1800,  the  town  waa  induded  in  a  diatrict,  of  whidi  ShadnMk  Boatwiak 

was  the  preaidiug  Elder.  This  fact  is  established  by  a  certificate  given 
uuder  the  hand  of  Mr.  Boetwick,  of  wbieh  the  following  ia  a  tme  oopy, 

viz: 

"  This  ifl  to  rortify  that  laaar  Tm  iier,  of  the  town  of  Hartford,  county 
of  Windsor,  state  of  Yormoiit,  &  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
obureht  and  regularly  contributes  Lu  the  support  of  the  ministry  of  that 
order.   Given  under  my  liand  thia  12th  day  nf  Mnrcb,  A.  D.  1800. 

(Signed)  SHADiiACK  BOSTWIOK. 

Presiding  Eldor  lu  said  church  and  distiiut,  including  the  town  afore- 
aaid." 

Inaamneb  aa  there  were  many  Methodiata  in  tbia  region,  it  aeema 
probable  that  the  ordinancea  of  baptiam,  marriage^  and  the  burial  of  the 
dead  were,  ooeaaionally,  at  leaat,  adminiatered  in  the  town  either  1^  the 
preddhig  elder  or  by  aoae  itberant  deaoon  or  preaeher,  prior  to  1811. 

In  anpport  of  the  opiition  that  ttiere  waa  Methodist  preaching  in  the 
town  aa  early  as  1811, 1  will  here  present  a  copy  of  a  certificate  of  oon- 
Hocrntion  mndu  by  liishop  Asbury  in  ISOS,  and  filed  in  the  town  olerk'a 
ollice  of  Hartford  in  1811,  viz : 

"Know  all  mon  by  Iheso  preRonts :  that  T  Francis  Asbury,  Bishoj)  of 
Uie  Mothodisl  Episuopul  cburub  iu  Amoncii^  uudor  tbo  protection  of 
Almighty  Qod,  and  with  a  single  eye  to  his  glory,  by  the  imposition  of 
my  hand  and  prayer,  have  Ibis  rlny  set-  apart  Elca/cr  WcIIb,  for  the 
office  of  Deaoon  in  said  Methodist  Episcopal  church — a  man  whom  I 
judge  to  be  well  qualifiedfor  that  work — and  do  hereby  Teoommend  him  to 
all  whom  it  inny  conrnrn,  aHa  projwr  j>orson  1o  a  proper  person  to  admin- 
ister the  ordiuouco  of  liuptism,  uuurriage,  and  the  burial  oi  the  dead,  in 
the  absence  of  an  Elder,  and  to  feed  the  floeka  of  Ohriat  ao  long  as  liia 
spirit  atul  practice  are  such  as  beeome  the  gospel  of  Ghriat,  and  he  oon- 
tiuueth  to  hold  last  the  form  of  aaered  words  according  to  the  eatab- 
liahed  doobrine  of  the  Qospel.

The  foregoing  certificate  waa  given  to  Mr.  Wella  aa  n  paaaport  upon 
wbieh  he  conld  travel  aa  an  ithierant,  and  alao^  aa  an  indocaement  of  hie 
religioua  persuasion  and  christian  character  that  would  not  only  ensure 
to  him  a  favorable  reception  and  friendly  greeting  by  mambara  of  hia 
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own  Mel»  but  aam  aa  •  nfagowd'agunat  nndn*  tiit«rf«Nnoe  in  Ma 
spiriitial  work,  by  thoM  who  miglit  be  dispoMd  to  qoMtion  bb  «ved«i> 

tials. 

Mr.  Wella  hod  been  a  resident  of  Hartford  prior  to  the  date  of  liis 
confirmaiioD.  On  the  2d  day  of  Mjiy,  1809,  Le  \^  ;ih  married  to  Olire 
Bartholomow,  a  Hiatcr  of  the  Into  Noiih  atid  Slioidou  IJiirtholomow,  and, 
aa  appears  by  the  date  of  tlie  record  of  this  oertilicate,  wau  reuidiug  iu 
tba  town,  or  proadiing  hero  ill  1811.  Hetioo»  we  bave  good  leaaon  lor 
believing  that  be  pieadied  in  the  town  during  the  years  immediataly 
following  bis  mToatmeiit  with  tbe  ofiee  of  dceoon*  boi  no  one  now 
residing  in  town  la  aUe  to  tell  how  many  yeara  thenofter,  nor  by  whom 
bo  was  sncceedod  prior  to  1845.  Thero  is  authority  for  saying  tliat  as 
early  as  1841,  Hartford  belonged  to  the  "  Sharon,  Norwich  and  Stra fiord 
circuit,"  utul  that  there  was  at  that  tiniu  Mr  thmltst  preaching  in  tbe  old 
brick  school  house  in  the  district  known      '*  Trrirho." 

In  1845  the  first  ISrethodist  meotiug-houtie  w  as  built  in  Jericho  dui  ing; 
the  pastorate  of  F.  T.  A.lbee,  who  planned  the  house  and  assisted  la 
building  it.  It  cost  aboat  $1000  and  wonld  aaat  about  two  hundred 
persons.  Tbe  building  ooniniittee  were  Noah  Bartholomew,  Truman 
H.  Savage  and  probably  If  r.  Albee.  Tbe  number  of  members  at  that 
time  was  about  twenty-five.  Begnlar  preaebtng  sernoes  were  main- 
tained for  a  little  more  than  twenty  years,  until  death  and  emigration 
had  so  thinned  the  ranks  as  to  render  further  ^orte  to  maintain  serricea 
apparently  useless,  and  therefore  they  were  discontinne<l,  and  the 
remaining  members  of  the  church  ruaorted  to  other  pInccB  for  worship. 
In  1874  the  meottng-hnnse  waa  sold  and  removed  toNoi  tli  Ilartlnnd, 
whr<re  it  is  now  being  used  for  business  purposes.  The  proceeds  of  the 
sale  were  invested  iu  building  a  meeting-house  iu  Uartland. 

In  1877  Methodist  preaching  was  oommeneed  in  "White  Kver  June- 
tion,  in  the  ball  of  tbe  hotel  wbidi  was  loaned  by  tiie  owner  for  that 
porpoee.  The  preoeber  in  oharge  waa  the  Her.  A.  J.  Hongh.  During 
the  saeond  year  of  Ifr.  Hough's  pastorate  (August  VH,  1878)^  the  hotel 
was  burned,  Isaving  the  society  houseless.  In  the  autunjn  of  1878  a 
meeting-house  was  boilt,  35x60  in  size,  at  a  cost  of  $2,700.  The  building 
committee  were  Dariua  Rusa,  H.  E  Tinker,  and  A.  C.  ^fartin.  Thia 
house  has  a  seating  capacity  of  about  400,  and  is  a  nent,  airy  and  appro- 
priate structiiro,  anil  to  tlio  great  credit  of  the  soriety  every  dollar  of 
tlte  expense  incurred  in  building  it  was  paid  prior  to  the  dedication. of 
the  same  in  18S5. 

Hr.  Eough  remained  pastor  for  three  years  and  was  sneoeeded  in 
1880  by  L.  O.  Sberbumei,  who  iwnained  three  years..  Mr  Hongh  then 
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returned  for  a  period  of  throe  Tears,  nt  tUo  end  of  whioli  time  Bov.  R 
L.  Bruce  bocamo  pastor  and  is  now  (1887)  iu  charge.    During  the  year' 
1886  a  vestry  was  finished,  also  liois©  sheds,  all  of  which  cost  abaub 
$700.    Tho  presout  churrli  luembershii)  is  forty-four.    The  few  in 
niiiiibefR  of  this  chnrih  aad  aociety,  iu  tiie  presence  of  obstacles  of  an 
aluiost  discoui'o^iu^  uature,  have  risen  above  every  diiliuulty  aud  have 
aooompUBhed  good  work  in  (he  vineyard  of  the  DiTine  Uasler.  No 
people  have  been  more  forkmate  than  thej  in  the  aaaignmentof  paatova 
raatle  to  them,  and  to  no  other  ohardi  is  the  future  eeeminglj  more  prom* 
ifling  of  progran  and  prosperitj. 
The  loUowing  staUetice  will  prove  intereeting: 

"  The  first  Methodist  preaching  in  Eastern  Vermont  was  by  the  cele 
brnted  Nicholas  Snethen,  who  was  appointed  to  the  Vershiro  circuit  in 
179G.  A  class  was  formed  there,  aiiutliei  fallowed  in  Baiuoid,  aud  a 
third  was  soon  started  inBorrc,  whore  the  first  Methodist  meeting-house 
in  tl)o  Vcnnoiil  Cnjifi  ronre  wnu  builf  in  IROl.  From  these  humble 
beginnings  tho  work  gradually  uud  steadily  spread  until  to-day  the 
Vermont  Oonferenee  inoindes  ttie  greatw  part  of  the  state,  portions  of 
Clnftr-inlon.  Addison,  Rutland  and  Bennington  couniiee  being  in  the 
Troy  Ooufereuoe.  In  1846  the  Venuoui  Ck)nlereuce  had  over  8000 
membern ;  ten  years  later  about  the  same;  in  1866,  10,615  ;  in  1876, 
12,810  ;  and  in  1886,  12,874  members  and  probnf  i  ii<>rs.  There  are  in 
the  (Conference  140  church  ediiiceB  worth  over  $i50,UU0|  aud  98  parson* 
ages  worth  over  $120,000. 

Methodist  preaching  was  first  commenced  in  Qnechec  in  the  summer 
of  1882,  by  Bev.  A.  S.  Maxham,  who  wim  then  stationed  at  Hartland 
Mr.  M axham  first  went  to  Queehee  as  an  espevim«nt»  and  medang  with 
a  very  cordial  reoeption  he  oontinued  to  preach  there  until  the  spring 
of  1884,  when  he  was  removed  by  the  expuration  of  his  term  of  awvioe 
at  Hartland,  and  Queehee  was  nntted  with  White  River  Junction.  Rev. 
A.  J.  llon^di  then  became  the  paetor  and  preached  there  until  tlio 
spring  of  1886,  when  ho  too  was  removed  by  his  term  of  service  at  the 
Junction.    During  all  this  time  there  had  been  more  or  less  talk  nbout 
building  a  church,  but  nof  liing  definate  had  been  accomplished  in  tliat 
direction.    In  tho  spring  of  188G  Rev.  B.  L.  Bruce  was  a})pointed  pas- 
tor of  the  charge  ;  ho  soon  became  convinced  that  tho  interests  of  the 
church  at  Queehee  demanded  the  sveolirai  of  a  house  of  worship.  In 
January,  1887,  under  the  inspiration  of  a  very  generous  otfor  by  one  of 
the  members,  a  subscription  paper  was  started  for  that  purpose^  The 
results  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectation.  An  eligiUe  site  was 
presented  by  a  lady  friend  ;  plans  were  procured  of  B.  D.  Friceof  Phila- 
delphia (  a  donation  of  $300  was  secured  from  the  board  of  church  ex- 
tonsion,  and      «ooii  nn  (ho  jn-ound  was  free  from  frost  in  the  spring  tho 
work  of  laying  the  foundation  was  commenced.    Ou  account  of  the  lo> 
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flftkioo  it  WAS  neceBBary  to  lay  a  wall  at  ttie  rear  end  fifteen  feel  Mid 

six  feet  thick  at  the  bottom.    The  front  wall  is  tweWe  feet  high  and  five 
feet  thick  at  the  bottom     The  entire  cost  of  bIotio  work  was  $235  00. 
The  contract  for  tlio  carpenter  work  was  let  to  Mr    J    V  Quvr\hy,  of 
White  River  Jiiiiclu>ii,  and  it  is  but  siniple  juHtii c  to  liiio  In  s,iv  that 
every  pmt  ui  it  wae  doue  iu  the  luoat  thorough  aud  workiuaiiliiie  luau- 
ner.  Tb«  houM  i»  98s46  feet^  wUh  octagoDsl  xwmm  four  feet  deep  at 
the  rear,  for  the  pulpit ;  it  ie  fonrteeii  feet  poeted  Rbore  the  bMemeot 
and  finished  to  twenty  feet  in  the  eentre  ineidai  The  tower  ia  nboui 
sixty  feet  high  and  9x9  feet  at  the  base.   It  oontaina  a  fino>tanad  ball, 
cast  by  H.  H.  McSbane  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  we^Mng  618  ponndB,  the 
gift  of  two  members  of  the  church.   Both  the  tower  and  roof  arc  slalotl. 
The  interior  is  liandHomoly  finished  in  brown  ash,  which  is  filled  and 
finibhod  with  t  wo  ooata  of  white  sliellfio     Tin*  walls  arc  painted  two 
coats,  inside  and  out,  and  the  ceiling  kaihuiiiiiied.    A  nice  ingrain  car- 
pet, furuiehed  by  the  ladies  of  the  society,  covers  the  iloor.    The  house 
sa  lighted  with  a  Bailej  ten  light  relleotory  and  heated  with  a  fmnaeab 
It  ia  aeated  with  A.  H.  Androwa  &  Go*a  patwit  asaemblj  settee^  a  Terj 
handaoma  and  oomfortable  aeat,  reqnirittg  no  ousliiona.  The  windows 
are  of  cathedral  glass  and  have  diamond  lights  of  colored  glass  at  the 
top.    The  basement  is  28x32  feet,  and  twelve  feet  posted,  and  is  fln< 
ished  in  pine,  with  plain  glass  windows.    It  has  closets  and  various 
couvrTiinnres     Besides  tlie  bell,  the  organ,  pulpit,  sofa,  chairs,  lamps, 
lunl  strt  et  liiiii]!  \v(  ro  individual  gifts.

Of  the  entire  ooai»  lees 
than  $300  is  at  fireaant  unprovided  for  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  the  entire  amount  will  be  raised  boforo  Jan.  1,  1880.    The  sacrifi- 
ces of  the  members  of  the  church  and  the  liberality  of  their  friends  in 
the  nri^nmplisbment  of  the  results  thus  far  attained  have  been  remarka- 
ble aud  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.

The 
oarUeet  recorded  certihcuio  oi  religious  persuasion,  uiiule  in  compliance 
with  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1783,  in  favor  of  a  oitisen  of 
Hartford,  reads  aa  followat —

Mi*.  k>mitb,  who  was  n  native  of  Plaiufield,  N.  H.,  was  sot  apnrt  by 
■olamn  ordination  to  the  ministry  by  a  council  composed  of  the  BaptiBt 
ehnfdiaa  of  Woodatodk,  Windaor,  and  Fhdnfiold  and  Newport,  (N.  H.) 
QonTened  in  PlainfieM,  June  %i,  ISOi,  hai  Iheie  ia  no  evidenoe  tbat  be 
waa  erer  pannananUy  aetilad  in  Hartford. 

A  Baptist  church  existed  in  the  eastern  pai  t  of  the  town  in  1806.  I  am 
uunbic  to  lean)  whether  this  body  was  Auti-Missiou,  Brethren,  Calvin- 
iHtic,  Campbollito,  Frco-Uhrislinn,  Froo-Will,  Ilegular  Baptist,  Biver 
Brethren,  Sovouih  Day,  or  Six  Principle.  It  ia  probable,  however,  that 
it  was  Calviuiatic  in  <logma.  The  male  moinbers  of  the  church  were 
David  iJolburn,  Amos  liobiuson,  Tbonias  iiolbrook,  Jabez  Baldwin, 
Stewart  Uaw,  Salan  Oolburu,  Charles  Pinneo,  Paul.  Clark,  Benjamin 
Olark,  Amaaa  Watidna>  Villiani  Menill,  Abniliam  Hoit,  Benjamin  Bng- 
be«^  leaae  Willtara%  Uitflliell  Olarl^  Andrew  Pinoeo,  Joaaph  Chapman, 
Jacob  Clifford,  Daniel  Bobinaon,  Hyde  Olark,  Jacob  Colburn,  Lnther 
Oora,  Willtam  Hoit,  Thomaa  Mozley,  Neal  Biut»  John  Hnnter,  Phineaa 
Bust  and  Samuel  Rust 

TliiH  church  was  probably  a  member  of  the  ''Woodstock  Association'* 
of  Baptist  churches,  which  was  formed  in  1783,  and  of  which  llov.  Tim- 
oUiy  Qrow  waa  Uie  piosidiug  elder.   The  Bapiista  in  Hartford  bod  no 
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statwl  place  for  public  worship,  nor  wore  they  ii  f^^uhn  ly  Bujutlicd  with 
pre4ichora.  Itinerant  preachers  oonduct«d  tlio  ruiigiouii  meetmga,  and 
sdminialerad  the  ordintiioM  of  ImpUsm,  marriaga,  tha  Lortf ■  anpper, 
and  tha  bmial  of  iha  daad,  parfomung  thaw  dntlaa  whanaYto  and  whar- 
erar  oeoadon  raqmred.  Althoogh  Iha  Baptiata  oontiiraad  to  hold  roeei- 
inga  in  tha  town  until  1880,  thara  waa  no  Baptiat  ebureh  than  in  axiat- 
anoa  hi  tha  town.

The  Ditfciplea  tpere  callni  Christiana  fir»t  in  Atttitx-h,"  Acts  XL  hi. 

Gonorically  the  name  GhrisUanB  is  given  to  tlioso  who  believe  in  the 
Cliristian  religion  Tn  a  Ihoological  sense  Chrmtiaiia  are  those  who 
inftlly  boHove  the  gosptii,  imbibe  the  spirit,  are  iDllufnood  by  tlie  grace 
and  obedient  to  the  will  of  Chriat.  Believera  in  the  Chrmtiau  religioa 
inditda  Pfotaatant%  Boman  CathoIiai»  tha  Qraal^  Araianian,  Naatoriaa, 
OoptiOi  Sjiian  and  Abjainnian  churehaa,  though  tha  mambafn  of  tha  laat 
namad  obufoh  ara  Ohxiatiana  only  in  fonn.  Tha  danondnationa  of 
Christians  are  as  follows : —  Bible  Cln-islians,  Christian  OonnaetUm, 
Christians  of  St  John  (Mendcuano),  ChriHtiana  of  84.  ThomaB  (Naato- 
nan),  Syrian  Christians,  and  United  Chris! inn^ 

"The  '  Christian  Connection,' or  GhriBtians,  oftentimes  erroneously 
pronounced  CAn'si-iaus,  is  a  religious  denomination  that  originated  in 
the  United  States  about  the  jear  1800.  This  sect  recognizeB  no  indiii* 
dull  aa  ita  laadar  or  foundar,  no  ona  to  whom  thegr  tofor  aa  an  authority 
for  arUolaa  of  fiiith,  and  rolaa  of  ptaaUoa.  In  Hew  England)  whara  tha 
Obriatlaa  danonunation  laama  llrat  to  haTo  attraotad  attantion  by  any 
pablio  demonairation  or  organisation  at  a  distinot  aaot)  it  waa  eompoaad 
chiefly  of  individuals  who  separated  from  tbo  Oalviniatia  Baptiata  Soon 
after  the  formation  of  their  first  churches,  several  large  churcheR  of  the 
Calviniatic  Baptists  deolnred  themselves  iiulepoiiilr-iif:  of  \]m  Haptist 
association  and  united  wiLli  the  ChrisHsns.  In  the  boulliui  n  states,  the 
UrBt  association  of  this  sect  consisted  mostly  of  seoeders  from  tbe 
Mathodtota,  and,  in  fba  weatam  alatai^  frook  tiia  Fraabytariani.  Tha 
leading  porpoaaa  of  thia  aael,  at  firat,  appanr  to  hava  baan  npt  bo  modi 
to  estabiish  anypaenliar  and  diatinofeiTe  doetrinaa  aa  to  aa«art»for 
tndtvidoala  and  ohurohman,  mora  liborty  and  independenoa  in  relation 
to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  to  phake  off  the  authority  of  human 
creeds  and  tbo  shackles  of  prescribed  modes  and  forms,  to  make  the 
Bible  their  only  guide,  claiining  for  ©very  man  the  right  to  pledge,  for 
himself,  what  are  ita  requircniontB,  and  in  practice  to  follow  more 
airioily  the  simplicity  of  the  apostles  and  primitive  Christians.  They 
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j>rofo88  to  doprocate  what  they  consiflor  an  undue  iuflnenco  of  a  mere 
aecffiriftn  spirit,  a  tonacioiia  adliei  f^iuce  to  purticulnr  dofrnifip^  an  in- 
fruigoment  of  Ghristiou  liberty,  uti  advei  Bo  to  the  genius  of  the  gospel 
and  the  practical  icilueDce  of  true  religiou." 

"  The  principle  upon  which  their  oharcheB  were  at  first  constituted, 
and  upon  wUdi  ttiej  sUll  etand,  are  tiie following:^ — The  Soiipturee  are 
taken  to  be  the  only  rale  ol  iMth  and  praetioek  eaeh  individual  being  at 
liberty  to  determine^  lor  himeelf >  in  telation  to  these  matters,  what  thcj 
enjoin ;  no  member  is  subject  to  the  loas  of  church  fellowship  on 
account  of  his  sincere  and  conscientious  belief,  so  long  as  he  manifostly 
Jeads  a  pious  and  clovoni  life.  The  name  Christian  to  be  ndapied  to 
the  ezcluaion  of  all  ml  cturian  names,  as  the  most  npprojiriLilo  ilesigna- 
tioii  of  the  body  luid  its  members.  The  only  condition  of  atimisHion  as 
a  iiiomhor  of  a  ohiu-di  is  a  persoiuil  proXoBsiou  of  the  Clu'istion  religion, 
aooompained  with  satisfaetory  evhienfla  of  sinoeiity  and  piety,  and  a 
determination  to  live  aooordiug  to  the  divine  rule  of  the  gospel  of  Obiisi 
Each  ohuroh  is  considered  an  indqiendent  body,  possessing  esdusive 
authority  to  reguhte  and  govern  ita  own  allBiiB.*'<>-8ee  *  Bneyelopedia 
of  ReligiottS  Knowledge,*  pp.  8G2,  3G3. 

There  novor  was  an  organizod  CbriHtiau  church  in  Hartford.  This 
denomination  held  inectinga  in  the  noigbborhood  of  Jericho,  many  years 
ago.  It  Hoeras  probable  thivt  Jamos  Spencer  was  the  first  Chnatian 
minister  who  preached  lu  the  town,  lie  lived  in  tius  town  ior  several 
years.  After  if r.  Spenear  came  Jasper  Haasn,  who  lived  and  preaehed^ 
in  the  town  ae  early  ae  1810,  probably  with  regular  appointmenta.  In 
the  town  reoorde  I  find  the  fdlowing  entry : — 

"  Hartford,  26  December,  1810 :— Now  there  was  in  the  cburoh  of 

Christ,  at  Ilurtford,  Vt.,  certain  teaohorR  and  proachers,  and  thoy 
niinistcrod  to  the  Jxjrd  and  fasted,  and  they  folt  on  iiu])roa6iou  of  the 
Holy  Qhost  to  set  apart  Jasper  Hasen'  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
These  are  therefore  to  certify  that  he  was  tbia  day  Bet  apart  publicly 
according  to  the  New  Testament,  by  fasting,  prayer,  and  laying  on  of 
hands  of  ua— EUaa  Oobb^  Uriah  Smith,  James  Spooner,  and  Fkedeeio 
Plammer,  Eldecs." 

Mr.  Hnzou  removed  to  Woodstock  in  1816^  and  snbsequently  there 

woe  nothing  more  than  on  occasional  sermon  until  Bev.  Mohos  Kiddor 

began  filling  regular  appointments  in  Quechee  Vill^e,  in  1843.  In  1846 

the  Chrigtinn  Society  of  Qiiechce  Village  and  vicinity  was  organized, 

but  there  waa  uu  iudepcndeut  church  formed ;  the  members  there  form- 

*    ing  a  branch  of  the  Christian  Church  in  Woodstock.    During  the  first 

year  of  Mr.  KidderV  ministry  in  Qnedieet  meetings  were  hjeld  in  Bar* 

nm*s  hall.  During  the  year  1844  a  meeting-house  waa  erected  there. 

On  the  first  of  January,  1845,  the  society  waa  formed  and  a  couatittttioii 
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n  l opted,  as  appears  bj  ibe  foUowing  extract  from  the  reoorda  of  the 

liociety  : — 

• 

"  We  the  undersigned  inhabitants  of  Quecheo  Village  and  vicinity  do 
hereby  ausociate  together  and  form  ourselves  into  a  society  for  the  pur- 
pose of  (supporting  the  g<»pel,  and  maintennaoe  of  pnblill  worship,  aud 
to  hold  and  keep  in  repair  a  house  of  pnbh'c  worHlii]),  agreeably  to  the 
eighty-first  chapter  of  the  Iteiised  Statutes,  hy  the  naiue  of  the  Christian 
Sodeiy  of  Qamiae  "Vilbigtti  and  do  bcribj  Mtebliah  the  following  writ- 
ton  avwdes  m  n  Ooontitotion  of  anid  totmj.** 

The  Moond  nrlMlo  of  the  eonatitaUon  piovidod  tbnt  tho  fint  niMling 

of  tho  society  should  bo  held  in  the  new  meeting-house  on  the  20th  of 
J§mu»f,  ISiSf  for  legil  otgenization.    The  Constitution  was  signed  by 

the  following  named  persons : — Theodore  Gallup,  F.  A.  Sumner,  Elios 
Williams,  Ijester  TiiolmrdsoTi,  CbnHpf?  Tinkham,  Harvey  Thomas,  Nolson 
Humphrey,  Idonel  Kiohardson,  Daniel  N.  Button,  John  Porter,  and 
Nathaniel  Thomas. 

The  meetittg>hoiiM  was  opened  tat  meetings  on  the  let  of  Jenneiy, 
184&  OtttheHOfth  Jnnnaiy,  thoeoeietyinuiorgttiiMdbyflwehoiceof 
Biiee  WiUienie,  na  dieinnan,  end  Hervej  ThonuM,  ee  deilc.  The  Fra^ 
dentiel  Coounittee  then  dioeen  eonriated  of  F.  A.  ftnnner,  Leeter 
Biehardson  end  Theodore  Qallup.'  Mr.  Kiddtt  eontinued  to  preach 
for  said  society  one-half  of  the  time  for  four  years.  After  tliat  his 
brotlier,  Abiah  Kidder,  then  residing  in  Pomfret,  supplied  the  pulpit 
one-half  the  time  for  about  one  year.  He  was  succeeded  by  Lewis 
Phillips  for  about  the  name  time.  Then'  w.'is  no  more  stJited  preaching 
after  Mr.  Phillips  left.  On  th«-  5th  of  December,  1803,  the  following 
nciiiec  vviui  lieiit  to  the  clerk  of  the  Society:— 

"  To  Ilarvey  Thomas,  Clerk  of  tho  Christian  Society  of  Qucchoe 
Yillege: — We  the  undersigned  members  of  aaid  Society,  hereby  request 
you  to  warn  a  meeting  of  said  Society  for  the  purprisc  of  altering  the 
Coustitutiou  of  said  Society  8u  .-va  to  autliorixe  the  Cicrk  of  said  Sooiety 
to  sell  end  convey  the  meeting  honse  end  the  land  oonnected  therewith 
to  any  peraon  or  persons  he  may  ohooee  to.

It  appeara  in  the  reeotda  of  the  OoogregatioiiBl  eimroli  in  Dothaiii 
tliai  several  members  of  tbat  church  went  over  to  the  duriatlaiifl,  among 
whom  wfiro  Daniel  Hazen,  OIIto  Hazon,  and  Diadama  Bartholomew. 
April  17tb,  1811,  the  following  draught  waa  eommonicated  to  the 
chuitiU  and  congregation  in  Dothan»  vis  s — 

"  To  Olive,  wife  of  Daniel  Hazon,  and  Diadama  Bartholomew,  once 

monibors  in  cormmnt:  Whercna,  yoii,  and  enoh  of  you,  ftfter  having  sol- 
emnly piofoHsed  to  give  yourselves  to  the  Lord,  and  to  us  by  the  will 
of  God;  and  alter  haring  taken  tlm  vows  of  God  upon  you  to  wtdk  with 
us  in  all  the  ordinances  and  commandm*  nl s  of  the  Lord  and  to  seek 
the  peace  and  welfare  of  this  church  ho  long  as  God  shuuid  continue 
your  lot  among  us,  you  have  departed  fircMu  'wliati  in  onr  view,  is  the 
ffiiMi  oTiffi  flolivered  to  the  Hniiitn,  by  joining  yourselves  in  fellowphip 
with  such  08  teach  doctrinet  WticA  are  twt  according  to  Oodlineat : 
We  do  now  deolare  you  to  hate  gone  out  from  us,  and  tbat  you  are  no 
raoro  of  us,  and  tbat  lihe  band  of  fellowship  and  christian  andbi^gthtr^f 
carCf  and  watch  over  you  are  from  hencoforth  withdrawn."

The  faroical  natiwo  of  the  foregoing  communication  must  have  elio> 
itod  a  smile  of  derision  in  angelic  circles.  The  spirit  of  intolerance,  un- 
cliaritablenees  and  bigotry  evinced  by  the  church  toward  the  dissenting 
menibers  was  inronRistent  with  the  principleH  of  tJin  chriptian  religion. 
The  indocile  moiubcrs  werf>  nmeuable  to  no  other  charge  than  that  of 
recantation.  Yet,  they  were  anathematized  by  the  church  and  treated  in 
an  uuohritilian manner.  Dr.  Burroughs,  the  pastor  of  said  church,  whose 
voice  waa  domiumt  in  urging,  and  whose  band  Indited  the  letter  of  ex- 
eommnnloation,  was  more  amenable  to  eondemnation  than  were  the  dis' 
senting  members.  He  bed  not  only  renounced  FresbytoKy,  and  em- 
bneed  Congregationalism,  but  he  had  subsequently  assumed  the  paa> 
torate  of  the  Fresbyterian  church  at  DothsD.  The  diffefences  between 
Presbyteriacism  and  Congregationalism  were  no  bar  to  a  <^iange  of 
church  relationehip,  when  this  clergyman  found  the  change  desirable  ; 
and  some  years  later,  the  church  that  had,  under  hie  Icaderebip,  nnnth- 
eniali/od  two  inofTouBivo  women  for  chanfTinf'  thoir  church  relationship, 
renounce  1 1  I'rosbytory  and  wont  over  toCongregatioualifini.  luaword, 
the  church  that  Iiiid  with Ji  awn  the  /tattd  oj  fellowship,  and  all  chria- 
ttan  and  &ro2/ieWy  care,  from  two  members  who  had  joined  the  Chris* 
tians,  oi)only  acknowledged  the  ineonsistsncy  of  their  eoiiduet»  and  the 
untenabiliiy  of  their  poaition,  and  vindicated  the  wisdom  of  their 
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loraoftr  poin|Mtiiianfl»  by  rwrnuBKOg  FMbjtcty  for  tcMntihing,  no  bctlmr 
tban  th«  Ohriaiiin  ehordi,  which  thoy  had  ao  lataly  dMdared  haretieal  in 
dootrino. 

rnOTESTANT  BFISCOl'AL  ClIUllOH.' 

In  the  grants  of  land  made  under  the  New  Hampehire  charters,  three 
rights  in  each  township  wore  reeeived  for  reh'gious  pnrpoaes.  One  of 
these  wa»  a  Glebe  for  the  Church  of  Englaud,  as  by  Jaw  efilablibhed,  or, 
in  other  words,  for  the  support  of  an  Episcopal  dergy  in  the  then  col- 
ony of  Now  Hampahnre.  Got.  Wantworlh  wio  an  Epiaoq^ian,  bat 
Um  numbers  of  thai  aeok,  then  on  tfao  graaia,  waa  OMaedingly  amall. 
They  were  indeed  a  minor  aac^  aa  th«y  havo  to  thia  time  remainedi  and 
will  oontinae  to  remain.  A  great  minority  of  the  eoloniata  were  Coa> 
gragation&lists,  and  that  deuomioation  was  by  the  oolontnl  gorenuaent 
ronflidered  and  trentod  as  the  established  religion,  conspriuently  the  one 
I'igbt  in  each  township  reserved  for  the  first  settled  ininistt  r  fell  into 
possession  of  the  CbngregiLtu  ijahBts,  and  became  in  fee,  the  property  of 
the  miBigtere  of  tlmt  denomiuatiou. 

PiOiiipted  by  the  expectation  that  both  the  Glebe  uud  the  I'ropaga- 
ting  right  would  ultimately  enable  them  to  aupport  their  own  niinie> 
ter%  and  ereet  oburohea,  Episcopaliaaa  were  induoed  to  remore  into 
the  newly  chartered  townahipe  of  Termont »  but  the  iHredonunaace  of 
the  Ckmgiegationaliata,  and  the  prejudioea '  entertained  againat  the 
Episoopalians,  militated  against  the  progress  of  this  sect  to  such  aa 
extent^  that  during  the  session  of  the  General  ABsembly  in  Rutland,  in 
the  autumn  of  1794,  an  attempt  was  made  to  sequester  the  lands  of  the 
Propagatjn;_^  Society  to  tha  nee  of  the  Unirersity  of  Vermont.  Failing 
in  this,  the  advocates  of  the  measure  took  ateps  toward  diverting  both 
the  Glebe  and  the  society  lands  from  their  intended  use.  A.8  a  result, 
lawa  were  maoted  which  eonfiaeated  the  whole  property  of  the  EpiBeo> 
pal  ehurdi,  in  Vermont^  to  the  States 

The  Unit  general  eottTenti<m  of  the  Bfriaoopal  Dioeeae  In  Vermont  waa 
held  in  Arlington  in  September,  1790.  Twenty-one  lay  and  clerical  del- 
egates were  in  attendance.  This  convention  requested  two  of  its  mem< 
bers,  Messrs.  GifTord  and  Todd,  to  endeavor  to  obtain  an  act  of  the 
Lep^iHlnturo  for  the  piirpoaeof  aeouring  poaaeasion  of  thdr  landa — the 
society  and  Qlebe  lands. 

>  Owing  CO  the  negligence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Flanders,  rector  of  the  Epbcopal  church  in 
Hariford,  to  furnitb  me  witli  data  concerning  his  charch,  I  am  unable  to  present 
anjr  facts  lelatlog  to  the  hiatM-y  of  that  charch  in  thirtown. 
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(Mr.  Todd  was  Llien  n  momborof  the  Logislatuie  from  Avliugtou.)  No 
effort  was  made  by  tUeee  laymen  in  tiie  Legialature  that  year. 

Tbe  Sociely  for  the  Plropogation  of  fho  Gospel  in  Fordgn  Pftrto  was 
inoorporated  by  •  ebarler  granted  bj  William  HI  of  England^.in  the 
thirteenth  year  of  hie  reign,  iI70B),  in  order  that  a  better  provifdon 
might  be  made  for  the  preaobing  of'  the  goepel,  and  the  miintenanoe  of 
an  orthodox  olexgy  in  the  eolonies  of  Great  Britaii).  '*Tiiis  society  took 
an  narly  notice  of  tho  grouts  mode  to  it  by  Gov.  Wentworth.  lu  July, 
1762,  an  acceptance  of  the  donation  was  expressed.  On  tbe  20th  of  May, 
1785,  the  society  instructed  flieir  secretary  tow  riio  to  aomn  ono  or  more 
members  of  the  Church  of  England  in  each  of  the  States  of  America,  in 
which  the  society  had  property  to  toko  all  proper  care  in  securing  said 
property ;  and  further,  to  inform  such  persouA  that  the  socioty  intended 
to  mahe  over  ell  audi  property  to  the  lue  of  the  Bpiaoopal  cboroh  in 
this  oountzy."— Peters'  Reports,  YoL  17.,  pp.  482.488. 

In  JvB»t  178S,  the  Legiriature  of  Yermont  held  a  session  in  Norwioh. 
Li  ponmanoe  of  an  aot  passed  at  that  session,  a  ehsrter  was  issoed  to 
Preeident  "Wheelock  ci  Dartmooth  ObUege  for  a  trsot  of  land  six  miles 
square.  This  grant  was  named  Wheolock.  In  October  of  that  year, 
during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  Windsor,  President  Wbeelook 
proposed  to  the  Legislature  of  Vermont  tho  aequestration  for  the  use  of 
mid  college  of  tho  rights  of  IriTul  reserved  for  the  Propnj^ntion  Society, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  ( J](  bo«<,  etc.  Tho  busino^fl  was  roiorred  to  the 
next  seeeiou  of  the  Lif^i^ihiLure.  At  tiie  next  session,  in  the  ensuing 
February,  the  matter  was  disposed  of  by  the  resolution  :  "  That  the 
proposals  from  Dartmouth  College  ore  such  as  cannot  be  accepted.'*^ 
Am.  Qnar.  Hog.,  Vol.  XIII»  p.  8D6. 

The  committee  appointed  in  October,  1786|  on  the  subject  of  Dart- 
mouth College,  gave,  in  their  report*  the  following  opioimi  reqpeeting 
the  fee  of  the  lands  granted  to  Oie  Propegation  Bomety :  *'  In  the  opin^ 
ion  of  this  committee,  tbe  lands  formerly  claimed  by  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Ports,  in  consequence  of  the  revo- 
Ititioti,  firo  now  become  the  property  of  the  citizens  of  Yermout."  In 
October,  1787,  an  act  was  passotl,  authorizing  the  selectmen  of  the  sey- 
eral  towns  to  take  care  of  and  improve  the  Glebe  and  flociety  lauds  for 
the  B;>aGo  of  seven  years,  and  to  ft]>ply  iho  incomes  to  the  improvement 
of  the  landR.  An  eTception  wns  iiinJp  of  (hoBO  Glebes  which  might  be 
in  the  actual  posBessiou  uf  Episcopal  luiuisters. — WiUiams'  iiist.  Yt., 
YoL  II,  Chap  X. 

At  the  QouvouUon  of  tho  Episcopal  church  in  Yermout,  lu  1708,  Bev. 
Dr.  Edward  Bass,  of  Newburyport,  Mass.,  was  eieoted  Inshop  of  Yer* 
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monfc,  Imt  Im  wm  nol  oonMonlad.  Al  %  speoMl  4MHiT«iitum  of  fhe  <Uo> 
cese  holden  in  Mancbeetor,  Feb.  27,  ITM,  Col.  John  A.  Grabam  of  Rufc* 
land,  nominated  for  bisbop  tlio  Rot.  Samuel  Peters,  L.  L.  D.,  and  be 
was  elected.  Dr.  Peters  was  then  residing  in  London.  Col.  Qralmm 
was  BOTit  to  England  to  socure  ibe  couaecration  of  Dr.  Peters,  and  also, 
m  agent  and  attorney  of  the  church  in  Vermont  to  procure  a  convoy- 
4uice  of  the  land  of  the  Propagation  Society  within  this  State  to  himself 
and  certain  other  gentlemen.  Mr.  Qraham  failed  in  bis  missiou.  The 
AfdiUahop  of  Otnierbory  deottnod  to  cooaeonto  Dr.  Petarii  and  tha 
PropfigaliQti  Somalj  dedinad  to  con?aj  thair  landa  to  OoL  Giaham.— ' 
Doonmo^taiy  Hiai  Fzoi  Epia.  Oh.  in  Tt,  pp.  1646. 
:  I  daam  it  i«oper  for  tiie  information  of  my  readara  to  laj  bafora  tham 
ati  account  of  the  action  token  by  the  Legislature  of  Yttmuml  raiqMet- 
ing  the  Society  and  Glebe  reservations  in  the  Now  Hampshire  grants, 
also  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Propagation  Sooioty  kb  well  an  the  efforts 
put  forth  by  the  KpiaeopalianB  to  secure  to  thombelveb  iht  i-osaession 
of  boLli  the  Qlebe  and  uocioty  laudB,  this  being  a  jmrt  of  tbo  hintory  of 
tha  obaroh,  as  wall  aa  of  tbo  lima.  I  will,  tbaraforei  inaart  bara  aomnab 
of  tba  journal  ot  tbo  iaaiion  of  1704|  aa  rdatae  to  tlio  two  billa  paaaod 
tbi^  aaadion  oonoerning  tbo  aaqnaatmtkni  of  tba  aoeiaty  and  Olaba  landa 
to  tbo  iiaa  of  tha  Staia : 

"On  Friday,  Ootobar  17, 1794,  on  motion  of  Ijra  Allan,  Baaolved, 

That  His  Excolloncy  the  Governor  and  Council  be  requested  to  join  the 
House  in  Grand  Committee  to-morrow  morniug,  to  take  into  oousidera^ 
tion  the  propriety  of  disposing  of  the  hmd  in  tha  aevoral  towns  of  tins 
State,  reserved  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Qospel  in  Foreign  Parts." 
On  tbo  18th  of  October,  agreeable  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  governor 
and  council  and  the  house  joined  in  grand  committee  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  disposing  of  the  rights  reserved  for  the  Propagation  of  tha 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts.  After  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Rutland, 
issued  by  Gov.  Wontworth,  and  the  treaty  of  peace  concluded  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  in  1788,  were  read,  the  commitlaa 
adjourned  until  October  21.  The  ronmnttee  met  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment, and  resolved :  "  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  tbia  committee  that  the 
landa  in  this  State,  granted  by  the  late  Governor  Wentworth  of  New 
Hatii]>:^lnre  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Qoapal  in  Fmraign 
Parts,  does  of  right  belong  to  this  State." 

On  motion  of  Ira  Allen  a  committee  of  on<»  from  each  county  wns  ap- 
pointbil  to  report  their  opiin  u  to  the  grninl  committee,  as  to  what  uso 
should  be  made  of  the  rights  granted  to  tiio  Propagation  Society.  This 
committee  reported  their  opinion  to  be  that  the  Legislature  had  aole 
right  to  dispoaa  of  tba  right  in  aaeb  town  called  the  propagation  right, 
and  that  tlu^  be  diapoaad  of  for  tha  uaa  and  banallt  of  eommon  aehool^ 
la  the  aavoral  towna  in  whidi  thay  lia.  Alao^  that  for  tha  batter  im- 
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proyenumt  of  the  Qlebo  lauds,  tlia  Mlenfameti  of  the  wweral  towns  ahonld 
take  poBsaaaioii  of  tbo  mum.  Ob  Wodnesdiqr,  Oct  S9ttH  »  bill  entitled 
an  Bot  diFMling  tlie  uaei  of  Uie  rights  of  land  in  Ibis  Btalo  hsrsteiora 
gnmtod  bj  tfao  Britiah  Gominiani,  as  Olebea,  for  tbe  banelit  of  the 

Church  of  England  was  read  s  seocmd  time.  On  the  queBtion,  will  tha 
House  accept  said  bill;  it  passed  in  the  affirmative.  Yeaa,  100,  nays, 
15.  The  bill  clirectiDg  the  appropriation  of  tho  Bocioty  landa  was  also 
road  and  adopted.  These  bills  thou  wout  to  tho  Oovnnior  and  Council 
for  coucurrontic.  Tlioy  wore  roturnod  to  tho  liouse  Ociobrr  30th,  1794, 
and  became  laws.  The  law  rolatiug  to  Glebes  gare  tho  Helectmeu  of 
those  towns  in  whioh  there  were  Globe  rights,  power  to  take  posoMsion 
of  theoo,  to  kasethem  for  s  term  of  years,  not  esoseding  fourteeos  and 
to  distribote  the  ineome  in  ease  there  was  more  than  ono  rsligtoiis 
teaoher  in  the  rfspeetiTe  towns,  f ov  the  support  of  sseh  tesohets  m 
proportion  to  tho  nomber  of  ratable  polls  belonging  to  the  regpective 
congregations  and  residents  in  such  towns.  The  law  relating  to  the 
Prnjinrrfttion  lands,  provided  that  the  selectmen  should  take  possession 
of  said  lands  and  lease  tljern  oui,  avid  tho  rents  find  juolits  should  be 
diatributod  in  the  several  seUuol  diBtricts,  annually,  iii  proportion  to  the 
number  u£  ratable  polls  in  such  district,  the  lease  to  be  perpetuaL 

The  litst  flffort  inado  to  1«ko  |)OBBossion  of  tho  Olebslands  was  »  Siidt 
m  ejeetment  brought  by  the  aelectmsn  of  Uanehester  to  recover  the 
Glebe,  which  was  in  tho  hsnds  of  BsY.  Dnnisl  Barber.  The  ground  tar 
ken  by  the  proaecotion  was,  that  tiie  Olebe  grants  wore  Toid  because 
the  grantees  named  in  tbe  charter  were  not  in  existence  to  receive. 
Against  this  it  was  contended,  that,  at  the  time  of  the  grants,  tbe  church 
of  Eii<dai!il  had  a  corporate  exiBlenca  The  court,  Patterson,  judge, . 
docided  iii  favor  of  tho  defendant,  pronouncing  tho  act  of  1794  uncon- 
stitutional and  void.  No  appeal  was  taken  from  this  decision.  In 
obedience  to  this  decision  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court,  the  Legislature  in 
1700  passed  an  act  rupealing  the  act  of  1704.  Tiie  Olebe  rights  in 
those  towns  in  which  there  was  an  Kpisoopal  church  were  at*  once  leased. 

Ill  (ho  Tii^isUitaro,  setting  in  Burthig(ou,  again  oouudered  the 
subject  of  scquwterittg  the  Olebe  reservations.  The  question  was  refer- 
red to  a  couimittoe,  Avho  reported  as  tlien  opinion  "that  the  Glebe 
landn  arc  vested  in  and  at  the  disjiosal  of  the  State,  and  that  said  lands 
ougiit  to  hv  frrnntcd  and  fii>]>rnj>ri?\t"d  to  and  for  the  use  of  county 
gmmtnar  hcIkkiI.s,  Id  the  Ke\ei;il  eounlu-s  m  whiuli  they  lie"  The  sub- 
ject was  refuncd  to  the  ni-xt  seHsiun  of  the  Ix'gislature,  when,  after  an 
vVort  to  flC4|iuiitc'r  the  Gielic  laHds  lor  the  use  of  schools,  the  subject 
was  dtsmisscd. 
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In  1805,  the  Genenl  AsMinbly  Iwld  itt  aeaiion  in  Danville,  YC  At 
thie  aenion  the  aituetion  of  the  Glebe  landa  wu  agun  eonaidered^  and 
a  oommittee  wns  apiiointed  to  whom  were  referred  scvcrnl  petitiona  on 
that  subject.  This  committre  mported  a  bill  entitled,  '*An  aotdlreot^ 
ing  the  disposal  of  llu!  Gli-bo  lands  in  this  State. "  The  report  was  ac- 
cepted, and  on  Saturday,  November  'Jd,  the  bill  wan  passed  in  tlie 
affirmative  ;  yeas,  05,  nays,  63.  On  the  .*>th,  it  was  appnn'cd  by  tlu* 
Governor  and  Council  and  became  a  law.  By  this  law  the  several 
rights  of  land  in  Yennoat,  granted  nnder  the  avthoritj  of  the  Briliah 
Government  to  the  Chnreh  of  England,  were  granted,  severally,  to  the 
reapeccive  towna  in  whieh  aueh  landa  laid,  to  their  roapectivo  nse  and 
naea  forever,  in  the  nianner  following:~ 

"  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  aeleetmen,  in  the  reapeotive  towna,  in  the 

nam<>,and  behalf,  and  at  the  expense  of  such  towns,  if  neoesaary  to  sue 
lor  and  recover  the  possession  of  such  lands,  and  the  same  to  lease  out, 
according  to  their  best  judgment,  reserving  anannnal  rent  therefor, 
which  Bhall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such  town,  and  nit|>i(>|Hiatcd  to 
the  use  of  .scliools  therein,  and  shall  be  applied  in  the  sauiu  manner  aa 
moneyH  arising  from  school  lands  arc,  by  law  directed  to  he  applied.** — 
Lawa  of  Vt,  eompiled  by  William  Slade,  Jr.,  p.  106.' 

In  the  Episcopal  convention  of  1805  held  in  Arlington,  a  reaolntion 
waa  paaaed  direeting  the  standing  committee  to  take  moa-stires  for  pro- 
curing a  conveyance  of  the  lands  original!}'  grantod  to  tlio  Propagation 
society.  A  resolution  was  passed  requesting  Bishop  iMoore,  of  New 
York,  t6  tako  the  cluirch  in  Vennont  under  Iiih  cnre.  He  coiiJionted 
with  a  view  ui  giving  more  ethcncy  to  the  petition  tor  a  conveyance  of 
eaid  landa.'— Episcopal  Reeoider,  Marah  7,  isaft.  ' 

The  petition  waa  not  heeded,  and  it  waa  determined  at  tiie  next  ap- 
plication to'adc  for  a  power  of  Attorney,  bat  nothing  waa  done  till  the 
return  of  peace,  though  the  business  was  not  wholly  neglected.  Tlio 
Convention  of  the  church  held  in  Hiddlebury  in  1810,  formed  and 
adopted  a  now  constitution.  This  was  a  convention  of  the  clerical  and 
lay  delegates  of  tlie  churches  of  the  Eastern  DioccRc,  cotisisting  of  the 
churches  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire  and  Ver- 
mont. In  1610,  iiev.  Alexander  Y.  Griswold  of  Rhode  Island  was 
deeted  Biahop  of  the  Eastern  Diocese,  and  was  canonioally  conseorated 
by  Bishops  White,  Provoat  and  Jarvia,  in  Trinity  ohuroh,  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  on  tiie  SOth  day  of  Hay,  1811. 

In  July,  1808,  Bev.  Oharlea  Stewart,  a  miaflloiiafy  in  Oaoada,  and  anb- 
aequently  Uahop  of  Qnebee,  tendered  hia  aervioea  to  the  chureh  to  pto- 
oiire  from  the  Pnqpagation  Sloeieiy  a  conveyanoe  of  tiieir  landa.  In  July, 

1  Sbennan  Dewey,  RepictentatiTe  ffom  Harifonli  voted  {n  the  aamattve. 
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1816,  Dr.  Stewai'l,  nfLoi*  visitiug  Yermout,  set  off  for  Europe,  bearing  a 
petiikn  from  the  ohiureh.  In  Deoemb«r  foUowiug,  the  Bodefy  piased  % 
resolutioii  tf>  grant  to  the  dmreb  a  power  of  ettomqr,  but  thie  was  not 
receiTed  unUl  1817.  This  paper,  irilh  oihere,  were  put  into  the  hands  of 
Baniel  Ohipinattt  attomej  for  the  ehnrdi*  who  took  two  jcars  for 
the  examination  of  the  fsaee  before  commenoiiig  any  porooess.  Then  he 
brought  a  suit  for  land  in  New  Haven,  which  was  defended  by  a  grant 
of  monoy  from  tho  Stnto,  ntid  in  March,  18*23,  decided  in  tlio  Supreme 
Court  of  tho  Uliit*  1  Si  iifps  in  favor  of  tho  church.  Mr.  Ilopkinsoii,  of 
Fbiladelpiiia,  argued  iht^  c&m  for  the  society,  and  Daniel  Webster,  of 
Boston,  for  the  defendants. 

The  agents  of  the  ohnrob  met  in  Middlebury,  April  30, 1828,  to  take 
meaearea  to  lease  the  lands,  when  it  was  unanimouelj  agreed  to  lease 
them  to  the  tsnants  then  in  ooeopation— the  buildiafs  and  bettementa 
made  on  the  tands.by  the  tenant  to  be  his,  and  the  landieased  toliim  at 
a  rent  proportional  to  the  value  of  the  land  without  referenos  to  the 
buildings  and  betterments  made  by  him — conditional,  however,  upon 
the  surrender  of  his  lease  from  the  town. — ^Agents'  Report,  June  26th, 
1823. 

In  tho  yeai"  IbiO,  an  action  of  pjcctiiieut  was  bt ought  by  the  truvn  of 
Pnwlet  agftinst  Dauiel  Chirk  and  othcrH  to  recover  puBsesHiuu  of  the 
Glebo  lot  iu  that  town.  lu  1815  this  Huit  waa  decided  by  tho  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  Washington,  iu  favor  of  the  town.  This 
case  was  argued  in  1814,  by  Hsssrs.  Fitkin  and  Webster  for  the  town, 
and  by  Ur.  Slieperd  for  the  defendants.  At  the  Februaij  term,  1816, 
Mr.  Jasties  Story  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  (he  court — 
See  Dooumeuiary  Hisi  Church  in  Yt.,  pp.  187«>140. 

This  suit  involved  all  the  Glebe  reservations  in  the  New  Hampshire 
grants.  Tho  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  sustained  the  act  of  the 
General  ABseuibly  of  1806,  and  all  controverRv  between  the  State  and 
the  church  was  thus  termiimted.  Nevortheless  the  church  deemed  the 
action  of  the  Supreme  court  a  great  wrong.  It  was  not  till  1831  -8,  that 
the  long  series  of  diiliculties  which  the  church  had  to  encounter  were  in 
the  main  fcmoirsd.  Judgments  had  been  nmdcred  in  fiivor  of  the  sooi- 
cty  in  all  cases  carried  into  conrt  to  that  time. 

By  mutual  oonsent  end  permission  of  the  Oonventton  of  the  fiastem 
IMocsse  end  of  the  conventions  of  the  ssveral  States  composing  said 
diocese,  (he  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  Vermont  was  separated 
from  the  Eastern  Dioeese  in  1882,  and  became  an  independent  and  dis- 
tinct Episcopal  jurisdiction  under  the  name  of  tlie  **Dioasee  of  Ver> 
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mont**   On  Thursday,  IMay  81,  1832,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Hopldiui 
duly  eleeted  bishop  of  the  Episcopal  church  in  Yermoni. 

On  retiring  from  the  Eastern  Dioceso,  Bibbop  GriBwold  delivereil  an 
address  before  the  convention  of  Bnid  dinrose,  in  Trinity  Cliurtb  in  1>ob« 
ton,  Sept.  2G,  1832,  in  wbif  li  Lc  Hui  l  oi  (he  (.liiircb  iu  Yeimont: 
^'Eighteen  years  ago  they  bod  but  one,  or  at  moBt  two,  oniciaiing  clergy- 
men ;  now  they  have  twelve.  Than  they  had  not  one  church  edifice ;  now 
they  hftT«  tfrelve  new  ones  which  ere  oooaeeretodi  end  five  or  aiz  mofe 
whiflh  ere  hnildiiig.  Then  they  bid  Ibree  orgeniied  perlshMt  in  ihehr 
lete  ooDTention  tweiity>foiir  were  repreeented.  ThouMuds  of  doUara 
they  lieve  eroded  in  obUining  poMeeeion  of  the  londe  which  belong 
to  thie  chnrob  ;  now,  ea  we  hope,  the  baaineae  is  aetUed  and  tbeae 
pensive  litigations  at  an  end." 

Owing  to  the  non-fulfillment  of  a  promise  made  by  tbo  rector  of  the 
Episcopal  church  in  Hartford  I  am  without  reliabio  data  conuisniiug 
the  history  of  his  church.  Wliether  he  acted  ex  tnero  nwtu,  or  ex 
necessitate  ret,  I  ant  unable  to  say,  bui  I  should  purchase  expecta- 
tion, in  thia  case,  at  a  dear  rate^  if  the  public  were  left  to  infer  that  the 
abaenoe  of  aaid  history  was  attrilmtnblc  to  illoiiitcntioii  or  iudtlferenoo 
on  my  part. 

In  the  absence  of  other  information  concerning  the  Episcopal  sect  in 
Hartford  in  early  times  I  will  quote  a  letter  written  by  ReT.  Ranna 
Cossit,  an  Episcopal  missionary,  about  the  year  1773,  viz.: 

''Hiere  were  cIniTt-b  )>eople  settled  soattering  for  above  ISO  milea  on  Con- 

III  ti  ti<  liver.  TIio  m-arcst  uf  tluaie  to  any  ( Icri^ynum  is  iniU's.  •  •  ♦ 
Tw  Liity-fuur  iiiilfh  uIhivo  SpringHcUl,  Vt.,  Dr.  Wlieelock  liuth  a  college  ami  in- 
forms ih«  cliurch  jx-oplo  that  li>- will  isiipply  tlit'iii  witli  miiii.slcrfs.  Tlieix>  is  a 
conaidoniblu  nnml>cr  of  chnrcli  iMHtjilu  omKMile  Dr.  Wheelu^k,  on  New  York 
side  of  the  river  and  some  on  the  muim  aide  witli  libn,  who  ixnurtmitly  uteet  to 
read  jvayers  among  thcnweiros." 

Mr.  OoMit  returned  to  England  for  Iioiy  orders  in  Deueuiber,  1772, 
and  was  ordained  tliere  in  1773,  by  the  bialiop  of  London,  tie  re- 
turned to  thia  oonntry  and  aottled  in  Olaromont)  N.  H.»  aa  tlio  first 
Episcopal  minister  of  ttiat  place.

UNI  VKRSALISm 

The  first  Universalist  society  iu  the  town  waa  organized  at  a  nieeting  " 
held  in  Grover  s  liaii,  White  River  Junction,  May  a,  1878.  After 
acme  discussion  it  was  voted  to  organize  a  society  to  be  known  as  the 
"First  Umversalist  Society  of  WMte  River  Jan^tioa.*'  A  eonstita- 
(ion  was  .idopiod  and  tiie  orgmiiaation  ooniploted  by  the  elootion  of  (he 
followittg  offioem:  Moderator,  E,  U.  Bagley;  olerk,  A.  J.  Rollins; 
trcflsnrer,  H.  H.  Uaiiohett ;  colleotor,  Fred  Hanohett. 

Executive  Committee,  White  River  Junction,  A.  0.  Bean,  S.  A.  Pot- 
ter, A.  T.  Pierce  ;  Hartford  village,  Jtrs.  C.  S.  Hamilton,  Mrs.  S.  M. 
l*ingrcc;  West  J/cbanon,  N.  H.,  J.  M.  li{ii»tone. 

Trustees,  W.  W.  Barnes,  Irvin  Russ,  David  II.  Moore. 

In  ik'ittenibcr,  18 1 8,  tlie  society  commenced  the  work  of  building 
their  present  church  edifice,  which  was  completed  and  dedicated  iu 
Jane,  18^9.  The  building  conimitlee  oonsisted  of  Messrs.  H  H.  Bag- 
ley,  Irvin  Rnss  and  Allen  L.  Pease.  The  architeet  and  builder  was 
Mr.  Irvin  Rnis.   Tlie  cost  of  the  strnetura  was  about  $2600. 

The  sooioiy^B  rcoonls  Imvo  boon  iiidiilcrondy  kopt»  both  as  regards 
facts  and  dates.  Tliurc  is  no  record  of  the  dedicatory  exorcises,  nor  of 
the  exact  liitio  of  their  ocunrronce.  The  pastors  of  the  church  and 
society  thus  far  have  been  as  follows  :  J.  C.  FarnRwortli,  Wm  E. 
Copeland,  Georj^e  W.  Barnes,  and  the  present  pastoi ,  W HUer  Dole. 
There  are  about  twenty  familcs  in  the  parish,  nearly  all  of  which  live 
within  a  radius  of  one  mile  of  their  place  of  worship.  The  choir  com- 
prises Mr.  N.  S.  Eddy,  Mr.  8.  If.  Potter,  Mn.  8.  H.  Potter,  Miss  Win- 
nie Harney  Mrs.  Dr.  Walson  and  Miss  Olea  liean.  Botli  vooal  and 
inatrumental  musie  are  of  a  high  order. 

THE  SKCONI)   ADVKN TISTS, 

Tins  is  a  religious  sect  of  recent  origin.  Its  beginninj^  was  in  the 
\v:u  l!^lii-:t.  Tlicy  recognize  William  Miller  as  their  leader,  to  witom 
they  refer  as  an  authority.  They  believe  iu  and  preacli  tlie  speedy 
seooml  coming  of  Christ.  Miller  prophesied  that  (he  second  coming  of 
onr  Lord  would  occur  in  the  year  1848.  lie  preach^  in  (liis  section 
first  in  Pomfret  in  the  autumn  of  1849,.  and  a  large  namber  were  then 
converted  to  bis  fMth  or  belief,  and  many  of  his  converts  iu  Pomfret, 
and  surrounding  towng,  were  so  deeply  affected  by  the  expectation  that 
his  prophecy  would  bo  fiilHlled,  that  tlicy  reliiKniished  nearly  all  world- 
ly business  of  a  secular  nature,  aud  gave  away  their  property.  Some 
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went  so  far  to  'If  rlarc  that,  if  all  earthly  thing*  failed  to  etui  as  pre- 
dicted by  Miller,  they  would  no  longer  take  the  Holy  Bible  at>  the  rule 
of  faith  an<l  nmnners,  nor  repose  fiiith  in  (Jod  as  a  Supreme  Being  !  So 
great  waji  the  exuitumeal  created  by  the  preaehing  of  Miller  Uuit  many 
of  hU  followers  Iwoame  hopelewlj  imaiie;  and  when  the  niter  fal]ft> 
cionaneM  of  his  prediotions  beoame  evidenti  many  of  his  oonverU  who 
had  pieTioniiy  been  exemplary  memhen.of  eonio  religious  body,  be> 
eame  apostates  and  bitter  advefsaries  of  Chrisdanity,  and  finally  lapsed 
into  spiritoalism,  or  some  other  phase  of  infidelity.  For  some  yean 
subsequent  to  1643,  there  wrcrc  several  of  this  class  of  people  in  Hart- 
ford. Tliey  wore  called  "Millerites."  Those  who  now  hold  to  the 
doctrino  timt  the  scoond  coming  of  Christ  is  not  far  distant^  are  Iciiown 
as  Secoiiil  Adventists. 

On  the  Itilii  of  August,  1867,  c«irtaiu  iuetiiberji  ut'  thiii  bcct  |iurciia$ed 
of  Orren  A.  Taft,  six  acres  of  land  lying  on  tlie  west  side  of  Cunnecti- 
ont  river  about  one  mile  above  White  River  JnneUon,  and  olosdy  ad* 
jaoent  to  the  Psssumpsto  railroad.  This  plaoo  was  soleeted  for  an 
Advent  eamp>meetiDg  ground.  The  first  eamp-meeting  lield  on  this 
ground  oommenoed  August  8th  and  ended  September  llth,  1887.  This 
meeting  attraeted  a  laige  attendance  of  people,  who  found  the  loeatiou 
pleasant,  the  preaching  entertaining  and  instructive,  and  the  exercises 
in  q'cncral  interosting.  Order,  proper  deconim  and  solemnity  charac- 
terized the  occjisitin  All  who  attended  the  services  were  favorably 
impresseil  by  the  candul,  intt  Hitrent  exposition  of  the  tenets  and  belief 
of  the  Advuntists  made  by  their  preachers.  The  earnestness,  sciious- 
nees  and  whole  deportment  of  the  Adventi8ta»  during  tliis  meeting, 
proved  that  they  were  not  nominal  Oliristians,  and  that  their  wondiip 
was  infineneed  by  a  Christian  spirit  No  room  was  left  for  unkindly 
eommenfei  or  invidious  eriticism. 

On  the  3d  of  September,  1887,  an  organization  was  cfTected  under 
the  name  of  Uio  "  White  River  Junction  Campmeeting  Association,** 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  public  worship  and  religious  meetingij  by 
Advent  Campmeetings.  The  articles  of  association  were  signed  by 
John  Couch,  R.  N.  Stetson,  Wni.  Guild,  Luther  K.  Lord,  P.  O.  Tx>rd, 
Daniel  Johnson,  Wm.  C.  Bugbee,  Kzra  Willey,  David  H.  Bragg,  Ballard 
B.  Chedell,  Tj.  C.  McKinnley,  Myron  H.  Wilmot,  and  E.  A.  Stockman, 
corporators.  Iloyal  N.  Stetson  was  elected  Tresident  and  VV  in.  Ciuild 
Secretary.  Tha  ground  purchased  is  to  be  known  under  tlie  title  of 
<*The  White  River  Junction  Advent  Ground.** 
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Tliis  sect  vxislcd  in  Hartford  for  ecvoral  yoiim.  Its  beginning  was 
about  the  year  1820.  Their  meetings  were  hold  in  private  houses,  un- 
der the  cover  of  darkness.  Tlieir  form  of  u-orsiii])  was  cliaraetcrizcd 
by  60,01108  at  oiioe  ludicrouR  and  itutnoral.  They  endeavored  to  exchidu 
from  their  meetings  all  who  did  not  endorse  their  tenets  and  practice, 
but  they  could  not|  for  ft  loog  time-  ftt  leasts  oonceftl  tbeir  flagrant 
iriolftUons  of  Iftw  and  order,  and  wen  compelled  U>  disoontinue  their 
ineotiiigs  in  tliii  town.  This  bodj  wiii  not  in  any  respect  like  the  New 
Bnghmd  Fathm  who  bore  the  same  title,  but  a  small  sect  that  later 
aroeo-and  aiaumod  the  same  name. 


OHAPTEU  XIX, 


XPtfOATIOM. 

MoHt  of  the  early  acttlcrs  of  Hartford  came  lieru  from  Coiiaccticiu, 
in  whioh  State  liberal  pruvtriom  yrtm,  at  that  period,  made  for  tihe  tup* 
port  of  oonunon  aolioola.  Thef  poweeaod  nothing  more  than  a  oonimon 
■ohool  edaoatioD,  whiob  wee  then  limited  to  Engliah  reading,  writing, 

and  arithmetic.  But  though  thej  had  received  bat  little  edncation, 
and  had  bat  little  time  to  devote  to  reading  and  study,  they  wuro  not 
unapprcciative  of  the  advantages  romiltinc^  from  these,  hence,  they  made 
the  most  liberal  provisions  in  tlieir  pow<  i  lor  the  establishment  and 
wpport  of  common  schools  and  other  institutions  of  learning.  They 
attached  equal  miportancc  to  thu  support  uf  schoolu  and  the  gospel. 

The  Bubjeet  of  education  liae  been  a  theme  npoQ  whioh  there  has  becu 
bnt  little;  if  any,  divieion  of  aontimont^  or  flnotnation  of  iiitoroft  among 
the  inhabitants  of  tlie  town,  and  tlie  aamo  may  bo  eaid  of  tlio  people  of 
Vermont  in  general.  In  framing  the  eonstitation  of  the  Stato^  onr 
fatbors  were  not  unmindfal  of  the  importance  of  making  liberal  provis- 
ions for  promoting  the  cause  of  common  education.  Section  40  of  the 
constitution  says: — *' A  school  or  schools  shall  be  eBtahlished  in  each 
town  by  the  legislature  for  li»e  convenient  niHtriicfion  of  yoiitli  *  ♦  ♦ 
One  gitimmar  scliool  in  each  county,  and  one  university  m  this  State, 
ought  to  be  estabiihiied  by  direction  of  the  General  Atisombly.'* 

Ou  the  31st  of  October,  1707,  an  act  for  the  support  of  schools  was 
'  pMied  by  the  General  Anembly  of  Venn<mt.  Hie  fint  danae  of  aec- 
tion  one  of  eaid  act  reads  as  foUows:~*<Tliat  each  organiaed  town  in  this 
State  ahall  keep  and  anpport  a  aehool  or  achods  for  the  instrucUon  of 
yonth  in  English  reading,  writings  and  arithmetic** 

Our  governors  have  not  fmlcd  to  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  cherish  with  guardian  care  our  primary  schools,  and  to  make  suitable 
provisions  for  ninintsiining  the  same.  Tn  his  spwch  to  the  General 
ARsembly  in  1800,  Governor  Tichenor  said: — "In  every  attempt  to 
promote  the  interests  of  Heicnoo,  the  education  of  youtli,  or  to  rondor 
respectable  the  institutionti  and  precepts  of  (Jliritilianity,  we  sltall  be  iu 
the  discharge  of  a  duty  highly  useful  in  a  christian  country,  and  every 
way  intereating  to  a  free  jMiople.**  In  1810,  Qovemor  Qalnsha  said  to 
the  Qeneral  Aasembly: — Yonr  attention,  gentlemen  ought  not  to  be 
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wholly  coiifinotl  to  the  Jiiglu  i  iiiatitutioufl  of  litornftirn;  neither  should 
the  ineniiK  ui  kiiowledgr  be  restricted  toonccla8N  ul  |K  oplc,  but  libtjrally 
imparted  to  all."  In  1821,  Governor  Skimicr  said  to  the  General  As- 
sembly : — A  general  diffusion  of  lucful  knowledge,  and  an  improved 
•tote  of  floieDce  affard  the  best  eeonrity  to  civil  and  religious  liberty  *  *  * 
A  diligent  and  ponevoing  attention  to  the  education  of  oor  children,  is 
that  withoat  which  we  cannot  expect  the  people  will  Img  retun  a 
republican  form  of  government.'*  Like  aentimenti  have  been  reiteralsd 
in  Uie  monages  of  succeeding  governors,  and  their  recommendationa 
and  suggestions  Iiave  been  followed  by  wise  and  progressive  legislation 
to  foKtor  t  lie  intorosta  of  literatun^  Uie  ecioncea^  aeminariei»  and  com- 
mon schools. 

During  the  loug  ponding  controversy  between  the  "  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  and  those  who  desired  to 
ao]uc«(er  Uie  landa  set  apart  by  the  aevcral  charloxa  to  the  nso  of  said 
8oeiciy»  for  tlic  support  of  solioois  in  Vermonti  those  who  favovcd  the 
leqnestration  cUtmed  that  the  use  of  the  rental  of  said  lands  for  the  sup- 
port of  selioolBt  would  be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  public  than  die  rental 
could  be  for  religious  purposes.  While  deUying  this  proposition,  the 
Propagating  Society  paid  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  benefits  of  secular 
education. 

Our  for  of  at  hers  eu  tort  ail  tod  tho  same  enlightened  views  conceiniog 
the  principle  of  popular  ciUicalion  that  were  expressed  by  the  patriots 
of  the  French  Bevolutiou  of  1789.  The  laws,  conceived,  prepared,  sus- 
tained and  executed  in  regard  to  primary  instruction,  were  the  noblest, 
wissal  creations  d  the  age  in  which  thej  lived.  the  nde  of  the  hnm- 
Me  parish  church  waa  erected  the  modest  scfaooi^honse  where  the  chil- 
dren of  the  rich  and  the  poor  alike  resorted  for  knowledge  **thai  other 
bread  of  the  soul  which  was  to  support  thein  through  the  roogh  triala 
of  life." 

I^nblic  inatmotion  in  Vermont  is  divided  geueridlj  into  four  Idnds: 

Primary  or  common  schools,  so-called ;  high  schocln,  more  recently  called 
academies;  Normal  Bcliools,  and  coIIol'pr  ;  or,  whoro  profoBsioual  educa- 
tion is  addod,  univorHitios.  Tbese  four  classeH  of  iustitutions  convey 
font  f'lnilatiouH  of  education.  The  primary  kcIiooIs  are  of  three  kinds ; 
tho  public  or  common  schools,  the  paioohial  or  church  schools,  and  pri- 
vate or  individual  sdiools.  In  these  primary  seboola  the  children  of  the 
people  in  general,  whatever  their  condition,  are  educated  in  tlLdSeele: 
menta  of  knowledge  whidi  are  conndeEed  most  useful  in  common  lif e-:-^ 
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ranging  aooordlng  to  fha  age  and  capocitj  of  pupUa,  from  spelling  and 
definition,  reading,  writing,  gratnTnar,  including  composition,  eiemente 
of  drawing,  geography,  United  States  history,  history  of  Vermont,  men- 
ial and  written  arithmetic,  natural  histoiy,  iniiHic,  elements  of  naiui'al 
philosophy,  aud  of  algebra,  aualyaia  of  languagu  uud  declamaiiou. 

The  object  ot  bighnhoob  ind  mbdmdM  iato  givsMinMlciiowI- 
edg«  of  liighar  akndiaBb        »  matlieinAyea,  bittoiy,  or  the  clMfliw. 
The  objaei  of  oollegw  is  to  afford  what  ia  toniied  a  iboroagh  olaadeal 
odaoatioD,  baingaoonraaof  inatraotion  in  the  aeieiMM^  the  Qlaaakia»phil- 
oaopbyt  and  bellet  lettres.    To  this  course  ia  generally  added  a  supple- 
mentary one  in  law,  medicine  and  theology,  open  to  volunteer  students 
for  professional  life.    TVhfn  n  college  Iiu«  classGw  in  these  Bubjects  it 
ia  termed  a  tmivprsity,  an  institution  in  which,  it  is  presumed,  all 
brRncbes  of  ntiuly  liie  Uught.  In  atUlition  to  these  means  of  instruction, 
there  are  three  nonual  schools  in  which  those  who  design  to  teach  school 
can  obtain  j^wlaaaional  tzaining  in  tiie  aubjecte  to  be  taught ;  the  ad- 
enoe  of  the  mind,  and  the  baet  metiuKia  of  teaebing.  The  aomoea  of 
inoome  for  aohool  pntpoaes  are  the  interaat  of  the  XJnitad  Stataa  depoatt 
nonej,  tlio  rant  of  lands  set  apttrt  for  the  sapport  of  oommon  scboola, 
the  inoome  from  funds  donated  to  the  Btato  and  to  towna  by  individ- 
nals,  and  town  and  district  taxes. 

In  1836,  Vermont  received  on  depnait  from  the  United  States  govern- 
ment, the  sum  of  $6G9,08G.79,  being  its  share  of  the  surplus  revenue, 
divided,  and  loaned  to  the  several  States.  The  Legislature  enacted  that 
the  money  be  apportioned  to  the  several  towns,  in  proportion  to  the 
popuiation  aa  shown  by  the  oenana  of  1880,  and  that  each  town  elect 
truateca  to  loan  and  eara  for  the  Btmf,  who  ahoiald  be  aeoonntable  tor 
the  retain  of  aaid  aumey,  or  anj  part  therao^  to  the  State  tvaaaoiy, 
whenever  called  fw  bj  the  traaanrer,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  United 
States,  or  for  the  purpose  of  a  new  apportionment.  Also,  that  the  Inters 
est  of  said  money  loaned  to  the  several  towns,  should  l>o  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  common  schools;  provided,  that,  if  a  io^yn  lias  ofher 
school  funds,  the  income  of  which  is  sufficient  to  support  schoo'.H  in  all 
the  districts  in  such  town  for  six  mouths  iu  each  year,  such  town  may 
appropriate  the  income  recaived  Ikon  Sto  sboM  of  audi  monef  to  the 
support  of  aehoola,  or  to  any  other  purpoae. 

The  first  dinaionof  the  snvplna  rerenne  to  towns  in  Vennont) 
occaneahil888.  Hartford  then  received  about  t^TSa  The  town  then 
voted  to  divide  the  biterest  el  this  fond  equslly  among  all  the  aebool 
diatrioto  in  the  town.  The  first  trustees  of  that  ftand,  cboaen  by  this 
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town,  wora  John  Porter,  Winiam  StTMga  and  Lewis  Ljumul  The  pree- 
eni  and  sole  tenetoe  of  llie  f mid  ie  Hon.  Wm.  S.  Dewej  of  Qaeohee  vU- 
Iftgo.  Ill  1852,  ibo  t^wu  }>urchMed  Uie  toll  bridge  at  Yfhite  Rivor  vil- 
legOi  and  bonowod  tlie  public  money  to  pay  for  said  bridge,  in  which 
property  it  is  still  invested.  Ou  the  cennns  of  1880  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  Hartford  was  $6,948  14.  Since  1883,  the  interest  devoted  to 
achools  has  boen,  annually,  $367.15. 

The  first  action  taken  by  Hartford  relative  to  the  school  laud,  was 
under  date  of  Maroh  19, 1769,  when  the  proprietora  ciioae  Ijieai  John 
Strong  to  teke  eare  of  aaid  land  and  rent  it  ont  in  order  to  make  it 
pvofitaMe  to  the  town.  In  1770^  Dr.  llVbeeloolc  asked  the  {nroprietoni  of ' 
tiie  town  to  donate  the  Qlebo  lands  of  the  town  to  Dartmouth  college. 
At  n  town  meeting  IirIJ  in  the  dwelling  bonae  of  Joel  Marsb,  at  Weat 
Hartford,  March  13,  1770,  for  iLo  purpose  of  confiidoring  Dr.  Wheel ock's 
proposition,  it  wan  voted  "that  wo  will  do  nothing  in  respect  to  the 
school  to  be  erected  by  Dr.  Wheelock." 

Dr.  Wheelock  was  more  successful  in  his  appeals  to  the  generosity  of 
several  land  owners  of  Hartford.  In  the  year  1771,  Messrs.  Abel  Marsh, 
Israel  OiUett)  John  OiUett,  Buf  as  BaldwLi,  William  Bramble  and  Eben- 
mex  BUss,  eadi  dtmaled  land  to  Darinumtb  College  t  in  al]»  six  loti^  eon- 
taioiug  460  seres.  In  1788,  Eleasor  Bolnnson  donated  100  seres  to  tlie 
same  inatitntion.  Befening  to  the  land  record  bodk  of  1771, 1  find 
reoorded,  under  date  of  January  4th,  a  deed  given  by  Israel  Gillett  to 
Dr.  Wheelock  and  the  trustees  of  Dartniouth  College,  which  is  quoted  • 
here,  jt^ro  /orma,  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  are  interested  in  auoh  doou' 
ments : —

l^nrrouH  donntioUH  t«nvanl  a  fund  for  RU|)iKirtin{;  the  wnne;  therefore,  in  coiisid- 
eralitHi  of  the  exti>n8ivo  charity  of  the  design,  and  in  mldition  to  said  fund,  I, 
Imnol  (lilh'it,  «»f  llintford,  in  the  (.xiinity  «»f  CuudK'rIand  and  Stnte  of  Now  York, 
yt^Hiiaii,  lian>  given,  Kranted^  niHl  by  tlu<H(>  |»rc<«<ntH  do  alisoiulely  give,  grimt, 
ocMivoynml  ctmfinn  to  Uio TnwtecH  of  Darlnioulli  Colh'gi>,  and  to*llielr  succos*

The  first  mentiou  nmde,  in  the  town  records,  of  the  number  of  schol- 
ars in  .any  one  district,  or  of  school  districts,  is  under  date  of  March  11, 
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1805,  wherein  Daniel  Ransom,  clerk  of  the  3d  district  (Queclicc)  re- 
ported the  number  of  scholnrs,  over  four  and  under  eighteen  yr^r^  of 
age,  in  saitl  dietriet,  to  be  sixty-fivt*.  A  return  made  Mareh  13tii,  18t)5, 
by  Zerali  Brooks,  clerk  of  the ChristiuM  street"  district  gave  tlie  num- 
ber of  acholius,  over  four  and  nudi  r  eighteen,  to  be  ihirty-two.  Prob- 
ably there  were,  at  that  time,  bm  three  dbtricti  in  tlie  town,  thai  h  to 
say,  thwc  were  bnt  three  ttlioola  in  the  town,  and  tlieee,  for  ocmveo- 
ienee  eake,  were  dengnated  by  niiniben,  thoagb  as  jet  they  were  not 
organind* 

Id  March,  1806,  a  eommittee  consisting  of  Daniel  Hanh,  Reuben 
Tenney,  Daniel  Ransom,  Josiah  Tilden  an«1  Abel  Darron,  was  chosen 
to  divide  the  town  into  school  diMirictfi.  This  coniniitteo  rt!{H)rto«l,  in 
town  meeting,  March,  1807,  that  tliey  had  divided  the  town  into  seven- 
teen districts.  Geographically  the  districts  were  located  as  follows  : — 
No.  1,  centre  of  the  town ;  (2)  Thomas  Pitkin' ;  (3)  Christopher 
Pease's,  (Quecbec) ;  (4)  James  Ihtrtch's ;  (5)  Al>el  Camp's,  (West 
Hartford)  ;  (6)  David  LigrahamV  ;  (7)  Wm  Pizley's,  (Jericho)  ;  (8) 
Dothan meeting^honee  ;  (o)  IsracHfiUct's,  {Ohriallan  St.)  ;  (lo)  Lnther 
PowelPe,  (Ccnterville) ;  (11)  CaiiL.  DorPa,  <Lyman'«  l*oi»t)  |  (IS)  Joel 
Brink*a,  (Roatown)  ;  (13)  MitehiOt  Clark's,  (W.  R.  Junction)  ;  (14) 
aonth  side  of  White  River,  (Geo.  Pease's)  ;  (16)  at  the  brick  school 
house,  (James  Udall's)  ;  (lU)  Jotjl  Dimick's  and  Cadwell  Phelps*, 
(Arthnr  Tfazon's)  ;  (17)  Wliite  "River  village,  nortli  ^^ide  of  the  river. 

Tlie  earliest  records  of  the  leasix  of  land«  for  the  use  of  schools,  in- 
eluding  all  sequestered  for  ihut  purpose,  are  found  in  Volumes  2  an«1  3 
ot  J^aud  Records.  Among  the  lot^i  set  apart  to  the  Ministerial  Right, 
or  for  the  first  settled  minister,  was  lot  No.  81,  a  hundred  acre  lot  in 
the  second  division  of  land  made  by  the  proprietors.  The  first  settled 
minister,  Rev.  Thomas  Gross,  sold  this  lot  to  John  Button  in  IfSG,  by 
whom  it  was  sold  to  Joseph  Marsh,  OoL  ISth,  17B8.  In  1703,  the  se- 
lectmen of  the  town  took  possession  of  said  lot^  and  leased  it  by  a  com- 
mittee for  the  benefit  of  schools,  it  being  the  first  lease  found  on  record. 
The  lease  reads  as  follows,  via : — 

"This  indented  lease  made  this  lOtli  day  of  Sejit.  170*2,  by  and  be- 
tween Joshua  Uazen,  David  Wright  and  Amos  Kobinsou,  all  of  Hart- 
ford, in  the  oonnl^  of  Windsor,  and  State  of  Vermont,  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  sM  Town  of  Hartford  to  take  care  of  and  to  lease  the 
school  lands  in  said  Town  of  llartford,  on  the  one  imrt,  and  Jonas 
Bruce  of  s'd  Hartford  on  the  other  part,  Witnessetli  :  tliat  wo  the  said 
Joshua  Ilasen,  David  ^V right,  and  Amos  R<d)iiuM>u,  for  tho  considera- 
tion hereafter  mentioned,  and  by  virtne  of  tlie  power  in  us  vested  liy  s'd 
Town  of  Hartford,  do  by  these  prvsviits  demise,  luasv  and  to  farm  let  to 
the  said  Jonas  Brace,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  one  certain  hundred  acre 
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lol  In  •*<!  Town  of  Hartford,  nnd  is  'No.  91 '  in  tlie  seoond  divirion  of 

IiiukIioiI  iicio  lots  in  s.-ild  Tow  ii,  wlilch  was  ilrawn  or  pitolicd  to  tlie 
School  Kiekt  iti  s'd  'rown.    Vor  him  the  said  Jouas  lirucc  his  heira  or' 
assiffiis  to  liAvc,  liokl,  hh.-,  occiii)y  and  improve  aooording  to  tlio  rules  of 

food  husbandry  for  and  duriu^  the  full  term  of  Nine  Hundred  and 
finety-nine  years  from  the  date  hereof,  thcucc  to  be  cotnpleto  and 
ended  ;  the  said  Bruce  at  the  end  of  six  years  from  this  date  to  i)ay  into 
the  Treasury  of  s*d  Town  of  Hartford  five  pounds  ($S4.80j  tlien  in  a 
year  aftt-r  that  five  pounds  ten  shtllings,  then  a  year  after  that  six 
pounds,  and  to  ouatinue  to  pay  b'ix  pounds  yearly  to  the  end  of  the  term 
of  000  yean,  the  pay<ii<^'i>t  to  be  made  in  nest  stock  or  grain  at  money 
priec  ;  and  on  the  firRt  faihirc  of  the  payment  of  tlie  yearly  rents  M 
aforesaid  the  s'd  Bruce,  his  heirs  and  assigns  to  forfeit  all  rig!it  or  tiUo 
to  the  said  letten  premises,  and  the  same  to  revert  baelc  to  the  said 
Town  <,f  ir.irtford.  In  witness  whereof  the  parties  have  hereinto  set 
their  hands  and  seala — (signed)  Joshua  Uazen,  Amos  BobiusoUj  Jonas 
Bnico. 

The  fort-going  form  was  observed  by  said  conimiltee  in  making  sub- 
sequent leBscs»  wliother  of  Propagating,  Churoh  of  England,  or  other 
sequestered  lands.  In  a  book,  entitled,  "  A  Jonmal  o£  the  Town  of 
Ihrlford,"  now  known  as  **  The  Selcotmen's  Book,"  on  page  one  nuty  be 
found  a  record  of  attndry  denuinds  in  favor  of  the  town  for  the  nse  of 
flujiporting  schools,  included  in  which  are  ten  notes  against  Charles  and 
John  J^niHH^  nnionnling  to  $175.  On  pairo  seven  of  said  liook,  is  the 
following  entry  : — "  Hartford  April  IHOi,  Keci  iv  ed  of  Denjamifj  Pixley 
eight  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents  as  a  rent  for  ono-half  of  the  school 
lot." 

The  lot  named  was  '  JS'o.  14,'  of  tiie  tirst  division  of  hundred  acre  lots, 
and  was  leased  Deo.  80,  1794,  one<half  to  said  Pixly,  the  balance  to 
Putnam  Wilson.  Tlie  first  payment  of  rent  to  be  made  by  each  in 
four  years  from  Dee.  25,  1705,  was  fifty  shillings,  witli  an  annual  rise 
of  tun  shillings  to  fbur  pounds  ten  shillings,  the  niaxinmni  rout  there- 
after.  Ix>t  'No.  14,*  above  named,  was  pitehed  to  the  school  right,  June 
27,  1781.  It  is  located  on  what  is  known  as  the  Goshen  road,  and  em- 
braces sixty  acres,  now  lease  d  and  occupied  by  Charles  Hatch,  the  bai- 
a\u'v  Iw'mg  leased  to  another  party. 

1.1)1  '  No.  G,'  in  the  first  hundred  acre  division,  h  on  the  north  side  of 
\\  hile  River,  and  was  laid  out  to  the  Glebe  liight.  A  lease  of  the 
west  half  was  given  to  Uexekiah  Ilasen,  in  1800,  and  of  tlio  east  half  to 
Billa  Gillett,  in  1807,  for  tlie  use  of  schools.  Lot  '  No.  0  *  adjoins  the 
Propagating  lot '  Na  15,*  of  one  hundred  acres,  and  the  present  lease 
holders  are  Reulien  Lovoland  (50  aerce),  M.  I£uten,  West  (80  aores). 
Tlicse  two  tots  are  (>Mi1)raeed  in  tluit  ]H>rtion  of  the  town  familiarly 
known  as  "  Chunth  Hill.**

.  The  fii«t  fiohool  in  West  Hartford  wm  Unght  in  the  dwelling  hotiea 

of  Renben  Hazen,  in  the  summer  of  1705.  The  winter  term  of  1708 
WAS  taught  by  Lionel  UdAll.  Mr.  Udnll  w.xh  a  sovere  di8ci|iltmiriiin,  nud 
the  boys  of  that  pcrioil  who  were  under  the  vigilant  eye  of  this  teacher 
were  given  to  understand  tliat  respect  was  better  procured  by  exacting 
it  than  l>y  soliciting;  it.  C\>rj)t»real  punishment  was  tleemed  requisite 
and  proper  tt)  ket-p  tlie  urcliins  in  tin?  patli  of  duty,  and  Mr.  Udall  ex- 
ercised his  prerogative  iu  that  direction,  as  could  liave  been  established 
by  the  motttba  and  backs  of  many  witneaaoe.  The  first  eehool'^oaee  in 
Wett  Hnrtford  was  bnilt  on  the  bnnk  of  White  river,  near  the  pmeat 
hone  of  the  Misses  Ballard.  Hiis  sehool-hoiise  was  removed  and  eon« 
verted  into  a  dwelUng>honae,  which  now  oonstitntes  the  etl  portion  of 
the  dweIiing>honae  directly  fronting  the  meeting  h  on  so.  The  little 
brick  aobool^hooae,  now  standing  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  opposite  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Allen  Hayes,  was  built  in  1820,  and  John  T.  Pratt 
taught  the  first  .school  in  it  Tt  Avaa  in  use  until  flu-  fall  of  1884,  \vlu»n 
it  was  vacated  for  the  iuiuii.souie  and  oomniodiou.s  Hchoul-houHo  wliidi 
^s'a8  ori'et«d  that  ycnr.  The  old  hc!iool-houHi>,  in  conimou  willi  oihtii-s 
of  its  class,  was  a  perfect  death-trap.  Many  children  therein  contracted 
diseases  incident  to  an  iil-ventihited,  over-crowded  room,  cither  too  hot 
or  too  cold,  whidi  resulted  fatally. 

It  seems,  however,  to  he  almost  sacrilegious  to  pnll  down  the  old- 
time  sehoolohonses^  around  which  cinster  a  thousand  pleasant  memoriei 
of  onr  youthful  days.  They  were  the  scenes  of  a  mnttitnde  of  events 
of  a  varied  character,  of  aseocbtions  durable  as  life.  Tlie  old  adiool- 
house  at  West  Hartford  was  useil  for  many  years  as  a  place  for  holding 
religions  services  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and,  after  tliQ  church  was  biiilt, 
it  continued  to  he  the  place  f"«r  prayer  meetings  Tt  was  also  used  as  a 
place  for  holding  .singing  and  t^pelling  schooU,  lyceunts,  law-suits,  trials 
before  justices  and  juries,  lectures,  etc.  From  aci|uaintanec8  made  and 
friendships  formed  within  its  walls,  resulted  many  marriages — some  of 
a  happy,  others  of  an  unhappy  nature. 

We  now  have  better  school^houses,  and,  perhaps,  greater  facilities  for 
acquiring  a  common  school  education  than  were  enjoyed  by  the  children 
of  half  a  century  ago,  but  more  commodious  and  moreliealthful  school* 
rooms^  with  the  greater  degree  of  comfort  and  pleasure  afforded  by  im- 
proved systems,  have  not  given  to  the  worid  a  more  perfect  manhood 
or  womanhood  than  existed  under  the  system  that  prevailed  a  century 
ago.  The  enterprise  that  liai  formed  state*t,  ehurchen,  nrhool^,  and 
colleges,  tliAt  bas  reared  cities,  built  railroads,  established  telegraph 
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lines,  promolcd  rapid  ocean  transit,  and  bronghi  our  conntry  to  its 
present  degree  bf  prosperity,  has  been  tliat  of  men  who  were  eduoated 
under  old  time  ayslcuis,  cstabllsliod  wiili  high  religious  as  well  as  cdu- 
crxttuii.il  fiiiitp,  ainl  oil  ihv  principle  that  "  Knowledge  and  Virtue  are  the 
main  piliars  of  a  fipo  govpininent." 

The  teachers  of  iifty  yvnvn  ago,  to  whom  \vc  owo  a  great  veneration, 
seem  to  have  been  inspired- with  a  desire  to  improve  both  theintmfsaud 
the  kearU  of  their  pupils,  and  to  impress  upon  them  the  oonviotion  thai 
ilicy  flhonld  strive  to  beoonie  ueef ul  and  virtuous  memben  of  eocietj, 
and  tlmt  tlieir  condition  wonld  be  improved,  and  their  ueef  nlnen  greatly 
inoronaud  by  tlio  aoquieilion  of  useful  knowledge  and  aound  information. 
They  stimulated  their  pupils  to  a  coarse  of  indueUyand  perseverance, 
that  would  serve  to  advance  them  to  the  honors  and  emoluments  of 
]iublic  einploynient ;  or,  if  not  ambitions  of  public  distitiction,  to  im- 
])rove  their  worldly  condition  and  bring  tlieiusclvcs  into  associations 
with  the  learned  and  the  good. 

The  spirit  that  animated  the  old  time  teachers  is  illustrated  in  a 
monologue  written  by  Hrs.  L.  F.  Gamp,  entitled  "Old  Time  Soholare.** 
The  acene  is  a  oountty  acliool-house;  Time,  afternoon,  as  the  soholars 
are  preparing  to  resume  tlicir  books,  when  the  teaoher  addreeies  them 
OS  follows: —

Tradition  says  tfiat  the  first  aohool  in  White  Biver  village^  was  kept 
in  Josiah  Tiklen's  barn,  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  about  tin  year 
1800;  but  with  tlw  excopiion  of  the  school  eoBimenoed  in  West  Hart- 
ford, there  is  no  rcconlcd  uvidoiu  0  fliat  tlicre  was  any  other  school  in 
the  town  prior  to  18or,.  Nt  vortlieless,  it  seems  probable  tliat  there 
were  Keveral  schools  in  tiic  town  as  early  as  the  year  IHOO;  the  popula- 
tion that  year  being  IW^;  of  which  number  there  must  have  been  at 
least  200  persons  over  four  and  under  eighteen  years  of  age.

After  the  di vision  of  tlie  town  into  school  districts  in  1807,  a  school- 
house  was  built  in  district  'No.  l-l,'  by  Asa  and  Jo.siali  TiKlon  and 
Wharam  Txiomis.  This  house  .stood  on  the  i^romid  now  ocfnipied  by  the 
dwelling-house  of  the  late  Frank  Jilai^doll.  la  1850,  tltut  |iortioM  uf 
district  'No.  14 '  iu  which  said  schuol-huusu  was  luuate<l,  wa^  dividiHl 
between  <No.  la*  and  *No.  17.*  In  1850,  this  achool-houae  was  sold 
at  aaction,  since  wliieli  time  there  lias  beon^  no  sohoot  in  that  portion 
of  distriet  *  17/  sonth  of  the  bridge.  Bj  tlie  division  of  the  town  in 
1807,  *No.  17,'  indndfld  all  tlte  inliabitants  living  between  Lyman's 
Point  (While  River  Junction)  and  Stephen  Tilden's  (now  Wm.  Out* 
ton's  residence).  At  Brst,  the  school-house  in  *No.  17/  stooil  just 
west  of  the  present  (Hartford)  ceineter^'.  In  1H17  n  portion  of  '  No. 
17'  was  set  off  to  fomT  'No.  11,'  and  this  houso  wm  removed  to 
Lyman's  Point  and  phicccl  ou  laud  just  opposite  to  the  residence  of 
Asaph  Taft,  but  some  years  later  it  gave  way  to  a  new  liouse.  After 
the  consolidation  of  distriets  '  Nos.  19  *  and  m '  in  1884^,  tliis  sehool- 
honso  was  sold  to^Noah  B.  Ilasen,  who  oonverted  it  into  the  dwdling- 
honse  now  (1867)  ooeupied  by  the  Methodist  pastor,  Bev.  R  L.  Brnee. 
In  1818,  distriet  'No.  17'  bnitt  a  soliool-lioaBo  on  land  liolonging  to 
Bani  TTdall,  near  die  present  dwelling-house  of  Charles  W.  Pease,  lliis 
house  was  in  use  until  1B48,  when  the  district  bought  what  was  known 
as  tho  "  Hartford  Academy,'"  paying  for  the  same  f337.50,  and  this 
has  siiuu  been  turned  ono-<|uarter  around,  remodeled  and  an  annex 
28x30  made. 

HARTFOItn  AOAnnUT — BUPnRINTKNPKirni  OF  M>nOOI«— OVAOIttKCI  AS  A 

pitovnssiON. 

In  October,  1889,  an  academy  was  incorporated,  under  tlie  name  of 
''Hartford  Academy."  It  was  located  in  White  River  village.  This 
institution  had  but  a  brief  existence.    Its  close  pro.\imity  to  other  and 

niuoli  l)C'tter  patronized  ^(dioola  |»reolndc'd  tlio  posHil>ility  of  ]>ernia)U'nt 
success,  or  a  long  continued  existenn'.  Tn  1846,  ilistrict  '17'  p«ir- 
chased  the  academy  building  for  a  school-house.  In  1840,  tho  first 
superintendents  of  common  schools  were  appointed.  The  following 
named  gentlemen  have  served  the  town  as  saperintendents  in  the  yean 
named :

In  1861,  the  •aperintendrnf  •  anoaal  reports  were  first  printed ;  500 
copies  were  then  printed.  The  clearest,  most  coniprthensive  And  inter- 
esting roport  !nade  by  any  snperintendeiit,  was  tliat  made  by  Ttev.  J.  W. 
Kiu^bury  in  Marcli,  I8G7.  Al)it<Hn«f  to  the  couditiou  of  the  eohool- 
liouses  in  tlio  town,  Mr.  Kinjjsbmy  said  :

timt  shall  give  to  tlie  soholars  a  good  room,  wdl-veutilated,  and  tlie  best  of  Itk- 
struction,  will  aeud  fortJi  those  wlio  shall  do  honor  to  themadTea  and  Uie  schools 
fnmi  wImw«*  tlii-v  rntnc.  nml  it'prjy  nn  Inniili foM  to  our  country  and  the 
world,  nil  Uiut  has  ever  Ikhui  exitendcd  in  their  Iwhalf.  Children  are  nent  (o 
aduioi  to  be  edueated  in  the  largest  and  most  liberal  sense  of  tlie  term,  and  the 
imif  bnHdit^f*  <md  gruHtut*  have  a  part  in  that  educaHag  jiroee$$.** 

In  i878|  at  Uio  onuuol  Mareb  ineeling^  the  town  appointed  a  conunit- 
tee  to  eonaider  the  advantagee  of  a  central  sohocd  or  schools  and  report 

I  There  is  a  growing  wntlincnt  among  the  tlioughtful,  that  teaching  should  be 

a  proresfeion;  thai  the  teachers  of  our  primary  rcHooIr  sliould  iiave  proresHional 
tmining  to  fit  tlicm  to  enter  upon  tlie  vocation  of  tenclting,  nnd  wlien  further  quat-

\Vlicn  tlie  grojtt  lm|mrtaiico  of  the  leiichern'  mission  Is  considcro<l,  it  miiKt  be 
smMifCiil  that  it  is  necessary  for  Uie  liigliest  welfare  of  cliildren  that  tlicy  shall  be 
placed  under  the  tuition  oi  thoN  who  are  thoroughly  Imbued  with  a  high  sente 
of  their  Important  duties  and  responsibilities.  Teachers  thould  possess  qualiflca- 
tlonK  other  than  those  that  fit  them  to  teach  children  to  read,  write  and  cipher. 

In  the  sclinol-rooin  llie  tcaclicr  fillfi  the  place  of  a  jmrcnt,  and  lii^ili  r  '  Is  exaniplett 
precepts  and  miiilaiioe,  tl»c  minds  aiul  hearts  of  bis  jmplls  are  inmiidcd  and  dl- 
recteti  for  lime  and  for  eternity.  "  Knowlcdm-,"  said  Daniel  \Vcl)'itcr,  "  does 
not  comprise  all  wliich  is  cont.nmcd  in  llie  large  term  of  et/nctttioH.  'i"hc  feelings 
an*  In  he  diMciplincd.  (he  pasKions  tire  to  be  re»iti'nined ;  true  nnd  worthy  motives 
nrc  to  lie  ittsniincd;  a  pntfounci  religious  feeling  Is  to  be  instilled  and  pure  montU 
iiy  Inciilcnieil  under  nil  Hrcnmxtnnceii.  All  this  h  eomprispd  in  education.'* 

In  a  circular  ntltlrcsscd  Ml.  (Inl/ot,  ininihtci  of  public  fnstrtictlon  in  France, 
in  liJji,  t<J  tlio  leaciicrs  of  ibe  i  cinimiiif' ,  he  enters  with  paternal  fiulicitude  into 
(he  most  insignificant  detads  of  tlie  n  lationK  of  the  teai  iier  with  children  and 
parents i  rebukes  sectarian  spirit;  stretches  forth  his  hand  with  touching  famili- 
arity to  tiie  village  school  teacher,  elevate.<«  him  in  the  eyes  of  all.  and  especially 
In  Ills  own  eyes,  and  fills  hitn  with  the  importance  of  his  mission.  I  Its  words  are 
worthy  of  a  place  in  this  connection  %^ 

*'  No  icctarlan  or  party  spirit  in  your  school;  the  teacher  must  rise  above  the 
fleeting  c|tinrre1ft  which  ngilnte  society.  Paltli  In  l^rovidcnce.  the  sanctity  of  duty, 
siihmiKKiun  to  parental  autluii  lt  v  .  rcs'pcci  for  the  laws,  tlie  Hglits  of  all— Sttch  are 
the  senliiiients  iic  must  seek  to  dcvelope." 
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MOM  pnclieal  plan  for  Mtablbhing  the  bmim^  and  the  esiimnted  as* 
pense.  Nothing  was  accomplished  by  the  committee.  In  1879,  the 
town  voted  to  purchase  and  hold  text-books.  N.  B.  Safford  and  T.  W. 
Gilson  were  chosen  text-book  committee,  and  N.  B.  Hayoii,  text  book 
agent,  and  the  agent  was  directed  to  draw  from  the  town  ti^nsuiy  iLaum 
not  to  exceed  $G00  for  the  purchase  of  books  In  1880,  the  town  anliior- 
ized  the  text-book  committee  to  draw  $100  anuuaUy  from  the  treasury 
for  the  purpoM  of  supplying  the  requurammt*  and  keeping  up  the  eys- 
tem.  In  ISSltha  town  voted  to  rabwriba  for  the  Hemmanway  Gaaattear 
of  Yarmont  In  1889^  tito  town  appointad  *  ooramittaa  aonaiatiikg  of 
Revs.  S.  L  Briant,  N.  V.  OMrtar,  and  &  IfUlar  and  N.  K  fUmm,  to  eon- 
aider  the  practicability  and  deeirabilitj  of  adopting  the  town  BjtHmm  of 
schools.  Tiiu  committee  reported  favorably  to  the  town  system  (March 
1883),  but  it  was  voted  105  to  81  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  subject. 
In  1884  the  subject  was  passed  over.  In  lf?fi5,  after  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion, tlie  vote  stood  ayes  51,  noes  219.  In  188(i,  the  subject  w  is  nL^min 
considered.  No  arguments  were  presented  by  the  friends  to  iUa  town 
system,  but  much  oppodtion  was  manifested,  and  the  Yote  stood  yeas 
40,  nays  18L

In  1876,  Aninali  Hantington  of  Braniford»  in  the  Pfovince  of  Onta- 
rio^ and  Dominion  of  Canada,  by  bia  laat  will  and  toaiamRnt  deviHed  aiid 

bequeathed  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  as  a  common  school  fund,  an 
estate  valued  at  over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Tlio  dnnor  of 
this  mnnificent  gift,  by  his  noble  act,  plactul  himself  in  the  hat  of 
great  public  benefactors,  and,  as  the  people  of  Hartford  are  now  bene- 
ficiaries under  said  will,  I  deem  it  emiueutly  proper  to  place  before  the 
readeia  of  tbia  biatory,  a  briaf  ikaidi  of  tbo  life  of  Mr.  Huntington, 
tofeiber  with  the  OMMit  aatiant  providona  of  aaid  will ;  thai  the  memory 
of  bia  noble  deed  may  be  pteaerred  through  all  tim«^  and  bia  name  be 
honored  aa  that  of  ona^  whoae  aetiona  were  great  beeanae  they  were  . 
the  result  of  a  great  and  grand  design. 

Anniah  TTnntington  wat»  Imm-ii  in  Roxhury,  WoHhiiigton  Co.,  Vermont,  Voh- 
ruary  2lkl,  1794.  Uiit  father  (lie<I  when  lie  wm  a  child  and  he  Uved  with  his 
grandfatjier  mttll  lie  vma  cloven  ycara  uf  ixgu,  when  ho  wiiit  to  live  witli  Iim 
uncle  Downer  (suiipoeed  to  liave  lived  fai  Bhanm)  working  on  a  fonu  until  lie  warn 
sixtof'n  ypars  old.  He  oftcrwanls  worketl  nt  tanning  Iwither  anil  shoo  making, 
teaching  acluxdin  tfif  winter  tnontlw,  until  about  the  year  18JK,  when  he  Imd 
saved  live  hundretl  dollure,  and  went  to  Brantfurd,  Province  of  Uutario,  Canada. 
He  then  started  a  shoe  making  businese,  mnploying  four  or  five  joum^rmen, 
boanling  tliem  in  ills  own  hoiwc,  and  working  diligently  \>  itii  tlioni.  It  UH>ame 
imtfitalile,  antl  he  soon  liail  money  to  invesjt  outside  his  rc^;ul;ir  hudinefM,  :uid  he 
purchnse<l  building  lot6  in  the  ilH>n  gr«»wing  <-ity  of  Hr.nilfonl.  iliM  invcvt* 
ments  proved  profitahk!,  and  in  IH-ia  hu  wan  worth  ;tao,(N)U.

i  roe  papars  were  those  printed  within  the  County  of  Windsor.  Week- 
ly papers  were  tlioee  printed  out  of  tlie  county,  and  like  tlie  daily  and 
semi  weekly  papers,  were  mostly  ])u]>Ii8hed  in  Boston  and  New  York. 
More  than  eight-tenths  of  all  tiic  new8pat>crs  subscribed  for  were  repub- 
lioan  in  politiee.    There  is  a  greater  diversity  of  reading  matter  at 
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tlic  present  time  than  ever  before,  and  the  number  of  newspapers  now 
taken  cndinicea  New  York  paiwi-fl,  such  nn  tlio  Tribune,  tlio  Weekly 
Mail  and  Expi-ess,  both  reimlilican  ;  the  N.  Y.  World  and  Herald, 
democratic  ;  tlio  Pilot,  catholic ;  the  Boston  dailies,  including  the 
Journal,  Advertiser,  iiccord,  Traveler,  Commercial  Bulletin,  all  rcpubli- 
ean  ;  the  Post,  Qlobe  and  Herald,  democratic.  Thesoare  supplemented 
by  our  own  ^'^rT^^^t  dnilii  s.  tlie  Rutland  Herald,  nurJhigton  2^\e6 
J'ress  and  iSi.  Aibam  MMsenger^  all  Republican.  Frotninent  among 
the  weekly  papers  taken  are  the  Vermont  Jimmed  (Windsor) ;  3%e 
Granite  State  Pree  Press  (Lebanon,  N.  II.);  Vertniynf  Watchman 
(Mont}»elii>r);  Woodttock  Standardj  liraiUeboro  Jie/onner;  Matichtt- 
ter  (N.  II.)

The  grantees  of  Hartford,  iit  cuininou  with  titosc  of  all  the  townshipM 
in  Termont,  east  of  the  Qrocn  Hoiintaiiii,were  for  tlio  moat  part  uitizuiitt 
of  Conneotiou(»  and,  with  a  few  exoepdonsi  the  early  «etUen  came  from 
the  same  State  ;  therefore,  for  many  yearg,  the  Oonneoticttt  element  in 
the  population  greatly  predominated.  In  a  paper  road  before  the  Con- 
necticut Valley  llistoricnl  Socicty^by  John  L.  Bieo,  Eaq.,  of  Springfidd, 
Jtfafls.,  in  1870,  the  speaker  snid  : —

tional  govenmumt,ahabituf  thought  which  had  grown  from  that  of  Englishmen 
looking  to  tlm  Tommons  as  their  ]MH-idiar  guardiim  a)?ititrst  tin-  trrntiny  of  tho 
Crown.  In  BhisBacluiHctta,  tliu  long  conllict  lietW(.H>n  the  AHsondily  and  the  Kx- 
eeutlTe  had  rwolted  tai  a  deep-rooted  firejudioe  agafawt  bntli  tho  Executive  and 
the  Judiciary,  and  the  |>eopl«  of  that  CHilony,  at  tiie  ttme  Of  emigration  to  the 
grants,  lind  imbihcd  tin- l  i  licf  that  a  stnt<'  of  jM>i-f<H't  fl««<*urity  and  hn|>[»inPrtK 
wouhl  he  tlteirs  if  tlioy  couM  Im*  |iennitte«l  t<t  elect  annually  all  the  ullicci's  of 
government.  Tlio  inflncneo  of  Jolm  Aihmw,  ami  the  otlier  pnlltit«l  loietttMH  of 
hi*  day»  whudi  gnidually  overcaino  tlmt  Iwlief ,  anivvd  tiM  hilu  to  aflvct  Uio 
radiViiIrt  \v!:n  \v,-ut  to  tin*  gnrnt^.  Tliey  wtre  still  intoxicjiti'd  with  the  idea  that 
the  right  uf  iiuflrage,  and  tlie  town  system,  pure  and  simple,  were  tlie  itnnacea 
for  all  ^lolitical  ills  and  the  >ole  necurity  of  liberty  and  happint^.  Hie  people  of 
Connecticut  had  by  their  charter  the  rig^t  of  mff rage  and  the  privilege  of  elect* 
ing  annually  all  their  offlcors.  Under  this  system  and  the  |ieculiar  blending  of 
church  junl  State  whicli  ohtninetl  in  that  (  olony,  thi»y  hn<l  enjoye^l  ii  >,Tcnt  ihw^rw^ 
of  liappinebs  and  s«:nrity,  i>tiiiociidly  a»  tlie  grejit  majority  of  tliem  were  <»f  one 
religions  fiiith  and  pmctioe.** 

The  vote  in  Hartford  for  governor  prior  to  1808,  ia  not  obUunablo  on 
•ooonnt  of  the  loaa  of  the  town  reoorda  from  1779  to  1802  indndva.  It 
is  evidenf,  however,  that  the  majority  vote  was  given  to  the  BepvMican 
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or  Aulii  .Fectoral  oatlidttfca^  for  Um  roMon  thai  iho  OoniMoiaoai  elonuHit 
in  the  popolatiou  predominiifeed,  and  as  before  atated  tbat  element 
was  inimio^  to  the  ajetrai  of  centraliaatton,  and  regarded  the  federal 
compact  a3  leaaiag  loo  muoli  toward  a  monarchy ;  indeed,  they  bestowed 
upon  the  Federalista  the  title  of  "  BrUUh  partisans,^*  while  they,  in 
turn,  were  derided  by  the  Federalists  as  the  "  French  party"  for  the 
renaou  that  tbp  Ftnncb  uation.  aftrr  ihvowinjr  off  the  yoke  of  royalty, 
liad  proclaim!  <l  i  ropiiblic  "  one  and  mdivisibie,"  or  one f edei'ttl  govem- 
uiout  Hiiatliir  to  tiiuL  uf  tho  United  States.

It  is  with  fealiDgs  of  pl«Miir«  oud  pride  thai  I  am  able  to  record  tbe 
faet  that  a  great  majority  of  the  iiikefatlants  of  Hartftwd  have^  generally 

spealiiog,  been  distioguiBhed  for  au  iatelligest  imderotandiDg  and  wise 
treatment  of  all  the  important  i>olitical  questions  or  issues  tliat  have 
from  time  to  time  engaged  tlieir  nttontioT).  whether  of  a  local,  or  a  more 
extended  inttreHt.  In  all  mnasurcM  that  Imve  conscrvi'd  to  tlio  honor, 
the  (lij^nity,  tho  prosperity  luul  tin-  pori)oluity  of  the  national  j^'ovci  ri- 
meiil,  th&y  have  patriolicaily  scUmI  with  dovotion  to  the  Union,  and  in 
obedienoe  to  the  CooBtitaticm.  Frioar  to  the  Bevolotion  they  were  loyal 
to  the  Brttieh  gOTemmeDt,  until  reaaon  foilsade  a  longer  allegiasoe. 
During  the  New  York  and  New  Hnmpehire  ooniroTersles,  they  were  not 
however  at  first  favorable  to  the  independence  of  Vermont,  and  her  ad- 
misnion  to  tho  Confederation.  During  the  Revolution  thoy  gave  both 
moral  and  physical  support  to  tin-  causo  of  American  independence.  (It 
is  not  known  that  there  was  a  lory  in  the  town  dnrinpf  tbe  eventful 
period  of  the  Revohition.)  Tliey  wore  iute  in  uiiderstaudiug  tbe  value 
of  the  Federal  Union,  but  were  among  the  foremost  in  defending  and 
maintaining  it  when  its  existence  was  threatened  in  1820.  They  then, 
for  the  first  tbne^  became  almost  a  unit  in  their  recognition  of  the  wia- 
dom  and  pntdenee  of  Waishingtoii  and  Hamilton,  and  plainly  saw  that 
>  the  Oonatitution  of  1787  contained  the  requbite  remediee  for  thoae  po- 
litical disorders  which  had  threatened  the  deatruetion  of  all  public  and 
priTSie  credit,  upon  which  depended  tho  porpetnatim  of  the  American 
Union.  Duiing  the  tliirty  years'  oxistenoo  of  the  whig  partj' — 1826-55 
— the  comparativo  vote  of  tlio  wlii^'H  and  democrats  in  Haiifoid  waa  as 
three  to  one.  In  1830,  when  thrc  r  ^niboniatorial  candidates  werflHtarted, 
viz:  Crafts,  national  Republican,  and  Masonic — Palmer,  national  Uepub 
lioan  and  anti-Masonic,  and  Meach,  tbe  D^ocraiio  candidate^  the  vote 
atoodaa  follows:  OraftBp  166;  I'almer,  24;  Heach,  24;  tbe  combined 
republiean  vote  having  a  majority  equal  to  the  vote  cast  for  Orafta. 
(There  was,  no  eleetion  by  the  people,  but  after  thirty-two  ballotings  in 
the  Qeneiial  Assembly,  Crafts  was  chosen.)  In  1838,  tiie  tables  were 
turned  in  fav<Nr  of  Palmer.  He  had  a  majority  of  five  in  Hartford,  and 
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ttf fcer  nine  trinla  id  tlra  CtoneirMl  AaMmUy,  was  aboBai  bj  ft  mftjoriljr  of 

one  vote.' 

Id  1869,  a  lively  conteat  look  place  over  the  election  of  Uvwn  rapra« 
sentntive.  The  first  ballot  dovelopeil  \)w  fact  Ibat  there  were  fifteen 
candidates  iu  the  iiold,  viz:  RepuMn  iujb,  Daniel  O.  Qillett,  N.  B.  Saf- 
ford,  A.  G.  Dewey,  J.  C.  Brooks,  Beujamin  Porter,  Thaddetis  Dutton, 
Allen  Hozen,  Truiuan  H.  Savage,  L.  Pease  and  Edward  iiueoland;  dem- 
oerata,  Selah  Sodtii,  Win.  S.  Gwrtor,  J.  K.  Bdgerton,  A.  B.  Bum  and 
Johtt  Beard.  Ou  (lie  sixth  ballot  the  uomber  waa  reduced  to  tlme»  via: 
Mcaara.  Safford,  darter  and  Qillatt,  who  ware  the  only  caadidatei  from 
the  sixth  to  the  Bixteenth  ballot  After  the  eleventh  ballot  the  meeting 
waa  adjourned  until  the  following  day,  wLcu  voting  was  resumedi  and 
four  additional  ballots  were  taken  without  cilccting  a  choice.  The  re- 
pitblicftim  then  decided  to  unito  on  a  iksw  man,  and  Edward  P.  Sprague 
was  put  ill  iiomiimlion  iu  ojipuHitiou  to  Win.  8.  Carter,  a  conBorvative 
democrat,  than  whom  no  utau  iu  Uaitfotd  was  nioro  highly  respected 
and  beloved.  The  result  was  a  foregone  oonolueion.  Ob  the  seventeenth 
ballot  Mr.  Sprague  waa  eleeted  by  a  vote  of  166  to  167.  It  wee  per> 
feetly  ohvioua  that  Ifr.  Oart^,  though  defeated,  had  reoaived  at  the 
hands  of  several  republicana  a  flattering  expression  of  their  high  regard 
for  hiin  as  a  gentleman  and  a  worthy  olti/.en. 

Tbe  nuinber  of  polls  registered  in  Hartford  is  844.  The  number  of 
legal  voters  exceeds  the  polls  to  the  number  of  twenty,  probably.  It  is, 
therefore,  evident  that  the  stay-at-home  elemeut,  on  election  days,  com- 
prises, on  an  average,  three- fifths  of  the  voting  population.  Iu  other 
words,  this  number  of  voters  reprehensively  shirk  the  duty  and  respon- 
sibility ineambent  on  all  eitiaens  who  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  the 
f  rnnehiae.  What  a  spirit  of  indignalion  would  be  excited  in  the  breasta 
of  the  etay-ot-home  daaa  of  voters»  provided  th|^  were  denied  the  right 
of  suiTragSr  for  ressons  as  trivial  as  the  exooses  they  plead  for  their 
dereliclion  or  evasion  of  dutyl  The  eitizens  of  Hartford,  in  general, 
favor  the  system  of  holding  caucuseH  fur  the  choice  of  delegates  to  rop- 
roRont  them  in  both  State  and  rr  uiit y  (Conventions;  yet,  as  a  rule,  there 
is  a  Hiuprising  paucity  of  voters  iu  attendance  at  all  cauousea  held  in 
this  town. 

Our  lathers  fought,  bled  and  died,  to  secure  the  right  of  representa- 
tion with  taiatioQ.  With  an  intelligent  nnderatanding  of  all  matters  of 
public  interest  and  importance  gained  by  direct  participation,  and  an

even  ai  a  aaerifioe  of  foriniw  and  lifa.  A  negleot  to  att«nd  pnUio  me«t- 
ings  b«ld  for  diBeainunig  meaBurM  of  importanea  relating  to  the  publio 
weal,  and  a  nop^lect  to  attend  town  and  freeinan's  meeting,  and  therein 
axaroising  the  right  of  auffra^c,  is  an  roproheueiblo,  in  prineiple,  as  it 
desertion  from  the  ranks  in  time  of  battle.  The  arbitrary  and  illegal 
methoda  pursued  in  tli«  Southern  States  to  deprive  colot-ed  voters  of 
the  right  of  francliisn,  Ijy  iuUmidation  and  actual  violonue,  is  censured 
and  denounced  in  nn measured  terms  by  all  liberty-loving  people,  the 
world  oyer.  But,  if  tiie  colored  people  of  the  South  wore  free  to  exer- 
cise the  right  of  suffrage,  and  voluntarily  failed  to  do  so  to  tbe  same 
extent  m  do  tbe  Totera  of  Hartford,  shonld  m  not  ebarge  tbera  wilb 
iniensilnlity  to  one  of  tbo  dearest  Uessings  atteodsat  upon  tbsir  emaa* 
eipation  from  elaTery,  and  reasonaMy  feel  that,  so  far  aa  tbeir  personal 
ooodiUon  is  infolred,  they  might  as  well  have  remained  in  slavery ;  un* 
priTileged  to  participate  in  legislation,  and  mtl^jt ct  to  the  ^ill  of  a  few 
masters,  as  to  be  invested  with  the  rights  of  citizenship,  and,  failing  to 
exercise  the  privilof^es,  and  performing  the  duties  thereof,  leave  the 
legislation  aflfecting  tlioii  dearest  interestp,  and  tlie  honors  and  emolu- 
ments of  oiKces  that  bhould  be  confurred  on  and  enjoyed  by  capable 
and  worthy  citizens,  to  the  hands  of  a  few  unscrupulous,  political  backs 
and  ofiioe-seekerB  t

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Qenerally  speaking,  the  firsfc  coneiablehBa  been  the  collector  of  taxes, 
li  ie  his  duty  by  vlrtae  of  ttftalute  law.  For  Mveral  yflart,  however,  in 
the  hiefcorj  of  the  town,  the  office  of  ooUeetor  has  been  a  eqporate  one 
from  that  of  oonetable^  end  eTOn  two  or  more  ooUeelon  have  been  elected. 
Frior  to  181^  two  oomtablee  wore  eleoted;  in  1818  oolj  one  wee 
eieeteds  from  1820  to  ^^^^(),  two;  excepting  the  year  1896,  when  only 
one  was  elected;  1834-5,  two  :  from  1836  to  1861,  btttone;  1861,  one; 
from  1852  to  1887,  only  one  ejvch  year.  * 

Tliia  towu  has  iiuite  often  put  up  the  collection  of  taxes  at  auction, 
the  lowest  bidiler  being  eleoted  constable  luirl  collector  Ju  March, 
1825,  Keubeu  Teuuoy  oilered  to  give  the  towu  a  premium  of  $15  to  se- 
eure  the  office  of  collector  and  coustable ;  O.  H.  Nichols  offered  $22  in 
1886,  and  $40  hi  1882,  and  both  were  elected.  In  March,  1860,  Alfred 
Keel  wae  choien  constable  on  condilioii  that  he  ebould  collect  all  taacee 
for  $G0  pay.  In  1862,  William  L.  Bniggi  constable,  coileoted  all  taatca' 
for  $86  iMj.  In  1868,  the  ooaetable  ooUeoted  for  $80  payi  In  1864^ 
for  $46 ;  hi  18G5,  ^Vm  L  Bragg  collected  for  $99.60  pey.  In  1867-8-9, 
collector  received  $146.00  yearly 

In  1870,  the  collector  received  two  per  cent,  ihf^  lawful  commieaion. 
In  1871,  C.  R.  Whitman  was  paid  $110,  and  iu  1872,  $120.  In  1873,  H. 
N.  Savage  received  $125.  In  1874-6,  O.  R.  Whitman  received  $125 
yearly.  H.  N.  Savage  was  paid  iu  187G-7-8-9,  $125  auuually.  In  1880- 
81,  $200  annually.  Iu  1882,  B.  £L  Simonds  was  paid  legal  conunission. 
In  1883,  J.  Q.  Leaure  was  elected  cduiable  and  coUeotcr,  but  failing  to 
qualify,  H.  N.  Savage  wae  elected  at  a  special  meeting,  and  received  $260 
fcr  collecting  all  taxes.  In  1884,  at  Iforch  meetiiig,  it  was  voted  that 
all  taxes  be  collected  by  the  treasurer.  The  constable  received  in  188i^ 
for  collecting  umarages  of  tsxes,  $10  for  the  first  $100  ;  eight  per  cent 
for  the  second  $100 ;  six  per  cent  for  the  third  $100:  four  percent. 
for  the  fourth  $100;  and  the  statute  rates  for  all  over  $400. 

The  average  per  cent,  of  inj.  ?uinually  raised  in  fov/n  from  1803  to  '86, 
is  shown  in  the  following  resume  made  up  frutu  the  n  okIs  of  the  town 
[the  highway  tax  from  1827  lo  1872  being  adUitiouai  to  that  requited 
by  the  stai  utos.]  From  1803  to  1812,  the  average  ordinary  tax  was  0.6 
oil  tholtHh  1818^26,  ordinary,  2  eoutst  1827-42,  oWlinary,  6.0,  high- 
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wft  v.  3  i  ;  1843-53,  ordinary,  21  2,  highway,  1;  1864-4j3,  ordinary,  3r».5, 
higiiway,  7.0;  1864-68,  ordinary,  1.51,  (no  highway) ;  1869^-75,  ordiimrj, 
70,  highway,  18.7;  187G-85,  ordiuary,  36.3,  highway,  20.  Id  1885,6,7, 
ttie  highway  tax  wm  incliidttd  in  iha  75  oenU  ntiaed  for  debta  nul  eiir- 
rani  rapoiiw;  1888^  total,  50 ;  1889,  total  86  oento.' 

An  extra  tax  of  eigbl  oentoon  thegtMidluik  wm  nuBed  in  18S8  topay 
(or  a  bfidgo  built  over  Wliito  river  at  Weal  Hartfoird,  oompl^tad  that 
jear  at  a  eoet  of  $1481.81  for  nmonry  and  earpantiy.  An  eatra  tax  of 
twenty-five  cents  on  the  grand  list  was  raised  in  1850,  to  pay  for  build- 
ing a  highway  from  Woodstock  station,  on  the  Vermont  Central  rai  road 
to  Taftsville.  The  heavy  rnte  of  Iftxation  from  1860  to  1875  inclusive, 
was  levied  to  liquidate  tlie  wur  debt  of  the  town,  aggregating  $65,020  91, 
together  with. the  ptiyiueiit  made  for  the  lattice  bridge  built  over  White 
river  at  West  Hartford,  costing  86,110.79,  and  the  lattice  bridge  built 
over  aaid  rim  at  'White  Batrcr  Jnnetion,  eoating,  in  litigation  and  too- 
•trofltion,  flS»^.83;  and  the  eost  of  repiuring  simdiy  roada  and 
hridgea  whiah  were  dameged  by  the  remerkable  freahet  of  October  4, 
1869. 

Hie  atinimom  rate  of  taxation  between  1802  and  1887,  was  one  half 
of  one  per  cent  in  1803-4-6-9.  The  maximum  rate  was  reached  in  1Rr.5, 
it  being  900  centa.  In  1864  G7  68,  tlio  ordinary  tax  was  respectively  IdO, 
100  nnd  105  crnts  It  will  hf«  nlisfirved  that  no  extra  highway  tax  other 
Uian  that  hxetl  by  law  was  nuhed  pnor  to  1829,  and  none  from  1864  to 
1869.  The  average  extra  higiiway  tax  from  1827  to  1873,  or  foi  ty  nil 
years,  was  five  cents  yearly.  From  1873  to  1883,  it  was  twenty-five  cento 
yeariy. 

The  following  table  exhibito  the  general  liat  of  the  town  by  decadea, 
from  1781  to  1880»  and  yearly  in  '86^-87,  together  with  the  nnmber  of 
poUa»  the  deductions  made  for  debta  owing,and  the  Uata  for  State  taxee, 
80  fSMT  aa  obtainable  from  exiating  leeorda : 

'  At  the  March  meeting,  iSS<j,  the  town  voted  to  make  the  first  coestaUe  ifae 
collector  of  t'-^xes.  By  statute  law  the  fee  of  the  constable  for  the  cotteciioa  of 
Uxes  is  two  per  cent,  on  the  list.  This  is  decidedly  a  much  more  expensive  system 
than  that  of  collecting  by  the  treawrer,  tlicrefore  the  practical  expediency  of 
dutaging  back  to  the  old  tystem  may  b«  reaioaabty  quetcioocd.  The  CMiom  of 
allowing  a  rebate  on  all  taxes  paid  to  the  collector  by  November  tst,  has  prevailed 
in  this  town  for  many  years,  and  has  prompted  the  payment  of  a  largfc  proportion 
of  the  rate  bills  on  or  t>efore  the  day  of  freeman's  meeting  in  September.  This  has 
obviated,  to  a  considerable  extcol,  the  necessity  of  borrowing  money  to  meet 
current  expenses.  No  provlsioii  was  nade  at  the  last  town  tncaiing  to  eonilniia 
this  jndicioos  measan.

Th%  ratable  propairty  in  HftHfoid  in  the  year  1781  ezoaeded  in  Talne 
Unt  of  any  other  town  in  Windaor  oonnty.  ,In  1870  thie  town  ranked 
tlie  fonrth  in  the  oounty  iu  its  graud  list,  and,  in  the  State,  the  aixiU  in 
per  capita  valuation.    In  1880  it  ranked  the  third  in  its  grand  list,  end 

iho  third  in  population  in  tho  county,  and  iu  the  State,  the  thirteenth  in 
ita  grand  list,  and  tlie  «loveoth  in  its  population  Id  1887  it  ranked  the 
first  in  its  populatiuii,  and  grand  list  in  WindBor  county,  and  iu  ita 
graud  list  iho  olovunth  in  tho  State,  tlioro  boing  but  eighteen  towns  in 
the  State  that  had  a  graud  list  exoeediug  $16,000. 

The  remarkable  inoreaae  in  tlie  Taluation  of  ratable  propei  ty  in  the 
interim  between  1850  and  1880  ie  to  be  attributed,  in  a  large  meaanre,  to 
the  eooatmetion  of  railroade  through  the  town.  It  ia  pertinent  to  aay 
(hat  from  1850  to  1880,  the  incraaae  in  the  valuation  of  the  real  and  per- 
Bonal  eetate  of  the  town  was  $447,582,88,  or  nearly  78  per  cent.,  a  Buia 
equal  to  the  cost  of  grading  the  Vermont  Central  railroad  from  H«ri> 
ford  lino  to  Sharon  line,  and  the  Conne<'ticnt  and  Pasaumpsic  Rivers 
railroad  from  White  "River  Junction  to  Norwich  line.  If,  in  1840,  the 
town  had  gratuitoiifily  contrilmtod  tlio  num  of  $1 00,00ft  to  Bccnro  tho 
construction  of  a  railroad  from  Boston  to  Ogdensburg,  iho  irnchlmenfc 
would  have  been  a  judicious  oue,  for  the  tohhou  that  tho  sum  uamed  at 
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compound  inlerost  (six  por  cont)  would  not  nmount  to  a  sum  equal  to 
that  rojn'cseniing  tlio  iticroftsod  value  of  real  ontnio  piiiico  1840. 

In  1781  the  Goncral  Assoiubl}'  anted  a  tax  on  ftli  lacfls  in  the  State, 
except  public  rit^hts  and  college  lands.  The  form  of  coliectiug  said  fax 
is  shown  by  tLu  f  iluwing  oopj  of  the  wan  ant  issued  to  Asa  Emerson, 
constable  of  Hartford

In  Moj,  1783,  Uio  MnatoUe  sold  luch  porttom  of  the  origiiMl  righto 
q|  JoMph  FollaU  And  John  Bpenoer  at  wero  nooeMuy  to  Mtkfy  the  tox 
and  hia  feoa.  The  loto  were  laid  off  by  Benajah  Strong  and  aold  at 
public  Tondue  to  the  highest  bidder,  Mr.  Strong  being  the  pardiaaer  of 

one  and  Gov.  Marsh  of  the  other. 

In  October,  1812,  the  General  Assembly  at  their  session  in  Montpel- 
ier,  ^mnfed  a  tax  of  one  cent  on  each  aero  of  land  in  the  State,  except- 
ing public  rights,  for  the  purpose  of  dbfiitjing  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment, the  tax  to  be  collected  iu  each  town  by  the  constable,  and  paid 
into  the  treaaory  in  hard  money,  billa  of  the  YeraiontStato  Bank,Tireae- 
turer'e  ]iotea»  ordere  diawn  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  or  ordera 
drawn  by  the  auditor  of  aoeounte  againat  the  Stote.  The  amount  aaaeaaed 
in  Hartf^d  was  t270,  or  on  37,000  aorea.  In  thia  inatanee  the  rato  bill 
comprised  the  name  a  of  318  land  owners.  The  amount  of  individual  tax 
varied  from  one  cent  to  seven  dollars  and  aixty-five  cents.  The  delin- 
quents numbered  thirty-live,  some  of  whom  permitted  their  entire  farms 
to  be  sold  at  vendue.  One  of  these  was  Noa<liah  Gates,  a  well  to-do 
farmer,  whose  farm  comprised  250  acres,  being  that  now  owned  by  Geo. 
C.  liiuckway  in  AVost  Hartford.  Of  course  the  owners  of  said  properly 
redeemed  it  iu  duo  tiuio. 

A  direct  tax  was  laid  by  the  GongrosB  of  the  United  Statee  July  14, 
1706,  for  the  anm  of  two  million  dollara.  Thia  tax  was  oollected  in  the 
fourth  oolleeUon  diatrict  of  Termont,  by  Jeeae  Stoddard  of  Vorwiobi 
There  were  a  few  delinquenta  in  Hartford.  li  appeara  of  record  that 
aeveral  of  the  delinquents  were  non-reaident  oi  the  town,  who.did  not 
Appear  to  pay  their  tax,  in  the  aboTO  named  caaee,  nor  did  thej  all 
redeem  their  lands  thua  sold.

Kot  the  leiMt  among  ottrTmd  duties  i*  that  of  making  a  liberal 
proviuon  for  the  poori  and  the  unfortanate  of  every  hind  in  oar  midst. 
This  town,  in  eonimon  witli  all  other  towns  in  Uto  Stat<^  now  makes  a 
generous  provision  for  the  poor,  and  to  aid  all  who  are  justly  entitled 
to  helfi.  The  old  syslcm  of  selling  tlie  tOWn*S  poor  to  the  lowest  bid- 
der was  rcprelioiisiblo  in  tlu'  extreme.  The  poor  were  then  often  hud- 
dled togt'thcT  like  so  miiiiy  cattle,  without  respect  to  age,  sex,  or  pre- 
vious coinlition,  and  were  treated  in  a  way  that  would,  at  k-aet,  ensure 
to  Uioir  keepers  a  fair  remuneration  when  the  price  bid  exceeded  oue 
dollar  per  week  for  each  pauper.  A  spirit  of  hcartlessuees  uharauter- 
ised  the  notion  of  the  &aAj  setttem  regarding  the  poor.  Hondrsds  of 
families  were  legally  warned  and  driven  out  of  (own  prior  to  1819. 
The  banished  inelnded  the  old  and  the  young,  the  married  and  the 
single,  widows  and  orphans,  all  who  had  not  become  legally  ohargeable 
in  ease  aid  wsis  needed.'  Tlie  last  families  warned  out  wcro  those  of 
Kiuliohis  Hartford,  16th  July,  1817^  and  Jieujamin  Ilarti  June  lotli, 
1817.  Ar  the  coiistabU'R  of  the  town  served  the  warnings,  and  drew 
fat  fees  therefor,  it  is  tiiorc  tl.nn  proliablo  that  they  wore  over-ollicious 
in  the  removal  of  m.«iiiy  who  sliould  have  been  permitted  to  remain. 

The  lirst  precept  issued  by  the  selectmen  of  Hartford  relating  to  the 
eviotion  of  people  from  tlie  town,  was  that  served  on  one  WiUou,  under 
date  of  April  80, 1803,  and  as  the  process  in  tliis  case  was  sinular  to 
that  pursued  in  general,  I  will  here  quote  the  same  pro  fonna,  via.:

The  first  record  made  relating  to  the  poor  was  that  of  tlie  deetion  of 

Abel  ^farsh,  Elijah  Stronj^  find  Daniel  Pinneo,  overseers  of  the  poor,  at 

a  town  nuH'ting  lield  at  the  liotiitc  of  Elijali  Strong  on  the  3d  Tiit»sih»y 

of  May,  1772.    The  town  recortls  from  177>^  to  1h02  arc  not  iu  ihe 

towu  elerk''»  ollice,  nor  have  they  l»i'on  for  several  years,  consequently 

wu  have  no  data  r^^rding  tlio  iH>t>r,  the  number,  cost,  etc.,  from  the 

•cttlement  of  the  town  in  If  04  to  1808,  excepting  what  rulatea  to  warn- 

ing  the  poor  to  leave  town,  and  what  is  roeorded  in  the  "  Selectmen** 

Journal,**  under  date  of  April  SOth,  1770.  Hie  following  U  from 

8i>1e(;tnicn*8  Journal : 

Tlie  first  record  of  an  order  dniwn  for  ilu-  support  of  tlie  |>oor  was 
iu  1770.  It  was  given  to  ]^>njaniin  l*ixU>j^,  April  HOtli,  for  keeping 
Ircna  Danean  (a  ooloroil  jjirl)  nnd  her  cliild,  a  |>ortion  of  ad  year 
(123. n(!),  .il!W>,  to  David  HIiss,  for  keeping  a  black  boy  #2.00.  April 
a*9tli,  IbUO,  Josepli  Marsh,  Jr.,  was  paid  taP.UU,  for  keeping  Hena  Dun- 
can (**  the  black  gal ")  one  year.*  Thb  black  gal,"  was  a  town  charge 
until  March,  1816,  when  she  died,  llena  and  Iier  child,  and  one  other 
child  were  all  tlio  paupers  supporttMl  by  the  town  until  1805,  wl»f»i 
Olive  iiutes  was  added  to  the  number.  In  180G-7  Saphrona  Wood  and 
Thomaa  Drew  were  added  to  the  list. 

Ttio  following  ia  a  reconl  of  a  town  meeting  at  which  Rena  Dnncan 
was  bid  off  by  Jooeph  Marsh,  Jr.:

Let  us  next  turn  to  the  town  records,  whuruj  under  date  of  Sept.  6, 
1608,  we  find  that  at  a  apecial  town  meeUng  held  that  day  for  tlie  piir- 
poae  of  aedng  what  tlie  town  would  do  about  tlidr  public  fauida,  and 
the  tnpport  of  the  poor,  tlie  town  first  voted  to  aell  the  town'ta  poor,  to 
the  lowest  bidder,  and  dien,  and  tliere,  prooeede<l  to  aellTlioniaa  Draw, 
and  he  was  sold  to  Timothy  Bldridge  for  one  dollar  per  week !  I  find 
no  record  relating  to  who  were  overseers  of  the  poor  subse<]uent  to 
1776,  until  March,  1809,  when*  it  is  niiMitioned  that  the  selectmen  are 
overseers  of  the  poor.   Nothing  further  appears  in  the  town  records  on 

'  The  proper  name  of  ihis  j,'irl  was  "Lur.tn.i  Dniikin."  She  wus  the  thiu^luer  cf 
Thomas  Dunkin,  a  well-to-do  cuioreU  riiait,  wliu  uwncU  lot  No.  lu,  ui  the  hrst  ti(tr- 
acre  division,  lying  on  Connecticut  river,  south  <>f  White  river.  He  died  in  1777. 
Lonuia  being  his  only  survin^  relative,  and  bein^  mm  (ompot  mtatisy  she  became  a 
town  chart^e.  On  the  39th  of  December,  1791,  llczekiah  llazco,  Peter  Kider  and 
Snmnel  Ud«lli  seiectmeaof  Hartford,  deeded  lot  No.  lo  (AftyHwo  acres)  10  Mitchell 
Clark,  for  a  constdermilon  of  ^42.00,  **  for  the  toppon  of  Luiana  Dunkla." 
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lliis  Miilil  1 8J  T,  w lieu  Zc'bii Ion  Delano  was  ok'ctx'd  overseer.  In 

1611,  llie  town  voted  to  sell  licna  Duncan,  lo  Elijaii  Mason  at  $2.00 
por  wopk,  Molly  llydor  to  James  Udall  at  11.60  iier  week,  and  the  Sax- 
ton  child  to  Ifilo  Marsh  at  sixty  oenta  per  week.  In  1818,  it  was  voted 
to  place  the  town's  poor  under  the  special  oare  of  the  overseers;  i.e.,  not 
to  sell  them.  From  this  time  forward  until  about  1888,  the  poor  were 
baiictied  about,  like  tennis  balls,  from  place  to  place  under  the  illiberal 
system  then  in  vogue. 

Turuiugonce  more  to  llio  Selectmen's  Journal,  wo  find  Ihnt  Putuiau 
I'roctor  Wilson,  ami  fuiuily.  hocunio  Iowh'h  ]>oor,  in  1811.  Mr.  Wilson 
had  formerly  occupieil  (mk  of  tlio  lr>asoLl  Bcliool-lots,  'No.  14,'  but 
subsequently  luoved  to  i'iaiufield,  N.  U.,  wheie  be  became  insane,  and 
in  1811,  was  brought  to  this  town  from  Plaiufield  by  Luther  Bartholo. 
mew.  From  this  date^  he  and  his  family  were  oared  fix  by  dUIinreiii 
families— Beuben  Hasen*s,  Ben  Fixley*8,  HeseUah  Haaen*!,  and  others. 
In  161ii  it  became  necessary  to  place  Mr.  Wila<m  in  irons,  and  tihe 
selectmen  «nployed  Jonathan  BngbeCk  at  White  Baver  Village^  to  make 
a  chain  and  fooUocks  for  that  purpose.  In  1816,  Feb.  18,  the  selectmen 
gave  an  order  to  Dsvid  Trumbull  for  sawing  plank  for  said  Wilson's 
cage.  The  cage  wan  constructed,  probably,  on  the  premises  of  Benja- 
min Dnituu,'  who  kv\)i.  said  Wilson  from  May  15tb,  1816,  to  22d  Mch., 
1816,  and  probably  until  1820,  when,  according  to  the  fown  records, 
Charles  Piuneo's  house  was  mailo  the  town  poor  house.  In  Mch.,  1821, 
the  town^spoor  were  disposed  of  as  follows : — "  Put  Wilson  and  Charles 
Mattoon  (both  lunatics)  to  Sheldxm  Kewton'a  for  one  year,  at  seven 
shillings  per  week  each;  Diadama  Baifholomew  for  aame  price  to  Har- 
vey Gibbe ;  The  widow  Oarey,  and  her  two  diildron,  at  Oharlea  Fin* 
nooX  lio  io  find  provisione,  and  the  said  widow  to  cook  thmn,  and  I'in- 
Aco  to  liave  the  first  coat  of  provisiona." 

In  Mch.,  1836,  Philemon  Hazen  bid  ofT  all  the  town's  poor  in  one  lot, 

for  oT(o  year,  for  ^HHO.  but  it  is  probable  that  W^ilnon  and  Mattoon 
romamod  utSholdun  Nuwtuu's  until  1832,  and  that  Haul  I iu/on's contract 
expired  in  Mch.  1827,  for  the  reason  that  ordorH  wore  given  to  several 
diuereiit  perfsons  in  1827,  including  two,  of  $100  each  to  Thoman  Ti  f\cy, 
lor  keeping  four  children,  *'  until  Uiey  are  of  age.*'  In  1831,  the  town 
porehased  Walter  Smithes  farm  for  the  poor  farm.   This  farm  is  on  the 

wohI  Bidr  of  Wliiie  river  al»out  two  niili  s  flniitli  nf  West  Hrnffi  id  vil- 
lage. It  was  deeded  to  the  town  Oct.  22,  1831,  the  ]n-ioe  being  $14UU 
for  184  acres,  exclasive  of  sixteen  and  one-half  acres,  belonging  to  Hbm. 
Smith,  whicli  the  selectmen  leased  for  two  years  at  $46  yearly.  April  1, 
183G,  the  Relechnen  leoaed  of  widow  Siuitli  lior  dower,  during  her  natural 
life,  for  $35  yearly,    in  1832,  the  selectmen  contracted  with  Lovell 

ffibbard  to  build  a  new  houae  thereon,  for  whidi  ho  was  paid  $61^  and 
*  Now  the  home  of  Charlci  Hatch. 
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for  an  Apartment  especially  for  Pat  WiIbod,  containiDg  acage,Hud  Hib- 
bard  was  paid  $55  extra.  At  iha  Maroh  meeiiiiff  of  tlia  town  it  was 
Toted  **to  Mt  the  pauper  hooae  into  DirtrieiNo.  16,  aad  that  year,  18B2, 
most  of  the  town's  poor  were  moved  into  the  new  house,  including  Put, 
Wilson  and  Oharlea  Mattoon,  and,  I  think,  another  insane  person, 
laaao  Perry.  These  men  were  raring  crazy  most  of  the  time,  and  there, 
caged  np  like  wild  beaate  in  nanow  filthy  cells,  the  writer  often  nw 
them,  and  viewing  their  flcftnty,  ragp;e<^  nttire,  their  pallets  of  straw, 
and  their  pitablo  couciition,  was  impreHuod  with  the  conviction  that  the 
inhuman  treatment  to  whieh  they  were  subjected,  was  sufficient  of  itself 
to  make  lunatics  of  all  men.  Poor  old  Put.  had soni©  rational  momnnts, 
was  always  pleased  to  see  children,  to  whom  he  would  sing  the  old  song, 
'^Friendehlp  to  every  willing  mind,"  Ae.,  as  often  as  reqoestod. 

In  1880,  MessrsL  John  Strong,  John  Qront  and  Daniel  HaMo,  were 
duNMA  a  eomTwittee  to  confer  with  other  towns  concsfaing  oo-opwttion 
for  the  support  of  the  poor.  If  they  did  thefar  duty,  th«y  made  no 
pttbUc  iiBporL  In  1868,  Hon.  Jcbn  Porter,  town  agent,  sold  the  Smith 
fwm— tinrty  dght  aoras  to  &  fi.  Dimfok  lor  $400,  and  the  balance  of 
about  100  acres  with  buildings,  for  $1900.  The  town's  poor  were  not 
mnoved  from  this  farm  until  about  1866,  when  the  town  purchased,  of 
Jonas  G.  Lampliero,  his  farm  of  160  iicros,  together  with  some  stock 
and  farm  utensils,  paying  about  $6,0U0  therefor.  No  change  haa  aince 
been  nuulu 

The  following  figures  exhibit  the  cost  of  supporting  the  town's  poor 
for  the  years  named  (including  the  insane  poor  at  the  Vermont  asylum,

The  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  is  the  most  important  in  the  administration  of  town  affitiirs.  Its 
duties  are  arduous,  its  responsibilities  weight)-,  and  a  proper  managem^^nt 
implies  a  full  underBtandingof  the  statute  lawn  made  and  provided  for  the 
guidance  of  the  i  ncumbent  of  the  office.  It  is,  therefore,  eminently  just 
and  proper  to  make  the  tenure  of  this  office  dependent  upon  a  humane, 
lodidooB  and  intelligent  management  of  ita  aflUri^  without  fear  or 
fihTor.  Our  dtiMaa  have  exhibited  their  good  aense  by  continning  in 
Oie  offices  of  overBcer  of  the  poor,  town  agent  and  listers  tho  same  men 
year  after  year.  Perhaps  ttie  incombenta  have  not  alwaya  been  wiaely 
■elected,  nor  the  most  <»pable  in  point  of  ftound  sense  and  business 
capacity,  but  the  knowlcr^pro  they  ^^ain  by  experience  renders  them  emi- 
nenlly  senriceable  and  valuable  in  the  aflaira  of  their  respective  offices, 
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md)  tot  this  reuon,  frequent  rotttioii  in  Unee  oIBom  ia  not  good  policif  * 
Perhapfl  the  imne  nay  be  trneas  to  tlie  o0loe  of  MledmeiL 

The  list  of  OTeneere  of  the  poor  from  1772  to  1897  indoaiTfl^  ie  given 
elsewhere.  I  find  that  from  1772  to  1816,  incIuBivo,  the  care  of  the 
iown*B  poor  was  in  the  hands  of  the  selectmen.  In  another  portion  of 
this  InRfory  mny  be  found  a  list  of  the  selectmoi]  of  the  town  from  1765 
to  1887,  so  far  as  the  records  enable  me  to  give  the  incumbents ;  there- 
fore, I  shall  not  repeat  all  of  their  namos  here.  The  first  election  of 
selectmen  took  place  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May,  1772,  at  a  meeting 
held  in  the  house  of  laijah  Strong.  Abel  Idbvsh,  Elijah  Gttroog  end  Dsn* 
iel  Pinneo  were  eleefted.  In  177S,  John  Bennett  end  Ohdstopber  Pease 
were  eledbsd.  In  1774^  Stephen  Tildan  and  Ch^  Joseph  Mardi.,  In 
1776,  Ool.  Joel  Marsh  and  OoL  Joshua  Haaen*  Vtom  ths  last  named 
date  until  Marcb,  1809,  tbcro  is  uo  record  oonowning  who  were  chosen 
selectmen.  In  March,  1809,  Philemon  Hazen,  Freegraoe  Leavitt  and 
Elijah  Mason  wero  cboson  selectiuon  aud  overseers  of  the  poor.  The 
next  mention  of  ovorsoers  of  tbo  poor  appears  under  date  of  March, 
1811,  and  Ro  on  to  1817,  when  a  departure  from  the  former  custom  was 
made  and  the  oiBoe  was  entrusted  to  one  persoji  for  many  years  there- 
after.

The  United  Brethren  Iiodge»  No.  21,  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  Hartford,  Vi, 
celebrated  its  seventy-fifth  annivergarr  and  tenth  annual  sociable  on 
Wcdnrsdny,  Oct.  12,  1887  In  1878,  the  brethren  of  this  lodge,  ani- 
mated  by  the  noble  purpose  of  enlarging  the  sphere  of  brotherly  inter* 
course,  and  fraternal  regard,  that  should  characterize  the  life  of  all  mem- 
bora  of  the  Masonic  ciaft,  inaugurated  a  sfcries  of  MaHouic  sociables,  to 
be  hold  annually  under  the  auspices  of  the  lodge  at  its  home  in  White 
BiTer  Tillage. 

The  first  sociable  was  held  on  the  8th  of  Msroh,  1878,  and  proved  to 
be  a  notable  and  ezeeedingly  pleasant  ereni  The  interest  eraatad  in 
thaae  aociablaa  baa  bean  inoreaaing  ataadilj  with  eaob  year,  and  it  is  safe 

to  aaj  that  this  interest  haa  readied  a  pohit  beycmd  the  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  all  who  pai  tioipated  in  the  inauguration  of  the  |dan, 

while  those  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  participating  in  the  cxercih*»s 
of  the  annual  reunions  hnxp  been  morp  than  nrer  deeply  impressed  with 
tlip  conviction  that  Fr*  * maHOiiry,  m  itn  better  jlHrt^,  makes  of  the  whole 
liuiuau  race  one  family  of  brothers,  united  by  wisdom,  labor  aud  love. 

Pleasant  and  oool  weather,  and  the  antieipation  of  a  good  time,  in- 
dnoed  a  large  attendanoe  npon  the  oeoaaiim  of  the  tenth  annual  sodable. 
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Seventeen  lodges  were  repreaented,  inchuling  brethn  n  from  the  States 
of  New  Hampfihirft,  MuHFafhusetta  and  Now  York.  The  very  inleiest- 
iug  programme  arrangtid  for  this  anniversary  and  sociable  was  fully  and 
succABsfuUy  carried  out.  At  3.30  p.  m.,  a  lodge  was  opened  m  due  lonn 
in  the  third  degree  in  Maaons*  ball,  Bro.  Qeo.  F.  Flaudem  in  the  east.

The  worshipful  maflter  neit  introdnred  Bro.  N.  W.  White,  who  read 
a  historiRal  sketch  of  Uiixted  Brethren  Lodge,  cov«  ring  a  period  of 
sevcnty  fivc  yt  ju  h.  This  waa  liHteneti  to  with  a  great  expreflsion  of  in- 
tereati  and  the  historian  must  have  felt  highlj  gratified  by  the  commen- 
datiotti  paaaad  nprni  bla  alTorl  The  following  is  an  abatraol  of  the 
aketeh:

Thisc«»m> 
nittee  werehistmoted  to  rqmt  at  an  adjonmed  meeting  to  be  held  Uie  flnt  Mun* 
day  hi  Oolober  fSDlIowfaig  at  tiie  same  plaoe.

At  fi  o'clock,  p.  M.,  the  brethren  were  cnlled  from  lalx>r  to  rofrt*thnient,  and 
soon  iiftfr  n-paiieil  to  the  dining  hall  of  Pease's  iiotti,  \vli(»re  mine  host,  Davis, 
treated  them  to  a  bant^uet  wliich  in  quantity  and  quality  fully  sut«tained  his  rep> 
ntatton  as  a  flnt«laaa  caterer  to  tlie  wants  of  tlte  toner  man,  and  elicited  at  tlw 
same  time  comments  highly  complimentary  to  the  amiable  hoateae,  whoM  hand 
was  evident  in  the  preimrntion  of  the  <lainty  menH  acrvcil  on  this  occasion.  Tito 
poet-prandial  exercises  took  place  in  Masons'  liall  commencing  at  7:80  p.  u.,  and 
oanaiited  of  sentiments  and  responses,  remlnisoenoes,  abort  addressee,  etc,  under 
flie  direction  of  Bro.  W.  H.  S.  Wliitcomh,  of  Burlington,  toaetmaeter,  who  per* 
formed  tlie  diitii'»  of  that  office  in  his  usual  felicitous  style.

During  the  timt  eightei-n  inontlisof  its  existence  lliiit  lodge  wiu  in  a  flourislting 
omdition,  but  by  degrees  tlie  interest  at  ftntt  uuuiiftsittid  in  Uie  meetingii  tmbsideil, 
taoAt  ae  eerif  aa  Beplamher  6th,  18TS,  the  beginningof  the  end  of  theexiatenoeof 
tlie  l.xlge  liecame  apr>iirtMit.  The  number  of  mcmhers  wag  then  fifty-niiii'.  Tk-c. 
13th,  1875,  Mr.  R.  W.  Morris  olTeretl  the  following  resolution:— "  Rest)! vi  .i,  That 
this  lodge  mirrcuder  it8  charter  and  dissolve."  This  was  not  carriMi,  but  Dec. 
9Ttfa,  1875,  the  lodge  utumimoiiHly  Toted  to  diMoiveu 

In  January,  1879,  a  movamant  was  made  to  organise  mioihef  lodge  of 
Good  Templars.  On  fha  lOik  of  JMniacy,  H.  H.  firjanti  BUto  Deputy, 
orgiuiiied  a  lodge  loiown  aa  mriendsliip  Lodges  No.  179."  Thia  lodge 
had  a  ahori-liTad  eslatenoa.  The  reoorda  of  iho  lodgo  do  aoi  diadoae 
the  caoaea  that  led  to  ita  diaaolution.  It  is  slated,  however,  that  otiUty 
to  tbe  cause  of  temperance  was  not  the  rule  of  action  with  many  mcm- 
berH  of  tbo  lodgo,  and  tbat  tbeir  conduct  brought  reproaoh  upon  the 
lodgOi  which  hastened  iU  diaaolution. 
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THK  WAB  or  1812. 

War  with  England  was  declared  by  act  of  Ck)DgreF8  of  June  18,  1812. 
Two  months  provioup.  April  10,  1812,  Congress  authorized  llio  Presi- 
dent to  doUich  100,000  iinlitia  to  be  organized  and  held  in  readiness  to 
iimrcii  al  a  juinuto's  notice,  and  to  servo  nix  njontba  after  arrivintr  at  the 
placo  of  rendezvous.  May  28, 1812,  tlie  Secretary  of  \Var  appointed 
8,000  to  YermoDt  On  the  Isi  of  May,  1812.  Got.  Oaliuh»  ordered  and 
diroetod  Uiai  this  deUohmeni  of  Yermoot  militia  should  form  one  brig- 
ade io  womak  of  four  regimanka,  to  bo  formed  into  ton  oompaniea  eadi 
—eight  of  infantry,  one  of  artillwy,  and  one  of  caTalr7<-<and  to  be  fur- 
oiabed  from  the  WToral  militia  diTiaiona,  ineluding  that  to  whioh  the 
ujilitia  of  Hartford  belonged. 

There  ie  no  evidence  in  our  town  records  of  the  existence  of  a  mili- 
tary organization  in  the  town  prior  to  June,  1813.  NeT«>rtheles8,  it  is  a 
fact  that  for  mfiny  years  before  Hiis  tiinn,  in  conformity  to  the  laws  of 
the  State,  all  Llio  able  bodied  citizenH  of  the  town  botwcon  the  ages  of 
18  and  wore  unrolled  members  of  the  militia,  and  that,  at  leaat,  two 
GOmpauios  of  infantry  had  existed  in  the  town  for  seToral  years  before 
the  war  of  181i.  The  order  Gov.  Galuaha  wasreipoiided  to  promptly, 
and,  donbtleBs,  the  detached  militia  that  marched  to  the  defence  of 
Plattabuigh,  oomprieed  members  of  the  militia  of  Hartford.  Not.  (i, 
1812,  the  L^giafaiture  passed  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  rainng  of  a  to1< 
unteer  cwps,  for  the  serrioe  of  the  United  States,"  consisting  of  sixty- 
four  companies  of  infantry,  two  of  artillery,  and  two  of  cavalry,  to  be 
diTided  hitohrigadeB,  for  whioh  thegorsrnor  and  council  appointed  the 
necessary  officers. 

Among  the  captains  of  irfnniry  flocffd  for  thin  corpR,  wns  Tjiouel 
tldall  of  Hartford.  Thia  corps  pri>bul>l  v  coubiBled  of  pcri  houh  who  wore 
exempt  from  miiitaiy  duty — "friondH  to  their  country,  and  its  Gonatitu- 
tion,  to  liUsmof  ptaee,  guietj  and  good  ord«r,"— in  brief,  a  police  for  the 
supproasion  of  Insttrreetion,  repelling  ittTasion,  etc 

I  rsgret  thai  completo  rolls  of  the  detadied  militia  of  Iburtlord,  snd 
her  TOlunteers,  both  oiBcers  and  priTatse,  in  the  war  of  1813,  cannot  be 
given  in  this  history.  These  roUe  are  not  in  our  State  ardhivsa,  and,  if 
they  are  depoeited  in  Washington,  they  are  not  obtainable  except  bj  a 
tedious  process  of  circomloeuiion,  which  renders  tlie  attempt  impracti- 
cable.

9,  1812,  dinotad  the  node  of 
detaehing  the  auUtift  for  Mrvioe  in  ttie  irar,  and  required  the  aeleolmen 
of  eaoh  town  ia  tha  State  to  foiniah  the  non4oniiniaaioaied  offioere, 
mneidana  ai^  inrifatea  their  reqieotiTe  towna  iiith  anna  and  equip* 
ments,  if  unable  to  arm  and  equip  themselves,  also  a  knapaaok^'and 
blanket  to  each,  also  camp  utenaila,  eartridgea,  flints,  rations  aoffioiant 
for  each  dataehment  to  reudetvoui)  and  tranapoirtation  for  necaaaavy 
baggage. 

By  refereuc«  to  a  book  known  as  "  Tiio  yeloctiueu  h  Book,"  which  is 
used  by  that  board  of  ofticeis,  principally  for  the  record  of  orders diawn 
by  them  ou  the  *,o\9n  Ueaaurer  for  the  liquidation  of  sundry  expense 
bills,  I  find  the  following  items  relating  to  the  war  of  1812-18-14 : —

At  the  opening  of  the  hito  civil  war  Vorinonthail  no  niilitarj'  oi-gnuiza- 
tion  of  an  efTeclive  character, — nothing  better  than  a  few  uiiBkillt^d  eom- 
pauies  of  uniformed  militia  in  some  of  her  principal  village);  Tlu  !lL^v8 
of  the  State  requiring  the  listers  to  make  returns  of  citizeua  who  were 
Bubjeet  to  do  military  duty  was  not  properly  obeerved.  Oonsequenily, 
irhen  it  becKroe  evidrat  that  a  requiaition  for  troops  might  be  made 
upon  Yermonty  the  Ooiemor  of  the  State  found  no  reliable  data  mm  to 
the  nnmber  of  ottisena  enrolled  undw  the  prOTidona  of  the  law.  He 
therefore  issued  an  order,  dated  January  26th,  1861,  requiring  the 
olBoera  charged  with  the  duty,  to  make  returuB  of  the  enrolled  militia, 
and  at  the  eame  time  he  iaeued  a  general  order  requiring  the  eommand- 
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ing  olSoon  of  the  aDiform«d  miUtb  oompuiies  io  ndopt  immotm  for 
filling  ▼acondoBi  •md  to  hftve  thdr  men  properly  drOled  and  tuuformed. 
Bui  a  fow  oompainee  complied,  and  but  little  was  accomplished,  until 
the  people  were  nwftkouctl  to  a  lively  seuse  of  their  duty  and  responsi- 
bility by  tiie  requisition  leceivotl  by  tolegrapli,  from  the  Sprretary  of 
war  upon  the  Governor  of  Yeiiuout,  April  15,  IBfSl,  for  one  rogimtnt 
of  infantry,  being  the  quota  for  Vermont  of  the  76,0UU  troops  called  for 
by  l^esident  Lincoln's  proclamation  of  that  date. 

Oor,  rairbaoln  immediately  iasued  a  prodatnatlon  fw  a  epeoial  eea- 
aiou  of  the  LegisUture^  and  abo  orders  for  detailing  ten  oompaniea 
from  the  uniformed  militia,  and  for  fnmiahing  the  regiment  with  its 
oatfii  The  Iisgialatttre  aMembled  at  the  oapitol  April  SSd,  when  Gov. 
Fairbanks  delivered  an  address  before  the  joint  assembly  upon  the 
dulics  of  the  oitizms  of  Vcnnont  to  rally  at  once  for  the  protection  of 
the  Union  and  tho  integrity  of  the  general  governjnenl,  and  then 
infornifd  i)io  uHRrnibly  thiit  under  the  call  for  the  miiilia  of  the  several 
8tntc8  of  the  Union,  the  (jiiola  required  of  Vermont  WAS  one  regiment 
of  seven  hundred  and  eighty  ofticers  and  pnvutefl. 

Ou  tho  25lh,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  appropriating  ;i;l,000,000 
for  arming,  &c.,  the  militia  of  Vermont;  and  on  the  26th,  oertain  other 
aete  woro  iNuaed,  for  organiriu^'  and  paying  the  above  named  regiment, 
alao,  **  an  aot  to  provide  for  raising  «x  special  regimenta  teat 
aerviee  for  proteeting  and  defending  the  oonatitution  and  Union.**  The 
re^misiUlity  of  raising,  organi/jug,  equipping,  arming  and  anbaisting 
the  regiments  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Governs,  wittl  authority 
to  draw  his  warrants  on  tho  State  treasurer  for  all  expenditures.  The 
Legislature  adjourned  ou  the  27th,  and  on  the  same  day  a  general  order 
was  isaupd  by  iho  conittmndor-iu  chipf,  desigimting  tho  conipanioK  do- 
tnilnd  fur  lii  ni  r»'tTinient,  and  reciuiriug  them  to  hold  theniHolveB  iu 
readiueHB  to  inarch  to  the  place  of  rendezvous,  to  be  thereafter  desig- 
nated, on  twenty-four  bours*  notice. 

On  the  8d  day  of  May,  the  first  ri^iinont  was  musUMnod  in  Bntland 
under  tlie  command  of  Col.  J.  W.  Phelps  and  Lieut.  P.  T.  Washburn, 
and  oil  the  Dili  it  l«ft  its  cncampnioiit  for  Old  Point  Gomforl.  On  tho 
fill  of  May  cominiRsions  were  issued  for  rooniiling  the  2d  and  3d  rcgi-  * 
mciils  of  voluntforH  for  I  hree  years*  sorviec,  or  during  the  war.  Tliese 
rcgiuuMits  wore  quickly  filled  and  were  mustered,  the  2d  in  Burlington, 
and  the  3d  in  St.  Johnsl>tiry,  The  '2d  regiment  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Henry  Whiting  nnd  faeiit.-Col.  (t.  F.  Stannard,  left  tiieir  encani])- 
mont  for  Wa^hingtuii  city,  Jinie  24lli,  and,  not  one  month  later,  partici- 
paU'd  in  the  battle  of  Dull  iiun,  aud  there  sufFerud  tho  loss  of  sixty -six 
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men,  in  killed,  wouruled  :itid  prisonvra.  The  2d  and  3d  reginMnU  were 
armed  with  EnHcld  ritie  muskets. 

The  hisiory  of  the  3d  regiment  is  of  greater  interest  to  the  people  of 
Ilartford  than  that  of  any  other  Vermont  regiment  for  thu  reiuiun  thut 
Co.  F  WM  oompoeed  largely  of  iKildiora  raiaod  in  this  town.  The  3d 
t^hnent  remunod  in  oamp  in  St.  Johnsbiuy  antil  the  S4th  of  Jnly. 
Dnring  the  time  of  thdr  eneampiiuMit  in  that  j^aoe,  there  were  between 
SOO  and  800  cases  of  measles,  and  aWout  fifty  men  were  unfit  for  aerrice 
when  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  the  front.  Tlie  regiment,  nnder  the 
command  of  Col.  W.  F.  Smith,  and  Lient.-Col.  B.  N.  Hyde,  arrivpd  in 
"Washington  city  July  '-'"tli,  nml  was  at  once  ordered  forward  to  Clmin 
Bridge.  Ueic  tlip  men  li  l  iiin»ortaiit  siTvico  in  niakiiij^  nlK!-[ii(.s  ami 
foiiuing  iiitrennlmu'iits  ou  rlic  Maryland  .side  of  tho  rotomao,  and  were 
subsequently  sent  into  Virginia  without  tents,  being  near  the  enemy, 
and  for  ten  consecutive  days  and  nights  bivouacked  while  constructing 
the  €iAall{s  and  earth-works  at  Fort  Maroj. 

Company  F  went  to  the  front  in  command  of  Capt  T.  O.  Seaver, 
let  laent.  Samuel  B.  Pingree  and  8d  Lieut.  Edward  A.  Chandler.  For 
a  roater  of  tlio  voiunleon  from  the  town  dnring  tlio  oivil  war  tlio  raniler 
is  referred  to  the  abstract  taken  from  Adjutant  General  Washburn's 
mptat,  which  follows  the  record  of  the  mnnicipal  legislation  of  the 
town,  on  tliis  subject. 

During  the  war  of  the  rt'bellion,  the  military  record  of  Ilartford 
compared  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  town  in  the  State.  Every 
encouragement  was  offered  to  the  general  government,  every  caU  for 
troops  was  freely  and  promptly  responded  to.  TtMoo  were  rebel  sym- 
pathisers in  the  town,  bat  these  were  men  of  bnt  UtUe  intelligence,  and 
were  regarded  with  feelings  of  pity  rather  than  of  oontemfrt.  The 
bowd  of  sdeetmen,  consisting  of  A.  O.  Deirey,  Thaddons  Dntton  and 
Daniel  O.  Gillett,  was  an  able  and  efficient  one — the  ri|^it  men  in  tlw 
right  place,  and  they  were  grnerously  and  enthusiastically  supported 
by  the  majority  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the  town,  notably  among 
whom  were  Samnol  E.  Pingree,  William  S.  Carter,  Drinicl  Needham, 
Dr.  J.  H.  Piatt  and  Darius  Rust.  At  the  rt-tpiest  ot  8.  K.  PingtxMj, 
T.  O.  Seaver  was  sent  to  Hartford  as  a  recruiting  ofticer,  but  not  until 
Mr.  Pingree  and  otltens  had  succeeded  in  sucuring  over  eighty  men  for 
service,  fifty-seven  of  whom  wore  citiscns  of  this  town.  Enlistineuui 
were  commenoed  May  Sth,  18S1.* 

'  The  original  roll  of  enlislments  for  Co.  F,  Third  Rcgi.  Vi.  Vols,  is  on  file  in 
the  custody  of  Hon.  S  E.  Pingree,  Town  Clerk  uf  Hartford.  One  hundred  and 
UiirtyHhree  signaturei  appear  on  said  roll,  of  which  number  104  were  affixed  be- 
fore tlie  compaDj  was  mustered  into  iervi<x ;  the  balance  were  added  alter  ike 
compaoy  went  to  die  front.  Many  were  rejected  on  anffeon's  eanminstlon. 
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In  ordor  to  •how  what  aotioii  was  taken  by  this  town  to  furnish  its 
qnota  of  men  fo»  inilitary  servioe  daring  tbo  rebellion,  it  is  deemed 

propot-  lu  qitolo  from  tl)o  rucunis  of  tho  town,  cvorj  smt  of  innnidpal 
legislation  by  the  town  duriug  that  eventful  period,  together  with  com- 
plete rolls  of  all  men  furnished  by  the  town,  as  shown  by  the  report  of 
the  Adjutiint  (ireiM  i  fil  of  the  Stato.  This  with  the  records  of  the  Hart- 
ford Memorial  Asdociatioii,  will  serve  as  a  valuable  memorial  for  all 
coming  time. 

Ou  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Sumpter,  the  cit- 
isens  of  the  town  manifested  their  pfttriotini  bj  taking  BMMUKnres  to 
form  a  Tolunteer  etunpany  of  infantry  ready  to  respond  to  the  litat  eall 
of  the  President  for  troops.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  written 
agreement  enteted  into  on  Uiat  oooasion  and  the  names  of  the  aabserib* 
sra  thereto,  ris : —

At  a  special  tow  ii  meeting  Iteld  Atimist  IGtli,  18«i2,  tlie  town  voted 
to  rutify  the  aotion  of  tiiu  selectmen  in  offering  a  bounty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars to  each  able-bodied  man  who  shoul<l,  on,  or  before  Aug.  istli,  1.802, 
culist  into  the  aerviee  of  the  United  States,  the  bounty  to  be  paid  when 
ho  was  aeucplcd  and  niiistorcd  iiit4»  Kcrvioo.  (Twonty*four  men  had 
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ftl ready  enlisted.)  It  was  also  voted  that  tlie  Bolectmen  should  continue 
to  pay  $50.00  bounty,  and  guarantt'C  the  payinont  of  wvon  «1o1);uh  per 
month  to  eftch  soldier,  if  the  State  failed  to.  It  having  bt-cn  suggested 
by  the  Bclectmen  that  the  additional  number  of  vo1unti»cr8  called  fur 
would  be  at  lea«t  thirty-three,  odera  to  (tay  the  roquired'bouiiLy  \t  eru 
niade  as  follows  :   John  Portor,  $5.00  en«1i  to  the  Unt  five  vahintocuni.

-  At  tbe  ftmiiial  Uareli  mmting,  tlio  town  ratifiod  all  former 
dotoge  of  the  leleotmen  in  pejing  bonntieo  nnd  other  eKpeoiee  in  nus- 
ing  and  forwarding  volunteers  for  the  ^venth  and  Sixteenth  legi- 

ments  of  Yermont,  and  making  provisioua  for  paying  the  nine. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  August  8th,  1863,  the  town  instructed  the 
aelectmon  to  pay  the  aum  of  $300  tn  ench  (lrnftf'>1  man  who  might  go 
to  Iho  wRi  from  ibiu  town,  or  furaishoil  au  aooeptuble  aubatitute,  to  be 
paid  uii  iiib  being  mustered  in. 

At  a  special  meeting  Nov.  28,  1863,  the  seleoimen  were  instructed  to 
ndae  the  quota  of  men  aaaeoied  by  general  order  of  Nor.  2d  inat,  and 
pay  a  boonty  not  to  axeeed  $800,  and  pledge  Um  oredit  of  the  town  iw 
tho  money;  and  alao,  voted  to  raiaeaa  extra  tax  of  fifty  oanto  on  the 
d'lllar  toward  paying  said  bounty. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  IVM,  the  town  voted  to  pay 
drafted  men  who  entered  tbe  United  States  serrioeb  furnished  substi- 
tutee,  or  paid  oommutation,  $3'25  each,  upon  surrendering  the  dis- 
charges, and  becominpf  legally  liable  to  aaother  draft  within  thirty  dnys 
— otherwise  the  Bum  of  $100  each.  Also  authorized  selecimea  to  offer 
$301)  Ijounty  until  March,  18G5. 

At  a  Bpecial  meuLiug,  Aug.  Dili,  1864,  tbe  Bciectiaeu  were  instructed 
to  proeure  the  men  to  fill  the  town's  quota  for  the  last  call  for  600,000 
men,  the  amount  of  bounty*  time  of  servioe,  and  way  of  raiaing  tho 
money  to  pay  bounties  being  left  discretionary  with  the  seleetmen.  It 
was  Totsd'to  raiae  200  oenta  on  tlio  d<dhur.

B.  E.  Piugree  were  elected  a  conimittee  to  inquire  into,  and  repoi-t  as  to 
who  had  been  paid  for  going  to  the  war,  or  sending  Bubstitutea ;  also  as 
to  those  who  went  for  nothing,  and  as  to  how  much  each  olass  ought  to

an  HIBTORT  OF  HARTFORD. 

HABTFORD  MSMOSTAI.  ASSOCTATIOIT. 

This  association  was  born  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  surviving 
aoidiera  of  the  late  civil  war,  who  went  from  Kirtford,  to  properly 
lionorand  porpotuata  tlio  memoiy  of  thoM  of  ilieir  oomradoe  who,  in 
the  honr  of  the  nation's  groatest  peril,  enlisted  from  this  town,  and  lost 
thdr  lives  in  defense  of  the  Union.  It  is  but  simple  justice  to  say  that 
those  who  enlisted  from  this  town  were  ohieflj  men  of  intelUgenee  and 
sustained  a  good  moral  obaraoter ;  and  (hat,  in  the  hour  of  trial,  they 
proved  to  be  brave,  true  and  faithful  soldiers.  They  left  their  fire- 
sides, their  kindred,  their  bnainess,  all  that  was  dear  to  ihem,  and  went 
forth  to  endure  the  liardshijia  of  inilitm  y  r\  Icr,  in  ofunp  and  garri'^oii, 
jOn  tented  Huld,  and  in  toilaomc  inarclu;s.  1  liey  Hullered  frr)ni  oxposurc 
to  extremes  of  hoat  and  cold  ;  from  privations  of  food  and  raiment ; 
from  disease;  trom  wounds  received  in  tnany  a  terrible  conilict  facing 
a  stubborn  foti,  and  many  there  met  death  and  found  graves  far  away 
from  home,  with  not  one  loving  bam!  to  esse  tliMr  pathway  to  the 
tomb.*

The  aorvivOTB  who  served  ont,  faitlif nlly,  their  terms  of  enlistmmit, 
returned  to  their  homes,  and  a  nsefol  eitisenship,  and  not  a  few  of 
those  have  received  sneh  honors  and  gifts  from  tlie  liands  and  hearts  of 
their  fellowHUttiens,  as  a  grateful  people  may  well  bestow  as  the  reward 

of  patriotism. 

Bnt  we  owe  a  great  debt,  and  unstinted  honor,  to  tliose  who  foil  in 
battle.  Their  lieroic  deeds  should  be  transmitted  to  coming  genera- 
tions in  song  and  story,  on  enduring  monuments  of  marble  and  in  the

Hartford  cemoterjr  to  deooirate  the  graves  of  their  fallen  oomrades  with 
dowers.  After  perfonnttig  this  memorial  servioo  a  brief  addms  was 
made  by  Col.  S.  Fingree,  tipon  the  duUea  whicli  the  sarviving  sol- 
^  diers  owe  to  their  dead  comrades,  and  npon  his  moUon,  a  temporary 
organisation  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  perpetuating  the  proper 
obsenraaoe  of  decoration  day.  Capt.  A.  W.  Davis,  0th  Vt.  Begt.,  was 
chosen  president  ;  Capt.  J.  Aiken,  4th  Vt.  Rcgt.,  set^rctary;  Col.  S.  K 
Pingn  r,  3d  Vt.  Rcgt.,  Mnj.  A.  .T.  Grover,  1st  Vt.  Civ.,  and  Lieut. 
IC,  II.  Nyi\  (ilh  Vt.,  exc'Liilivo  cmnniitler.  'VU'ih  aicuting  wjw  adjotinu'd 
to  iiit'ct  at  thu  said  cemetery  the  first  Saturday  iu  May,  1881,  for  the

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Tlra  litniHO  of  Sli'|>livii  Tlhluii,  lo«iiio«l  two  iniloa  abovo  WliitQ  liiver 
villngo,  OH  Uio  iiortli  iihIo  of  Whilo  river,  was  tlcMgitntod  as  mi  nlanii 
pout  during  tlio  Revolutionary  war.  Not  long  sinoe  I  was  permtttod 
to  inspect  the  old  Qneen*e  arms  gnn  whidi  Mr.  Tildeu  kept  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting,  in  times  of  peace,  but  whioh  he  used  during  the 
war  to  alarm  the  settlement  in  time  of  danger,  and  calling  the  settlers 
togotlier  for  action.  Tlie  first  time  Uiis  gun  was  used  for  the  last 
uiinH'd  |Hu-|iosc,  was  on  tlu;  mornino^  of  Oct.  16,  1780,  wlicn  tJio  Indians 
invaded  itoyalton.  Tiie  news  of  the  attack  iijion  that  village  was  an- 
nounced to  Mr.  Tildon  by  Dr.  Phiiieas  Parklnirst  of  Lebanon,  N.  II. 
Dr.  I'arkhurst,  then  a  young  man,  liad  gone  to  RoyaUon  on  the  19th 
July  to  sec  his  sweetheart.  The  Indians  made  an  attaok  on  tlie  town 
very  early  tlie  next  morning,  and  Dr.  Parkliunt  eonridered  it  best  to 
take  leave  of  liis  diarmer.  On  attempting  to  escape,  the  disciple  of 
i^Ssculapius  lost  his  liat,  but  got  a  bullet  in  exofaango.  Though  seri- 
ously wounded,  he  mounted  his  hone,  and  putting  spurs  to  the  animal, 
elwkd  oaptnre  by  out-riding  John  Gilpin  on  his  way  homeward.  When 
he  arrived  opposite  to  Mr.  Tilden^s  tavern,  the  doctor  shouted  the  un- 
welcome news,  and  not  many  minutes  hitcr  the  old  "  Queen's  Anns " 
null?  <»ut  (lie  iK-edftil  warning.  A  eonipatty  of  militia  stat  led  to  join 
in  tint  defenHe  of  Uoyulton,  hut  failed  to  re:ich  there  in  seasou  to  bo  of 
any  mTvicc.

INClDtlNTS  OF  TliE  KAIU-V  IIISTOKY  i)K  HARTFOBD. 

(Tim  (ullowlnglettorwu  written  by  xhf  h\u-  Hon.  Roawell  Mwwli,  a  gnuidaori  of 

Oov6i*nor  Joue^ili  Manili.) 

RTEunRNvrMR,  O.,  April  18,  1870. 

DfUR  Sib: — It  probable  I  have  as  much  personal  and  traditional 
knowledge  of  the  early  Betilemont  of  Hartford  an  my  onu  now  living. 
There  are  but  a  few  now  living  older  than  I  am,  who  wore  born  in  Hart- 
ford. I  was  born  in  Iliirtford,  in  Junuary,  1703,  and  wlien  I  was  olil 
enough  to  take  a  Uvely  iut«re8t  in  whatever  related  to  the  eai'lv  eveuto 
in  the  town,  hmmI  of  the  first  eeiUers  were  living.  My  g»ndfallier*8 
houTO  was  a  plai^-e  of  much  resort,  and  early  events  were  the  standard 
topic  of  oonTeruation  as  grave  matters,  and  for  anecdote.  *  *  *  «  • 

jfost  of  the  proprietora  were  from  Lebanon,  Ot  l%e  pfam  for  tho 
parohase  and  the  division  of  the  town  was  made  in  Lebanon,  and  llie 
propriotary  rnoof  itigs  ■worn  hold  tlioro  for  Hf>v»>rti)  years.  Many  of  the 
proprietora  did  not  remove  to  Hartford,  but  hohi  uul  tlioir  sharoB  voiy 
cheap.  Some  of  Um  tmt  lands  were  bought  for  uno  Hliilling  per  sore.' 
Very  erroneoiifl  i<l«>f\H  existed  hh  to  thn  quality  of  the  land. 

The  lirBt  seLileinent  was  mndu  at  the  mouth  of  White  Itiver,*  the  next 
on  the  Queohce  meadows.  Abol  and  Blishm  Harsh  settled  in  Quechee 
in  1772-73.  My  father,  when  eighteen  years  old  went  «rp  to  Quechee 
in  the  spring  of  1774,  and  raised  some  corn  on  an  island.  The  rest  of 
the  f  smuy«  inoluding  nine  other  children,  moved  there  in  the  fall  of  the 
same  year. 

The  first  grist-mill  was  built  in  Quediee  by  Klisha  Alarsli.  He  sold 
the  mill  in  1813  to  lilstthew  Ransom,  a  carpenter  and  joiner  who  had 
lonjf  lived  by  tho  burying  ground.  Daniel  Gushing  afterwards  owned 
tlio  mill.  You  will  find  an  early  deed  of  a  clothier's  shop,  from  Lionel 
UduU  to  Elisha  Marsh.  Isaac  Marsh  carried  on  the  clothing  mill  until 
he  became  deranged.  Bleaier  Harwood,  from  Pittsford,  tlien  bought 
tho  mill,  and  after  some  years  sold  to  Abel  Penfield,  who  sold  to  a  com- 

£any  which  enlarged  the  mill  and  introduced  spinning  and  weaving, 
liberty  Baymond  put  np  the  first  trip  hammer  wop  in  1814.  Daniel 
Bansom,  son-in-law  of  Blisha  Marsh,  had  the  first  store  in  Quechee. 

'  Blijah  Stroni;,  who  settled  at  the  munlh  of  White  river  in  1764,  bought  lot  (No. 
a),  fouth  side  of  White  river  down  Cooaecticut  river,  coauining  nineteen  acres,  to- 
gether  with  360  acres  of  nndivided  land,  for  the  sum  of  fss.so,  or  less  than  six 

cents  per  acre.  Dcwl  Bamiicl  Porter,  of  Lebanon.  Ct. ,  to  Stephen  Tildcn,  Jr.,  of 
Lebanon,  Ct.,  Nov.  10,  1761,  one  proprietor's  right  (No.  13),  on  north  side  of  White 
river,  lunt.iining  hfiy-niiic  .«cies,  for  lo  shillings,  or  $2.43— 4  cents  1  mill  pvr  acre. 
Deed  ilcnry  Picscnit  to  Thomas  Savage,  March  23,  1769;  sixty  acres  (No.  17}  Jo- 
seph Newmarch»  up  Ooonecticttt  river,         or  s  oenis  per  acre. 

*  It  is  probalilc  that  Solomon,  brother  of  Elijah  Strong,  settled  at  the  Centre  of 
tlie  town  nearly  at  the  same  time  that  iilijah  settled  at  the  mouth  of  White  river. 
The  proprietors*  first  meeting  in  the  town  wss  held  in  the  houseof  Solomon  Snmng, 
Dec.  3,  1764 
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WiUiam  Porry  eRtablmbetl  tli«  firat  tan-jnutl.  'WitUnni  Birtoh,  a  son-in- 
law  o(  SttUitioI  UJiilI,  osLabUHlioil  ii  brick-yiuHl,  but  failed,  and  ran  away. 
The  saw  iuill  (oue  luilo  below  Qucchee)  was  built  by  Abel  oud  Joseph 
Mni'sh  iu  177C.  Thoy  rau  the  mill  lUtornatoIy  a  week  each,  .but  the 
relotioDB  MOn  became  iiufriendly.  Abel  could  not  sell  his  lumber  as 
his  more  popular  brother  could.  When  Abel  left  the  mill  Saturdaj 
uiglits  ho  liid  ail  the  files,  mill  bai's,  etc.    They  8oou  disBulvi>d.  *  *  * 

The  piiM  iunber  on  the  phuu  wss  superior  to  that  on  the  lower 
meadowfl.  and  soou  everj'  one  who  wanted  the  pine  claimed  to  own  a 
lot,  and  proceeded  to  cut  the  best  wherever  it  could  be  found.  The 
plain  was  soon  ooverod  with  the  tops.  In  May,  1802,  Jeaae  Peak,  by 
burning  a  brush  lioap  on  a  windy  day  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
garden,  sot  a  fire  to  the  pine  tops,  and  iu  six  hours  bad  a  lire  covering 
the  whole  plain,  and  up  the  hill  sides  as  for  as  there  was  combustible 
matter.  8odom  and  Goouwrah  must  have  resembled  it  I  It  was,  by  fur, 
the  moBt  flnl^lirae  si^ht  I  ever  witnessed.  Not  a  live  tree  was  loft,  and 
in  two  or  tlirco  years  the  tall  pines  were  heaped  across  each  other  often 
five  or  six  deep.  Not  half  of  Uie  timber  had  boon  out.  *  *  *  'Vhe  hill 
west  of  the  town  house  was  swept  by  a  tornado  soon  after  the  settle- 
ment of  the  town.  (Ever  since  known  as  "  Hurricane  UilL")  The  grist- 
mill at  Snetcer  Oity  (OeotreTiile)  was  built  riKWit  the  same  time  as  that 
in  Quechee.  For  some  year^  the  two  mills  ground  for  Hartford,  Hart- 
land,  Pomfret,  Norwich,  Sharon,  and  WoodstodL  In  a  very  hard  winter, 
I  thkik  in  1763,  White  and  Qneohee  lUirera  were  so  low  and  hard  fronn 
that  the  niillH  coidd  not  grind  but  little  grain,  and  grist  accumulated  a 
month  in  advance.  A  boy  from  Sharon  came  to  Quechee  to  mill.  Beiug 
asked  why  he  did  not  stop  at  the  Sucker  mills,  ho  replied: — "They 
don't  grind  but  d — d  little  there,  and  what  they  do  grind  they  6xmi 
grifid  hut  little !  " 

p]lias  Lyuian  settled  at  the  Point  about  the  year  1790.  He  built  Ly- 
man's bridge.  Lewis  Lyman  and  I,  rash  boys,  crossed  over  and  baok 
on  f  Vjp  titulw  before  the  floor  was  laid,  and  we  had  good  reasons  for  te* 
membeiing  it 

The  leading  and  most  influentis]  femilies  of  the  town  were  the  Hasens, 

Marshes,  Tiidens,  Titkins,  Dewoyn,  TTdalls,  GillettH,  StrongR,  Donimons, 
and  llansoniH.  I'^eograco  Jjoavitt.,  Capt.  William  Bramble,  Abol  liar- 
rou,  and  Amos  llobiuson,  wore  leading  men.  Seth  Cole,  a  very  large 
man.  furnished  facts  drawn  from  imagination.  Zealon  Case,  a  lean,  hun- 
gry looking  man,  hkcd  a  fat  turkey,  which,  with  proper  dressing  and 
bread  and  vegetables,  he  rouRidered  "a  reasonable  allowance  for  oue, 
but  not  enough  for  two!  "  Matthew  Ransom,  iu  a  moment  of  passion, 
would  bite  the  skin  from  his  knuckle^,  nnd  bin  wife  was  alwavR  "already 
mad."  You  know  something  of  E])kraim  Shattuck's  wife,  who  might 
have  presided  as  the  oraele  of  Delphi.       •       •       •       •  • 

Thoro  was  a  niinifitpr  Rottlf  1  in  town  before  Mr.  nroBB,  and  ho  Bold  a 
110  acre  lot,  whitiU  is  iu  the  Jamos  Udall,  or  Wm.  Marsh  farm.  I  ihiuk 
his  name  was  Tumor.  He  tui-ued  out  a  very  oormpt  man.  His  deed 
will  give  his  name.  •••••• 

In  an  old  deed  once  in  my  possession,  the  point  where  the  Quechee 
bridge  crosses  the  river  was  called  "Pinneo's  Point."  A  guard  to  watch 
toriss  was  kept  there  during  the  Revolution.  Gov.  MarBh  was  active  in 
the  negotiations  long  carried  on,  but  never  intended  to  be  brotight  to  n 
point,  beiweon  the  British  and  Yermontei-s.  Oapt.  Abel  Marsh,  alias 
**  Oapi  Bnag,"  was  ths  first  military  captain.  Baport  said,  whMi  I  waa 
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aboy,  ibat  they  eleoted  a  captmu,  a  lieuteoant,  an  m sign,  four 'ser- 
geants and  iive  oorporala,  and  bad  one  pri?ate  left,  and  tbegr  drilled  bim 
until  he  lay  down  all  tired  out.  4j| 
riif  liKl  znoeting-bouse  at  the  Oentro  of  the  town  was  built  about 
17'i()  Uov.  Mr.  Gross  settled  Hiorp  nf  »n  early  <lay.  Rev.  John  Dutton 
was  employed  to  preach  a  year  ur  two  beforu  Mr.  Qobh,  with  a  view  to  a 
Bettletnent,  and  thie  so  nearly  resulted  that  the  fact  was  used  in  180G  in 
ft  Ukw  ftiiit  ttgninat  Mr.  Gom'b  tiUe  to  the  miuBtorial  land.'

Our  Puritan  fathers  were  eminently  devout  worshippers  of  the 
Supremo  Being^.  They  believed  that  in  the  God  of  Israel  thoy  livfid, 
niovoil  and  had  their  bniiip.  They  l>oliovod  that  the  OhriHtinn  roligioii, 
and  roIi<3'iouH  worBhip  formed  the  corner  stone  of  civil  liberty,  ivnd  that 
it  was  their  duty  and  obligation  to  austain  the  public  worship  of  God. 
Although  they  believed  in  a  "  Ohurch  witboafc  a  Bishop,  and  a  State 
viihonft  a  King,"  yet,  they  reoognizfid  the  fict  thoti  in  many  respects, 
natters  of  eivil  and  raligioue  ixdity  werep  neeeMarilj,  intimaiely  eon- 
neeted»and  that  raligioue  freedom  wee  the  handmaid  of  dvil  liberty. 
Thetefora^  Uiey  fint  laid  the  foundation  and  eetabliahed  the  form  of 
eivil  goTemment,  after,  which  they  proceeded  to  make  provision  for  the 
maintainance  of  public  worship.  They  were  prompted  to  build  places 
for  public  worship  by  that  spirit  which  manifested  itself  in  the  purpose 
of  the  son  of  Jesse  to  provide  a  habitation  for  the  mighty  God  of 
Jacob. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  town,  tiie  nrst  ollicial  action  tak«»n  by 
the  inhabitants  relative  to  erecting  a  meeting-house  was  on  the  17th  of 
May,  1774,  when  it  was  voted  to  build  a  meettng^honse  as  near  the 
esntre  of  the  town  as  is  oonventent  for  a  building  spot,  and  the  dimen- 
wons  of  the  house  to  be  tbirty-fiTO  1^  fifty  feet,  and  two  stories  high.** 
•A  eoramittoe  iras  ehosen  to  make  a  survey  to  find  the  eentre  of  Uie 
town,  and  there  "to  set  down  the  stake  where  tiie  meeting-house  shall 
bs^*'  The  committee  performed  their  duty,  and  followiog  upon  their 
report  the  town  voted  £100  ($484)  to  build  said  honse  which  was  to  be 
completed  by  Sept  1,  1775.  For  some  unrecorded  reason  the  work 
of  building  was  delayed,  and  the  ark  of  God  found  no  resting  place 
until  some  yearn  later.  Meetings  were  hold  in  piivute  bouses,  nnd  in 
barns,  by  itinerant  preachers,  and  all  made  it  a  point  to  attend  with 
tiieir  femilieB,  ©very  Sabbath,  preaching  or  no  preaching. 

'  There  are  no  wriiten  records  by  which  (he  dale  o((hc  orBanuHtion  of  Uie  church 
at  Centre  of  the  town  can  be  Axed.  Il  it  qttit«  ^bable  tbata  churcli  existed  ibere 
prior  to  the  ministry  of  Mr.  Ghms. 
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It  seems  probable  tiutt  the  first  meetiug  bouse  wss  buili  aboni  1781 
At  tbe  middle  of  the  town,  where  it  now  staaidB.  It  appears  of  record 
that  a  meetiog  of  the  inhab)tatit8  of  the  town  was  lield  in  the  home  of 
David  Bliss,  at  the  middle  of  the  tovmoii  the  9th  of  Bspi,  1788,  to  oou- 
sidei  the  important  matter  of  boildiog  a  meeting-hoase.  It  ivas  then 
decided  to  build  ;  and  also,  as  a  necessary  preliminary  step,  to  petition 
the  Qeaeral  Assembly  frrfinf,  f ho  town  liberty  to  tax  their  land  for  the 
purpose  of  buibhiig'  ft  ineetnig  houRe.  At  itH  session,  in  October  follow- 
ing the  above  uauicd  uietjtiiig,  the  Cicnoral  Af?8embly  passed  an  net 
enabling^  towns  and  parishes  to  ©iccl  j>j  opor  Iioubob  for  public  worship, 
and  Iho  support  of  luiuistors  of  the  Gospol.  All  the  couditvoua  boiug 
now  settled  inacoordanoe  with  the  wishes  of  the  inhabitanta  of  the  town, 
it  is  safe  to  oondude  that  thoj  proceeded  to  btdld  their  meeting-house 
and  that  it  was  ctmaplotod  prior  to  tho  installation  of  Ber.  Thomas 
Qross.  whidh  occurred  June  7th,  1786. 

The  architecture  of  the  old  meeting-hoose  was  Tery  plain,  both  with- 
in and  without  Its  dimensiobs  were  fifty  feet  in  length,  tturtgr-flve  in 
width  and  two  stories  in  height.  The  entrance  way  was  on  the  east 
side.  The  pews  wore  square  with  high  backs.  The  pulpit,  which  waa 
nearly  thirteen  feef  high,  was  on  fbfl  west  side  of  the  house.  Over  the 
pulpit  was  8U8i>ouilod  n  bdl  piiuped  Hounding  board,  jioHHCHHinp  iicous- 
tic  proi)ortio8  that  gave  diHlinctuosa  to  Lho  preacher's  woras.  Tiie  gal- 
lery wan  ou  both  ends  and  one  side  fronting  the  pulpit.  There  was  but 
one  row  of  seats  in  the  gallery  and  these  were  occupied  by  the  younger 
portion  of  the  eongregatitm.  The  house  waa  without  meana  of  warm- 
ing it  in  the  winter*  and  other  indemsitt  seasons  of  the  year,  but  nearly 
every  family  took  one  or  more  foot  atoves  to  meeting.  The  tnen,  women 
and  oliildreti  were  warmly  dad  in  homo  made  garments,  and  bmug 
habituated  to  mudi  otttK>f-door  life,  were  capable  of  withstondbg  a 
degree  of  winter  irmj  •  rnture  that  would  congeal  many  modmm  people 
who  are  reared  as  delicately  as  hot  house  plants. 

There  is  8uV>ject  enough  in  the  history  of  this  vonorablo  old  mcoting- 
houHO  for  ujuch  thought  and  rortoction,  as  well  as  for  a  lively  and  pleas- 
ing oxercise  of  the  imugi nation.  For  nearly  fifty  yearn  it  vrm  tho  only 
chureh  edifiro  iu  tho  to\vn,  south  of  ^Vllito  river,  an tl.  iur  inoio  than 
thi  00  fourths  of  a  century,  it  served  as  a  place  for  holding  town  meot* 
ings  of  every  kind.  It  was  the  scene  of  many  funerals^  of  many  mar> 
riagos,  of  dhristenings,  and  social  diurdi  gatheringa  Here,  at  free* 
man's  meetings,  hundreds  of  young  men  took  the  freeman*s  oath,  and 
for  the  first  time  exercised  the  tight  of  suffkage.  Here  little  great  men, 
aspirants  for  town  offices,  fawned  and  truckled  to  attain  their  hearths 
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dewraa.  Hore  bargains  were  struck  and  compromiseM  were  made  to 
ensure  petty  offices  to  candidates  who  bartered  their  modicum  of  ■mi> 
hood  for  political  pottngo.  Here,  times  without  nninber,  the  freemen 
of  the  town  civat  their  votaB,  or  gave  thoir  voices  for  the  election  of 
candulateH  put  in  nomination  by  a  clique,  or  ring,  who  urBur^xid  the 
prerogative  of  the  freeman  at  laigo,  and  ignoring  the  wise  maxim  that 
**  the  public  good  should  be  preferred  before  private  advantage,"  made 
up  a  slttte  oompffiaing  suflh  of  thoir  tcnraooMn  m  tlwj  ooaooiTed  «oald 
bo  ooantod  oo  as  read^  to  rooiproeato  tho  offort  to  olorato  tbom 
to  pdsitiona  of  oonsoquenoe,  not  attainablo  by  virttio  of  naUvo  abilitj* 
by  any  dagreo  of  anbaarviaiiey  naoaaaaiy  to  promoto  the  a^lfiab  intoreata 
of  their  aeheming  abettors.  Hero  noiayi  aenseleea  bnnoombe  drowned 
the  voice  of  reason  and  triumphed  ovmr  ooaunon  aenaa.  Here  close- 
fisted  chronic  grnmblers,  stickled  for  penny-wiae  and  j>onnd  foolish  leg- 
islation. Tfprf*  TTiodcst  worth,  and  genuine  merit,  were  ignored,  while 
ignorance,  and  oftentimes  'inebriated  impudence,  found  favor  and  sup- 
port. 

By  way  of  illustration  let  us  tuin  for  a  moment  to  a  Sabbath  day 
aottie  in  tho  olden  time.  Taking  onr  poi-ition  near  tho  entranee  way 
of  the  meeting-houae,  on  a  Sabbath  morning  in  summer  time,  an  hour 
before  the  opening  of  divine  Bervioe^  we  ahal]  find  pleaeent  and  instnie- 
tive  oeoopation  in  watching  the  arrival  of  the  people.  Some  afoot  and 
aome  on  horaebac  k.  Many  of  the  worahippera  live  milea  away  lkt>m  tlie 
meeting  house,  but  they  rarely  ever  stay  away  from  mooting.  As  tho 
people  arrive  they  gather  in  grotips,  hero  and  tliore,  and  exchange 
kindly  and  cordial  grootiiigH.  ICiich  new-comer  in  wolcoujcd  wilh  iino- 
quivocal  expre8si(>nB  of  gladnoan  and  good  will,  indicating  the  entire 
absence  of  envy,  oiunity  and  diHsinnihitioii.  Contentment  iind  cheerful- 
ness marii  tiiu  uppuuraucu  uf  the  mobt  auuteru  and  puiitauicui  hero 
present 

The  time  for  opening  religions  ssrviess  has  arrived,  nnheralded  by 
the  dtn  of  a  bell,  or  other  useless  noise.  The  arrival  of  the  paator  is  the 
signal  for  assembling  witiun  the  plaoo  of  worship.  The  people  rever« 
ently  seek  their  respeetive  seats;  the  dderiy  portion  oeeopying  tho 

high  square  box  pews  in  the  body  of  the  house ;  the  youth  resorting  to 

seats  in  the  gallery.  The  deacons  and  the  tithing  men  take  their  accus- 
tomed places,  and  nssnine  a  stuid  and  dignified  demeanor  bocoming 
those  whose  duty  lay  iu  maintaining  order  and  decornin,  oapeciully 
am  iif^  the  youthful  members  of  tlie  conf'vpgation.  The  introductory 
serviceu  of  mvocation  and  reading  tho  bcnptureu,  aiu  followed  by  sing- 
ing a  hymn,  in  the  old^ashioned  way*  line  by  line.  Dsn.  Fresgraeo 
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Iieavitt,  or  Doft.  Joliri  GillcLt,  givo  out,  tho  tuuo,  and  houiuI  tbekoy-lioto 
from  11  woudeu  pitcb-pipe,  aud  theu  all  joiu  presently  m  siugiiig  iu  a 
miiuuor  trutlifiilly  closoribed  in  fehft  followiug  veiBoa,  siuco  compoeed  by 
an  aged  woirsbipper :

A.  Ifloglby  prayer  followed  the  first  Bitiging  ;  then  oame  the  eingittg  of 
the  aeoood  hjmn,  after  which  the  preadier  guve  to  hk  eongregatum  a 
aennon  from  tiie  following  text :— '*  Let  vm  hear  the  eoodiurion  of  the 
whole  malta' ;  Fear  God,  and  keep  his  pommandnientii  j  for  this  is  the 
whole  duty  of  nmu,"  Ec.  12:18.  The  sermon  may  be  dctoribed  in  the 
language  of  the  writer  above  quoted >

The  sermon  was  followed  by  siugiug,  the  tbird  time,  after  wbicb  the 
cougregation  were  dismisBed  with  a  beuediotion.  Pacing  the  inteimis- 
non  between  the  morning  and  tbe  afternoon  services,  the  congrerrnfiou 
repaired  to  Leuvitt's  tavern,  or  to  their  honiea,  if  near  by,  where  tiioy 
partook  of  refreshments,  and,  in  tbe  season  of  cold  weather,  ropIeDishcd 
tUoir  foot-atovoH.  Drinking  togetber  was  freely  indulged  in,  even  on 
tho  Sabbatli.  Tradition  informs  us  that  Bev  Ur.  Gross,  and  Doaocms 
Leavitt  and  Giltett,  united  with  other  members  of  the  eoogregationin  a 
sodal  glass  of  fltp^  or  sling,  or  toddy,  as  their  tastes  inelined,  and,  in 
the  words  of  the  poet, 

*'  All  drank  as  'twere  tlieir  imither's  milk  and  mot  a  man  afraid." 

FixKJgrnoe  Jioavitti  ono  of  the  dcnoons  of  the  churehf  had  a  distillery, 
whioh  Wiis  looatod  noar  by  the  meeting-house,  which  Terified  the  truth 
of  the  ok!  adage 

"  Wherever  O^mI  cret^t«  a  house  of  prayer, 
TIm»  devil  in  Bure  i<»  Iniild  a  cha)»el  there." 

The  town  records  cont^iinliig  an  account  of  the  date  of  building  the 
Centre  niectiug-house,  its  cost,  eto.,  are  lost.  Tbe  building  is  upwards 
of  a  eentftiy  oltt  It  Itas  not  been  in  use  fmr  the  past  fifteen  years.  But, 
whether  occupied  or  not^  it  should  be  preserved  with  religious  care» 
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**Baniiore  nol  kh«  Mciant  iMdmarks  wMeh  thj  ffttli«n  have  •el."—

The  following  is  fteopy  of  a  letter  written  to  the  bte  Lndue  Hexen, 
who  WM  a  native  of  Hartford,  and  tot  many  yeoirs  a  reaideut  of  Weet 

Hartford.  The  original  letter  waa  written  in  Chicago,  and  eent  from 
that  point  by  exprosa  to  Ft  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  be  mailed.  At  the 
lime  tLiti  letter  waa  writtiTi,  llinit!  waa  no  V.  fc>.  maij  Bervi<-<-  west  of  Ft. 
Wuyne,  and  Chicago  wan  iiii  unimportaut  frontier  Bettloment  com- 
po^od  of  Yiinkees,  IndituiB,  and  U.  S.  soldioi  s  and  oflicers ;  the  latter 
doing  miliUuy  duty  at  Fort  Dearborn.  At  that  time  the  journey  from 
Hertford  to  Ohioago,  occupied  about  Mven  weeka  tiine>  At  preecnt  tho 
entira  journey  is  made  in  about  thirty-eix  houre.

l>oar  bir  : — 

You  have  perhaps,  been  anxioualy  looking  for  a  letter  from  me  a 
long  time,  but  you  must  pardon  the  delay,  if  such  you  conmdor  it.  In 
the  lirst-ptace  I  must  toll  you  T  waa  six  wocikw  in  getting  to  houd  (|uar- 
ters,  and  on  my  arrival  there  I  learned  I  had  aome  hundred  miles  more 
to  travel  before  I  should  reach  my  atation,  bat  thiB»  as  I  bad  become  so 
nincli  accustomed  to  traveling,  gave  me  no  uneasiness.  As?  T  ^v«ll  know 
the  desire  you  have  to  learn  the  particulars  of  this  coiinlry,  I  feel  a 
degree  of  hesitancy  in  attempting  the  deaeription,  not  feding  myeelf 
able  to  do  juBtieo  to  your  wialios.  I  found  many  parts  of  the  cnnnfiy 
from  Albany  to  Buffalo  very  interesting  and  pleasant,  but  I  found  no 
parfeet  elynaii— every  place  bore  something  of  the  ebameter  of  incon- 
venience and  perplexity.  I  passed  through  the  promised  lands  of  the 
Ilolland  purchase  and  New  Connecticut,  which  names  formerly  re- 
sounded in  your  country  as  furnishing  everything  denirabio,  but  I 
found  the  country  vary  indilTerent,  end  indeed  almost  repulnive.  From 
BufTjilo  to  Detroit  my  mode  of  conveyance  was  by  wntcr.  T  lauded  at 
several  pleasant  places  in  the  states  of  Penn.,  and  Ohio,  and  indeed 
passed  uie  shores  of  an  interesting  country. 

Detroit  'w  a  t(.lnrnbly  pl(;a8ant  })larf-,  country  nroiin  1  n  fine  one, 
but  the  inlmbitants  generally  very  little  more  rehned  than  the  savages. 
After  leaving  Detroit  about  fifty  miles,  you  have  gone  past  all  settle* 
mdnts.  For  hotj  *  luiitdrudB  of  miles  the  tirut  considerable  one  you  come 
to  is  Mackinaw.  It  appeared  delightful  from  the  water,  but  is  valuable 
only  for  its  situation  as  respeets  trade ;  it  is  eotd  and  barren  as  Green- 
land, the  country  mostly  from  Detroit  to  ISTackinaw,  from  the  apaehnena 
I  saw,  T  tliink  will  never  admit  of  cultivation.  It  ih  h  cold,  swampy  wil- 
deruesa.  From  Mackinaw  to  Green  Bay,  about  2j>U  miles,  there  is  no 
settlement.  I  unw  but  little  land,  at  places  where  I  wiuit  un  shore,  that 
would  admit  of  ouo.  At  Occr  Ti  Hay  the  t-onntry  wears  a  dilVorout  nBpoct. 
On  the  banks  of  Fox  river,  wiiu  h  enters  into  Qreeu  Bay,  the  land  is  fine

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and  furtilo.  Hm  foiri  atands  near  the  mouth ;  the  French  aottlemeni  ia 
nbovo  Uio  furl.   Tboro  nro  oxlouRivo  Iroots  oi|  which  tlioro  iH  no  lunboTt 

othoi'M  jiro  fiiioly  timborotl.  I  ha?o  seen  a  Iiirgor  growtli  of  nlmost  ovory 
kind  of  grain  in  iluH  countiy  than  1  havoovcr  Hoon  oast  of  ilio  Iludsou 
river.  It  will  some  day,  no  doubt,  be  an  admired  country,  wheu  the 
idle,  Btrutting  Indiaos  and  the  no  belter  Frmoh  are  driven  oui  by  the 
I'aukees. 

The  aodefcy  of  the  offioera  at  Green  Bay  is  very  good,  but  their  fami- 
lies undergo  Jii.iny  pnvationB.  Chicago,  my  present  abode,  is  like  nil  tlio 
Weitteru  world — an  extensive  level  Its  situation  renders  it  delightful. 
It  i;)  Mituated  on  the  lake,  a  noble  river  runs  through  it,  fertile  prairiea 
oeeaaicnaUy  intersporned  with  lai^e  wood  lots  surround  it  The  fort 
and  r]uarterB  are  handsome  nnd  convenient.  Our  society  is  small  but 
refined  and  agreeable.  There  are  but  five  oflicers  here ;  two  are  mar- 
ried. Two  familiea  live  in  the  vicinity.  There  is  but  one  unmarried 
lady  witliiu  HOO  miles  of  us,  and  slir,  T  lioar,  i^;  f^Tfinin-  to  be  married  to 
our  ludian  agent  soon.  She  was  cducaled  at  W  uidBor  (Vt)  under  8upt 
Dunbar:  her  father  Uvea  here.  •  •  •  The  Indiane,  at  prearat,  are 
out  hunting,  though  tiny  oooaHionally  come  in,  so  I  amuse  myself  with 
tlioin.  They  are*  ainoe  the  whites  arriveil,  harmleas  and  inoffensive.  I 
have  learned  Home  of  thefa*  language,  and  by  the  help  of  an  interpreter, 
have  obtained  ii  tolerable  vocabulary.  I  am  much  pleaHed  with  Ibis  lan- 
uage.  It  has  a  softness  and  sweetness,  and  I  shaU  endeavor  to  become 
ticnt  in  it  *  *  *  I  have  not  heard  from  your  country  since  I  left 
ii.  Direct:  GhicagOi  State  of  Illinois,  via.  Fort  Waynei  Indian  Ter- 
ritory. Toura, 

I.  D.  HorsoN." 

Tlio  foregoing'  U^Uor  was  not  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  but  was  folded, 
fastened  with  a  wafer,  and  the  postmark,  "Fort  Wayne,  17th  January," 
was  written  ;  the  postage  was  indicated  by  tlio  written  nund)er  "  25  "  on 
the  upper  riglit  hand  corner.  Postage  stamps  and  caui^ciiiiig  utensils 
were  not  then  in  nae. 

The  neai  letter  written  bj  Lieat  Hopaon  io  Mr.  Hasen  ia  dated  **Fi 
Dearborn,  June  13, 1833,*'  and  rehktea  principally  to  a  joutney  he  had 
recently  umde  to  St  Lonia,  Mo.  Hia  experiencea  and  ohoervationa  dur- 
ing tliat  journey  are  rdated  by  him  aa  foUowa : — 

**  1  left  this  jilrtco  on  the  first  of  April  for  the  purpose  of  ox|>IoriDg 
that  country  which  I  had  always  fancied  to  be  the  best  in  the  world.  I 
know  not  the  reason  of  it,  but  ever  since  I  first  read  of  t^e  western 
country,  the  State  of  Illinois  was  my  land  of  promiae.  I  went  ac  far  as 
St.  Louis,  nearly  600  miles,  but  I  scarcely  found  a  spot  such  m  tny  im- 
agination had  painted  it  I  found  in  some  piacea  a  country  boautilul  al- 
inosi beyond  doevripUon,  but  when  I  conaidered  the  disadvantage  attend- 
nnt  on  a  life  led  there,  the  idea  ahnoHt  pf  nj^r^^rrcd  me.  Tliorr  ary  but  a  few 
settlements  in  the  State  of  Illinois  where  the  inhabitants  enjoy  a  toler- 
able degree  of  healtiL  In  most  plaioes  where  it  ia  healthy,  the  land  ia 
not  ^'Ood.  There  are  placeK  in  ubieli  corn  koIIs  for  twelve  and  a  half 
cents  per  bushel.  The  country  is  good  for  grazing  also.  These  are  all 
the  advantugcH  that  these  plaoea  possess  over  the  most  wretched.  Their 
atrenma  are  nil  dull  and  aluggiah,  and  most  of  their  land  covered  during 
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the  year  with  itagnftnt  Wfttor.  There  is  scarcely  a  time  when  the  inhab- 
itants inhale  a  ])nre  and  serene  atmosphere.  I  mnst  arknowledgn  I  loft 
the  country  vvilimg  never  again  to  see  it  I  would  Buoner  Uve  in  Ver- 
mont, bleak  tnd  ragged  as  it  is,  than  any  conntry  of  pesUlential  vapors 
like  this.  In  this  part  of  the  State  whore  Chicago  is  sitnatod  (he  laiul  is 
not  as  good  as  some  other,  but  owing  to  the  breezes  of  the  lake,  the 
plaoe  ia  perfeeCly  healthj  and  serene. 

I  expect  to  leave  in  a  few  days  for  the  Southern  country  to  purchase 
provieiou  lor  the  garrison.  If  I  live  through  the  hot  season  and  the 
mosqnitoea,  I  shall  think  myself  proof  against  a  warm  eouutry.  The 
manners  of  tlie  people  are  rude  and  uncultivated.  What  few  profep.s  re- 
ligion are  Methodists.  Thus  far  of  this  country.  I  hope  in  tbe  course 
of  a  few  years  to  describe  to  you  some  other,  sJthough  imperfectly.  I 
oaa  pcofaably  eay  nothing  of  this  place  that  will  interest  you.  Our  soci- 
ety is  very  small  ami  we  are  secluded  from  tlio  world  ;  have  but  litUeto 
do  unless  it  is  to  lay  plana  for  the  future,  or  think  over  the  past.  *  * 
Please  infonn  thoBe  Bumving  of  my  family  that  I  baTe  not  oeerd  from 
them  ainoe  mj  aiitor  wrote  me  in  February.   •   •  •

HOTELS  AND  LAN1.UX)HPS. 

Before  the  era  of  railroads  in  Vermont,  the  turnpike  locatml  on  tho 
nortli  nido  of  White  river,  botwcicn  LyrnairH  bridge,  ut  White  Uiver 
J  inutioij,  and  tho  town  line  between  Hartford  and  Sharon,  formed  the 
main  route  of  travel  betweeu  Liverpool,  England,  and  Idontreul,  Canada, 
via.  Boston,  Concord,  and  White  River  Junction.  Over  this  great 
ihoroughfure  iboo  wm  an  almott  inoesaani  afcream  of  iravel.  The  road 
waa  lined  with  Tehidas  for  pleasure,  travel  and  fanainaaa  pnipoara,tn- 
oinding  pondorona  eight*horta  freight  tearai;  handaome  Coneord 
ooaohea  for  the  oonTOjance  of  paaaengera,  and  Uio  bi>we^ly  and  tri- 
weekly mails ;  two-horaa^  or  "pod  "  teams,  and  a  great  variety  of  other 
vehicles,  some  of  a  nondescript  kind.  It  was  then  not  an  uncommon 
thing  to  see,  on  n  winter's  day,  many  as  thirty  two  horse  teams 
pji8bin<>'  down  the  White  river  valley  en  mute  to  Boston,  each  team 
being  driven  by  its  owner,  and  ea<h  owi  ei  aH  happy  us  genial  ^-ood 
couipauy,  vigorous  health,  a  cuuiwnled  uiuid,  and  the  associations  of  the 
day  could  make  him.  The  farmers  of  the  hill-sides  and  valley h  Lheu 
made  annual  tripe  to  Boston,  taking  along  with  them  tbe  eorplna  pro- 
dueta  of  their  farms,  ineludii^  beel^  perk,  poultry,  dairy  produeta,  peaa, 
beans,  Ae.,  and  returning  with  grooeries,  knieknacks  fortheir  dear  wives 
and  **  bonnie  baims,*'  and,  very  likely,  a  demi-jobn  of  old-time  unadul- 
terated tpeerUs  for  toddy.  Hip,  or  sling. 

Those  were  golden  days  for  inn-keepei  h  and  jolly  days  for  stage- 
drivers  and  teamsters,  who  took  their  toddy  straight  and  smoked  *'loDg- 
nines  "  at  Boniiaoe's  expense,  or  at  moderate  expense  included  in  their 
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reekooing.  OftenliinrB  a  sevei-n  storm  m(  in  which  impeded  trftrcl  for 
A  day  or  iwo  i  titoD  laodlorda  wore  their  blandeei  amilee,  and  gradonfily 
catered  to  their  ttoim-bouiid  gueets.  They  were  all  hooey  to  thoee 
who  eat  their  liam  and  egge,  imbibed  their  mm*  and  treated  frequently, 
paffisd  away  their  cigars  and  paid  the  regular  reckoning ;  but  for  thoee 
who  f!Conomized  by  carrying  tbeir  own  orIb,  limching  on  their  own  cold 
PiKick,  ftud  iiubiliing  cold  water,  and  toasted  their  shinH  by  the  bar-room 
lire,  tliore  wftfi  liLtl©  more  than  frigid  indiffor&uco  on  the  part  of  Boniface. 
NovorihclcHP,  a  Bpirit  of  jiuppiiiess  pervaded  thu  unnds  and  hoattBof 
tUoBO  wlto  followed  llie  rond  iu  bulh  Htuiiu  and  Buushixie.  They  eat, 
drank,  worked  hard  from  early  morn  till  late  at  night,  and  laid  down  to 
Bleep  aoondly  and  dream  pleasantly,  little  thinking  how  near  at  hand 
was  the  time  when  the  stage-eoaeh,  the  great  wagons  and  the  pod  teama 
would  be  counted  among  the  things  that  were,  and  apaoa  and  tine 
would  be^  as  it  were,  annihilated  by  steam  and  lightning,  and  their  oo- 
eupation,  like  OtheUo*s,  would  be  gcme. 

I  am  unable  to  determine  in  what  part  of  the  town  the  first  public 
inn  was  located.  The  first  mention  made  iu  the  town  records  of  an  inn 
rolnlcH  to  that  kept  by  Stephen  Tilden,  Jr  ,  in  177fi,  whirh  was  located 
ou  the  rivrr  road  ahont  four  uiiies  from  Wbitc  1  liver  Junction,  and  a 
few  rodn  woflt  of  the  present  dwolliug-liouHo  of  Wiliimi!  Dutton.  This 
house  was  not  built  specially  for  a  hotel.  Mr.  TiUka  waB  extensively 
engaged  iu  farming,  between  wbick  aud  tuveru-kecpiug  his  time  was 
about  equally  divided.  He  was  prominently  identified  with  the  mnui- 
eipal  affsirs  of  the  town,  and  hia  hoose  became  head-quarters  for  the 
traneaotion  of  pablie  busineBs.  After  the  election  of  Amos  Bofainaon  as 
Town  Olerk,  in  1776,  the  proprietors*  meetings  were  held  in  the  inn  of 
Stephen  Tilden  until  the  year  1800. 

In  his  history  of  NorthHeld,  Rev.  John  Gregory  states  that  the  pro- 
prietors of  that  town,  after  obtaining  a  charter,  hold  a  nieeiing  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  Novond)er,  1784.  in  Uvirch's  Inn,  in  Hartford.  I  nm 
told  by  .Tof<«pli  K  Egerton,  Esq.,  the  i)re9out  Town  Clerk  of  Northfield, 
ilial  the  propi  letuiB  of  Northfiold  held  several  nieetincs  in  Hartford: 
fii.st,  in  the  hoiiHo  of  Capt.  Wm.  Gallup,  Qnochee,  Nov,  11,  1783,  which 
was  odjouruod  to  mcol  at  the  dwoUiug-houso  of  Mr.  Benjamin  BuicU, 
inn  Iralder,  in  Hartford.  Tire  other  meetings  were  also  held  there. 
*ShB  two  neat  meetings  were  at  the  house  of  Asa  Taylor,  in  Hartlaad. 
The  next  meeting  was  held  in  the  dwelling-hoose  of  Oapt  Abel  Harsh, 
inn  holder,  in  Hartford  (Qneohee).  It  may  be  that  the  same  hotel  was 
kept  siioco8si?ely  by  Bureh  and  Marsh. 

It  has  been  snggoatsd  that  the  imi  kept  by  ISenj.  Buroh  was  loMted 
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in  that  part  of  the  town  known  as  the  "  Burch  neighborhood,"  which  is 
about  midway  between  Qnechee  and  West  Hartford  villages  At  the 
period  of  which  I  am  ^poaking,  the  mail  routo  from  North  Hartland  to 
Pomfiet  passed  the  li  use  of  WaUor  Peaso  (present  home  of  Geo. 
Pease),  thence  over  Hurncane  Hill,  past  Capt.  Beujaniin  I'oriei  H  to  the 
centre  of  the  town,  thence  to  the  Burcb  neighborhood,  where  it  iutcr- 
aeoted  the  road  leading  from  West  Hartford  to  Quacbee,  tlMuioe  orer 
'  the  bin  to  "PoadnL  Benjamin  Bmreh  owned  land  in  the  Barbh  neighs 
borhood,  and  may  hava  than  lived  tbara.  But  be  alao  owned  nearlj 
fire  bundred  acree  of  land  in  tbe  Ottaqnediy  river  valley,  aouibweat  of 
Quechee  village,  and,  as  early  as  1771,  he  was  assooiatod  witb  Oapi 
Abel  Miarbh,  llliHlia  Maruii,  and  Josbna  Dowoy,  in  the  ownurshi})  of  the 
first  saw-mill  erected  in  the  town.*  He  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
Northfielcl,  and,  doubtleBs,  for  this  reason  alone,  the  iiroprietors  of  that 
town  held  some  of  their  earliest  meetings  in  hia  house.  It  seems 
probable  that  tiie  inn  kept  by  Stephen  Tildon  was  the  lirbt  one  in  the 
town,  and  the  next  was  that  kept  by  Beuj.  Jlurch,  at  or  umv  Quouhoe 
YUkga 

l!ba  Aral  botol  in  West  Hartford  waa  buiit  about  tbe  year  1790,  by 
Franeia  W.  Savage,  wbo  kept  it  until  bia  deatb  in  1817.  Soon  after  hia 
daatb  fbia  boaaa  waa  eloaad  aa  an  inn.  Hie  son-in-law,  Da^d  l^Mteu, 
aobaeqnently  lived  in  tbe  aame  bouaa  until  bia  deatb  in  1664.  Ik  tben 
paaaed  into  the  hands  of  W.  H.  and  S  B.  Tucker,  and  after  several 
transfers,  became  the  property  of  W.  H.  Gilo,  the  present  occupant. 

In  1838,  A.lvan  Tucker  opeuc^l  a  hotel  in  the  viUnf^o  of  AVest  Hartford, 
which  waa  kept  by  him  tmlil  isi  i  Tho  propriotorrt  of  thin  houHO,  in 
the  order  of  occupancy,  have  been  aa  follows: — -Alvan  Tucker,  Samuel 
O.  Sawyer,  C.  C.  Howell,  Stepheu  8.  Downer,  James  Merchant,  Joseph 
Morrill,  Albert  E.  Williamson,  Chos.  H.  Thurston,  Hurry  M.  Cutiing, 
Alpbeiu  Kempton,  and  Frank  IVbealar,  wbo  baa  reeently  purohaaad  the 
premiaea,  and  ia  now  makuig  extenaive  alterationaand  improvemoita  on 
tba  buildinga.  Tfaia  botel  ia  located  on  tbe  aoutb  aide  of  the  bigbway, 
oppoaita  F.  F.  HolVa  atore,  and  ia  one  of  the  oldeat  bonaea  in  the  town. 
It  waa  built  for  a  brewery,  and  waa  the  only  eatablishmant  of  tba  kind 
ever  known  in  the  town. 

The  first  building  in  Hartford  village  serving  as  a  public  house  was 
the  residence  of  the  Itite  .Toaiah  Tilden,  on  the  south  side  of  tlio  river 
near  railroad  station.  Mr.  Tilden  bou^dit  the  land  on  winch  he 
built  this  house,  of  Jabez  Biddwlu.  TUo  tiirit  school  in  this  villiigo 
was  kept  in  Mr.  Tilden  s  baru,  and  the  last  meetiug  held  by  the  pro> 
priatora  <tf  tbia  town  waa  held  in  bia  bouae.  The  llrat  public  booaaon 
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Uie  iiurth  iiitle  of  Uu>  river,  was  kepi  by  Am  1Uohard«oii,  in  the  houne 
oooupied  by  tlie  late  U.  li  Gone.  In  1813,  Hr.  BiebiirdMn  sold  tliia 
hotel  to  'William  Strong  of  Quecbee,  who  kept  it  until  Mardi  26th, 
1816»  and  then  sold  it  to  Nosh  Ashley.  Four  months  later  Mr.  Ashley 

sold  it  tn  OnnHidnr  Bardwell.  Mr.  BardwoU  sold  it  to  Theodore  Cooley, 
Aug.  IG,  1815.  Mr-  Cooley  aokl  it  to  Georgo  find  Bani  Udall,  Feb.  21, 
1820.  The  lattor  ibeu  closed  tho  Ricbaidson  hotel,  and  continued  tho 
buHinnRH  in  n  lioiiRO  ptniidiiig  on  tbe  Bito  occupied  by  Pease's  hotel 
July  Gtb,  1821,  Qoorge  Udull  Hold  biH  interest  iu  ibe  bot^l  nud  rcjiuo 
land  attacked  to  the  same,  to  Bani  Udall.  Some  ye4irs  later  Mr.  Udall 
became  finaacially  embarrassed,  and  disposed  of  his  interest  in  tbe  said 
property  to  Eodgman  sod  others.  XJItamatsly  this  parly  sold  thdr 
purehsse  to  Trscy  &  Oonverse,  lawyers  In  Woodstoek,  and  this  law  firm 
sold  their  interest  in  tbe  property  to  Luther  Pesse,  Deo.  4^  1848.  3%ls 
famous  hotel  was  burned  January  24, 1689.  It  was  the  sabj«et  of 
numerous  transfers  and  leases.  The  owucrfl  have  boon  Asn  Richardson, 
Wm.  Strong,  Noah  Ashley,  Consider  Bardwell,  Theodore  Cooley*  Oea  , 
and  Bani  Udall,  llodgrnan,  Tracy  &  Converse.  Luther  Pease  and  H  orace 
C  PeriHp,  tho  hdtei  receiving  it  m  bis  eharo  of  Liitbor'H  estate.  The 
leHHtitfs  have  been  Samuel  Whitney,  Pbiiiuas  Kiniball,  AVni.  Spoouor, 
Goo.  Sturtovanl,  Sturtnvant  Wobrttor,  Ira  Gates,  O.  II.  Nichols,  Cbas. 
J.  Holmes,  Thompson,  John  Pease,  George  Pearson,  Alouzo  P.  Gage, 
H.  B.  Harris  and  its  last  oooopant,  M.  8.  Davis.  Charlea  W.  Pease 
run  this  hotel  for  some  years  after  the  retirement  of  H.  C  Pesse,  and, 
daring  one  year,  at  least,  used  his  flue  residenee  on  Sdbool  street  for  a 
pnblie  house. 

On  the  site  of  the  elegant  manaiou  recently  erected  at  White  RiTer 
Jutictaou,  by  Wm.  Uoberts,  Esq.,  there  once  stood  a  hotel  which  was 
opened  to  the  public  for  the  lirst  time  by  Consider  Bardwell,'  in  1811. 
BardwcH  sold  this  hotel  to  Noah  Ashley,  Nov.  7,  1815.  AbIiIov  sold  the 
same  to  Eliaii  Lyman,  Juuo  22,  1816.  Among  the  later  proprietors  of 
tbe  hotel  were  Luther  Delano  and  Ahira  Gillctt,  tbe  latter  in  1825. 

A  public  inn  was  opened  at  the  centre  of  tho  town  at  an  early  day.  The 

I  Consider  Uardwell  was  an  eccentric  man,  irascible  in  temper,  and  consequently, 
often  at  variance  with  others.  Hut,  though  prone  to  quariel,  be  loved  a  good  joke 
at  the  expense  of  hisacquAiniainces,  and  sddoat  l«ts|ip  an  <»p|NMrtnnity  to  indulge 
this  propensity.  On  one  occasion,  after  an  altercation  with  one  of  his  cOBtomer*. 
over  their  cups,  tlicy  imilually  agreed  t<i  sctllc  their  i.IilTercnrfS  l>y  a  iJuc'  ivkli  shoi- 
guns.  At  the  appointed  hour  liis  adversary  put  in  his  apiicnranrc.  ariiicii  with  a 
shot-gun.  Being  busily  enKagcd  ii\  sonic  duty  H.irdwcll  said  to  the  innii  :  — ''  Tom, 
I'll  tell  you  what  I'll  do :  you  go  out  and  set  up  a  board  about  my  size,  and  shoot  at 
it»  and  if  you  hit  it  I'll  acknowledge  myself  killed  and  treat  the  crowd!"  This 
Inriicrottt  profKMition  had  the  effect  of  oU  apon  troubled  waters,  and  ended  the 
farce,  much  to  Ibe  satlsfactloa  of  the  orowd  who  draak  all  ronnd  at  the  expense  of 
both  parties  to  the  quarrel. 
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first  landlord  there,  fo  far  aa  I  am  abl«  tn  loam,  wan  Frf«egrace  Ijf  rivitt, 
who  moved  from  Hunover,  N.  H  ,  to  the  coutro  of  the  town,  January  4^ 
171)1,  after  which  tiino  his  house  bore  the  title  of  '■  Leavitt's  lun.'"  All 
ihti  public  businesti  of  iha  iowu  was  Uauaacted  at  that  })oiiit  until  1810. 
Mr.  Leavikt  whs  elected  town  derk  in  MMob,  1803. 

Prior  io  the  oompletkm  of  llie  Oeninl  Vermoiit  nilrood,  the  mehi 
Toafce  of  totval  between  the  eestern  portion  of  Hairtfbfd  and  Wood« 
etoek,  peaaed  dii«eU  j  hy  Leemtt'e  Inn.  Mr.  LenTitt  was  a  ahrewed, 
keen  observer  of  men  and  things,  and  he  was  not  long  in  learning  the 
iaet  that  n  groat  majority  of  those  who  went  to  court  at  Woodstock  to 
obtain  justice,  found  themselves  in  the  end,  in  the  condition  of  the  man 
who  wont  for  wool  i\\)d  returned  homo  Hliorn.  Mr.  Leavitt  wan  bomo- 
thing  of  a  wag,  uiid  lie  hit  upon  a  uuvel  way  of  pointing  a  moral  for  all 
those  who  traveled  to  and  from  the  county  seat.  On  the  sign  board 
suspended  from  a  tall  post  standing  in  front  of  his  house,  he  caused  to 
be  painted  two  pietotes.  One  represented  a  genteellj-dressed  man 
mounted  on  a  qpirited-looking,  finely  caparisoned  borse^  on  the  road  to 
Woodstoek.  Below  this  figure  wsa  the  legend,  Tm  going  to  court  1" 
The  picture  on  the  reYetse  side  of  the  sign,  rq»resented  a  men  retam- 
ing  from  Woodstock,  and  in  a  pitiable  plighL  His  face  wore  an  expres- 
sion of  snllen  despair  s  his  hat  was  awry  ;  his  garments  were  thread- 
bare, and  the  animal  he  was  riding  resembled  that  described  in  the  old 
song : — 

**  Toiu  Doliii  ruUe  an  oUI-gmy  nioro, 
Her  koek  liinnpod  upt  Imnt  Iknmm  all  bare.** 

Under  this  picture  was  the  apt  and  inatmotiTe  legend,  rre  been  to 
oonrti*  This  sign  taught  a  lesson,  which,  if  properly  heeded,  would 
lead  all  persona  to  snbmit  matters  of  disagreement  to  the  oonsideration 

and  decision  of  two  or  three  men  chosen  by  mutnal  consent,  rather  than 
enter  into  law  suitB  which  impoverish  litigants  on  both  sides  of  a  esse 
for  the  benefit  of  lawyers  only. 

Abont  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  Vermont  Central  raihoad, 
Col.  Samuel  Nutt,  recognizing  the  importance  of  Imvuig  hotel  accora- 
modations,  at  White  River  Junction,  went  to  Eudduld,  N.  H.,  and  pur- 
chsflsd  the  old  **Gtnfton  House,"  of  a  Ifr.  Willis.  This  he  took  down 
and  transferred  to  W.  B.  Jnnetion,wbere  he  reconstructed  it|  and  dpeoBd 
it  to  the  pnUtc  under  the  name  of  the  Junction  House,  of  which  he  was 
sole  proprietor  andlandlord  forseveral years  thereafter.  On  the  27th  day 
of  March,  1856,  L  B.  Culver,  a  B«m-in-law  of  OoL  Nutt's,  sold  the  bote 
to  Oarloa  a  Hamilton,  who^  26th  Ifareb,  1869,  sold  one  half  to  the 

*  Now  the  dwelling  house  of  Oliver  Tewksburj. 
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Bwnrofu.  About  fcbe  yaar  18ffil|  £liBiir  SoaUiworth  trocAad  *  hotel  on 
the  site  now  oeeupjed  by  N.  P.  Whfleler'e  store.

It  was  a  den  of  wickedii'  sH  arid  ilR  (Ic  Rtruction 
shdiild  have  been  regarded  by  the  senior  proprietor  tln'i(;()f  aH  the 
niitiuai  R0(iucnc6  of  the  uuiestricted  loosoueES  that  cliuiacluiizcd  his 
Hystoni  of  running  this  public  house.  The  prosout  Junction  Houue  was 
oompleted  iu  1879.  The  proprietors  liiiee  that  thne  have  been  reepeot- 
ively  ee  foUowe;  Bellird  &  Andrews;  Qbas.  BaUerd}  Yen  Neee 
Spealding,  and  now,  Lavender  A  Bddj. 

On  the  site  of  Obanning  Williame'  store  in  Queehee  viUsge»  there 
once  etood  a  hoM,  whicsh  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  ■  ->  Among  the 
preprietors  of  this  li  1  . 1  were,  Qeorge  Udall,  the  builder  of  thehouse 
together  with  a  store,  Daniel  Gushing  (1838)1  Wm.  £.  £astai«n  (1889)^ 
Ijeetor  Richardson  (1841). 

Geo.  UdftU  kept  a  hotel  for  some  time  on  the  old  Woodstock  road 
west  of  the  Jaiuos  UJall  pkice.  Zebulun  Dolano  kept  a  hotel  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  at  the  junction  of  the  White  river  turupiko  and  the  Jericho 
road,  where  Fred  Huse  resides.  Joshua  Byder  kept  a  hotel  two  miles 
from  White  Barer  village  on  the  hill  road  to  Windsor. 
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A  famous  ftuthor  once  m\d:  "No  spooieB  of  writing  aocins  more 
worthy  of  cultivfttion  tbun  biography,  ninre  none  can  bemore  deligbtful 
or  more  useful  ;  none  can  enchain  the  heart  with  irresistible  interest,  or 
more  widely  diHuHe  instruction  to  every  diversity  of  condition." 

In  preparing  the  following  sketches  of  citizens  "  native  to  the  manor 
born,"  and  ollm,  wall,  I  hftTO  mmed  to  wliiliH  mwely  a  chronologic 
o«l  MriM  of  aotionB  or  eiperienoea,  or  feoU,  tlio  moalk  unpottani  and 
tntereating  in  the  Utob  of  thow  of  whom  I  wiil%  ignoring  the  minute 
details  of  their  daily  •  life^  and  laying  open  to  poaterilj  bat  littl<^^  if  any- 
thing, of  their  private  and  fkmiliar  eharaeter.  They  are  not  accorded 
a  place  in  thia  hiatory  out  of  respect  for  their  learning,  integrity  or 
piety,  nor  because  especially  distinguished  by  any  striking  or  wonder- 
ful viotssitndee  of  fortune,  or  deatiuy,  but  simply  beeaose  they  may  be 
looked  u]v^n  as  representative  men  and  citizens,  whose  clinractei-g, 
though  not  worthy  of  the  highest  panegyric,  ahould  be  deemed  emi> 
neatly  worthy  of  emulation  and  remembrance. 

Samdil  JoBMBoa  Aim. 

Eighth  child  of  David  and  Hannah  (Wilcox)  Allen,  was  born  in  New- 

5ort,  N   H  ,  Jim.  8,  1819,  and  died  at  his  residence  in  Wliito  River 
unctiou  at  half  past  five  o'clock  on  Sunday  afternoon  Iftst,  at  tlic  iige 
of  sixty- seven  years,  six  months  and  twenty  days. 

Dr.  Allen  vrm  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  acadenileB  of  his 
native  section,  and  chose  the  profession  of  medicine.  In  183U  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine  with  Dr.  John  L.  Swett  of  Newport,  and 
subaequontly  studied  with  Dr.  Dixi  Crosby.  He  griuliiated  from  CiiBtkv 
ton  Medical  College  in  18i2.  In  Octobei*  of  the  same  year  he  settled  in 
Norwich,  where  he  performed  bis  first  surgical  operation  in  the  suoct>ss- 
ful  removal  of  a  tumor  from  the  body  of  ti  woman.  From  Norwich  he 
returnetl,  in  Jan.,  1844,  to  Woodstock,  where  bo  opened  a  drn<^  stor*'.  in 
connection  with  hiu  practice.  lu  June,  1815,  be  settled  lu  Hurt  ford, 
Oonn.,  and  there  resided  until  March  1847,  when  he  returned  to  Ver- 
mont and  settled  in  White  River  Junction,  where  be  baH  since  resided. 

On  the  opening  of  the  civil  war,  he  volunteered  bis  services  to  the 
government,  and  in  July,  1801,  ho  was  oonunissionod  as  surgeon  of  the 
Fourth  Vermont  Volunteer  Militia,  and  went  to  the  front  of  hostililies, 
where  for  one  year  he  attended  to  the  ueeiU  of  hia  regiment,  but  subse- 
quently, until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  enlistment,  was  detailed  on 
special  service.  On  the  15tb  of  Dec,  1802,  bo  was  appointed  surgeon 
of  the  Vermont  brigade,  which  oilice  he  filled  for  three  months.  Ue 
was  then  promoted  to  the  post  of  surgeon  of  the  Second  Dirision,  Sixth 
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Aiiny  CurpH.  Tbie  position  he  Ulled  until  Sept.  21,  18G4,  when  ho  was 
houui'iibly  niiistcrod  out  of  8orvice,  and  rctui-ued  Ixoint^  for  n  luief  visit. 
Ho  soon  returned  to  the  army  and  was  appointed  Actiug  .Stull  Smgeon 
U.  8.  A ,  and  was  aMsiguod  to  duly  in  the  Sixth  Army  Corps  as  Medical 
I»)Rj>e(!tor,  which  ollioo  bo  retained  until  his  linal  mustur  out  in  July, 
18G5.  Dr.  Allen  was  present  at  every  uoLabie  en^ageiuiiiit  in  whioU  his 
fommatid  bore  a  part  from  after  the  battle  of  Bull  Aun  to  ttie  <doae  of 
the  war.  He  wae  twice  wounded  in  the  course  of  tJie  aame  daj  at 
Opequact  Greek. 

On  his  return  to  oivil  life  Dr.  Allen  resumed  the  pvaetioe  of  hie  pro- 
fession at  White  River  Junction.  His  ability  and  skill  Imve  givtm  Lim 
faiue  nud  au  oxteiisive  pmotioo  bejoud  Uie  liiiiita  of  his  slate.  In  the 
oonrta  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampahiie  hia  Bervicee  as  au  expert  have 
often  been  called  into  requisition.  His  ooutributious  to  medieil  soieuoe 
and  surgical  nvt  have  been  of  romarkable  value.  Ho  discovered  the 
simplest  and  bettt  method  known  to  the  profession  of  reducing  disloca- 
tioiiR  of  the  hip ;  be  inbroduoed  a  new  method  of  treating  fractured  and 
(liHloriitfd  cluviclr  ro  hh  to  avert  fhr  UHUiil  icHultHnf  tlflomiit v  ;  nud  in 
vontoil  a  now  methoil  of  liuding  bullets  in  the  boily  without  using  the 
probe.  The  first  disoovery  was  effected  while  he  was  a  student  in  1841, 
and  is  now  known  as  the  automatic  method  of  reduction. 

Dr.  Allen  was  a  member  of  several  medioal  sooieties.  In  1878  be  was 
elected  president  of  the  White  Mountain  Medieal  Society,  and  in  1888 
was  sent  as  a  delegate  by  the  Vermont  Medicnl  Society  to  the  Anieiican 
Medical  Association  convened  in  Cleveland,  O.  He  was  one  of  the  con- 
salting  surgeons  of  the  Mary  FleUdier  Hospital  in  Burlington  from  its 
organization  until  his  docoaHo.  Ho  roprosontod  the  town  of  Hartford 
in  tho  Qunoral  AHHciiiMy  of  1H80  and  '8'2,  and  ofliciatcd  m  chairman  of 
the  Committfo  on  the  luHaur ,  mid  nlso  as  chairman  of  tho  cuiumittee  of 
the  Hoard  of  Health.  In  1880  he  was  choBou  diairman  of  tlio  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  Iiisnue,  to  which  oflice  he  was  ro-elect<'d  in  1882.  Ho 
was  a  member  of  the  OongregatioDaUst  church  in  West  Lebanon,  N.  H. 
He  was  a  member  of  United  Brethren  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  IL,  of  Bflortford, 
and  was  post  Kiirgeon  of  Abrnliani  Liucohi  Post  No.  85,  of  Hartford. 

Dr.  Allen  was  married  on  the  11th  of  Juno,  1844,  to  Mary  J.,  daugh> 
lor  of  the  late  Lewis  Lyman  of  Hartford,  and  has,  since  1847,  resided 
ill  tho  houHowhurn  Mrx.  AUon  waH  Imru.  Tho  isHUO  of  this  marriage  is 
three  sons,  iJamuol  Johnson,  Jr.,  Fred  Lyman  and  Horry  Brace. 

JvRiH  C.  Bnooxs. 

Son  of  Zerah  Brooks,  born  March  IG.  1801,  was  a  merchant  by  vocation. 
He  served  an  apprenticeship  with  Emerson  and  Dnvin,  merchants  in 
Hartford  village.  Before  settling  in  business  in  Hai  tfoi  <1,  ho  went  to 
Springfield,  Vt,  where  he  remained  about  three  years.  The  exact  date 
of  his  return  to  Hartford  aJid  beginning  business  for  lujiiHelf,  is  a  mat- 
tor  of  doubt  On  the  30tb  of  May,  182il,  be  bought  of  Thomas  Emer- 
son the  premises  now  known  as  the  "  Brooks  residence,**  where  heUved 
during  the  reniainder  of  liis  life.  His  hk  r*  antilo  career  extended  over  a 
period  of  more  than  fifty  yeais,  and,  during  that  time,  be  won  an  envi* 
able  repntetion  by  liis  many  noble  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  daily  ez- 
emplified  by  iiuiuly,  upright,  iiiiiforinly  afTable  and  obliging  conduct  in 
bis  business  and  social  relations  with  all  men;  strictly  honest,  methodi- 
cal, oonsctentious,  habitually  aooarnte  nud  a  beautiful  penman,  it  was  a 
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pleasure  to  transAofc  buBineaB  with  him,  whether  of  a  public  or  a  prirato 

nature. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  elected  treaBurt  [  <>f  tlio  town  in  March,  1839,  aud 
held  that  office  continually  until  March,  1H75,  when  failitig;  health  led 
him  to  decline  a  re-election.  Ue  held  tiio  otlico  uf  town  clerk  fur  three 
years,  1860-62,  and  was  clerk  ot  the  White  River  Bridge  Oo.  from  Nov. 
1,  IB  18,  to  th«  date  of  ibo  diuolafcioa  of  ihafc  oompany,  April  14^ 
1868. 

In  March,  1876,  Mr.  Brooks  remgned  the  offioe  of  town  ireaanrer. 

The  following  pxtrnrt  tnl  on  from  n  rfH-Onl  of  the  town  moetiiip"  lu  l  l 
soon  after  he  tendered  hii*  resignation,  shows  how  highly  his  sei  vie^s 
were  eateemed  by  hie  fellow  towmnneiH  vis :

DAvrD  1^1.  Camp, 

the  son  of  Abel  and  Anna  ManniiiL':  Cainp,  was  born  in  TuTil-ri  lge,  April 
21, 1788.  Abel,  the  father,  reutovotl  with  his  fuuiily  to  West  Hartford, 
in  and  having  acontnnlated  considerable  property,  he  atonee  took  a 
prominent  place  in  town  ufTairs,  and  lived  and  dicil  a  highly  rfBjKn  ted 
citizen.  He  was  a  very  intelligent  mau,  aud  recoguizing  tlie  voluu  and 
importance  of  a  good  education,  he  evinced  a  liberal  e^rit  in  helping 
his  children  to  obtain  the  same.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  had  the  com- 
mon experience  of  Vermont  boys  in  those  days.  He  was  reared  in  a  ver- 
itable log-cabin,  to  the  age  of  14,  having  a  sister  and  two  brothers  older 
than  himself.  In  the  autnnm  of  1806,  when  18  yean  of  age,  he  entered 
Burlington  college  with  seventeen  others  who  ^MiKluatod  with  him. 
among  whom  were  several  dieting uiakud  luou  afierwtuik  in  Vermont, 
chief  among  them  being  the  distinguished  Senator  Jacob  CollanMr  and 
t)ir  n ccomplished  Secretary  of  Stalo  Norman  Williams.  It  was  a  re- 
markable coincidence  that  Mr.  Camp  was  theiirat  president  of  the  Yei- 
mont  Senate,  and  Vr.  WiHtanu  the  first  aecretary.  Tb«r  portraitanow 
grace  the  Senate  Chamber. 

Ur.  Gamp  was  graduated  in  1810.  He  returned  to  Hartford  soon 
alter,  and  at  freoman's  meeting,  in  September  of  ttiat  year,  took  the 
freeman's  i  nlh  and  voted  for  Jonas  Clalusha  for  governor.  Mr.  Gamp 
adopted  the  law  as  his  profession,  and  began  his  studies  with  \Ym. 
Bray  ton,  Esq.,  Swanton,  Vt.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Franklin  county 
bar  at  the  August  term,  1812,  and  as  a  lawyer  stood  well.  In  the  war  of 
1812,  he  was  chosen  collector  of  cu«toTt!8,  and  after  a  short  service  at 
Swanton,  he  went  to  Derby,  where  the  greater  part  of  the  smuggling 
was  carried  on.  The  business  was  very  dlataatefnl  to  him,  but,  after  a 
few  years,  when  the  embargo  was  removed  and  an  open  and  friendly  in- 
tercourse estabUshed,  he  chose  to  continue  at  his  post,  aud  remaiueil  as 
collector  until  1839.  In  1815,  he  was  State's  attorney  of  Orleans  oonnty. 
In  1816-17,  ho  ropresentod  Derby  in  the  Qen  i  nl  Assembly.  Tie  wao 
asststaut  judge  of  the  Orleans  County  Court  in  1830,  '32,  '34,  '35,  aud 
1843.  In  1834-6,  he  again  rmresented  Derbv  in  the  Legislatore. 

In  1836,  when  the  amended  constitution  of  the  State  creating  a  Sen- 
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ttte  wont  into  operation,  and  the  new  Slate  House  was  completed,  he 
woa  eleuted  lieutoiiaiit-governoi- nn<l  ox-oflicio  president  of  the  Souaio, 
which  office  he  hold  fur  live  coiiaeculive  years.    Afterwards,  in  1842,  '3, 

hn  WAR  fMMinty  smintor  from  Orleons  eonniy,  his  Usi  oflUdol  swricea. 
Mr.  Cuiiiji  ^v^tH  a  nmii  of  lurge  iotelUgeiH  o.  Rt  roJig  coiiviclioim,  uml  aviis 
Gouscientious  and  fearless  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty.  He  was  fore- 
most in  efforts  for  the  promolioa  of  edueation  and  Che  refommtion  of 
society.  In  1831,  he  reported  a  resolution  to  the  Ck>ngregational  church 
of  Derby  against  the  traffic  in,  and  common  use  of  ardent  spirits,  which 
wjvH  adopted  13  to  7 ;  and,  in  1842,  he  reported  to  the  same  church  a 
series  oi  ikiiti-sIaTety  resolutiuiis.  and  they  were  muuiiinotisly  adopted. 
Those  measiircB  indicate  tho  cliaraciter  of  the  man. 

Mr.  Camp  was  twice  married,  first  to  Sarepta,  danghtor  of  Francis 
W.  Savage  of  West  Uartford,  Sept.  28,  1815.  Tho  fruit  of  this  mar- 
riagi'  was  tliirty-seveu  years  of  pleasan'  l<imestic  life,  ami  three  child- 
ren, Norman,  now  residing  in  Washington,  D.  C;  Hoel  IL,  who  re- 
fliftint  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  Mrs.  Ifarriet  Weed,  who  resides  in 
MiiiiicapollH,  IMiini.  'I'lin  family  circlo  wan  1)rukon  liy  tin;  death  of 
Mm.  Camp,  AOiy  15,  1H62,  aged  CO.  His  sucond  marriage  was  with 
Miss  Atuiira  ITowc  of  Muntpelier,  who  survives  hiin.  Mr.  Camp  died 
ill  Derby,  Fch'y  20,  1891,  aged  8:),  minus  two  mouths;  ending  a  life  of 
honor  and  uRofulnc^R  inn  ]>oarorn1  death,  and  passing  from  Ibis  tO  an 
eternal  life  in  the  ripeness  of  a  good  oid  age.

Nathait  Cohb,

boru  in  Sandwich,  Mass.,  Antrust  1'),  lie  was  fourth  in  line  o£ 

doRcctnt  from  Ifcnry  Cobb,  hmg  a  ruling  elder  in  Rev.  John  Lothrop^ 
church  in  Barnstable,  Mass. 

Nathan  entered  the  American  army  in  April,  1776,  before  he  had 
arrived  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  Was  enlisted  by  Lieut.  Stephen 
Fish,  his  brotlicr-iii-law,  in  a  company  commanded  by  Capt.  Graniiis, 
for  the  term  of  six  months.  He  was  immediately  sent  to  Naushon 
iKlund,  where  the  eom|>any  tsLafioucd  for  the  luirposo  of  guarding 
tlic  fori  a»i«l  niililjiry  st«>i-eH  at  that  place.  While  lie  was  on  tno  island 
a  llritisli  trndri'  under  (he  gnus  of  the  fonrf.  A  eannon  wnn  fired 
at  her  and  the  shot  cut  oil  her  yard-arm.  The  vessel  immediately 
**  cleared  ont,"  leaving  word  at  Martha's  Vineyard,  as  we  heard,  "  tliat 

the  Britisli  fleet  would  pay       f'T  it." 

Nathan's  term  exiiire4l  after  "  Indian  liarvusl,"  t(>  use  the  term  ho 
used  in  his  pension  declaration,  and  he  returned  to  his  parents  in  Sand- 
wlidi.  In  Jidy,  1770,  he  rc-enliHt<'.d,  joining  a  company  of  minute  men 
coninmtnle<1  by  Onpt.  .loshua  'J'oby,  and  called  out  to  defeat  the  threat- 
ened attenij»t  of  tlie  loyalists  and  refugees  to  Falmouth.  Tlie  enlist- 
mONt  was  tor  the  term  of  tlmH3  months.  Nearly  half  this  time  the 
comi»any  was  at  Howland's  I't  t  ry,  H.  1.,  to  which  point  it  first  marched, 
and  about  half  the  time  at  1'  aiuioutli.  His  brother  Jacob  enlisted  when 
Nathan  did,  serving  with  him  during  the  term,  and  \ras  discharged  at 
the  same  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Nathan  bade  adieu  to  his  home  and  went  to 
Itandolph,  Vt,  wliero  tiail  settled  his  broUior  Jaoob  and  his  brother-ui- 
hiW|  Steplien  Fish,  mentioned  abova  Many  stories  hod  been  told  in 
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the  ftrmy  of  the  wonderful  richness  of  tho  soil  "way  up  iit  Veiuiout.** 
**  Why,  the  very  mountain-tops  wore  fertile  and  yoti  could  get  ^ood 

crops  as  liigli  nji  as  yon  could  get  oxon  ntitl  plmigh  ! "  lint  Nathan  ilid 
not  like  here  ami,  in  a  littld  wliilc,  he  made  his  way  to  Hanover,  U., 
and  there  cuga^^cd  In  hia  ooenpiitton  of  blaoksmith.  Tlic  writer  of  tlim 
acconnt  heard  him  narratv  that  walking  along  tho  Klri'i't,  out;  day,  lie 
saw  St t tin rit  n  ch;unl)t'r  window  a  young  lady,  a  >*fi;iiii;t'r,  alliri-tl  in 
low  ihes.s  with  uUoi  l  sIl'i'Vcs.  As  h«  lookoil  upon  hor  il  w  as  inipruHsed 
upon  him,  in  a  supernatural  way,  na  ho  Iiclieved,  that  sh<'  \n  as  to  lie  his 
wifu.  Tic  soon  ;uiccrtainud  that  the  maiden  wan  Lytlia  IHiss  of  [.(.-hanon, 
Conn.,  and  thtiu  visiting  licr  rclalivus.  President  Wlu  t  I<k  k  and  tliu 
I^nneoB  in  Hanover.  A  mutual  attachment  sprang  up  !•<  tween  these 
young  ]M'n|>ic  ;i!ul  tlic"  ii/tpression  soon  was  rcalizc-tl,  -  Nallian  accom- 
panying Mina  Lydia  to  her  home  in  Connecticut  and  marrying  her  there. 
After  thi^r  miirriage,.hi8  wife  roRolved  to  ho  a  help  meet  indeed^ 
learned  to  perform  .some  of  the  lighter  work  of  her  husband's  tra»le, 
among  other  things  tlie  pointing  of  shoeing  nails.  Kathan  hohl  the 
office  of  deputy  sheriff'in  this  town  nine  years. 

In  1805  lu'  remov«  d  to  Hartford,  living  upon  a  farm  in  Ceiilreville 
until  the  infirmities  of  age  came  upon  Tiim.  He  died  in  this  town 
March  24,  1845,  aged  81  years,  8  months,  7  days.  His  wife,  Lydia

III!  liad  live  children,  all  horn  in  Hanover,  namely:  Daniel,  wIm>  be- 
came a  lawyer  and  liettled  in  Straiford,  dying  in  that  town  July  20, 
1808,  at  the  age  of  61  ; '  Nathan,  Jr.,  a  blacksmith,  whose  life  was 
passed  in  Hartford  ati<l  who  deeeasod  .Time  n,  IS  17,  n<,'e(l  58;  Samuel 
B.,  a  merchant  in  Montreal,  and  then  in  New  York  ciur,  where  he  died 
Aug.  7,  lB*iO,  at  the  a(^  of  U7;  Lydia,  who  became  the  wife  of  David 
Landers  of  ITartford,  m  which  town  s\\o  died  July  18,  184.H,  aged  40; 
and  David  Webster^  an  impoi  t^r  in  Charleston,  S.^ C.  He  died  in  that 
city  Sept.  8,  1835,  at  the  .-e  of  84.    ..  '  .    •  • 

HoM.  Albibt  Gauatin  Dewst. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  bom  in  Hartford,  Vt.,  Deceuiber  1(5, 
1806^  and  died  Aug.  26, 18B6,  aged  80  yearH,  8  mos.  and  10  days.  He 
was  the  eldest  euld  of  John  and  Mary  (Wright)  Dewey,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  seventh  generation  in  lineal  descent  from  Thomas 
Dowoy,  who  omigratod  to  Amerini  in  163.'1  from  Sandwich,  coiinly  of 
Kent,  England,  and  settled  in  Dorchester,  Mass.  John  Dewey,  father 
ol  Albert  G.,  was  a  former  who,  though  having  limited  pecuniary  means, 
was,  nevertheless,  poi?ses8ed  of  sterling  moral  and  intellectual  qualities, 
which  were  transmitted  in  an  eminent  degree  to  his  desceudeuts.  He 
died  November  38,  1838,  leaving  a  wife  and  five  children,  three  of  whom 
were  under  H  yonrR  of  fip^n  By  the  death  of  his  fiitliei'  Albert  0..  then 
eighteen  years  of  age,  became  charged  with  the  support  of  hia  mother, 
brother,  and  three  sistera.  At  this  period  of  bis  life  he  had  received  no 
education,  in  a  literary  sense,  and  tbough  1*  li  ul  r,(  t  V  i  ri  subjected  to 
the  blighting  intlaencea  of  poverty  that  surround  thousands  in  early

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life,  oikd  was  not  able  to  bear  the  bitter  tesLiiuuuj  whioli  inauy  yoong 
men  of  hifl  age  could  Im^e  given  of  nckuiU  want  and  saffering,  yet  he 

hail  boeu  the  Bubjot-l  of  circmnstanoea  which  toiulod  f  ci  hamper  gonius 
niul  koop  iu  a  lihtont  utato  the  higher  faoultioH  of  his  heart  and  luiud. 
Bat,  now,  on  Uie  Tetge  of  manhood,  a  weighty  responaibUity  xraa  im« 
posed  upon  him,  aud  to  his  innnite  orodit  he  proved  to  be  equal  to  the 
exigeucies  of  tlie  occasion.  W  ith  an  intuitive  sonso  of  his  reaporiHibilitiea, 
with  a  brave,  warm,  suHceptible  heart,  a  determined  will  aud  hoH  reliance, 
he  cheerfully  and  manfully  accepted  the  situation  and  faithfully  dovotad 
his  ttmo  and  his  earnings  to  the  work  until  his  brother  and  sisters  were 
able  to  aupport  themselves.  In  order  to  eilectuaUy  perform  this  work 
of  love  young  Dewey  left  home  to  learn  the  ear]>enter*8  trade.  Ha 
served  an  upprnnf  irrsliip  of  three  years  with  Elibu  Ransom  of  Quechee 
village,  in  Hartford,  during  which  time  his  sole  oompenaation  consisted 
of  hie  board  and  dothing,  out  in  the  meantime  he  worked  neai-ly  every 
day  far  boyonfl  the  allotted  hours  in  order  to  earn  extra  wages.  Hia 
habits  of  indu8try  and  his  exemplai'y  conduct  gained  him  several 
warm  friends  aud  sympathi/xirs,  who  gave  him  credit  for  articles  of  sub- 
aiatence  and  loaned  him  uiouoy  wherewitli  to  aocoanpliah  his  noble  pur- 
pose. During  his  apprenticeship  in  1825  young  Dewey,  with  two  or 
tliroo  other  apprentices  were  taken  by  their  employer  to  Boston  iu  ord«r 
to  obtain  more  profitable  employment  than  was  to  be  obtained  at  home. 
The  party  set  out  to  walk  the  entire  distance,  but  after  waUriiifr  all  day, 
all  but  young  Dowey  concluded  to  ride  the  remaining  diutauce.  He, 
however,  continued  the  journey  on  foot,  until  he  reached  Ofaarleatown, 
MrtHH.,  frnni  which  place  ho  Kor.ureil  a  rido  into  Boston  on  a  pedlar's 
cart.  TiuH  ijicidout  iu  hia  caroor  fully  iiluMtraioa  the  teuociiy  uf  pur- 
pose and  indomitable  will  whioh  contributed  largely  to  hia  eminent 
auocoBS  in  business  life.  Tho  experience  of  those  three  yews  was  of 
hiostimab!"  vhIiio  to  young  Dewey.  It  iaughl  him  the  value  of  self- 
reliance,  of  iiKiuHtriouH  habita,  and  eapecially  of  the  value  of  a  good 
moral  character,  all  of  which  qualities  ho  exemplified  in  hia  after  li^. 

At  tlio  termination  of  his  apjirontiooship  INlr.  Dewey  was  discharged 
as  a  journeyman  carpenter,  receiving  from  Mr.  Itausom  the  customary 
gift  of  a  freedom  auit  of  elothea.  Vcr  several  yeara  tharcafter  he  pur- 
sni'd  liiH  trade  near  homo  In  1831,  with  a  dcsiroto  rhange  his  vocation 
fur  ouo  more  compatible  with  his  tastesi  he  sought  and  obtained  em- 
ployment in  the  machine  ahop  of  Daniela  ft  CSo.,  of  Woodatodt. 
reputation  of  this  firm  Avas  such  at  that  time  that  hia  successful  applica- 
tion for  a  place  in  this  shop  was  a  flattering  recognition  of  his  mechan- 
ical nkilL  Rev.  B.  F.  Dwight,  iu  his  "  Notes  of  tho  Early  History  of 
the  Dnwey  Family,**  pnUishnd  in  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Bio- 
graphical fleeord,  says: — ''Mechanical  instincts,  tastes  and  capabilities 
have  lioeu  leading  charactoviatics  of  a  large  number  of  this  family.** 
Mr.  Dewey  had  au  instinct  for  handicraft,  but  ho  achicTed  hia  ddll  by 
accurate  olmervation  and  rcno  tinn  IIo  had  tho  i>ower  of  mechanical 
analysts  which  enabled  him  to  luantor  all  the  teoUnicolities  and  prin- 
ciples of  oonatruotton  of  machinery  entirely  new  to  him.  In  the  ahort  ' 
space  of  four  months  from  the  time  lie  commenced  work  with  Daniels 
Co.,  he  was  sent  out  by  them  to  set  up  their  machinery  in  difTerent 
places,  which  he  did,  travelling  from  factory  to  factory  until  1686. 

In  18:15  Mr.  Dowey,  in  company  with  otherH,  commenced  the  erection 
of  what  iH  now  ktio^vn  as  Dowey  Co.'h  factory  on  tho  Olta<iucchoo 
river,  one  mile  aud  a  half  below  Quechee  village.    Here  he  commenced 
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ibo  manufacture  of  woolen  fabrics,  bat  the  venture  proved  unBuccessful, 
and  at  tbe  end  of  two  years  he  found  himself  involved  almost  hopelessly 
in  debt,  lacking  $15,000  to  liquidate  his  obligations.  But  he  con- 
tinued to  rantM  mill  with  a  force  of  from  thirty  to  sixty  opezmtives, 
though  there  was  not  a  day  botwonn  1838  and  1850  in  which  lie  could 
have  met  the  claims  of  bis  creditorH  at  a  sacrifice  of  all  he  possessed. 
NevorthelaBS  he  kept  bis  creditors  fully  informed  of  bis  aflairt,  promptly 
mot  his  papers  at  maturity  and  paid  las  oniployo.os  in  full  t  vt  ry  pay 
day.  Furthermore,  he  spared  no  pains  to  improve  the  quality  uf  his 
manvdhotorM.  Ho  wm  partienlar  iu  tbe  mtnntctt  detmbi,  aimed  at 
ezcelleuce,  and  exhibited  that  carefulness  and  accuracy  in  turning  out 
good  work  which  demooBtrated  that  hia  heart  was  iu  it  This  proved  a 
tirat  rate  inTOttment  for  aeenriug  to  himself  tbe  eoTiaUe reputation  and 
large  fortune  resulting  therefrom. 

Prior  to  1841  Mr.  Dewey  used  line  new  wool  in  the  goods  nmdo  by 
him.  In  that  year  ho  commenced  using  what  was  then  known  as  rag- 
wool,  and  tbe  cloth  liiu  lu  bjhim  imacalled  rag  cloth.  In  184G  became 
into  possession  of  nil  tho  machinery  then  in  use  by  other  parties  in 
Quechee.  From  l^^G  to  1848,  when  the  Bays  of  Franklin,  Mass., 
started  in  the  business,  Ifr.  Dewej  was  the  onlj  mannfectDrer  making 
or  nsiTig  ahoddy  yarn  and  weaving  it  into  cloth,  in  this  country.  Con- 
sequently be  mauufoctured  this  land  of  cloth  a  longer  time  than  any 
other  mannhetarer  in  the  United  States. 

Shoddy  itself,  as  material  for  tho  manufacture  of  woolen  goods  wnn 
first  nmde  in  this  country  by  Daniels  X'  Co.,  at  Quocben,  in  1811).  Hoi 
until  the  lute  civil  war,  howuvor,  was  the  word  "shoddy  "  known  to  the 
trade  in  America.  In  ICnglund  it  bad  long  boon  a  familiar  aiipollation  dI 
the  fibrouH  material  obtuitied  by  tearing  into  fibrt>s  soft  woolen  rags. 

Mungo,"  another  njuterial  uaeU  in  the  manufacture  of  cluth,  differa 
from  shoddy,  being  made  from  hard  woolen  rags,  and  from  it  ia  made  a 
cloth  of  much  finer  quality  than  that  of  wliich  nhoddy  forms  a  part. 

Devil 's-dust"  is  the  the  material  obtained  Irum  cutting  tho  fibres  of 
mungo  or  shoddy  into  dost  Shoddy  is  a  valuable  artiole  of  mniiiifnc-> 
turo  and  is  wronged  by  tiie  application  of  tbe  name  to  sbninelcua  clieata 
and  frauds. 

April  1,  1858,  the  Arm  of  A.  G.  Dewey  &  Co.,  was  formed  by  the  ano- 

ciation  with  Mr.  Dewey  of  his  brother  in-law,  Justin  T.  McKenziu,  and 
his  wife's  nephew,  William  S  Carter.  ChnngcH  in  tho  firm,  of  which 
Mr.  Dewey  remained  the  liead,  have  since  occurred.  In  1873  Mr.  Carter 
died,  and  on  the  1st  of  January,  1874,  John  J.,  son  of  tbe  senior  partner, 
piiv<>]m'^r  1  ^fr  Carter's  interest  in  tlu'  firm.  On  tho  first  ofTammry  187G, 
William  6.,  auuthur  son  of  the  senior  partner,  was  admitted  to  equal  part-- 
nerabip.  Tbe  two  last  named  gentlemen,  witih  lb.  HcKeniie,  are  tho 
surviving  members  of  the  firm. 

In  1858  the  mill  of  this  firm  contained  only  two  sets  of  machinery, 
capable  of  producing  about  450  yards  of  textile  falwie  dsily.    In  1870 

the  firm  bought  the  mill  fill  then  loaHcd  by  them,  enlarged  it,  substi- 
tuted new  and  improved  machinery,  and  in  18G3  they  had  a  capacity  of 
1800  yards  didly.  Since  then  oonnnned  improvements  have  been  made» 
and  their  present  production  is  not  far  from  2600  yards  daily.  Their 
fabrics  are  made  from  the  same  kind  of  stock  used  by  Mr.  Dewey  in 
1811,  and  have  n  reputation  in  the  markets  of  the  country  for  general 
exoellenoe  which  creates  a  demand  proportionate  to  the  means  for  pro- 
duction.  This  is  the  legitimate  reault  of  an  intdligent»  upright  system 
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of  doing  buiiiiioHH,  Llio  oiiiiiloj^iuout  of  skillod  luboiot'St  wbo  liavo  bueu 
treated  with  «  libertU  oonnd«nitioii  of  their  wtntm  Mid  dues. 

Mr.  Dowoy  was  always  iutereetod  iu  ovorytluiig  pioiiiulive  of  Ibo 
growth  aiuT  prosporily  of  his  section,  niul,  fuvoriiip  internal  improvc- 
lueiits,  lio  was  an  active  promoter  and  ono  of  the  original  iucorporatora  of 
the  railroad  from  White  River  Junction  to  Woodstock.  Being  a  large 
stockholder,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  boai  d  of  directors  on  the 
organization  of  the  company,  and  on  the  death  of  Gov.  P.  T.  Washburn, 
in  February,  1870,  he  was  chosen  to  tie  oflioe  of  president.  He 
retained  tLia  oflioe  until  January,  1888»  when  be  declined  furibw  re- 
election. 

In  political  life,  Mr.  Dewey  aeeeptably  filled  all  offices  of  trust  to 

wliich  ho  was  oalleil.  IIo  ])OHso8Hed  eminent  busineaa  qualiGcations. 
Ho  was  firm  iu  his  convictions,  prompt  and  energetic  in  the  per- 
formauoe  of  duty.  He  was  frank,  thouroughly  conscientious,  moaeet 
and  deferential,  yet  genial  and  agreeable  withal,  and  by  these  qualities 
Im  pfrt!i»ed  thp  coiifldenco  of  all  witli  whom  ho  had  social  or  businoHs  rpla- 
tiuuB  ;  lutd  hu  deserved,  as  he  received,  the  approbation  luul  respect  vi 
his  fellow  townsmen.  In  a  word,  be  won  tiie  bearta  of  people  ntab- 
ing  thon»  feel  that  it  waw  liis  j)loaaiiro  to  servo  tbem 

Mr.  l>ewey  represented  the  town  of  Uartford  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly in  1850-61-03  and  *64.  In  1868  be  was  eleoted  one  of  tbe  board  of 
selectman,  and  held  that  oftioe  continuously  until  IRfiG.  During  the 
recent  civil  war  he  displayed  fine  executive  ability  iu  the  onerous  work 
of  filling  tbe  quota  of  troops  required  by  tbe  national  goverament. 
Kvory  requisition  was  pronij)tly  met  at  tho  leant  posHible  exponse  to  tbe 
town.  In  18(»0,  ho  was  elected  to  the  Btate  Senate  from  Windsor 
county,  and  was  again  elected  to  the  same  office  for  two  years  in  1870. 
Tbougli  WW  ready  to  act  the  ])art  of  a  good  citizen,  and  participate  in 
a  proper  manner  i»>  public  nifairs,  he  refrained  from  Holiciting  ])nblic 
oflice,  believing  %vith  General  Grant,  that  it  is  men  who  wait  to  be 
selected,  and  not  tbose  wbo  seek,  from  wbom  we  nay  alwaya  ezpeet  the 
most  efficient  service. 

On  the  18tb  of  June,  1840,  Mr.  Dewey  married  Emily,  daughter  of 
Hon.  William  Strong  ot  Hartfw'd.  Mrs.  Bewey  was  in  all  re8))cct8 
worthy  <>f  tho  chaiaetor  of  her  huKbatul.  and  went  hand-iu-hand  with 
bim  through  Iko  vicissitudes  which  marked  his  struggles  to  uuiinlain 
himself  in  businees,  and  bis  i;baracter  unimpcaebable.  Three  children 
were  the  fruit  of  this  union,  two  sons,  William  S.  and  John  J.,  and  a 
daughter,  Emma  F.,  now  the  wife  of  Henry  C.  Denuison  of  New  Bed- 
ford, Mass.  Mrs.  Dewey  died  April  23. 1876.  On  the  SOib  of  August, 
1878,  Mr.  3>Bwey  married  Miss  Eveline  TrnmbuU  of  Hartford,  wbo  sur- 
vives biuL

Rev.  tSx  Qroes  graduated  from  Dartmouth  college  in  1781  at  the  age 

of  26  years.  Hir  miiiiBlry  nvn  thr  clmrch  in  Hartford  In^lpd  nearly 
twenty-two  years.  He  was  emuhaticaliy,  an  able  preacher,  and  by  his 
preaenee  in  churob  councils,  ana  bis  services  on  public  oecarions,  be- 
came  well  known  throughout  thp  Slafc.  He  preached  the  election  ser- 
mon before  the  Ijcgislature  of  Vermont,  in  Woodstock,  OcL  18, 1807. 
Uo  was  resolute  in  purpose,  and  persistent  in  adberenoe  to  bis  personal 
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cnnrictions  on  all  matters  of  importnnce,  wlietlier  Hfreclinn;  bis  own  or 
tbe  luterests  of  oUiera.  Theae  traits  he  exeiuplihcd  on  one  occttbiou, 
July  22, 1792,  when  be  was  invited  by  tbe  ebaroh  in  Woodetoek  to  ad- 
iniiiiater  to  tlieiu  the  sacrament  of  the  LonV»  sn|)]it'r.  Tin  wont  nn<l  the 
churok unamiously  renewed  ikoir  ooveiwut  Mr.  Gross  likewise  insisted 
tb«t  they  ahoiild  renew  their  naeent  to  their  nrtinloa  of  faith  aftd 
refused  to  a^htiniater  to  them  unless  they  wmthl  do  it.  "This,"  in  the 
words  of  f lift  record,  "  l)rf)Uf(lit  on  a  Iniijj;  tlisjmt i-  wliieli  Insteil  till  ye 
timo  for  the  nflt;i  noon  aervii  o  to  bc'<j;in.  After  ya  afturuoon  service  ye 
matter  was  taken  up  anew,  and  all  tliat  were  present  both  melM  end 
females,  did  retieie  their  art  tries  of  faith  save  only  Dr.  JBrnMOns,  trfto 
oUJected  against  having  any  ot/ar  test  besides  the  Jiibie.  *  *  U|>ou 
this  Mr.  Qross  offered  to  adniinister  to  ye  rest  of  ye  eburcb  but  not  to 
him.  After  much  time  spent  in  di-^pntnlinTt  vv  vo^o  was  nilleil,  whether 
ye  ohuroh  would  dofer  ye  admiuiHtruliun  of  ^e  saciomout  for  ye  present. 
Pnat  in  tbe  affirmetiTe.'*  Mr.  Qroae  was  anstained. 

Mr.  OiosB  WI18  twice  nnirried.  lie  nmrrit^d  fuHt  .Tiidilli  Carter,  by 
whom  be  had  Thomas  Grose,  Jr.,  who  was  for  several  years  associated 
with  a  Mr.  Welle  in  tbe  mercantile  baaineaa,  in  Hartford,  Yt.  Mira. 
Judith  Gross  died  Junt  'Js\  1790.  He  married  for  his  second  wife  the 
widow  of  Thomas  White  Titkin,  and  a  daughter  of  Lt  Governor  Joseph 
Mavhh  of  Hartford,  by  whom  be  Ijad  two  sons,  Dr.  l*itkiii  Grosn,  for 
some  time  a  resident  of  King^t^n,  P.  Q.,  Canada,  and  Horace  Gross 
who  died  in  early  murilioi >  1  MrH.  Hlioda  Gross,  his  pocond  wifo,  iiu'A 
Aiiff.  7, 1805.  The  i  eutainu  of  both  wives  were  interred  in  the  conietury 
at  we  eentre  of  tbe  town.  l%e  bead  etonea  ereeted  to  th«ir  memory 
boar  respectively  the  following  inscriptions: — "Jnditli,  ye  amiable  con- 
sort of  Rev.  Thumas  Gross,  June  28,  1790.  Aetati*  sum  27.  N«ffu€ 
uBa  eriant  magro  atU  parva  Uthe  fuge^  "  Rhoda,  amiable  oonaort  of 
the  Rev.  ThonuiH  (tposh.  who  departed  tliiK  life  Aug.  7,  1805.  A«UUi$

Gen.  Wm.  I>.  Hazes, 

Son  of  Stillmau  and  Ferona  Fenno  Hazen,  was  born  in  West  Hartford, 
Vt.,  Sept  27, 1880,  and  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  Jan.  16,  1887,  aj^ 
66  years,  4  months  and  19  dayu.  Of  the  six  children  of  his  parenta,  Wil- 
liam  wft8  the  liftb  boni.    He  lind  tliree  sister??  and  two  brothers. 

Stillman  iioxen  was  the  second  son  uf  Ueuben  and  Lucretiu  Noblo 
Hazen.  Reaben  was  a  farmer  by  oeeopation  but  spent  much  of  bis 
time  in  other  pursuits.  He  was  passionately  devoted  to  mnsie  and  did 
much  to  encourage  young  people  in  its  study.  He  was  very  ingenious, 
and  when  upwards  of  sixty  years  of  age  made  one  of  tbe  finest  double 
bass  viols  to  be  found  in  this  or  any  other  country.  This  instmment 
he  presented  to  the  Congregational  society  in  Weet  Hartford. 

la  1884  Stinman  Hazen  removed  with  bis  family  to  Hiram,  Portage 
County,  Ohio.  The  journey  was  commenced  in  January  and  consumed 
about  six  weeks'  time.'  Mr.  Ha/en  settled  upon  an  nnimprove<l  i>lnco 
in  the  heart  of  a  wilderness,  built  a  comfortable  log  house  lo  live  in, 
and  entered  upon  tbe  work  of  seeuring  to  himself  a  permanent  borne.

The  neighborhood  wae  made  up  entirely  of  Yermouters,  and  it  mm 
but  a  abort  iiiiio  before  a  log  school  boupo  was  one  of  tbe  attractiont  of 
tbat  Incnlil  V.  diuwinf,'  iho  yomifif  inf»ii  and  women  from  the  whole  coun- 
try about.  It  was  iu  that  acluiol  house  tliat  \\m.  B.,  received  his  early 
eeliooling.  The  school  house  was  half  a  mile  away  from  his  father's 
honsn  anil  the  j>uth  to  it  wiis  iridiciited  by  hhizcd  trcGH.  Alotip  this 
patti  for  mauy  years,  iu  coui])auy  with  his  brothers  and  listers,  William 
trudged  mominit  and  night  during  eehool  term,  earryiug  hie  basket  ci 
diunnr  rni  "!  hiuuUo  of  books,  unti!  he  '.v:is  Bixteen  years  old  SuIiho- 
quontly.  until  ho  iKxtaiuo  of  nffo,  bu  passed  eoveral  terms  at  acatlotuios 
luid  aoiect  aoboolm*  but  during  tbto  time  he  assistod  in  the  farm  work 
at  home  during  the  f>pring  atid  summer  montbs ;  hi  fact,  since  thnt  time 
niifl  nn(*o  wltnti  hn  was  a  uuijor  general,  he  aasiated  in  the  field  at  what- 
ever work  was  going  on. 

At  tbe  age  of  eighteen  William  had  earned  money  bv  pieoe  work, 
suni<nent  to  enable  bim  to  make  a  journey  nwny  from  borne,  and  he 
availed  bimsolf  of  an  opportunity  to  vitiil  Cincinnati.  While  making 
this  trip  by  tbe  way  of  Vittsbui^g  and  down  the  Ohio  river,  Hfo  unfolded 
itKolf  }o  liini  in  a  broader  and  nmre  aHrn<"(ivp  way  flmn  dM-v  hefoir.  nnd 
seemed  to  oiubraue  much  not  attainable  ou  a  little  form.  It  became  ap- 
parent to  him  that  a  first  daas  education  was  the  leading  eoneideration 

for  !i  yoniif^  niim  deKtrtrif^  lo  fluccoetl  in  the  hi^iior  walkH  of  life.  Tfow 
to  attaiu  sucii  au  education  without  money  and  without  influential 
friends  was  his  constant  thought  West  Point  hod  been  named  to  him, 
but  it  seemed  to  bim  to  be  almost  unattainable,  in  fact  a  charming 
niyfliiral  crnnlion  beyond  bis  reorli.  But  by  giving  the  matter  eloRer 
att*  nliun.  which  be  was  enabled  to  do  by  tbe  aid  of  a  schoolmate  who 
bad  acon>-iii  al  ^^'oRt  Point,  William  found  that  tbis  academy  gave  not 
only  H  nnpciior  (uhiaUion,  but  a  living  jjrofossion  on  graduation,  besides 
inestimable  social  advantages ;  oombining,  in  fact,  more  benefits  to  con- 
fer upon  its  alumni  than  any  other  sebool  in  the  land,  while  the  govern- 
ment paid  th<^  pxprv^r-^ 

Without  a  single  ])rudi  ecUou  for  militai^'  life,  or  knoningihe  differ- 
ence between  a  sergeant  or  a  sergeant-major,  our  hero  concluded  that 
West  Point  was  tbe  place  to  Ririve  for.  and  be  went  to  work  detorniined 
lu  accum))liflb  bis  object,  lie  learned  that  it  would  bo  two  years  before 
thera  would  be  a  vacancy,  and  he  had  not  a  friend  possessing  the  necea- 
sary  influence  to  gain  bim  the  desired  appointment  He  therefore  be> 
took  himself  to  tbe  newspaper  ynil^ti^hfri,  nn  l  ill  ofluMalBof  prominence 
iu  the  nineteenth  (Ktngressiouoi  diHinci,  ami  lio  soon  found  that  bin  bou- 

'Gen.  listen  was  a  cloMNMie  of  the  lat«  President  Gsrlicld  at  the  Hiram,  Ohio, 
Ecteciie  InaHiote    When  the  litter  entered  this  Insihuie  «a  •  pnnll  bis  attention 

wa^  iiUi  .iritd  to  a  clan<«  of  three  in  ^-conietry.  The  three  persons  in  the  class  were 
William  H.  Iliixen,  (loorKc  A.  Hiikcr,  nnw  :t  Ir.KlinK  citiiiun  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, anil 
Mivs  Alinoht  A.  Ilooih,  tvlio  wns  u-.irliinK  in  tlir  Ki  hiHil  ami  St  liiC  Mline  itniB  pur*

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est,  detenaineil  ways  had  made  him  nmiiy  valuable  frionda;  yet,  while 
luauy  euoouraged  him  io  proceed,  othtiiH  throw  obstacles  in  hia  waj. 
After  be  had  obtained  the  promise  of  the  appointment  from  tibe  II  C.  of 
the  nineteentli  disirict,  l\w  Hchool-inate  above  referred  to,  whom  he  had 
made  his  coniidante,  and  whose  futlier,  rich  and  intluoniinl,  held  some 
whip- band  over  the  M.G.,  got  the  appointment  away  froiu  William.  But 
young  Hozen  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  his  riviU  fail  to  pass  an  es- 
amtnation,  and  atla«t  gained  tho  warrant  as  crtdf»t,  but  ko  Into,  after  so 
much  trouble,  that  it  gave  him  only  a  few  days  uf  grace  to  report  at 
West  Point  before  he  arrived  at  an  age  that  would  have  enduded  htm 
froin  file  academy.  He  entered  in  time^  however,  end  hia  milttixy  life 
since  has  been  the  result 

Chidet  Hasen  entered  the  eendemy  io  1851  with  a  class  of  ninety-Beven, 
of  whom  t  .voTity  Tiiiio  graduated,  and  his  will  to  go  tliroxigh  with  honor 
WAS  SO  strong  that  had  the  work  before  him  boon  much  moro  diflictilU 
he  woold  have  persoTered  and  aoomnpKshed  his  wiihes.  His  life  at 
West  Point  was  one  of  unremitting  toil.  The  course  of  study  is  very 
full  and  extended,  and  the  degree  of  proficiency  required  very  perfect. 
Tet,  he  Haw  iu  graduation  so  many  advantageB  that  all  his  life  there 
seemed  to  him  pleacaut,  and  its  associations  among  the  dearest  of  hia 
life.  In  a  letter  to  the  writer  of  this  sketch,  Gon.  Huzensnys;  *'I 
never  fail  to  visit  West  Point  whenever  opportunity  permits,  and  each 
year  adda  new  ehsnns  to  it  for  me,  and  after  many  years  of  army  life 
sinoo  leaving  if,  I  repeat  that,  in  my  opijiion,  no  inHtilulinn  in  oin-  cnutv- 
try,  and  probably  in  all  the  world,  oflers  youugmeu  without  fortune  so 
many  tangible  advantages  in  its  edneation  as  West  Point.*' 

While  at  West  Point,  Cadet  Hazen  wiih  cu^^iiizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
Southern  chivalry  controlled  the  academy.  A  few  Southern  young  men 
a'egulated  its  social  affairs,  and  could  pronounce  their  regis  and  social 
interdietlon  upon  whom  they  MW  fit.  The  flunkeyism  of  a  majority  of 
yonn«»  men  of  flip  Novth  was  very  morfifs  iiig  to  Cadet  Hazen.  Going 
au  he  did  from  tlie  western  reserve  ot  Ohio,  the  congressional  district  of 
Giddings  and  Ben  Wade,  and  fully  indoettinaled  with  tiie  democratic 
idoa  of  snrinl  HghtB  based  upon  porsonal  flmrfirttT.  luul  flio  onoruiily  of 
the  crime  of  slavery,  became  iu  for  the  lion's  bUareof  lU  will,  but  spoke 
hia  sentimMits  freely  and  stood  upon  his  rights  as  a  man. 

Cadet  TTiizen  graduated  in  June,  1865,  ami  wa.s  at  once  appointed  a 
Brevet  2nd  Lieut,  4th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  served  with  his  regiment  iu 
Oallf«niia  ftnd  Oregon  until  1867,  when  he  joined  the  8th  Infantry  in 
Texas,  to  whieh  he  was  promoted  a  2nd  Lieut,  as  early  as  September, 
1855.  While  in  Oregon  ho  waa  engaged  in  several  sharp  Indian  engjigo- 
meuts,  and  iiually  conducted  to  their  reservation,  at  Grand  lioudo 
Agency  in  Yamhill  county,  the  Rouge  River  Indians.  During  the  years 
1858-9,  Lieut.  Hazen,  while  on  duty  in  Texas,  was  almost  constantly  on 
scouting  duty  againstlndians,  who  then,  as  now,  slipped  away  from  their 
reservations  to  maraud  upon  the  people  of  Texss.  On  five  successive 
or'caHions  he  Kucre(>d<  rl  \u  Hiurpriging  parties  of  Indians  Utat  had  mar- 
dered  families  and  stolen  their  property. 

Nov.  S,  1859,  Lfieai  Rozen  reeeived  a  dangerous  gun  shot  wound 
while  in  one  of  IheHo  onc(nint(rrH,  which  lerminnlcd  his  bcrviccK  in  T(  xas. 
For  his  services  in  Texas,  he  was  complimented  in  orders  from  Gen. 
Smith's  headquarters  five  times;  was  brevetted  a  Ist  Lieut,  by  the  gov- 
ernment, April  1,  1860,  (the  first  compliment  of  the  kind  for  Indian  ser- 
vtoe  since  the  Florida  war),  and  was  presented  with  a  sword  by  the  peo«- 
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pie  of  Texas ;  May  14,  1800,  he  was  made  a  oaptajs.   His  wounds  did 

not  ]srriiiit  hiin  to  iCKunic  luililfiry  duly  for  niic  yeai;  wIkii  vfan  np- 
poiuted  oil  instructor  iu  iufauir^  tactics  at  Weat  Point,  where  be  re- 
mained until  tbe  breaking  out  of  the  BebelHon.'  He  thmi  received  the 
appoiiitineiit  of  colonel  of  tho  4th  Ohio  "Voluutoei  fi,  wlilch  Le  recruited 
and  organized  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  io  the  autumn  of  ISOl.  Col.  Hasen 
joined  the  Army  of  the  Gmnberiand  at  its  organisation  in  November, 
1B61,  and  served  with  that  division  of  the  anny  until  near  theend  of  the 
war. 

Ill  January,  1802,  he  was  aaaigucd  to  the  command  of  abngiido  which 
formed  a  part  of  tbe  famous  division  of  Qeu.  Nelson,  which  coming  to 
the  support  nf  tlin  Army  of  the  TonneBSPc  nt  Sliiinh,  assistpil  f:rcntly  in 
restoring  tiie  forluues  of  the  battle  to  tbe  Union  aims,  and  in  Baviug  the 
entire  destruction  of  that  sireadj  discomfited  army.  Col.  Hasan's  brig- 
ado  opened  tin  1  tittle  on  the  second  day.  and  its  services  were  coiiBpicu- 
ous,  sustaining  more  thuu  half  tbe  entire  loss  of  the  division.  For  this 
service  he  wan  n])pointcd  by  the  president  abrigadier>genera],  but  anti- 
Woflt  I'oint  iiifhienooH  acting  upon  the  Senate  defeated  his  confirmation. 
Ho  nsHiHtod  in  tlio  ojiorations  about  Corinth  ;  commanded  at  Mnrfrees- 
Ik)i-u  unltl  our  furcoH  foil  back  to  LouiHvillc,  and  then  participated  at 
Perry  ville  and  in  tho  pursuit  of  the  rebel  Gen.  Bragg. 

At  Murfreesboro  f'ol.  Ilazen  commanded  the  extreme  left,  holding 
the  only  portion  of  tho  original  line  that  woh  held  by  the  Union  forces, 
and  behind  which  the  army  was  reformed,  feeing  at  a  right  angle  to  its 
orinrinnl  poaitin!)  For  this  eervico  he  ^  ap  n^min  appointed  and  cor- 
firmed  brigadier-general,  iu  May,18t)2.  Continuiug  with  tbe  army  in  its 
oporations  about  Tulabonia,  and  in  its  advance  to  Ohatanooga,  Gem. 
Hazon  was  given  command  of  all  the  forces  in  front  of  that  place  and 
Boriio  Rovenfy  milefl  above  to  drrjinnstrnf n  before  the  enemy,  while  the 
main  army  moved  to  tho  right  and  cirecled  a  crossing;  of  tljo  Tennessee 
river  below  the  city.  He  then  moved  over  and  i»art  icijiated  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Onitanooga.  being  in  the  thickest  of  the  battle  both  dayB,  and  his 
was  the  last  organiK<>d  command  to  withdraw  from  tbe  battlefield.  He 
was  in  the  defence  of  Ohicamauga,  and  it  was  his  command  that  was 
selected  to  pass  down  tlm 'I'mnesRce  rivrr  i?i  t"i fty- two  pontoon  Imnt?',  tlie 
night  of  Nov.  27.  IHVui,  pant  Jjookout  Mountain  and  five  miles  of  rebel 
pickols,  to  seise  Lookout  valley,  tuni  tbe  rebel  position  and  open  our 

line  of  Hupj)IieH  l\v  tho  TenncHBee  river.  This  was  euccoBsfully  done, 
and  was  the  bogiouijig  of  tbe  Union  successes  resulting  iu  the  victory  at 
Mission  Ridge. 

On  Dec.  28,  Oen.  Hazen's  brigade,  now  consisting  of  nine  regi- 
ments, was  direr-fed  to  move  out  of  Clmtanoop^a  to  the  enemy^R  picbet 
position  near  Orchard  Knob.  It  did  ho  iu  Bjileudid  Hlyle,  cai'tunitg  at 
that  ftosition  tho  28i.h  Alabama  Infantry  almost  entire.  The  success  was 
so  c(i!n]i1oto  that  orders  were  at  once  given  to  fortify  I  he  position,  and 
from  this  jpoiut  tho  initiative  movement  was  made  which  resulted  in  the 
splendid  victory  of  Mission  Hidge,  two  days  later.  G^.  Hasen  remained 

*Afler  the  fall  of  Ft.  Sumpicr  Gov.  Denntson  of  Ohio  appointrd  Garfield  lleut. 

col.  and  sent  him  to  the  western  reserve  to  raise  a  regiment,  promising  to  place  a 
West  Point  gradiinte  in  ronunand.  Garfield  surkcsIcJ  his  old  Iriend  and  srhool 
male,  Cnpt.  H;i/cii,  llicn  in  the  regular  army,  for  colonel.  Gov  Dennison  Koliciied 
of  the  war  dc|ianiiient  the  «irrvirp<»  of  Capt.  Haitcn,  hut  Gen.  Scotl  declined  to  rc- 
ICttM  him.  Consequently  ('.ii  fitlil  was  ap|>ointed  colonel  of  the  rcgimciU  raised  by 
htm.  Later,  however,  Gcu.  Ilnzcii  nlitnincti  leave  of  al»ence  lo  take  cofnmaad  of 
tiie  furty-litst  regiment  Ohio  volunteer  Infantry. 
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in  active  service  ihaiug  iha  itumiinlfci  ui  tiac  wui',  being  cngogeJ  iu 
nearly  all  the  engagements  in  the  Atlantic  campaign,  and  was  August 
17,  1864,  trftiinforred  to  tlir  A  nay  of  the  Tennesseeand  assigned  to  the 
command  of  the  2nd  iltvision  of  the  16th  army  ooroa.  At  the  battle  of 
Joneeboro,  resulting  In  the  evaeantion  of  Atlanta,  Gen.  Haem's  divieion 
bore  a  conB])ieuou8  part,  and  in  the  campaign  to  the  bvh  IiIh  divlBinn 
formed  the  right  of  Sherman's  army.  At  the  assault  and  capture  of  Ft. 
MoAllister,  near  Savannah,  Dec.  18,  18Gi,  by  Quu.  llazon'a  divisiouti,  ho 
directed  the  morenient  in  penou,  and  by  it  opened  up  the  supplies  to 
the  faniinhing  army  and  mode  complete  a  campaign  of  the  utmoatim- 
portuuce  to  ilie  Uuiou  ur:us. 

Qeu.  Hazen's  division  bore  a  part  iu  the  battle  of  BentonvlUe^  K.  C, 
and  he  was  May  18,  18G5,  assigned  by  the  president  to  the  command  of 
tite  lifttieuth  urtiiy  corps,  having  been  appointed  a  major-general  of  vol- 
unteers for  the  capture  of  Fort  ICoAlliater,  to  date  from  Dec  13,  1864. 
At  tlic  clobo  of  tlio  war,  Qon.  Ilazen  spent  the  summer  of  18(U)  hi  iupcrt- 
iug  the  western  country.  He  traveled  through  Mebra.ska,  Colorado, 
Baicota,  Montana,  Idaho,  Utah  and  Nevada,  reaching  C^Uafomia  in 
November,  returning^  by  the  iHtlimiia  of  Panama.  On  his  return  he 
fouud  himself  colonel  of  the  38th  infantry,  but  he  waB  in  May,  18G9, 
transferred  to  the  6th  infantry,  as  colonel  of  that  rcgitaent,  with  the 
rank  of  brevet  major-gen  em! ,  and  was  stationed  at  Fort  Qibaon,  Texaa» 
until  1871.  In  Soptfirabor,  1SI7I,  (ten.  Hazon  \voT»t  ( o  Kuropo  andjoined 
the  headc|uarter8  of  the  Ciormaiiai  niy  tlion  cloBing  its  linos  about  Taris, 
and  remained  at  Teraailles  until  lie  had  thoroughly  studied  the  organis- 
ation Mid  chnractf-rKtirs  of  tliat  army.  He  also  gathered  there  the 
material  for  a  work  published  by  the  Harpers,  entitled  "  The  School 
and  the  Army  in  Germany  and  France."  Before  going  to  Europe,  Qen. 
ITazen  had  married  MIhs  .Millie,  daughter  of  Washington  HoLeanf  Esq., 
of  Cincinnati.  Ohio,  Feb.  15, 1871. 

On  his  retnm  from  Enrope  Qen.  Hasen  was  sent  with  his  regiment  to 
Fort  Baford,  Dakota,  where  ho  reumiued  till  187U,  except  iu  1876-77, 
when  he  was  military  attai^ho  at  Vienna.  18fi0,  uftcr  n  brief  Horvico  in 
Colorado,  he  waa  appointed  by  I'roHideut  iiayes  u  brigailior  general,  U. 
S.  A.,  and  chief  signal  officer,  and  stationed  in  Washi^gfton,  whidi  posi- 
tion he  continued  to  fill  until  his  death. 

Oeu.  Hazen  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  uigual  service 
Dsoemher  1^  1880,  and,  on  the  17th  of  that  month,  he  accepted  the 
poviition  and  immediately  entered  upon  Ins  dnfii's  He  succeeded  the 
late*  Uen.  Meyer,  and  on  taking  charge  he  be^^au  to  inaugurate  such 
changes  in  the  system  of  the  serrice  as  he  thought  benefici^  During 
the  first  year  of  his  command  he  established  the  school  of  instruction  »t 
Fort  Meyer,  and  thronpfh  his  efforts  brought  that  place  up  to  a  high 
service  of  efiSciency.  He  also  raised  the  personnel  of  the  corps,  inaugu- 
rating improTsments  in  the  form  of  receiving  and  distnbuting  the  weatlier 
reports.  Ho  instituted  the  press  bulletins  and  the  syBiem  of  forecasts 
of  weather  for  periods  exceotiing  tweuty-fuur  huurs.  lie  a'so  entered 
into  communication  with  international  bodies,  thereby  creating  an 
exchange  of  weather  roviowf?  nnd  among  other  tilings,  were  the  exten- 
sion of  special  frost  warnings  fur  the  protection  of  faimors  and  their 
crops.  He  also  prepared  new  hygrometrie  lablee  and  arranged  for  orig- 
inal  investi^'atioiib  into  atmospheric  eleciricil \ .  He  made  improve- 
ments in  aerometry  and  acti'inometry.  Ue  published  in  quarto  form  a 
number  of  profemonal  papers.   To  secure  efficiency  in  the  signal  corps, 
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ftiul  to  iticluMi  oiltora  lo  liecomo  intormtml  on  the  subject  of  meteorolo^ 

gy,  bo  oflbrcd  prizcB  for  {rietd  luorit  for  iuetoorolofi[ioftl  HubjeotB.  Ho 
origiuaiacl  the  two  arctic oxpoditious  in  1881.  one  to  li'raakUu  Bay;  aud 
the  otiior  to  Point  Bfirrow,  botli  (K)  upuralia;,'  with  rimihir  expeditions 
foi-  KcIoiiLiric;  rosoarclj  in  the  polar  region  from  foreigu  countries. 
Through  his  iustrumouiaiiiy  he  greatly  improved  the  methods  of  dis- 
semmating  predictions,  by  adding  the  railway  bulletin,  railway  signal, 
■nd  weather  and  temperature  signals. 

As  ho  contintiod  in  officn  Gen.  Ilazen  mado  olhor  improvoraents,  and 
important  changes  in  the  iuterual  workings  of  the  central  oliico  by  eatab- 
lishing  the  ofTico  of  an  auditor,whoBn  duty  was  to  examine  all  aeeou&ts  lind 
disbureeinout  of  fanr1?i :  I)y  the  ostabliBhrnent  of  n  Inbni  nloi-y,  creating  a 
bureau  of  marine  divisious  and  by  institatiug  a  permauent  indication 
board.  He  inereosed  the  eignal  stations  in  AlasVaaiid  in  tiie  distant 
northwest.  TTo  did  all  that  he  could  to  advance  scientific  research,  in 
order  that  his  office  might  thereby  he  benefited.  He  introduced  meth- 
ods of  improved  barometric  observations.  He  constantly  added  im> 
provementi  to  the  monthly  reviews  and  summary  of  the  weatlior ;  also 
in  the  text  books  and  charts.  He  stimulated  the  formation  of  State 
woatluiv  bureaus,  believing  that  each  State  could  make  up  it 8  v\\n  local 
foriH'jiHts,  whilo  tho  prodic^tiouB  of  gouerftl  StCMnns  and  sevoro  wcnthor 
could  be  left  with  tho  signal  oOioe,  Ab  a  ooaseqaenoet  twenty-five  States 
are  now  carrying  out  bin  ideas. 

Gen.  Hazen  died  of  diabetic  coma.  His  wife  and  son  were  in  France 
at  the  time  of  liiw  heath.  Tho  funeral  took  place  from  St.  Johns  church 
Tuesday  afternoon,  Jan.  19.*  The  remains,  followed  by  a  military  escort, 
signal  sorvioe  officers  and  a  large  number  of  dtisens,  were  taken  to 
Oak  Hill  and  thoro  placed  t.eiii))orarily  to  await  Mrs.  Hazcu's  return.  A 
large  number  of  army  and  navy  oflioers  attended  tho  funeral,  among 
them  Gon.  Sheridan  aud  stalT,  Gens.  Bucker,  Townshend,  Meiggs, 
Ingalls ;  Admirals  Worden,  BogMTfl  and  Fabre. 

Gen.  Hazen  was  a  brave  officer,  cool  ntid  collected  on  the  battlefield, 
was  a  g^ood  strategist  and  an  able  conim  luder  ;  wa.s  greatly  respected 
and  honored  in  military  circles,  and  sostatned  a  clean  record  as  a  citizen- 
soldier.  He  was  n  genial  companion,  an  accojiiplishod  scholar,  a  devoted 
lovor  of  bis  country,  and  his  name  will  ever  be  associated  with  those  of 
tlio  firm  and  faitlifal,  tba  tried  and  the  tme.  Of  sncli  a  man  the  people 
of  bis  nativa  town  may  well  be  proud. 

HaRVKV   FllEEORACF,  IjBAVrrT. 

Son  of  Freegrace  and  Jorusha  (Looiuis)  Leavitt,  was  born  in  Hart- 
ford, Yt.,  Dee.  1, 1796.  Ho  prepared  for  college  at  Royalton  Academy 
aiul  at  i^fooro's  Charity  School,  Haiiovor.  N.  IL  In  1812,  ho  entered 
Dartmouth  College,  where  bo  remained  three  years,  aud  then,  on  account 
of  tlio  bitter  political  controversy  involvinjr  the  college,  he  transferred 
bis  oonnection  to  Yale,  where  he  was  graduated  in  181G. 

After  graduation  ho  jmrsued  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  l?eeve« 
&  Qoald  in  Litchfield,  Conn.,  about  uuo  year,  completing  his  studies 
with  Sbipherd  A  Parker  in  Granville,  N.  Y.,  and  was  admitted  to  <lio 
bar  cif  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  i?)  Albany,  Jan.  0,  18'20.  He 
immediately  formed  A  co-partnership  with  Hon.  Henry  Walton  of  Sara 
toga  Springs,  whioh  omttinned  for  six  years  with  inereaain^  succesR.  At 
Saratoga  be  first  made  a  profesdon  of  reUgtOD,  uniting  witb  the  l^res- 
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bjteriaii  church,  in  which  be  also  became  an  elder  and  the  superiutend 
ent  of  the  Sabbath  School.  He  developed  rare  gifts  and  seal  in  methods 

of  ClinHtiuii  ucLivity  unci  Uuih  began  liis  2»iit!tiful  study  of  llioology.  Tji 
182G,  hia  business  partnership  was  di88olve<l  and  ho  removed  to  his 
native  town,  Hartford^  continuing  there  his  law  practice  in  oonuoctioti 
with  farming  until  the  sumuier  of  1828.  His  lustivity  in  Ghrisfciau  labor 
wfts  nlao  cnfstiiuT'f^  in  tlu;  SriliV  uh  School  and  in  conference  meetings^ 
establishuii  uud  Himtmnud  m  WiuLu  Kiver  Vilingo,  chioilj  by  huuiiolf. 

Here  oeoarrod  the  crisis  in  his  muul  which  iuduoed  a  <^nge  from 
hi«  choson  pi  ofosHion  to  that  of  tlio  ministry.  Hi8  purpose  was  lo  go 
immediately  to  Audover,  but  by  the  advice  of  Rev.  Samuel  Qoddard  and 
others  he  was  persuaded  to  apply  to  the  Windsor  Assodation  for  license, 
which  was  granted  at  once,  and  in  January,  1830,  he  commenced  luljor 
aa  stated  snpply  of  the  church  in  Strafford,  Vt.,  at  which  place  he  was 
ordamed  as  an  evangelist  29th  Jane  following.  Mr.  Leavitt  remamed 
upwards  of  six  years  receiving?  a  salary  of  from  $235  to  $350,  $100  of 
which  was  regular  from  the  Vt.  Domestic  MiaHtonary  Sotnoty.  During 
thitt  perio<.l,  umiilst  an  unparalleled  opposiliou,  tho  litUu  church  waa 
nearfy  qnadmpleil  in  membership ;  a  meeting-house  was  erected,  and 
also  a  parsonage,  in  which  work  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  neighboring 
churches  was  secured  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $1,000  by  Mr.  Leavitt's 
own  effoifts. 

He  removed  from  Strafford  to  Vorgennos,  in  July,  183(!,  und  Aug.  31, 
1836t  was  installed  pastor  of  tliat  church.  During  his  pastorate  here  of 
nearly  twent  y-four  yearrt,  the  dioitili  lieeamo  strong  and  inflnouUnI  and 
for  several  years  was  the  second  in  mcmlx^rBhip  in  the  county.  Mui'cli 
19,  I860,  he  was  dismissed  by  advice  of  council,  at  his  own  request 
He  immediately  removed  to  Middlebury,  where,  in  1861,  he  assumed  the 
eharge  of  the  Female  Seminary,  bis  wife  becoming  the  Pnuci{)al.  There 
he  remained  six  years.  In  18(17,  on  account  of  the  foilnro  of  tho  hrnUh 
of  Mra  Loavitt,  hor  posiiion  in  the  Seminary  was  relinquiahed,  uiul  by 
iuTitation  of  the  church  in  Forrisburg  he  removed  to  that  place  whore 
he  rcniaintul  about  two  and  one-half  years,  and  tlion  roturnod  to  Middle* 
burr,  relinquiahinff  all  purpose  of  further  regulai'  ministerial  labor. 

&rlir  in  1878,  by  the  death  of  Mrs,  Leavitt,  his  home  was  broken 
np,  ana  a  few  montlis  latt*r  hv  rcmovi'd  to  Grinnell,  Iowa,  where  he  was 
again  married,  and  soon  passed  to  his  reward.  Ho  died  Nov.  11,  1874, 
ofpnenroonia,  and  his  remains  were  bronglit  to  Yergonnos  forbnrial. 

Mr.  Lcavitt  was  married  Fob.  U,  1831,  to  Miss  Minerva  S.  Shipherd 
of  Granville,  N.  Y.  She  died  at  Verpennes,  Oct.  10,  184:}.  lie  mar- 
ried 2d,  Aug.  12,  1846,  Mrs.  Nancy  Miranda  Miner,  widow  of  ll«v. 
Lmnson  Miner.  She  died  at  Midiflebury,  March  20,  1873.  He  was 
again  marrif ,]  Nov.  20,  lft7n,  at  Grinnell,  Town,  to  Mrs.  Kliuibeth  L. 
Chattertoii,  wiiu  survives  hiui.  lie  had  three  children,  all  of  whom 
died  in  early  life.  He  was  corresponding  secretary  of  the  genemi  oon- 
vcnlioii  from  the  institution  of  the  oflice  in  1845  to  1852;  for  many 
years  was  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary 
Soeiety,  and  npon  tlie  creation  of  tho  Faiilmnks  Hoard  for  tho  relief  of 
disabled  and  needy  clergymen,  in  1850,  to  hh  nnrnval  from  llio  SUite 
in  IblHf  was  annually  olioscn  a  member  of  the  Ituurd  and  wius  il.s  chair- 
man for  many  years.  Ily  a  legacy  and  eontribntions  from  a  few  of  the 
churches,  secured  through  his  efforts,  there  was  also  foriiK  il  the  nucleus 
of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  relief  of  orphans  and  widows  of  deceased 
ministers  of  the  State.   In  1880  he  was  chosen  a  member  of  tlie  cor- 
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poration  of  Mi(U1lobiiry  Collcjyrc,  and  for  thirty-five  ^oara  was  almost 
uiiif'H  inly  prcBrMit  at  ilH  ineeliiigH  aii<l  aclJvu  in  ils  mteroHts.  TIo  re- 
ceived tiie  honorary  dt'grco  of  A.  M.  from  Williams  College  in  1820, 
and  from  Middlebitiy  iu  1867.

Ilia  wife  wa8  Sarah  Osborne,  a  lady  of  8omo  wcaltli,  and  good  social 
Rtanding,  but.  who  «tis  willtiitr  to  abandon  the  comfortable  English 
hoHie  lo  fu>ek,  with  lier  liUKbaud,  amid  tlie  daiigurt»  of  colouiul  life, 

f fpcdom  to  worship  God." 

llicy  sailed,  with  their  children,  on  the  sliip  LyoD,  for  America  in 

1031.  * 

Among  the  Rizty  iiassengcrs  who  made  the  voyage  were  Martha 
Wintbrop,  third  wife  of  Gov.  Jolin  Wintlirop;  and  John  Elliot,  the 
eelebratcil  apoHtle  lo  tbe  liidiauH.  'I'lio  Lyon  made  lioston  harbor  Nov. 
I,  HJ;il,  and  w;vm  reeeived  by  the  eolonisl^  with  great  joy.  I'^or  a  week 
the  newly  arriveil  |riu«li«  w  vrv  tn  ated  to  evt'ry  delicacy  the  couiitiy 
coulil  |n  odiin>— vi'ni»««Mi,  wtltl  fowl  and  the  tisii  of  the  sUreauis  and  tea 

being  brought  to  tbem  in  abundance. 

Mr.  Lyman  nnided  in  the  vicinity  of  l^oston  for  about  a  year,  and  in 
November,  lOM'J,  joined  the  (  oionists  who  made  the  dangerous  and 
memorable  journey  from  JMassachusels  to  Couueoticut,  where  they 
founded  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  where  Richard  Lyman  died  in  1640. 
Tt  is  Naiil,  in  tlic  early  records  of  the  seltlenient,  that  at  one  lime  Mr. 
liynian'H  religiouK faith  became  cloutled,  l)ni.  tltat  he  experion<;ed  "some 
reviving'"  under  Elliott's  fervid  nreaching,  and  that  at  the  last,  tlie 
cloud  lifted.  J  lis  name  is  inscribed  cn  the  monument  rused  to  tlie 
memory  of  the  foutnlers  of  tin-  city. 

His  three  sons  were  liic^bard,  John  and  Robert.  John  removed  to 
Nortliam]>ton,  Mass.,  where  he  died  in  1000.  His  son  .Fohn  resided  at 
South  Farms,  Norfhampfon,  and  there  kept  a  public  house.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Win  son,  Kliaf,  and  he  in  time  by  a  bon  and  n.ame8ake,  who 
raised  a  large  family  of  sons  antl  daughters. 

'I'lie  eldest  child  was  .Inst in,  and  tlie  seennd  Klias  3d,  the  subject  of 
this  skelvh.  lOiius  Lymau,  ;kl,  was  born  at  Norlham[itoii,  Fob.  2ii,  IIQH. 
Uts  father  was  a  farmer  and  a  sterling  man  of  affairs,  but  he  was  not 
able  to  as.sist  his  elder  sons  to  obtain  a  liberal  education,  altliongli  two 
of  tho  younger  sons,  Simeon  and  J  ob»  were  graduated  at  Dartmouth. 
Justin  and  Elias  teamed  what  they  coiihl  in  tho  Northampton  schools 
and  meanwhile  worked  manfully  on  the  farm  and  at  ilat  boating  on  tbe 
river,  until  e:vch  oiiUiined  IiIh  majority,  when  they  left  the  hospitable 
old  homestead,  already  overllowinir  with  yonngor  oliildreu,  followed  by 
a  loving  mother's  prayers  and  Uie  fatner'a  confident  prediction  of 

HIICCeSH, 

Tho  father  wan  able,  however,  to  assist  the  sons  iu  buying  or  building 
ft  Ihkb  boat  for  thehr  own  use,  with  which  they  began  what  proved  to  be 

au  important  business  career  The  beginniugn  of  tlin  rivor  trado  were 
so  humble  that  neither  of  tlie  brothers  bad  tho  Bbgiiest  conception  of 
tbe  magnitude  to  Which  it  afterwards  grew,  or  how  important,  in  latMr 

yeavH,  articlcH  nf  I  till  rsbip  wonld  become.  Noillier  could  ever  ]ii  > 
tlue^  tt  scrap  of  whliug  iu  cover  any  agreement  for  a  pariuershipj  and 
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later,  this  omission  of  a  Miraple  businoea  precaution  became  tho  source 
of  great  worrimeut  aud  auxiety  to  botli  families,  and  a  tedious  suit  iu 
equity  that  dragged  its  defastating  ooune  through  tha  Unitad  Statea 
OOurts  for  Vermont  for  many  years. 

Their  oolj  ngraemant  was  a  verbal  one  that  ihej  would  do  buaiuesa 
iQ<,'uilier  under  the  firm  name  of  J.  and  E.  Lynuta.  Their  partnership 
began  with  the  flat  boat  above  mentioned,  and  was  not  dissolved  until 
their  sliips  had  touched  ftt  many  foreign  ports,  ami  t)H*y  had  Huflerod 
many  loaneB  from  both  Fronch  and  English  crusiere,  uud  also  fioiu  shi^)- 
Wreckn  in  tho  coast  and  West  Indu  trades. 

When  the  flalt  boats  had  increased  in  nnmbers,  the  Ijynmns  V)ef»nn 
specuhiting  in  produce  for  thomBelves.  Justin  established  himself  at 
Hartford,  Conn.,  and  Bliae  f^Hiablished  himself  in  a  store  at  Wealbers- 
fiold,  Vt  Tho  former  pnrcbiisi  d  fui  l  forwarded  West  India  goods  to 
Elias,  who  in  turn  sent  the  boats  down  tho  river  loiluu  with  grain,  pork 
meat  and  all  eountry  prodaea  Jnet  as  fortano  seemed  to  smile  nimn 
these  young  men,  uml  Uh  y  woro  feeling  n>iLs< nudjly  securu  of  thoir  fu- 
ture, an  ftjpparent  disaster  ooourred  in  the  burning  of  the  Weatbersfield 
storsw  BBas  Lyman,  was,  at  first,  discouraged ;  but  after  a  dose  study 
of  the  situation,  he  determined  if  able  to  build  again,  to  do  so  at  the 
mouth  of  "Whitf*  river  in  Hartford,  having  in  liiw  trips  up  the  Connerti- 
cut  conceived  a  love  for  tho  beautiful  valley  &n  "  one  of  the  fuireat  Hputu 
Qodever  nuule." 

Hewn'?  f^niiMod  to  inuko  satisfactory  business  m^ins'tnu'iits  tltkI  lio 
built,  as  he  deuued,  on  tlie  Point.  He  also  built  u  dwelling  house  nt  ar 
the  store — opposite  ferry  lane,  and  moved  bis  fiunily,  eonsisting  of  a 
wife  and  threu  young  children,  (Lewis,  Fanny  aud  Normand,)  from 
Weatbersfield  to  Hartford  in  17U6. 

The  Ihrst  ehUd  bom  in  the  new  home  was  Wyllys,  in  1797. 

The  firm  of  J.  and  K.  Tjynuin  now  drove  an  exteusive  and  prosperous 
trade,  both  inland  and  foreign,  for  many  years, — Justin  removing  ui  the 
meantime  to  New  York  city. 

They  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  cloths,  building  and 
owning  tho  dam  anroBH  "Wliito  River  nt  TTtirtford  ;  also  tho  flume  and 
brick  factory,  the  former  Hite  of  wLicli  is  now  occupied  by  the  woolen 
mill  of  the  iWtford  Woolen  Company  ;  also  the  aqueduct  at  the  Point» 
the  toll  bridge  aerosB  the  Connecticut  river,  Hevoml  private  re»-id»>»ii  e8 
of  value.  Furtliennore  they  acquired  many  fmms  in  this  and  adjoining 
oonnties  and  states. 

About  1812,  a  dinTorenco  of  opinion  arOKO  in  tlio  firm  as  to  the  host 
method  of  conducting  thoir  complicated  business.  L*>om  tho  doposi 
tion  of  Simeon  Lyman  given  in  1825,  a  younger  brother  and  miploye 
aud  truHted  agent  of  the  firm  from  his  graduation  at  Dartmouth  in 
1801,  until  tlie  dissolution  of  tho  firm  in  1H20,  and  who  spent  a  large 
portion  of  the  time  abroad  as  supercago  of  tho  ships,  it  appears  that 
the  l<Mses  of  tho  firm  at  sea,  were  at  a  moderate  estimate  $91,113. 

It  appears  in  evidence  from  the  files  iu)w  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  United  States  courts  for  the  District  of  Vermont,  that  Elias  Lyman 
and  his  «Ader  sons  bad  Tigorously  and  repeatedly  protested  against  tha 
foreign  trade,  and  that  .Tufitin,  aftor  severe  Iobscb  had  promised  to  ab- 
stain from  all  active  business,  begging  that  the  firm  of  which  he  was 
proud,  shontd  not  be  dissolved. 

Ajiother  unfortunate  venture,  a  purchaue  of  wild  lands  in  Now  \nrV 
state  by  the  senior  member  of  the  firm,  caused  the  younger  brother 
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to  publish  Jau.  22,  1820,  a  iioliue  of  tlie  diHSukilion  of  tbe  psrtneraliip. 

For  the  ©usuiiig  ilccado  tlio  faiuouf^  '^nit  of  Justin  Lyniau.  ot  ator.  vs. 
Elias  Lyuiau  &.  bona,  defeudauts,  which  family  iiaditioa  sadl^  asBeits, 
Bank  nearly  one  hundred  khoueaDd  dollarsi  dragged  on. 

Thr  yoinirrpi  inrmbeTB  of  tiio  family  were  born  and  reaMd  under  Ihis 

iiupeiidiug  shadow. 
The  home  life  of  Mr.  Jaetin  Lyman  wm  early  saddened  by  the  death 

of  bis  wife. 

The  ouly  obild  that  attained  maturity,  Theodore,  after  graihmtiug  at 
Dartmoutu,  and,  later,  tbe  Litchfield  Law  School,  died  of  cousumpiiou 
wliilo  on  a  toitr  for  hia  honltb. 

Mr.  Lyiuan  agniit  married,  ntul  thin  lady  survived  huttyalao  an  adopted 
daughter,  who  afterwards  became  Mrs.  Belkuap. 

The  home  life  of  Iffr.  EUas  LQrinan  waa  a  bappy  one.  He  had  a 
family  of  fourleeu  children,  twelve  of  wlu  in  lived  to  niHiry  and  rear 
famiJieB  of  their  own.  Mr.  Ljmau  was  noted  for  lus  kind  and  liberal 
dealings  with  these  children,  and»  nomeroue  aa  thej  werei  he  always 
folt  that  there  was  not  one  to  spore  and  that  eodi  was  the  ''apple  of 
his  eye." 

One  who  saw  Mr.  Lvmau  toward  the  close  of  liis  life — in  1828 — 
describee  him  as  a  little  above  tbe  medium  heighti  squarely  and  solidly 
built,  of  a  pale,  clear  ooioplexion,  deep  blue  eycH,  and  silvery  hair,  but 
wearing  no  beard ;  hia  face  was  always  clean  shaven  ;  bis  features  were 
good,  being'clear  cat*  and  expressive  of  firmness  and  decision  of  char- 
acter. 

He  was  noted,  throughout  life,  for  his  great  industry  and  unliaggmg 
energy,  and  by  doing  wtiatererhe  undertoolr,  most  thoroughly  and  « elf; 
and  fot-  a  gouorous  hospitality  aud  thorough  probity  of  cbaracter.  He 
bad  great  personal  magnelisui,  and  atwa>y8  threw  the  force  of  his  whole 
nature  along  tbo  lines  of  his  beliefs. 

In  politifis  ho  was  a  tTefTersonian  democrat,  and  an  ardent  supporter  of 
the  governmeDt  during  the  war  of  1812-15  Ho  loved  his  counti  T,  aud 
hia  country's  flag — and  theae  qualities  ko  tvanHUiitted  to  the  brave 
grandsons  who  sprang  to  aims  at  the  di  am  beat  of  tbe  nation  in  18G1. 

At  thfl  conclusion  of  the  lawsuit,  which  eventually  roHulted  in  the  sale, 
at  public  auction,  of  all  properties  owned  by  tbe  firm,  in  order  to  make 
a  just  and  o<}uitable  dedsion  thereof,  "Mr*  S&M  J^fmnn,  althoag^  nearly 
draintnl  of  money  aud  convertible  assets,  was  planning  in  hia  asnal  in- 
domitable way  for  new  enterprises.

Seventh  son  of  Elias  (3)  and  Anna  (White)  Lyman,  was  born  in  Hart- 
ford, Vt.,  April  (),  180G;  died  July  11.  187'),  in  tlio  lionao  in  which  ho 
was  burn,  aged  73.  lie  was  the  Ituit,  residing  m  V  ermout,  of  the  Lyman 
family,  which,  for  more  than  three-fourths  of  a  century  waa  prominent 
in  the  social  and  buHine    <  irclrs  of  tlin  Statr 

ilr.  Lymau  began  bis  bueiuees  life  in  the  store  of  his  father  at  what 
was  then  known  as  **  Lyman's  Point,"  now  'White  River  Junction.  At 
tbe  age  of  twenty  years,  be  entered  into  ilie  mercanille  buaiuesB  for 
himself  in  Uoyaltou,  where  be  remained  sixteen  years.  He  then  re- 
moved to  Norwich  where  he  was  in  trade  five  years.  In  1847  be  returned 
to  Wliite  Btver  Junction,  having  bought  tbo  old  homestead  aod  aoma 
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twenty-five  acres  of  laud  of  Ina  elder  brother  Lewia.  Here  he  resided 
donng  the  renminder  of  bis  life.  He  waS)  for  many  years  in  public  life. 
Prior  to  the  conatruotum  of  the  Yennoirt  Oentral  nnlroad  be  held  the 
olBoe  of  treasarer  of  the  White  River  Turnpike  Ck>.  For  several  years 
he  was  justice  of  the  peace,  and  twice  represented  tliia  town  in  tlio 
legislature.  He  was  also  a  trustee  and  vice-president  of  Tildeu  LtidiuB' 
Semimry,  W.  Lebanon,  N.  H.  For  the  last  eighteen  jean  of  hie  life 
hB  WM  postmaster  in  ^yllito  llivcr  Junction. 

Mr.  Lynum  first  united  with  the  CongrogaLioual  church  at  the  centre 
of  the  town  in  September,  1898,  from  whioh  time  he  was  en  eiemplary 
christian  worker.  He  was  S  meinbrr  of  TTnited  Brethren  Lodge,  No.  21, 
Freemasons.  He  was  a  man  of  fiue  personal  appearance,  affable  and 
genial  in  soeial  life ;  hospitable,  neighborly  and  nnd  at  all  timee,  and 
retained,  to  the  last,  the  respect,  confidence  and  warm  eKtceni  of  a  host 
of  acquaintances.  Ou  the  30  Deo.,  1828,  he  married  Minerva,  daughter 
of  E.  D.  Bripfgs,  of  Itochostor,  with  whom  be  shai-a<l  upwards  of  fifty 
yeni  B  of  blissful  life.  They  hivd  elevcQ  children,  seven  of  whom  BurnTS. 
Oiu;  daughter  is  the  wife  of  Edward  Lyman,  a  leading  citizen  of  Bur- 
Unj^tou  i  another  ia  the  wife  of  George  King,  manager  of  the  Bank  of 
Nevada,  and  two  remain  at  homa  Two  sons  are  Buccessful  merchsnts 
in  Idinois,  and  one  is  the  general  superintendent  of  the  Bonanza  ^old 
and  silver  mills  iu  Nevaila.  Mrs.  Lyman  survives  her  husband,  and 
now  (1889)  oeenpies  Uis  pleasant  old  homestead  on  the  pdnt 

Jbsivu  Mabsu.^  ' 

Joseph  Marsh  WSS  descended  from  John  Marsh  who  came  from  Eng- 
land to  MaSHHfhusetts  in  1C33,  nrnl  rfniovnd  with  I^ev  Tliomaa  Hooker 
to  Hartfoiil,  Gonxu,  in  1035.  Jolm  Maraii  marned  Anne,  daughter  of  De- 
puty GoTernor  John  Webster ;  and  after  her  death  he  married  the  widow 
of  Richard  Lyman  of  Northampton,  Mass  Joseph  Mar'^^li,  who  settled 
in  Lebanon,  Conn.,  in  1697,  was  grandson  of  John  Marsh  i  and  a  grand- 
son of  Joseph  was  the  faUier  of  Yermont's  first  Ueutenaat-govenunr, 
Joseph  Marsh  of  Hartford,  Vt  Mr.  Marsh  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Conn., 
Jan.  12, 1726,  O.  S.,  and  Jan.  10, 1760,  married  l>oroth;^  Mason,  who 
was  a  deeoendant  from  Major  John  Mason  (afterward  major  general  of 
all  the  Connecticut  forces)  wlin.  in  1630,  came  from  England  to  Dor- 
ohesf  er,  Mass.,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers.  Major  Mason  removed  to 
"WiDdsor,  Oonn.,  in  1684,  became  rery  famous  as  commander  of  the 
English  in  the  Peynot  Indian  war,  (of  which  he  wrote  a  history)  and 
was  deputy  govonior  from  May,  1G60  to  May,  1070,  when  lie  volimtavilv 
retired  and  removed  to  Norwich,  Conn.,  where  he  died  about  1G72.  The 
wife  of  Mr.  Marsh  was  a  sister  of  G6L  Jeremiah  Mason  of  Lebanon, 
Conn.,  who  was  father  of  the  late  very  diHtinf;MiiHhed  jurist,  Hon. 
Jeremiah  Mason  of  Boston.  The  high  expectations  from  such  an  ances- 
,  try  have  been  remarkably  fulfilled  in  Joseph  Marsh  and  Us  dese«id> 
ants,  among  whom  are  the  late  Hon.  Charles  Kfarsh  of  "Woodstock,  the 
late  Professor  and  President  James  Marsh  of  the  University  of  Yer* 
mont,  the  late  Dr.  Leonard  Marsh  of  Borlington  and  tbeliAo  Bon.  Oeo 
P.  Marsh  of  Burlington,  who  commanded  through  his  great  attainment 
tho  homage  of  the  best  scholars  iu  Europe  and  America.  The  ihwcend- 
antb  of  Joseph  Marsh,  specially  those  just  named,  poHsessed  to  a  reiuork-

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able  degree,  the  intellectual  qualities  asoribed  to       bjr  Ms  gnndaoo, 
lloHwcU  Marsh,  as  heroiimftor  noticed. 
JoHoph  Marsh  sultlod  in  Hartford  iu  1778,  and  soon  was  engagad 

actively  ftiid  iunuoiitiiilly  i"  public  ndairfl.  lie.  was  then,  of  course,  a 
ro.-iidout  of  Ouuiberlaud  County  and  under  the  juriadiction  of  New 
York.  H«  was  lieutonant-aokHiel  of  the  uppor  regiment  of  that  oonnty 
in  1775  :  rolouol  in  January,  177(),  and  a  member  of  the  provincial  Con- 
gresa  of  New  York  for  the  sessions  commencing  in  February,  May  14, 
and  June  9th,  1776.  Ha  waa  absent  during  the  whole  of  the  February 
md  part  of  the  July  session.  Iq  February,  1777,  he  received  an  order 
from  Maj.  Gen.  Schuyler  to  enlist  every  fifth  man  of  his  reginipnt  for 
the  purpose  of  reinforcing  the  continental  army  at  Ticonderugo,  winch 
he  executed  promptly.  Id  July  of  that  year  lus  regiment  came  under 
th«  jurisdiction  of  Vennont,  and  Aug.  I3t1i,  wji^  m  dored  by  the 
(Jouiicil  of  Safety  to  march  one-half  of  it  at  once  to  lieuuingtou.  A  family 
tradition  fa  that  he  waa  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  whieh  Gov.  HaU 

(l(mbta»  bat  adds  timt  ho  Tt-.ny  liavo  l)nnii  RnliFifiqninit.ly  m  RorvicG  on  the 
Hudson.  The  Hon.  ilosweil  Maish  of  SieubeuviUe  Ohio,  grandson  of 
Ool.  BCarah,  in  whoee  family  he  liTed  until  he  was  eighteen,  is  oertain 
that  loiiding  publii!  nion,  and  nieuaborB  of  the  family  spoke  of  his  having 
a  share  at  Bouniagtou,  and  of  camp  life  while  the  legiment  guarded  the 
river  to  prevent  Bargoyne's  retreat  and  cut  off  supplies  from  Canada. 
He  a  I  led  that  Rev.  Lyman  Potter  (formerly  of  Norwich,  Vt,  and  after- 
ward a  resident  of  Oliio,)  wag  chaplain  of  Col  ^far^^li'M  rep^iinont  and  waa 
at  B  sauingtou  (after  the  battle  mo&t  probably)  au*l  m  cam\y  at  White- 
hall, Fort  Ann,  Fort  Bdward  and  Sandy  Hill  Gov.  Hall  is  undoubt- 
edly <*nrrnct  since  Hio  ordor  dated  at  Bcnninj^'^f  on  Aug.  3d,  could  not 
possibly  roaoli  Col.  Marsh  at  Hartford  iu  time  for  him  to  get  lis  men 
into  the  battle  at  Bennington  on  the  16th :  bnt  the  order  confirms  the 
reinviiidor  of  Uoswell  Marsh's  statoinont 

Cji.  Marsh  was  a  member  of  the  Windsor  convention  of  June  4 ;  also 
July  i  and  Deo.  34, 1777,  being  vice-president ;  and  by  the  Jnlj  con- 
vention he  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee  raised  to  secure 
arms  to  supply  the  State.  In  March,  1778,  he  waa  elociod  lieutenant 
governor,  to  which  office  he  was  re-elected  iu  1771),  and  annually  from 
1787  to  1790/  In  the  aame  tnonth  he  waa  designated  member  and

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«hairmui  of  the  ooort  of  oonfiMsation  for  Bftit«ni  'Vermont.    He  wm 

chairman  of  a  coinmittoe  of  saffty  f(  r  a  section  of  Vermont,  and  appar- 
ently of  New  Hampshire  also,  with  headquarters  in  Dresden,  which  was 
that  part  of  the  territory  of  Hanover  tbat  was  then  owned  by  the  cor- 
poration of  Dartmouth  College.  He  rapreMiited  Hartford  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  1781  and  1782.  He  was  one  of  the  first  council  cen- 
sors in  1785.  From  17U7  to  1776,  he  was  chief  judge  of  Windsor 
OoaDij  Ck>nrt,  hit  last  public  office.' 

EutAD  IImon. 

Son  of  Peleg  Sanford  Mason  of  Stonington,  Oonn.,  and  llMry  Stan- 
ton of  Oharleston,  K  I ,  'vas  born  in  Lebanon,  Conn.,  SepL  26,  1756. 
His  brothers  and  siuters  were  Pelc^  ii^ford,  Jr.,  £stiier,  who  married 
Dnniel  Tilden,  one  of  the  noted  raen  of  Iiebanon,  Ckmn.,  and  a  relative 

of  tlie  Into  Samuel  Tilden  of  New  York  city  ;  ^Tary,  Lucy  and  Janiea. 
Elijaii  was  twice  married.  He  married  first  in  1778,  his  second  cousin  ftfary 
Mavbb,  the  daughter  of  Lieat-Qor.

1879.  One  of  their  children,  Lucretia  Kudolph,  born  April  19,  1832, 
was  married  Nov.  11,  1868,  to  JamM  A.  Qorfield  who  was  born  in 
Orange,  Ohio,  Nor.  19,  1831;  serred  in  tlm  Union  army  as  Colonel, 
Brigarlier-Oenernl,  and  Major-General,  18()1-18()3 ;  was  a  I^epreHonta- 
tive  Iroui  Ohio  18G3-1881 ;  was  President  of  the  United  States  from 
March  4th,  1881,  until  having  been  assassinated  on  the  morning  of  Sat- 
urday,. July  2d,  ho,  after  weary  weeka  of  tortorei  died  inElberon,  N.  J., 
on  tlie  sea  shore,  Sept.  19,  1881. 

Elijah  Mason  came  from  Lebanon,  Conn.,  to  Hartford  about  (he  year 
1800.     He  ihade  extensive  purchases  of  land  in  this  town  in  1783^

£ receding  his  removal  to  Ohtu,  and  that  the  farm  on  wliich  he  lived  was  sold  to  a 
[r.  HarringtOQ.  On  Ihe  7lh  of  March,  t88g,  Mrs,  GaHield  gave  to  the  histoHaa 
additional  lads,  concerning  the  Mason  bjuily.  whldi  are  embodied  in  ihe  foregoinjf 
sketcli.  Mr.  Elijah  Mmhmi  died  In  Ohto  about  fourteen  years  after  he  left  Haraoro.

lioiiH.  On  tliu  27th  of  Nuv.,  1804,  he  bonjylif  a  i.ortioii  of  lot  "No.  '20," 
which  wna  drnwu  to  tho  original  right  of  ikujauiin  Wright,  Jr.,  which 
laDd  is  now  included  iu  Uio  town  poor  farin^  nnd  alao  lol  **No.  18,** 
which  ftdjnitinl  lot  "  No.  20.'*  This  Imid  pinhroced  in  the  last  two  pur- 
chases was  Bold  by  Mr.  MaRon  to  Sainucl  liarriDgton,  Kot.  11, 1814, 
and  by  Samuri  fco  bis  son  £ii  Harrington,  Apr.  2^  1824.  It  was  on 
this  farm  that  Mr.  Mason  resided  for  ssTand  years  preTious  io  bis  de- 
pnrtiiro  for  Ohio  iu  1814 

Mr.  Aloson  was  conspicuously  indentifiod  with  the  nfTairs  of  the  town 
daring  his  rofliilcnco  here.  In  180G,  he  was  one  of  a  (•ominitlee  on  the 
or'rnTnzntioii  of  tlio  first  Congregational  society  fornietl  in  the  town. 
He  was  one  of  tho  sotecimen  for  tire  years,  18U7-1811  inclusive,  and  in 
1810  represented  the  town  in  the  (General  Assembly. 

Ooi*  GUmtL  Kon. 

Son  of  John  ani  Strab  (B  igley)  Nutt,  was  born  in  Topsbam,  Vi,  Dec. 
23,  1701,  aiul  (lied  in  llundolph,  Jan.  1,  1871.  Ho  was  ouo  of  oi^^'lileon 
ehildreu.  He  bought  his  time  of  his  father,  some  years  prior  to  aniv« 
ing  at  age,  and  went  to  Hanover,  N.  H.,  and  worked  oat  unUl  be  had 
earned  money  enough  to  enable  him  to  buy  a  cow,  which  he  di'ove  to 
Topaham,  and  turned  over  to  bis  father  to  pay  for  h\f>  time.  He  then 
went  to  West  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  where  be  hired  out  to  Erastua  Chamber- 
Uq,  who  then  kept  a  tavern  in  that  plaee.  After  completing  his  term  of 
service  with  Mr.  CUauiberliu,  our  hero  ougagnd  in  tho  boating  businosB 
on  Cfonuocticut  river.  Soon  after  he  was  of  age,  he  invested  his  capital 
hi  iNitldhiff  a  flat-boat  When  eompleted,  this  boat  was  taken  up  White 
river  to  White  River  village  and  loaded  ^vif  h  Itm^bor  destined  for  Hart- 
ford, CL  While  going  down  White  river  his  boat  struck  a  rook  and  was 
completely  wrecked.  Young  Natl  swam  to  the  shocst  sat  down,  and 
eried  bitterly  over  his  mitfortane;  and  there,  in  tears

he  was  found  by  Elina  Lyman,  a  noble-hearted  gentleman,  who  said  to 
him,  **  Bam,  dou'i  give  up ;  lit  lend  you  money  to  start  again  1  and 
that  proiuiHo  waw  fulfilled  to  the  letter.  Samuel  KufTeiedthe  loss  of  his 
boat  aud  a  portion  of  the  cargo,  but  he  gained  thereby  what  was  infi- 
nitely more  ▼aluable  to  him  in  after  life,  in  all  his  subsequent  under- 
takings, the  unwaTering  friendship  and  material  support  of  Mr.  Lyman. 

From  this  time,  for  upwards  of  twenty  ypf^'S'  be  followed  the  river. 
He  built  a  large  number  of  boats  of  vaiiuuB  kinds,  some  of  which  he 
used  in  freightiufr  copperas,  potash,  etc.,  to  Hai-tford,  Ct.,  with  re- 
turn eargooB  of  salt,  iron,  aud  Wopt  India  goods  ;  otlin^  ho  sold  for 
use  elsewhere.  During  one  spring  ho  built  nine  river  aud  two  caual 
boats — the  latter  for  Uie  Ftemington  Oanal  Com  pun}-.  In  the  year 
1820,  tho  Connecticut  Kiver  Steamboat  Company-  was  formed,  and  hoou 
after  a  steamboat,  the  "  John  Ledyard,"  was  put  upon  the  river  aud 
Ool.  Nutt  was  chosen  captdn.  This  boat  made  but  one  trip  between 
Hartford,  Ot,  and  Wells  River.  It  was  received  at  various  places  along 
tho  river  with  speeches  and  other  demoustratious  of  pleosure.    A  lady 
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in  Havet  hill  wrote  a  poem  Appropriate  lo  the  ooOMion,  the  first  two 

lines  of  which  were  as  foIlowH : 

All  liuil  tiic  day  wiien  Captain  Nutt 
fitonitwil  tip  Um)  fhir  Gonnecticiitl 

At  Wells  River  the  advent  of  this  boat  woe  celebrated  by  the  firingof 

cannon  and  hurrahs  of  a  large  crowil  of  people.  A  ehort  dihtaiice  above 
Wells  River,  CoL  Nutt  found  obstructions  which  he  was  unable  to  sur- 
mount. The  boat  was  pashed  up  the  tvnr  to  a  bar,  and  there  a  long 
rope  was  atta<  h(  '1  to  her,  find  two  or  three  hundred  Scotehmcii,  who 
were  anxious  to  Imve  the  steamer  proceed  farther,  attempted  to  draw 
her  over  the  bar,  but  after  raising  her  so  far  from  a  horisontal  position 
that  an  explosion  of  tlio  boiler  was  iiuniinont,  the  atLempt  was  relin- 
quished. It  took  a  large  force  of  men  to  pull  the  boat  biwk  to  deep 
water.  She  was  put  about,  made  the  return  trip  iu  safety,  but  never 
cumo  back.  ' 

The  next  season  another  steamer,  the  "Adam  "nnnruM,"  was  built  at 
Weils  Hi ver  under  the  superiutendenco  of  Captaiu  xNuit,  for  the  com- 
pany for  which  he  was  the  agent.  This  steamer  was  designed  to  ply 
between  WelU  River  and  Olcott  Locks,  but,  owing  to  low  water  and 
river  obstruotions,  the  venture  proved  unsuccessful.  The  boat  was 
attaobed  for  debt,  her  maehmery  was  taksB  out  and  sold,  and,  until  a 
recent  date,  hor  hull  mi/^dit  have  been  seen  lying  near  the  slion*  n  short 
distance  above  Oloott  Fulls.  During  the  year  IHHl,  live  stoamboatH, 
including  the  "Adam  Duncan,"  were  constructed  and  put  on  the  river 
at  different  Bsctions  betwssm  Htrtford  and  Wells  River.  The  namss  o€ 
the  boats  and  commanders  were  as  follows  :  *'  Adam  Dunrnn."  Horace 
Duncan,  captain;  "  David  Porter,"  John  W.  Andrus,  captain  ;  "  Wm. 
Holmes,"  James  Davenport,  captain;  "Ariel  Oooley,"  Hiram  Smith, 
captain;  **  Wm.  Hall,"  Peletiah  Ely,  captain.  These  boats  werr  run 
about  a  year,  but  in  1832  the  whole  concern  went  up,  aiul  the  boats 
were  withdrawn. 

On  Doc.  17,  1817,  Col  Nutt  wna  married  to  M'vis  TTminali  Kibboe  of 
Hartford,  Vt  By  her  he  liad  eight  childron,  two  boys  and  six  girla. 
The  Ohristisn  name  of  each  of  his  ohildren  begins  with  the  first  letter 

of  the  alpliabet,  and  each  name  is  coni})09ed  of  six  letters,  vi/. :  Alouzo, 
Almena  M.,  Almanda,  Almena,  Albert-,  Amelia,  Almira  and  Adelia.  The 
sMsst  son,  Alonzo,  was  born  Oct.  5, 1819.  He  married  Alpha  Louise 
Kneeland,  and  now  resides  in  White  Ri?er  Junction.  Almena  H., 
Amanda  and  Adolia  died  at  an  early  age.  Almena,  third  daughter, 
married  Mr.  I.  B.  Culver,  a  (;ivil  engiuoor  on  tlie  Vermont  Central  rail- 
way in  1H48,  and,  later,  the  chief  engineer  of  the  National  railway  be- 
tween Now  York  and  Wn^liinj^fon  Amoliii  is  the  wife  of  Oeor:^'f  W 
Blodgett  of  Amherst,  Miiss.  Almira  married  Mr.  H.  L.  Smith.  Albert, 
the  yonhgest  son,  resides  in  Jersey  City,  N.  J.  Mrs.  Htmnah  Nutt, 
the  parent,  died  at  White  River  Junction,  Fob.  6,  1870. 

Auout  the  tinio  of  liis  marriago,  Colouol  Nutt  puroiiasml,  of  VlVma 
Lyman,  a  house  and  forty  acres  of  land  on  the  sonth  sido  of  White 
river,  bordering  on  both  the  Wliito  aiul  Oonuccticnt  riveiu.  lie  sub* 
seqiiently  bought  other  farms,  a<1joining  his  fn-st  ])iirohnso,  until  his 
homo  farm  embraced  500  acres  of  valuable  land;  and  at  the  time  the 
Vermont  Central  Railway  was  located,  his  real  setitic  was  valued  at 
$30,000,  in  addition  to  which  he  had  a  large  amount  of  valuable  per- 
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8oii:il  pit)|i('ily.  'I'liiH  oiitii'O  j)ro|M'ily  lie  acquiix>d  hy  perscveiing 
iuUustry.  His  uiaiily,  enei;getio  and  iMiiBisU^ut  efforts  to  succeed  iu  life 
arp  worthy  of  hnitauon  hy  every  youns  man. 

At  the  aae  of  58,  Col(»niI  Niitt  liau  acouircd  a  linndsouio  fortune^ 
and  he  could  then  have  lotiicd  from  active  life  with  the  moRt  ]>lea8!ng 
prospects  for  the  future,  but  lie  ignored  the  thought  of  rciuing  from 
Dusincss;  he  tlioufflit  not  of  rest.  In  tlic  vear  1840,  he  had  the  satis- 
facfion  of  sooitif^  Uic  Vermont  Central  Railway  in  successful  ojimtion 
between  Windsor  and  Burlington ;  the  Connecticut  aud  Pa^suuipsiu 
River*  Railway  oomptetml  to  St.  Johnsbnry,  and  a  durable  oonnection 
formed  between  these  and  the  Norllicrn  (N.  II  ^,  U  vilway — the  junction 
of  the  three  lines  being  oa  land  near  his  residence.  Colonel  ^utt  was 
one  of  the  first  siibsonbcra  to  the  stoek  of  the  Oontral  Railway  Com- 
pany, nnd  that  of  theVct  iuoiit  and  TJoston  TeU'graph  Company,  and 
he  used  his  best  endeavors  to  make  both  of  these  important  enterprises 
completely  sueoessful. 

Tbo  aniim  of  the  above  named  railways  at  once  created  a  necessity  for 
hotel  aecomnio  lfitioTtfl  ut.  White  River  Junction,  aud  Colonel  Nutt  fuUy 
appreciated  the  importance  of  having  a  iirst-o^ass  hotel.  He  therefore 
went  to  Enfield,  N.  H.^  and  purohasea  the  Orafton  House  of  a  Mr.  WU> 
lis;  took  it  f1o'(vn.  f rnn'^forrrd  it  to  and  put  it  up  in  White  River  Junc- 
tion, aud  opened  it  to  the  public  under  the  name  of  the  Junction  House, 
of  which  be  was  proprietor  and  landlord  for  several  yeanthtfttalter. 

Colonel  Nutt  was  a  JefTerRoni ru I  T^tnnocrat  of  the  old  schon]  strong 
in  the  faith,  unwavering  in  priuciple,  yet  not  fanatical  nor  il)il>e]al  in 
spirit  He  waH  pfitriotio  in  every  emergency,  and  during  the  war  of  tbe 
Itobolli<n),  Hiipported  the  war  measures  of  tlio  Ropublicnu  aduiiuiHlro- 
tion.  lie  was  complimented  by  IiiR  political  oppouenis  as  being  a  fair- 
minded,  aipablo  and  iruslwortljy  man, 

——of  soul  sincere, 
In  m;lion  faithful,  and  in  honor  clmr; 
Wlio  bfoke  no  pieniise,  served  no  private  end. 

In  1849,  on  the  ostablishmont  of  a  postofTioe  at  White  River  Jaficlioilf 
Cob'iiol  Nuli  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Whig  nrlmiTiistrntion,  theap- 
poiiitmout  of  postuiaater,  which  office  ho  retained  about  teu  years. 

Oolonel  Nutt  was  not  a  member  of  any  churdi,  nor  a  professor  of  any 
form  of  relirnon  Ho  viewed  Cbristianity  in  a  coTTi]>rfhpnp.iTn  war.  and 
therefore  was  neither  apathetic  nor  impious.  Moral  honesty  waci  biH  re- 
ligion, and  tbat  prcTented  him  from  BtFecting  the  air  of  a  saint,  or  carry- 
ing on  a  coasting  trade  with  roli^^ion.  He  did  not  endeavor  to  Icoep  his 
head  in  heaven  by  standing  tip  toe  on  earth.  Ho  was  cathoUo  in 
ihoiiffht,  feeling  and  aotioiis  ilave  to  no  eeei  His  whole  creed  was 
brieffy  this; — 

Tn  Hvc  uprtpli'lv  t'lPM  is  mrc  the  lioBt, 
To  mivc  uiuHt'h i  .,  ami  not  (o  doiun  llic  rest. 

He  was  a  constant  attendant  upou  obureh  worship,  aud  contrrbuted 
liberally  for  the  support  of  the  gospel ;  but,  when  giving  of  his  means 
for  religious  and  cliFiritaViIr  pnrposp'^,  bn  rj-avn  for  tbe  beiinfit  of  the  hea- 
then in  his  own  parish,  aud  the  need;  iu  his  own  neighborhood,  iu  pref- 
erence to  Adopting  the  erosive  proesss  of  convoying  ii  to  the  bestheii  in 
terra  hteogHila/  his  theory  being  that  in  any  given  locality  in  Alries» 
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or  otlif-r  friroign  field  of  missionary  labor,  tliG  moral  rnndition  of  tlie 
butuaii  ttueoieg  comparea  favorablj  with  that  of  thouB&ads  of  people  in 
puritftn  New  England,  who  live  in  a  state  of  moral  destitution  and  an- 
perstifion,  and  an  idolatry  of  tlio  world,  tlio  fleeh  and  the  devil,  without 
ever  experienciDg  in  their  homes  a  visitation  by  the  clergy  or  laity  of 
any  church ;  whose  thresholds  are  never  darkened  by  tho  ehadow  uor 
the  subatanoe  of  a  colporteur,  an  itinerant  or  an  ioonoclafct,  and  who  sel. 
dom,  if  ever,  visit  the  house  of  (lod !  Had  these  unfortunates  been  bnvn 
black,  and  reared  in  a  ti'opical  clime,  they  would  be  considered  lit  bub- 
jeots  for  miBbioiiary  raolamation,  and  no  paina  or  pennies  would  be 
spared  to  otTect  their  regeneration! 

Oolouel  Nutt  was  made  a  Freeiuasou,  Jan.  1, 1822.  In  1850-62 — 
Masonry  having  Bomowhat  deelinad  ia  Hartford^Ootonal  Nutt,  George 
E.  Wales,  and  a  few  othora,  revived  United  Brethren  Lodgo,  and  for 
some  jears  thereafter  this  lodge  was  located  in  White  Itiver  Junction. 
At  the  time  of  his  death,  Colonel  Nutt  was  a  ni«mlHir  of  Vermont  Com- 
niandery.  His  remains  were  brought  to  Hartford  for  interment,  and 
were  buried  in  the  cemetery  in  White  River  Junction,  under  Mnnonic 
honors,  the  writei*  of  this  sketch  acting  as  marshal  of  the  day.  Tiie 
faneral  serTiow  wwa  the  moat  impoaiDg  of  tho  kind  ev«r  witnessed  in 
Vermwii  . 

JottIK  POKTIB. 

Son  of  William  and  Mary  (Hodges)  Porter,  way  boru  m  Hai  tford,  Vt., 
April  8,  1798. 

The  Porter  patronj-niic  is  flrv^rrvcilly  held  in  hij,'h  honor  by  cili.''friB  of 
'  the  United  States.  Those  who  bear  it  iu  New  England  hare  not  been 
tbe  least  effeetive  in  adding  to  its  daims.  Ifr.  Porter  was  one  ot  the 
deoendaiits  in  the  fifth  generation  of  John  Porter,  who  was  Ion  iu 
1590  al  Wraxall  Abbeji  near  Kenilworth,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
England.  He  sailed  from  London  for  Ameriea  in  tbe  ship  Anne,  ac- 
companied by  Rose  Porter,  his  wife,  and  their  children,  and  anived  iu 
Dorchester,  Mass.,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1G27.  Remaining  in  Dorcbeeier 
until  1635,  they  removed  in  that  year  to  Windsor,  Oonnecticut.  Their 
dsaeendants  were  among  the  pioneer  aettlM*  of  Windsor,  Hsrtford,  and 
Lebanon,  Oonnecticut. 

William,  the  father  of  Judge  Porter,  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Conneo- 
tient,  nn  the  4th  of  September,  1749 ;  removed  from  thence  tu  Hartford, 
yorinont,  in  17R0,  and  nfterward  married  Mary  Hodges.  Nino  chihlron, 
all  of  whom  were  sons,  constituted  the  issue  of  their  union.  John 
Porter  reetived  (be  best  edueation  (hat  the  common  schools  of  his 
vicinity  could  afTord,  and  mastered  the  elementary  branches  of  science 
therein  inculcated.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  taught  school  in  the 
Tidnity  of  his  native  town.  Soon  after  that  be  was  called  upon  to  teke 
charge  of  a  sohoc^  in  Rodman,  Jefferson  county,  New  York,  and  upon 
two  or  three  occasions  made  the  entire  journey  of  three  hundred  miles, 
there  and  back,  on  foot.  Energy  and  perHistence  characterized  both 
his  private  and  poblic  life.  . 

In  184'J,  '41  and  '42,  ho  roprosonto  l  TTartford  in  the  logislaturo  of 
Vermont ;  In  18i3  and  '44  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  from 
"Windsor  Oouniy,  and  was  again  relumed  to  the  House  in  18iS»  *48  and 
*40.  In  1851  be  wav  elected  Director  of  tbe  Vermont  Btate  Prison,  and 
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a^ftiti  tu  1663.  In  1850  be  wan  cileoied  Judffe  of  Frobnt*  lor  Iho  IMairiot 

of  Hurtford,  in  WiiulHor  County,  and  held  iliie  office  by  eoliMetttive 

elections  to  the  time  of  his  deatli. 

During  the  existence  of  the  Wliig  party,  he  waa  one  of  its  most  zoal< 
ous  adberents,  aud  for  seTernI  years  was  a  member  of  the  Whig  State 
Oomtuittee.  On  the  organization  of  the  Republican  party  in  1866,  he 
was  chosen  one  of  the  presidential  electors  of  Vermont.  In  1858  he 
was  appointed  a  oommiMMmer  in  conjunction  with  George  P.  Henh 
and  Norman  W'illimns.  to  prepare  a  plan  for  tbo  ri  rction  of  tlifi  perpont 
State  Oopilolt  and  also  to  superintend  its  couHtruction.  Upon  the 
organixaiion  of  flie  Woodstook  bank,  mdre  than  forty  years  ago,  Mr. 
Porter  was  elected  a  director,  aud  continuously  held  tlmi  olTlce  until  the 
bank  \vm  roorganized,  when  he  was  elected  n  director  of  the  Woodatook 
National  bank,  which  position  he  held  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

If  r.  Porter  died  Nov.  12,  1886,  aged  88,  and  was  interred  in  the 
cemetery  in  (^ueebee  village.  A.  large  congregation  of  oituena  attended 
his  ob9c«|uius. 

Mr.  Porter  was  married  on  llio  3l)lU  of  Mny^  1881,  to  Jane  Frances, 
dan^'liter  of  Fordyor  I'of^tor,  of  Hai  tfoi  1  Si\  children  wnrn  the  fruit 
of  their  marriage,  three  of  whom  are  now  living.  Of  these,  Jennie  F. 
is  tbe  widow  of  the  late  Obarlea  T.  Smith,  of  <x>leheBter,  Oonneoticiit  x 
Loiiiso  A.  iR  tliH  wifo  of  John  IT.  Denison,  of  New  Bedford,  Massaclm 
setts ;  and  Charles  W.  is  a  resident  of  Montpelter,  Vt,  and  is  the  present 
&te4»«tary  of  State  d  Vermont. 

Hon.  WiiiLum  Snimio. 
[ttli  (Ilii.  fnnu  Aineriuan  AnaatUnr,  Elder  Jolui  Strang  of  Nortluunpton,  llaia] 

Witfiani,  sou  <rf  Benajah  and  Folly  (Bacon)  Strong,  was  bom  in  1768 

in  Lnbonon,  Ot  Bonnjah,  the  parent,  with  his  two  brothers,  Elijah  and 
Solomon  Strong,  eraiprntnd  to  Hartford  in  176i,  and,  according  to 
Tboiiipsou,  the  tliree  brotiiors  were  the  hr&i  actual  setilerR  in  lha  town. 
Benajah  Strong  bore  a  conRpictious  part  in  tbe  political  aflnirs  of  iho 
town  until  iho  year  of  liis  deatli,  which  occurred  June  28,  18-40. 

William  Strong  was  a  self  made  man.  Deprived  in  early  life  of  the 
advantages  of  a  oommon  school  edaoation,  he  sindied  nature  inatead  of 
books,  and  found  time  to  hear  and  talk  a  vast  deal.  Meditation  took 
tbe  place  of  bUuIj  with  him  during  the  first  fifteen  years  of  his  life,  but 
be  snbsequently  i  ead  and  studied  soeb  books  as  he  could  procure  from 
the  ficiintily  furnished  librarios  of  Ins  neiplibors.  In  the  cljinmey  corner 
of  his  father's  house  he  studied  with  avidity,  and  putting  his  mental 
aoijuisitions  into  practice,  qualified  himself  for  a  land  surveyor,  and  was 
lor  aeveral  years  engaged  in  making  eztenaiTe  aurreya  ill  Orand  Isle 
connty. 

On  the  17th  of  June,  17i)3,  Mr.  Strong  was  married  to  Miss  Abigail 
HutchinaoD,  of  Norwleib,  by  whom  her  hM  nine  children. 

Mr.  Strong  reprcRented  the  fown  of  Hartford  in  fl  o  On  rral  A'^RrniMy 
in  the  years  1798-*U9,  18U1,  '2,  16,  '16,  17,  and  18.  altogether  eight 
terms.  He  represented  the  3d  conii^reRsional  district  of  Vermont  from 
1810  to  1814  inclusive,  and  from  1810  to  1821  inclusivo.  He  wa3  a 
judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  Windsor  county  in  the  year  1817,  and 
was  a  mouibor  of  the  Oouncil  of  Censors  iu  18B4   In  all  those  posi*

tiona  h»  did  honor  to  bimaelf  sod  hia  oonstitaenU.    He  was  a  man  of 

sterling  intngrity,  and  diligont  in  the  discbarge  of  those  duties  which 
are  founded  on  virtue,  or  moral  goodneaa.  lie  was  involved  in  political 
erents  of  great  aienifloaneo  during  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  yet  he 
-was  not  ;ic».u!ite«n)y  potty  ambition  nor  hy  a  <lesirc  to  reach  that  I'lni- 
nence  of  reputation  whioh  politicians,  as  a  class,  believe  is  confurrc«l  by 
office,  but  rather  preferred  the  gratulationg  of  hia  own  oonsoienoo  to  (lio 
empty  baablo  of  tamo. 

Mr.  Strong  was  one  of  nature's  noblemen.  lie  preserved  fluU  «Ht»nitY 
which  is  requisite  to  a  good  deconim,  but  was  intinitely  removed  from 
that  ill-judged  hanghtlneaa  wliicli  deprives  men  in  his  station  of  the 
most  agreeable  pleaanre  in  life,  that  of  conversing  freely  and  sociahly 
with  persons  of  merit,  though  tliey  are  of  inferior  station  and  leas 
favored  of  fortnne  In  worldly  goods.   Ho  was  hnmane  atid  gonoroiis  in 

Eroportion  to  his  income,  an  1  I  In  poor  and  needy  foiiml  in  him  a  ready 
elper.  He  was  not  one  of  those  who  found  it  easier  to  be  on  their 
knees  than  to  rise  to  good  aotionl.  He  was  not  one  of  those  men  who 
are  to  he  meaHured  by  Sunday «,  who  give  largt-ly  to  foreit^n  missions, 
and  who  rise  after  sermons  and  cozen  and  cheat  as  soon  as  they  return 
home ;  his  dootrine  and  his  life  were  coincident  in  alt  the  relations  of 
life.    lie  died  January  28,  1840,  aged  77  years. 

»Mr.  Strong  was  blessed  in  his  fatnily  relations.  lie  found  in  the  un- 
iravcring  devotion  ami  alTeetion  of  hin  amiable  wife  an  unfailing  snuree 
of  happinosH,  ami  the  gn^ati-Nt  of  all  inHpimtions  to  urge  him  onwanl 
and  upward  in  the  path  (►f  duty  and  j)re«ervc  him  front  evil.  Mrs. 
Strong  was  in  every  sense  a  helpmeet.  In  the  al>scnco  of  her  iiuitUand 
she  managed  all  the  affairs  of  the  farm  snooessfully  ;  managed  her 
household  a(Taii-s  with  ability,  and  brought  up  a  numerous  family  of 
children  with  care  and  tenderness.  When  cousuicring  the  true  Hphero 
of  a  wife  it  miMt  be  a^itted  that  Milton  recognized  tlie  proper  allot- 
nent  when  he  said : — 

"  For  nothlnR  lovelier  can  \to  found 
Tn  women,  than  to  Htudv  hoiiHulicilil  kinhI, 
Ami  ko<m1  worku  in  her  luiMtnuul  to  promote.'* 

Of  such  wm  Mrs.  Strong,  to  whom  was  allotted  a  kind  of  domestic 
empire  and  government  wmefa  she  administered  by  reason,  good  tiatnre 
and  gentleness,  and  whioh  gave  her  almost  innumerable  occasions  fur 
the  exercise  of  the  vainabU*  and  excellent  qualities  of  a  wife,  mother, 
friend  and  helpmeet.    jMrs.  hlrong  died  in  Juno,  1800,  aged  88  years.

Dr.  Cb&rlbs  H.  TminKr. 

Son  of  Harper  and  Cynthia  (Marsh)  Tenney,  born  in  Hartford.  Vt., 
21st  Feb.,  1K30,  married  Fanney  W.  Nutt,  Nov.  25,  1862  ;  die*l  lu  Brat- 
tieboro,  23d  April,  187^.  Site  died  Nov.  U,  18G4.  He  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  Medi(«l  College  in  1858,  also  at  the  Hew  York  Medical  Col- 
lege in  185f>.  Besides  a  numbt  r  of  voara'  oxiv  t  if-nee  as  a  general  prac- 
titioner, he  bad  a  years'  army  experience  in  the  civil  war.  In  the  early 
part  of  1671,  he  was  elected  to  suooeed  Dr.  D.  H.  Iiov^oy  as  second 
ubsint  iTit  i  -ian  in  the  Vermont  asylum  for  the  insane  in  Brnttleboro. 
In  August,  1872,  upon  the  election  of  Dr.  Rockwell,  Jr.,  to  the  auperin- 
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ieuiloAC)',  lie  was  prouioiod  to  the  first  aesiaiaitoy,  wUiuli  poaition  be 
hetd  io  the  time  of  h«s  death,  of  apoplexy. 

From  a  momoir  published  in  the  "Transactions  of  the  Vermont  Med- 
ical Society,  1874,"  I  quote  tlio  following :    "In  my  imiuiries  1  ha?e 
failed  to  ascertaiu  any  6pecially  notable  iucidoulB  in  bin  life,  but  as  one 
has  espraased  it, '  the  whole  was  so  made  up  of  kind  and  worthy  aula  that 
no  one  prominent  deed  outshone  all  others.'    His  was  tbo  exemplifica- 
tion of  a  thourougblj  useful  Christian  life.    Governed  iu  everything  by 
high  aod  uneompromiaiog  prindple,  yet  painfnily  aenBitive  to  the  opin- 
iniiR  of  oUicrp,  no  man  was  ninro  truly  benevolent  anil  bumrinp  in  his 
foolingH,  and  nu  one  more  charitably  diapoaed  iu  his  judgmeiile  of 
otbera  Uian  he.   Pirinneaa  was  a  prominttt  trait,  and  eonaoienHooa- 
nnsR  R  ruling  principle  of  action.    He  was  the  last  man  to  be  npproncLcd 
or  inlluencod  by  sinator  propoaala  iii  any  wny,  anil  in  all  Ins  fraternal 
relations  was  scrupulous  and  mindful  of  UiH  obligations.    To  the  insti- 
tution with  which  be  was  connected  ha  brought  superior  qualifications. 
To  his  professional  actpiiroments  were  added  mnturo  judgment  and 
social  iiualities  of  a  high  order.    In  musio  he  delighted,  and  mauv  an 
honr  wan  posaed  in  this  indulgence  with  thoae  under  hia  profeosumal 
char^'^f.  mid  many  iu  this  wny  wore  nndoubtrdly  drawn  iuio  nearer  re- 
lations with  him,  aud  reali2od  mure  fully  that  he  was  iu  sympathy  with 
fhem,  than  otherwise  they  might  bave  euppoeed.'  He  saw  dearly  the 
grofit  power  of  moral  agonciea  in  tbo  trontmont  of  the  diBordorod  mind, 
and  exerted  himself  to  aid  in  every  possible  way  in  the  diversions  of  the 
inmates,  even  at  the  coat  of  personal  convenience  and  comfort.  Espeo- 
ially  wna  this  manifoat  during  the  last  winter  of  his  service,  when,  not- 
withstanding bis  growing  indiRposilion,  lio  relinquished  no  elTorf,  but 
more  than  ever  before  studied  the  wants  of  those  under  his  cat  o  aud 
mialercd  to  them  with  evor  inereaaug  assiduity  and  oonsoientioua- 
neaa."  The  historian  can  heartily  endorse  the  abovs  aa  a  jost  tribntSi 


Amli  ovv  Tracy,  second  son  of  James  and  Mercy  (Bichmnnd)  Tracy,  was 
born  111  Jlartford,  Vt,  December  15,  1797,  and  ••iod  in  "Woodstock.  Vt., 
October  88, 1868,  aged  70  years,  10  months,  19  days.  Thomas  Traoy 
the  grandfather  of  Androw,  bad  ciglit  children,  James,  Ibe  fntlier  of 
Andrew,  being  hia  fifth  child,  boru  January  17tiO,  in  Windham, 
Conn.  James  married  Meroy  Ridmiond,  October  S2, 1795.  They  bad 
nine  childrciu,  Androw  being  their  second  child-  TbomaB  Tracy  came 
into  the  town  in  the  \ear  177G — fiftoeii  years  aftor  tbe  organization  aud 
first  eettlemont  of  tbe  town — and  settled  upon  the  form  where  Andrew 
was  born    James  Tracy  was  then  sixteen  years  old. 

It  was  tbo  intention  of  liis  father  lu  bring  up  Andrew  to  tbe  occnpa- 


work  upon  the  farm,  consulted  his  mother  about  gattiog  sn  education. 

Sbo  induced  his  father  to  alknv  Aii  b  ow  to  attend  thn  ncadoniv  in  T^)y- 
altou,  Vt.,  and  afterwards,  the  academy  in  Eandolph,  Vt,  then  under  tbe 
eharse  ol  thai  aooompliabed  eduoator,  Bufas  Nutting-^d  where  he

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witli  his  frierul,  Leonartl  Mhi  hIi,  ii  brother  of  James  Marsh,  all  of  Hurt- 
lord-  He  remained  in  college  but  two  yeaxa,*  After  leaving  college 
be  taught  school  two  or  three  jears  in  Troy,  N.  T.,  and  tiun  entered 
the  law  office  of  Hon.  Geoi^'u  E.  Wales,  in  Hartford,  wilh  whom  he 
studieil  law.  Ou  the  15t)i  of  January,  1824,  while  pursuing  his  legal 
atudiea  with  Mr.  Wales,  lie  was  appointed  postnuister  ut  White  River 
Villftflro  in  plaee  of  Derrick  Stebbina.  He  held  ibis  offioe  until  April  1% 
1827*  when  he  wiis  succeedeil  by  Phinens  Kimball 

Mr.  Tracy  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  the  Deceiuber  term  of  the 
Windsor  ootinty  oonrt  in  1826.  Upon  being  admitted  to  the  bar,  he 
coininence<l  pructice  in  Quechee  villnge,  in  Hui  tfonl,  where  he  reiuiiineil 
until  the  luitumn  of  1837.  He  represented  Hartford  in  the  Legislature 
three  veais,  183^i-'35  inclusive  During  his  stay  in  Quechee  be  was  en- 
g&fied  in  most  of  the  important  trials  in  Windsor  county  and  obtained  a 
state  reputntion.  Latu  in  Hio  fintnTnn  of  1K;I7,  ho  roiiioved  to  Wood- 
stock, Vt.,  wlioro  horonidoil  llio  romuiiidor  of  bis  life. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  1888,  Mr.  Tracy  formed  a  partnership 
with  Nornmn  Williams,  which  continued  until  the  spring'  of  1839,  when 
Mr.  Williams  became  county  clerk.  In  3839,  be  was  elect<>d  a  State 
Senator.  In  1840  he  formed  a  Uiw  partaerahip  irifh  Joliaa  Oonveraat 
which  continued  until  ho  was  elected  to  congrosn  in  1R53  In  1840  he 
was  a  candidate  before  the  Whig  oonventiou  for  a  seat  in  congress 
againat  Horaee  Everetl  Much  to  hia  chagrin  be  waa  defeated.  In 
1842-'43  and  '44,  he  re))reHciited  Woodatook  in  the  IjOirislaturo,  and 
was  Speaker  of  tho  TToiiso  during  the  same  period.  In  the  summer  of 
1849,  the  firm  of  'i'raoy  «fc  Converse,  received  James  Harrutt  as  a  part- 
ner with  them. 

In  innv",  Mr.  Tracy  was  ngain  a  candidate  for  Congress.  He  was 
nominutcKi  and  elected  as  a  Wlii|^,  and  served  one  term.  Wliile  in  Con- 
gress he  was  attentive  to  his  duties,  and  attended  regularly  the  sessiona 
uf  llie  House,  but  seldom  pai-t!uipated  in  the  dcbatos.  lie  fornied  a 
very  low  estimate  of  certain  wordy  members,  who  tigiued  largely  in 
the  newspapers  and  reports  of  Oongreaa.  Those  he  rightly  roganlod  aa 
shallow  aeniftgogiiL'.s.    He  hated  all  slifinis  and  pretences,  judged  men 


enoe  in  eongranional  Itfe  iiatisfied  his  politioaT  aspirations.  He  deoRned 

a  rc  election,  and  returnod  with  pleasure  to  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion, in  which  be  diligently  labored,  nntil  bis  death.  He  was  engaged 
in  almost  all  of  the  jury  trials  in  Windsor  county  after  he  located  in 
Woodstoek,  nntil  lie  M'cnt  to  Congress,  and,  after  tliat,  in  ilio  mo.st  iin- 
uortaiit  trials  in  Windsor  and  oUier  counties  iu  tiie  Statu,  as  long  as  he 
lived.' 

Mr.  Tracy  w  ns  a  tall,  slim,  eadaTsrous  man,  and  to  a  stranger  would 
seem  to  be  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption.   But  his  step  was  ever 

*  In  i8n  the  University  of  Vermont  coaferred  upon  Mr.  Tracy  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  Master  of  Arts. 

*Mr.  Tracy  vrns  remarkably  successful  In  jury  trials.  Mis  personal  appc.ir.ince, 
bU  earnesi  manner,  and  his  impas^jioned  eloquence,  were  fnscinaiing  and  magnetic 
in  tlieir  iiifliieiHC  upon  jurymen  i>iione  nccasion,  iifter  lie  hud  nuulc  a  masterly 
plea  in  Ix-haU  ot  his  client,  and  the  jury  were  out  engaged  in  making  up  their  ver- 
dict, one  jurjr'nian,  on  being  asked  by  the  foreman,  '•  Are  you  for  the  plninlifT  or  the

ho  seemed  wholly  cxhaustud. 

Mr.  Tracy's  power  and  strength  aa  a  lawyer  and  advocate  consisted 
in  his  wonderful  quickness  of  perception;  the  rapidi^  with  which  he 
could  ad.ipt  facts  to  Icpal  principIcR;  his  quick  compreheiision  of  the 
full  merits  or  demerits  of  a  case;  his  keen  disoriminating  analysis  of 
facts;  tite  nervous  power  and  eloqnenee  with  whie|i  he  presented  the 
(•.\i'X»  to  a  jnt'v,  nui]  ill  Ids  masterly  power  of  sviifvi'^m  and  invective.' 
It  w.is  2is  a  jury  advocate  that  he  appeared  at  lus  best,  and  this  was 
ever  his  most  delightful  field  of  kbor.  Of  his  manner  and  style,  it  has 
\)vvu  8ulil,  (Iiat  he  often  carriod  liis  sarcasiin  and  denuiicitilion  of  p.-irtit's 
and  witnesses  too  far.  His  words  of tcu  left  a  sting  in  the  heart,  which 
rankled  there  for  years  afterwards.  It  sometimes  happened  in  his  later 
years  of  }» (ice  that  men  on  wliom,  as  parties  or  witnesses,  he  *had 
used  his  vituperative  ]>ow<ms  would  he  relttriied  as  jurors;  suolt  mou 
were  hard  to  conviuue  that  the  side  Of  Mr.  Trauy  was  light. 

'The  followinfj  nnccdulc  Is  rcluted  of  Mr.  Trncy,  ns  illustrating  one  of  liiH 
I'linrnctcrihticfi,  viz.  :    Amonj;  the  iimn^  notnblc  lawyers, who  in  former  days  have 
practiced  nt  the  Windsor  conntyhar,  lew  ex    11    1  Andrew  Trncy  In  power  of 
snrcnsin.    His  al^ility  in  this  direction  he  cNcn  tsed  more  cominonlj  in  attack, 
but  Minictitne!^  \n  ilefcnsetan  instance  under  the  latter  head  runninff  somewhat 
M  follows :  During  the  iumnicr  of  1840,  when  the  weather  was  warm,  and  the 
political  atmosphere  still  warmer.  Mr.  Tniev  was  called  over  Into  New  Uamp« 
shire  to  altciKl  a  jiiKlice  court.    The  counsel  on  the  other  side  was  JudKC  P.,  a 
]inm>hient  polii iciaii  of  tliat  State.  .luU  a  ^ood  lawyer  besides.    When  the  case 
I  ' on,  the  jiul^T,  not  being  much  acquainted  wit li  Mr.  Tt.icy,  conceived  a  poor 
opinion  of  liim.  as  he  looked  him  over,  which  was  not  so  very  strange.    A  care- 
less oi)NLT\  CI-,  looking  for  the  first  time,  would  be  likely  to  entertain  dim  notions 
of  the  lire  whidi  lurked  within  tlie  bosom  of  tliat  tliin  and  ghastly  flgure.  sitting 
at  the  table  and  quietly  taking  notes.   Moreover  Hie  judge,  besides  being  a 
strniiK  dernoi  i at,,  had  a  very  good  optnlou  of  himself,  which  helped  on  the 
lllnsion.    When  therefore  he  rose  for  his  argument,  in  the  course  of  it  he  had 
miu  li  to  sfiy  aliont  the  clieap  v.ihie  ol  imported  cfmnscl,  especially  when  apjicar- 
jni;  in  the  guise  of  a  thin  gentleman  in  delicate  hcaltli,  and  thinner  still  in  legal 
altiiinmcnts ;  .idding  some  inucndoes  OOnoeming  the  moral  qualifications  neces* 
sagr  fur  the  ninkc-up  of  a  good  lawyer,  and  in  general  using  the  cudgels  with  tlie 
sest  which  members  of  the  pmlcmifon  exhibit,  when  liattering  one  another.  Upon 
the  whole  it  was  a  f^ood  performance  in  its  way,  but  it  was  untimely.    When  the 
judge  was  ended,  Mr.  Tracy  rose  to  take  his  turn.    The  occasion  was  a  capital 
one  for  hiin  to  exhibit  his  peculiar  power,  as  the  Hfe  and  history  of  the  judge 
fnriiished  ample  materinl  for  sharp  criticism.    He  bad  lieen  many  times  a  mem- 
li'T  of  the  Legislature  in  New  Hampshire,  a  indi-.e  ol  probate  some  years,  and  a  . 
representative  in  Congress  for  six  years.    He  hail  hern  born  and  brought  up  a 
retlcrsllst;  when  Jackson  was  elected  president.  h<   uu  ned  democrat,  a  change 
which  proved  inowt  opportune  for  his  own  political  atlvancement}  lie  waalamiliar 
by  evpcricncc  with  the  whole  sy.stcm  of  intrigue  which  omtrolled  the  politics  of 
hlv  ii.uivc  Stale;  a  system  never  too  elevated  or  too  pure,  and  never  less  so  tlinn 
in  tiie  tl  lys  when  Isaac  Hill  ruled  New  llampsliirc.    All  this  Mr.  Tracy  knew  by 
heart;  he  had  lici-n  provoked  to  exercise  his  knowledge,  and  he  was  not  sparing  hi 
the  exhibition  of  it   The  spirit  of  Tippecanoe  that  was  abroad  in  his  veins  did 
not  abate  the  rigor  of  his  tongue,  and  with  such  swift  and  keen  blows  did  he  ply 
the  matter  that  wn<<  in  him,  that  In  a  few  moments  the  work  of  destruction  was 
completed.    Tlie  judge  in  liic  meantime  sat  aghast  and  helpless  at  the  unex- 
pected onslauKht,  nor  did  he  make  any  effort  to  avert  the  storm  of  sarcasm  which 
swept  over  him.    And  ever  afterwards  he  entertained  enlarged  respect  for  lawyers  • 
from  the  Direst  side  of  the  river.— Krm<wf//wpiM/. 
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Mr.  Tracy  \vft«  not  what  would  be  callcJ  a  learned  lawyer;  he  rarely 
read  text-books  or  reports,  but  consul tccl  them  iD  eonneolion  with  his 
cases.  He  was  well  grouinl*  ■!  in  tfie  principles  of  common  law,  and  in 
his  arguments  of  legal  puiuU,  reasoned  from  first  principles,  and  rarely 
dt«d  or  refontNl  to  dooiaione.  In  the  flood  of  bnninces  wliioli  was 
tlirowii  npriti  the  courts,  i^rowinq;  out  of  tin;  Lrrcat  crasli  of  isn7,  ]\Tr. 
Tracy  took  u  uromiiiout  and  leading  part.  For  several  vvixn  the  iluck- 
ets  were  crowded,  and  nt  some  terms  tho  llrm  of  whidi  lie  wns  a  mem- 
ber entered  hi  oourt  more  <mses  than  the  whole  entry  at  present  made 
in  Witulwr  county;  and  they  ap|Hjared  in  more  cases  each  term  than 
the  entiru  present  docket  of  the  court.  These  were  years  of  immense 
labor  to  Mr.  'J'racy. 

Sir.  Trnc}''  died  of  pneumonia,  the  resnll  of  a  cold  which  he  con- 
tracted on  one  uf  his  professional  trips,  aiul  not  from  the  effects  of  hh 
life-time  ailments.  Ilis  mind  rcmaiiu;d  perfectly  d^ar  to  the  last.  Ilis 
remains  lie  "Ti  flie  hanks  of  tho  heaiitiful  Oticr  (Jncchcc  river,  in  the 
vilL'tceof  \V  iKxistoek,  ill  the  same  cemetery  with  the  remains  of  Charles 
Marsh,  Jaoob  Collamer^  Titus  Hutchinson,  Norman  Witliamfl,  Benja- 
min Swan  and  Peter  T.  Washburn.

Fourth  son  of  Alvun  and  Abigail  Mary  (Tossey)  Tudtcr,  was  horn

Andover  Theo.  Sem.  one  year  in  the  cla^  of  1820;  wuu  tutor  in  Dart- 
month  from  1818  to  1890;  retnmed  to  AndoTer  and  graduated  in  1882; 
was  ordained  anevangdiit  in  Hanover,  K.  H.,  Oct  18,  1884;  became 
profess<»  of  langnages  in  Hampden,  Sydney  College,  Ya.,  from  1884  to 
1886;  was  prendent  of  the  UnivMvity  of  Yermont  from  1886  to  1688, 
and  then  professor  of  Moral  and  Mental  Fliilosophy  to  his  death.  He 
was  an  estimable  man,  an  elaborate  scholar,  and  a  profound  lliiiiker.

EiiBNKZKit  CAitTKR  Tracy,  SOU  of  Dea.  Joseph  and  Rtith  (Carter) 
Tracy,  was  born  in  Hartford,  Juno  10,  1700,  and  died  in  Windsor,  May 
15,  1802,  aged  6b.  He  btudiud  divinity  in  Andover  Theological  Semi- 
nary two  years  in  the  elais'of  1894;  was  licensed  but  never  ordained; 
was  tutor  in  Dartmouth  College  from  1888  to  1894,  from  wliidi  ho 
turned  to  the  enterprise  of  establishing  a  rell^ons  newspi^per  in  Ver- 
mont, and  issued  the  first  number  of  the  *'  Ybrmomt  Chromiol^**  April 
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.14,  1820,  lit  HdlowB  Falls,  from  wliicli  pl.-ice  it  wnB  removed  lo  Windsor 
ih(»  s.iiuo  year.  'Jlic  AVork  of  starting  i\  religious  paper  ^vnn  of  an  oner- 
ous and  disootiraj^ing  nature,  but  he  persevered,  and  in  the  end  achieved 
success.  In  162!),  however,  he  surrendered  the  editorship  of  the  Chroni- 
cle to  his  brother  Joseph,  while  he  went  for  a  short  time,  to  the  New 
York  Journal  of  ComnMrM,  thence  to  tlie  OhHunor  offioe,  in  the  eama 
city.

He  was  one  of  ten  brothers,  each  of  whom 
was  over  six  seet  in  height,  and  was  one  of  sixteen  ehildren  in  the  same 
family,  all  of  whom  are  now  dead.  Their  united  ages  aggregated  up- 
wards of  1,200  yean.  £iioe  Wood  Kewton,  (D.  C,  181ff,)  was  one  of 
the  ten  brotliers» 

Josspu  PosTm,  son  of  William  and  Mary  (Hodges)  Porter,  was 
bom  iu  Hartford,  Vt.,  1700,  and  died  in  Jericho,  July  9tli,  1899, 
aged  33.  He  read  law  witli  Hon.  Joseph  Bell,  (D.  C,  1807,)  iu  Haver- 
hill, N.  TT.,  and  settled  in  practice  in  Jcriclio,  Chittenden  Co..  in  1824. 
A  fall  from  liis  horso  caused  his  death.  He  married  Laura  Bliss,  of 
Jcriclio.

AnRAii  Haubii,  a.  M.,  son  of  Abram  and  Mary  (Dntton)  Manh, 

was  bom  in  Hartford,  June  16,  1803,  and  died  in  Tulland,  Conn.,  Sept. 
2,  1877,  aged  75.  He  was  principal  of  Tlietford  academy  in  1827  ; 
studied  divinity  in  Andovcr  Theologieal  Seminary,  class  of  1828  ;  was 
ordained  an  evangelist  in  Beading,  Vt.,  June  23d,  1829  ;  iuntalled  pas- 
tor of  the  Cong'l  church  in  Tollan<l,  Conn.,  November  30,  1831  ;  dis- 
missed in  1800  ;  removed  to  AVcet  Woodstock,  Conti.,  in  1874,  where 
he  continued  until  1877  ;  then  returned  to  iaiiaud  where  ho  died.  Ho 
was  president  of  the  Conneotiout  Bible  Sooiety  1868-77  ;  and  agent 
from  1869^71.  He  married  first,  Bhoda,  daughter  of  Ber.  Silvan  Short, 
of  Uoriden,  Conn.,  June  87,  1887  ;  second,  Mary  Cpoley,  of  Korwieti, 
Conn.,  April  6,  1849.

Leokabo  Marhii,  a.  M.,  son  of  Daniol  and  Marion  (Ilarper)  Afareh  * 
was  hnrn  in  Hartford,  June  20,  1 800.  ITe  studied  medicine  in  Now 
York  City  witli  Dr.  Valentine  ilott,  and  at  Dartmouth  medical  college, 
graduating  M.  D.,  in  1B.'J2  ;  tl>eii  Ix  traii  practice  in  Hartford,  Vt.,  from 
whicli  place  he  remove<l  in  lb40  to  iMirlington,  Vt.,  and  tlierc continued 
his  profesaiou  nntil  elected  to  the  professorsliip  of  Greek  in  tlie  Univer> 
ii^  of  Yttrmont  in  1855.  In  1857,  ho  wm  tnmaferred  from  the  depart- 
ment of  langnagcc  to  that  of  Yogetablo  nnd  Animal  Pli jmology,  and 
Ck»mpnndve  Anfttomy.  In  1868,  be  wae  Attndnd  by  n  fminfnl  nad 
dangeroos  diseaae  from  which  he  saffered  till  bis  death  in  1R70.  Dr. 
Marsh  was  a  niM  of  looming  and  groat  aoutmioH.of  mind.  Hotnn  of 
his  writings  sliow  an  extensive  and  profound  aofiuaiutanco  with  aiiuicnt 
literature.  Of  a  stock  that  have  always  loved  liherty  ami  jiistio**,  and 
abhored  everything  tending  to  the  degrpdation  of  man,  he  early  used 
his  pen  with  great  boldutuui  and  vigor  againijt  the  system  of  human 
slavery  which  was  cursing  our  beloved  country,  and  he  continne«l  his 
effoita  ttU  the  system  was  destroyed.  He  married  Anna  I^  daughter  of 
Hon.  Alvin  Foot,  (D.  C,  1708),  of  ])iirlington,  who  survives  him.

liu  Camsr  TluoT,  son  of  Deaoon  Joseph  and  Roth  (Garter)  Tracy, 
wss  bom  in  Hartford,  January  15, 1806,  and  died  in  Bloomington,  lU., 
Nov.  10,  1775,  aged  60  years  0  months.  Wliea  foarteen  yean  of  age 
be  made  a  pnblio  profession  of  his  faith  in  Christ,  and  at  about  the 
same  time  the  reading  of  a  tract  entitled  "The  claims  of  six  hundred 
millions,"  kindled  that  missionary  zeal  which  was  the  inspiration  of  his 
whole  life.  After  graduating  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1829,  where  ho 
stood  first  in  his  class,  and  having  completed  his  theological  studies  at 
Andover  in  1632,  he  was  ordained  as  amissionaiy  in  Hartford,  Sept.  28, 
1888.  Oil  Sabbath  eve,  June  O,  1838,  in  the  Ifarray  street  ehuroh 
ediflee,  How  York  oity,  he  and  Mr.  S.  Wells  WilUams,  roooivod  Uiour 
instraetions  as  missionaries  to  China.  They  sailed  from  New  York, 
Jane  15, 1838,  and  arrived  in  Osnton,  OoL  86. 

Mr.  Traoy  was  the  second  missionary  of  the  American  Board  in 
China.  Singapore  was  considered  an  important  point  from  which  to 
reach  many  people  nnd  to  circulate  christian  literature.  Mr,  Tracy 
arrived  there  July  L'4,  1834,  and  very  soon  made  his  home  in  a  Chinese 
family,  the  muw  quickly  to  learn  the  language,  and  the  more  thoroughly 
to  study  the  people.  It  indicates  the  zeal  with  which  he  set  about  his 
work,  that  in  less  than  ten  months  he  was  able  to  |n«aeh  in  Ohinese. 
He  iMqptiied  the  first  Chinese  convert  of  the  American  mission. 
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Miw  Adeline  "White,  born  in  Weet  Brooldleldy  Mim.,  Sept.  Sfi,  1809, 
left  JUmUih  July  9<1,  1834 ;  rasoliefl  Sigimpore  JaniiJiiy  18,  wnd  wm 
Mftrried  to  Mr.  Tmoj,  January  16,  183ff.  Overwork  and  eoqioiun  to 
tlie  inteute  beat  prostrated  Mr.  Tracy  in  '90,  and  in  Novombcr  of  lhat 
year  he  went  to  Southern  India  ;  but  he  was  obliged  to  ledve  India  for 
the  Uniteil  States,  to  which  hp  rptiirned  Aug.  8,  1841.  After  four  years 
of  patient  waiting,  doinf^  the  little  liis  health  M'ould  permit,  sceintr  no 
iiopt' of  rcmiming  hifi  woi  k  alu'uad,  he  was  rolcaHcd  from  bis  coiiMeuiion 
with  the  American  Hoard,  and  cuiimainjed  work  as  a  home  mlsf'uniaiy 
in  Ohio,  preaching  in  Franklin,  and  StreetMborough,  from  1840  tu  1851. 
Ill  1861,  lie  went  to  the  town  of  Fiitch  Grove,  Wisoousin,  thougli  his 
field  oovered  what  is  now  Bloomington,  also.  As  pastor  of  the  Congre- 
gational ohuroh,  he  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  for  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  ttie  coinmnnity,  proaohing  in  the  school  houses,  viwting  the  families 
and  distiilniting  religious  hooks.  IIo  also  seourcd  the  erecUon  of  a 
ohnrch  cdiliec.  Ilia  ■  li  i  ing  died  before  he  went  to  Winconein,  he 
mnrricd  in  Oct.,  18&2,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ohariton  Glesson,  of  East  Wind* 
8or  llili,  Conn. 

In  the  spring  ot  185C,  after  a  precious  revival  of  religion,  and  large 
additions  to  the  chnroli,  hu  went  to  Spring  Valley,  Minneaota,  and  or- 
ganixc'd  tlio  iirsl  CongrcgnlionnI  uhnrch  in  Filmoro  connty.  Ilcrc  ho 
did  Ills  last  work  as  a  jmstor.  In  tlie  spring  of  1861,  after  another 
inarkitd  revival,  his  health  faileil,  and  he  was  compcllod  to  relinqnish 
the  active  duties  of  tho  ministry,  lie  returned  to  his  old  heme  in 
Bloomington,  where  he  spent  fourteen  years  on  a  small  farm,  but 
preaolied  oooasionally  as  his  strength  permitted,  and  was  always  a  de> 
voted  friend  and  helper  of  the  eiiurcli  with  which  he  was  identified. 
Doing  good  w:i8  liis  rnling  passion,  and  his  usefulness  as  a  man  and 
christian  ended  only  with  his  life. 

In  1 87n,  l^lr.  Tnury  came  East,  jiartly  to  visit  the  Chinese  Commis- 
sioner, J^ai  Lun,  wlio  came  to  this  country  having  charge  of  a  number 
of  Chinese  youth  he  had  induced  the  Chinese  government  to  send  to 
this  country  to  bo  educated  under  his  superiutcndonoc.  Lui  Lan,  when 
a  boy,  was  found  in  tlie  jungles  by  Mr.  Tracy,  and  taken  into  his 
school  where  be  learned  of  Christ  and  became  a  ohristian.  Mr.  Traoy 
visited  Lui  Lun  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  was  reo^ved  by  hit  former 
pupil  with  flattering  expressions  of  cordiality,  and  subsequently  they 
exchanged  letters.  It  was  doubtless  tlio  greatest  joy  of  Mr,  Traey*8 
life  to  see  one  whom  he  had  rescued  from  heatlienism,  occupying  the 
honore<l  position  of  a  christian  statesman,  and  engaged  in  a  work  of 
iiicaloiiiabia  boiidit  to  liis  liciiigktutl  race. 
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In  October,  1876,  he  attended  the  annnal  meeting  of  tlie  American 
Board  in  Chieago,  greatly  to  hh  delight.  On  his  way  home  from  this 
meeting  he  viaited  hia  only  remaining  cliihl,  R«v  A.  E,  Tracy,  and 
preached  for  him  Sahbalh,  October  lOtli,  the  la^i  Heruion  ha  ever 
preached.  Botnrniiig  home  he  was  busily  engaged  in  preparing  for 
the  winter,  when  Saturday  eve,  NoTomber  7th,  after  returning  from 
the  village,  he  waa  anddenlj  atriclcen  with  paralysia.  He  lived  till 
Taeaday  momii^,  November  10th,  bat  without  being  able  to  apeak  or 
oommanieatc  his  wishea  to  the  friends  around  him. 

Tlie  children  of  Mr.  Tracy  were:  Edwin  Allen,  born  in  Singapore, 
Jan'y  20,  1836;  died  on  the  ocean,  May,  IHH.  Ira  "White,  born  Sept. 
2d,  1811,  in  Philadelphia;  died  in  Monf  i^'oniory,  Ala.,  May  2d,  1805,  a 
member  of  Co.  D,  83d  regiment,  Wisconisiti  vohtnteera.  Alfred  Ed- 
wards, bora  in  West  iirookfiuld,  Mass.,  July  2d,  1846,  now  a  Congre- 
gational minister  in  Foxboro,  Mass. 

In  a  paper  prepared  by  Kr.  TVaoj  to  be  read  ai  hu  funeral,  he  aayi: 
"I  may  not  say,  'T>ot  tliore  be  no  weeping  hero;*  for  porhapa  aomo  few 
may  feel,  by  natural  impulae,  diapoaod  to  weep  at  one'a  final  parting 
on  earth,  and  that  impulae  alionld  not  be  violently  roatnuned;  but  I  do 
any,  '"Let  there  be  thanksgiving  and  rejoioing  at  my  funeral.'  If  I  die 
a  christian  as  I  am  sure  I  shall,  then  in  me  grace  has  triumphed,  the 
battle  of  life  is  fought  and  tlie  victory  won,  Christ  lias  led  one  more  of 
His  chosen  and  redeemed  ones  to  the  end  of  his  trial — life.  •  •  • 
For  youi-selves,  my  friendh  and  neighboi-s,  T  pray  you  in  Christ's 
Btcad,  be  ye  reconciled  to  Qod.  Be  willing  to  have  liiiu  for  your 
own  God  and  Father,  and  treat  Him  as  auoh  from  thia  day  forward. 
Seek  /fral  the  Icingdom  of  God  and  Hia  righteonaneaa.  Be  ye  faithful 
unto  death.

March  0,  1840;  arrived  in  Oroomiah,  July  26,  1840;  was  there  very 
successful  in  his  ministry  till  IHOO;  then  visited  the  irnitod  States,  but 
returned  to  liin  station  in  1801  where  ho  soon  died.  \h\  \S''right  w:uj 
one  of  the  best  oriental  scholars  thi.s  country  ever  produced.  lie  mar- 
ried Catherine  A.  Myers  of  Wliitehuli,  i^.  \.,  iu  Oroomiah,  June  13, 
1844.

Bknjamin  Er-A,  son  of  Henjamiu  and  Abigail  (Einoreon)  Ela,  was 
born  ill  liartfonl,  August  4,  ISUOj  fitted  for  college  at  Mcri<lcn,  N.  H. ; 
taught  at  Glciis  Falls,  N.  Y.,  1831-2  ;  studied  theology  at  Audover» 
163S-5,  graduating  in  1835;  atudied  akf>  as  a  raaident  gndnato  in  Bast 
HHndsor,  Own.,  Theo.  Sem.  one  jrear  from  May,  1887;  was  ordfuhed  a 
Congr^tional  evangelist  in  Billerioay  Maas.,Hay  89,  1841;  pfeaohed 
in  Marlboro^  Conn.,  1888-8;  in  Bristol,  Conn.,  1840-1;  was  Kew  York 
oorrespondent  of  the  Cliri^tiaTi  Recorder  and  Congregationalist,** 
1843-48;  associate  editor  "Merry's  Museum,"  also  of  the  "Mother's 
Manrnzine,"  New  York,  from  1848  or  '40  to  1853;  editor  of  Parley's 
Mat^aziue,  i86a-6u;  then  lived  on  n  fanii  in  Merrimack,  N.  H.,  till  his 
dciith,  April  30,  1881,  of  organic  diseaso  of  the  liver.  He  was  made 
an  honorary  member  of  A.  li,  C.  F.  JSL  in  1830;  member  of  New 
•  Ilatiiiwliiro  Legislature,  1870-71;  town  clerk,  1878,  till  lits  death;  su- 
perintending school  eommittee  fite  years.  He  manied  Angeline, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Anna  (Buxton)  McCouihe  of  Merrimaok, 
April  10,  1840.

Oraas  SMtni  BuuuLaos,  L.  It  P.,  was  bom  in  Hartford,  Yt.,  Handi  U, 
180B.  His  grandfatlnr,  Jonas  fiidiards,  wiio  manisd  Hannah  Wheeler, 
about  ton  years  before  the  ICSTolttiioDaiy  war,  removed  with  her  from 
Phunftald,  Ot,  to  Norwieb,  Yi,  about  1767.  Their  journey  was  on 

liorsebsck,  the  road  much  of  the  way  being  a  mere  bridle-path.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Norwich,  purchasing  and  clearing  a  farm  in 
the  alinosk  unbroken  wildernefis,  about  a  mile  from  the  "plain." 

In  t  hiH  junrinf^r  hnnje  iu  17C7,  waa  borii  Joel  Richards,  the  father  of 
the  HubjcM't  of  tiiiH  sketch,  the  first  male  ciaiJ  born  in  Norwich.  Al- 
though he  enjoyed  very  limited  oppoituaities  for  education,  he  grew  up 
to  be  a  «»pable,  industrious  and  highly  respected  man,  and  was  at  least 
during  his  later  yeard,  a  devoted  diristiao.  He  married  Miriam  Smith, 
Dec  6, 17H  the  daughter  of  Sylvanus  Smith  of  Hsdley,  Usas.  He 
took  a  new  farm  on  the  line  between  Hartford  and  Norwieb,  and  under- 
took the  work  of  olsaring  it  with  great  energy.  He  died  Aug.  13, 181S^ 
leaving  nine  children,  one  other  child  having  died  in  infancy. 

The  eldest  son,  Chester,  not  jet  17  years  old,  then  undertook  the 
management  of  the  farm,  and  with  the  win(<  counsel  and  direction  of  his 
mother,  succeeded  well.  In  this  fnu^^al  and  hard  working  family,  Cyrus, 
the  eighth  child,  grow  up,  clad  in  homespun,  and  disciplined  by  the  hard 
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work  of  the  fiinn*  His  early  ediuHiiion  was  scanty,  such  as  might  be 
gained  from  two  months'  echooling  in  the  winter,  and  from  reading  and 
studying  at  home.  But  ho  mndr  the  rnoBt  of  these  slender  advantages, 
and  was  reputed  to  he  ainmig  tho  l>08t  Bcbolars  of  the  neighborhood. 

In  1824,  fit  thf  age  of  IG,  In  Itjft  home  to  live  till  Ihh  majority  with 
Mr.  IiiUjah  Htuuu,  whose  wiie  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  betii  bavage,  wLu 
affcerwttrd  nuurried  Mrs.  mriam  BinliMiili,  llui  mother  of  Qyrus.  They 
weM  «KMllmii  fiiurtetian  people^  and  aUxmf^y  attadied  to  the  tM»y  wbo 
had  eonw  into  their  hone^  and  they  «x«rted  cmae  him  a  atvoDg  influeDee 
for  good. 

As  a  boy,  he  was  a  member  of  the  first  Sunday  adiool  ir  Harlford 
(and  perh^^  in  that  part  of  New  England),  which  was  organized  uudor 
the  snggostions  and  direction  of  Mrs.  Sheldon  Newton.  Always  seri- 
oun,  arit!  tsenRitive  to  religious  impressions,  he  did  not  corae  out  into  a 
clear  and  outapoken  failli  t  il  Ins  twentieth  year  ;  but  from  that  time  he 
was  an  ardent  ehnstitm,  and  began  to  plan  to  study  for  tliu  mimatry. 

A,  keen  dblig hi  in  aiudj  had  already  eeisedbim.  One  of  his  ieechere, 
Foreai  Shepard,  first  put  into  hie  mind  the  idea  that  be  might  possibly 
get  a  eoUege  edaeation,  and  t^er  teaehen  enoooxagad  him.  He  reeolved 
to  go.  Aeeordingly,  in  Septflmber,  1B88,  he  entered  yimhail  Union 
Academy  at  ^leriden,  N.  H.,  of  which  Her.  Israel  Newdl  me  then  the 
prinoipal  Hent  he  remained  moet  of  the  time  for  three  yearSi  atanding 
high  in  his  class  sh  n  poholar. 

In  1831  h«?  enif  I  o  l  Dartmouth  College  in  a  class  of  seventy  freshmen, 
of  wlioni  fifty  one  gimiuated.  It  was  a  mijicrior  rlasH,  iricluding  such 
men  as  ex  (iov.  Washburn,  of  Vermont ;  Hon.  Amos  Tuck,  of  New 
Hampshire }  Hon.  John  P.  Healy,  L.  L.  D.,  of  Boston ;  Hon.  T.  C.  Wood- 
man, of  Hiainet  Bev.  Stephen  &  N.  Greeley,  and  othera.  Among  hie 
ooUege  matea  ware  Preetdent  a  0.  Bartlett)  Samnel  H.  Taylor,  Ii.  L.  D., 
of  Andorer;  Frot  K  A.  Lawrenee,  D.  D.,  of  Beat  Windior;  Profa.  E. 
D.  Sanboro,  Noyes,  Chase,  and  others.  He  gradnated  under  the  preai- 
dency  of  Or.  Lord  in  1836. 

While  in  college  ho  had  shown  marked  ability,  both  as  a  scholar  and 
a  teacher,  for  his  winters  were  usually  occupied  in  te^ichinp'  He  liad  by 
this  time  taught  both  day  school  or  singing  school  (and  sometinu  H  liotb) 
in  liartford,  Lebanon,  Meriden,  Cornish,  Bosoawen,  and  Concord  He 
was,  all  his  life,  a  remarkably  sweet  singer,  having  a  high,  pure  tenor 
vdee.  Daring  his  last  year  in  ooUege,  UDr.  NeweU'a  foiling  liealtb  com- 
pelled him  to  call  lor  aaeiataaee  in  the  academy,  and  Ifr.  Bichanb  was 
invited  to  take  hia  daeeee  daring  a  part  of  the  winter  and  amnnier. 

On  the  day  he  graduated  from  Dartmoath,  in  Aognst)  1886,  he  was 
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oloftod  (v<i  piiucipal  of  Kimball  Uiiion  Acndomy,  a  pnsiiinn  which  lie 
filled  (with  the  iutt  i misHiou  of  but  a  s^iii^Me  teim)  for  the  next  thirty-aix 
jcoiH.  Horo  ho  dovoioped  reiuarkable  executive  ability  in  organising 
and  managing  the  school,  and  great  skin  and  thorouglineea  in  teaching. 
IhlSiOi  ft  f«nale  dqurtmeDt  wm  added  to  llw  Msademj,  aadittooones 
cl  instraelioii  weie  extended  and  eolatged.  The  webfool  grew  MeBd% 
tmder  the  new  idminiatntion,  and  inatead  ct  an  attendance  ct  100  atn- 
doote,  there  were  more  than  900^  and  eomeliniea  more  than  800  ther& 
The  institution  for  more  tbuu  a  qnnt  tor  of  a  century  ranked  among  the 
foremost  academies  in  New  England,  and  its  principal  was  recognized 
as  one  of  the  best  educators  there.  Pie  was  ably  supported  by  teachers 
of  high  character  and  ability.  A.  marked  feature  of  the  school  was  the 
moral  and  religious  tone  that  characterized  it ;  many  an  earnest  chris- 
tiaa  life  was  begun  within  its  walls.  Eleven  hundred  and  eighty  slu* 
dents  graduated  from  the  academy  onder  his  instruction,  having  taken 
the  full  eonrae,  many  of  whom  afterwarda  attained  eminenoe  aa  minia- 
tera»  misiaonariea,  college  profeeeora,  juriata  and  jonniaIiel&  Several 
ihoQsaada  id  other  pnpOa  took  a  partial  ooorae  under  hie  prinoipalahlp. 
Failing  health  obliged  bim  to  rdinqnish  so  arduous  a  work,  in  a  climate 
peculiarly  trying  to  him,  and  he  offered  hia  rcaignation  in  the  aummer 
of  1871 

On  tho  very  day  he  resigned  the  principalsbip  of  the  acadonjy  at  Mer- 
iden,  he  received  an  appoiutniLmt  as  ]>rc>fcHBor  in  Harvard  University, 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  in  the  autumn  he  assumed  charge  of  its  prepar- 
atory department,  where  be  continued  for  foui-te«iu  years,  winning  for 
the  inatitution  tbe  aame  rqpatation  for  thoronglineee  of  worir,  and  in^ 
preeaing  hia  character  and  ptindplea  in  the  aame  marked  way  upon  the 
atutlonta,  aa  at  Morideu.  Hia  aaaodntea  in  the  XTniveraity,  indading 
Qen.  Howard,  and  Bev.  Dr.  Patton,  the  Preddrate,  bore  leetimovy  to  Ihe 
enthusiaam,  vigor,  and  great  aacoeea  of  hia  work,  even  to  Ua  aeventy- 
eigbth  year. 

ITis  eminence,  ai?  an  educator,  received  frequent  recocfnition  from  his 
co-laborers  in  that  (U  ld.  lit*  wm  President  of  theNew  llaiupshire  State 
Tcnchers'  Association  in  lB(i3  and  1804,  and  frequently  presented  papers 
and  led  discussions  in  such  gatUeringa.  lie  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Lawa  from  Dartmoath  CoU^  in  1805.  At  the  National 
Educational  Assodation,  hdd  at  Ifodison,  Wis.,Jn  1884,  Gen.  John. 
Eaton,  CommuMioner  of  Education  in  the  United  Stately  menUoned  him 
as  having  the  apecial  dMtinction  of  having  fitted  more  stndenta  for 
college  than  any  man  in  the  country. 

Ilii  marked  religioue  character  found  cxproceion  in  other  wayi  than 
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in  tehooL  He  had  intMided,  when  he  went  to  Meriden  m  Primniwl,  to 
teaeh  ft  few  jean,  end  then  teke  np  hie  ohoien  work  of  the  niinietry. 

In  1847  be  resigned  and  went  to  AndoverTlieologicel  Seminary  to  eom* 
pleto  hia  studiee  for  that  work.  But  being  told  by  many  that  his  great- 
est usefulness  was  to  he  found  in  cdupatioiiul  work,  he  yielded  to  the 
solicitations  of  thu  truHteos  and  returncfl  to  the  academy.  He  received, 
however,  approbation  as  a  preacher,  find  occaHionally  occupied  the  pul- 
pits of  the  surrounding  towns,  iiu  was  deacon  and  clerk  of  the  Con- 
gregational ohuroh  in  Meriden  during  nearly  hIa  entire  residence  there. 

Hia 'inteHeetaal  aotivity  alio  manifested  itielf  in  antliorship.  Li  1 659 
he  pnbliafaed  Latin  Lenoma  and  Table8»'*  for  elementaiy  olnnoa^  whieh 
waa  teeeived  witli  mneli  favor  by  olaaaioal  toaoliora,  and  paaiod  tlirougli 
aeTeral  ediUona.  The  platea  of  this  book  were  deatroyed  by  the  great 
Boston  fire  in  1872.  In  1882  hepubliahed  "Outlineaof  lAUnQrammar,** 
wliioh  the  Journal  of  Education  calls  a  "marvelous  condensation,"  and 
"far  in  advance  of  any  book  tliaf  we  have  ever  seen  profewsing;  to  give 
moreiy  tiie  '  outlinea'  of  latin  grammar."  Tliis  was  followed  by  a  com- 
panion volume  in  1883,  entitled,  "Introduction  to  Ciesar;  fust  T.atin 
Lessons."  He  was  also  an  ocuasional  writer  for  variouit  religiuuii  and 
literary  journals. 

He  waa  married.  Lag,  1,  1886,  to  ^len  Dorothy  Whitmi,  daughter 
of  the  BoT.  Dr.  Jqhn  IL  Whiton,  who  waa  for  forfy-four  yeara  paalor  of 
the  Preabjteriaa  ehnvoh  in  Anteim,  N.  H.  She  waa  a  woman  of  lo?ely  • 
ehriatian  ohaneter,  and  of  uncommon  intellectual  gifts  and  culture.  She 
wrote  maoh  for  religious  periodicala,  and  was  the  nutlior  of  aevoral 
juvenile  boolcB.  She  died  March  10,  1800,  greatly  Innieiitod  by  the 
entire  comnmnity,  to  whom  her  social  gifts  and  wnnn  pympatbifs  had 
much  endeared  her.  Sii  children  were  born  to  them,  two  died  in  csnly 
childhood.  ThoB6  who  survive  are  as  follows,  viz.:  Helen  Morritj,  wife 
of  the  Bev.  George  F.  Herrick,  D.  D.,  Marsovau,  Turkey  ;  The  Rev. 
Obarlea  Herbert  Ricbards,  D.  D.,  Uadiaon,  Wis.;  Abbb  Louise,  wife  of 
the  Rev.  Frank  P.  Woodbury,  D.  D.,  Rockford,  lU.,  and  William  Bvarta 
BiohardB>  Baq.,  Hew  York  eity. 

He  waa  married  again,  April  1I0»  IMl,  to  Uirin  WlKaaM  Parker,  of 
Beaton,  Mass.,  the  daughter  of  OUver  W.  Parker,  Esq.,  of  Plympton, 
Maaa.   She  had  l>6en  for  Uiree  years  a  Buccossful  teaclier  in  the  Boston 
•  public  Rchoole,  and  was  warmly  sympathetic  and  helpful  in  hia  work 
both  at  Meriden  and  Washington. 

In  tho  summer  of  1885  he  completed  his  fiftieth  year  as  a  teacher, 
and  graduated  iiis  liitieth  class  for  college.     His  former  students, 

ramembering  him  wtth  honor  and  afBMlion,  aent  bim  a  taatimonhd  lor 
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biB  NmiMtanniii],  aoeomptmiad  by  %  parw  of  $600  in  ffoU.  HfehMlth, 
bowevM,  woB  rapidly  giving  way.  His  son  brought  bim  in  June  to>Ui 
bomo  in  Maditon,  Wis.,  hoping  that  the  change  of  scene  and  eUninte 
would  reinvigorate  bim.  But  after  rallyiog  a  little  at  first,  bis  powere 
gave  way  under  the  weight  of  vear?  and  dineage,  mu\  he  died  of  bron- 
chial consumption,  July  19,  1886,  in  bis  seveuty-eightb  year.  On  a 
Sunday  uigUt  be  passed  from  the  praises  of  oarib,  whicb  be  so  dearly 
loved,  to  the  praises  of  heaven,  which  bo  hud  long  auLiciputed.  His 
body  WM  Uk«n  for  uitormani  to  Herideni  wbiob  had  boon  his  home  bo 
long,  and  Uie  aoene  of  hk  mort  important  work.  A  funeral  aerfiee  waa 
bold  at  Mjadiaon,  wbare  bo  diad,  and  uamoiial  aendoea  wore  aleo  held 
at  Meriden  and  at  Waabington.

emfield,  and  was  stated  supply  there  until  1862,  when  he  went  to  Mon- 
roe, Mich  ;  wns  principal  of  fenmlo  spjiiniary  at  Collef^e  Hi!l,  O  .

Samuel  Evxkbtt  PiNonEK,  son  of  Stephen  and  Tu'letli  (True)  Pingree, 
was  bom  in  SaliRbury,  N.  H.,  August  2,  1832.  nnd  located  in  Hartford 
in  1869.  He  was  fitted  for  coiltjge  at  the  Salisbury  and  Andovcr  (N.  H.) 
aoaderoiea,  and  at  Mclndoes  Falls,  Vt.,  entered  the  sophomore  class  of 
Dartmouth  College,  aud  was  graduated  m  the  claBS  oi  1857.  He  studied 
law  in  the  offlee  of  Hon.  A.  P.  Hnnton,  of  Bethel,  and  was  admitted  to 
tho  bar  of  Windaor  comity  in  1860.  In  January,  I860,  he  began  prao- 
tioe,  where  he  haa  since  resided. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  rebellion,  be  agisted  in  recraiting  and  enlietod 
fts  a  private  in  Co.  F,  9d  Regt.  Vt  Vols.  Upon  its  organization,  ho  was 
chosen  itH  first  lieutenant,  and  afterwards  its  captain.  At  the  battle  of 
Lee's  Mills,  April  16,  186*2,  at  the  head  of  four  companies,  iie  charged 
upon  the  rebel  lines,  and  wading  Warwick  Creek,  breast-high,  under 
'  severe  fire  from  the  enemy,  drove  them  from  their  rifle-pits.  .He  was 
twice  wounded  in  this  bsitle,  end  wss  tberaby  in  hospital  daring  the 
seren  days  aronnd  Richmond^  under  MoOlelUn,  which  wss  the  only  in>- 
porlaat  hfttUe  in  whioh  the  Armjof  the  Fotoniao  wis  engsged  when  he 
was  not  present.  Sabsequently,he  WIS  promoted  to  be  major  and  lieo- 
ienant-colonel  of  his  regiment  During  the  first  days'  battle  of  the 
Wildomoes  he  woa  ordorod  to  take  command  of  the  2d  Vennont,  ond  ho 
contiuuf  tl  in  command  until  it  was  mastered  out  of  sorvire,  Juno  29, 
1866.  In  the  fall  of  1863,  he  was  for  a  while  in  ooniinaiid  uf  tiie  7th 
Maine  Vols.,  and  at  another  time  of  a  New  Jersey  regiment  On  his  re- 
turn to  dvil  life,  he  resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  was 
eleeted  Stato*s  «ttoni«y  for  Windsor  eonnlj  in  IMT-Bu  He  r»ised'  the 
8lh  regiment  of  Yermont  militia*  and  was  its  eeiloiiel  dnring  its  eidsl- 
enee.  Hs  was  prssSdeot  of  the  Bennion  Booiety  of  Tennont  Offioers 
and  Soldiers,  in  186fi.  In  1868  he  was  one  of  the  delegnta»«t'large  to 
the  Bepnhliesn  nalionni  eonvention  at  Ohioago,  and  in  1882  he  was 
elected  lieatsnsat-govarnor  of  thn  state.  In  1884  he  was  elected,  as  a 
Republican,  goTernor,  receiving  42,624  votes,  against  19,820  votes  for 
T.TTnnn  W.  Redington,  Demorrat ;  635  votes  for  Samuel  Soule,  Green- 
backer  I  200  votes  for  Charles  M.  Stone,  Independent ;  and  ten  scatter- 
ing.

tiou  of  aii  who  wore  interested  in  its  welfturtt.  IIo  gaiiied  many  warm 
friends  there,  by  hie  nuuily,  generons  qualities,  his  social  powers,  and 
his  noble  tslent. '  After  his  gmduatioik,  bo  was  for  somo  time  priucipel 
of  the  h%h  flohool  bi  Sooth  Beadivg,  Msss.  While  there  he  punned 
the  stndj  of  laUr  under  Judge  Heafy  of  Boston,  and  was  admitted  to 
Uie  bar.  About  the  year  1866,  be  r«moTed  to  Ohio^  and  ma  admitted 
to  the  bar  there.  He  finally  settled  in  Cincinnali,  where  he  rapidly 
gained  a  lueratiTe  practice.  While  in  South  Reading  he  was  the  super- 
intendent of  ihv  Fuivorsalist  Sunday  Bclioo),  Hti<l  in  Cincinnati  he  wsa 
a  member  of  tho  Bible  class  in  connection  with  the  First  Cliurah. 

The  (1  tat h  of  Mr.  Porter  wu.h  t  f  a  tragical  nature  and  cast  a  deep 
sbadow  over  the  lives  of  his  many  mlmiriug  friundH  and  acqnaiutiUicoa. 
The  following  rivid  account  of  his  untimely  death  is  copied  from  the 
osnncm  prsaehed  aibb  funeral  in  Stooghton,  Mass.,  by  Bev.  A.  St.  John 
Chamber,  pastor  of  the  Furst  Parish  Chnroh,  Benday,  Deennber  39tb, 
1887:-^ 

"Wo  have  all  been  startled  by  the  frightful  ataatropho  on  the  Lake 
Shore  R  R  The  night  express  train  for  Albany,  left  Cinoiaaati  on 
Tuesday  evening,  the  17th  insK,  Inden  its  freight  of  human  souls 
and  human  hopes.  All  went  well  until  AVednpRjny  nft^rnoon,  ^vben 
owing  to  some  cause  not  yet  clearly  umtlc  kmiwn,  as  the  train  m  iire.l 
Angola,  west  of  Buflfalo,  the  cars  were  thrown  from  the  rails.  Two  cars 
went  over  the  embankment,  one  on  either  side  of  the  track.  Down  some 
sixty  feet»  on  (me  side,  plunged  a  ear,  to  be  vtterly  wredted  by  the  ter- 
rible deseent.  All  the  pessengeia  were  precipitated  into  one  end.  This 
was  honiblo.  But  the  horror  iras  intenaified  by  the  igniting  of  the 
diattered  mass  from  the  live  eoels  of  the  orertunied  atovea*  Ahnoek 
instantaneoosiy  tho  whole  was  a  sheet  of  flsme,  end  nearly  fifty  human 
beings,  so  lately  full  of  bright  hopes,  and  blissful  anticipations  were  con- 
sumed. It  was  impossible  to  render  adequate  assistance,  although  every 
effort  wti8  made  by  the  inhabiJanta  of  An|j^nla.  The  steep  and  ice  cov- 
ered slope  was  little  favorable  to  the  aid  tlmt  nuniberb'HH  l  iavti  and 
pitying  hearts  would  gladly  have  rendered.  Nor  could  the  raging  lire 
be  queaehed.  Of  fhoee  oonenmed  in  that  ear  wsra abridal  party  on 
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Ibeir  wedding  tour  :  iho  Hnporintendent  of  our  Sunday  Bchool  iu  Mai- 
den, ougaged  io  be  married  ou  CUristmas  day,  and  Mr.  £lam  Porter, 
whom  you  all  know,  who  on  the  sftnie  OhristmaB  day  was  to  have  led  to 
the  aaored  alter  his  dioiee  oat  of  the  world.  He  was  to  visit  his  siek» 
and  perhaps  dyiug  mother,  in  Yennonti  and  then  to  meet  his  affianoed 
hersi.  Only  a  buneh  of  kejB»  with  his  name  and  reaadenoe  on  the  zing 
that  bound  Uwm,  was  left  to  tell  the  awl ol  tale,  ffis  body,  with  many 
others  could  not  be  reeognise<V  *  <•>  • 

BIr.  Porter's  fiancee  was  Miss  Mar^-  Molcber,  of  Stougbtou,  Maes. 
Ho  hold  a  policy  of  insiirauce  ou  his  life  iotfae  amount  of  $6,000,  wbieh 
was  made  payable  to  Miss  Jieiober.

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GENEALOGIES. 


No  one  who  has  nol  made  g«n«alogieal  rieardKMi,  oanforma  jnaiidea 
of  ttia  diltteiiltiM  of  gaUiaring  liets  reqniaita  to  oomplofaiBciM  in  tho 
work.   The  formation  oi  a  historicnl  memorial  of  a  family,  evon  of  the 

least  yolume,  cannot  be  accomplishud  without  the  oo-opeiatioii  of  many 
willing  hearts  nod  hands,  especially  in. the  absence  of  full  and  oomplete 
written  records,  stich  sbouM  bo  k«pt  by  every  family  in  the  land.  It 
ia  surprising  that  tliere  m  r  no  many  |»(  oj  le  wiio  take  but  httle,  if  auy, 
intereBt  in  thw  bLuiy  ()f  liioir  luiouge,  or  ui  Llitj  porpetuatiou  of  their  owu 
memory,  or,  at  least,  sufficieul  interest  to  lead  them  to  prepare  and  care- 
fully preserve  a  memorial  relaiiug  to  the  s^Mioial  braodi  of  the  fiunilj  to 
whieb  thej  belong.  How  lew  there  are  who  know  anything  of  their 
anoesfry  baek  of  their  grand  parents !  And,  why  ia  it  that  niaaj  people 
who  are  ahlo  to  traoe  thdr  paternal  aneestry  back  for  several  gmera- 
tions,  are  unable  to  trace  their  maternal  ancestry  even  to  their  grand 
parentaf 

Diiriiif*  iho  compilation  of  tbo  following  family  records  the  author  has 
written  at  loaflt  500  letters  to  obtuiTi  fn^tH  iiml  dutou.  A  largo  nniulHir 
of  these  luttci  H,  acconi])anied  by  return  postage,  fell  into  the  bauds  of 
those  who  h|i[  i  opriated  the  stamps,  but  maintained  a  careless  or  inipat- 
ible  silence — ^tiieru  are  few  forms  of  ill-breediug  more  ungracious  than 
this)— other  letters  eUeited  brief  or  snpeifidal  ontlines  of  family  histo> 
ries,  while  some  brooght  a  large  harvsst  of  faeta  t  but  the  information 
obtained  was  sneh  as  should  have  been  found  recorded  in  famOy  Bibles 
within  the  town. 

The  author  baa  endeavored  to  arrange  the  following  genealogies  in 

such  a  way  that  each  branch  of  the  family  at  large,  and  of  every  specific 
family  belonging  to  it,  is  pursued,  from  its  beginning  to  its  end,  by 
itself;  the  antecedent  and  sequent  connections  of  any  individual  family 
being  presented  in  one (•oinicrtcd  view.  Tliissysteui  is  rep^nrdf'd  by  the 
author  as  preferable  to  tiiut  of  presenting  all  those  belonging  to  a  given 
generation  together  in  one  view,  which  involves  a  tedious  iuvealigaiion, 
aa  the  anteeedent  and  sequent  etmneetiofui  of  any  individual  family  must 
be  repetitionsly  sought  for  one  fay  one.   The  system  observed  by  the 
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Author  in  tlie  foUowiog  genealogies  is  such  ttiat  no  lengtiij  MMMrdbM 
will  bo  necessary  in  tracing  out  one's  immme<liiU«  relatives.  • 

To  the  cnrefiil  ronclor  of  those  genealogies,  many  points  of  special  in- 
terest of  ft  biological  and  sociolopical  kiml  will  be  observed.  It  ^vi]l  be 
seen  that  fewer  children  are  among  our  native  popuiation  in  jnodrrn, 
than  in  by-gone  days;  thai  both  sexes  are  shorter-liFed  than  formerly, 
and  that  there  is  a  much  greater  divenifiealion  of  business  at  present, 
M  ootnpared  with  tlie  ilmortaiufeKMliiiiifofiniiy  of  omploymeni  at  first 
in  tOling  the  tdL  No  loogw  Hum  t&xij  yean  ago  than  wm  in  one 
aehool  diitriet  in  BatUord  nz  iMniliea  whoM  total  mamberaUpp  pavenla 
and  ebiidro^  waa  ninety-nina  penonBi  vis: —  David  Nawton  and  wifa^ 
and  16  children;  SjItmiub  Smith  and  wife»  and  5H)chfldren;  Samael 
Dutton  and  wife,  and  IG  children ;  Philip  Spragoa  and  wife,  and  12  chil* 
drou  ;  Harvey  Gibbs  and  wile, and  10  children ;  Daniel  Benedict  Dutton 
and  wife,  nvd  13  ohihlren:  number  of  chiMrcn.  87  Thonimiborof  other 
children  in  the  saiin  district  at  that  time  r\v>  11  e  l  the  a^f^  egate  to  nearly 
120.  lu  the  same  sciiool  district,  to  day,  lu  an  equal  number  of  fami* 
lies,  there  are  less  than  2U  children.  Sixty  ycais  ago,  the  number  of 
children  of  school  age  in  the  town  was  about  700.  The  number  of  fami< 
liea  than  in  the  town  waa  abmitSOOi  the  average  numher  of  ehildran  of 
acbool  ago  to  eaoh  lamilj  baing  Ihno.  To^j,  thara  are  about  700  fani> 
iliaa  in  the  town^  whieh  have,  altogether,  not  more  than  700  ehiidran  of 
adiooi  age,  or  an  average  of  one  to  each  family.  Sliminating  the  for* 
eign  population,  say  100  families,  in  which  the  number  <rf  ohildr«a  aa 
compared  with  those  of  native  flitiaens  is  as  three  to  one,  and  we  have 
in  GOO  faniiliffl  of  the  native  born  population  but  400  children  of  schoo^ 
ape  (5  to  W  y(>ftrR  of  r\pfV  (Qiiory  )  How  soon  will  the  people  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  nativity,  in  Huh  i(i\vii,  bo  stjpplaniod  by  other  and  more  prolific 
races,  that  ore  observant  of  the  Divine  command — "Be  fruiliul  aud  mul- 
tiply'MQen.  1. 28)! 

Tba  author  ragreta  that  the  hiatociaa  of  aome  other  familiae  are  not 
aoMmg  thoae  here  preaanted.  It  ia  not»  however,  the  aiithor*a  fault  that 
other  luatoriea  are  not  inclndad.  T!h»  deaoendanta  of  aome  of  the  early 
aettlera  who  have  been  urged  to  loan  written  and  printed  data  in  tbdr 
possession,  have  wantonly  or  negligently  withheld  the  same,  seomin^ly 
grudging  for  a  history  of  themselves  and  their  kindred  the  moiety  of 
time  and  efTort  they  bo«'h>w  upon  "  trifles  light  as  air." 

In  conclusion,  the  aii'J)  i  haa  to  mx  that  ho  feels  confident  that  the 
long  scries  of  earnost  oHoi  Ih  made  by  him  to  obtain  and  i)reBei  ve, 
llttough  all  coming  time,  Iho  family  histoiiea  here  proBouLod,  will  be 
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held  tti  A  high  •aftifniito  hj  khoM  tor  vhoM  piofti  and  plaMove  he  hw 
nnrtoiittitigly  labored.  «

Under 
the  dfatribtttiott  of  land  by  pitehee  to  the  original  right  of  Samuel  Povlar,  Mr. 
Tllden  acquirtnl  00  acn^  of  l.'\ud,  now  owneil  and  occupied  by  Mr.  Elijah  Bur- 
nmiglia,  which  lie  gave  to  Ids  son,  Josiali,  Sept.  8,  1788.  He  next  pltohed  lot 
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No.  02,  of  tlie  aecond  100-acre  division,  drawn  to  the  original  right  of  Samuel 
Porter.  This  lot  he  gnre  to  bb  son,  Ste{dieQ,|;Jr.,  Sept.  2,  ITM.  It  is  now  ownad 
and  oecnpied  Ivf  Ifr.  Wm.  E.  Dntton.  On  the  19th  of  Anguftt  IIVI,  he  gftvo  to 
his  son,  Asa,  <»ie-hair  of  tlie  home  farm,  or^BO  acres  ndjoniing.  on  tlie  south,  the 
honiu  farm  of  Tliomas  Tracy,  on  which  Leonard  Tniniliiill  now  Uvvs.  In  17!>1, 
and  later,  Mr.  Tildim  puruliaM^  several  oUter  urigiiuil  rtghtn  and  portions  of 
lighta.  some  of  whieh  be  held  until  Ids  ileath. 

Mr.  IttdoD  ¥rM  an  hitolliguiit,  |iulilkHi|iiriluil  eiUaen,  nud  won  imMiiimtttly 
identified  witli  tl;o  ,  ivil  untl  militairy  affairs  of  the  Stjitc  and  his  town  during'  tiis 
life  time.  He  Lh  tlrst  mentioned  in  the  town  recordM  in  1775,  yvhtm  he  was  chueen 
a  highway  surveyor,  and  one  of  a  nommittee  to  have  change  of  the  achool  landa 
ofthetown.  bi  ITM,  liewae  ofae  of  the Gtanunittee of  Safety*  andwaa  atao 
CommiHMiout'r  of  Highwajtt.  Ho  n>|)roHonted  the  town  in  the  Logislataie  in 
1778,  'H;i,  '81,  'BT),  during  whii-h  w's.sion.s  he  wrn*  plarin!  on  imjiortiUit  comniittf*« 
— first,  as  one  of  the  Coimnittee  on  War;  secondly,  as  one  of  a  committ«e  to 
draw  a  letter  fortiidding  delegates  from  CmnberiandOomity  toait  in  the  Fkovin- 
oial  CongnNa  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  and  aleo  one  of  a  committee  to  conaider 
proceedings  of  the  Court  nf  Confiscation.  In  177fl,  hp  votetl  in  fnvnr  of  the 
Bettkrjient  Act.  In  tlie  trouhlous  events  nf  tlio  Kevolutionary  fM^riuii,  tutd 
during  the  (xmtroversy  with  New  York,  he  was  loyal  to  the  liutt  intvrusta  of  the 
Stila  In  1780-81,  he  waa  one  of  tlie  eehsctmen  of  the  town.  In  aO  poeitioaa  tif 
trust  lie  was  fultlirul,  eniMX()tic,  and  unselfish,  and  hy  his  u|iri>(lit  conduct  in- 
voked men  tlie  tmiversal  esteem  of  his  ]x>liti(-al  (^ncnu'irs.  Thougli  lacking  in 
book  knowledge,  he  derived  from  experienoe  a  fund  of  soii«l  kituwiodge  of  a 
pnctioal  kind,  and  this,  with  taiatuicta  thai  led  him.  generally,  in  the  «%ht 
difeotloQ,  fitted  Um  well  for  the  dutiea  htenmbent  npoo  him,  both  in  laiTaie  and 
hiimbliolite.

Tliis  lot  was  purcluised  by  Elias  Lyman 
Jkl,  about  175)?),  nff4^r  wliirli  tfmc,  until  tli«  completion  <if  tlio  PasHUm]i8ic  R.  Rd., 
that  portion  of  tlie  town  was  called  "  Ly man's  PoiuL"  Mr.  Whitney  subsecjucjitly 
ownrnt  lot "  No.  64,**  on  wliicli  la  now  hicatod  the  hnndefc  known  na  CeutrDTilte, 
bui  it  is  not  known  tliat  lio  ever  lived  in  tliia  town.
